ger asany might be. No,no(faid he)it is. nor for meto attend ſo highra bliſſfalnefſe:

-- .farretosprecious food for fiſhes : and for the hire (faid he ) I have within this caf- 


ket, of value ſufficient ro content them.C/azus preſently went to @ Fiſherttian ,& ha- 
uing agreedwith him, & pronided ſome apparell for rhe naked ſtratiget, he imbat- 
ked,8 the ſhepheards with him: & wete no ſooner gonie beyond the thomt of 'the 
 hanen,but that ſome way into the Sea they mightdiſcetne(as irwere)a ſtale of he 
waters colour,8 by times ſome ſparks & ſmoke mounting cheteoutr. But the youg 
man no ſooner ſay ir,bur that beating his breaſt, he cried, that there was the begin- 
ning of his ruine, intreating:them robendtheit courſe as ticets yiito! it as they 
could; telling, how that ſmoke was but a ſmall relique of a great fire; which had 

driten both him 8 his friend rather ro commit themſelues to rhe cold metcle of the.

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Sea,than to abide the hor crucltic of thefire : and that therefore though they both 
had abandoned the ſhip,that he was(if any where)in thar courſe to be mer withall - 
They ſtcaced therefore as necre thither-ward as they could : but when they came ſa 
necre as their eycs were full maſters. of the obie&, they ſaw 2 fight full of pizcous 
ſtrangeneſſe:aſhip,or rather the carkaſle of the ſhip,or rather ſomefew bones of the 
carkaſſe,hulling there, part broken, part burned, part drowned : death: hauing vſed 
more than'one dart to that deftrution. Abour it floted great ſtore of veric rich 
things, and many cheſts which might promiſe no lefſe. And amidſt the precious 
things wetcanutmber of dead bodies, which likewiſe did not onely teſtific both cle- 
ments violence, but that the chiefe violence was growne of humane inhumaniric: 
for their bodics were full of grifly wounds,and their blood had(as it were)filled the 
wrinklesof the Scas _ : which it ſeemed the Sea would nor waſh away, that-ir 
might witneſle it is notalwaics his fault, when wecondemne his crueley. In ſumme, 
2 defeate, where the conquered kept both field and ſpoile : a ſhipwrack wittiour 
ſtorme orill footing : and a waſt of fire in themidlt of rhe water. | 

- Butalittle way off they ſaw the maſt, whoſe proud height now lay a long like 
widdow haning loſt her make ofwhom ſhe held her honour: but ypon the maſt they 


 fawayoung man(atlcaſt if he were aman)bearing ſhew of abour eighteeneyearesof 


age, who ſate(as on horſebacke)hauing nothing ypon him bur his ſhirr, which bein 
wrought with blew (ilke and gold, had a kind of reſemblance to the Sea : on which 
the Sunne(then necre his Velternc home)did ſhoote ſome of his beames. His haire 
(which the young man of Greece vcd ro weare yeric long) was ſtirred yp 8 downe 
with the wind, which ſeemed ro hauc a ſport to play with it, as the Sca had to kiſle 
his feete; himſelfe full of admirable beautic, ſet foorthby the ſtrangenelle both of 
kis ſcat & geſture: for,holding his head vp full ofynmoued maicſticf helda ſword 
aloft with his faire arme, which often he waucd abour his crowne, as though he 
would threaten the world in that cxrremitie. Burt the fiſhermen , when they 
came ſo neere him, that it was time to throweoura rope,by which hold they might 
draw him,their ſimplicitic bred ſuch amaſement , and their amaſement ( w ſuper- 
ſition, that(aſſuredly thinking it was ſome God begotten betweene Neprune and 
Fenus,that had made all this terrible ſlaughter ) as they went vnder faile by him, 
held ypthcir hands and made their prayers. Which when H#ſidorus faw,though 
he werealmoſt as much rauiſhed with ioy, as they with aſtoniſhment, he leapt ro 
the Mariner,and tooke the cord out of hishand and ( ſaying,doeſt thou live , and 
art well ?who anſwered, thou canſt rel] beſt,fince moſt of my well being ſtands in 
thee, )threw it out, bur alrcadie the ſhip was paſt beyond Pyrocles : and therefore 
eMuſidorus could doe no more but perſwadethe Mariners to caſt abour againe, aſ- 
ſuring chem that he was bur a man,although of moſt diuine excellencies, and pro- 
miſing great rewards fortheir paine. 
And now they were alrcadie come ypon the ſtaies; when one of thefailers deſcri- 
eda Galley which came with ſailes and oares dircly in the chaſe of them z and 
ſtreighr perceiued ic was a well knowen Pirate, who hunted not onely for goods but 
for bodies of men , which he employed cither to be his Galley flaues, or toſell at 
the beſt marker. Which when the Maſter ynderſtood, he commaunded foorthwith 
toſcrtonall the canuaſſe they could, andfiye homeward, leaving in thatſort poore 
Pyrocles ſa ncere to bercſcued. Bur what did not <Huſidorms ſay ? whardid he not 
offer ro perſwadethem to venture the hight ? Bur feare ſtanding at the gates of their 
cates,put backeall perſwaſions; ſo that he had nothing wherewith to accompanie 
| SN Pyrocler, 
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Pyrecles,but his ciess not to ſuccour him,bur his wiſhes. Therefore praying for him, 
and caſting A that way, he ſaw the Galley leaue thepurſuireof . uk and 
rurne totake vp the ſpoiles of the other wracke : & laſtly he might well ſce themlife 
vpthey man 3 and alas (ſaid he to himſclfe) deare Pyrocles,ſhall that bodie of 
thine be cachained ? ſhall thoſe yiorioushands of thinebe commanded tobaſeofo = 
fices?.ſhall vertue become allauero thoſe that be flaues to viciouſnes ? Alas, better 
had it bin thou hadſt ended nobly thy noble dayes : what death is ſo cuill as vawor- 
thy ſervitude ? But thatopinion ſooneccaſed, when he ſaw the Galley ſetting ypon 
another ſhip, which held long 8 ſtrong fight with her: for rhen he begana treſhro 
fearc theldof his friend,8 ro wiſh well co the Pyrates whom before he hared,leaft 
in theirrainehe ng periſh. Burrhe fiſhermen made ſuch ſpeed into thehauen, 
that they abſcnred his eyes from beholding theiflue:where being entred, he could 
rocure neither them, nor any other as then to put themſclues into the ſea : ſo thar 
Lg as full of ſorrow for being vnable todoe any thing,as void of counſecllhow to 
doanicthing, beſides, that fickenes grew ſomthing vpon him, the honeſt ſhepheards 
Strephon & Claius (who bcing themſeluescrue friends, did the more perfefly iudge, 
the 1uſtneſſeof his ſorrow)aduiſe him, that heſhould mitigate ſomhar of his woe, 
fince he had gotten an amendment in torrune, being come from aſſured perſaſion 
of his death, to haue no cauſe to deſpaire of his lite: as one that had lamented the 


death of his ſheepe,ſhould after know they werebur ſtrayed, would receiue pleaſure 
though readily he knew not where ro finde them. | 

Nov fir (ſaid they) thus for ourſclues itiss VWeare in profeſsion bur ſhepheards, 
and inthis countricof Laconialictlebetter then ſtrangers, and therefore neyther in 
$kill,nor abiliticofpower greatly to ſtead you. Burwhat wecan preſcat ynto you 
is this; Arcadia, of which country weeare, isbutalittle way hence; and cuen 
the next confines there dwelleth a Gentleman) by name XK alander, who vouchſaferh 
much fauour vnto ys : A man who for his hoſpitalitic is ſo much hauured, that no 
neives ſtirre,bur come to his caresz forhis vprighr:dealing ſo beloued of his neigh- 
bours;that he harh manie cuer readie to doe him their ytrermoſt ſeruice,and by the 
preat good will our Prince beares him, may ſoone obtaine the vſc of his name and 
credite,which hath a principall ſway, not onely'in'his owne Arcadia,but in all theſe 
countries of ws : and (which is worth all) all theſe things giue him nor ſo 
much power,as his nature gives him will to benefit. ſo that it ſeemes no Muſicke' is 
ſo ſweet to hiscareas deſerued thanks. To him wewill bring you,8 thereyou may 
recouer againe your health, without which you cannot be ablero make any diligenc 
ſearch for your friend : and therefore you muſt labour for ir. Beſides , weeare ſure 
the comfort of curteſic,and caſe of wiſe counſel! ſhall norbe wanting. k 

Muſidors ( who beſides he was mcerly vnacquainted 1n the country had his wits 

aſtoniſhed wich ſorrow ) gaue eaſic conſent to that, from which hee ſaw no rea- 
ſon rodiſagree : and therefore (defraying the Mariners with a ring beſtowed ypon 
them) they rooke their iourncy together through Laconia ; Claixs and Strephon by 
courſecarrying his cheſt for him, M#ſizorws only bearing in his countenancecuidenr 
markes ofa ſorrowfull mind ſupported with a weake bodie, which they pereeiuing, 
and knowing that the violenceof ſorrow is not at the firſt to be ſtriuen wirhall:(be+ 
inglikea mightiebeaſt, ſooner tamed with following, than overthrowne by with- 
ſtanding)they gaue way vato it for that day and the next; ncuer troubling him, ci«. 
chec withasking queſtions,or finding fault with his melancholy, bur rather firci 
to hisdolor dolorous diſcourſes of their owne and other folks musfortune. Whi 
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Pars hes;chough they had not a liuely catrance to his ſences ſhut vp in ſorrow, yer 
"9 halfe alleepehe tooke hold of much of the matters ſpoken tart wry tp 
a man-may ſay,cre ſorrow was aware,they made his thoughts beare away-ſomrhing 


elſcbeſide his own ſorrow, which wrought ſoin him, that ar length hegrew contenr 


ro marke their ſpeeches,then to maruell at ſuch wir in ſhepheards after to like their 
ly to vouchſafe conferance : ſo that the third day after, in'che time 
ming ofche Sunne,the Nightingales ( ſiriuing one with the other whichcould in 
moſt daintie yarictie recount their wrong cauſed ſorrow) made them put off their 
ſleepe,and rifing from vndera tree ( which that night had bin their pauillion) they. 

went on their iourney, which by and by welcomed Muſidorus cies (wearied with the 
waſted ſoile of Laconia) with delightfull proſpe&s. There werehills which garniſh- 
cd their proud heights with ſtately trees : humble yallies, whoſebaſe eſtate ſeemed 
comforted with the refreſhing of filuer riuers - medowes,enamelled with all ſorts of 
cie-plcaſing flowers: thickets, which being lined with moſt pleaſant ſhade,were wit- 
nefled ſooo, by the cheerfull diſpoſition of manie well-runed birds: each paſture 
ſtored with ſheep feeding with ſober ſccuririe, whilethe prertie lambes with bleating 
oratoric craued the dammes comfort : hers: a- ards boy piping, as though he 
ſhould neuer be old: there a young ſhepheardefſe knitting, and withall fin oing,and 
ir ſeemed that her voice comforted her hands to worke ,and herhands kept time to 
her yoices mulick;As for the houſes of the countrey( for manic houſes cameynder 
their eye) they wereall ſcattered,no' two being one by th'other, and-yet not fo farre 
off as thac it barred muruall ſuccour- aſhew, asit were, ofan accompanable folitarj- 
nefſe.and of aciuill wildenes. Fpray you (ſaid Muſidorms , then firſt vnſaling his- 


long filenc lips) what countries betheſe wee paſſe through , which are ſo diuers in 


ſhew,che onewanting no ſtore, the other hauing no ſtore bur of wane.

valiant Amphialus his nephew, & much enuying the ambitious number of the No- 
bilicic againſt Ph;/anax,to fee Philanax ſo aduanced, though ( to ſpeake limply) he 
deſerue more then as manie of ys as there be in Arcadia : the Prince himſclte hath 
hidden his head, inſuch ſorras I told you, not ſticking plainly to confelle, thathee 
meancs not(while he breathes) that his daughters ſhall hauc any husband,but keep 
them'thug ſolitarie with him : where he giucs no other body leaue to viſit him ar 
anic time bur a cecrtaine Prieſt, who being excellentinpoetrie, hee makes him write 
out ſuch things ashe beſt likes,he being no leſle delightfull in conuerſation , then 
needfull for deuotion, and about twentic ſpecified ſhepheards, in whom (ſome for 
excrciſes,and ſome for Eglogs) he takerh greater recreation. 
Andnowyouknowas much as my ſelfe: wherein if I hauc held you oucrlong, 
lay hardly the faultypon my old age , which in the ycrie diſpoſition ot it , is talka- 
tive: whether it be ( ſaid he ſmiling) thar nature loues to exerciſe that part moſt, 
which is leaſt decayed, and that is our tongue : or, that knowledge being the oncly 
thing whereof we poore olde men can brag, wecannor make it knowne but by vr- 
terance : or, that mankindby all mecanes ſecking to eternize himſelfe ſo much the 
more,as heis neare hisend, doth it not only by the children thagcome of him, bur 
by ſpeeches 8 writings recommended tothe memorie of hearcrsand readers. And 
yet thus much I will ſay for my ſelfe,that T haue notlaid theſe marters, cither ſo 0- 
pealy orlargely to anyasto your ſelfe : ſomuch (ifT much failenor) do ſee in you, 
which makes me both loue & truſt you; Neuer may hebe old , anſwered Palladize, 
 thatdoth notreucrence thatage, whoſe heauineſle, if ir waye downe the fraile and 
flcſhly ballance, it. as much if yp thenobleand ſpirituall parr z and well mighc 
you haucallcaged another reaſon, that their wiſedomemakes them willing to pro- 
fit others. And that hauc I recciued of you,ncuer to be forgotten,bur with yngrate- 
fulneſle.But among many ſtrange conceits you told me, which haue ſhewed cffe&s 
* in your Prince, truely cucn:the laſt, that heeſhouldconecjue ſuch pleaſure in ſhep- 
heards diſcourſes, would not ſeemethe leaſt vnto me, ſauing that. yon rold mcear 
the firſt, that thiscountry isnotable in thoſe wits, and that indeed my ſelfc hauing 
bin brought notonely to this place, but ro my life by Srrephon and Claims , in their 
conference found wits as might better become ſuch ſhepheards as Homer ſpeakes 
of, thatbe gouernours of peoples,then ſuch Senators who hold their Councell in 
aſhecpe-cote, For them two ({aid Kalanader) eſpecially Clarins, they are beyond the 
reſt by ſo much, as learning commonly doth addeto nature: for, hauing negleed. 
their wealth in reſpect ofebeie knowledge , they hauc' not ſo much 1mpaired the 
meaner,as they bettered the better. Which all notwithſtanding ,-it' is a ſporte-to 
ore Row chey imputeto loue, which hath inducd their thoughts ( ſay they ) with 
ucha ſtren ;400 (14 
Bur certainly all the people of this country from high to lowe, isgiuen to thoſe 
ſports of thewit,-ſo.as you wauld wonder to heare how ſoone cucn children will 
begia roverſifie.

_ andin this Court herecciued ſo good increaſe of knowledge, tharafter ſome years 


ſpcnt,he ſo manifeſted a moſt vertuous mind inall hisaQions,that Arcadia gloried 
ſuch a plant was rranſportedvnto them , being a Gentleman indeed moſt rarely 


-accompliſhed, excellently learned, but withourall vaine glorie : friendly, withour 
 factiouſnes; valiant, ſoas for my part, I thinke the carth hath no man that hath 


done more heroicallaQs then hez howſocuer now of late the fame flies of thetwo 
Princes of T heſſalia and Macedon,and hath long done of our noble Prince Amphia- 
lus; who iidecd, in our parts is onelyaccounted likely to match him : bur I ſay for 
my part, | thinke no man foryalour ofmind and abilitic of bodie ro be preferred, if 
_— Argalzs; and yet ſoyaliant as heneuerdutrſt doe any bodice iniurie : in 

chauiour ſome will ſay cuerſad, ſurely ſober , and ſomewhar given to muſing , 
bur neuer vncourteousz his word cuer led by his thought , and followedb his 
deede; rather libcrall rhen:magnificent , though the one wanted not , and the 
other hadeuergood choiſc of the receiuer: in ſumme ( for I perceive I ſhall eaſily

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ſuch a man was (and I hope is) 4rg4lwe,as hardly the niceſteye can find a (pot in, if 
the ouer-ychement conſtancie of yet ſpotleſle affeion , may not in hard wreſted 
conſtruQtionsbe counteda ſpot: which in this manner began that worke in him, 
which hath made both him, and it ſelfe in him ouer all this famous. My

Gentleman,as of great birth (being our kings ſiſters ſonne) ſo truly of good nature, 
and onethat canſce goodand loue it, haunted more the companieot this worthie 
Argalus,then ot any other : ſo as ifthere were not aftiendſhip (whichis ſo rare; asir 
is robe doubred whether ir be a thing indeed, or but a word) at leaſt there was ſuch 
a liking and friendlinefle, as hath brought forth the cfteAs which you ſhall heare. 
Abour two yeares ſince,it ſo fell out, thathe _— him toa great Ladies houſe ſfi- 
ſter ro my maiſter, who had with her her onely daughter, the faire Parthen;as faire 
indeed (fame I thinke it ſelfe daring not to call any fairer,if itberior Helena Queene 
of Corinth,& che two incomparable ſiſters of Arcaaza;)8 that which made herfaire- 
neſſe much the fairer, was, thar it was bura faire Embaſſadour ofa moſt faire mind, 
full of wit,anda wit which delighted morc to mage it ſelfe, then to ſhew' it ſelfe : 
her ſpecch being as rare as pretious; her filence without ſullenneſſe 3 her modeſtic 
without affeQation; her ſhamefaſtneſſe — : in ſumme, one that 
to praiſe well, one muſt firſt ſer downe with himſelfe, what it Bwbecxccllent « for 
ſo ſhee is. | Tae *"ih | : 

I thinke you think, that theſe perfeions meeting,could notchooſebut find one 
another,anddelight in that they found) for likeneſſe of maners is likely in reaſon to 
draw liking with affeion,mens aQions doenor alwaies crofſe with teaſon : tobe 
ſhoct,irdid ſo indeed. They loued although fora while the fire t pes wings 
being cut off.) were blowne by the bellowes of diſpaire ypon this occafion, 

There had bina good while before,8 ſocontinued, a ſuter tothis ſame Ladie, a 
great noble man,though of Laconia,yet neere neighbour to Partheni,as mother,na- 
med Demazoras : a man mightie in riches & power, and proud thereof, ſtubbornly 
ſtout, louing no body but himſelfe,and for his owne delights ſake Parthenia:8 pur. 
ſuing ychemently his deſire, his riches had ſo guilded over all his other imperfei- 
ons,that the old Lady (mn contrarie to my Lord herbrothers mind) had giuen 
her conſent 5 and vſing a mothers authoritie ypon herfairedaughter,had made her 
yeeld thereunto,not becauſe ſhe liked herchoiſe, but becauſe her obedient mindehad 
not yettaken vpon it to make choiſe; 8 theday of theirafſurance drew neare,when 
my young Lord Clitzophon brought this noble Argalus,perchance principally toſceſo 
rare a ſight,as Partheniaby all well 12 was iudged. 2 

But Track few dayes were before the time of aſſurance appointed, yet loue that 
ſaw he had agreat iourney to make in ſhort time, haſted ſo himſtlfe, that beforcher 
word could tycher to Demagoras , herheart hath yowed her to Argalus, with ſa 
| oy a receipt in mutuall affection , that if ſhee deſired aboue all things to 

ave Argalus , Arzalus feared nothing but to miſle Parthenia. And now Parthe. 
n1a had learned both liking and miſliking, louing and loathing, and out of paſsion 
| beganto take the authoritie of iudgement; in ſo much, that when the time came 
that Demagoras (full of proud ioy) thought to receiue thegift of her ſelfe, ſhee with 
words of reſoluterefuſal(though with teares ſhewing ſhe was ſoricſhe muſt refuſe) 
aſſured her mother,ſhe would firſt be bedded in her grave, then wedded to Dema-. 
goras, Thechaunge wasno more ſtraunge, then ynpleaſant tothe mother: who 


B 3 : being 
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being determinarely (leſt Tſhould ſay of a great Ladic wilfully ) bent to marrie her 
to Demagoras, triedall wayes which a wittie and hard-hearted mother could vie,vp- 
on ſo humblea daughter; in whom the only reſiſting power was loue. But the more 
ſheaſſaulted.the more ſhe taught P arthenia to defend $ and the more Parthenia de- 
fended,the more ſhe made her mother obſtinatein the aſſault : who atlengrh find- 
ing,that Argalus ſtanding berweene them , was it that moſt eclipſed heraffeQion 
from ſhining vpon —_— ſoughtall meanes how to remouehim,ſo much 
the morcas he manifeſted himſelfe an ynremoucable ſuter toher daughter: firſt,by 
employing him in as many dangerous enterpriſes,as cuer the cuillſtep-mother 1470 
recommended to the famous Hercules : but the more his yertue was tryed, the more 

itgrew,while all the things ſhedid co ouerthrow him, didſer him vpvpon the 
Ficight of honour ; enough to haue moued her heart,eſpecially to amaneuerie way 


- ſo worthicas Argalus : bur ſhe ſtrugling againſt all reaſon, becauſe ſhe would haue 


| herwill,and ſhewherauthoritie in marching her with Demagoras, the more vertu- 
ous Argalus was,the more ſhe hated him, thinking her-ſelfe conquered in his con- 
eſts,and therefore ſtill imploying him in more and moredangerous attempts : in 
emcane while, ſhe vſcd all extremities ſsble n her faire daughter, to make 
her giuc oucr her ſelfe to herdiveRtion. Burirwas hard to judge, whether he in do- 
ing,orſhein fulbabng, ſhewed greater conſtancie of affeftion - for,as to Arealus the 
world ſooner warited occaſions,then he valourto goe through them : ſo to Parthe. 
»ia,malice ſooner ceaſed, then her ynchanged patience. Laftly, by treaſons, Dema. 
goras and (he would haye. made away Arg4/us; but he with prouidenceand courage 
ſopaſt oucr all;thatthemother tooke ſuch a ſpitcfull griefe ar it,thather heart brake 
withall andſhedyed, | | 
But then, Demagores aſluring himſelfe , thatnow Partheniawas her owne, ſhee 
wouldneuerbe his, and receiuing as much by her owne determinate anſwere, not 
more deſiring his owne happineſle, then enuying Argalus, whom hee ſaw with nar- 
row eyes,cuen readie to enioy theperfeQion of his deſires, ſtrengthening his conceir 
withall the miſchicuouscounſcls which diſdained loue, and enuious pridecould 
giueynto him; the wicked wretch(taking a time that 47gal/us was gone to his coun- 
tric, to fetch ſome of his principall friends rohonourthe marriage , which Parthenia 
had moſt ioyfully conſented ynto)the wicked Demagoras (I ſay) deliring to ſpeake 
with her,with vamercifull force (her weake armes in vaine reſiſting) rubd all ouer 
her face a moſt horrible poyſon : theefte& whereof was ſuch, thar neuer leaperlookr 
more "gy then ſhe did: which done, hauing his men and horſes ready, departed a- 
way in ſpite of her ſeruants,as readie to reuengeas they could be, in ſuch an ynexpe- 
Qed miſchicfe. But theabhominableneſſe of this fat being come to my L. Kalar. 
der,he made ſuch meanes,both by our kings interceſsion, and his owne, that by the 
King and Senate of Lacedgmon , Demazoras was vpon paine of death baniſhed the 
gountrey : who hating the puniſhment, where he ſhould hauc harcd the fault, ioy- 
ned himſelfe,with all the powers he could make, ynto the Helots, lately 1n rebellion 
againſtthar ſtate: and they (glad to hauc a man of ſuch authoritic among them) 
made him their Generall : and ynder him haue committed diuers the moſt outra- 
gious villanics,thata baſe multitude (full of deſperate reuenge) can imagine. 
Butwithin a whileafter this pittifull fat committed ypon Parthenia, Argals re- 
rurned (poore Gentleman) hauing her faire image in his heart, & already promiſing 
his eyes the yttermoſt of his felicitic, when they ( no body elſe daring to tell it him 
were the firſt meſſcngers to rheſelues of their own misfortune. I mcancnor to mone 
| s paſsions 
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paſſions with telling you the griefe of both, when heeknew her, for ar firſt hee did 
_ at firſt as. wk poſſibly haue vertucs aide ſo readie, as not enen 
weakely tolamentthe loſſeof ſuch a iewell, ſo much the more,as that skilfull men 
in thatart aſſured it was ynrecouerable, but within a while,tru thofloue(which ill 
held the firſt facein his memoric ) a yertuous conſtancie, and cuen a delight robee 
conſtant, faith giuen , and inward worthineſſe ſhinning through the fouleſt miſts, 
rookeſo full hold of the noble Argalus., that not only in ſuch comfort which wittie 
arguments may beſtow ypon aduerſity, but euen with the moſt abundantkindeneſfle 
charan eye-rauiſhed louer can expreſſe,helabourcd both to driue the extremutie of 
ſorrow from her;and ro haſten thecelebration of their marriage: whereunto heyn. 
. fainedly ſhewed himſelfe no lefle cheercfully carneſt,, then it ſhe had nguer beene 

difinherired of that goodly portion, which nature had ſo liberally bequeathed ynto 
* her; and for that cauſe deferred his intended reuenge vpon Demagoras , becauſehee 
might continually bee in her preſence; ſhewing more humble ſeruiceableneſle ; gc 
toy tocontenther, then euer before. | 

Butas he gaue this rarcexample,not tobehoped forof any other,bur of another 
Arzalas:ſo ot the orher fide,ſhe rooke as — a coutſe inafteQion: for, whereſhe 
dektred rocnioy-him,morethen to liue; yet didſhe ouenhroy both her owne deſire 
and his,andinno ſort would yeeld to marrie him;with a ſtrange encounter of loues

But now the ſtortne,asir fell, 
ſoitceaſcd : and theerror commitred, in retaining Clitgphon more hardly then his 
age or quarrell deſerued, becomes aſharpely learned cxperience,to yſe in other times 
more moderation. | fr 07 

Now haue I todeliuer vnto you the concluſion betweenerhekings with the No» 
bilitic of Lacedemon,and you; which is inall points as your ſclucs deſired - aſwell 
for that you would have grauntcd, as for the aſlurance of what is graunted, The 
Townesand Fortes you preſently haue,are ſtill left ynto you, robe kept eirher with 
or withour garriſon,ſo as you alter not the lawes of the Countrey.and pay ſuch du- 
ties asthe reſt of the Lacoxnians doe: Your (clnes arc mide by publiquedecree, free- 
men,and ſo capable both to giucand receiue yoyce in cle&tion'of Magittrates. The 
diſtinQton of names betweene Helots and Lacedemonians to be quite raken ayay, 
and all indifterently to enioy both names of priuiledges of Laconians. Your chil- 
dren to bebronghr vp with theirs in the Spartane diſcipline : and ſo you (framing 
your ſcluesto be good members of thar cltae) to be hereafter fellowes, andno1on» 


ger ſcruants, | fe FA 
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Which conditions you ſee, carrie in themſelues no more contention then aſſu- 
rancg Fot this-isnot a peace which is made with them, bur this is a peace by which 
ou are made of them. Laſtly a forgetfulneſſe decreed of all whar is paſt, they ſhew- 
ing themſelues glad to haue ſo valiant men as you are, ioyned with them, {o thar 
you are to take mindes of peace, ſince the cauſe of warre is finiſhed; and as you ha- 
ted them beforelike oppreſſors , ſo now to loue them as brothers; to take care of 
their eſtate becauſe it 15 yours, and to labour by vertuous doing , thar thepoſtcri- 
rie may not repent your ioyning. But now one Article onely they ſtood vpon , 
which in the end I with your Commiſsioners haue agreed vnto , that Tſhould no 
more tarrie here, miſtaking perchancemy humour,and thinking me as ſcditious as 
Iam young,or elſc itis the King Amiclas amr 4 reſpect that it was my ill hap 
to kill his nephew Furileonz bur howſoeuer it be, I have condifſcended. Bur ſo will 
not we,crycd almoſt the whole aſſembly, counſelling one another, cather to tric the 
yttermoſteuenr, then looſe him by whom they had beene viQtorious. Bur hee as 
well with generall orations,as particular dealing with the men of moſt credit,made 
them throughly ſee how ncceſſarie ir was to preferre ſuch an opportunitie before 
a vaine affetion; bur yer could not preuaile , rill openly hee (ware, that he would 
(ifat anie time the Lacedemonians brake this treatic)come backe againe, and be their 
Captaine. - : 

& then after a few dayes,ſetting them in perfe&t order,he took his leauc of them, 
whoſe eyes bad him farewell with tcares, and mouthes wich kiſsing the places 
whereheſtept, andafter making temples vnro himas roa demi-God —inking iT 
beyond the degree of humanitie to haue a wit ſo farre ouergoing his age, and ſuch 
dreadfull rerror proceede from ſo excellent beautie. But he for his cake obtayned 
free pardon for Argalus , whom alſo ( vpon oath neuer to beare armes againſt the 
Helots ) hee deliuercd : and taking: onely with him certaine principall Iewels of 
his owne, hee would haue parted alone with A4rgalus ( whoſe countenance well 
ſhewed, while Parthenia was loſt hee counted cioc hinſetfs deliuered) but that the 
whole multitude would needs gard him into Arcadia. Where againeleauing them 
all ro lament his depatrure, hee by enquirie got to the well-knowne houſe of Ka- 
landet : There was hee receiued wirh louing ioye of Kalander, with ioyfull louc 
of Palladius,with humble (though doletull) | us bogs of Argalus (whom ſpecially 
both he and Paladius regarded) with gratefull ſeruiceablenesof Cl;rophon,8 honou- 
rable admitation of all. For being now well viewed to haue no haire on his face , 
towitneſſe him a man , who had done as beyond the degree of a man, and to 
looke with a certaine almoſt baſhfull kinde of modeſtie, as it hee feared theeyes 
of men , who was vnmooued with fight of the moſt horrible continuances 
of death ; and as if nature. had miſtaken her worke to haue a <Marſes heart 
ina C#pids bodic: Allthar beheld him (andall that might bchold him, did be- 
hold him) made their eyes quicke meſſengers to their. mindes, that therethey had 
ſcene the yttermoſt that in mankind might be ſeene. The like wonder Palladizs had 
before ſtirred, but that Daiphantwus, as younger & newer come, had gotten now the 
aduantagein the moyſt and fickleimpreſsion ofeye-ſight. Bur while all men( ſa- 
uing ponor {Argalus ) made the ioy of their cycs ſpeake for their hearts rowards 
Daiphants : Fortune (thatbelike was bid to that banker, and mentrhen to play the 
good fellow) brought a pleaſant aducnture among them. It was that as they had 
newly dined,rhere came into K alande?a meſſenger, that brought him word, a yong 
noble Ladie , ncere kinſwoman to the faire Helew Queene of Corinth , was _ 
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thicher,and deſired to be lodged in his houſe. K a/arder (moſt gladofſuch an occaſi- 
on anedaa/agd all his 8 ner here with him,ſauing onely CArealvs, who 
remained in his chamber, deſirous that this companie were once broken vp, that he 
mighr in his ſolicaric queſt after Parthen;a, Bur when they met this Ladic, K4- 
lander Fraight thoughthe (aw his necce Parthenia, and wasabour in ſuch familiar 
ſort to haue ſpoken vnto her; bur ſheen graue and honourable manner giuing him 
to ynderſtand that hee was miſtaken , hee halfe aſhamed excuſed himſelfe' with the 
excteding likenefſe was berweenerhem, though indeede it ſeemed thar this Ladie 
was of the more pureanddaiatic complexion ;: ſhe ſaid, it might yeric well be, hac 
ing becne many.times taken-one for another.- But aſſooneasthe was broughtmro 
the hoaſe ; befote ſhe would reſt her,ſhee delired to ſpeake with 4rgalus publikely, 
who ſhee heard was in the houſe. Argalvs came haſtily , and as haſtily thought as 
Kalender had done, with ſudden changes of ioy into ſarrow.Burt ſhee when ſhe had 
ſaid their choughes with telling them hername andqualirie, in this ſort ſpakeynro 
him. My Lord Argales., faidſhe,being of lateleft in the Courtof Queene Helen of 
Corinth, as.chicfc 1n her abſence ( ſhe beidg vypon ſome accaſion gonethence) there + 
came ymto me the Ladic Parthenia , ſo disfigured, as I thinke Greece hath nothing 
ſoougly to behold. For my part,it was manydaics, befare with yehement oathes, 
and ſome good ptoofes,ſhee could make-methinkethar ſhee was Parthenia. Yet at 
laſtfinding cerrainely it wasſhee,and greatly pittying her misfortunc, ſo much the 
more; as thatall men had cucr told me (as now you doe) of thegrear likeneſſe be- 
rweehe vs, I tooke the beſt care I couldof her,and of her ynderſtood the whole ra, 
gicall hiſtoric of her yndeſerucd aducature: and there withall,of that moſt noble 
conſtancie inyou my Lord Arga/us > which whoſocuerloucs notſhews, himſclfe ro 
bea hater of verrue;8 vnworthy to liuc in: theſacicticof mankinde. Butno outward 
cheriſhing could ſfalue the inward ſore of her minde, but a few daies ſince ſhe diedy 
beforcher death cearacſtly deſiring,and perſwading me,to thinke of no husband bur 
of you as of the only man inthe worldworthy to beloucd:withall,ſhe gaue me this 
Ring todeliuer —_— you,and by theauthoriticof loue commaundingyou, 
that the affeQion you bare her,you ſhould turne ro. me; aſſuring you, that nothing 
can pleaſe her ſoule more, then to ſee youand me matched together. Now my Tad 
though this officebenot ( perchance) ſurable to my cſtate, nor ſex, who ſhould ra- -. 
ther looketo be deſired ; yer,an extraordinarie deſertrequires an extraordinarie pro- 
ceeding : and therefore T am come (with fairhfull loue built ypon your worthineſle) 
to offer my ſelfe,and to beſeech you to accept the offer : and if theſe noble Gentle- 
mea preſent, will ſay it is great folly, letthem withall, ſay it is greatloue. And then 
ſhe ſtaid carneſtly attending Arealus his anſwere , who firſt making moſt heartic 
ſighes (doing ſuch obſcquics as hecould ro Parthenia ) thus anſwered her, +: 
Madame ( ſaid he) infinitly am I bound ynto you, for this, nomore rarethen 
noble courtcſie; but much bound for the goodnefle I percciue you ſhewed to the 
Ladic Parthenis ( with that the tcarcs rannie downe his eyes, bur hee followed on) 
andas muchas ſo vnfortunatea man , fit. to bee the ſpeftacle: of miſcrie, can'doe / 
you [eruice; determine you haue madeapurchaſe of aflaue ( whileI liue) neuerto _ 
faile you. Bur this great matter you propoſe ynto me,wherein Iam. norſo blind ag 
not to ſce what happineſſe.it ſhould be vnto me) excellent Ladie, know, thar if my 
heart were 'mineto giue , you before all other ſhould haucir; but Parthenia it is 
| —_— dead:there 1 began, therel endall'matrer of affeQion, I hope I ſhall not lo 
tarrigafter her, with whoſe beaurie if I had only beene in loue , I ſhouldbeſo with 
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you, who hauethe ſame beautie: but it was Partherias felfe I loued,and loue, which 
nolikeneſſe can make one; nocommaundement diſſolue, no foulaefſedefile,norno: 
death fintſh. And ſhall I receiue(ſaid ſhe )ſuch diſgrace,as to be refuſed?Noble Lady 
(ſaid he)ler not that hard word be vſed; who know yourexceeding worthines farre 
beyond my deſert: bur ir isoncly happineſſcl refule, ſince of thoonely happinelle [ 
could and can deſire, I am refuſed. 4 109.4790 * 747 119300) 5:16 07110] 
| Hehad ſcarce ſpoken thoſe words, when ſhee rannero him, andiinbracinghim,' 
why then Argalus ( ſaid ſhee) take thy Parthenia: and Purrhenta itwas indeede:;Bur 
becauſe ſorrow forbad him too fooneto beleeue,ſheroldhbim ctherrueth, with all cir- 
cumſtances: how being parted alone, meaning to dicinſomeſolirarie place,asfhe - 
bapned to make | rg 1a Quecene Helen of iGorinth (who likewiſe felther. 
part of nuſcries ) being then walking alſoalone in charlonely place, heard her, and 
neuer left till ſhe had knowne the whole difcourſe. Which thenobleQueene great- 
ly 207 my ſent to het a phyſition of hers the moſt excellent mari in the worldyin 
hope he could helpe her : which in ſuch ſortas they ſaw he had performed, and ſhe 
taking with her of the Queenes ſeruants, thought yer romake this criall, whether he 
would quickely forget his truc Parthensg, orno. Her fpeech was confirmed by the 
Corinthian Gentlemen, who before had kept her councell,and Argalus caſily perſwa- 
ded to'what more then ten thouſand yeares of life hedeſired : and Kalander would 
needs haue the marriage celebrated inhis houſe, principally the longer to hold his 
deare gueſts, rowards whom hewas now (.helides his owne habire of hoſpiralicie) 
carried withloue andduric : and rherefore omitted no ſeruice that his wit could: in- 
vent, and his power. miniſter.-' / . 1 4 7 = * 
But no way he ſaw hecould ſo much pſeafure them, as by leauing the two friends 
alone;who being ſhrunke aſide to-the'banquerring houſe where the piftures were: 
there Paladins recounted vnto him,tharafter they had both abandonedthe burning 
ſhip (& cirher of them raken ſomerhing vnder him, the better to ſupporthim rothe 
ſhore) he knew not how , butcither with ouer-labouring in the fight, and ſudden 
cold,orthetoo much receiuing of ſalt water, he was paſt himſelfe: bur yet holding 
faſt (as thenatureof dying men is ro do)rhe cheſt that wasvnder him, he was caſt on 
the ſands,where he was taken vp by a couple of ſhepheards, and by them broughr 
co life againe, and kept from drowning himſelfe,whea he deſpaired of his (afrie. 
Ha after hauing failedto rake him into the fiſher boate, he had by the ſhepheards 
perſwaſion come to this Gentlemans houſe; where being dangerouſly ſicke, he had 
ycelded to ſceke the recoucrie of health, onely for that hee mighr the ſooner 'poe 
ſeckethe deliuerie of Pyrocless to which purpoſe Kalander by ſome friends of his 
in Meſſena , had: alreadie ſer aſhippe or-two abroad, when this accident of Clite- 
phons taking had ſo bleſſedly procured their meeting, Then did hee fer forth yn- 
to him the noble intertainment and carefull cheriſhing of Xalandey towards him, 
| and ſo vpon occaſion of the pi&tures preſent,deliuered with the franknes of a friends 
rongue,as nectcas he could, word by word what Kalander had rolde him touching 
the ſtrange ſtorie ( with all rhe particularities belonging ) of Arcadia , which did in 
many ſorts ſo delight Pyroctes to heare + that hee would needs baue much: of 'ir 
againe repeated , and was not contented till K alander himſeltc had anſwered him 
diuerſe queſtions. | 
But firſt at M»ſidorzs requeſt,though in bricfe manner,his minde much running 
ypon the ſtrange ſtorie of Arcadia, hedid declare by what courſe of aduecnrures hee 
was come to make yp their murtyall happineſle in mecting. When ( colin ſaidhe) 
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we had ſtript our ſelues, and were both leapt inro the Sea , and ſwomea little to. 
ward the ſhore, I found by reaſon of ſome wounds I had ,that I ſhould not be able 
to ger the land,and therefore returned backe againe to che maſt of che ſhippe,where 
you found mc,afluring my ſclfe, thatif you came aliue to theſhoare , you would 
ſecke me; ifyouwere loſt, as I thought itas good toperithas to liue, ſo that. place 
as good to periſh in as another. There I found my ſword among ſome of the 
ſhrowds,wiſhing (I muſt confeſle) if I died, robe found with that in my hand, and 
withall wauing itabout my head, that ſaylers by,might haue the better glimpſe of 
me. There you miſsing me, I was taken vpby Pyrats, who putting mee ynder 
boord priſoner, preſently ſer ypon anotherſhip,and maintaining a long fight,in the 
end,putthemall ro the ſword. Amongſt whom I might heare them greatly praiſe 
one young man,who fought moſt valiancly, whom (as loue is carctull, and misfor- 
rune ſubic& to doubtfulneſſe) I rhought cerrainely to be you. And ſo holding 
youas dead, fromthat timerill the time I ſaw you,in truth I ſought nothing more 
then a noble end, which perchance made me more hardic then otherwiſe I would 
haue beene. Tryall whereof came within two days after : for the Kings of Lace- 
demon hauing ſer out ſome Galleys, vnder the charge of one of their Nephewes, 
to ſcourethe Sca of the Pyrates, they met with vs, where our Captaine wanting 
men, was driuen to arme ſome of his priſoners , with promiſe of liberrze for well 
fighting : among whom I was one; and being borded by the Admirall, it was my 
fortune to kill —_— the Kings Nephew : butin the end they preuayled , and wee 
wereall taken priſoners, I not caring much whar became of mee (onely keeping 
che name of Daiphantys,according to the reſolution you know is between ys :) but 
being laid in the iayle of Tenaria,wirh ſpeciall hate to me for the death of Zurylcon, 
the popular ſortof that towne conſpired with the Helots, and fo by night opened 
them os gates; where entring and killing all of rhe gentle and rich faQtion,for ho- 
neſtie ſake brake open all priſons, and ſo deliuered me : and I moued with grateful- 
neſle,8 encouraged with careleſneſle of life, ſo behaued my ſelfe in ſome conflicts 
they had within tew daycs , that they barbarouſly thinking ynſenſible wonders of 
mee,and withall ſo much rhe better truſting mee, as they heard I was hated of the 
King of Lacedemon,their chiefe Capraine beingſlaine , as you: know by the noble 
Arealu« (who helped thereunto by his perſwaſion ) hauing bornea great affetion 
vnto mece,and to auoide the dangerous emulation which grew among the chiefe, 
who ſhould haue the place, and alſo afteQed , as rather nh a ſtraunger then a 
competitor, they cle&ed mee ( God wort little proude of that dignitiez ) reſto- 
ring vnto mee ſuch things of mineas being raken firſt by the Pyrates , and then by 
the Lacedemontans, they had gotten in the ſacke of the rowne. Now being in ir, 
ſo good was my ſucceſſe with manieviQories , that I madea peacetor them to their 
owne liking the verie day that you deliuered Cl;tophon,whom I with much a-dohad 
preſerued. Andin my peace the king Amiclas of Laredemon would needes haue 
mee baniſhed , and depriued of the dignitic whereunto I was exalted : which 
(and you may ſee how much you are bound to mee) for your ſake I was content 
to ſuffer, a new hope riſing in mee, that you were not dead : and ſo meaning 
to trauaile ouer the world to ſecke you ; and now heere ( my deere Huſidorns ) 
you haue mee, And with that (<mbracing and kiſsing cach other ) they called 
Kalander, of whom Daiphantws deliring to heare the full ſtorie , which before he 
had recounted to Palladine,and to ſeethe letter of Philanax, which he read and wel 
marked. xi 
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theniabeing to be celebrated, Daiphantus and Palladins ſelling ſome of their Iewels, 


furniſhed ſelues of yeric faire apparell, meaning to do honour to their louin 
hoſt ; who as much for their ſakes, as for the mariage, ſer forth each thi ng in =Y 
gorgeous manner. Butall the coſt beſtowed did not ſo much enrich, nor all the fine 
decking ſo much beautifie,nor all chedaintiedeuiſes ſo much delight, as the faire- 
nefſe of Parthenia, the pearle of all the maides of Martines : who as ſhe went tothe 
Temple to be maried,her eyes themſcluesſeemed a Temple, wherein loue & baautie 
were married ;her lips though they were kept cloſe with modeſt ſilence , yer with a 

rety kind of naturall —_— ſeemed to inuite the gueſts that lookt on themy 
hed checkes bluſhing , and withall when ſhe was ſpoken vato , a little ſmiling, were 
like Roſes,when their leaues are with alittle breath ſtirred ; her haire beinglaide =, 
thefull length downe her backe, bareſhew as if the yoward fayled , yer that would 
conquer. Daiphantus marking her , O 7upiter (faith he ſpeaking to Palladiys) how 
happens it,that beautie is onely confined to Arcadia ? Bur Palladine not greatly at- 
tending his ſpeech ſome daics werecontinued in theſolemnizing the mariage,with 
all conceipts that mighrdcliuer delight ro mens fancies, 

Butſuch a chaunge was growne 1n Daiphantus,that ( as if cheerefulneſſe had bin 
tediouſnes,and good entertainment were turned to diſcourtelic) he would euer ger 
himlſelfe GnehCenk almoſt when he was in company, he was alone ſo littleat- 
tention he gaue to any that ſpake vnto him : cuen the colour and figure of his face 
began to recciue ſomealteration,which heſhewedlitle to heed: but cuery morning 
carcly going abroad,citherto the Garden , or to ſome woods toward the deſert, it 
ſeemed his onely comfort was to be withouta comforter. But long it could notbe + 
hid from Palladirs, whom true loue made readie to marke, & as. hehere c able 
ro marke; and therefore being now growne wearie of his abode in Arcadia, hauing 
informed himſelfe fully of the ſtrengeh and riches of the countrey, of the nature of 
the people,and maner of their lawes : and ſecing the Court could not be viſited, pro- 
hibited toall men, bur to certaine ſhepheardiſh people z he greatly deſired a ſpeedie 
returne to his owne countrey,after the manie mazes of fortune he had troden. Bur 
perceiuing this great alteration in his friend , he thought firſt to breake with him 
thereof; and then to haſten his recurne; whereof he found him but ſmally cnclined: 
whcreupon oneday taking himalone with certainegraces and countenances, asifhe 


 weredi{puting with the treces,began in this maner to ſay ynto him. 


A minde well trained and long exerciſed in vertue ( my ſweet & worthy couſin) 
doth not caſily chaunge any courſe it once ynderrakes,but ypon well grounded and 
well wayed cauſes; For being witneſſeto it ſelfe of his owne inward good, it findes 
nothing withour it of ſo high aprice,for which ir ſhould be altered. Euen the verie 
countenanceand behauiour of ſuch a man doth ſhew forth Images of the ſame con- 
ſtancie, by maintaining a right harmony berwixtit and the inwardgood,in yeelding 
irſelfe ſutable tothe yertuous reſolution of the minde, This ſpeech I dire& to you 
(noble friend Pyrocles)rheexcellencic of whoſe mind and well choſen courſe in. ver- 
tue,if I do not ſufficiently know,hauing ſeene ſuch rare demonſtrations of it, it is 
my weakneſſe,and not your vaworthineſſe: but as indeed I knowe1t,and knowing 
it moſt dearely loue both ir, and him that hath it; ſo muſtI needs ſay,thar ſince our 
late comming into this country,I haue marked in you, I will notſay analteration, 
bur a relenting truly, & aſlacking of the maine carcer, you had ſo notably begun & 
almoſt performed. & that in ſuch ſort, as I cannor find ſufficient reaſon in my grear 
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louctoward you how to allow it : for (to leaue off other ſecreter arguments which 
my acquaintance with you makes mecafily find) this in cfte& to ante man may be 
 manifeſt;that wheras you were wont inallplaces you came, togiue your ſelfe yehe- 
mently to the knowledge of thoſe things which _— better your minde, xo ſeeke 
the familiaritie of excellent men in learning and ſouldiery, and laſtly,to pur all rheſe 
things in praQtiſe borh by conrinuall wiſe proceeding, & worthy enterpriſes, as oc- 
caſion fell for them; you now leauec all theſe things vndone ; you let your mind fall 
aſleep: beſide your countenance rroubled,which ſurely comes not of vertug foryer- 
rue (like the cleerc heauen)is without clouds: & laftly = ſubie& your ſelfe ro ſoli- 
rarines,theſlie cacmy,that doth moſt ſeperate a man from weldoing. Pyrocles mind 
was all this whileſo fixed vpo another deuotion,that he no moreartetiuely marked 
his friends diſcourſe,thenchechild that hath leaueto play, marks thelaſt part of his 
leſſonzor thediligent Pilot in a dangerous tempeſt doth attend the vnskilfull words 
of a paſſenger : yet the very ſound hauing imprinted the general points of his ſpeech 
in his heart, pierced with any muſlike of ſodecrely an eſteemed friend, & delirous by 
degrees to bring him roa gentler conſideration of him, with a ſhamefac't looke(wit- 
neſsing he rather could nor help,then did not know his fault )anſwered him to this 
purpoſe: Excellent Mufidorus,in the praiſe you gaue me in the beginning of your 
ſpeech, [ cafily acknowledgethe force of your good will ynto me, for neither could 
you haue thought ſo well of me, if extremity of louc had not made your iudgment 
partiall,nor you could haue loued me ſo entirely, if you had nor binapt ro make ſo 
grcat(chough vndeſerued)iudgements of me; & cuen ſo mult I ſay ro rhoſe imper- 
tetions, to which though I hauc cuer — weakenes beene ſubieR, yer you by 
the daily mending of your mind haue of late bin able to looke intothem, which be. 
fore you could not diſcerne; ſo that thechange you ſpeake of, falls notout by my 
impairing,butby your bettering. Andyet ynier the leaue of y ourberter judgement, 
I muſt needs ſay thus much,my deerecouſin, that I find not my ſclfe wholly to be 
condemncd,becauſe I do not with continual yehemencie follow thoſe knowledges, 
which you call thebertering of my mind; for both the mind ir ſelfe muſt (like other 
things)ſomtimes be ynbenr,or elſeirwill be cither weakned,or broken : And theſe 
knowledges,as they are of good vſe, ſoare they not all the mind may ſtretch it ſelfe 
vnto : who knowes whetherI feed not my mind with higher thoughts? Tculy as 
know notall theparticularities,ſo yer I ſce the bounds of all theſe | ne. but 
the workings of the mind,I finde much more infinite, then can be led ynto bythe 
cic,or imagined by anie,that diſtra&t their thoughts without themſclues, 
. And in ſuch contemplation, or (as I rhinke) more exccllent,I enioy my ſolitari- 
neſſe,8 my ſolicarinesperchance,is the nurſe of theſecontemplations Eagles we ſee 
fligalone,and rheyare but ſheep, which alwaies heard together ; condemne not ther- 
fore my mind ſometimes toenioy it ſelfe;nor blame nottheraking of ſuch times as 
ſ{cruemoſt fit for it, Andalas,deare <Hnſidermus, if I be ſadde, who knowes betrer 
then.you the iuſt cauſes I haue of ſadneſſe.? And here Pyrocles ſuddenly Ropped , 
likea man vnſatisficd in himſclfe, though bis wit might well haue ſerucd ro -hane 
ſatisfied another,, And ſo looking witha, countenance, as though hee deſired hee 
ſhould know his minde wichour hearing: him ſpeake, and yer defirous to ſpeake , 
co breathe out ſome part of his inward euil], ſending againe new bloud to his face, he 
continued his ſpeech in this maner : And Lord ( deerecovlin, faid hee) dooth nor 
the pleaſantnes of this place carrie init ſelfe ſufficient reward for any time loſt init ? 
Doc you not ſec how all things conſpire togerher to make thiscountry a heauenly 
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dwelling ? Doe you not ſee the grafle, how in colour they excell the Emeralds,cuery 
one ſtriuing to paſle his fellow,and yet they areall kept of an equall height?And ſee 
| you not thereſt oftheſe beaurifull lowets,cach of which would require a mans wit 
to know and his life to exprefle? Do not theſe ſtately trees ſeeme to maintaine their 
flouriſhing old agewith the only happineſle ofthcir ſcar,being cloathed witha conti- 
nuall ſpring,becauſe no beautie here ſhould cuer fade? Doorh not theayre breath 
helth,which the birds (delighrfull both to care & eye) do daily ſolemnizewith the 
ſweet conſent of their yoices ? Is not euerie Eccho thereofa perfe&t Mulick ? & theſe 
freſh 8 delightfull brookes how flowly they ſlide away, as loth to leaue the compa- 
nic of ſo many things vnited in perfe&tion ? and with how ſweera murmure they 
lamenttheir forced deparrure? Certainly,certainly ,couſin,it muſt needs be that ſome 
ddeſſe inhabiteth this Region, who is the ſoule of this ſoile : for neither is any 
eſſe then a goddeſſe,worthy to be ſhrined in ſucha heape of pleaſures : nor any leſle 
then a goddeſſe could haue made it ſo perfc& a plorte of the coeleſtiall dwellings. 
Andſo cnded witha deepe ſigh, rewfully caſting his eye vpon Muſidorus as more 
deſirous of pittiethen pleading. But Mwſidorus had all this while held his looke 
fixed ypon Pyrocles countenance; and with no lefle Jouing artention marked how 
his words proceeded from him : burin both theſe, he perceiucd ſuch ſtrange diver. 
ſities, that they rather increaſed new doubts, then gaue him ground to ſertle anie 
iudgement : forbeſides his eyes ſometimes cucn great with reares, the oft changing 
of his colour, with a kind of ſhaking vnſtayedneſſe oucrall his body,he might ſee in 
his countenance ſome great determination mixed with fcare; 8 might perceiue in 
him ſtore of thoughts, rather ſtirred then digeſted; his words interrupted continu- 
ally with ſighes (which ſerucd asa burthen to each ſentence) and the tenour of his 
ſpeech (thoughofhis wonted phraſe) not knit rogether to one conſtant end,but ra- 
erdiffolucd in it ſelfe,as the yehemencie of the inward paſion preuailed : which 
made Mu{idorus frame his anſwere neereſt to that humour , which ſhould ſooneſt 
ut out the ſecret. For hauing in the beginning of Pyrocles ſpeech which defended 
bb ſolitariues,framed inhis minda reply againſt it,in the praiſe of honourable acti- 
on,in ſhewing that ſucha kind of contemplation is but a glorious title to idlenefſe; 
that ination aman did not onely better himſelfe but benefit others; that thegods 
would nor hauedeliuered a ſoule into rhe bodie, which had armes and legges,onely 
inſtruments ofdoiog , but that it were intended the minde ſhould imploy them, 
and thatthe minde ſhould beſt know his owne good or euill by praiſe, which 
knowledge was theonely way to encreaſe the one, and corre& rhe other: belides 
manie other arguments , which the pleftitifulneſle of the marrer yeelded to the 
nefle of his wit. Vhen hee found Pyrocles leaue that, and fall into ſuch 'an 
affeted praying of the place, heleft it likewiſe,and ioyned with him therein: be- . 
caufe he found him in that humourvtter more ſtore of paſsion;andeuen thuskind- 
ly embracing him, he ſaid, Your words areſuch (noblecouſin) ſo ſweetly 8 ſtrong- 
ly handled in the praiſe of ſolitarines, as they would make melikewiſe yeelde my 
ſte vp into it, but that the ſame words make me know, it is more pleaſant to enioy 
the companie of him that can ſpeake ſuch words, then by ſuch words to be perſwa- 
ded ro follow ſolitarines. And cuen ſo doeT giue you leaue ({weer Pyrocles) cucrto 
defend ſolitarines, ſo long as to defend it , you cuerkeepe companie. But I mar. 
uellat the exceſsiuepraiſes you giue to this country 3 in truth ir is not vopleaſant,

Andalas,ſaid he,dearecolin, what if I benotſo much the Poet( the free- 
dome of whoſepen can exerciſcir ſelfeinanie thing) as cuen that miſerable ſubie& 
ofhis cunning,whereof you ſpeake? Now the eternall gods forbid ( mainely cryed- 
out Muſidorus) that cuer my careſhould be poyſoned with ſocuill newes of you.

how much in the companſon thereof heediſdaynedall chamber delights, tharthe 
Suniie (how great a iourney ſocuer he had ro make ) could neuerprevent him with 
carlineſſe, nor the Moone (with her ſober countenance ) diſſwade him from wat- 
ching rill midnight for che Deeres feeding; O,faid he,you will neuer liueto my age, 
without you keepe your ſeluesin breath with exerciſe, 8 in hearrwith ioyfulneſle : 
roo much thinking doth conſume the ſpirits , and off. it falls out , thatwhile vne 
thinkes roo much of hisdoitig, he leaues to doe the effect of his thinking: Then 
ſpared hee nor to remember , how much Arcadia was chaunged ſince his youth': 
attwitie and good fellowſhippe being nothing in the price'it' was then held in, 
bur according to rhe narure of theold growing world, ſtill worſe-and worſe; 'Then 
would hertell them ſtories of ſuch gallantsas he had knowne: and ſowith pleaſant | 
companiie beguiled the times: haſt,andſhortned the wayes length, tilltheycameto 
the He of the wood, where the hounds were in couples ſtaying their comming, but 
with a whining accent craving hiberticz many of them in colour and markes fo re- 
ſembling, that it ſhewed they were of one kinde. ' The huntfmen handſomly at- 
rired in their greene liueries , as-though they were childreni'of Summer; with 
ſtaucs in their hands to beate the guiltlefle earth; when the houndes were at a 
faulr , and with hornes about their neckes , to ſound an alarum'vpon a lilly fugi- 
tine: The hounds were ſtraight vncoiſpled,, and ere long the Stagge thought ir

(theirjfaithfull counſellers) che huntſmen;, with open mouthes then denounced 
warre, when the warre wasalrcady begunne. Their crie being compoſed of ſo well 
ſorted mouths, that any man w perceiue therein ſome kind of ortion., 
bur the skilfull woodmendid finde a mulicke. Then delight and variety of opinion, 
drew the horſemen ſundry waics, yet cheering their hounds with voice and horne; 
kepr ſtill (as it were) togerhtr. The wood ſcemed to conſpire with themagainſt his 
ownecitizens, diſperſing their noiſe through all his quarters, and eucn the N ph 
Eccholeft to bewaile the lofle of Narciſſus , and became a hunter: But the Stas 
was in the cnd ſo hotely purſued, that ( leauing his flight ) heewas driucn ro Pe 
courageof diſpaire; 8 ſo turning his head,made the hounds, with change of ſpeech, 
to teſtifie that hewasat a bay: as if from hotpurſuir of their enemie, they were ſud- 
denly come to a parlcy. ts; 790h | fr . 

Bur Kalander (by his skill ofcoaſting thecountrey)was among the firſt that came 
in to thebeſieged Decrez whom when ſome of the ay ſort would hauckilled 
with their {words,he would nor ſuffer : but with a Croſle-bow ſear a death tothe 
poore beaſt, who with tcares ſhewed the vnkindneſle hetooke of mans crueltic. = 

But by the time that the whole companic was afſembled,and thar the Stagge had 
beſtowed himſelfe liberally among them thar had killed him, D a5phantus was miſt, 
for whom Paladins carefully enquiring, no newes could be giuenhim , bur by one 
that ſaid , hee thought he was returned home ; for that hee markr him, in the 
chicfe of the hunting,take aby-way, which might leade to Kalanders houſe. That 
anſwer for the time larisfying, _y hauing performed all ductics,as well forthe 
S funcrall,as thehounds triumph,hey returned: ſome talking of the farneffe 
ofthe Deers body ; ſome of the faireneſle of his head; ſome of the hounds cunning 
ſome of their ſpecd,and ſome of theircrye; tillcomming home(abour the time that 
the candles begin to inherite the Sunnes office.) they found Darphantus was not to 
befound.Whercat Palladius greatly maruclling,andaday or twopaſsing,while nei- 
therſearch nor enquirie could helpe him to knowledge, at laſt he ligheced ypon the 
letter, which Pyrocles had written before he wenta hunting, and left in his ſtudie a- 
mong other of his writings. The lerter was direted to Paladins himſelfe,and con- 
tained theſe words : | 

My onely friend , violence of loue leades me into ſuch a courſe, whereof your 
knowledge may much more yexe you,then helpe me, Therforepardon my concea- 
ling it from you,ſince,ifI wrongyou,itis inthe reſpe& I bearcyou. Returneinto 
Theſſalia,] pray you,as full of good fortune,as I am of deſire: andif I live, I will in 
ſhort time follow you; if [ dic Jous my memorie. 

This wasall,and this Palladims read twiceor thrice ouer.

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Then as carefull he was what to doc himſelfe : at lengrh determinedy never to 
leaueſecking him,rill his ſearch ſhould be eyrher by mceting accompliſhed, or by 
death ended. Therefore(forallthe vnkindnes bearing tender reſpe&, thathis friends 
ſecret determination ſhould be kept from any (uſpition in others)he went to Kalar- 
der,and told him,that he had received a meſlage from his friend , by which hee yn- 
derſtood he was gonebackeagaine into Laconia, aboutſome marters greatly impor- 
' ting the poore men,whoſe protetion he had vndertaken,and that it was in any ſort 

fit for him, to follow him, but in ſuch private wiſe, as not ro beknowne, and thar 
therefore he would as then bid him farewell; arming himſelfe in a blacke armour , 
as citherabadge,or prognoſtication of his minde: and taking only with him good 
ſtore of money,and a few choiſe jewels, leawng the greateſt number of them, and 
moſt of his apparel with X alander;which he did partly rogiue the more cauſe to Ka- 
lander to expe their returne,and ſo to be the lefle curiouſly inquiſitiue after them: 
and partly to leaue thoſchonourablerhankes ynro him , for his charge and kind- 
neſſe, which hee knew he would no other way receiue, The good olde man ha- 
uing neither reaſon to diſlwade , nor oa 294 perſwade, recciued the things , with 
minde of a kceper,not ofan owner z burbefore he went, deſired hee might haue the 
happineſſe,fully ro know what they werez which he ſaid, he had cucrtill then de- 
layed,fearing to beany way importune: but now he could nor be ſo much ati enemy 
to his deſires, as any longer to impriſon them in ſilence; Paladins told him, that the 
matter was not ſo ſecret, but that ſo worthy a friend deſerued the:knowledge, and 
ſhould haue it as ſoone as he might ſpeake with his friend ; without whoſe conſenc 
Pate theirpromiſe bound himorherwiſe) he could not reucale it : bur bad him 

old for moſtaſſured,that if they liued buta while, he ſhould find, that they which 
bare the names of Daiphantus and Palledizs,would gine him and his,cauſe to thinke 
his noblecourteſie wel imployed. Ka/anger would prefle him no further, but deſiring 
that he might haue leaueto goe,or at leaſt to ſend his ſonne &4ſeruants with him : 
Palladius brake off all ceremonies, by telling him, his caſe ſtood ſo, that his greateſt 
fauour ſhould be in making leaſt a-doe of Ris parting. VVherewith Xal/ander know- 
ing itto be morecumber chengurrelie, to ſtriue, abſtained from further vrging him, 
but not from hegrtiemourning cheloſſe of ſo ſweet a conuerſation. | 

Onely Clitophon by vehement importunitic obtained to goewith him, to come 
againe to Daiphantus,whom hee namedand accounted' his Lord. And in ſuch 
private guiſe _——— Palladins , —_—_ haning a.companion-to. talke withall , 

et talking much more with vnkindnefle, And firſt they went tg Mantinea; wherof 
becauſe Parthenia was,he ſuſpe&ted there might be ſome cauſeof; his abode, Bur 
finding there no newes of him, he went to Tegea, Ripa , Emiſþe, Stimphalus , and 
Phinezs, fargous for the poyſonous Stygian water,& through all the reſt of Arcadza, 
making their eyes, their cares , and their tongues {erue almoſt-for nothing, , but 
that enquirie. But they could know nothing bur har in 'none of thoſe places hee 
was knowne. And ſo went they,making one place ſucceede to another, 1n like vn- 
certainty totheir ſearch,mapy timesencountring ſtrange aduentures, worthy to be 
regiltred inthe rolls of fame : but.this may not be-omirred. - As they paſtin a, plca- 
{ant valley (of either (ide of which high hills lifted vp.rheir beetle-browes,as ifthey 
would oner looke the pleaſantneſſe of their vader proſpe&t ) they were by the dain- 
tineſſe of pr ar veng 7 the wearines of themſelues, inuired rolight from theirhor les; 
and pulled oft their bits, that they might ſomething refreſh their mouths ypon the 
gralle ( which plentifully grew , brought vp vnder: the care of thoſe wall ſhading 


trees) 
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recs) rheythemſelues layed rhem downe hard by rhe murmuring mulicke of cer- 
taine waters, which ſpouted our of the fide of the hills,and in the botronl of the val- 
lie made of many ſprings a prettic brooke, like a common-wealth of many familics: 
but when they fad a whilc harkened to the perſwaſion of leepe , they roſe , and 
walktonward in that ſhadie place,till Cl;tophon eſpyed a picce of armour,and nor far 
offanother peece : and ſo the ſight of one peece teaching him ro looke for more, hee 
atlengrh foundall, with head-peece and ſhield, by the deuice whereof, which was 
|  heftraightknew it to bethe armour of his couln,the 
noble Amphialus. Whereupon (fearing ſome inconuenience hapned ynto him) hee 
rold both his doubt and cauſe of doubt to Palladins , who ( conſidering thereof ) 
rhought beſt ro make no longer ſtay, bur to follow on: leaſt perchance ſome vio- 
lence were offered to ſo worthy a knight, whom the fame of the world feemed to ſer 
inballance with any Knighc living. Yer with a fudden conccipe, hauing long borne 
grcat honour tothe name of Amphialus, Palladins thought beſt to rake thar armour, 
chinking thereby to learne by them that ſhould know that armour , ſome newes 
of Amphialus, andyernot hinder him inthe ſearch of Daiphantys roo. So he by 
the helpe of R_ quickly put on that armour,” whereof there wasno one pecce 
wanting,though hacked in ſome places,bewraying ſome fight not long lincepaſled. 
It was ſomething too great,bur yer ſerucd well enough. And ſogettingon their hor- 
ſes, they trauclled bur a little way , when in opening of the mouth of the yalley 
into a faire field, they mer with a Coach drawne with foure mjlke white horſes fur- 
niſhed all in blacke, with a black-a-Moore boy ypon cuery horſe , they all apparelled 
in white, the Coach it ſclfe yeric richly furniſhed in black 8& white. But before they 
could come ſo neere as to diſcerne what was within , there came running vpon 
them abouc adouzen horſemen, who crycd to them ro yeeld themſelues priſoners, 
or elſe they ſhould dic. Bur Pallad5ms nor cadtomel ro graunt ouer the poſ- 
ſeſsion of hicnſelfe vpon ſo yniuſt titles , wich ſword drawne , gaue them ſo rude 
an anſwere,that diuerſe of them neuer had breath to reply againe: for being well 
backr by Cl:rophon,and hauing an excellent horſevnder him, when he was ouerpreſt 
by ſome,he auoided them,8 ere th'other thought ofit, puniſhed in him his Giows 
faults: and ſo eytherwith cunning or with force, or rather with a cunning force, 
left none of them either lining,or able to make his life ſerue to others hure, Which 
being done, he approched the Coach, affuring the blacke boyes they ſhould haue no 
hurt , who were clſc readieto haue run away,and looking into the Coach ,he found 
in the oneenda Lady of great beautie,8& ſuch a beautie,as ſhewed forth the beames 
both of wiſedome and good nature, but all as much darkned,as might be,with ſor- 
row. In the other, two Ladies ( who by their demeanure ſhewed well, they were 
bur her ſeruants) holding beforethem a pifture; in which was a goodly Gentleman 
(whom he knew not) painted, hauing in their faces a certaine waiting ſorrow, their 
- eyesbeing infefed with theirmiſtres weeping. Bur, the chiefe Lady Rnieg not ſo 
much as once heard the noiſe of this coflit({o had ſorrowcloſed vp al the entries of 
her mind,8 loue tied her ſenſesto that belouedpifture)now the ſhadow of him fal- 
ling ypon the pifture made her caſt yp hereye,& ſeeing the armour which too well 
ſhe knew,thinking himto be 4-phialus the Lord of her defires(bloud coming more 
freely into her cheekes,as thoigh it would be bold,se yer there growing new againe 
palc for feare)with a pitiful look(like one yniuſtly condemned:)My Lord Amphialus 
ſaidſhe,you hauccnough puniſhed me: it is time for crucltie to leane you,and cuill 
fortune mg If pot I pray you(and rograunt my prayer,fitrertime nor place you can 
: E- | | = hauec) 
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hauc)accompliſhed the one cuen now,8 finiſhthe other. With char, ſorrow impati- 
ent to beſlowly vttered in heroften ſtaying ſpecches,pourcd it ſelfe ſo faſt in teares, 
. that Palladinus could not hold herlonger in ercor,bur pulling off his helmet, Madam 
(ſaid he) I perceiue you miſtake me; I ama ſtranger in theſe parts,ſer vpon(without 
anic cauſe giuenby mc) by ſome of your ſcruants, whom becauſe [ haue in my uſt 
defence cuill entreated, | came to makemy excuſe to you, whom ſceing ſuch as I do, 
I find greater cauſe why I ſhould crauepardon of you. Vhea ſhe ſaw his face, and 
heard his ſpecch,ſhe looked out of the Coach) 8 ſecing her men, ſomeſlaine, ſome 
lying vnder their dead horſes, & ſtrming to get from ynder them , without makin 
moreaccount of the matter: Truly (ſaid ſhe ) they are well ſerucd that durſt lift yp 
theirarmsagainſt thatarmor.Bur fir m_ _ ſhe)I pray you tell me,how come 
you by this armour?for if irbe by the death of him that owed ir, then haueT more ro 
ſay vnto you. Palladixs aſſured her it was not ſo , telling her the true maner how he 
found it.It is like enough (ſaid ſhe) for thar agrees with the maner he hath lacely y- 
ſed.Bur I beſeech you fir (ſaid ſhe) ſince your prowelle hath berefr me of my compa- 
nie, ler it yet ſofar heale the wounds ir ſelfe hath giuen, as to guard me to thenexr 
towne. How great ſocuer my bulines be faire Ladie, ſaid he,it ſhall willingly yeeld to 
ſo noblea cauſe : bur firſt euen by the fauour you beare to the Lord of this noble ar. 
mour,1I coniure you to tell-me the ſtoric of your fortune hercin, leſt hereafter when 
cheimage of ſocxcellent a Ladiein ſo ſtrangea plightcome before mine eyes, I con- 
demne my ſelfe of want of conſideration in not hauing demanded thus much, Nei- 
theraskeT it withoutproteſtation, that wherin my ſword and faith may auaile yoy, 
they ſhall bind themſelues ro your ſcruice. Your conturation,faire ors MM ſhe) 
istoo ſtrong for my poore ſpitit to diſobey,and that ſhall make me ( withour anie 0. 
cher hope, my guine beingbur by one yarelecuable) ro graunt your will herein; and 
to ſay the truth. a ſtrange niceneſle were it in meeto tefrainetharfrom thecares of a 
perſon repreſenting ſo much worchines , which I am glad cuen to rocks and woods 
ro vtter. Know you then that my name is Helen, Queene by birth, and hitherto poſ- 
ſeſs10n of rhe faire citric and territoric of Corinth. I can ſay no more of my ſeclfe,bur 
beloucd ot my people; and may iultly ſay beloued, fince they are content to beare 
with my abſence,& folly. Bur [I being left by my fathersdeath, and accepted by my 
people,in the higheſt degreethar countrey could receiue; afſoone, or rather, before 
that my age was ripe for it , my Court quickly ſwarmed full of furers: ſome per- 
chance louing my eſtate,others my perſon, bur once 1 know all of them, howſocuer 
my poſleſsions were in their hearrs, my beaurie (ſuch as itis) was in their mouthes, - 
manie ſtrangers of princely & noble blood,and all of minc owne countrie,to whom 
cither birth or yertue gaue courage toauow ſo _ adeclire, 
 Amongthereſt,or rather before the reſt, was the Lord Philoxenus,ſonne & heire 
 tothevertuous noble mon T imothersy which Timotheus was a man both in power, 
riches, parentage, and (which paſſed all theſe) goodneſle, and ( which followed all 
theſe) loue of the people, beyondanie of thegreat men of my countrie. Now this 
ſonne of his,I muſt ſay truly,nor ynworthie of ſucha father,bending himſelfe by 
all meanes of ſeruiccablenes to mee,and ſetting forth of himſelfe ro win my fauour, 
wan thus farre of mee, that in truth I leſſe miſliked him thenanie of the reſt : which 
in ſomeproportion,my countenancedeliuered vato him. 'Though Imuſt proteſt ir 
wasa yerie Elſe embaſſadour, if ir delivered at all anic affeftion, whereof my hearr 
was ytterlic void,I as then eſteeming my ſelfe borne to rule,8 thinking foule ſcorne 
willingly to ſubmir my ſelfe to be ruled. | 
Butwhiles Philoxenus in good ſort purſued my fauvur , and perchance nou- 
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riſhed himſelfe with ouer much hope, becauſe hee found I did in ſome ſore ac- 
knowledgehis valew , one time among thereſt hee brought with him a deare friend 
of his, with that ſhee looked vpon the piure before her, and ſtraight ſighed, and 
ſtraightrearcs followed , as if the Idole of dutic ought to bee honoured with ſuch 
oblations, and then her ſpeech ſtaicd therale, hauing brought her to that looke, but 
char looke hauing quite purherour of hertale . Bur Paladins greatly pitrying ſo 
ſwectea ſorrow ina Ladic, whom by fame hee had alreadicknowne & honoured, 
beſought for her promiſe ſake, to put flilence ſo _ vnto her mooning , till ſhee 
had recounted the reſt of this ſtorie, Why ſaid ſhe,this is the piture of Amphialus: 
what necd I fay more ynto you &VVhat care is ſo barbarous but hath heard of 4m- 
hialus ? who followes deeds of armes, bur cucrie where find-monuments of 41:- 

phialus?who 1s courteous,noble,hiberal, but he that hath the example beforchis eyes 
of Amphialus?where are all heroicall parts, but in Amphialus? O Amphialus, l would 
thou were not ſo excellent, or'T would I thought thee not ſo excellent, and yer 
would I not that I would ſo : with that ſhee wepr againe; rill hee againe ſoliciting 
theconcluſion of her ſtoric : Then muſt you ſaid ſhee) know the ſtorie of Amphia- 
las:for his will is my life, his like my hiſtorie:and indeed ip what can I berter imploy 
my lips then in ſpeaking of ©Amphiales. | 

This Knight then whoſe figure you ſce, but whoſe minde can bee painted by no- 
thing,bur by their rrue ſhape of vertue, is brothers ſonne to Baſilizs king of Arcadia, 
andin his childhood eſteemed his hcire: till Baſeline in his old yeares, marrying a 

ungand afairc Ladic, had of her thoſerwo daughters, ſo famous for their per= 
fecion in beautie: which _ their RE trom that expeQation. Vhere. 
upon his mother ( a woman of a haughtic hearr, being daughter to the King of 
Areos, either diſdaining, or fearing , that her ſonne ſhould liue vnder the power of 
Baſilis, ſenthim to that Lord T izzotheus ) betweene whom and her dead husband 
there had paſſed ſtraight bands of mutuall hoſpitalitic , ro be broughtyp in compa- 
nie with his ſonne Philoxenns. | 

A happicreſolurion for Awphialus, whoſecxcellent nature was by this meancs 
traincd on withas good education, as anic Princes ſonne in the world could haue, 
which otherwiſc it is thought his mother (farre ynworthie of ſuch a ſoone) would 
not haue giuen him, The good 7imothews no leflelouing himthen hisown ſonne. 
Well, they grew in yeares; and ſhortly occaſions fell aptly ro tric Ampialur, and all 
occaſions were bur ſteppes for him to clime fame by. Nothing was ſo hard, but 
his yalour ouercame; which yer ſtill heſo guided with true vertue , that although 
no man was in our parts ſpoken of bur he for his manhood, yetas though therein 
he excelled himſelfe,he was commonly called the courteous - 4mphialus. An end- 
leſſerhing it were for me to tell, how manic aduentures (terrible ro be ſpoken of ) he 
atchicued; whar Monſters, what Giants, what conqueſts of countries, ſomctimes 
viing policic, ſometimes force, but alwayes yertuc well followed, and but followed 
by Philoxenus : betweene whom, and hun, ſo faſt a friendſhip by education was knit, 
thatat laſt Philoxenws hauingnogreater marter to employ his friendſhip 1n, then to 
win me,thercindefired,and had his yttermoſt furtherance : to thatpurpoſe brought 
he him to my Court,wheretruly I may iuſtly witneſſe with "rags ta what his wit 
could conceiue ( and his wit can conceiue as farre as the limirs of reaſon ſtretch) 
wasall direQcd to the ſerting forward the ſuite of his friend Philoxenus : mine cares 
could heare nothing from him,bur touching the worthineſle of Ph;loxenmus, and of 
the great happineſſc it would bevoto mee ro haue ſuch a husband; with manie ar- 
guments,which Godknowes, I cannot well remember , becauſe I did nor much be. 


lecue, 
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leeue, For why ſhould I vſe many circumſtances to come tothat where alreadie f 
am,8& cuer while I live muſt continue ? in few words, whilehe pleaded for another, 
he wan me for himſelfe : ifatleaſt (wich that ſhe ſighed) he would account it a wins 
ning,forhis famc had ſo framed the way to my minde , thar his preſcnce ſo full of 
beautie;ſweetnes, & noble conyerſation, had centred there before he vouchſated to 
call for the keyes.O:Lord, how did my ſoule hang at hislipps while hee ſpake! O - 
when he in feeling maner would deſcribe the louc of his friend, how well (thought 
J) doth loueberweene thoſe lips! when he would with daintieſt eloquence ſtirre pit- 
tic in metoward car hs ſure ( ſaid I to my ſelfe.) Helen, be not afraid , this 
heart cannot want pittic: and whenhe would extoll the.deads of Philoxenus,who in 


 deeil had but wayted of him therein, alas (thoughtT) good Philoxenus, how ecuill 


doth it become thy nameto be ſubſcribed to hislenter ? whatſhould I ſay?nay,what 
ſhould I not ſay (noble Knight) who am not aſhamed,nay am delighted, thus to cx- 
prefſe mine owne, paſsions ? a 23 

Daies paſt, his eagernes for his friend neuetdecreaſed, my affeRtion tohim eucr 
increaſed, Atlengrh,in way of ordinarie curteſie,l obtained af him( who ſuſpeRed 
no ſuch matter) rhis his picture, the only Anphialas, I feare thatT ſhall euer enioy : 
and growne bolder,or madder, or bold withimadneſſe ; T diſcoucred my affeftion 
yauto him. Bur Lord,l ſhall neuerforger, how anger and'cucteſie, at one inſtant ap- 
peared in his eycs, when hee heard that motion : how with his bluſh hee taught me 
(hame.In ſumme;he left nothing ynaſſayed,which might diſgrace himſelf,ro grace 
his friend ; in ſweet termes making me receiuea moſt ceſ@lute refuſall of himſelfe. 
But when he foundthar his preſence did far more perſwade for himſelfe,, then his 
ſpecch could do for his friend,heleft my Court; hoping that forgerfulneſſe (which 
commonly waits ypon abſence.) would make roome for his friend ; to whom he 
would not vtterthus much (I think) tor a kind feare not to gricuc him,or perchance 
(though he cares little for me) ofa certaine honourable gratctulneſſe, nor yerro difſ- 
couer {o much of my ſecrets ; but as it ſhould ſeeme, meant to traucl into farrecoun- 
cries, vntill his friends affeQion either ceaſed, or preuailed, But within a while, Phi» 
loxetins came to ſee how onward the fruits were ofhis friends labour, when (as:in 
trueth I cared not much how he took it)he found me fitting,beholding this pifture, 
I know not with how affe&tionate countenance, but I am (ſurewitha moſt affecio- 
nate minde. I ſtraight found iclouſie anddiſdainetook hold of him,and yerthe fro- 
ward paineof minc own heart made me ſo delight to-puniſh him, whom I eſteemed 
the chictſt let in my way; that when hewith humble geſture,& vehement ſpeeches 
ſued for my fauour,T told him, that I would heare him more willingly,if he would 
ſpeake for Amphialus, as well as Amphialus had done for him: hee neuer anſwered 
me, bur pale & quaking,wenr ſtraight away 8 ſtraight my heart miſgaue me ſome 
cuill ſucceſſe: and yet though Thad authoritie cnough to haue ſtayed him ( as in 
theſe farall things it falls out, that the high-working powers make ſecond cauſes yn- 
wittingly acceſlarie to their determinations) I did no further, bur ſent a foot-man 
of mine (whoſe faithfulnes to mel well knew ) from-place to place to follow him, 
and bring me word of his proceedings : which (alas)haue brought forth that which 
I feare I muſt ever rewe. | 

For he had trauelled ſcarce a dayes iourney out of my countrey , but that(not far 
from this place ) he ouer-tooke Amphialus, who (by ſuccouring a diſtreſſed Ladic) 
had beene here ſtaicd : and by and by called him to fight with Gas proteſting that 
one of them rwoſhould die,you may cafily iudgehow ſtrange it was to Amphialns, 
whoſchart could acculc it ſelfe of no fault,but roo much affeQis roward him,wh ich 
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heſrefuſing to fight with him)would fainchaue made Philoxenus vnderſtand,but(as 
my ſecruant ſince told me)rhe more Amphialus wentbacke,the more he followed,cal- 
ling him Traytor,8 coward,yet neuer telling the cauſe of this ſtrige alteration. Ah 
Philoxenus(faid CAmphialus)l know T am no traytor,8& thou well knoweſt Tam no 
coward:bur I pray thee content thy ſelfe with this much 8 letthis ſatisfie thee, that 
I loue thee;fince | beare thus much of thee: bur he leauing words, drew his ſword 8 
ue Amphialusa great blow or two,which bur for the goodnes of his armor would 
ueſlaine him:andyer ſo farredid Amphialus containe himſelfe,ſtepping aſide,and 
ſaying to him:Well Philoxenus,8 thus much villany aml1 contec to put yp,nor any 
longer for thy ſake (whom Lhaue no cauſe to loue,fince thou doſt iniure me8 wilt 
not tell me the cauſe} but for thy: yertuous fathers ſake, to whom I am ſo much 
bound; I pray thee go away,& conquerthine owne paſsions,& thou ſhalrmake me 
ſooneyeeld to be thy ſeruant.Buthewould not attend his words,bur ſtill trake ſo 
fiercely at Amphralas , that in the end ( — abouedererminatien ) hee 
was fain todefend himſelfe,& withallſo to offend him,that by an vnlucky blow the 
poore Philoxenus fell deadathis feetey hauing had time only to ſpeake ſome words, 
wherby Amphialus knew it was for my ſake which whe Amphialus ſaw, he forthwith 
gaue ſuch rokens of true-felrſorrow,thar as my ſeruit ſaid,noimaginatis could c6- 
cciue greater wo. But that by & by,anynhappy occaſion made Amphialus paſſe him- 
ſelfe in ſorrow : for Philoxenns was but newly dead, when there comes to the ſame 
place,the aged and vertuous 7imothens; who(hbauing heard of his ſonnes ſodaine 8 
aſsionate manner of parting from my Court) had followed him as ſpecdily as he 
could: bur alas not ſo ſpeedily,but that he found him dead beforc he couldouertake 
him.Though my heart be nothing bur a ſtageof Tragedies, yer I muſt confeſle, it is 
cuen ynabletobeare the miſerable repreſentation thereof z knowing Amphialus and 


Timothens as I haue done, Alas what ſorrow, what amaſement, what ſhame was in 


Amphialus,when he ſaw his deere foſter father,find him the killer of his only ſConne? 
In my heart I know,he wiſhed mountaines had laine ypon him, to keepe him from 
that meeding,As for Timotheus,ſorrow of his ſonne, and (I thinke principally ) yn- 
kindneſſe of 4mphialus ſodeuourcd his virall ſpirits, that able ro ſay no morebur 
Amphialus, Amphialus,hauel? he ſanketothe carth, and preſently dicd. 

But not my tongue, though daily vicd ro complaints; no nor if my heart (which 
is nothing but ſorrow) were rurned to tongues, durſt it yndertake to ſhew tne vn- 
ſpeakeablenes of his griefe. Bur (becauſethis ſerues ro make you know my fortune) 
hee threw away his armour, cuen thts which you haue now vpon you , which 
at the firſt ſight I vainely hoped hee had pur on againes and then ( as aſhamed of 
_.thelight)he ran into the thickeſt of the woods, lamenting, aud cuen crying our ſo 
pitrifully,that my ſeruant,(though of a forrune nor yſcd to much rendernefle)could 
not refraine weeping when he told it me. Heonce oucrtooke him , bur Amphialius 
drawing his {word, which was the onely parc of his armes ( God knowes to what 

rpoſc) he carried about him, threarned ro kill him if he followed him, and withall 
þad him deljuer this bitter meſſage,thathe wel enough found, 1 was the cauſe of ail 
| this miſchicf&;and thar if I were a man, he would go ouer the world to kill me: bur 
bad me aſſure my ſelfe , that of all creatures in the world, he moſt hated me. Ah 
fir knighc(whoſc cares I rhink by this time are tyred with the rugged waics of theſe 
misfortunes) now weigh my calc, if at leaſt you know what loue is. For this cauſe 
haucl lefrmy countrey,putring in hazard how my people will in time deale by me, 
aduenturing what perils or diſhonors might cnſuc, onely ro follow him, who pro- 
claimeth hare againſt me, & ro bring my necke ynto him, if that may redeeme my 
rreſpaſle, 
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txeſpaſſe and afſwage his fury. And now fir (faid ſhe) you hauc your requeſt; I pray 
voneth e paines to guidemero the nexrtowne, chat there I may gather ſuch lay 
C nic againe,as your valor hath lefrme. Palladizswillingly.condiſcended : bur 
x began to go,therecamec Clitophon,who hauing bin ſomthing hurt by one of 
them, had purſued him a good way: at length ouercaking himand readie to kil him, 
y ndeiood they. were ſcruants to the faire Queene Helen, and that thecatſe of this 
enterpriſe was for norhing, but to make Amphialis priſoner, whomthey their 


' miſtres ſought; for the concealed her ſorrow ,nor cauſeof her ſorrow from no bodie.

Bur C/itophon (very ſoricfor this accident) came back rocomfort the Queen, hel-. 


ingſuchas were hurt in che beſt ſorrthar he could, and framing friendly conftru&i- 
ons'of this raſhly vnder-taken enmirie, when in comesanorher(rilthar rime vaſcen) 
all armcd,with his beuer down, who firſt looking cound abour yponthe company, 
as ſooneas he ſpicd Paladin, he drew his ſword, and making no orher prologue, ler 
flicarhim.Bur Paladizs (ſoriefor ſo much harmeas had alreadie happened) ſoughe 
rather torctire,and ward,thinking he might be ſome one that belonged to the faire 
Queene, whoſecaſc in his heart he pitted. VVhich C{zrophon ſeeing, ſtepr berweene 
them,asking thenew-comeknighr the cauſeof his quarrehwho anſwered him,thar 
he would kill that theete, who had ſtolne away his Maſters armonr, if he did notre- 
ſtore.ir. With chat Palladizs lookt ypon him, and ſaw rlat he of the other fide had 
Palladins own armonr vpon him : truly ({aid Palladirs)if I haneſtolne this armour, 

ou did not buy chat but you-ſhall nor fight with me vponfach aquarrell, you ſhall 
Tres this armour willingly, which I did onely put on:to doc honourto the owner) 
But Cl:t0phon ſtraight knew by his wordsand voyce;thaxit fas Iſmenus,the faithfull 
and diligent Page of Amphralus - and therefore telling him that he was Clirophon , 
and willing him to acknowledge his cxror.to.the other, who deſerned all honor, the 
young Gentleman pulled off hishead-piece, and ( lighting) wear ro kifſe Palladine 
hands, deſiring him to pardon his folly ,. catiſed by extreame griefe, which eaſily 
might bring forth anger. Swecte Gentleman {ſaid Pa//rus ) you ſhall onely make 
methisamends, that you ſhall carrierhis your Lordsarmour frommerohim, and 
cell lim from an vaknown knight (who admires his worthines ) that he cannor caſt 
a greater miſt ouer hisglorie, then by [being vnkind to ſo: excellenta Princefle as 
this Queene is. 1/222u5 promiſed he would as fooneas hedurſt find his Maſter: and 
with char went ro doe his duetic to the Queene, whomigalitheſe encounters aſto- 
niſhmeat madehardie; butaſſooneas ſheiſaw 1/menu Wing co her picture, )' 1/- 


menus faid ſhe;here is my Lord, where is yours ? &rg8me you ro bring mee ſome , 
ſenrence of death-from him ? ifirbe ſo, welcomebe ir. ]: pray you ſpeake,and ſpeake 


quickly. Alas Madam, ſaid 1ſ77e7:%.,F haue/loſt my Lord, (with: char teares cating 
vnto his cycs) for aſſooneas the vohappie'combare. was concluded with the; 

bothoof fatherandſonne, my Maſter caſting off his armour, went his way Fotbid- 
ding me vpon paine of dearh to follow him. Yerdiucrsdaics l followed his ſteppes, 
till laſtly I found him, hauing newly mer with an excellent Spaniell, bclongingts 


his dead companion Philoxenus.Thedogge ſtraight fawned on my Maſter for olde 


knowledge: bur neuer was there thing morepiritullrhen-ro heare my Maſter blame 
the dogge for louing his Maſters murtherer , renewing afreſh his complaints, with 
the darmbe counſellor, as if rhey might comfort once another in their miſeries. Bur 
my Lord having ſpycd me, roſe vp in ſuch rage, that in truth I feared hee would 
kill me:yeras then he ſaid only,if I would not difpleaſe him I ſhould not come neer 
him-till he ſent for me; roo hard a commandemenr for me ro difobey : I yeelded , 
lcauinghim only waited on by his dog,and asI thinke ſeckingourrhe moſtſolitarie 
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placeg,that this orany other countrie can graunthim ::and ] returning where had 
left his armour found another in ſtead rhereof, and (difdaining I:muſt confefſe thar 
anic ſhould beare the armour of the beſt Knight Ry armed my. ſelfe therein to 
play the foole,as cnen now 1 did. Faire'Iſmenzs (ſaid rhe Queene Ja fitter meſſen- 
ger could hardly bero yofold my Tragedie : I ſee the end, I ſee my end, | 

With thar (ſobbing) ſhedefired to be conduRted to the next towne, where Palla- 
dias left herto be waytcd on by Clitophon, at Palladiuscarneſt entreatie, who deſired 
aloneto takerhat melancholy courſe of ſecking his friend; and therefore chaungin 
armours againe with 1/z2enw5(who went withall to a caſtle belonging to his maſter) 
hecontinued his queſt for his friend Dazphantme. | 

Sodire&ed he his courſeto Laconta,aſwell among the Helots,as Spartans : There 
indeed hefound his fame flouriſhing, his monuments engraued in Marble, and yer 
moredurably in mens memories , but the yniuerfall lamenting his abſented pre- 
ſcnce,affured him of his preſentabſence. Thence into the Elean prouince;,'to ſee 
whetherat the Olympian games ( there celebrated) hee might in'ſuch concourſe 
bleſle hiseyes with ſo deſired an. cacounter : bur that huge and ſportfull afſembly 

ew to him a tedtous lonelineſſe, eſteeming no bodicfound, ſince Datphantus was 
loſt. Afterward he paſſed through Achaza and S:cyonia, to the Corinthians, prowde 
of their two Scas, to lcarnewherther by the ſtreight of that 1#hmas, it were poſsible 
to know of his paſſage:Bur finding euerie place more. dumbe then other to his de- 
maunds,and ack that it was late-taken loue, which had wrought this new 
courſe, hee returned againe( after two moncths trauaile in yaine)to make a freſh 
ſearchin Arcadia; ſo much the more, as then firſt he berhoughr humſelfe of the pi- 
ure of Philoclea(which reſembling her hohad once loucd)might.perhaps awake a- 
gainerhatſlceping paſv1on. ' And hauingalreadie paſt ouer the greateſt part of 4rca- 
dia,one day comming vnder the (ide of the pleaſant-mountaine Meralrs, his horſe 
(nothing guiltie of hisinquiſttiueneſle) with fat-tyring taughthim, that diſcreete 
ſtayes makes ſpecdie iournies : and therefore lighting down,8: vnbridling his horſe, 
he himſelfewentto repoſe himſelte in alittle wood he ſaw thereby, Wherelying 
ynder the proteCtion of a ſhadie tree, with intention to make forgetting ſleepe com- 
fora ſorrowfull memoric, he ſaw a ſight which perſwaded,8 obtayncd of his eyes, 
that they would abide yet awhule open. It was the appearing ofa Lady, whobeeauſe 
ſhe walked with her {ide toward him, he could nor perfeRtly ſee her face; but ſo much 
he might ſee of her,that was a ſuertie forthe reſt, that all was excellent. 

Well might he perceiyethe hanging of her haire in faircſt quantitie, in lockes 
ſome ws ſomeas it were forgotten, with ſucha cardefſecare; & an arrſo hi- 
ding arr, that ſhe ſecmed ſhe would lay them for a parterne, whether nature ſimply , 
or nature helped by cunning, be the more excellenr: the reſt whereof was drawne 
ihtoa Coronet ofgold richly ſet with pearle, and ſo toined all ouer with gold wyers 
- andcouercd with feathers ofdiuers colours, that it was not vnlike toan helmer.foch 


aplictering ſhew it bare,8:-ſo brauely it was held vp from rhe head. Vpon her bodice 4 
ſhewarea doubler of skie colour Satin,coucred withplates of polde, and as it were 3 


nailed with precious ſtones,thatin it ſhemight ſeemearmcd; the neatherpartofher 
garment was full of ſtuffe, and cut after ſuch a faſhion, thar —_ thelength of it 
reached to the ankles, yet in her going one might ſometimes :difcerne the fmall of 
her legge , which with thefoot was dreſſed in a ſhorepaire of crimſon Veluer Bu. 
kins,in ſome places open (as the ancient maner was)roſhew the fairenes ofthe $kin. 
Ouer all this fhe worca certainemantell,made in ſuch mancr,thar comming vnder 
her right arme;, and coucring moſt of rhar fide, ir had no faſtening on the left fide ,

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Þut onely yportthe top of the ſhoulderywhere therwo cndsmer,and were cloſcdito- 
gcther with averie rich jewell : thedeuice whereof as he after ſaw, was thisz a Her- 
cules madein little forme; bur ſet witha diſtafte inhis hand as he once was /by. O1m- 

hales commandcmenrt,with a word in Greeke, bur thus to be interpreted , Newer 
»ore valiant. On theſame (ide,on her rhighſhe ware a ſword, which as it witneſſed 
her to bean Amazon, orone following that profeſsion, ſo it ſeemed. but ancedleſſe 
weapon, ſince her other forces were without withſtanding, : Bur this Lady walked 
- outrighe rilthe mighr ſee her enter inroa fine cloſe arbour : it was of trees, whoſe 
branches ſo louingly enterlaced one the other, that ir could refiſt the ſtangeſt violece 
of eye-fightz but ſhe wentintoitby adooreſhe opened, which moucd him aswarily 
ashe could to follow her,andby 8 by he might heare her ſing rhis ſong,with ayoice 
no leſle beautiful rohis cares, r to her goodlinefſe was full of harmonie to his cics.

X{ The dittie gaue him ſofne ſuſpition,but the yoyce gaue him'almoſt aſſurance , 
o thefinger was. And therefore boldly thruſting open the doore,andentring in- 
tothearbour,heperceiued indeed thar it was Pyrocles thus diſguiſed, wherwith not 
receiuing ſo much ioy to have found him, as gricfe'ſo to haue Found him, amazcd- 
ly looking vpon him (as 4pol{o is painted when heſaw Daphnr ſodainly turned into 
2 Laurcll)he was not able tobring forth a word: So that Pyrocles (who had as much 
ſhame;as M»ſidorus had ſorrow ) rifing'to him , would haue formed a ſubſtantiall 
excuſe; burhis inſinuarion being of blaſhing, and his divifon''of fighes, his whole 
oration ſtood vpon a ſhort narration, which was thecauſer of this Metamorphoſis.

Andis itpoſsible,that this is Pyrocles, the onely young Prince in the world, for- 
med by naturc,and framed by cducation'to the true exerciſe of yertue ? orisir in- 
deed-ſome Amazon thathath counterfeired the face of my friend-inthis ſort to: yexe 
me?for hikelier ſure I would have thought it, thatany ourward facemighrhave bin 
diſguiſed,chen that the face of ſo excellent a mind could haue bin thus blemiſhed. 
O [weet Pyrocles, ſeperatyourſelfe alittle (if it be poſsible) from your ſelfe;and ler 

your owne mind looke ypon your owne proceedings, ſo ſhall my words be need- 
IT leſſe 
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lefle,and youbeſt inſtrufted. Sce with yourſelfe, how. fit itwill befor you inthis 
yourtender youth, borne ſo great a Prince, and of ſo rare not onely expeRation bur 
proofe,defired of your old father, and wanted of your natiue country, now ſo ncarc 
your home,to:diucrtyour thoughts from the way of goodnes,ro looſe,nay to.abuſc 
yourtime: Laſtly,to ouerthirow all the excellent things you haue done, which hauc 
filled che world with yourfamez as if you ſhould drowne your ſhip 1n the long de- 
fired hanuen : or like an i! playct;ſhould marrechelaſt aft of his Tragedie. Remem- 
ber(forl know you know it) that if we will be men, the reaſonable partof our ſoule 
is to hauc abſolute commandement; againſt which if any ſenſuall weakeneſle ariſe, 
weareto yecld all our ſound forcesto the ouetthrowing of ſo ynoaturall a rebellion, 
wherein how can we want courage, ſince weate to deale againſt ſo weake an aduer- 
faric,thac io it ſelfe is nothing but weakeneſle ? Nay, weare to reſolue, that if reaſon 
dire& it,we muſtdo 1t; and if we muſt do 1t,we wil do it: forto ſay I cannor,is chil- 
diſh,and I will not,womaniſh. And ſce how extreamely cucrieway you endaunger 
your mind; for totake this womaniſh habite ( without you frame your behauiour 
accordingly) is wholly vaine : your behauiour can neuer come kindly from you,bur 
as the mind is pn vato it. So that. you mult reſolue, if you'will play your 
art to any purpoſe,whatrſocuer peeurſh impertetions are in that ſex,to ſoften your 
cart to recciue them, the verie firſt down-ſtep to all wickednes : for doe not deceiue 
your ſelfe,my deare couſin,there is no man {odainly cither excellently good, or ex- 
treamely cuill,but growes cither as he holds himſelfe Wola verrue, or. lets himſelte 
flide to viciouſnes. And let ys ſee,what power is the author of all theſe troubles; for- 
ſooth loue,louc,a paſsion,and the baſcſt 8 fruitleſleſt of _ Sions : feare breedeth 
wit,anger isthecradle of —_ toy openeth and cnablerh the hear: : ſorrow as it 
cloſeth, ſo it draweth it inward rolooke to the correCting of it ſelfez and fo all of 
them generally hauc power towards ſame good by the direQiion of Reaſon. Bur this 
baſtard Loue for indeed the name of Loue 1s moſt yaworthily applied to ſo hate- 
fullahumour)as it is engendred berwixt luſt & idlenes; as the matter it works ypon 
is nothing buta certaine baſe weakenes, which ſome gentle foolescall a gentle heart; 
as his adioyned companions be ynquiernes, longings, fond comforts, faint diſcom- 
forts, hopes,icalouſics, vagrounded rages, eaulleſle yeeldings: ſo is the higheſt end 
itaſpires ynro, alietlepleaſurc with much paine before, and great repentance after. 
But that end how endlefle ic runs to infinite euills, were fic enough for the marcer 
we ſpeak of, bur not for your cares, in whom indeed there is ſo much true diſpoſiti- 
onto vertuc ; yet'thus much of his worthy effedts in your ſelfe is to be ſcene, thar 
(belides your bretking lawes of hoſpitalitie with Ka/anger,& of friendſkip with me) 
it yrterly ſubuerrsrhecourſe of nature, in making reaſon giue piaceto ſenſe, & man 
- to woman. And truely-I thinke hereuponir firſt gare the name of Loue : for indeed 
the trucloue bath that exccllentnarure init, that irdoth transforme the yery eſſence 
of the louer into the thing loued; yniting,andas it were incorporating it with a-ſe- 
cret and 1nward working. And herein do theſe kind of loues imitate the excellent «| 
for as thelouc otheauen makesone heauenly,the loue of yertue, yertuous; ſo doth 
the loue ofthe world make one become worldly : and this effemminate loue of a wo- 
man,doth ſo womanize a man, that (1t he yeeld to it.) itwill not only make him an 
Amazon,buta launder.a diſtaffe,a ſpinner,or whatſocuctother vile occupation their 
idle headscan imagine;and theirweake hands petforme, Therefore (to trouble you 
no longer with my tedious, but louing words) if cither. you remember what you 
are,what you hauebeenc,or what you muſt be : if you conſider whar.J.itis that mo- 
ucdyou, ot by what kinde of creature youare moued, you ſhall finde thecauſe fo 
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fnall, the effe& ſo dangerous, your ſelte ſovnworthy corun into the one, or tobe 


drine!1 by the orher; that I doubt nor, I. {hall quickly haucoccaſionrather to praiſe 
youfor hauing conquered it, then to giue you furthercounſell, how todoe it. But 
in Pyrocles thisſpeech wrought no more, but that hee, who beforcheewas eſpyed, 


was afraid; after, being perceitied, was aſhamed, now being hardly: rubd ypon, left 


-both feare andſhame,and wasmoucd toanger. Burt the exceeding; good will hebare 
to Meſidorss ftriuing with it ; heerthus partly to fatisfic him , burprincipallyro 
looſe the reines to his owne motions , made him anfivere: Couſin;'whatſoeuer 
good diſpolirion nature hathbeſtowed ypon me,or howſocuer thatdiſpofition hath 


- binby bringing vp confirmed, this I muſt confeſſe, that I am nor yercome to thar 


degree of wiſedome,tothinke light of theſexe; of whom Thauc my life, ſince if lbe 
anic thing (which your friendſhip rarhet finds, then T acknowledge) T was co come 
to ir,borne of a woman, & nurſed ofa woman, Andcertainly(forthis point of yaw 
ſpeech doth neereſt touch me) it is ſtraunge to ſee'the vnmanlike'crueltie of 


kind, who nor content with their tyrannousambition; ro haue'broughe the others 


verruous patience ynderthem (like childiſh maiſters) thinke their tiaiſterHiood no- 
thing, without doing 1niurie to chem , who ( if we will argue by reafoti)-are framed 
of naturewiththe ſameparrs of che minde for the exetciſe of yettue; ds wee are. 
And for example, cuen this eſtate of Amazons (which'Þ tow for my greateſt ho- 
nour do ſecke to counterfeit) doe well witneſle, thatif generally the ſiyeeteneſſe of 
their diſpoſition did not make them ſcethe yaineneſſeof theſe things, which we ac- 

count glorious, they neither want valourof mind, nor yerdoth their faireneſſe take 
away their force.. And truely we men,and ptaiſers of men,fhould remember, rhat if 
wee haue ſuch excellencics , js is reaſon to thinke them excellent'creatures , of 
whom wee are; fince a Kyre neuer brought forth a good flying Hawke. Bur totell 

you true, asI thinke it {uperfluous to'yſeaniewords of fucha ſubie&, who is ſo 
praiſed in it ſelfeas it needes no praiſes ſo withall I feare leſt my conccit ( not able 
toreach vnto them) bring forth words, whichfot their ynworthincſſe may be a dil. 

grace to them I ſoinwardly honour. Letrhis ſuffice, that they are capableof vertue, 


and vertue (you your (elues ay ) ito be loued,and I roo,truly : but this I willingly 


confeſſe, thar it likes me much better , when 1 finde vertue in a faire lodging , then 
when I am boundro ſecke it inan ill-fauoured creature, like a pearle i) a dunghill, 
As for my faultotbeingan vnciuill gueſt ro'##ander, if you could feele what an in- 
ward gueſt my (clfe am boſte ynto, ye would thinke it veric excuſable, in chat I ra- 
ther perform the duties of anhoſt,then the ceremonies of agueſk, Andfor my brea- 
king the lawes of friendſhip with you ( which I would rather dic , then cffeQually 
doe,) truely I could findein my heart to aske you pardon fot ir , but that your now 
handling of me giues me reaſon to confirme my former dealing. And here Pyrocles 
ſtaicd, asto breathe himſelfe , hawing beecne tratſported with alittle vehemencie, 
becauſe it ſeemed him Muſidorus had ouer-birterly glaunced againſt the repuration 
womankind : bur then quieting hiscountenance (aſwell as out of an ynquiet mind 
it mightbe)hethus proceeded on : And poore Loue( ſaid he) deerecoulin, is little 
bcholding vnto you, ſince you are not contented to ſpoile ir of the honour of rhe 
_— power of the mind,which notable men haue attributed vnro ir, but yeede- 
1cc(t it below all other paſsions,in truth ſomewhat ſtrangely; fince;if loue receiue a- 
nic diſgrace,it is by the companie of theſe paſsions you preferre before ir. For thoſe 
kinds of bitter obicKions (as,that luſt, idleneſſe,and a weake hearr, ſhould be;as it 
were,the matter and forme of loue)rather rouch me;deere Mnſidorus,thers Joue;but 
I amgood witnefſe of mine owne imperfeftions, and therefore will not Leferid my 
| / | ſelte ; 
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ſelfe - but herein I muſt ſay, youdeale contraricto your ſelfe: for if I be ſo weake, 
thencan you notwirh reaſon ſtir me ypas ye did, by. remembrance of mine owne 
vere: or if indecd I be yertuous,then muſt yeconfeſle,that loue hath his working 
in a vertuous heart ; and ſono doubt hath ir,whatſocuer I be: for,if we loue vertuc, 
in whom ſhall we louc it but in a yertuous creatute ?: without your meaning be ,I 
ſhould loue this word Yertve,where Iſce it written in a booke. Thoſe troubleſome 
effe&syou ſay itbrecds,benor the faults of loue, butof him that loues, as an ynable 
veſlell to beaxe ſuch a liquor, like cuill eyes,notableto looke on rhe Sunne; or like a 
weake brainc ſooneſt ouerthrownewith the beſt wine. Euen that heaucnly loue you 
ſpcakeof , is accompanicd in ſome hearts with hopes, griefes, longings, and diſ- 
paires. And inthat heauenly loue,fince there are two parts, the one the louc it ſelfe, 
th'other the excellencic of the thing loucd; I,nor ableat the firſt leape to frame borh 
in,me;doe now (like adiligent workeman) madercadiethechicte inſtrument, g firſt 
parr of thac great worke,which is loue itfelfez which when I haue a while praQtiſed 
in this ſort, then you ſhall ſce mee tucne it to greater marters. And thus gently you 
way (if itpleaſe you) thinke of me. Neicher doubt yee., becauſe I weare a womans 
apparell,l will be the more womaniſh,fince I.affure you ( for all my apparel|) there 
is nothing 1 deſire more, then fully to proue my ſelfe a man in this enterpriſe. Much 
might be fail in my; defence, much morefor loue , and moſt of all for that diuine 
creature, which hath 1oyned me and loue together: But theſe diſputations are fitter 
for quiec ſcholesthen my troubled braines, which are bent rather in deedes to pet- 
forme, then in words to'defend the noble deſire that poſſeſleth me. O Lord (laid 
Muſidorus) how-ſharpe-wirted you are to hurr yourſelfe; No (anſwered he) bur ir 
is the hurt you ſpcake of, which makes.me-ſo ſharp-witted. Euen ſo(faid Muſidorus) 
as cucricbaſc occupation makes one ſharpe in that praQiſc, and fooliſh in all the 
reſt, Nay rather (anſwered Pyrocles ) as. each excellent thing once well learned 
 ſerues fora meaſureofall other knowledges. And is that become (ſaid Muſidorns) a 
meaſure for otherthings, which neuer reccjued meaſure in it ſelfe? Ir is counted 
without meaſure (anſwered Pyrocles) becauſe the workings of it are without mca- 
ſure,but otherwiſe, in nature it hath meaſure, ſince it hath anend allotted ynto it. 
Thebeginning being ſo excellent, I would gladly know theend. Enioying, anſwe- 
red Pyrocles,with adeep figh.. O (ſaid Muſidorus)now (er ye forth the baſenes of it, 
ſince1f it end in enioying,it ſhewesall the reſt was nothing. Ye miſtake me (anſwe- 
red Pyrocles, ).I ſpake of che end to which it isdireedz which end ends not,no ſoo» 
nerthen the life. Alas,let your owne braine diſenchant you (ſaid Muſidorus.) My 
hearr is too farrepAeſled (Laid Pyrocles. )Bur the head giues you direRion: And the 
heartgiues melite, anſwered Pyrocles. 

But Mv#ſidorus was ſo grieued to ſee his welbeloued'friend obſtinate ( as hee 
thought) to his owne deſtruQion , that it forced him with more then accuſtomed 
vehemencie to ſpeake theſe words, Vell,well (ſaid he) you liſt ro abuſe your ſelfe; 
it was a very white & red vertue,which you could picke outof apaintcrly gloſe of a 
viſage, Confeſſetherruth, and ye ſhall finde the vemoſt was but beautie, a thing, 
which thogh it be in asgreat excellency in your ſelfe as may be in any, yer I am ſure 
. you make no further reckning of it,then of an outward fading bench nature beſto- 
wed vpon you. And yetſuch is your want of a true grounded vertue,which muſt be 
likeit ſelfe in all points; that whatyou wiſely account a trifle in your ſelfe, you fond- 
ly become aſlaue ynto in another. For my part I nowproteſt, 1 haue lett nothing 
vnſaid,which my wit could make meknow,or my moſt entire friendſhipto you re - 
quires of me; Ido now beſeech you cuen for the loue berwixt vs (if this other _u 
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haue leftanic in you rowards me) and for the remetmbrance of your old carcfull fa- 
ther (if you can remember him that forger yourſelfe, ) laſtly,for Pyrocles owrie ſake 
(who is now vponthe point of falling or riling) to purge your ſelfeof this vileinfe- 
Rion,otherwile giue melcaue to lcaue off this name of friendſhip, as an-idle tirle 
ofa thing which cannot be,where vertue is aboliſhed. The length of theſe ( peeches 
before had not ſo much cloyed Pyrocles, rhough hewere very impatient of long de- 
Iiberations, as this laſt farewell of him he louedas his own life,did wound hisſoule. 
For thinking himſelfe afflited, he was the apter ro conceive vnkindnefle deepely : 
icſomuch that ſhaking his head,and deliuering ſome ſhew of teares, he thus vtrered 
his griefes : Alas (ſaid he) Prince Muſidorus, how cruelly you deale with me; it you 
ſceke the yvitorie, take jtzand if ye lift the triumph: hauc you all the reafon of the 
world, and with me remaine all the imperfeQ1ons; yer ſuchas I can no more lay 
from me, then the Crow can be perſwaded by the Swan to caſt off all his blacke fea- 
thers But truly you deale with me like a Phyſition, that ſeeing his Patient in a peſti- 
leat fener ſhould chide him in ſtead of mimitringhelpe,and bid him beſick no more; 
or rather like ſuch a friend, that viſiting his friend condemned to perperuall priſon , 
and loaden with gricuous fetrers,ſhould wil him ro ſhake off his terters,or he would 
leauehim.l am ficke,and ſicke to the death; Iampriſoner, neither 1s there ante re- 
dreſſe, but by her to whom I am a {laue, Now it you liſt, leaue him that loues you 
in the higheſt degree : Bur remember cur to catric this wich you,that you abandon 
your friend in his greateſt extremitie, 9s 

And herewith the deepe wound of hisloue being rubbeda freſh with this new 
ynkindneſle, began as 1t were to bleed again,in ſuch ſorr thar he was vorabletobeare 
itatic Jonger,but guſhing our. aboundance of teares, and crolſsing his armes ouer his 
wofull heart,he ſunkedowne tothe ground : which fodaine trance went ſo to the 
heart of Muſidorus, that falling downe by him, and kiſsing the weeping eyes of his 
friend, he beſoughr him not ro make accouar of his ſpeechywhich if it had bin'ouer- 
yehementr,yer was it to be borne withall, becauſe it came out of a loue much more 
vehzment, that he had not thought fancie could haue receiued ſo deepe a wound 
butnow finding in him the forceof it , hee would no further contrarie ir, but em- 
ploy all his ſeruicero medicine ir, in ſuch ( orcas rhenature of it required. Bur euen 
thiskindneſſe made Pyrocles rhe more melt in the former vnkindneſle , which his 
manlike teares well ſhewed, with a ſilent looke vpon Muſidorus , as who ſhould 
fay,Andis ir poſsible that Muſidorus ſhould threaten to leaue me? And this ſtrooke 
Muſidoriuus mind and ſenſes ſo dumbe too, that for gricte being not able to lay anic 
thing,they reſted with their eyes placed one vpon another, in ſuch ſorr, as mighr 
well paint out the true paſsion of ynkindueſle to be neuer aright, bur berwixr then 
that moſt dearely loue. | | 

And chus remained theya time, till ar length Muſidorus embracing him , faid , 
And will you thus ſhake off your friend? Ic is youthatſhake me off (ſaid Pyrocles) 
being for my vaperteRneſſe ynworthie of your friendſhip. But this (ſaid Muſidorms) 
ſhewes you more vnperfe&,to be cruell to him, that ſubmirs himſelfe vato you, bur 
ſince you are ynperfett (ſaid he, ſmiling) it1srcaſon you be gowerncd by vs wifeand 
perte& men. And thar authority will L begin to take vpon mee, with three abſolute 
commandements:the fiirſt, that you increaſe nor your euill with furthergriefes: the 
ſecond, that you loue her with all the powers of your mind: and the laſt commande- 
mear ſhall be, you command me todoe what ſeruice T can towards the attaining of 
your deſires. Pyrocles heart was not ſo oppreſſed with the two mightie paſsions of 
loucand ynkindnefle, bur that it ycelded rs ſome mirth at this commandment of 
os Ee © Pr OM . Muſidorue

Muſidorus,that he ſhould loue. ſo that ſomething clearing his face from his former 

(hewes of griefez Well (ſaid he) deere coulin,I ſeeby the yell chuſing of your com- 

mandements,that you arc farre fitter to bea Prince than a Counſellor,and therefore 

I am reſolucd toimploy all my endeuour to obey you, with this condition, that the 

commandements ye command me to lay vpon you,ſhall only be,that you continuc 
to loue mc, 8& looke ypon my imperfedtions with morcaffe&ion than wudgement. 

Loucyou ( ſaid he,) alas, how can my heartbe ſeparated from the true imbracing of 
it,without ic burſt,by being toofull of it ? But (ſaid he) let ys leaue off theſe lowers 

of new begun friendſhip; and now I pray you againe tel] mie, bur rell.it me fully, o- 
mitring nocircumſtance,the ſtorie of your affeftions, bo] Seginning, and procee- 
ding; afſuring your ſelfe,that there is nothing ſo great, whieh I will feare to doe for 
you,nor nothing ſo.ſmall, which I will diſdainerodo foryon. Ler me therefore re- 
ceiue a clecre ynderſtanding,which manie times we miſſe, while thoſe things we ac- 
cout ſmall,asa ſpeech,or a looke, are omitted, like as a whole ſentence may faile of 
his congruitie by wanting one particle. Therefore berweene friends/allmuſt be laid 
open, nothing being ſuperfluous nor tedious. Youſhal be obeied (ſaid Pyrocles) and 
herearewein as fita placefor itas may be; for this arbor no bodie offers to come in- 
ro but my ſelfe, ] vſingiras my mclancholic retiring place, and therforethat reſpe& 
isbornevnto it : yerit by chaunce anicſhould come, ſay that you are a ſeruant ſent 
from the Queene of the Amazors toſecke me,and then let me alone for the reſt. So 


fate they downe,and Pyrocles thus ſaid: 
Coutin (faid he) then began the farall overthrow ofall my libertie, when walking 
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among thepiQuresin K alanders houſe,youyour ſelfe deliuered ynto mee what you 


had yadcrſtood of Phjloclea,who much reſembling(thogh I muſt ſay)much ſurpaſ- 
ſing) che Ladic Zelmane,whomſo well I loued : there were mine cies infected, and 
at your mouth did I drink my oiſon. Yetalas,ſo ſweet was it vnto me, that I could 
not becontented,till Ka/anderad made it moreand more ſtrong with his declara- 
tion, Which the more I queſtioned, the morepittieI conceiued of her ynworthie 
fortune; and when with pittic once my heart was made tender,according to the apt- 
nefle of the humour, ir receiuedquickly a cruel! :mpreſsion of that wonderful paſsi- 
on,whichto be defined is impoſsible, becauſe no words reach to the ſtrange: nature 
of it: theyonly know it, which inwardly feeleit; it is called Loue. yer did I not(poor 
wretch)ar firſt know my —— it only ſuch a wonted kind of deſire to ſee 
rare fights,and my pittieto be no other, but thefruitsof a gentle nature, Bur cuen 
thisarguing with my ſelfe came of further thoughts , and the more I argued, the 
more my thoughts encreaſed. Deſirous I was to ſee the place where ſhe remained , 
as though the ArchireRure ofthe Lodges would haue beenemuch for my learning; 
bur moredeſirous to ſee her ſclte,to be 1udge,forſooth,of the Painterscunning, For 
* thusatthe firſt did | flatter my ſelfe,as though my wound had beene no deeper: bur 
when within ſhort time I came to the degree of yncertaine wiſhes, and that thoſe 
wiſhes grew to paquietiongings widen I could fixemy thoughts vpon nothing,but 
that within little varying they ſhould end with Philocles : when cach thing I ſaw, 
ſeemed to figure outſome part of my paſsions; when euen Parthenia's faire facebe- 
came alcCture to me of Phloclea's imagined beautic;when I heard no word ſpoken, 
but that me thought ircarried the ſound of Philoclea's name ; then indeed, then I did 
yeeld to the er 09-48-5rmg} oy ſelfe priſoner, before I had leiſure to arme my ſelfe : 
and that I might well, like the Spaniell, gnaw ypon the chaine that ties him bur I 
ſhould ſooner marremy teerh,then procurelibertie: yer I take to witneſle the eter- 
nall ſpring of yertue, that I had ncucr read, heard, nor ſeencanie thing; I had neuer 
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anie taſt of Philoſophic,nor inward feeling in my ſelfe, which fora while I did not 
call to my ſuccor.But(alas) wharreſiſtance was there,when cre long my veriereaſorn 
was,(you will ſay corrupted) I muſt confeſle, conquered, and that me thought euen 
reaſondid aſſure me,tharall cies did degenerate from their creation, which did not 
honour ſuch beautte ? Nothung in truth could hold anie plea with it, but the reue- 
rent friendſhip I beare ynto you, For as it wentagainſt my heart to breake anie way 
fromyou,ſodidI feare more then anicaſlaulr ro breake it ro you:finding(as it is in- 
deed) that toa heart fully reſolure,councell istedious,but reprehenſion is lothſome: 
and thatthere is nothing moteterrible to a guilcie heart, then the cic of a reſpe&ed 
friend. This made medetermine with my ſelfe (thinking it a leſſe fault in fiend: - 
ſhip ro doea thing without your knowledge, then againſtyour will) to take this ſe- 
cretcourſe; which conceit was moſt builded yp in me,the laſtday ofmy parting and 
ſpeaking with you, when ypon your ſpecch with me, & my bur naming loue (when 
clſc —— I would hauc gone further) I ſaw your yoyce and countenance ſo 
chaunge, as it aſſured me, my reucaling it ſhould bur purchaſe your griefe with 
my cumber,and therefore(deare Muſidorms) euen ran away from my well knowne 
chiling : for hauing written a letter, which I know not whether you found orno,8: 
taken my chicfe icwels with me, while you were in the middeſt of your ſport, I got 
atime (as [ thinke) ynmarked by apic,to Neale away I cared not whither,fo I might 
eſcape you,and ſo came I tro 1thoniain the Prouince of Meſſeniay where lying ſecrer, 
I put this in praQtiſe,which before I haddeuiſed. For remembring by Philanax his 
letter & Kalanders ſpeech, how obſtinately Baſilins was determined nor to marichis 
daughters,and therefore fearing leaſt anie publikedealing ſhouldrather increaſe her 
captiuitie,then further my lou; Lone(rhe refiner of invention)hadput in my head 
thus to diſguiſe my ſelfe,thag vnder that maskeI might (if it were poſsible )ger ac- 
cefle,8 what acceſſe could bring forth, commir to fortune & induſtric, determining 
to beare the countenance of an Amazor. Therefore in the cloſeſt maner I could, 
naming my ſelfe Zelmane , for thatqdfare Ladies ſake, to whoſe memorie I am ſo 
much bound, I cauſed this apparell ro be made, and bringing it neare the Lodges, 
which arc hardat hand, by night, thus drefled my ſelfe, reſting rill occaſion mighr 
make me tobe found by them whom1 ſought ; which the next morning hapnedas 
wellas mine own plot could haue laid it. For after I had run ouer the wholepetipree 
of my thoughts,l gaue my ſelfe roſing alittle, which,as you know, I euorMiphicd 
in, ſonow eſpecially,whether ir be the nature of this clime to ſtirre yp Poerical fan- 
cics,or rather as I thinke, of loue, whoſe ſcope being pleaſure, will hot ſo much as 
vtter his gricfes, but in ſome forme of pleaſure, _ 

Bur I had ſung yeric little , gu (as I thinke,difpleaſed with my bad muſicke) 
comes maiſter Dametas with Fhedging bill in his hand, chafing and ſwearing by 
the pantable of Pallace,and ſuch other oathes as his ruſticall braueriecould imaging 
and when he ſaw me, I aſſure you, my beautic was no more beholding to him then 
my harmoniez forleaning his hands ypon hisbill,and his chinvpon his hands, with 
the voice of onetharplayeth Hercules 1n a play,but neuer had his fancie in his head; 
thefirſt word he ſpake ynto me, was, Am not | Dametas ? why am not I Dametas ? 
he needed not name himſelf,for Kalanders deſcription had ſer ſuch a note ypon him 
as made him yerie notable ynro me,and therefore the height of my thoughts would 
not deſcend ſo muchas to makehim anie anſwer, but continued on my inward diſ- 
courſes; which hee (perchance witnefle of his owne ynworthineſle, and therefore 
the apter to thinke himſelfe contemncd) rooke in ſo hainous maner , that ſtanding 
| Ypon his tiptoes andAtaring, as if he would hauc had a more pulled out of his ce, 
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ſcoulding,in ſuch jneogy maner, as might well ſhew hee had paſſed through the 


' and well minded Gentleman,and with as much curtclic as Dametas with rudeneſſe 


| derſtand ofme ; I that from the beginning aſſured my ſelfe it was he,but would not

Why, (ſaid he) thou woman,or boy,or both, whatſocuer thou be,] tell thee here is 
no x wa for thee, ger thee gone, I tell thee it is the Princes pleaſure, Itcll rhe ir is 
Dametas pleaſure. could not chuſe but ſmile ar him, ſecing him looke ſo like an 
Apcthat bad newly taken a purgation yet taking my ſelfe with the manner, ſpake 
theſe words to my ſelfe : O ſpirit(faid I)of mine, how canſt thou receiucanic mirth 
in the midſt of thincagonics ? and thou mirth, how dareſt thou enter into a minde 
ſo growne of late thy profefied enemic? Thy ſpirit(faid Dameras, )doſt thou thinke 
mea ſpirit? I tell thee I am Baſilius officer, 8 haue charge of him and his daughters. 
Oonly pearle(ſaid I ſobbing)that ſo vile an oyſterſhouid keep thee? By the combe- 
caſc of Diana ({ware Dametas)this woman is mad : oyſtcrsand pearles ? doeſt thou 
thinke I will buy oyſters? I tell thee once againeger thee packing, and with thar lif- 
ted vphis bill to hit me with the blunt end of iz: but indeed that pur, me quite out 
of my leſſon; ſo thatT forgar all Ze/manesſhip,and drawing out my ſword, thebaſc- 
neſſe of the villaine yet made me ſtay my hand, and he (who, as Kalander told me, 
from his child-hood cuer fearcd the blade of a ſword) ran backe, backward (with 
his hands abouc his head) at leaſt twentie paces, gaping and ſtaring, with the yeric 

race(I thinke)of theclownes, that by Latonas prayers wereturned into Frogs. Ar 
bh ſtaying,finding himſclfe without the compaſſeof blowes, hee fell toa freſh 


diſcipline of a Taucrne. Burſccing mec walke vp and downe, without marking 
what heſaid, he went his way ( as I perceiued after ) to Baſilis - for within a 
while hee came ynto mce, bearing indeed ſhewes in his countenance of an honeſt 


falucting me: Faire Ladie(faid hee) it is nothing ſtrange, that ſuch a ſolitarie place 
as this ſhould recciue ſolitaric perſons; but much doc I marucll, how ſuch a beau- 
tie as yours is , ſhould be ſufferedto be thus alone. I (that now knew it was my 
partto play) ſepking wh agrauc maicſtic ypon him as if I found in my ſelfe cauſe 
to be reucrenced. They are neuer alone (faid ] ) that arc accompanied with noble 
choughts.But thoſe thoughts (replycd Baſilizs) cannot in this your lonelineſle nei- 
ther warxant you from ſuſpition in others, nor defend you from melancholy in 
your ſelfe: | to. ſhewinga miſlike that he preſſed me (o farre; I ſeek no better war. 
rant,ſaid Frhen my owne conſcicnce,nor no greater pleaſure then mine ownecon- 
rentatighn. Yet yertuc ſcckes to ſatisfic others, ſaid Baſilius. Thoſe thar be good, 
Aid I, and they will be ſatisficd as long as they ſee no cuill : yer will the beſt in 
this countric, {aid Baſi/zus, ſuſpe ſo excellent beautic being ſo weakely guarded. 
Then are the beſt but ſtarke naught, anſwered I; for open ſuſpefing others, comes 
of ſecret condemning themſelues : but in my countrie(whoſe maners I am in all pla- 
ccs to maintaine and reuerence) the generall goodnefſe ( which is nouriſhed in our 
hearts) makes cueric one thinke the ſtrength of yertue in another,whereof they find 
che aſlared foundation in themſclues. Excellent Ladic, ſaid he, you praiſe ſo great- 
ly (and yet ſowilely) = countrie, that I muſt needs deſire ro know what the neſt 
is,outof which ſtich birds doe flie. You muſt firſt deſerue it, ſaid I, before you may 
obtaineit. And by what mcanes ſaid Bafilius,ſhal I deſerue to know your cſtate? B 

letting me firſt know yours,anſwered I. To obey you; ſaid he,I will doe ir,althoug 

it were ſo much more reaſon yours ſhould be knowne firſt, as you'do deſerue in all 
points to be preferd. Know you, faire Ladie, that my name is Baſilizs, ynworthily 
Lordof this countric : the reſt,cither fame hath alreadic brought ro your cares,or(if 
it pleaſe youto make this place happie by your preſence)at more leiſure you ſhal yn- 
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ſecmeI did ſo,:tokeepe my grauiticthebetter , making apecce afreuerence' ynto! 
him; Mightic Prince ( ſaid I) ler my not knowing you {erue forthe excuſe ofmy 
boldneſſe,and thc little reuerence I doc you, imputcit- rathe manerof my countrie, 
which is the inuincibleland of the Amezons.: my ſclfe Neece ro.Senicia, Queene 
thereof, lincally deſcended of the famous Penthefilea,llaine by the bloodic hand of 
Pyrrhus: T hauipg| in thismy youth determined to make.the world ſcethe Amazons 
excellencies,as well in priuate, as in publike vertue, haue paſſed ſomedangerous ad- 
uentures indiuerſc countries, tillthe ynmercitull ſca.depriued me of my companiey 
ſothar ſhipwracke caſting me not farre hence, yacertaine-wandring brought meto 
this place. Bur Bſliz5 (who now began. to taſte of that, which ſince he had ſwallo- 
wed vp,as I will tell you) fell to more cunning intreating. my abode, thenaniegree- 
dichoſt would vc to well paying paſſcngets.l chouphr -porhing could ſhoor righter 
at the marke of miy deſires; yer hadTI learned alreadie ſo much,thar it was appink my 
womanhood tobe forward in my own wiſhes, And therefore he (toprouc whether 
interceſsions ir-fitter mouthes might better prevaile)commanded-Dametas tobring 
forthwith his: wite and daughters thither, three Ladies, although of diuerſc, yet of

His wife in graue Matronlike attire, with countenance and geſtute ſutable, and' 
of ſuch fairenelle { being in the ſtrength of her age) as if her daughters had nor 
beeneby,might with iuſt price haue purchaſed admiration; bur they being there; 
it was cnoughrtharthe moſt daintic eyc would thinke hera worthie:morher.of ſuch 
children. The ure? awe whoſe noble heart I finde-doth. vn that 
the truſt of her verrue igFepoſed in ſuch a louts hands as D gwerzs, hadyer,to ſhew 
an obedicnce,taken on ſhepheardith apparel , which was bur: of rufler' cloath;;cur. 
after their faſhion: witha. ſtraight bodie , open breaſted , rhe! neacher part full of 
pleights,with-long and wideflecues : but belecuc me ſhe'did appareYherapparell;; 
& with the preciouſheſle of her bodic made it moſt ſumptuous. Herhaircatthe full 
length,wound about with gold lace, only:by;the compariſon to ſhew how farre ker 
hairedoth excell in colour : berwixt her breaſts (which Hiyeetly roſevplikerwo fairs 
ferbur:

young Philocleaappeared in her: Nimph-like apparell, ſo ncere nakednele/; as. one: 
might welldifcerne part of her perfeQions;: and yer ſo apparclled ,as'didſhew hoe: 
kepxheſt Roreof her beautic ro: her (elfe: ther haire ( alas too-poore a; word ;; why 
ſhbyld/I not rather call them Her beames) drawne vp into/a ner, ablerohauecaught- 
Inpiter when he was in the form of an Eaglc; her bodie(6 ſweet bodie)couercd with 
a light Taffata garment,ſo cur,as the wrought ſmock came through it in-many pla- 
665,cnough to have made your reſtrained-imagination haue thoughtwhaz was vn- 
der.it: with thecaſt of her blacke cycs.blacke-indecd, whether nature-ſo made them, 
that we might be themore able-to behold & beire their wonderfull ſhining;ortfiar 
ſhe (goddeſic-like) would worke this miracle with her felfe,io giuingblackenes the 
PEice aboue all beautie, Then (1 ſay) indeed methought: the Lillics gfew pale forcn- 
uie,the Roſes me thought bluſhed to ſee fiveerer Roſes in her cheeks, 8the apples, 
methoughtr, fell downe from thetrees,todohomageto theapples ofherbreaſtzthen 
the clouds gaue place, that the heaucns might more freely-{mile ypon; her; at the 
leaſt the clouds of my thoughtsquite yaniſhed; and my ſight (then mote _ I 
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forcible then cuer)-was ſo fixed there,that (Limagine) I ſtocd like a well wrought I- 
mage with ſomelife in ſhew,but none —_— And ſo hadIbinlike enough to 
haue ſtayed longtime , but that Gynecia ſtepping betweene my _ and the onel 
Philoclea, the chaunge of obie& made merecouer my ſenſesz ſo that I could wit 
reaſonable good maner receiuethe ſalutation of her, and of the Princeſle Pamela, 
doing them yer-no further reucrencethen one Princeſſe ſeth to another. Bur when 
I cameto the neuer-cnough praiſed Philoclea, T could nor bur fall downe on my 
knees,and taking by force her hand,and kiſing it (I muſt confeſle) with more then 
womanly ardencie, Diuine Lady, ſaid I,ler not the world, northeſe great Princeſſes 
maruell,to ſee me (contraric to my maner)doe this ſpeciall honour ynto you, ſince 
all both men and women,do owe this to the perfeCtion of your beautie.Butſheblu- 
ſhing (likea faire morning in May) art this my fingularitic, and cauſing me<o riſe, 
Noble Ladie,faid ſhee,it is no maruell to ſee your —_—_ much miſtaken in my 
beautie,fince you begin with ſo great an errour,as rodo more honour ynto me then 
to them,to whom 1 my ſclfe owe all ſeruice.Rather(anſwered I with a bowed down 
countenance)that ſhewes the power of your beautie,which forced me to doe ſuch an 
errour,if it were an crrour. Youarcſo well acquainted (ſaid ſhe ſweetly, moſt ſweet- 
ly ſmiling) with your ownebcaurtie,thar ir makes youcafily fall into the diſcourſe 
of beautic. Beautic in me? (ſaid I truly fighing) alas if there beanie;it is in my cies, 
which your bleſſedpreſence hath imparted vnto them. 

Bur then (as I think Baſi/iws willing herſo to do) Well, ſaid ſhe,T muſt needscon- 
feſſeT hauc heard that'it is agreat happineſle to be praiſed of them that are moſt 
praiſe worthie: and well I finde that you ate an inuincble Amazon, fince you will 
ouercome,though in a wrong matter. Bur if my beautic beanie thing, then ler it 
obtaine thus much of you, that you willremaire ſome while in this companie, to 
eaſe your owne trauell and our ſolitarineſſe. Firſt let medic ( ſaid I) before anic 
word ſpoken by ſuch a mouth ſhould come in vaine. And thus with ſome other 
words of entertaining, was my —_— concluded, and I ledde among them to the 
Lodges truclic a place for plcaſantneſle, not vnfic to flatter ſolicarinefle , for it be- 
ing ſet ypon ſuch an vnſendible riſing of the ground , as you are come to a pretrie 
height before almoſt you perceive that you aſcend, it giues the eic Lordſhip over a 

ood large circuit, which according to the nature of the countrie, being dwerſified 

cenehills:and dales, woods and plaines , one place more cleere, another more 
darkeſome,it ſeemesa pleaſant piture of nature, with _ lighrſomneſle and ar- 
rificiall ſhadowes. The Lodye is of ayellow ſtone, builtin the forme of a ſtarre, ha. 
uing round abour a garden framed into like points; and beyond the garden ridings 
cut out, cach anſwering the angles of the Lodge : ar rhe end of one of themis the 0+ 
therſmaller Lodge,butof like faſhion,where the gracious Pamelaliveth ; ſothat the 
Lodge ſeemeth not ynlike a faire Comer, whoſe taile ſtretcheth it ſelfe to a ſtarre of 
lefle greatneſle. 4, 

So Gymecia her ſelfe bringing me to my lodging, anon after I was inuited and 
brought downeto ſup with them in the Garden, a place not fairer in naturall orna- 
ments,then artificiall inuentiongwhere,in a banquering houſe among certain plca- 
ſant trees,whoſe heads ſeemed curled with the wrappings about of Vine-branches. 
The table was ſer neere toan excellent water-worke; for by the caſting of the water | 
in moſt cunning maner, it makes (with the ſhining of the Sunne vpon it ) a perfe& 
rain-bow,not more pleaſant tothe cie then to the mind, ſo ſenſible to ſee the proofe 
of the heaucnly 75. There were birds alſo made ſo finely, that they qd not onely de- 
ceiuethe fight with their figure,but the hearing with their ſongs, w — wartcric 
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inſtruments did make thcir gorge deliuer. The table at which wee ſate wasround, 
which being faſt to the floore whereon wee fate , and that deuided from the reſt of 
the buildings, with turning a vice ( which Baſilizs at firſt did, ro makeme ſport) rhe 
table,and we abour therable did all curne round, by meanes of water which ran yn- 
der,and carried iraboutas a mill. Buralas,whar pleaſuredid it to me,ro makediuers 
times the full circle round about, ſince Phzloclea (being alſo ſer) was carried ſtill in e- 
quall diſtance from me,andthat onely my eyes did ouertake her ? which when the _ 
table was ſtaycd, and wee began to feede, dranke much moreeagerly ofher beautie, 
then my mouth did ofanicother __ And ſo was my common ſence deceiued, 
(being chiefly bent to her) thatas Idranke the wine, and withall ſtole a looke on 
her,me ſeemed I taſted her deliciouſneſſe. Bur alas, the one thirſt was much more 
inflamed then the other quenched. Sometimes my cies would lay themſclues o- 
pen to receiuc all the darts ſhee did throw , ſometimes cloſe vp with admiration , 
as if with acontraric fancic,they woldpreſcrue the riches of thar ſight they had got- 
ren,or caſt my lids as curtaines ouer the image of beautie, herpreſence hadpainted 
in them, Trucir is,that my Reaſon (now growne a ſcruant to paſsion) did yet often 
cell his maiſter,that he ſhould more moderately yſehis delight. Bur he,thatofare- 
bell was become a Prince,diſdainedalmoſtto allow him theplace of a counſeller:ſo 
that my ſenſes delights being roo ſtrong for anie other reſolution, I did euenlooſe 
the reines vnto them ; hoping that (going fora woman) my lookes would paſſe, ci- 
ther ynmarked,or voſuſpected. | 

Now thus I had(as me thought) well plaide my firſt a&, aſſuring my ſelfe, that 
vnder that diſguiſement, ſhould find oporrunitie toreucale my ſelfe to the owner 
of my hcart.Butwho would thinke it polsible (though l feele it true) that in almoſt 
cight weekes ſpace I haue liued here (hauing no more companie but her parentsz 
and Ibcing familiar,as being a woman,and watchful,as being a louer) yet could ne- 
uer find oportunitic to haue one minutes leaſure of priuate conference: the cauſe 
whereof is as ſtrange,as the cffefts areto me miſerable, And (alas) this it is. 

At the firſt ſight that B«ſilis had of me (I think Cupid hauing headed his arrows 
with my misfortune) he was ſtriken ( taking meto be ſuch as I profeſſe) with great 
affeftion towards me , which fince is growneto ſucha doting love, that rill I was 
faine to get this place (ſometimes to retire vnto freely) I was cuen choaked with his 
tediouſneſſe. You neuer ſaw foureſcore yeares daunce yp and downe more liuely in 
a young louer; now,as fine in his apparell, as if hee would make mein loue with a 
cloake,and verſe for verſe with the ſharpeſt-witred Louer in Arcaaza. . Doe you not 
thinke tharthis is a (aller of wormewood, while mine eyes feed vpon the Ambroſia 
of Philoclea's beautic.Bur this is not all 3 no,this is nocthe worſt : for he (good man) 
were caltecnough to be dealt with. but,as I rhinke, Loue & miſchicte hauing made 
a wager, which ſhould haue moſt power in me, hauc ſer Gynecta alſo'on ſuch a fire 
towards mc,as will neuer (I feare ) be quenched but withmy deſtruction. For-({he 
being a woman of excellent wit, and of ſtrong workingthoughts) whether ſhe ſu- 
{pe&cd me by my oucr-vchement ſhewes of affeftion ro:Philoclea (which loue for- 
ced me vnwiſely to ytter, while hope of my maske fooliſhly encouraged me)or that 
ſhe hath taken ſome other marke of me, that I am not a woman; or what diucll it is 
hath reucalcd it vnto her, I know not : but ſo itis,that all her countenances, words, 


| andgeſtures,are cuen miſcrable portraitures of a defperare affe&ion. VVherby a man 


may learne,that theſe auoidings of companie,doe but make the paſsions more vio- 
lent, when they meet with fir ſubie&s. Truly irwerea notable dumb ſhew of Cupids 
kingdome,to ſee my cies (languiſhing with ouer-ychement longing) due them- 
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ſclues to Philocleaand Baſilizs,as bulie about me asa Bee,and indeed as cumberſom, 
making ſuch yehement ſuits ro me , who neithercould if I would, nor would if I 
could, helpe him.while the terrible wit of Gyzecza, carried with the Beere of violent 
loue,runnes through vs all. And ſo icalous isſheof my loue to her daughter, that I 
could neuer yet begin to open my mouth to the vncuitable Phzloclea, bur that her 
vnwiſhed preſence gaue my tale a concluſion, before it hada beginning. And ſurely 
if I benotdecciued,[ ſee ſuch ſhewes of liking, & (ifI be acquainted with paſsions) 
of almoſt a paſsionatcliking in the heauenly Phzloclea rowards me, that I may ho 
her cares would not abhorre my diſcourſe. And for good Baſilius, he thought irbeſt 
ro hauc lodged vs together , but that the eternall harcfulneſſe of my deſtinie made 
Gynecia's icalouſicſtop that , andall other my bleſsings. Yer muſt I confeſle, that 
one way herloue doth me pleaſure; for ſince it was my fooliſh fortune,or yofortu- 
nate folly.to be knowne by her,that keepes her from bewraying me to Baſilins. And 
thus (my Muſidorus) you haue my Tragedic plaied ynto you by my ſelfe, which I 
prathe gods may not indeed prouca Tragedic, And therewith he ended, making a 
full point of a heartie ſigh. | | | 
|  Muſidoras recommended tohis beſt diſcourſe, all which Pyrocles had told him. 
But therin he found ſuch intricatenefle, thar he could fee no way tolcad him out of 
the maze; yet perceiuing his affeftis ſo grounded hat ſtriving againſt ir,did rather 
anger then heale the wound , and rather call his friendſhip in queſtion then giue 
place to anic friendly counſell. VVell (faid he) deere couſin, finceit hath pleaſed rhe 
gods to mingle your other excellencies with this humour of loue, yer happicir is, 
that your louc is imployed vpon ſo rare a woman : for certainly,a noble cauſe doth 
_ caſemucha grieuous caſe. Bur as ic ſtands now, nothing yexeth me, as that I can- 
not ſee whercin I can be ſeruiceable ynto you. I deſire nogreater ſeruice of you (an- 
ſwered Pyrocles )then that you remaine ſecretly in this countrie,and ſomtimes come 
to this placecither late in che nighr or early in the morning , where you ſhall haue 
' my key ro enter, becauſe as my fortunecither amends or 1mpaires, I may declare ir 
ynto you.,and hauc your councell 8 furtherance : and here by I wil of purpoſe leade 
her, thar is the praiſe,and yertheſtaineof all womankinde, tharyou may haue ſo 
goodaview , as to allow my iudgement: andas I can get the moſt connenienr 
time,[ will come vnto you; for though by reaſon of yonder wood you cannot ſee 
the Lodge, itis hard at hand. But now (ſaid ſhe) it 1s time for me to leaue you , 
and towards cucning wee will walke out of purpoſe hitherward , therefore keepe 
our ſelfe cloſe in that time. Burt Muſidorus berhinking himſelfe thar his Horſe mighe 
appen to bewray him, thought it beſt ro rerurne for that day to a village not farre 
off,anddiſparching his horſe in ſome ſort, the next day early to comea foot thither, 
and ſo to keepe that courſe afterward,which Pyrocles yerie well liked of, Now fare- 
well deere coulin(ſaid he) from me,no more Pyrocles, nor Daiphantus now, but Zel. 
mane : Zelmane is ray name,Zelmane is my title, Ze/mane is the only hope of my ad- 
uancement. And with that word going our, and ſecing that the coaſt was cleere,Zel= 
mane diſmiſſed Muſidorus,who departed as full ofcare to help his fricad;as before he 
was to diſſwade him. | ; 
Zelmane returned to the lodge,where (inflamed by Ph:loclea, watched by Gynecia, be) 
andtired by Baſilizs)ſhe was likea horſe deſirous to runne , and miſerably ſpurred, fo 
but ſo ſhorr rained as he cannor ſtirre forward : Zelmane ſought occaſion to ſpeake | 
with Phzlocleaz Baſiliuus with Zelmane;and Gynecta hindred them all. If Philoclea hap- 
ned toſigh (and {igh ſhe did often) as if that ſigh were to be waited on , Zel/mane 
ſighcdalſo,wherto Baſi/zus and Gynecia ſoone made yp foure parts of ſorro pe” Their 
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affe&ion increaſed their conuerſation 3” and their conuerſation increaſed their affe- 
Aion. The reſpe& borne, bred due ceremonies; but theaffeRion ſhined ſo through 
them, that the ceremonies ſeemed not ceremonies, Zelmanes eyes were ( like chil- 
dren before ſweet meat) cager , but fearfull of their il|-pleaſing gouernours. Time, 
in oneinſtant, ſeeming both ſhort and long vato them : ſhort, in thepleaſingnefle 
of ſuch preſence : long, in theſtay of their deſires, 

Bur'Zelmane failed notto intice them all many times abroad, ' becauſe ſhe was de- 
Grous her friend Muſidorus (neere whomot purpoſe ſheled them ) might haue full - 
fioht ofthem. Sometimes angling to a litle riucrneere hand, which for the moiſture 
it beſtowed vpon rootes of ſome flouriſhing trees , was rewarded with their ſha- 
dow. There would they fit downe , and pretic wagers be made between Pamela and 
Philoclea, which could ſooneſt beguile filly fiſhes , while Zelmare proteſted that the 
fit prey for them was hearts of Princes. Shealſo hadan angle in her hand ; bur the 
taker was ſotaken, that ſhe had ſorgotten taking. Baſi/ius in the meane time would 
be the Cooke himſelfeof what was ſo caught, and Gyrecia fit ſtill , but withno ſill 
xenſiueneſſe. Now ſhe brought them to ſee a ſeeled Doue, who the blinder ſhe was; 
thehigher thee ſtroue. Another timea Kite, which hauing a gut cunningly pulled 
out of her , and ſolet fly, cauſed all the Kites in thatquarter, w o(as oftentimes the 
world is decciued ) thinking her Fn when indeed ſhee was wounded, made 
the poore Kite finde, that opinion 0 riches may well be dangerous. : 

But theſe recreations were interrupted by a delight of more gallant ſhews; for 
onecucning, as Baſilius returned from hauing forced his thoughts to pleaſe them- 
ſelues in ſuch {mal conqueſts,there came a Shephcard,who brought him word, thar 
a Gentleman deſired leaue to doe a meſlage fromhis Lord vnto him. Baſilius graun- 
red , whereupon the Gentleman came; and after che dutifull ceremonies obſcrucd, 
in his maiſters name told him, that he was ſent from-Phalantus of Corinth, tocraye 
licence, that as he had dove 19 many other Counts. ſo he might in higpreſence defie | 
all Arcadian Knights 1n the behalfe of his Miſtris beautie, who would beſides , her. 
ſclfe in perſon bee preſent, ro giue cuident proofe what his Launce ſhould affirme. 
The conditions of hischallenge were, that the defendant ſhould bring his Miſtrifſe 
picture, which being ſer by the image of Arteſia (ſo was the miſtreſle of Philantms 
named) who in fixe courſes ſhould haue better of the ocher , in the 1ndgement of 
Baſil; with him both the honors and the pictures ſhould-remaine. Baſi{r(though 
he had retired himſelfe into that ſolitaric dwelling, with intention to auoide, rather 
then to accept anie matters of drawing companic ; yer becauſe hee would enterraine 
Zelmane,(that ſhe might not thinkethe time ſo gainefull ro him,lofſe to her) gran- 
ted him to pitch his tent for three dayes, not farre fromthe lodge,and to proclaime 
his challenge, that what Arcadian Knight (for none els but vpon his perrill was li- 
cenſe to come)would defend what he honored againſt Phalantms, ſhould hauc the 
like freedome of acceſle and returne. | | 

This obtained and publiſhed, Zelmane being deſirous to learne what this Pha- 
lantis was, having neuer knowne him further then by report of his good juſting, in 
fo muchas he was commonly called, the faire man of armes , Baſilrs, told her that 
he had had occaſion by one verie inward with him, to know in part the diſcourſe of 
his life, which was,chat he was baſtard-brother to the faire Heley Queen of Corinth, 
anddeerely eſteemed of her for his exceeding good patrs,being honourably cours 
rcous, and wropglely yaliant, conſiderately pleaſant in conuerſation , andan ex- 
cellent Courtier withour-vnfaithfulneſſe ; who finding his ſiſters/vnperſwadeable 
melancholy,(through the loue of Amphialus) had fora time left her Court, 8 gone 


mto

| into Laconia,where in the warre againſt the Helots, he had gotten the reputation of 
one,that both durſt and knew. Butas it was rather choiſe then nature, that led him 
to matters ofarmes,ſo as ſoone as the ſpur of honour ceaſed, he willin ply reſted in 
peaceabledelights, being beloued in all companics for his louely qualities, and (as a 
man may terme it) winning checrefulneſſe, whereby ro the Prince and Court of La- 
conia,none was more agreeable then Phalantus - & he not giuen greatly to ſtruggle 
with his own diſpoſition,followed the gentle current of it, hauing a fortune ſufhci- 
ent to content, & he content with a ſufficientfortune. Bur in that court he ſaw,and 
was acquainted with this Arteſia, whoſe beautic henow defends, became her ſer- 
uant,ſaid himſclfe,and perchance thought himſelfe her louer, Bur certainely ſaid 
Baſilius,manie rimes it falls out, that theſe yong companions make themſclucs be- 
lecuethey loue at the firſt liking of a likely beautie; louing, becauſe they will toue 
for want of other bulineſſe, not becauſe they feele indeed thatdiuine power, which 
es the heart find a reaſon in paſsion, andſo (God knowes) as inconſtantly leaue 
ypon the next chaunce that beaurie caſts before rhem. So therefore taking loue 
ypon himlike a faſhion. he courted this Ladie Arteſia,who was as fit to pay him in 
his ownemonic as might be :for ſhee thinketh ſheedid wrong to her beautic if hee 
were nor proud of it,called her diſdaine of him chaſtitie, and placed her honour ia 
lictle ſetting by his honouting herz determining never to marric, but him , whom 
ſhe thought worthicofher : and thar was one, in whom all worthineſſes were har- 
boured. And to this conceipt not only nature had bent her, butthe bringing vp ſhee 
receiued at my ſiſter in law Cecropia,had confirmed her; who having in Ber widow- 
hood taken this yong Arteſia into her charge , becauſe her father agen: a deare 
friend of her dead husbands,had raught herto thinkethat there is no wiſedome bur 
in including both heauen and carth 1n ones ſelfe , and that loue, curtelie, grateful- 
neſſe,friend{hip,and all other verrues are rather to be taken on, then taken in ones 
ſelfe. And ſo good adiſcipleſhe found of her,that liking the fruits of herown plan- 
ting,ſhe was content (if ſo her ſonne could haue liketl of ir ) ro haue wiſhed her in 
marriage to my Nephew Amphialus. Bur Ithinke that deſire hath loſt ſome of his 
hear,fince ſhe hath knowne, that ſuch a Queenc as Helen is, doth offerſo great a 
price asa kingdome,to buy his fauour; for if I be not deceiued in my good ſiſter 
Cecropia,ſhe thinkes no face ſo beaurifull,as that which lookes ynder a Crowne, But 
Arteſia indecd liked wel of my _—_— Amphiali : for I cat neuerdeemethart loue, 
which in haughtic hearts proceeds of a deſire onely to pleaſe, and as it were,peacock 
themſclues; but yer ſhe hath ſhewed yehemencie of delire thatway, I think, becauſe 
all her deſires be yvehement, inſomuch that ſhe hath both placed her onely brother (a 
fine youth called 1ſmenus)ro be his ſquire, and her ſelfe is content to wait vpon my 
ſiſter, til] ſhe may ſce'the yttermoſt what ſhe may worke in Amphialusy who being 
of a melancholy (though I muſt ſay truely courteous and noble) minde, ſeemes ro 
lonenothing leſle han Laws : and of late hauing through ſome aduenture, or in- 
ward miſcontentment,withdrawne himfelfe from anie bodies knowledge, where he 
is; Arteſiathe caſter condiſcended to goc to the Court of Lacornia,whitherſhewas 
ſcar for by the kings wife, to whom ſhe is ſomewhat allied, | 
And there, after the war of the Helots,this Knight Phalantws (atleaſt for tongue- 
delight) made himſelfe her ſeruant, and ſhe ſolirtle caring, as not to ſhew millike 
thercof,was content onely to be noted to haue a notable ſeruant, For truely one in 
my Court neerely acquainted with him , within theſe few dayes made mee a plea- 
{ant deſcription of their loue, while he with cheerefull lookes would ſpeake ſorrow- 
full words,vſing the phraſe of his affeCtion in ſo high a ſtile,that Mercary would not 
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haue wooed Yenus with more magnificentEloquence: butels ncither in behauiour, 
nor a&tion,accuſing in himſelfeanicgreat crouble in minde;whether he ſped or no, 
Andſhee on the fide, well finding how little it was, and not. caring for: more, 
yer og him,rhar often it falleth out but a fooliſh wittineſle, to ſpeake more then 
one thinkes. - | 3-6: | 
For ſhe made carneſt benefite of his ieſt, forcing him in reſpe& of hisprofeſsion', 2M 
to do her ſuch ſeruices,as wereboth cumberſome and coſtly.ymo him,while heſill 
thought he weat beyond her, becauſe his heart did not commir the idolatrie. So 
chat laſtly,ſhe(I chinke) hauing in mind to make the fame of her beautie-an oratour 
tor her ro Amphialus, (perſwading her ſelfe ——_— that ir might fall outin him as 
it doch in ſomethat hauedelighefull meare them , and hauenoſtomack to ir, 
before other folks praiſe it)ſherabke the aduanage one day vpon Phalantus yncon- 
ſcionable praiſing of her, 8 conraingalſt-away vowes, how much he would doe for 
her ſake,toarreſt his word aſſoaniagitÞas out of his mouth, & by the vertuetherof | 
ro chargehim to goe with her thromgh all the courrs of Greece,8 with the chalenge | 
now made to giue her beautiethe BT ouecrall other. Phalantws was cen- 
trapped, 8 ſaw round about him, but could norger our. Excredin ly perplexed he 
was (as hee confeſt tohim that told me therale) nor for doubr hee Pal FE himfelfe, 
(for indeed he had little cauſe, being accounted; with his Launce eſpecially, where- 
upon thechallenge is to be tried)as perfeR as anie that Greece knowerhy bur becauſe 
he feared to offend his ſiſter Helen. and wichall (as he ſaid) he could not ſo much bes 
lecuc his loue, but thathe muſt thinke in his heart (whatſocaer his mouth affirmed) 
that both ſhe,my daughtcrs,8& the faire Parthenia (wite to Wmoſt noble Gentleman 
my wiues ncere kinſman) _ fat better pur in their claime for that prerogatiue;. | 'Þ 
Bur his promiſe had bound him preciſe, and therefore:it was now bertcx with © © 
willingnelſe to purchaſe thankes,ghea with adiſcontented'doing to haue the. painez _ 
and not the reward; and thereforewent on,as. his fairh, rather then Joue; did lead + © 
him. And now hath healreadie paſſed the courts of Laconia, El, Argos 8 Corinth-8 © _ 
(as manie times it happens)that a good pleader makes a bad cauſeto preugi "aa 
his Launce brought capriucs tothe triumph of Arteſia's beautie, ſuch 
Arteſia be among the faireſt , yer in that companic were to haue the wii 
for in thoſe courts many Knights ( that had bin in other farre.countinanteBidec 
ſuch asthey had ſcene,and liked in their travel! : bur their defence hatbeentfuch;as 
they had forfeited the piftures of their Ladies ; to. giue a forced falſe reſtimonic to _ 
Arteſia's excellencie. And now laſtly is he come hither where he hath leaue'torrie 
his fortune.But I afſureyou, if I thought irnoc in ducand true conſideration an in+ 
iurious ſcruice and charliſh curtelie,toput the danger of fo noble article in the deci» 
ding of ſuch adangerlefle combar, I would make yong maiſter Phalantusknow,that 
your cies can ſharpen a blunt Launce,8 that age,which —_—— (onely got- 
ten by thelouing care of others) make ſeeme morethen it is;hath nordiminiſhed in 
me the power to protean vndeniable vetitie: withthat he buſtled vp himſclte,as 
though his heart would faine haue walked abroad. Zelmanewithan inward ſmiling 
gaue him outward thankes,defiting him to referuc his force for worthier cauſes. So 
paſsing their time according to their wont, they waited for the comming of Phalan.. 
t,who the next nrning haute alrcadic cauſed his rents to be pitched, neexe roa 
faire tree hard bythe Lodge, had ypon the tree made a ſhield to be hanged vp,which 
the defendant ſhould ftrike, that would call him to the maintaining his challenge. 
The Impreſſain theſhicld,was a heauen full of ſtarres,witha ſpeech Gnaifring.that 
it was the beautie which gane it the praiſe. | AL3 2306 
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.-'Himfſelfe;cameiin nexr after a triumphant Chariot, made of Carnation yeluet, 
cncichedwith-purpleand pearle,wherein Arteſiaſare, drawne by foure winged hor- 
ſes with atrificiall faming mouthes, and ficrie wings, as if ſhe had newly borowed 
them of Phebus.Beforchermarched, two after two, certaine footmen pleaſantly ar- 
tired, who betweenethem held one picture after another of them, that by Phalartus 
well cunniog hail loſt cheprize in the race of beautic, andar cucric pace they ſtayed 
rurningthepicurestocach {ide,ſo leiſurely,that with perfet iudgment they mighr 
be: diſcerned; The firſt that came in (following the order of thetime whercin bot 
had been woone) was the pifture of Anaromana,Queene of 1beria,whom a Lewonia 
Knight hauing ſometime (and with ſpeciall fauour)ſerucd , ( though ſome yeares 
ſince returned home ) with more gratefulneſle; then good fortune: defended.

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- Nextcamethe Quan of Laconia,oncthat ſeemed borne in the confines of beau- 
tics kingdome : for all her lineaments were neither perfeQ poſleſsioners thereofigpr 
abſolute ſtrangers thereto : butſhe was a Queene,and therefore beautifull, 
Bur ſhe thar followed, conquered indeed with being conquered , and might well 
hauec made all the beholders wait ypon hertrium h while her ſelfewereled capriuc. 
Ir was the excellently faire Queene Heler,whoſe Iacinth haire curled by naune, bur 
intercurled by art (like a fine brooke through golden ſands)had a rope ol! faireptarlc, 
which now hiding now hidden by the haice, did as it were play at faſt and looſe each 
with other,mutually EI—_— richneſſe. In her face ſo much beauticand 
fauour cxpreſſed,asif Helen had nor been knowne, ſome would rather haue iudged it 
. thePainters exerciſe, toſhew whar he could doe, then the countetteiting of anie li- 
uihg pattern. for no faulr the moſt fault-finding wit could hauc found,itit were nor, 
that to the reſt of the bodicthe face was ſomewhat too little : but chat little was ſuch 
a ſparke of beauric,as was able to cnflamea world of loue ; for cuery thing was full of 
achoiſe fineneſle, rhar if it wanted aniething in maicſtic, it ſupplicd irwith increaſe 
in plcaſure, and if at the firſt it ſtrake not admiration, it rauiſhed with dghight.'And 
no indifferent ſoule there was,which if1t could reliſt from ſubicing it ſafe ro make 
ithis princeſle, that would norlong to haue ſuch a play fellow. As for her atrire! it 
was coſtly andcurious,though the lookeffixt with more ſadneſſethen it ſeemed na- 


ture had beſtowed to anie that knew her fortune )bewrayed , that as ſhe vſcd thoſe + 


ornaments,not forher ſelfe,bur to preuaile with another, ſo ſhe feared that alwonl 

- notſcrue. Of a fardiffering (thougheſteemed equall) beautie, was the faire P arthe- 
nia,who next waited on Arteſia's triumph, though farreberter ſhe might haue ſit in 
the throne. For in her cucrie thing wasgoodly,8& ſtately ; yer ſo,that it might ſeeme 
that great-mindednes was but the auncient-bearer to the humblenes. Fogher great 
gray cyc,which might ſcemefull of her owne beautie : a large,and exceedingly faire 
forchead,with all the reſt of her face 8 bodice, caſt in the mould of Nobleneſle,was 
yet ſoattired,as might ſhew, the miſtres chought it cither not rodeſerue, or nor to 
necd anie exquiſite decking,hauing no adorning but cleanlineſſe; and ſo farre from 
all arr, chat it was full of carcleſneſle; vnleſſerhar carcleſneſs it ſelfe ( in ſpighe cf ir 
ſelfe) grew artificiall. But Baſil; could not abſtaine from praiſing Partheria, as'the 
perfeQ piture of a womanly yertue , and wiucly faithfulneſle : relling withall Zel. 
ane,how he had vnderſtood,that when in the court of Laconia, her pifture (main- 
tained by a certaine Syc7onian Knight) was loſt, through want rather of valour, then 
iuſtice : bo husband (the. famous 4rga/us) would in achafe haue gone 8 redeemed 
it with a new ttiall:Burſhe (moreſporring then ſorowing for her yndeſeruedcham- 
pion) rolde her husband, ſhe deſired to be beautifull 1n no bodieseye but his :and 
rhat ſhe would rather marrcher faccascuill as cuer it was, then that it ſhould be a 
cauſe to make Ar2a/us put on armour. Then would Baſil;uc haue told Zelmane that 
which healreadic knew,of the rare triall of that coupled affe&ion : bur rhe next pi- 
ure made their mouthes giue place to their eyes. 

It wasof a young maid, which ſate pulling out a thorne out of a Lambes foote, 
with her looke ſo attentiue vpon it, as if that little foorecould haue beene the circle 
of her thoughts; her apparell ſo poorc,as it had nothing bur the inſide to adorne it; 
2 ſheephookelying by her, witha bortle ypon it. But with all that pouertie, beautie 
plaid the prince, and commanded as many hearts as the greateſt Queenerheredid. 
Her beautie and her eſtate made her quickly to be knowneto bethe faire ſhephear- 
delle /7an:a,whom arich knight called Lacemon,farrein louc with her,had ynlucki- 
ly defended. f; 

The 
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Thc laſt of all in place,becauſe laſt inthetimeof her being capriue , was Ze/ma- 
ye,daughter to theKing Plexirtzs : who arthe firſt fight ſcemed to haue ſome re- 
ſembling of ?hiloclea,but with more ———— ittorhepreſent Philoclea, 
who inked had no paragon but her ſiſter (they _—_ ſee, it was bur ſuch a likenes 
asan ynperfe@ glafſe doth giue ; anſwerable enough in ſome features and colours, 
bur erring in others. But Zelmare ſighing, turning to Baſilins, Alas ſir, ſaid ſheeghere 
be (ome pictures wh ich might better become the rombes oftheir Miſtreſles,then the 
criumph of Arteſia. It is true ſweeteſt Ladie (ſaid Baſilius)ſome of them be dead, and 
ſome other captiue; bur that harh _ ſo late, as it may be the Knights that de- 
fended their beautie, knew not ſo much: without we will ſay (as in ſomeother harrs 
I know it would fall out) that death it ſelfe could notblot outthe image which loue . 
hath cngraven in them. Bur diuers beſides theſe (ſaid Baſi/zw) hath Phalantus won, 
bur he leaues the reſt,carrying onely ſuch, who cither for greatneſle of eſtate, or of . 
beautie, may iuſtly glonific the glorie of Arteſias triumph, | 

Thus talked Baſiliz with Zelmane,glad ro make anie matter —_—_ ſpeake of 
with his miſtres,while Pha/antus in this pompous maner, brought A-teſia with her 
gentlewomen into one Tent, by which he had another : where they both waited 
who would firſt ſtrike ypon the ſhield, while Baſilizs the Iudge appointed ſticklers 
and tcumpets,to whom the other ſhould obey, Bur none that day appeared,nor the 
next,till alrcadie it had conſumed halfe hisallowance of light; but then theie came 
ina knight, proteſting himſclfe as contraric to him in minde,as he was in apparel]. 
For Phalanti was all in whute, having in his baſes, and capariſon imbroidered a wa- 
ving water: at cach ſide whereot he had nettings caſt ouer, in which were diuerſe 
fiſhes nacurally made, and (ſo pretuily, that as the horſe ſtirred, the fiſhes ſeemed to 


ſtriue,and port inthe net, 


But the other Knight by name Ne#or, by birth an Arcadiar 8: in affefion vowed 
to the faire Shepherdeſſe,was all in blacke, with fire burning both vpon his armour 
and horſe. His mpreſa in his {hicld, was a fire made of Tuniper, with this word, More 
eaſe, and more ſweet... But this hote Knight was cooled with afall,which ar the third 
courſe he received of Phalantws, leauing his piture to keepe companicwith the o- 
ther of the ſame ſtampe; he going away remedileſly chafing athis rebuke. The next 
was Polycetes,greatly cſtecmed in Arcadia, for deedes he had done in armes : & much 
ſpoken of for the hotiourableloue he had long borne to Gynecia which Baſilins him- 

elfe was content,not onely to ſuffer,but to be delighted with, he carricd it in ſo ho- 
nourableand open plaineneſle, ſetting to his loue no other marke, then todoe her 
faichfull ſervice. Bur neither her faire picture, nor his faire running, could warrant 
him from ouerthrow, and her from becomming as then the laſt of Arteſia's vito- 
ries : a thing Gynecia's yertues would little have recked at another time, nor then, if 
Zelmane had not ſeene it, But her champion went away as much diſcomforrted, ag 
diſcomficed. Then T elamon for Polexena,and Eurilion for Elpine,and Leon for Zoana, 
all brauc Knights, all faire Ladies, with their going downe , lifted yp the ballance of 
his praiſe for aCtiuirie,and hers for faireneſle. 

Vpon whoſe lofle as the beholders were talking , there comes into the place 
wherethey ranne, a ſhepheard ſtripling ( for his height made him morethena boy, 
and his face would not allow him a — aplacen (whether by nature 
or by the Sunnes familiaritie) bur verie louely withall; for che reſt ſo perteRly pro- 
portioned, that Nacure ſhewed, ſhedoth not like men, who ſlubber vp marters of 
meane account. And well might his proportion be 1dged,for he had nothing ypon 

him bur a pairc of {loppes, and ypon his bodic a Goate-skinne, which heecaſt _ 
is 


—— 
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 hisſhoulder,doing allchings with ſo prettie a grace;that ir ſeemed ignorance conld 
notmake him do amiſle, becauſe he had a-heart ro do well, holding in his righrhand 
along ſtaffe, and ſo comming with a lookefull of amiable fierceneſle, as in whom 
choller could not rake away the ſweetneſle; hee came towards the King,and making 
a.rcuerence (which in him was comely becauſe ir was kindly.) My liege Lord( ſaid 
hee)[ pray you hearea few wcrds) for my heart will breake1f I ſay nor my minde to 

ou:.I ſee heere the pifture of Yrania , which I cannorrell how, nor why theſe men 
when they fall downe,they ſay,is norfo faire as yonder gay woman. But pray God; 
I may neucr ſee my old mother altuc,if I thinke ſhee beanie more match to Vranta, 
then a Goat is toa fine Latnbc;or then the Dogge thar keepes our flocke at home, is 
like your white Greyhound, that pulled downe the Stay gelaſt daie. - 

And therefore I pray youlet me be dreſt as they be,and my hearc giues me,T ſhall 
cumblc him on the carch:for in deede he might aſwell ſay,thata Coullip is as white 
as a-Lillic : or «l{cI care nor, ler him come with his great ſtaffe,and I with thisin my 
hand,and youſhall ſee what I can'doe to him. Baſiliis ſaw irwas the fine ſhepheard 
Lal, whom once hee had afore him in Paſtorall ſportes, and had greatly delighted 
in his wir full of prettie ſimplicitie, and thereforelaughing athiscarneſtneſle, he 
bad him bee content, ſince hee ſaw the piftutes of ſo grear Queenes, were faine to 
follow their champions fortune. Bur Lakes ( cucnweepingripe) went among the 
reſt, longing to ſee ſome bodic that would reuenge rramas wrong; and praying 
hartily for cucric bodic that ran againſt Pha/antws, then beginning to feele pouertie, 
thar hee could nor ſer himſelfe to that triall. Bur by and by,cuen when the Sunne 
(like a noble heart)began to ſhew his greateſt countenance 1n his loweſt eſtate;there 
came in a Knight,called Phehilus, a Gentleman of that countric,for whom hatefull 
fortune had borrowed the dart of loue, to makehim miſerable by the ſight of Philo. 
clea.For he had even trom her 1nfancie loued her,& was ſtrikenby herbefore ſhe was 
able to know what quiuerof arrowes her cies carried but he loued & diſpaired, and 
the more he diſpaired,the more hee loued He ſaw his owne worthinefle,& thereby 
madc her excellencie hane more terrible aſpect ypon him : hee'was ſo ſecrer therein, 
as not daring to bee open, that to no creature hee euer ſpake of it,but his hearr made 
ſuch tilent complaints within it ſelfe,that while althis ſenſes were attentive therero, 
cunning iudges might perceiue his minde: ſo thathe was known toloue though he 
denied,or rather was the better known, becauſe hedenicd un. His armour & his attire 
was fora Sca colour, his 1mpreſa,the fiſh called Sepia, which being in the net,'caſtes a 
blacke ike abour it ſelfe,that in the darkeneſle thereof it may ſcape : his word was, 
Not ſo. Philocleas pifture with almoſt an idolatrous magnificence was borne in by 
him. Bur ſtraight icalouſic was a harbinger for diſdaine 1 Ze/mares heart, when ſhe 
ſaw any(bur her (ele) ſhould be auoweda champion for Philoclea: in fomuch that 
ſhe wiſht his ſhame, till ſhe ſaw him ſhamed. For at the ſecond.courſe he was ſtriken 
quite from out of rhe ſaddle,ſo full of griete.8 ragewithall,that he would faine with 
the ſword haue reuenged it;bur that being contratie to the order ſerdowne, Baſilirs 
would not ſuffer : ſo that wiſhing himſelte in the botrome of the earth, hee went his 
way,lcauing Zelmaze no iefleangry with his lofle,then ſhe would hane bin withhis 
victorie. For it ſhe thought before a riuals praiſe would haue angredher, her Ladies 
diſgrace did make her much more forget what ſhe then choughr, while thar paſſion 
raigned ſo much the more, as ſhe ſaw aprettic bluſh in Phlocleas cheekes bewray a 
modeſt diſcontentment. Bur the night commanded truce for thofe ſports, 8 Phalar- 
tus (chough intreated)would nor leaue Arteſia,who.in nocaſe would come mntothe 


houſc,hauing (as it were) ſuckr of Cecropias breath a mortall miſlike againe Baſilius. 
Bur 
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But the nighe meaſured by the ſhort ell of ſleepe, was ſoone paſt ouer , and the 
next morning had giuen the warchfull ſtarres leaueto take their reſt, whena trum- 
pet ſummoncd Baſilius to play hisLudges part : which hee did, taking his wife and 
daughthers with him; Ze/maze hauing lockt her dore, ſo asthey would not trouble 
her for that cime : for alrcadierhere was a Knightin the field, readie ro proue Helen 
of Corinth had recciued great iniuric , both by the erring iudgement of the cha- 
lenger , and the ynluckic weakenefle of her former detender. The new Knight 
wasquickly knowne to be Clitophor (Kalanders ſonne of Baſilius his liſter) by his ar. 
'mour,which all guilt,was ſowell handled, thatitſhewed like a glittering ſand and 

uell, cnterlaced with fiJuer riuers : his deuiſe heehad pur'in the pifure of He. 
len which hee defended ; it was the Ermion with aſpecch that ſignified , Rather 
dead then ſpotted. Burt in that armour fince hee had parted from Helen ( who would 
no longer his companic, finding himto enter into tearmes of affeion ) hee had 
performed ſo honourable ations ( ſtill ſeeking for histwo friends by the names of 
Pallatius and Daiphantw )that though hisface were couered, his being was diſco- 
uered,which yer Baſilis (which had brought him vp in his Court) would not ſeeme 
rodoc; bur olad ro ſee the triall of him,of whom he had heard yeric well, hee com- 
maunded the trumpets to ſound towhichthe two braue Knights obeying , they 
performedrheir courſes, breaking their ſixe ſtaues,with ſogood,both skill in the hit- 
ting,and grace in the manner, that it bred ſome difficultic in the iudgement.But Ba- 
frlius in the end gaue ſentenceagainſt COINS ſe Phalantus had broken more 
ſtaues ypon the cad,and that once Cl;tophon had receiued ſuch a blow, that he had 
loſt the reines of hishor(e, with his head well nic _— the croperof the hotſe. 
But Clitophon was ſo angrie with the iudgement ( wherein he thought he had recei- 
ucd wrong ) thathe omitted his dutie to his Prince, and ynclez and ſodainly went 
his way ſll in the queſt of them,whom asthen he had lefc by ſecking and ſo yeelded 
the field to the next commer. | 

Who comming in about two houres after, was nolefſe marked then all the reſt 
before,becauſchechad nothing worth the marking. For he had neither pifture, nor 
deuice., his armour of as old a faſhion ( beſides the ruſtiepoorcneſle, )that it mighe 
better ſeemea monument of his grandfathers courage ado his middle hechad in 
ſecde of baſcs,a long cloake of like which as vynhandſomely, as itncedes muſt, be- 
camethewearer : ſo that all that lookt on, meaſured his length onthe carth alrea- 
dic, ſfincc'he had ro mecte one who had beene viRtorious of ſo many gallants.But he 
went on towards the ſhield, and with a ſober grace ſtrake it; bur as heelet his (word 
fall ypon it, another Knight all in blacke came ruſtling in , who ſtrake the ſhield al- 
moſt as ſooneas hee,and ſo ſtrongly, that be brakethe ſhield in two : the ill appoin- 
ted Knight ( for ſo the beholders called him) angrie withthar,(as hee accounted )in- 
ſolent iniuric to himſelfe, hit him ſucha ſound blow, that they that looked on ſaid, 
it well became a rudearme, The other anſwered him againc in the ſamecaſe,ſo that 
Launces were put to ilence, the ſwords were ſo bulic, 

Bur Phalatus angry of this defacing ſhield,came ypon the black knighr,& with the 

mmell ofhis ſword ſet fireto his eyes,which preſently was reuenged, not only by 

by the Blacke but theill apparciled knight, who diſdained anotherſhould enter into 

his quarrell,ſo as,who cucrſawa matachin dance to imitate fighting, this wasa fight 
thardid imiate the matachin : forthey being burthree thar fought, cuery one had, 

- twoaduerfſarics, ſtriking him, who ſtrook rherhird, 8 reuenging perhaps that othim 

which he had receiued of the other. Bur Baſilivs riſing himſelf came to part them,the 
ſickler authority ſcarcely able to perſwade cholericke hearers; & part them hee did. 
- = Bur 
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' Butbefotche could determine, comes ina fourth , halting on foote, whocom- 
plaincd to a er. iuſticeon the blacke Knight, for having by force 
taken away the picture of Pamela from him, which in little forme he ware in a Ta- 
blet;andconered with filke had faſtened ir to his Helmet , purpoſing for want of a 
bigger, to paragon the little one with Arteſia length, nor doubring bur cuen in that 
lirdequanritic, the exccllencic of that would ſhine thorow the weakenefle of the 
others as the ſmalleſt ſtarre doth thorow the whole Element of fire. And by the 
way he had mer with this blacke Knight, who had(as he ſaid)robbed him of ir. The 
iniuric ſcemed gricuous, but when it came w_ to be examined, it was found, that 
the halting Knight meeting the other, asking the cauſe of his going thirherward, 
and finding it was to defend Pamela diuine beautic againſt qr 4 with a prowd 
jollitiecommanded him to leaue that quarrell onely for him, who wasonely wor- 
thie toenter into ir, Butcheblack Knight obeying no ſuch commandements,cthey 
fell ro ſuch a bickering, that he gat a halting, and loſt his picture. This ynderſtood 
by Baſilizs,he told him he was now fitter to looke to his ownebodie, then anothers 
picture,and ſo (vncomforted therein) he ſent him away to learne of #ſculapins,thar 
e was not fit for Yer. Burt then thequeſtion ariſing, who ſhould be the tormer a+ 
gainſt Phalantus, of theblacke, or che ill be he Knight (who now had gotten 
therepuration of ſomeſturdic lour, he had ſo well defended himſelfe; ) ofthe one 
fide, was alleaged the hauing a pifture, which the other wanred + of the other ſide, . 
the firſt ſtriking the ſhicld 3 bur the concluſion was, that che. il} elled Knight 
ſhould haue the precedence,ifhe delivered rhe figure of his miſtreſfle to Phalantys; 
who askirig him forir, Certainly (ſaid he) her liuelieſt piQture (if you could ſee it) 
is in my hcart,and the beſt compariſon I could make of her,is of the Sunneand of all 
the orher heauenly beauties. Burbecauſe p—_ all eyes cannot taſte thediuinirie

| But when it came tothe tciall, rhe ill apparclled Knight chooſing out the greateſt 
ſaues in all the ſtore,at the firſt courſe gaue his head ſuch a remembrance ;'that he 
loſt almoſt his remembrance,he himſelfe receiuing the incounter of Phalantus with: 
out anic extraordinatic motion : and at the ſecond gaue him ſuch a counterbuffe, 
thatbecauſe Phalantwus was ſo perfit a horſeman,as notto be driuen from the ſaddle, 
the ſaddle with broken girthes was driuen from the horſe; Phalantw remayning an- 
gricand amazcd, becauſe now being come almoſt to the laſt of his promiſed enrer- 

priſc,that diſgrace befell him,which he had neuer before knowne. 
Bur the victoric being by the Iudges giuen, and the Trumpets witneſſed to the ili 
apparclled Knighcy Phalantus diſgrace was ingrieued in lieu of comfort of Arteſia, 
who telling himſhe neuer lookr for other, bad him ſccke ſome other miſtreſle. He 
cxcuſing himſelfe, and turning ouer the fault to fortune, Then ler thar be your ill 

fortune too (ſaid (he) that you haueloſt me. * HE 

Nay truely Madam {faid Phalantm) it ſhall nor be ſo: for I thinke the loſle of 
ſuch a Miſtreſſe will proue a great gaine,and ſo concluded to the ſport of Baſilius,to 
ſceyoug folks honeghi came in maskt with ſo great pomp, goout with ſolitle con- 
ſtancie. Bur Phalantr firſt profeſsing great ſeruice to Baſilirs for his coutteous in- 
termitting his ſolicarie courſe for his ſake, would yet condutt Arteſia to thie Caſtle 
of Cecropia, whither ſhe deliredto goe ; _ ng mhimſelfe, chat hither _——_—_ 
F | mourn- 
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- mouth-loue, ſhould cucr anic more intangle him. and with that reſolution he left 
the companie.Whence all being diſmiſſed (among whom theblack Knight went a- 
way repining at his luck, that had kept him from winning the honor,as he knew he 
ſhould hauc done tothe pifture of P«mela)theill a Knight (who was onely 
deſired to ſtay becauſe Baſilizs meant to ſhew him to Zelmane) puld oft his Helmet, 
& then was knowne himſelfe to be Zelmare : who that morning (as ſhe told) while 
the others were buſic, had ſtolne out to thePrinces Stable, which was a mile off from 
the Lodge,had gottena horſe(rhey knowing it was Baſilius pleaſure ſhe ſhould be 
obeyed) 8 borrowing that homely armour for want of a better, had comeypon the 
ſpur to redeeme Ph1locleas piture,which ſhe ſaid,ſhecould nor beare, (being one of = 
cps little wilderneſſe-companie) ſhould be in capriuitie,if the cunning ſhe had lear- 
| ned in hercountric of the noble Amazons, could withſtand ir; and vnder that pre- 
cext faine ſhe would hauc giuen aſccretpaſportto heraffe&ion.Bur this a painted 
at one inſtant redneſle in Philocleas face, & paleneſſe in Gynecias, but brought forch 
no other countenancesbut of admiration, no ſpecches but of commendations : all 
theſe few(belides louc)thinking they honourcd themfclues, in honouring ſo accom- 
pliſhed a perſon as Zelmane : whom daily they ſought with ſome or other ſports to 
delight; tor which purpoſe Baſilius had in a houſe nor far off,ſeruants, who though 
they came not vacalled yer at call were readie. | 
And'fo manic dayes were ſpent,8 manic wayes yſed,while Zelmanewas like one 
that ſtood in a tree waiting a good occalion to ſhoot, & Gyreciaa blancher , which 
kept the deareſt deere from her.

ſort he had cuer gone fince the feate Zeſmane had puthim in. But heno ſooner ſaw 
her,but with head andarmes heJaid his reucrence afore her; enough to haue made

downetothe place, where that day:they were to hauc the Paftorals. / | 
'But when hefſpicd Muſidorus to be none of the ſhepheards allowed in thatplace, 
he would faine haue perſwaded himfelfe to verer ſome anger, but thathe datrſt nor;

In this place while Gynecia walked hard by them,carrying manie vnquierconten- 
tionsabourher, the Ladies fate them downe , [inquiring diuerſe queſtions of *the 
ſhepheard Dorus ; who ( keeping his eie ſtill ypon Pamela, .) anfwered withſuch a 
trembling voicc,and abaſhed countenance,and oftentimes ſa farrefrom the marter, 
that itwas fome ſport to theyoung Ladies, thinkingiit want of education, which 
made him fodifſcountenanced with ynwonted prefence. But Zelmanethar ſaw in 
him the glaſſcof herowne miſcrie,taking the hand of Phzloclea, and with burning; 
kiſles ſerting ir cloſe ro iftrlips (as if itrſhould ſtand there likea hand in the margine 
ofa booke,to nvte ſorat ſaying worthy to be marked) began to ſpeake theſe words: 
O Lone, ſince thouarr ſo changeabte in mens eſtates, how art: thou ſo conſtant ia 
their torments? when ſodenly there came our'of awood a monſtrous Lyon , with 
a ſheeBeare norfarre from him, of little lefle fiercenefle, which ( as they gheſt ) ha- 
uing beenc hunted infarreſts farre off, were by chaunce come thither,whete before 
ſuch beaſts had nenebbeue ſcene. Then care,not feare; or feare;nor for them(ſelues, 
altered mn ©, AA TOON of the two Loucrs, burſo, asany man mighre 
perceiue, was rather an 'aſſembling of powers, then difmaydneſſeof courage. Phz. 
loclea noſooner efpiced rhe Lion, but thar obeyingthe commaundement of tcare,ſhe 
' leapt vp,and rannetdxht Lodge-ward, as faſt as herdelicate legges could carricher, 
while Dorus drew Pamelabehind a'tree, where ſhee ſtood quaking| like the Patridge, 
onwhichthe Hawkeis cuen ready'to ſeaze. But the Lion(ſecing Philoclearun away) 
bent his race to her-ward, and was readic to ſeazchimſelfe on the praic, when Zel- - 
anc ( to whom daunger then was a cauſe of dreadlefneſle , all the compoſition of 
her elements being nothing bur ficric ) with ſwiftneſle of defite croſt him, and 
with force of affeftionſtrake him ſuch-a blow vpon his chine, thatſhee opencd all 
his bodic: whercwith the valiant beaſt turning her with open +iawes , ſhee gaue 
him ſuch a thruſt through his breaſt, that all che:Lion could doe; was With his paw 
ro teareoffthe mantle 8 flecuc of Zeimanewitha hee fcratch;rarher then awoundg 
his death blow hauing taken away the effeft of his force z bur there withall. hee fell 
downe, and gauc Ze/mant{caſure to take off his head; to carrie it for a pretent:to.het 
Ladie Philoclea:who all this while (not knowing what was dove behind bet) kept on. 
her courſe, like Arethuſa when ſhe ran from Alphemsj her hight apparell being carried

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vp with the wind, that much of rhoſebcauticsſhe would at another time have wil- 
lingly hidden,was preſented to.theſight of the twiſe wonnded Zelmane. Which 
made Zelmane not Follow her oucr-haſtily,leſt ſhe ſhould roo ſoone depriue her ſelf 
| of thatpleaſure:bur catryingrthe Lions head 1n her hand,did nor fully oucrtakeher, 
till hey came to the preſenceof Baſiliue. Neither were they long there, but that Gy- 
neciacame thitheralſoz who had beene in ſuch a traunce of muling,that Zelmane 
was fighting withthe Lyon, before ſheknew ofanie Lyons comming :but rhen af- 
feQion reſiſting,and the ſoonecnding of the fight preucntingall extremitic of feare, 
ſhe marked Zelmares fighting : and when the Lions head was off as Zelmare ranne 
after Philoclea,ſo ſhe could not find in her heartbur run after Zehnare:ſothar it was 
a new ſight, Fortunchad prepared tothoſewoods,to ſee theſe great perſonages thus 
run one after the other,cach carried forward with an inward violence; Philoclea with 
ſuch feare, tharſhe thought ſhe was ſtillin the Lions mouth Zelmare with an ca- 
ger and impaticatdelight; Gynecia with wings of loue, Wow mn knew,nor 
cared to know whither. But now, being all come before Baſins, amazed with this 
ſighr,8 feare having ſuch poſleſsion in the faire Phi/oclea, that her bloud darſt not 
yet come to her face,to take away the name of palencſſe from her moſt pure white» 
nefſe, Zelmane kneeled downe,and preſented the Lions head ynro her: Oaly Ladie 
(ſaid ſhe) here ſee you the puniſhment of that ynnaruralbeaſt, which contrary to his 
own kind, would haue wronged Princes blond, guided with ſuch raiterous eycS,as - 
durſt rebell againſt your beautie: Happic am I, and my beautie both (anſwered the 
ſweet Philoclearhen bluſhing, for Feare had bequeathed his roome ro: his kinſman 
Baſhfulneſſc)that youcxcellent Amazon,were there to teach /hinigood maners, And 
eucn thanks tothat beautic(anſwered Zelmane)which can giygan edge to the blunt- 
eſt ſwords. There Phjloclea told her farher how ithad happened but as ſhe had tur- 
ned her eycs in her tale to Zel-mane, ſhe perceiued ſome bloud Zelwanes ſhoul- 
der,ſo that ſtarting wirh the louely grace 8 pitric, ſhe ſhewed-ir to her father and 
mother; who,as the nurſe ſometimes with ouer-much kiſsing may. forget to giue 
the babe ſucke,ſohad they with roo much delighting, in beholding 8 prayſing Zel. 
mane,left off to marke wherher ſhe needed ſuccour. But then they ran both ymto her; 
like a father and mother roan onely child,and(though Zehmane aſſured them it was 
nothing)would nceds ſee it,Gynecia hauing $kil in Chirurgerie,an art in thoſedaies 
much eſtcemed,becaulc it ſerucd to vertuous courage. which cuen Ladies would(e-. 
uer with the contempt of cowards) ſeeme to cheriſh. Bur-looking ypon'ir (which 
gaue more inward bleeding wounds to Zelmane,for ſhe might ſomerimes fecle Phi. 
locleas touch , whulcs ſhe helped her mother) ſhe found ir was indeed of no impor:- 
tance;yetapplicd ſheapreciousbaulme vnto it,of powerto heale a | griefe, 
Butcuen then, and not before, they remembred Pamela, and therefore Zelmane 

(thinking of her friend Dorws) was running backe tobeſarisfied, when they might 
all ſce Pamelacomming berweene'Dorws and Dametas, hauing in her hand the paw 
. ofa Beare, which the ſhepheard Dorws had newly preſented yato her, deſiring her to 
accept it,as of ſuch a beaſt, which though ſhe deſerued death for her preſumption, 
= was her wittobeeſteemed, {inceſhe could make ſo ſweera choiſe. Dametas for 

is part came piping anddauncing,the merrieſt manin a pariſh: bur, when hecame 
ſonecreashe might be heard of Bafilizs , hewould needs breake through his cares

Being all now come ry and all deſfitous to know each others aduentures, 
Pamelas noblc heart woul —_— make known the yaliant meane of her 
ſafetic, which (direQing her ſpeech to her mother)ſhedid inthis maner : Aſfſoone, 
ſaid ſhe,asye wereall run away,8 tharT hoped tobe in ſafetie,there came our of the 
ſame woodsa horriblefoule Beare,which (fearing belike todeale,while the Lis was 
preſent, as ſoone as he was gone)camefurioufly rowards the placewhereI was, and 
this yong ſhepheard left aloneby me; I nruly(norguiltieof anic wiſdom, which ſince 
they lay to my charge,becauſle they ſay,it is the beſt ge againſt that beaſt, but c- 
- uenpure feare bringing forth that effet of wiſdome)'fell down flar on my face,nec- 

ding not counterfeit being dead, forindeed I was little better! Butthis young ſhep- 
heard with awonderfull.courage, ——_ other weapon but that knife you ſee, 
| aued himſelfe, that the firſt ſigfit 1 had 
(when I thought my ſelfe alreadiencere Charons ferrie) was the ſhepheard ſhewing 
me his bloudy knife-in token of viQorie. I pray you(ſaid Zelnane ſpeaking to Dorws, 
whoſe valorſhe was careful to cures,» <7 in whart ſort,ſoill weaponed;could 
you atchieyc this enterpriſe? Noble Lady ſaid Doras;the matterofthiceſe beaſts figh- 
ring with any man;isro ſtand yp ypon their hinder feet,8: ſo this did,8 being read 
ro give mea ſhrewd embratement, I thinke the god Pan (cucr carcfull of the chicte 
bleſsings of Arcadia ) :gnided my hand ſo iuſt ro the heart of the beaſt, that neither 
-ſhecouldonce touch-me,nor(which is theonly matter in this worthy remembrance) 
breed any davget tothe Princefſe. For my parc, Iam rather (with all ſubie&ed hum- 
bleneſſe)tothanke her excellencies, ſince the dutie thereunto gaue me heart to ſaue 
my ſelfe,then-to receiuerhankes for a deed, which was her only inſpiring. And this 
Doru ſpake,keeping affe&tion as much as he could backe from comminginto-his 
cycs andgeſtures, Bit Zelmane(that had the fame charaRer inher heart) could ca- 
Gly decipherir, atd'thereforeto keepe him the:longer in,ſpeech , defired to ynder- 
ſand the concluſion ofthe matter, anthow rhe-honeſt D ameetus was eſcaped, Nay, 
ſajd Pamila; noneſhall take thar office from my ſelfe; being ſo much bound ro him 
as I am, for my cdncation. And with thatword,ſcorne borownng thecountenance - 
of mirth,fomcwhat ſhe ſmiled,and thus ſpake on : When (ſaid ſhe)Dorws miade me 
aſluredly perceiue,thac all cauſe of feare was ( the truth is)T was aſhamed to 
find my ſelfe alone wichthis ſhepheard; and therefore looking abour me,ifT could 
ſeeanie bodie; at lengrh! we both perceiued the geatle D ameteslying with his head 
and breaſt as far as he could thruſt himſelfe into.a buſh, drawing vp his legsas cloſe 
vnto him as he could : for, like a man of yerie kind nature, ſoone to take pittic of 
himſelfe,he was full reſolued nor to ſee his owne death. *And-when thisſhepheard 
puſhed him, bidding him to be of good cheere ; it-was a great while ete wee could

fell ypon the beaſt, giuing it many a manfull wound : (wearing by much, ir was nor 
well ſuch beaſts ſhould be ſuffered in a common-wealth. And chenmy Goucrnour 
as full of ioy, as before of feare. came dauncing and fingingbetore,as cuen nowyou 
ſaw him, Well well(faid Baſil;s)I haue not choſen Dametas for his fighting,nor for 
his diſcourſing,but for his plaineſſe & honeſty; 8 therin I know he wall not deceiue 
me.Bur then he rold Pamela, not ſo much becauſe ſhee ſhould know itz as becauſe 
he would tell ir che wonderfull at Zelmane had performed,which Gynecia likewiſe 
ſpake of, both in ſuch extremity of prailing ,as wascaſicto be ſcene,theconſtrution 
of their ſpeech might beſt be made by the Grammer rules of affe&tion. Baſilizs told 
with what a gallant grace ſhe ranne wit yons headin her hand,like another 
Pallas with the ſpoiles of Gorgon. Gynegyl ſhee ſaw the veric face ofthe young 
Hercules killing the Nemean Lion; Nh a gratefull.aſſeut confirmed the ſame 
praiſes: onely poore Dorws ( thoug uall deſert, yet not procecding of cquall 
cſtate ) ſhould haue beeneleft forgotten, had nor Zelmane againe with great admi- 
ration begun to ſpeake of him} asking,wherher it werethe Eſbion orno, in Arca- 
dia,that poi ſhould performe ſuch valorous enterpriſes. R 


This Baſilius ( hauing the quicke ſence of a louer) tooke as though his Miſtreſſe 
had giuenhim a ſecret reprehenſion,that hee had nor ſhewed moregratefulneſle ro 
Dorss and therefore (as nimbly as hee could) enquired of his eſtate, adding pro- 
miſc of great rewards:among the reſt,offering ro him, it he would exerciſe his'cou- 
rage in ſouldicric,hee would commit ſome chargeynto him vader his Lieutenant 
| Philanax; But Dorus(whoſeambition climed ul another ſtaire) heuing firſt anſwe- 

red touching his ſtare, thathe was brother to the ſhepheard Menalcas who among 
other,was wont to reſort tothe Princes preſence, and excuſcd his going to ſouldiery, 
by the ynaptneſſe he found in himſelfe that way herold Baſilis, that his brother in 
his laſt teſtament had willed him to ſerue Dametas,and therefore (for due obedience 
thereunto) he would thinke his ſeruice greatly rewarded, ifhe might obtain by that 
mraae to liue in che ſight of his Prince,and yet praCtiſe his owne choſen vocation. 
Baſilius (liking well his goodly ſhape and handſome maner) charged Dametas to re- 
' cetue him like a ſonne into his houſes ſaying, that his valour, andl Dametas trueth 
would be good Bulwarkes againſt ſuch miſchicfes , as ( he ſtickednor to ſay) were | 
threatned to his daughter Pamela, « 

[Dametas,no whit out of countenancewith all that had beene ſaid(becauſe he had . 
no wotſeto fall into then his owne)accepted Dor and withall telling Baſi(zzs,thar 
ſome of the thepheards were come, demaunded in what place hee would ſeetherr 
ſports: who Geif,curiond to know whether it were not more requiſite for Zelmares 
hurt to reſt, then ſir yp at thoſe paſtimes; and ſhee (that felr no wound bur one) car- 
neſtly deſired to have thepaſtorals. Baſis commaunded it ſhould be ar the gate of 
the Lodge.where the throne of the Prince being, (according to rhe ancient maner) 
he made Zelmaneſit berweenehim and his wife therein , who choughther ſelfe be- 
tweenedrowning and burning and therwo young Ladies ofcither fide thethrone, 
and ſo prepared their eyes and cares ro bedelighted by the ſhepheards. | i 

Bur beforeall ofthem were aſſembled to begin their ſporrs, there came a fellow 
who being our of breath (or ſeeming ſo to be for haſte) with humble haſtineſle told 
 Baſilins that his Miſtreſſeche Ladie Cecropia, had ſent himto excuſe the miſchance 
of her beaſts ranging in that dangerous ſort, being happencd by the folly of the 
| ET Keeper ; 
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| Keepenwho thinking himſelte able to rule them, had carried them abroad,8: ſo was 
decciued : whom yet (if Baſilizs would puniſh for it) ſhewas readie'ro deliuer. Baſi- 
lius made no other anſwer,but that his miſtreſſe:if ſhe had anie more ſuch beaſts, 
ſhould cauſethem to be killed: & then hertold his wife & Zelmane of it,becauſe they 
ſhould nor feare thoſe words,as though they harbourcd ſuch beaſts, where the like 
had ncuer beene ſecne. Bur Gynecia tooke a further conceit of it, miſtruſting greatly 
Cecropia,becauſeſhe had heard much of the diuclliſh wickedneflle of her heart, and 
thar particularly ſhedid her beſt to bring yp her ſonne A-phialus(being brothers ſon 
ro Baſilius) to aſpire to the Crowne,as next heire male after Baſilins,8& therfore ſaw 
norcaſon, but that ſhe might conieCure, it proceeded rather of ſome miſchicuous 

radtiſe,then of misfortune. Yerdid (he only vrter her doubt to her daughters, thin- 
Fin e,fincethe worſt waspaſt, ſhe would attend a further occaſion, leaſt ouermuch 
haſt might ſceme to proceede of the ordinaric miſlike berweene ſiſters in law,only 
they maruclled that Baſilius looked no fprrher into it, who (good man) chought ſo 
much of his lare conceiued common wealth, that all other matters were bur digre(- 
fions vntohim. Burt the ſhepheards were readie,and with well handling them(clucs, 
called their ſenſes to attend their paſtimes.

FUE FIRST ECLOUFRS. 


Aſilins,becauſe zelmane ſo would haueit, vſcd the artificiall day of Torches, to 
lightcn the ſports their inventions could miniſter : and becauſe manie of the 
' ſhepheards were but newly come, hee did in a gentle maner chaſtiſe their negli- 
ence,with making them(for that night)the Torch-bearers ; and theothers,he wil- 
&d with all freedome of ſpeegh and behauiour to keepe their accuſtomed method : 
which while they preparcd todoe, Dameras, who much diſdained (ſince his late au- 
thoritic) allhis old companions , brought his ſeruant Doxws in good acquaintance 
andallowanceof them, and himſelte ſtood like a direfer ouer them, with nodding, 
gaping,winking, or ſtamping, ſhewing how heedidlike or miſlike thoſe things hee 
did not vnderſtand, The firſt ſports theſhepheards ſhewed, were full of ſuch leaps 
and gambols,as being accorded tothe pipe (which they bare in their mouthes, cuen 
as they daunced) madea right picture of their chiefe god' Pay, and his companions 
the Satyres.Then would they caſt away their pipes, 8 holding handin handdaunce 
as dwere in a braule, by the onely cadence of their yoyces, which they would vſein 
ſinging ſome ſhort coplers, whercto the one halfe beginning, the other halfe ſhould 
anſwer as the one halfc, ſaying : 


We loue,and haue our loues rewarded.

Zelmanethe 
moreaſtoniſhed the more ſhe vnderſtood hers Madam(ſaid ſhe) whereofdo youac. 
cuſe me,that I will not cleare my ſelfe ? Or wherein may I ſteed you, that you may 
not command me? Alas anſwered Gyrecia,what ſhall I ſay more? Take pittie of me, 
O Zelmane,but not as Zelmaze ,aud diſguiſe not with me in words,as I know thou 
doeſt in apparell. - Zelmane was much troubled with that word, finding her ſelfe 
brought to chis ſtraight. Buras ſhe was thinking what toanſwer her,they might ſee

hecame ſtraight way towards them; andat the firſt word (thanking his wife for ha- 
uing entertained Ze/manre) deſired her ſhe would now returne into the Lodge, be- 
cauſe he had cettaine matters of eſtate to impart to the Lady Zelmane.

Tired wherewith,ſhee longed to meete 
Her friend Dorws; that vpon theſhoulders of friendſhip,ſheemught lay the burthen 
of ſorrow and therefore went toward the other lodge, where among certaine Bee- 
ches ſhee found Dorws,apparelled in flannen , with a Goars-skin caſt ypon himand 
a garland of Laurcll mixrt with Cypres-leaues on his head, waiting on his maiſter 
Dametas, who at that time was teaching him how with his ſheephooke to catch a 
wanton Lambe, and how with the ſame to caſt alittle clod at any onethar ſtrayed 
out of companie. And while Dorws was praQtiling, one might ſee Dametas holding 
his hand vnder his gudle behind him, nodding from the waſte ypwards, and (wei- 
rivg hee neuer knew man goe more aukewardly to worke : and rhat they mighe 
ralke of booke-learning whacthey would, but for his part, hee ncuer ſaw more yn- 
featie fellowesthen great clearkes were. | 53008 
Bur Zelmares comming ſaued Dorwus from further chiding. And ſo ſhee begin- 
ning to ſpeake with him of che number of his maiſters (heepe,and which prounce 
of ircad:a bare the fineſt wooll,drew him on to follow her in ſuch countriedifcour- 
ſes,rill (being our of Dameras hearing ) with ſuch vehemencieof paſſion,as though 
Her heart would clime into her mouth, ro take her tongues office, ſhe declared vnrs 
t1m,vpon what briersrhe roſes of her affetions grew:how time ſtill ſeemed rofor- 
get her,beſtowing no one hourcof comfort vpon her; ſhee remaining ſtill inone 
plighr of ill fortune, ſauing ſo much worſe,as continuance of euill dothan it ſelfein- 
crealcenll. Alas my Dorus(ſaid ſhe) rhou ſeeſt how long 8 languiſhingly the weeks 
are paſt ouer ſince our laſt talking. And yer I amthe ſame, miſcrable:],that T was 0n- 
ly ſtronger in longing, weaker in hoping. Then fellſhe to ſo pirifull a dedaration 
of the inſupporrableneſſe of her deſires, rhat Doris eares ( not able to ſhew what 
wounds that diſcourſe gaue vnto them)-procured his eyes with teares togiue teſti- 
mony how much they ſuffered for her ſuffering : ill paſſion ( a moſt cumberſome 
| p__ ir ſelfe)made Zelmare(the ſooner to ſhake it oft )earncſtly intreat Dorms.that 
callo(with like freedom of dilcourſe)would beſtow a Mappe of his littleworld vp+ 
on her, that thee mightſce, whether 1r were rroubled with ſuch ynhabirableclimes 
ot cold diſpaircs,and hot rages as hers was. And ſo walking vndera few palmetrees, 
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(which being louing in her owne nature, ſcemedtogiue their ſhadow the willing+ 
licr,becauſe Sl held diſcourſeof loue.)Dorws thus entred to thedeſcription ot his 
fortune. Alas,ſaid hee,deare coulin, that it hath pleaſed the high powers to throwe 
vsto {uch an eſtate,as the onely cntercourſe of ourtrue friendſhip , muſt bee a bar- 
tring of miſcries: for my part,I muſt conteſle indeede,that from a huge darkneſſeof 
ſorcowes, I'am crept ( I cannot ſay roalightſomneſle,but) to a certaine dawning,or 
rather peeping our ot ſomepoſſibilitic of comfort : but woe is me.ſo farrefrom the 
markeof my defires, that I rather think it fuch a ght,as comes through a ſmall hole 
to adungion,that che miſerable caitife may the betrer remember the light,of which 
hee is depriued; or like a ſcholler, who is only come to that degree of knowledge ro 
find himſelfevtterly ignorant: but thus ſtands ir with me- After that by your meanes 
I was exalted toſcruc in yonder bleſſed lodge, for awhile I had in the furnace of my 
agonies, this refreſhing; that ( becauſe of rhe ſeruice 1 had donein killing of the 
Beare)it pleaſed the Princeſſe(in whom indeed ſtarelineſle ſhines through curtelie) 
to let fall ſome gracious looke vpon me : ſometimes to ſee my exerciſes, ſometimes 
to heare my ſongs. For my parc,my heart would not ſuffer me ro omir any occaſion, 
' whereby 1 might make the incomparable Pamela , ſee how much cxtraordinaric 
deuotion I bare to her ſervice : and withall ſtrauc to appeare more yorthic in her 
ſighc, that ſmall deſert ioyncd ro ſo great affection , _ preuaile ſomething in 
the wiſeſt Ladie.But too well (alas) Itoiind that a ſhepheards ſeruice was but con. 
ſidered of , as from a ſhepheard, and the acceptation limited to no further pro- 
rtion,then of agood ſeruant, And when my countenance had once giuen notice 
thatthere lay affection vnder it,l ſaw ſtraighr,Maieſtie(fitting inthethrone of beau- 
tic )draw forth ſuch a ſword of iuſt diſdaine, that I remained as a man thunder.ſtri. 
ken,notdaring,no not able to behold rhat power. Now to make my eſtate knowne, 
ſcemed againe impoſſible, by reaſon ot the ſuſpitiouſneſle of Dametas,c Itiſo,8: my 
young miitreſle Mopſa: for Dametas ( according to theconſtitution of a dull head) 
thinkes no better way toſhew himſelfewiſe , then by ſuſpeQing cuerie thing in his 
way: which ſuſpition Mſo(for the hoggiſh ſhrewdneſle of her braine) and Mopſa 
(fora veric vnlikely enuic ſhe hath ſtumbled vpon againſt the Princeſles entpeals. 
able beaurie)were _— ro execute: ſo that I(finding my ſeruice by this meanes 
lightly 'regarded, my affeion deſpiſed, and my ſelfe ypknowne ) remained no ful- 
| lerof debire,then voyd-of counſell how tocome ro my deſire which ( alas ) if theſe 
trees could ſpeake, they might well witnefle: for, many times hane I ſtoode heere, 
bewailing my ſelfe vnto them : many times haue I, leaning to yonder Palme,admi- 
red the bleſſednefle of it, that ir could beare loue withour ſence of paine : many 
times, when my Maiſters cattell came hither to chew their cud in this freſh place, 
I might ſce the young Bull teſtifie his loue : but how?with proud lookes and ioyful- 
neſſe. O wretched mankinde{ſaidI then to my ſelfe)in whom wit(which ſhould bee 
the goucrnour of his welfare ) becomes the traytor to his bleſlednefle : theſe beaſtes 
like children to nature, inherit her bleſſings quietly, wee like baſtards are laid abroad 
cuen as foundlings to be trained vp by gricte and ſorrow. Their mindes grudge not 
attheirbodics comfort,nor their ſences are letted from enioying their obices: wee 
haue the impediments of honour, and the rorments of conſcience. Truely in ſuch 
cogitations Lode I ſometimesſo long ſtoode, that mee thought my feere began to 
grow into the ground, with ſuch adarknefleand heauineſſe of minde, that I mighr 
eaſily haue becne perſwaded to haue reſigned ouer my verie eſſence But loue(which 
onetime laycrh burthens,another time giueth wings) when I wasat the loweſt of 
my downward thoughts, pulled yp my heart to remember,chat nothingyis am 
| ore 
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before it be throughly atrempred, and rhar lying ſtill, doth neuer goe forwards and 
that therefore it was rime,now or neuer,to ſharpen my inuention;to pierce through 
the hardneſle of this enterpriſez neuerceafing ro aflemble all my conceits, one atier 
another, how ro manifeſt both:my mind 8 eſtate, rillat laſt I lighted & reſolued on 
this way,whuch yet perchance you will thinke was a way rather ro hide1t. 1 began 
ro counterfeit the exttcamelt loue towards Mopſa that might be; 8 as for theJoue, 
ſo lively it was indeed within me, m—_ to another ſubieR) that ligle I needed, 
rocounterfeit anic notable demonſtrations of 1t ; and ſo making a contratieriethe 
place of my memoric,in her foulenefſe I beheld Pamelas tairenefie, ſtill looking on 
Mopſa,but thinking on Pamela; as it I ſaw,my Sun ſhine 10 a pudled water : 1 cried 
out of nothing bur Mopſa; ro Mopſa my attendance was direted; ro Mojſa the beſt 
fruicsI could garher were brought; to 2opſa it ſeemed ſtill that mine eye conucyed 
my tongue : ſo that Mopſa was my ſaying; Mopſa was my ſinging; Mopſa( that is, 
only ſurable in laying a foule complexion ypon a filthy fauour, ſcrting forth both 
inſluttuſhnefle) ſhe was theload-ſtarre.of my litez ſherhe bleſsing of mine eyes ; ſhe 
the overthrow of my deſires, and yer the recompence of my ouerthtow; ſhee the 
ſweetnelle of my heart, euen ſweetning the death, which her (weetneſſe drew vpon 
me. In ſumme,whatſocuer I thoughr of Pamela,thar I ſaid of Mopſa; whereby as I 
gate my Maſters good will, who before ſpited me, fearing leſt I ſhould win the Prin- 
celſe tauour from him, ſodid the ſame make the Princeſſe the berter content to al= 
low meherpreſence: whether indeed it were that a certaine ſparke of noble indig- 
nation did riſe in her,not to ſuffer ſuch a baggage not ro winne away anic thing of 
hers , how mcanely ſocuer ſhe repured of ir,or rather(as I thinke) my words bemg 
ſo paſsionate,8£ ſhooring ſo quite contrarie from the marks of Mopfa's worthineſle,' 
ſhee percetued well enough whither they were directed ; and therefore being {0 
masked ſhe was contented as a ſport of wit to attend them: whereupon'one day de-' 


rermining to find ſome meanestotell (as of a third perſon) the tale of mine owne == 


louc and eſtate, finding Mopfa(like a Cuckoe by a Nightingale) alone with Pamela, 
I came in vnto them,and witha face (I am ſure) full of clowdie fantics , tooke a

| Theſong being ended , which T had often broken off in the middeſt with gris- 
uous {ighes, which oucrtooke cueric verſe” I ſang, 1 ler fall my Hatpe from me; and 
caſting mimeeye ſomerimevpon Mopſa, bur ſetling my ſight principally vpon Pa: 
mea; And 1s itthe only forrunemoſt beaurifull opſa (ſaid I ) of wterched Doris 
that fortune muſt be the meaſure of his mind > Am I onely he,that becauſe Iam in 
mufcric, more miſcric muſt be lajd ypon mee ? muſt thar which ſtiould be cauſe of 
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compaſsion,become an argument of crueltic y"- me? Alas excellent Mopſa,con- 
fider that a vertuous Prince requires the life of his meaneſt ſubie,andthe heaucnly 
 Sunnediſdaines not to giue light ro the ſmalleſt worme. O Mopſa, Mopſa, if my 
hart could be as manifeſt to you,as it isvncomfortable ro me, I doubt not the height 
of my thoughts ſhould well counteruaile the lowneflſe of my qualitie. Who hath 
not heard of the greatnefle of youreſtate 3 who ſeeth-nor , that your eſtate is much 
excetied with that ſiveet vniting of all beauties, which remaineth and dwellceth with 
you who knowes nor, thatall theſceare but ornaments of that dwine ſparke with- 
inyou,which being deſcended from heauen,could nor eſe-wherepicke out ſo ſweet 
a manſion? But if you will know whar is the band that ought ro knit all theſe cx- 
cellencies together,itisa kind mercifulnefſe toſuch a one, as is in his ſoule deuoted 
to thoſeperfetions. Mopſa (who alreadic had had a certaine ſmackring towards 
me) ſtood all this while with her hand ſometimes before her face, but moſt com- 
monly.with a cerraine ſpeciall grace of her owne, wagging her lips, and grinning in 
ſtead of ſmiling : bur all the words I could ger of her, was, wrying her waſte, and 
thruſting out her chinne, In faith you icit with mey you are a-merrie man indeed, 
Bur thecuecr pleaſing Pamela: (that well found the Comedie would be marred ,if the 
did nothelpe Mopſa to her part) was content to vrge alittle furcher of me. Maſter 
Dorwus ((aid the faire Pamela) me thinkes you blame your fortune yerie wron gful- 
ly,ſince the fault is not in Fortune, but in you, that cannot frame your ſelfe to your 
Goh : and as wrongfully doe require Mopſa to ſo great a diſparagement as to her 
fathers ſcruant, ſince ſhe is horworthie to be loned, that hath not ſome feeling of 
her owne worthineſle. I ſtaide a good while after her words, in-hopeſhee would 
haue continued her ſpecch (fo great adelighc I received in hearing her,) but ſeeing 
her ſay no further ( with a quaking all oner my bodic) I thus anſwered her : Ladic, 
moſt worthie of alldutie, how falls it out that you in whom all yertues ſhines, will 
rake the patronage of fortune, the only rebellious handmaid agai:;ſt yertuc; eſpeci- 
ally,ſince before your cies, you haue — ſpeAacleot her wickedneſle,a forlorne 
creature;which muſt remaine not ſuch as I am, but ſuch as ſhe makes me, ſince ſhee 
muſt be the ballance of worthineſle or diſparagement. Yet alas, if the condemned 
man (euenat his death) haue leaue to ſpeake, let my mortall wound purchaſe thus 
much conſideration) fince the perfetionsare ſuch in the partic I loue,asthe feeling 
of them cannot comeinto anie vnnoble hearr, ſhall char heart, which doth notonly 
feele them, but hath all che working of his life placed 1nthem,ſhall that heart, ſay, 
lifted yp to ſucha height, be counted baſe ? O ler not an excellent ſpirir doe it ſelfe 
ſuch wrong,as tothinke,where it is placed, imbraced, and loued, there can be anie 
ynworthineſle,fince the weakeſt miſt 1s not caſilicr driuen away by the Sunne, then 
that is chaſed away with ſo high thoughts, I will not denie (anſwered thegracious , 
Pamela) but that the loucyou beare to Mopſa, hath brought you to the conliderati- 
on of her vertues, and that conſideration may haue made you che more vertuous, 
and ſo the more worthie: But cuen that then ( you muſt confeſſe) you haue recei- 
ued of her,and ſoare rather gratefully to thanke her,then ropreſſe avie further, till 
you bring ſomething of your owne, whereby to claime it. Aud truly Dorws,I muſt 
in Mopſa's behalfeſay thus much to you, that ifher beaurics haue ſo ouerraken you, 
it becom-sa true Loue to haue your heart more ſet ypon her good then your owne, 
and to beare a renderer reſpe& ro her honour , then your ſatisfaftion. Now by my 
hall:dame, Madam = Mopſa,throwing a-greatnumber of ſheepes eyes vpon me) 
you havecuen touched mine owne mindro the quicke,forfooth. I finding that the 


pollicic that I had yſcd, hadar leaſt wiſe proquced thus much happineſſe yato me,as 
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thar I mighreuen in my Ladies preſence, diſcoucr the ſore which had deepely feſte- 
red within me,and thatſhe could berter conceiue my reaſons applicd to Mopſa, then 
ſhe would haue vouchſafed chem,whilſt her ſelfe was a partie,thought good to pur- 
ſue on my good beginning, viing this fir occaſion of Pamela's wit, and Mopſa's igno- 
rance. Therefore with au humble piercing cie, looking ypon Pamela,as if I had ra- 
ther beene condemned by her mouth, then higly exalted by rhe other , turningmy 
ſelfe tro Mopſa,but keeping mine cye where it was : Faire Mopſa ( ſaid I ) welldoe I 
find by the wiſe knitting rogerher of your anſwer,thar anic diſputation I can yle is 
25 much too weake,as I vaworthie. I find my loue ſhall be pom no loue, with- 
out | leauetolouc, being too ynfita veſſall in whom ſo high thoughts ſhould be en- 
aucd. Yerſince the loue I beare you, hath fo joined itſelfe to Ge beſt parr of my 
ife,as the one can not deparr, but that the other will follow, before I ſecke roobey 
you in making my laſt paſſage, let meknow which is my vaworthineſle, cicher of 
minde,eſtate,or both ? Mopſa was about to ſay,in neither for her heart I think tum- 
bled with ouermuch kindneſſe, when Pamela with a more fauourable countenance 
then before (finding how aptI was to fall intodeſpaire) told me,l might therin haue 
anſwered my ſelfc: for beſides tHat it was graunred me, that the inward feeling of 
Mopſa's perteRions had greatly beautified my mind,there was noue could denie,bur 
thar my mind and bodie deſerucd great allowance. But Dorw« (ſaid ſhe ) you muſt 
be ſo farre maiſter of your lou. as to conſider, that ſincethe iudgement of the world 
ſtands vpon matter of fortune,and that the ſexe of womankinde of all other is moſt 
bound to haue regardfull cyc to mens ivdgements, it is not for vs to play the Philo- 
ſophers,in ſeeking out your hidden vertues-fincethat,which.in a wiſe Prince would 
be counted wiſedome, in vs will bee taken for alight grounded affeRtion : ſo is not 
one thing, one,done by diuers perſons, There is no man in a burning feuer feeles ſo 
great contentment in could water greedily recciued ( which as ſooneas the drinke 
ceaſerh, the rage renewerh ) as agen found my ſoule refreſhed with her (weerely 
pronounced words; and newly and more violently againe enflamed , aſſoone as 
ſhee had incloſed vp her — ſpeech;with no lefſe well graced lilence. Bur re- 
membring in my ſelte,that aſwell che Souldier dieth which ſtandeth ſill, as heethar 
gives the Gans onſer:and ſecing that tothe making yp of my fortune, there want- 
ed nothing ſo much as the making knowne of mine eſtate, with a face well witneſ- 
ſing how deepely my ſoule was poſſeſſed, and with the moſt ſubmiſſiue behauiour 
that a thralled heart could expreſle,cuen as my words had beene too thick for my 
mouth, at length ſpake to thus purpoſe: Alas, moſt worthy Princeſſe( ſaid |.) and doe 
not then your owne ſweete words ſufficiently teſtifie, that there was neuer man 
could haue a iuſtera&ion againſt filthie forrune, hen I, ſince all other things being 
. graunted me, her blindneſſeis my onely let? O heauenly God, | would eitherſhe had 
ſuch cyesas were able to diſcerne my deſerts,or were blind not to {ee the daily cauſe 
of my misfortune. But yet (ſaid [) moſt honourable Ladie, if my miſerable ſpeeches 
haue not alreadie dote.}you, and that the verie pre of ſuch a wretch become 
not hatefull in your eyes :let me reply thus much furcher againſt my mortal: ſen- 
rence , by telling you aſtorie,which happencd in this ſame countrigong lince ( for 
woes make theſhorteſt rime ſeeme long)whereby you ſhall ſee that my eſtate 1s not 
ſo contemprible,but char a Prince hath beene content to take the like vpon him,and 
by that only hath aſpired to enioya mighric Princeſle. Pamela gracioully hearkened, 
and I told my tale in this ſort, . 
In the countric of Theſſalia,(alas,why name I that accurſed countrie,which brings 
forch nothing but marrers for tragedies?bur name it I muſt) ia Theſſalia (1 ſay)there 
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was/well may I ſay,there was)a Prince(no, no Prince, whom bondage wholly po. 
ſeſſed, bur yer accounted a Prince, and)named Mnſidorus. O Haſidorus, Huſido- 
715,but to what ſerue exclamations, where there are no eares to receiue the ſound? 
This © 31u/idors being yer in the tendreſt age, his worthie father payed to nature. 
(with a violent death)her laſt duries, leauing his childe tothe faith of his friends, 
and the proofe of time: death gaue him not ſuch panges as the foreſighttull carehe 
had of his Gilly ſucceſour, And yer if in his forclight he could haue ſeene ſo much, 
happie was that good Prince in his _ departure, which barred him from the 
knowledge of his ſonnes miſcries,which his knowledge could neither haucpreuen- 
red nor releeued. The young Mnſidorws ( being thus,as for the firſt pledgeof the de- 
ſenies good will,depriucd of his principall ſtay) was yer for ſome yeares atter/as if 
the ſtarres would breath themſelues for a greater miſchicte) lulled yp in as much 
good luck,as the heedfull loue of hisdolefull mother,and the florhing eſtate of his 
countrie could breed ynto him. | | 

But when the time now came, that miſeric ſeemed to bee ripe for him , becauſe 
hee had age to know miſeric,l thinke there was a confpiracie in all heauenly and 
carthl; things, to frame fir occaſions ro leade him ynto ir. His people (ro whom all 
forceine marters in foretime were odious) beganto wiſh in theirbeloued Prince,ex- 
perienceby trauaile : his deare mother whoſe eyes were held open(onely with the 
10y of looking ypon him) did now diſpence with the comfort of her widdowhead 
lite, deſiring the ſame herſubieQs did,for the encreaſe of her ſonnes worthineſle, 

And heretodid <Irſidorms owne vertue (ſee how yertue canbee a miniſter to 
miſchiefe ) ſufficiently prouoke him : for indeede thus' much muſt I fy for him, 
alchough che likeneſſe of our miſhaps makes mee preſume to Foe my ſelfe 
ynto him, that well-doing was atthar time his ſcope, from which no faintpleaſure 
could with-hold-him:; Burt the preſent occaſion which did knitall this rogerher, was 
his vncle the King of Macedon; who hauing lately before gotten ſuch vicories, as 
were beyond expe&ation , did at this time ſend both for the Prince his ſonne 
(broughe vp together to auoid the warres, with Wnſidorns)and for Mnſidories him- 
ſelfe,chat his ioy might be the more full, having ſuch partakers of it. Bur alas,ro whar 
a Seaof miſeries my plaintfull tongue doth lead me? and thus ourof breath,rather 
with that I chought , then that I ſaid, I ſtayed my ſpeech,till Pamelaſhewing by 
countenancethat ſuch was her pleaſure,l thus continued it: Theſe two young Prin- 
ces to ſatisfic the King,tooke their way by Sea,towardsThrace, whither they would 
needs goc witha Nauic to ſuccour him : hee-being at that time before Bizantinne 
with a mightie Atmy beſicging itz where at that time his court was But when the 
conſpired heauens had gorten this SubieR of cheir wrath vpon ſo fit a place,as the 
Sea was,they ſtraight began to breath outin boyſtrous windsſomepart of their ma- 
lice againſt him ſo that with the loſle of all his Nauie,he onely with the Prince his 
coulin,were caſt aland, farre off from the place whither their deſires would haue- 

ided them. O cruell winds in your vnconliderare rages, why either began you 
this furic,or why did yon not, end it in hisend ? But your crueltic was ſuch, as you 
would ſpare higlife for manicdeathfull rorments.To tell you wharpitifull miſhaps 
fell torhe young Prince of Hacedon his coulin, I ſhould roo much hill your cares 
with ſtraunge horrors; neither will I ſtay vpon thoſe laborſome aduentures, nor 
lothſome miſaduentures, to which, and through which his fortunc and courage 
condutted him; My ſpeech haſtneth it ſelfe ro comero the full pointof 31uſido- 
7145 infortunes, For as wee finde the moſt peſtilent diſeaſes doe gather into them- 
ſclucs all the infirmitics with whichthe bodie before was annoyed; fo did his laſt 
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miſerie embrace in extremitic of it ſelfe all his former miſchicfes. Arcadia z 
Arcadia was the place prepared to be the ſtage of his endlefſe ouerthrow, Arcadia 
was, (alas well might I lay it is) the charmed circle, were all his ſpirits for cer 
ſhould be enchanred. For heere (and no where el(g )did his infefted eyes make his 
minde know,what power heauenly beautie had to throw it downe to hellſh a 
nies. Heere,hcere.did hee ſee the Arcadian Kings eldeſt daughter,in whom he forth. 
with placed ſo all his hopes of ioy, and ioyfull parts of his heart, thar hee lefr in 
himſelfe nothing buta maze of longing,and adungeon of ſorrow. But alas,whar 
can ſaying make them belecue, whom ſecing cannot perſwade ? Thoſe paines muſt 
beefelt before they can be vnderſtood ; no outward vtterance can commaund a con- 
ceipt. Such wasas then the ſtate of the King,as it was no time by dire& meanes ro © 
ſecke her. And ſuch was theſtate of his captiucd will,as hee could delay no time of 
ſecking her. | 

In his intangled cauſe , hee clothed himſelfe in a ſhepheards weede, that ynd:tr 
the baſcneſle of chat forme, hee mighrar laſt haue free acceſle to feed his eyes with 
that which ſhould at lengrh cate vp his hearr. In which doing,thus much without 
doubt hee harh manifeſted, that thus eſtate 15 not alwayes to bee reieed,fince ynder 
that vaile there may bec hidden things ro bee cſteemed. And if he might with taking 
on aſhepheards looke caſt vp his eyes to the faireſt Princeſle Nature in thattme 
created; the like,nay the ſamedeſireof mine neede no moreto be difdained,or held 
for diſgracefull. But now alas mince eyes waxc dimme,my tongue begins to falter, 
and my heart to want forceto helpe,cither with che feeling remembrance I have,in 
whart heape of miſcries the caitife Princelay at this time buried. Pardon therefore 
moſt excellent Princeſſe,if I cut off the courſe of my dolorous tale,fince if I be yn- 
derſtood,l haue ſaid enough for the defence of my baſenefle,8 for that which after 
mighr befall ro thar patcerne of ill forrune (the matters areroo monſtrous for my 
capacitje ) his hatefull deſtinies muſt beit declare their owne workmanſhip. 

' Thus having deliuered my tale in this perplexed manner, tothe end the Prin- 
ceſſe might iudge that hee meant himſelfe , who ſpake ſo feelinglyy her anſwere 
was both ſtrange,and in ſome reſpe@oamtorrable; For would youthinke it ? ſhee 
hath heard heretofore of ys both, by meanes of the valiant PrinceP/apers, and par- 
ticularly of: our caſting away,whuch ſhee(following mine owne ſtile)thus delicately 
brought forth : You haue told{ſaid ſhe) Dorws , a pretrie tale; but you'are much de- 
ceiucd in the latterend of it. Forthe Prince Muſ1doru with his couſin Pyrocles did 
both periſh vpon rhe coaſt of Laconra; as a uoble gentleman called-Plangus ( who 
was well acquainted with the Hiſtoric) did aſſure my Father. O how that ſpeech 
of hers did powre ioyes in my heart!O bleſſed name(rthought 1)of mine,fince thou 
haſt beene in that tongue,and paſſed through thoſe lips, though 1 can neuer hope to 
approach them. As for Pyrocles ( ſaid I ) I will nordenie it , bur rhat hee is periſhed: 
(which [ ſaid,leaſt ſooner ſuſpition mighrariſe of your being here, then your ſolfe 
would haue it) 8 yer affirmed no lye ynto her, ſince I onely (aid, I would nor denic 
it. Bur tor Maſidorws (ſaid I) I percciue indeede you hauc either heard or reade the 
ſtorie of that vnhappic Prince for this was the verie obietion, which that peetleſlc 
Princeſle did make ynto him,when he ſought roappeare ſuch as hee was beforether 
wiſdome: and thus as I haue read ir faire written in the certaintic ofmy knowledge 
he might anſwere her,chat indeede the ſhip wherein he came, by a treaſon was pert- 
| ſhed,and therefore that Plangws might calily bee deceiued : bur that he himſelfe was 
caſt ypon the coaft of Laconza, where hee was taken vp by acouple of ſhepheards, 


who lived inthoſe dayes famous; for thatboth louing one faire maide,they yer " 
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maincd conſtant friends ; one of whoſe ſongs notlong ſince was ſong before you by 
the ſhepheard Zamor, and broughtby them to a noble-mans houſe, neere Hant:- 
zea,whoſe ſonne had a little before his marriage, beene taken priſoner, and by the 
helpe of this Prince, Muſidorus ( though eee ge by another name) was 
delwuered. Now theſe circumlocutions I did vſe,becauſe of the one fide I knew the 
Princeſſe would know well the partics I meantz and of the other, if I ſhould haue 
named Strephon,Claius, Kalander and Clitophon, perhaps it would hauerubd ſome 
conicure into the heauic head of Miſtrefſe Iopſa. 

And therefore (ſaid I)moſt diuine Ladic,he iuſtly was thus to argueagainſt ſuch 
ſuſpitions,thar the Prince might calily by thoſe parties bee ſatisfied, that ypon that 
wrack ſuch aone was taken vp,8& therefore that Plangws might well i knew 
notof antes taking vp : againe that hee that was ſo preſerued brought good rokens 
to bee one of thetwo, chicte of that wracked companie : which two Kee Plangus 
. knew to be <uſidorus and Pyroctes , hee muſt needes be one of them, alchough (as 
I aid) ypon aforctaken vow, hee was otherwiſe at that timecalled. Beſides, the 
Princefle muſt needes iudge,that no lefle then a Prince durſt vndertakeſuch an en- 
rerpriſe, which (though he might ger the fauourof the Princeſſe ) hee could neuer 
defend with lefle thena Princes power, againſt the force of Arcadia. Laſtly , ( aid 
he) for a certaine demonſtration, hee preſumed roſhew ynto the Princeſſe a marke 
he had on hisface,as I might (ſaid I) ſhew this of my neck to the rare 9yopſa: and 
withall,ſhewed my recke ro chem borh, where ( as you know ) there is a redde ſpor 
bearing figure(as they tell me) of a Lyons pawe, thar ſhee may aſcertaine her ſclfe, 
that Iam Meralcas brother, And ſo did hee, beſeeching her to ſend ſome oneſhee 
might truſt into T hejſatia , ſecretly to be aduerriſed, whether the age, the complexi- 
on,and particularly that notable {igne,d1id nortully agree with their Prince Muſido- 
746. Doc you not know turther ({aid ſhee, with a ſerled countenance, nor accuſing 
any kinde of inward motion) of that ſtorie? Alas no, ( ſaid I ) for cuen heere the 
Hiſtoriographer ſtopped, ſaying, Thereſt belonged to Aftrologie. And therewith, 
thinking herfilent imaginattons began'to worke vpon ſomewhat to mollifie them 
(as the natureof Mulicke is to doe) and withall, ro ſhew what kinde of ſhephcard 
I was, Ltooke vp my Harpe, and ſang theſe few. verſes: Eft;

_ Andthen,partly to bring <1opſaagaine to the marter (leſt ſheſhould roo much 
take heede to our diſcourſes ) bur principally , if 1t were poſlible , ro gather ſome 
comfort out of her anſwers , I kneeled downe to the Princeſſe , and humbly be- 
ſought her to moue cHopſa in my behalfe , that ſhee would ynarme her noble 
heart of that ſteely reſiſtance againſt the ſweeteblowes of Lone: thatſince all her 
parts were decked with ſome om__ ornament her face with beautie, her head 
with wiſedome, hereycs with maicſtic , her countenance with gracefulnefle , her 
lips withlouclineſle ; her rongue with viRtoric; thatſhee would make her hearr 
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the throneof pittie,being the moſt excellent rayment of the moſt excellent part. Pa- 
ela without ſhew eitherof fauour or diſdaine , cither of heeding or negleing 
what I had ſaid,turned her ſpeech to Hopſa,and with ſuch a yoice and aQion,as ' 
might ſhew ſhee ſpake of a matter which little did concerne her , Take heede to 
your ſelfe ( ſaid ſhee) Mopſa,for your ſhepheard can ſpeake well : bur trucly,if he doe 
fully proue himſelfe ſuch as he ſaith, I meane,the honeſt ſhepheard caenalcas his 
brother and hcire, I know no reaſon why you ſhould thinke ſcorneof him. Mopſa 
though ( in my conſcience ) ſhee were cuen then farre ſpent towards mee, yet ſhee 
anſwered her, that for all my quaint ſpeeches, ſheewould keepe her honeſtie cloſe 
enough : And that as for the way of matrimonie, ſhee would ſteppe neuer a foote 
further, till my Maſter her Father had ſpoken the whole word himſelfe, no ſhee 
would not. But cuer andanon turning her muzzell rowards mee, ſhee threw ſuch a 
proſpe&t ypon me,as might well hauegiuen a ſurfer toany weake louers ſtomacke.. 
Buc Lord what afoole am I, to mingle that driuels ſpeeches among my noble 
thoughts? but becauſe ſhe was an Actor in this Tragedie,to giue you afull know-: 
ledge, andto leaue nothing ( that Ican remember ) ynrepeated. 

Now the Princeſic being about to withdraw her (elfe from vs, I tooke a Tewell 
made inthe figure of a Crab-fiſh, which, becauſc it lookes one way and goes ano- 
ther,l thought it did fitly paterne outmy looking ro Mopſa,but bending to Pamela: 
The word about it was, By force, not aboifez, and ſtill kneeling, beſought the Prin- 
ceſſethar ſhee would youchſafe to giue ir _— and with the bleſledneſle of her 
hand to make acceptable vnto her that toye which I had found following of late an 
acquaintance of mineat the plow. For ( ſaidT ) as the earth was turned vp, the 
plow-ſharc lighted vpon a grear ſtone.- wee pul4 that vp,and fo found both char 
and ſome other prettic things, which wee had deuided berwixr vs | 

Mopſa was benummed with ioy when the Princeſle gaue ither:but in thePrin- 
ceſſe I could finde no apprehenſion of what [ cither ſaid or did, but with a calme 
careleſneſſelerting each thing ſlide, iuſtly as wedoe by their ſpeeches ( who ncither 
in matter nor perſon docany way belong ynto ys) which kinde of cold remper, 
mixt withthat lightning of her naturall maicſtic,isof all others moſt terrible vnto 
mee :for yet if I tound ſhee contemned mee, I would defparatly labour both in for- 
rune and yertue to ouecrcome it; if ſhe only miſdoubred me, 1 were-in heauen; for 
quickly 1 would bring ſufficient aſſurance - laſtly , if ſhee hated mee, yer I ſhould 
know what paſſion to deale with; aud either with infiniteneſle of deſert I would 
take away the fewell from that firez or if nothing would (erue, then I would giue 
her my heart bloud roquench it. Bur this cruell quietneſle, neither retiring ro miſlike 
nor proceeding to tauour ; gracious, bur gratious ſtil] after one manery all hercur- 
relies hauing his engrauen in them,that what is done,is for yertues ſake,not for the 
parties{cuer keeping her courſe like the Sun,who neither for our praiſes, nor curſes, 
will ſpur or ſtop his hotſes.) This (1 ſay) heauenlineſſe ofhers (for howſoeuer my 
miſerieisI cannot but ſo entitle ir)1s ſo impoſſible to reach ynto,thart I almoſt begin 
to ſubmit my ſelfe to the tyrannie of deſpaire,not knowing anie way of perſwaſion, 
where wiſedome ſeemes to be vnſenſible. I hauc appeared to her cycs like my ſelfe, 
by a deuice | vſed with my Maſter, perſwading him that we ewo might put on cer- 
raine rich apparell T had prouided,and fo practiſe ſomething on horſebacke before 
Pamela,relling him, it was apparell I had gotten for playing well the parc of a king 
ina Tragedic at Athens : my horſe indeed was it I had left ar ©Itenalcas houſe,and 
Dameta; got one by friend(hipout of the Princes ſtable. Bur howſocuerI ſhew, I 
am no baſe bodic,all I doe is but to beate a rockeand ger fome. | X 
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Burt as Dorws was about to tell further, Dametes(who came whiſthng,and coun- 
ting ypon his fingers,how many loade of hay his ſeuentecne fat oxen cate vp ina 
yeare)deſired Zelmare from the King that ſhee would come into the lodge, where 
they ſtayed for her. Alas ( ſaid Dorws, taking his leaue ) the ſumme is this,that you 
may well finde you haue beaten your ſorrow againſt ſuch a wall, which withthe 
force of rebound may well make your ſorrow ſtronger. But Zelmane turning her 
ſpeech to Dametasz,] ſhall grow(ſaid ſhe)skiltull in countrie matters,xf-Thaue often 
conference with your ſcruant.In ſooth(anſwered Dameras with a gracclefle ſcorne) 
the Lad may proue well _—_— he ouerſoone thinke not too wellof himſclie,a 
will bearc away that he hearerh of his elders. And therewith as they walked to the 
otherlodge,ro make Zelmane findeſhe might haue ſpent her time berter with him, 
he began witha wilde Merhode to runne overall che artot husbandric.: eſpecially 
imploying his rongue about well dutging of a field : while poore Zelmane yeelded 
her cares to thoſe tedious ſtrokes, not warding them ſo much as with any one an- 
ſwere, nll they came to Baſilires,and Gynecia,who attended for her in a coach to car- 
ric her abroad to ſec ſome ſportes prepared forher. Baſilizs, and Gyrecia (itring in 
the one end, placed her at the other, with herlefc {ide to Philoclea. Zelmane was mous- 
ed in her minde,to haue kiſled their feere tor the fauour of ſo bleſſed a ſeare : for the 
narrowneſſe of the coach made them ioyne tiom the toote to the ſhoulders yerie 
cloſe together the truer touch whereof cough 1t were barred by their enuious ap- 
parell,yer as a perfe& Magnes,thovegh bur in an iuorie boxe, will through the boxe 
ſend forth his imbracing vertue to a beloued needle; ſo this imparadiſed neighbour- 
hoode made Zelmanes ſoulecleauc vnto her,both thorow the wory caſcof her body; 
and theapparell which did ouer-cloudeit. All rhe bloud of Zelmares bodie ſtirring 
inher,as wine will doe when ſugger is haſtily purinto it,fecking to ſuck the ſweets 
neſſe of rhe beloued gueſt : her heart, like a'Lion new impriſoned,ſecing him that 
reſtraines his liberrie, beforethe grate; not painting, bur ſtrining violently [ if it had 
beene poſſible ) ro haue leapr into rhe lappe of Philoclea. But Dametas ,cuen then 
proceeding from being maiſterof a Carte,to bee door of a Coach , not alittle 
- proude in himlcffe, that his whippe at that time guided the rule of Arcadia, draue 
the coach ( the couer whereof was made with ſuch joynts, that as they might) to 
auoid the weather (pull ir yp cloſe when they liſted, ſo when they would they mighe 
puteach end downe,and remaine as diſcoucredand open fighted as on horſcbacke) 
rill ypon the ſide of the forreſt they had both Greyhounds, Spaniels,and Hounds: 
whereof the firſt might ſeeme the Lords, the ſecond the Gentlemen, and the laſt 
the yeomen of dogges; a caſt of Merlins therewas beſides, which flying of a gal- 
lant heighc ouer certaine buſhes, would beare the birds (that roſe )downe vnto the: 
buſhes,as Falcons will doe wild-foule ouer a riuer. But the ſport which for thar da 
Baſilizs would principally ſhew to Zelmare, was the mountic at a Hearne, which 
qrogy on his wagling wings with paine, till hee was come to ſome height (as 
thibng hs ayre next to the carth were not fit for his great bodic to flic through ) 
was now growne to diminiſh the ſight of himſelfe, and to giue example to great 
perſons,that the higher they be,the leſſe they ſhould ſhew : when a Ierfaulcon was 
caſt off after her, oha ſtreight ſpying where thepray was, fixing her eye withdelire, 
and guiding her wing by her eye, vſed no more ſtrength then induſtrie. For as a 
good builder to a high rower will not make his ſtayre vprighr,bur winding almoſt 
the full compaſſe abour, that the ſteepeneſle bee the more vaſenſible: ſo ſhee, ſecing 
the trowring of her purſucd chaſe, went circkling, and compaſling about, riſing ſo 
with the lefle ſence of riſing; and yet finding that way ſcantly ſerue the greedineſſe 
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of herhaſt,as an ambitious bodice will goc fatre our of thedire& way, to win'to a 
point of height which he deſires; ſo would thee ( as itwere ) turne taile tothe He- 
ron , andflicout quite another way,butall was to returne-ina higher pitch;which 
once gotten , ſhee wouldeither beate with cruell aſſaults the Heron; who,now was 
driuen tothe beſt defence of force finceflight would rjor(crue;oralle claſping with 
him,come downe together,to be parted bythe ouer-partiall bcholders. = 
Diuers of which flights Baſilsws ſbewing to Zelmane,thus was the richeſſe of the 
time ſpent,and theday deceaſed before it was thought of , till nightlikea degene- 
rating ſucceſlour made his departure the betrer remerabred. And therefore (ſocon- 
ſtrained)they willed Dametes to driue homeward,who(halfe fleeping,halfe muſing 
about the mending of a winc-preſſe) guided the horſes fo ill, thatthe wheelecom- 
ming oucr a greatſtub of atrce, it oucrturned the coach. Which though it' fell 
violently ypon the fide where Zelnrane and Gynecialare, yer for Zelmaney part; thee 
would haue beene glad of the fall which madcher beate the (woete burthien of phi. 
| lockea,but that ſhe feared ſhe might receive ſome hurt. But indeede neither ſhee did; 
noraiy of thereſt, by reaſon they kepe their armes and legs within the coach Gauing 
Gynecia, who with the onely bruze of the fall, had herſhoulder put out of ioyn 
which though, by one of che Faulkeners cunning, it was ſet well againe, yer with 
much paine was hee brought to the lodge; and paine (fetching his ordinary coms 
panion, a feucr withhim) drauc her to catertainethambbothin her bed, ' - |; 1, 
But neither was the feucr of ſuch impatient heate; as the-inward plague-ſoreof 
her affetion, nor thepainchalfe ſo ples the icaloulic ſhee conceiucd of her 
daughter Philoclea,leait this time of her fickneſſe might giue apt occaſion to Zelme. 
ne,whom ſhce miſdoubred. Therefore ſheecalled Phsloclea to her,and though it were 
late inthe night,commaunded her in hertarcto goeto the other lodge,8& lend Miſe 
to her,with whom ſhe would ſpeake,and the to liewith her ſiſter Pamels. Themeane 
while Gynecia kept Zelmane with her, becauſe ſhee would' bee ſure, ſhee ſhould be out 
of thclodge, before flic licenced Zehwane.Philoclea notskild in any thing better then 
obddicnce,wentquictly downe; and theMoone then full ( not thinkingſcorne tg 
bea.torch-bearer ro ſuch beautie)guided her ſteppes, whoſe motions beare a minde- 
which bare in it felfe farre more ſtirring motions. And alas (fweete Philocles ) how: 
hath my pennetill now forgotthy paſſions;ſince ts thy memory principally all this: 
long matter is'intended ? pardon the flackenele to come ro thofe woes , which ha- 
uing cauſed in others, thoudidſt feele intthy ſelfe, 1: $90 7” 
Theſweete minded Philoclea was in their degree of well doirig,towhom the nor- 
knowing of cuil{{cructh for a _—_ of yertue, arid hold their inward powers 'in 
better forme withan vnſported ſimplicirie,then many,whio tathet cunningty ſeeke 
to know what goodneſle is,then willingly take into themſclues thefollowing of it... 
But as that ſwecte and ſimple breath of /heaucnly goodnalle; is the eafiet to bee alte- 
red, becauſe it hath not paſſed through the worldly wickedneſſe, nor feelingly 
— foundtheeuill;thar cuill carries withirz ſo now the Lady Philoclea( whoſe eyes and 
ſenſes had receiucd nothing, bur according as the oaturall courſcof 'each thing re- 
quired ; wholerendet youth had obediently, liued ynder her parents beheſts, with- 
| outframing outofher ownewill the fore-choſing of any thing) when now ſhee 
came to a poit,wherein her iudgement was to bee praiſed, in knowing faultineſle 


by his firſt tokens,ſhewas likea yong Faune,who comming inthe wind of the hun- 
ters,doth not know whetherir bee athingor noto bee echewed ; whereof ar this 
tine ſhce began to ger a coſtly;experience.For after that Zelmaxe had a whilc lived 
in the lodge with her,and that her oncly being a noble ſtraunger had breda —_— 
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heedfull/zrtention-; her comming to that lonely place ( where ſhee had no body bur 
her parents) # willingne&of converſation; her wir 8 behauiour a liking 8 ſilent 
adnurarion;atlength the excellencic ofhernarurall gifrs;ioyned with the extreamp 
fhewes ſhe made of moſt devout honouring Ph/oclea ( carying thus in one perſon, 
the onely two bands of good will, louclindſcand loningneſic)brought forth in her 
heart a yeelding ro a moſt friendly affetion;which when it had gotten ſo full poſ- 
ſeifion of thekeyes of her minde, that ir wonld receiue no meſhge from her ſenſes, 
without that ion were the interpreter ; then ſtreight grew an exceeding de- 
lighe till ro be with her, with an ynmeſurable liking ofall that Zelrmune did:marcers 
being {6 turned in her,thar where ar firſt liking her manners did breede good-will, 
now good will became the chicfe cauſe of liking her manners : ſo that within a 
while Zel:ev: was not prized for her demeanure, burthe demeanure was prized 
becauſe ir was Zelmanes. Then followed that moſt naturall cffe of conforming 
her ſclfe to that, which ſhee did like, and not onely wiſhing to bee her ſelfe ſuch an- 
otherinallchings,vur to ground an imirationypon ſo muchan cſteemedauthori- 
tie: ſo that the next degree was to markeall Zeimares doings, ſpecches, and faſhj. 
ons,and to takerhem into her ſelfe, as a parrerne of worthie proceeding. Which 
when once it was enaQted; nor onely by the cominaltie of Paſſions, bur 
vnto by her moſt noble Thoughts, and that Reaſonir ſelfe ( nor yer experienced 
in the iſſues of ſuch marcers) anted his royall afſent ; then Friendſhip ( a dili- 
gentofficer) rooke care to ſecrhe ſtature throughly obſerued. Then grew on thar 
not onely ſheedid imitate the ſoberneficof her counteoance, the gracefulndle, of 
her , butcuen theirparciculargeſtures : ſo that as Zelmane did often eycher, 
the would often eye Zelmane, and as Zelmanes cyes would deliver aſubmiſſive,bar 
yehemecntdeſire in cheirlooke;ther, thoughas yerſhechad nor the defire in her, yer 
ſhould her eyes anſwere in likepiercing kindenefle of '2Jooke. Zehmane as much as 
Gynecias icalouſic would ſuffer, defired to bee neere Philoclea , Phileclea , as much as 
Gynerias icaloufic would ſuffer, deſired ro'bee necre Zelmaene. If Zelmanetooke her 
ning it;ſhee alſo (thinking the knots of cans oughe to bee 
murcuall-) would ( with a fweere faſtneſſe); ſhew thee was loth to part from it. Andiif 
Zelmane lighed, fhe would ſigh-aKfo; when Zelmave was lad,ſhe deemed it wiſedome, 
and therefore ſhee would bee {ail roo. Zelmanes languithing countenance with croſt 
armes , and ſomcrimes caſt-yp cycs, ſheethought to hauc an excellent grace : and 
therefore ſheealſo willingly put on the ſame: countenance : till ar the Faſt ( poore 
ſoule; cre ſhee were aware) ſhee a d not onely the badge, but the ſeruice ; not 
onely cheſigne, but the paſſinnſignitcd., For wherher ir were,that her wit in con- 
tinuancedid finde, that Zelmanes friendſhip was full of imparicat deſire, haui 
more then ordiparic limits,& therefore ſhe was content to ſecond Zebmare, thou 
her ſclfeknew nor the limits;or that in trueth, true loue (well conſidered ) hath an 
infetive power, at laſt ſhee fell'in acquaintance with loues harbinger , wiſting: 
Firſt ſhee would wiſh, that they rwo might liueall cheir lives together, likerwo of 
Dianas Nymphes.Bur that wiſh,ſhee thought not ſufficient, becauſe ſhe knew, there 
would be more Nymphes beſides them,who alſo would hauc theirpart in Zelmaxe. 
Then would ſhe wiſh, that ſhee were her ſiſter,that ſuch a naturall band might make 
her morc ſpeaiall to her. Buragainſt char, ſhee conſidered, thar, though being her fi- 
ſter,if ſhee = to be married, ſhee ſhould be robbed of her. Then growne bol- 
der,ſhec would wiſh either herſclfe, or Zelmaze a man, that there might ſucceede a 
bleſſed mariage betweene then, But when that wiſh had ance diſplayed his cnſigne 
in her minde,then followed whole ſquadrons of longiogs,tharfoit might be,witha 
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Butſecing ſhee could not ſre micanes to jopne' as then' this tecaytation tothe 
former yowe(laying all her faire length ynder one of the wees) for a whule ſhee did 
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maiſltred her,and hid her face,as ifhee ©: hidden he felfefrom her owne 
fancies. Arlength witha WT Wer nog wretch(ſaid 
ſhee) what poyſonous heates whichwhns corment thee * How hath the 
fake of this ſtrange ge gut pos Ir my ſoule ? Alas, whar. entrance found this de- 
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thislet; or elſe thatyou were for euerthus darkened to ſerue for an excuſe of my 
outragious folly. Then looking to theſtarres, which had' perſeQly as then beautih. 
cd thecleere skie : My parents ({aid ſhe) haue told me, that in theſe faire heavenly 
bodies, there are great hidden deities, which hauetheir working. in the cbbing and 
flowing of our eitates.If ir be ſoz then (O you ſtarres) iudge rhul of me; and if I 
haue with wicked intent made my ſelte a pray to fancie,or if by anie idle luſts I fra- 
med my heart fit for ſuch animpreſsion, then let this plague daily encreaſe in mee, 
till my name be made odious rowomankind. Bur if extreame and ynreliſtable yio- - 
lence haue oppreſied me,who will euer do any of you ſacrifice (O you ſtarres) if you 
doe not ſuccour me? No,no,you will nothelpe mc. No, no, youcannor helpe me: 
Sinne muſt bethe mother, and ſhame the daughter of my afte&tion. And yet ate 
theſe bur childiſh obieQions (fimple Phzloclea, ) it is the tmpoſsibilitic that doth ror- 
ment mee: for, ynlawfull deſfiresare puniſhed after the efte& of enjoying z but vnpoſ- 
ſible deſires are puniſhed in thedeſire it ſelfe. -O then, O tenne times ynhappie that 
{am,ſfince where in all other hope kindleth loue, in medeſpaire ſhould be the bel- 
lowes of my affettion : andof all deſpaires the moſt miſerable, which is drawne' 
from impoſsibilitie. The moſt couctous man longs not to get riches: out of a 
ground which ncuer can bearcanie thing, VWhy?becaule itis impoſsible.The moſt 
ambitious wight vexeth not his wits to clime into heauen , VVhy ? becauſe itis im- 
poſsible. Alas then, O Loue, why docſt thou 1n thy beaurifull ſampler ſet ſuch a 
workefor my delire to take ouc,which is as much impoſible? And yer alas, why do 
I thus condemne my fortune, before I heare what ſhe can ſay for her ſelfe? What 
doe I,ſilly wench, know what Louc hath prepared for me ? Doel nor ſee my mo- 
ther,as well at leaſt as furiouſly as my ſclfe, loue Zelmane?and ſhould Tbe wiſer then 
my mother ? Either ſhe ſces a poſsibilitic in that which I thinke impoſxible; or elſe 
impoſs1ble loucs necde not misbecome'me. And doe | not ſee Zelmane (who 
doth not thinke a thought which is not firſt wayed by wiſedome and yertue) doth 
not ſhe vouchſafe to loue me with like ardour? I ſee ir,her eyes depoſeit to be true 
What then ? and if the can loue poore me;ſhall I chinke ſcorne to loue ſuch a wo- 
 manas Zelmane ? Away then all vaine examinations of why and how, Thou 1o- 
ueſt me,molt excellent Z:/mare,and I loue thee: and with that, embracing the yery 
ground whereon ſhe lay, ſhe ſaid to her ſelfe { for cuen to her ſelfe ſhe was aſhamed 
to ſpeake it out in words) O my Zelmaze, goucrne and dire me; for Tam wholly 
given ouer ynto thee, | 

Inthis depth of muzes, and diners ſorts of diſcontſes, would thee rauingly have 
remained,but that Dametas and Miſo( who were round about ro ſecke her, vndet- 
ſtanding ſhe was to come to their Lodgethat night) came hard by her; Dametas ſay- 
ing,that he would not deale in orher bodies matters; but for his part, heedid nor 
like, that maids ſhould once ſtirre out of their fathers houſes, but if it were to milke 
a cow,ort ſauc achickeufrom a kites foot, orſomeſuch other marcer of importance, 
And Miſo ſwearing that if it were her daughter, Mojſa , ſhe would giue her aleflon 
for walking ſo late,tharſhould make her keepe within dores for one fortnight. Bur - 
their iangling made Philaclea riſe, and pretending as though ſhe had done it bur ro 
ſport with them,wear with the (after ſhe had willed 247ſo to wait vpon hermother) 
to the Lodge; where (being now accuſtomed by her parents diſcipline, as well as 
her ſiſter,to ſerue her ſelfe) ſhe went alone vp to Pamelas chamber, where meaning 
to delight het eyes, and ioy her thoughts with the ſweet conuerſation of her belo- 
ucd liſter,ſhe found her ( r Acer it were inthe time that the wings of nighe doth 
blow (lcepe moſt willingly into mortal creacures) ſitting in achaire , lying'backe- 
q; 2. ward 
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ward, with her, head almoſt ouer the backe of it, and looking ypon a waxe-candle 
which burnt before her; in one hand holding a letter, in the other her hand-ker- 
chicfe,which had lately drunke vp the teares of her cyes, leauing in ſtead of them , 
crimſon circles,like redde flakes in the clement, when the weather is hotteſt. which 
Philoclea finding (for her eyes had learned to know the badges of ſorrow) ſhee car- 
neſtly intreated to know the cauſe thereof, that either ſhcee might comfort, or ac- 
companie herdolcfull humour. Burt Pamela,rather ſeeming ſorie that ſhe had per- 
cciued ſo much,then willing to open nie further; O my P amela({aid Philoclea)who 
areto mea ſiſter in nature,a mother in councell, a Princeſle by the law of our coun- 
tric, and which name ( mee thinkes of all other)is the deareſt,a friend by my choiſe 

aud your fauour , what meanes this baniſhing mee from your counſels ? Doe you ' 
loue your ſorrow ſo well as to grudge mee part of it ? Or doe you thinke | ſhall 
not loue aſad Pamela,ſo wellas a ioyfull ? or be my cares ynworthie, or my tongue 
ſuſpeed ? What is it ( my ſiſter }that you ſhould conceale from your ſiſter,yea and 
ſeruant Philoclea? Theſe words wanne no further of Pamela,but thattelling her they 
might talke better as they lay rogerherz they impoveriſhed their'clothes to cnrich 
their bed, which for that night might well ſcorne the Shrine of Yenus : and there 
cheriſhing one another with deaxe , though chaſte embracements;z with ſweete, 
though cold kiflesz it mighrſeeme thatloue was come to play him there withour 
dart; or that wearie of his owne fires, he was there to refreſh himſelfe betweene their 
ſweete-breathing lippes.

talke of theſe idle matters. Ah my Pamela (ſaid Philoclea) T haue caught youz the 
conſtancie of your wit was not wont to bring forth ſuch diſioynted ſpeeches : you 
loue,difſemble no further. Iris true (ſaid Pamela) now you haue it; and with leſſe 
adoc ſhould, if my hearrcould haue thought thoſe words ſurable for my mouth. 
Bur indeed (my Philoclea) rake heed : for I thinke vertue it ſelfe is no armour of 
proof againſt affeftion. Therefore learne by my example. Alasthought Philoclea 
to her ſelfe, your ſheares come too late to clip the birds. wings that alreadie is lowne 
away .But then Pamela being once ſet in the ſtteame of her loue, went away amain, 
withall , telling her how tus noble qualities had drawne her liking towards him;

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but yet cuer waying his mcannefſe,and ſo held continually in due limits; till ſee- 
king many meanes to ſpeake with her , and euer kept from it (as well becauſe ſhee 
ſhund it,ſecing anddiſdaining his minde,as becauſe of her jealous jaylors ) he had 
at length vſcd che fineſt pollicic that might bee in counterfaiting loue to Mopſa,and 
ſaying to <Mopſa wharſocuer hee would hauc her know : and in how paſſionate 
manner he had cold his owne tale in athirdperſon, making poore <Hopſa belecne, 
thatic was a matter fallen our many ages before.

exsrold my father; he notbeing drowned(as Plangus thoughc ) though his couſin 
Pyrocles indeedeperiſhed. Ah my ſiſter, if you had heard his words, or ſecne his ge- 
ſtures, when hee made me know what,and towhom his loue was,you would haue 
* matched in.your ſelfe ( thoſe two rarely marched together ) pittic and delight. Tell 
me deare ſiſter (for the Gods are my witnefles I defire todoe yertuouſly )can I with- 
out thedereſtable ſtaine of vhgrarefulneſſeabſtaine from loving him,whoſfarre ex- 
ceeding the beaurifulneſle of his ſhape with the beautifulneſſe of his minde , and 
the greatneſſe of his eſtate with the greatneſſe of his ates ) is content ſo to abaſe 
himſelfe,as to become Dametas ſeruant for my ſake? youwill ſay,but how know [ 
him to be Mrſidorms,fince the hand-maide of wiſedome is flow of beliefe?Thatcon- 
fideration did not wantin mee : forthe nature of delire it ſelfe is nocafier to receiue 
belicfe , then itis hard to ground beliecfe. For as deſire is glad to embrace the fir: 
ſhew of comfort, ſo is deſire ,defirous of perfeft aſſurance : and that haueI had of 
him, not onely by neceſſaricarguments toany of common ſenſe, butby ſufficient 
_ demonſtrations. Laſtly he would hane me ſend to Theſſalia : but truely 1 am not as 
now in mindeto doe my honourable loue ſo much wrong , as ſo farre to ſuſpe& 
him - yer pooreſoule knowes hee no other, but that I doe both ſuſpe&,neglec,yea 
and deteſt him. For cuerieday hee finds one way or other to ſet forth himſelfe ynto 
mec,but all arc rewarded with like coldnefle of acceptation; | | 
A few dayes ſince, hee and Dametas had furniſhed themſelues yerierichlyro run 
atthering before me.O how mad a fight it was ro ſee Dametas,like rich Tifſew furd 
wich Lambe-skins ? But © how well irdid with Dorzs,to ſee with what a grace he 
preſented himſelfe before mee on horſebacke, making maieſtie wait ypon humble-= 
neſſe ? how art the firſt, ſtanding ſtill with his eyes bent vpon me,as though his nio- 
tions were chained ro my looke, he ſo ſtaill till I cauſed Mopſa bid him do ſomething 
vpon his horſe : which no ſooner ſaid, but ( with a kinde rather of quicke geſture, 
then ſhew of violence ) you might ſee him come towards mee, bearing the ground 
in ſoduec time,as nodancer can obſerue better meaſure, If you remember the ſhip 
 weſaw once,whenthe ſea went high vpon the coaſt of 4rgo5;fo went the beaſt.Bur 
he (as if Centaur-like he had becene one pecce with thehorſe) was no more mooued 
then one with the going of his owne leggs: and in effe&t ſodid he commannd him, 
as his ownelimmes : forthough he had Cock ſpurres and wand,they ſeemed rather

Bur as before hee had cuer faid, 
he wanted but horſc and apparell to bee as braue a courtier as the beſt, ſo nowbru- 
ſed with proofe, hee proclaimed ir a folly for a man of wiſedome to put himſelfe 
ynder the tuition of a beaſtz ſoas Dorwwasfainealoneto take the Ring, Where. 
 Intruely at leaſt my womaniſh eyes could nor diſcerne, bur that taking his ſtaffe 
from histhigh , the deſcending it alittle downe, the getting of irypinto the reſt, 
theletring of thepoiar fall, and raking theRing, was but all one motion, at leaſt 
( if they werediuecrſe motions) they did ſo ſtcalingly —_—_ one into another , as 
thelatter part was cuer in hand, before the eye could diſcerne the former was 
ended . Indeede Dametas found fault that hee ſhewed no more ſtrength in ſhak- 
ing of his ſtaffe : but tomy conceite the fine cleancneſle of bearing it was excec- 

ding delightful. | | 
Buthowdelightfull ſocuer it was; my delight might well bee in my ſoule, bur ir 
neuer wentto looke out of the winddow to doe him any comfort. But how much 
moreI found reaſon tolike him, the more I ſerall the ſtrength of mind to ſuppreſſe 
it,or at leaſt to conceale ir. IndeedeT muſt confeſle, that as ſome Phyſitions haue 
told me,that when one iscold outwarldly,he is not inwardly,ſo truely the cold aſhes 
layd ypon my fite, did not take the nature of fire from it. Full often hath my breaſt 
ſwollen with keeping my fighes impriſoned; full often haue the teares I draue backe 
from mineeyes,turned back to drowne my heart.Butalas what did that helpe poore 
Dorus? whole eyes(being his diligent intelligencers)could carrie ynto him no other 
newes,but diſcofortable.

Thinke(( weete Philoclea)what a Priamus wehad:burt truly,my Parts was a Paris,and 
morethen a Pars : who while in a ſauage apparcll, with naked necke,armes,& legs, 
hee made loue to 0enorne, you might well ſec by his caunged countenance,and true 
teares;that hee felt the parthee playd. Tell mee ( ſweete Philoclea ) did you euer ſee 
ſuch a ſhepheard ? tell mee did you euer heare of ſuch a Prince? And / tell me, 
if aſmall or ynworthicaſſault haue conquered mee.

» Burthemorher of Pyrocles'( ſhortly after her childe-burth) dying, was cauſethat 
Ewarchus recommended the cate of his onely ſonne ro his fiſter ; doing it the rather 
becauſe thewarreconrinutd jn cruell heare, betwixrhinrand thoſe Ul neighbours of 
- his. Inwhichmecanc time-rhoſe young Princes (the onely cornforters of that ver- 
tuous widow)grewon fo, ther Pyrocles taught admiration to the hardeſt conceits : 
Moſidorus (petchaunce becauſe among his ſabieRs) exceedingly beloud : and by 
the good order of Exarchin 3-079 maj” by his fiſter ) chey were ſo brought vp, 
that all the ſparkes of vertue,which nature had kindled in them, were ſo blowneto 

veforth rheir vitermoſt hear, tharwſtly ic may be affirmed, they cnflamed the af- 
Eeftions of all that knew them. For almoſt before they could rerfeatly ſpcake, they 
began ro receiue conceits not ynworthy of the beſt ſpeakers : excellentdeuiſes being = 

d,to makecuen their ſports profitable ; imagesofbarailes;and forrifications be. 
iog then delivered to their memorie, which after,their ſtrooger iu nts mighe 
SÞcace.che m7; 14 of tales being converted ro' the drowieine of all the ſtorics of 
worthy Princes,both ro moue them todo nobly,and tcach them how todo nobly , 
the beautic of yertue ſtill being ſer beforetheir eyes,and that taught them with far 
morcdiligent care, then Grammaricall rules, their bodies excrciſcdinallabilities, 
both of doing and ſuffering,and cheir minds acquainted by degrees withdaungers, 
andin-ſurme;all bene-ro-rhe making vp of princely minds: no ſcruile feare vſed ro- 
wardsthem,norany other violence reſtraint,bur ſtill as to Princes : ſothata habite 


- - of commanding was naturalized inchem,and therfore the farther from Tyranny: 


Natuce having donefo much for them in-nothing, as that it made them Lords of 
truth, whereon all the other goods were builded. , | y 
. Among which nothing 1 ſo much delight ro recount, as the memorable friend- 
gr berwixttheewo Princes ſuch as maderham morelike then the like- 
of all other yertues , and made- them more-neere one to the other , then the 
neetencsof their bloud'could aſpire ynto ; which 1 thinke = the faſter, andthe 
faſter was tryed berweene them , by reaſon that Muſidorws being elder by three or 
foure yeates;itwas neirher ſo great a difference in age as did take away the delight 
mfſocierie, and yet by the difference there was taken away the occaſion of childiſh 
comcations ;till they had both paſt ouer the humour of ſuch contentions. For Py- 
_ rocles bare reverencefull of loue ro Mwſidorns , and Muſidorus had adclight full of 
loue in Pyrocles. Mnſidorus, what hec had learned eyther for bodicor minde, would 
teach it to Pyrocles ; and Pyrocles was Row to learne of nonc;as of Mxſidorws : till 
Pyrecles, being,come to fixtcene yeares of age, he ſeemed ſo to ouerrunne his age in 
wth,ſtrength,and all things following u,thatnot Muſidorwe,no norany man li- 
uingfI chink)could performe any ation, cither on horſe,or foor,moreſtrongly,or 
deliver char ſtrength more mmbly, or become the deliucric more gracefully, or im- 
ployall more yertuouſly. Which may well ſceme wonderfull : but wonders arc no 

wonders ina wondcrfullſubic&. | | 
©  Arywhichtime, vnderſtanding that the King edÞchus, after ſo manie yeares 
warre,and the conqueſt of all Puxnonia, and almoſt Thrace, had now brought rhe 
concluſion of all to the ſiege of Bizantivm(to the railing of which ſicge great forces 
were made) they would necdes fall ro the practiſe of thoſe yerrues, which they be- 
forc learned.

a tedious delay of following his owne humour for his friends ſake ; —_— 
both ſenr for by Z84rrhw., and finding Pyrockes able enery way to gocrhorow with 
chat kinde of life, he wasas __ for his ſake, as parts emerinto it. $0 
therefore preparing a nauiie, that they might goe like themſclues, and nor: 
the comfort of their preſence, but of Een ro their deere þ wider. 
they recommended themſclues to the Sea , leauing the ſhoare of 7heſſaliafull of 
teares and yowrs; and were receiued thereon with ſo ſmooth and ſmiling a face, as 
if Neptune had asthen learned falſely to fawhe on Princes. The winde was likea ſer. 
. uant,wayting behinde theen ſo jſt, that they might fill rhe ſayles as they liſtel; and 
thebeſt ſaykrs ſhewing themſelacs lefſe coucrous of his liberalitie, ſortemperedit, 
thar they all keprtogerher like a beautifull Nocke, which ſo well could obey their 
maiſters pipe : without ſometimes, to delight the Princes eyes, ſore rwo or three 
of them would ſtriue,who could(cither by rhe cunning of well ſpending the winds 
breath, or by the aduantageous building of their moving houſes") fave their fel- 
lowes bchinderhem in the honour of ſpecde : while the two Princes had leaſureto 
ſeethe practiſe of thar , which before they had learned by bookes : to conſider the 
arte of carching the windepriſoner, to noother c1d,bur to runneaway withir ; ro 
ſechow beauric,and vſecan ſo well agree together, thar of all the trinkers,wherwith 
they arcatrircd , there is not one bur ſerucs to ſome necefſarie And (0

Andſhortly had it ſo diſlcuered the louing compariie; which the day before tad

ncuer-fatisfied mouth. Some indeede ( as fince was knowne) after lohg wandriag

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warte. Bur in the ſhip wherein the Princes were (now left as much alone asproud 
Lords be when fortune failes ther )rhough they. imployed all induſtric to. ſauc 
themſclues, yer whar they did, was rather for ducticto.nature, then hope to eſcape. 
$o/ougly a darkenes(as f1r would preuentthe nights comming) vſurped the daycs 
ight : whichaccompanied ſomerimes with rhunders,alwayes with hotrible noſes

not how todwedt ; and:f they knew they, could ſcarcely (when they dire&ed)beare 
their owne whiſtle.

Cer- 
tainly-there is no daunger.carries with it. more horror, then that which growes in 
thoſe flotng kingdotmes. Far that dwelling place is vnoaturall to mankinde, and 
then the terribleneſſe of the continuall motion,thedeſolation of the far-being from 
comfort, the eye and theeare honing ougly images cucr before it, dooth Rill yexe 
theminde;cuen when it is beſt armed agaioſt ir. Burchus the day paſt(if that mighe 
becalled day) while thecunningeſt mariners were ſo conquered by the ſtorme, as 
they chought ir beſt with ſtriken ſaylesto yeeld to be gouerned by it : the yalianteſt 
fecling nwarddiſmayedaes, and yerthe fearfulleſt aſhamed fully to ſhew it, ſeeing 
thatehc Princes: (who were to part from the greateſt fortunes) did in their coun- 
eenanices:accuſe no point of feare,, bur. encouraging them to doc what might be 
done (putting their hands ro-cuery moſt painefull office ) taughe them ar one: itt- 
ftantto promiſerhemſclucsthe beſt, and yer to deſpiſe the worſt. Burſo — 
carriedby the tyrannic of che winde,and the treaſon of the Sea,all that night,which 
theelderit was the morewayward it ſhewed itſelfe towards them:till the next mor- 
ing (knowneto be a morning better by the houre-glaſle, then by the day cleere- 
eſſe) bauing;run fortune ſo blindly, as/it ſelfecuer was painted, leſt the concluſion 
thou not anſwer tothe reſt-of the play,they weredriuen vpon arocke : which hid- 
denwith thoſequtrageouy waues,did, as it were,cloſely diflerble his cruell minde, 
tillwith an vabelccued violence (but ro them that have tricd it) the ſhip ran ypon

:( Forbciag caſt on land much bruiſed and beaten both withrhe Gashard farewell, 
and the ſhores rude welcome; and cucn almoſt deadly tyred with the lengrhof his 
vacomfortablelabour,as he was walking vp to diſcouer ſome badie, ro whom bee 
miphe go forreliefe, therecame ſtraightrunningyoto him certaine,who(as it was 
after knowne) by appoincment watched ( with many others.) in diverſe places a» 
long the coaſt : who laid hands on him and wichourcither queſtioning w ith him, 

or ſhewing will to heare him, (like mea fearetull 5g appeare curiqus) of which. was * 
worſt,hauing oo regprd ao the hard plight he was in (boing ſo wer and weake)rhey 
caried him ſame miles chence,to 2 houſe ofa principall officer of that countrey, 
Who with no more cjuilie ( though wichmuch morebulindle then tholc yoder- 
fellowes had ſhewed) began in captious manner to (put benghls tveKE vnto him. 
To which ( hevnuſed to ſuch ivrertainement ) did ſhortly and may anhycre, 
 Whathc was,and how he camethirher, Bucthatno ſogncrknownevith aumbers 
of armed men to guard him (for miſchief, nor from miſchicte) hewas cnc corhe 
* kings Court, which as then was notaboue a daics iourney off, with.leccers framhar 
officer, contayning his owneſcruiceable diligence in difcouering lo great. A perto- 
nage,adding withall morethen was true of his conieQures, becaule hee would cn- 
deare hisownelſeruice. | "Lg Pe a 
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This countrie whereon hee fell was Phrygia, and: irwas tothe king thereof 'to 
whom he was ſent,a Prince of a mclancholy conſtitution boch of body and minde; 
"wickedly (ad, cucr muſing of horrible marrers, ſuſpeAing; or rather condemning 
all men of cuill, becauſe bis'minde had no eye to eſpie goodneſſe;;/and therefore 
accuſing Sycophants of all men did beſt ſorre to his narure ; bur therefore not ſer- 

ny Sycophents,becauſc of no cuill rhey faid;they could bring any new or doubr- 
full thing vnto him, but ſuch asalready hee had becne.apr to determine ; ſo as they 
carne but as proofes of his wiſedome : fearetulland neuer ſecure, while the feare 
hehad figured in his minde had any poſlibilitic of euent, ' A rode-like rerirednefle; 
andcloſeneſſe of 'minde ; naturercaching the odiouſneſle of n,and the daun- 

"of odiouſneſſe. Yet while youthlaſted in him, the exerciſes of that age;and his 
humour (not yer fully diſcoucred) made him ſomething the more frequentable, 
and leſſedaungerous. Bur after that yeares began to comeon with ſome, though 
morefeldome,ſhewes of a bloudy nature,and that the prophecie of Muſidorus 
tiniecameto his cares ( deliuered ynto him, and receiued of him with the hardeſt 
i ,as though his ſubicts did delight in the hearing thereof ) Then 
gaue hehimſclfe indeede to the full current of his diſpoſicion, eſpecially after the 
wazre of Theſſalia, wherein (though intrueth wrongly ) hee demed,his yoſucceſle 

of their ynwillingneſſe to hauehim proſper: and then thinking himſelfe 
contemned {hpavring no countermine againſt contemnpr, butterrour) began to lex 
nothing paſſe which mightbeare rhe colour of a fault, without ſharp puniſhment : 
and when hee wanted faults;cxcellencie grew a fault; and it was ſufficient to make 
one guiltic, that he had powerto bee guilric. And as there is no humour, to which 
;impudenr pouertic cannot make it ſeltc ſcruiceable: ſo werethereenow of thoſe of 
Jef>e teambition,who would build theirhouſes ypon others ruines, which aftec 
ſhould fall by like praQtiſes: So asaſeruirude came mainely ypon that poore people, 
whoſe decedes were not onely puniſbed, but wordes correQed, and even thoughts 
by ſome mcaneor other puld outof them:while ſuſpicion bred the mindeof cruel- 
tie,and rheceffe&sof crucltie ſtirred a new cauſe of ſuſpicion. And in this plighr(full 
of watchfull fearefulneſſe ) did the ſtorme deliucr fweere Pyrocles to the ſtormie 
minde of that Tyrant, all men that did ſuch wrong to fo rare a ſtranger ( whoſe 
conntenance deſerued both pitie and admuration)condemning themſclues as much 
in their hearrs,as they did brag in their faces. | 'G 
_- But 3-9 1> ee king knew what he was,& in what order he and his coſia 
Mnſidorus(ſo much of him feared) were come our of Theſſalia, aſſuredly thinking 
{ becauſe cuer thinking the worſt ) that thoſe forces were prouided againſt hing ; 
 gladof thepetiſhing(as hethought)of Muſidorws,derermined in publike ſort topur 

Pyrocles to death. For hauing quiteloſt the wayof nobleneſſt, he ftraue to clime to 

the height of terribleneſle;and thinking to makeall men adread,to make ſuch one 
anenemic, who would not ſparc, nor fcareto kill fo great a Princey aud laſtly has 
uing nothing in him why to make him his friend, hee thought hee would take him 
away from being his enemie. The day was appointed, and all things prepared, for 
thatcruell blow,in ſo ſolemne an order,as if they would ler forth nic in moſt 

us decking. The Princely youth,of iuuincible valour,yer & vniaſtl ſubic- 
ed ro ſuch ouragious wrong,carying himſelfe in all hjs demeanour fo 
abiding extremitic,that one might ſee ic was the cutting away of the greateſt hope * 
bf theworld,and deſtroying yertue in his ſweeteſt growth. 

Bur ſo it fell our, chat his death was preuented by a rare example of friendſhip in 
Muſidorws; who being almoſt drowned, had becne taken vp by afiſhcrman belong-

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ing tothekingdome of Bithinie, & > yndcrſtanding the full diſcourſe 
(as Fame was vey prodigallof ſo notable/an accident} in what caſe Pyrocles was', 
lcarning withall, that his hatewas farremore to him then to Pyrocles, hee found 
mcanes to acquaint himſelfe with a Noble mat: of that Countrie, to whom largely 
diſcoucring what he was,he found him a moſt fir inſtrument co effeuare his deſire, 
For this Noble manhad beene one, who 1n many wattes had ſetued Evarchus , and 
had becneſo minde-ſtriken by the beautie of 'yertue in that noble king,thar(though 
nor. bornchis ſubict) hee cuer profeſt himſelfe his ſeruant. His defk therefore to 
him was,to keepe £Huſtdorusin — Caſtle of his,and then to make theking of 
_ ynderſtand that if heewould deliuer Pyrocles, Muſidoru would willingly 
puthimſelfe into his hands ; knowing well,that howthirſticſocucr hee was of Py. 
rocks bloud hee would rat dedake ae of Huſidorns; '*'® L 
The: Noble man was [othe to preſerue one by the lofle of another : burtime 
vrging reſolution ; the imporcunitic of Msſidorus ( whoſhewed a minde not to 
—_— Pyrocles ) > ar women » _ to —_— ſo preuailed, that he ca- 
ried this ſtrange offer of © Hnſtdorws,which by rhe Tyrant was greedil red. 
Andfo eponlicaital of both ſides, they wete ahhorwiner x rn not 
omitthe worke of friendſhip in Pyrocles, who both in ſpeech and "countenance ro 
Muſidorus well ſhewed, that he — himſelfe injured, & not relieued by him:aſ- 
king him,what hee had cuerſeenc in him, why hee could norbeare the extreamities 
of mortall accidents as well as any man?andwhy he ſhould enuy him theglorie of 
ſuffcringgdcarh for his friends cauſe, and(as'it wete)rob him of his owne poſſeſſion» * 
Bur in'thiz notable contention (where the conqueſt muſt be rhe conquerers deſtruc- 
rion,and ſafery the puniſhmentof the conquerour) Muſidorws prevailed: becauſe he 
was a more welcome pray to the yniuſt king; and as cheerefully going towards , as 
Pyrocles went frowardly tromward his death, hee was delivered to the king , who 
could not bee enough ſure of him;withour hee fed his owne eyes ypon one, whom 
hee had begun to feare, afloone as the other began to bee. 
Yet becauſcheewould in one a, both make oſtentation of his owne flicitic 
fon whoſe hands his moſt feared enemie was fallen)and withall cut off fuchh 
rom his ſuſpefed ſubicts(when they ſhould know certainely hee was dead ) with

Theexcclling Pyrocles was no ſooner deliuered by the kings ſeruants to a plate 
of libertic,then hee benthis witand courage ( and what would not they bring to 
paſſe ? )how either ro deliuer Muſidorws,or to periſh with him, And ( findinghee 
could ger in thar couatric no forces ſufficient by force toreſcuehim) ro bring himt- 
ſcltero die with him, (little hoping of better cuent) hee pur himlelfe in pooreray-= 
meut,and by the helpe of ſome few crownes he tookeof thar noble-man(whofull 
of ſorrow,though not knowing the ſecret of his intent,ſuffered him to goe in ſuch 
order from him) he (cuen he,borne to thegreateſt expeRation,and of the greatelt 
bloud that any Prince mightbe) fubmirred himſelfe ro beeſeruant to the execurio« 
ner thar ſhould put to death Msſidorws : a farre notabler proofe of his friendſhip, 
conſidering the height of his minde,chen any death could be.

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weare aſword himlelfe, but ro beare his'fword prepared for the iuſtified mucther. 
Andſo Pyrocles taking histime, when Muſidorns was ypon the ſcaffold ( ſeparated 
famewharfrom the reſt, a5 allowed toſay ſomerhi thee ſept vntohim, and 
ting the ſword into his hand not bound: (4 pointof civilitic ther officers yſed:to- 
 wardes him, berauſe they donutred noſuch entarpriſe ) Mufidornr, iid hee,die no- 
bly. Intryech; never man berweene iny. hefore COPE to: be glad of: and 
fears after conſidering his cafe, had ſuch a confuſioniof thoughts, as Thad, when I 
ſaw Pyrocler, ſa ntare mce. . But with that Dares bluſhed , and Pariels ſmiled : and 
Ngrwthe mare bluſhed at herſmiling,and ſhec the amore ſmiled at his bluſhing : be- 
caulc hee had ( with the remembrance of rharplighe he was in)forgotten inſpea 
kingof himſalfexp yſcthatbicd perſon, Bur 34fidarys rurncd againe herthoughts 
from his checkes to his ronguein this ſarre: Bur ,faidhee., when: they were with 
ſwordes in handes, not turning backes one tothe other(for therethey knew was no 
placcof defence) but makingit a 450m ag not hoping to bee yo and 
now acknowledging thamſclues ſubicft ro death , meaning anely to doc honour to 
their Princely birth , they gf mergy + them all ( forall were encmics ) and had 
quickelycicher with flight:ps death , Icft nope vpon: che ſcaffold to annoy them. 
Wherein Pyrecles (the excellent Pyroctes )did ſuch wonders beyond belcefe, as was 
ableto leade Muſidarus ao 1G he had bdenc borne a coward.

- Bytas they were ſtill fighting with weake armes and ftrong hearts, it happened, 
thatone of the ſouldiers(commanded togoe vp after his fellowes againſt the Prin- 
ape eve ed a light hurt, more wounded inhis heart , wenthacke with as 


chdiligence,as hecame vp with modeſtic : which-another of his fellowes ſee- 
ing.to picke athaoke of tho ig, ſtrake him vpon the face, reuiling him, that ſo ac- 
companicd,hewquld run away from fo few.But he(as many times it fals out)onely 
Jn. 7 ra was agrie, in reuengethruſt him through : which with his death 
was ſtraight reyenged by abrother of his : and (tharagaine required by aſellow of

tc: and encouraging theother Citizens to follow them, ſer vpon theguard and 
ſouldicrs,as chicfe inſtruments of tyranny: and quickely ayded b "he Wh they 
had icfc none of themalive,norany otherin the City,whothey c ought had in any 
ſorte ſer hishand to the wekeof their ſeruitude, and ( God knowes ) by the blind. 
nelle of ragc,killing magy guiltleſſe perſons, either for affinitic to the tyrant,or en-

ynderſtanding that there was left of thebloud toyall, & next to 7 os 10N, an 
aged Gentleman of approued goodnefſe(who hayl gotten nothing by his coins 
wer but danger from him,8 odiouſneſſe-for him} hauing paſt his time 1n modeſt 
ſecrecy,8& as much from intermedlingin matters of goucrnment,as the grearneſſe 
of his bloud would ſuffechim,did(afterhauing recciucd thefull powerro his. owne

When Zelmane hade reade it ouer , ing verie much of che ſpeech of 
Eronas death , and therefore deſirous ems. bo of ir, bur ——_— 
| to heare Philoclea _ Moſt excellent Ladic- (aid ſhee) one\may bee little 
the wiſer for reading this Dialogue, ſince ;it ncicher ſees foorth what this 
Plangus is, nor what Erona is, nor what the cauſe ſhould bee which threatens 
her with death , and him with ſorrow : therefore 1 would humbly craye to va- 

derſtand the particular diſcourſe thercof : becauſe (] muſt confetſe) ſomethin 
1n my trauail I hauc heard of this ſtrange matter , which I wonld bee glad wed 
_ {weetean authoritie confirmed . The truch is ( anſwered Philoc/ca ) that 
ter hee knew my fatherto bee Prince of this countrey,while hee hoped to pre = 
uaile-ſomething with himin a great requeſthe made vnto him, hee was content to 
open fully the eſtate both of himlel: , and of thar Ladic ; which with my ſiſters 
_ ( ſaid ſhee) who remembers ic berrex then-I, I will declare ynto you : and 
of Eroxa (being the chicke ſubic&of this diſcourſe} this torie ( with more 

cares and exclamations then TI liſt roſpendaboutit ) he recounted. 

Oflate there raigned a king in Lydis,whojhad for the blefſing of hismariage, this 
onely daughter of his, Ereve, a Princefſe worthy for her beauticy as much prayſe, 
& « 
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as beautic may be praile-worthy, This Princeſle Zrona, being minteene yeres of age, 
ſceing the country of Lydia {o'much deuoted to Cupid,as tha in every place his na- 
ked pitures and images were; ſuperſtiriouſly adored ( either moued thereunto by 
the eſtceming thar could beeno Godhead, which could breede wickedneſle, or the 
ſhamefaſt conſideration of ſuch nakednefie}procured formuch ofherfarher,as vrrer- 
lic to pull downe;and deface all thoſe ſtatutes and piftures. Which how terribly hee. 
puniſhed(for to'that the Lyd7ans impure it) quickly after appeared;' 

For ſhehad not liued a yeare longer,when ſhe was ſtricken with moſt obſtinate' 
Joue,to a young man but of meane parentage, in her fathers court, named Antiphy.' 
Jus:ſo meane,as that he was but the ſonne of her Nurſe, & by that meancs(without 
other deſcrt)became knowen of her. Now ſo cuill could ſhee conceale her fire;and 
ſo wilfully perſeuercd ſhe init, that her father offering herthe mariageof the grear 
Tiridates king of Armenia(who delirgd her'more then the ioyes of heauen)ſhe for 
Antiphilus ſake refuſed it. Many wayes her father ſought ro withdraw her from it , 
ſometimes perſwaſions, ſometimes threatnings; once hiding 4ztiphilus, and giuing 
her co ynderſtand that he wasfled the countric:laſtly making aſolemne exccution 
to bedone of another, vnderthe name of A»tiphilus,whom hee =_ inpriſon. But 
neither ſhe liked perſwaſions, nor feared threatnings,nor changed for abſence - and 
when ſhe thought him-dead;ſhee ſought all: meanes (as well by poyſon as knife) ro 
ſend her ſoule,at leaſt,to be married intheeternall Church wich him. This fo brake 
thetender fathers heart, that(leauing things as hefourid them)he ſhortly after died. 
Then forthwith Zrona{ being ſeized of the crowne} and arming her will with au- 
thoritie) ſought toaduance her affeQion tothe hdly title of Matrimonie. 

Bur before ſhee couldaccompliſh all the ſolemnitics;ſhee was ouertaken with a 
warre the king Tiridates madeypon her;only forherperfon; towards whom(for her 
ruine)Louc had kindled his cruell heart, indeed cruel &tyrannous:for being farte 
roo ſtrong inthe field) hee ſpared no man, woman;and child, but (as though there 
could be Pan no foile to ſer forth the extremitie of his louc, but exttemitie of ha- 
ered) wrote,as it were, the ſonets of his Loucin the bloud, and tuned them inthe 
cries of her ſubicts;although has faireſiſter 471axis(who would accompany him 
in the armic)ſoughtall meanesto appeaſe his furie: till laſtly, he beſieged Erona in 
her beſt cirie, yowing to win her,or 5 his life. And how had he trough her to the 

oint cither of awotull conſent, or aruinousdeniall, when therecame thither(fol- 
foviing the coutſe which Vertuc & Fortuneledthem)two excellentyong Princes, 
Pyrocles & Muſidorus,the one Prince of Macedon,theother of Theſſalia : rwoPrin- 
ccs,as Plangwsſaid(and he witneſſed hisfaying with fighes and teares)themoſt ac- 
com liſhed both in bodice & minde, that the Sunnecuer look'dypon. VWhile-Phile. 
cleaſpakethoſe words;d ſweete words(rhought Zelmane tg herſclfe)whicharenot 
onely a praiſe to mc, but a pray ſcto praile it ſelfe, which our of rharmourh iſſueth. 

Theſe two Princes (faid Philoclea)alwellto helperhe weaker ( eſpecially being a 
Lady )as to fauea Greek people from being ruined by ſuch, whom we call 8 count 
barbarous,gathering together ſuch of the honeſteſt Lycians,as would vemuretheir 
linesto ſuccour their Princeſſe : giuingorder by a ſecret meſſage; they ſent intorhe 
Citie,thar they ſhould ifſue with all force at an appointed rime;they ſer ypon T ir4- 
dates carpe with ſo well guided a rang ors os of borh fides aflaulredhee 
ryas/ike to be ouerthrowne:but that this Plangws(being generall of Tiridaterhotl- 
men) eſpecially ayded by che rwo mightie men Euardes and Bayzares, reſcued the 


' footemen,cuen almoſtdefeated: but yercould nor barre the Princes(wirhitheir ſuc. 


eours both of menand yictuall ) to enterthe'Cirie, | 4 ito hage 
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8 Which when Tiridates found would make the war long, (which length ſoemed.| 
to him worſe then a languiſhing conſumprion)he madea challenge af three Prin- 
ces in hisretinuc,againft choſe rwo Princes and Avtiphilw:and that thereupon the 


- 


quarrell ſhould beedecided, with compaQ,that neither {ide ſhould helpe his fellow: 
but of whoſe fide the more ouercame,with him the yiRoric ſhould remaine...4»?;.. 
philus (though Eronachole rather to bidethe brunt of warre, then venture him, yer) 
could not for ſhame refuſe the offer, eſpecially ſince the two ſtrangers thar 91 gr 
jarcreſt in it,did willingly accept it : belidesrhar,he ſaw it like enough, thatthe peo- 
ple(wearic af the miſcries of war)would rather giue him vp,ifthey aw himſhrigk, 
then for his ſake venture their ruine : conlidering that the challengers were of farre 
greater worthinelle then himſelfe. So it wagagreed vpony and againſt Fyrocles was 
Euardes king of Bithinia ; Barzares of Hyrcania againſt Muſidorus,two men , that 
 thoughtrhe worldſcarceable co reſiſt them: and againſt 4ntiphilas he placed this 
Gme-Plarews, being his owne couſin germane,and ſonnero theking of 1beria.Now 
ſo it fellout,that Mn{idorus flew Barzancs, & Pyrocles Enardes,which yiQory thoſe 
Princes eſteerned abouc all. thar eucer they had : bur of the other ſide Plangws tooke 
Antiphilus priſoner: vnder which colour(as if the matter had beeneequall,though 
indeede it was not, the greater parr beiag oucrcome of his fide) 7 irideres continued 
hiswarre : andto bring Erna to acompelled yeelding {ent her word that hewould 
the third morrow after, before the walles of the towne ſtrike off {n1iphilus head 
wichout his ſaircin that ſpace. were graunted; adding withall ( becauſe hoe had 
heard of her deſperate affeFtion ) that if in the meane time ſhee did her lelfe any 
hurr, what torrures could bedeyifed ſhould be laid ypon Artiphilas. 0h 
_ Thenlo if C#pid be a God,or that the tyrannic of our owne thoughts ſceme as 
a God ynto vs: but wharſocuer it was,then ir did ſe forth the milcrablenefſe of his- 
cffeQes: ſhe being drawne to rwocontrarics by one cauſe( for the loueof him come 
maunded her to yeelde to no other ; theloue of him commaunded her to preſerue 
his life : which knot might well beecur, but yatied it could not be. Sothat louein 
her paſſions(like a right make- bate) whiſpered. to both fides arguments of quarrelk 
Whar,faid he(of theone fide} docit thou loye Artiphilizs, © Erona? and tball7 ii. 
dates enioy thy bodie? With what eyes wilt thou Jooke ypon Antiphilms,when hee 
ſhall know that another poſleſſeth thee ? Bur if thou wilt doe it, canſt thou doc ir? 
canſt thou force thy heart? Thinke wich thy (elfe,if this man haue thee,thou halt 
- neuechaue morepart of Antiphilius then if he were dead.But thus much more, thar 
cheaffe&ion ſhallbe ſtill guawing,and the remorſe ſtill preſent. Death perhaps will 
coolethe rage of thy affeion : where thus , thou ſhalt eucr loue, andeuer lacke., 
- Thinkerhis belide,if thou mary T iridates, Antiphilus is ocxcellent aman,thatlong. 
he cannot be from being-in ſome high place maried ; canſt thou ſuffer that rao? It _ 
another kill him,hedorh him the wrong : if thou abuſethy bodie,chou doeſt hine 
the wrong His death isa workeof nature, & cichernow,oratanothertime he ſhall 
die. Burir ſhalbe thy worke,thy ſhamefull worke, which isin thy power to ſhun, ta 
make himliue co ſce thy faith fallibed,and his bed defiled, Bur —_ loue had wdl 
kindled that partie of herchoughts, then went he to the ocher fide. What ( ſaid hee) 
O Er0na,& is thy Loucof Antiphilus come to that point;as thoudoſtnow makeix 
2queltion, whether hee ſhall die, or no? © excellenc affeFtion,which for roo much 
. louewill ſee his bead off. Marke well the. reafons of the other fide,& thou ſhak ſee, 
it.is bur loue of thy ſelfe which ſodiſputerh. Thou canſt nor abide 7 iridates:rhisis 
bur loue of thy lelfe: thou ſhalt be aſhamed to looke ypon him afterwards ; this is 
| bur fare of ſhame, and louc of thy ſelfe : thou ſhalt wanthim as much then this 18: 
= ers aa 7 
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bur louc of thy felfe : he ſhalbe married; if hebe well, why ſhould thatgricuethee; 
but for loue of thy ſelfe?No,no, pronounce theſe words if thou canſt,let Antiphilus 
die. Then the images of each fide-ſtood before her yaderſtanding z one time ſhee 
thoughtſheeſaw Antiphilus dying : another time ſhee thought Antiphilus ſaw her 
by idates enioyed : rwentic times calling for a ſeruantto carry medbage of yea 
ding,but before heecame the minde was alered. She bluſhe when ſhe conſidered the 
cffeX of granting;ſhee was pale, when ſhce remembred the fruites of denying. For 
weeping, ſighing, wringing her handes, and tearing her haire, were indifferent of 
both ſides. Eaſily ſhee would haue agreed ro hauc broken all dilpurations with her 
owne death, bur that the feare of 4nriphitus, further rorments ſtaicd her. Ar lenghe 
eucn the cucning beforethe day appointed of his death the determination of yeel- 
ding preuailed,efpecially,growing vpon a meflage of 4nt5philm; who with all the 
coniuring tearmes he cou ſe, beſought her ro ſaue hus life, ypon any conditi- 
dns. Bur ſhee had no ſooner ſent her meſlenger to Trridates, but ber minde chaug- 
&d, and ſhee went ro the two young Princes, Pyrocles and Muſidorus, and falling 
downe at their feete,deſired them to tricſome way for her deliucrance;ſhewing her 
{elfe relolued, not roouer-liue 4vtiphilee , nor yer to yeelde toTiridates, 
They that knew not what ſhee had done in priuate, prepared that night accor- 
dingly : and as ſometimes ir fals out, that-what is as 2. {ecmes cunning;ſo 
did this change indeede ſtand in as good ſiecd as a witry diſlimulation. For it made 
the king as reckleſie, as them diligent ; ſo that inthe dead time of the night, the 
Princes iſſued out of the towne; with whom-ſbkce wauld needes goe, cicher todie 
her (elfe, or reſcue Antiphilius, hauing no armour, or weapon, bur affection. And I 
cannot tell you how , by what deuife (though Plangw at large delcribed it.) the 
conclulion was,the wonderfull yalaurof the two Princes fo led, that Anti- 
Phils was ſuccoured, and the kingflaine. Plangue was then the chiefe manlefr in 
the campe; & therefore ſceing no other remmedie, conucyed in ſaferie into her coun- 


ttie Ariaxia,now Queene of 4rmentia;who with true Iamentations,made knowen, 


to the world, that her new fy > no way. comfort her in reſpeot her bro- 
thers loſe, who ſhe ſtudied byall meanes poſſible torevenge vpon cuery one of the 
occaſioners,hauing(asſhe thought )ouerthrownc her brother by a moſt abhomiaa- 
ble treaſon. In ſomuch, that being at home ſhee proclaymed great rewardes to any 


priuace man,and her (elfe in marriage to any Prince,chat would deſtroy Pyrocles be 


Mnſidirzs.But thus was _{ntiphilu: redecmed,and' (though againſt the conſent of 
all her nobilitjc )iarried to Erone, in which caſe the: two Greeke Princes ( being 
alledaway by anorheraduecnture )lefe them. = 

But now mee thinkes as I havercade ſome Pocts, who when they intend to tell 
ſome harrible marter,chey bid men ſhun the hearing of it; ſo if Ldoenotdeſire you 
to ſtop yonr cares from me,yetmay I welldeſire a breathing time, before T am to tel 
the cxccrable treaſon of Avtiphilws,that brought her to this miſerie; and withall 
wiſh yowall,tharfrom all mankind indeed you ſtop your cares. O molt happy were 
wee, if wee did fer our loues one vpon anather. ( Andas ſhee ſpake that word,her 
checkes tn red letters writ more then her rongne did fſpeake. ) And therefore ſince I 
haue-camed Planzwe, I pray youliſtcr ( ſaid hee) helpeme with the reſt, for have 
held che ſtage long enough; aod if it pleaſe you ro make his fortune knowen,as I 
hauc dong Eronas, Twill after take heart againe togoc on with his falſhood; and (0 
berweene'vs both, my Lady Zetmane ſhall ynderſtand both the cauſe and 5 of 


this lamentarion. Nay,I beſhrow me then([aid-Miſo) I will noveof thar,l promiſe 


you,as long as T haue the gouernmenr, I will firſt haue my tayle,8& then my _ 
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Pamela,my Lady Zelmane,& my daughter Mopſa(for'Mopſa was then returned from 
Amphialus)may draw cuts, and the ſhotteſt cur ſpeake firlt, For I rell you, and this 


may beſuffered, when you are rnaried, you will hauefitſt and laſt word of your huſ- 
bands. The Ladies laughed to ſee with what an cager carneſtnes ſhe looked, having 
threatningnotonely in her ferret eyes ;. but while ſhee ſpake, her noſe ſeeming to 
threaten her chin, and herſhaking lims one to threaten'another. But thete was no 
remcdic, they muſt obey;and M/o(fitting on the ground with her knees vp,and her 
hands vpon her knees)tuning het yoice withmany aquauering'cough,thus diſcour. 
ſed ynto them. I tell you rrue(faid ſhe)whatſoeuer you think of me,you will one day 
beasI am;& I ſimplethough I fit here, thought once my penny as good liluer, as 
ſome of youdoe:& if my fatherhad not plaid the haſty foole(ir is nolieT tel you) 
I might haue had another-gaines husband then Damreres, Bur ler that paſſe, God a- 
mend him: 8 yet I ſpeake it not without good cauſe. You are full in your tictle tat- 
lingsof Cxpid:here 1s Cupid,and there is _— will tell you now whata good olde 
woman cold me,what an olde wiſe man told her,whata great learned Clearke told 
him,and gaue it him in writing; and here Thaucirinmy prayer booke. Ipray you 
(ſaid Philoclea)ler vs ce it & read it.No haſt but good(faid Mzſo)you thal firſt know 
how I came by ir.I was a young girle of ſeuen 8& twentie yeare old, and I could nor 
goe through the ſtreere of our village, bur I might hearetheyong men talke:O the 
teric little eies of Miſo:0 the fine thin lips of Miſs: © the goodly fat handsof Miſe: 
þelides, how well a certaine wrying I had of my neckebecameme. Then the one 
would winkewith onceye,and the other caſt dayſicsar mee: T muſt confeſſe feein 
ſo many amourous,it made me ſet yp my peacockes tayle with the higheſt. Which 
when this good old woman perceiued(6 the good wold woman, wel may the bones 
reſt of the good wold woman) ſhe cald mee to herinto her houſe, I remember full 


well it ſtood inthe lane as you goe ro the Barbers ſhop;all the rown knew her,there 


was agreat loſſe of her : ſhee called meto her,and taking firſt a ſop of wineto com- 
fort herheart(it was of the ſame wine that comes out of Candia, which wee pay ſo

My gouerneſle will bhaue vsdraw cuts, and there- 
forel pray you ler ys docſo:and ſo perhaps it will light ypon you toentertaine this 
company with ſome ſtorie of your owne ; andir is reaſon our cares ſhould be wil- 
linger to heare,as your tongue is abler to deliver. I will thinke(anſwered Zelmane) 
excellent Princeſs my tongue of ſome yalue; if it cars procure:your tonguethus 
much to fauour me. But Pamela pleaſant! po—_ haue Fortunc their judge, 
they ſer hands,8 m_ (though at the firſt for ſqueamiſhneſſe going vp and down 
with her headlike a botein a ſtorme) purtto her golden gols: among thera & blind 
Fortune{that ſaw not the colour of them)gaue her the preheminence : and ſo be- 
ingherrime to ſpeake(wiping her mouth,as there was'good caulc)ſhee thus rum- 
bled into her matter. In rune paſt ( ſaidſhee) there wasa king, the mightieſt man.in 
all his countrie,that had by his wite the faireſt daughter that dideuer cat pap. Now 
this king did kcepe a great houſe, that cucrie bodie might come and take their meat 
freely .So oneday,as his daughter was fitting in her m5 2 a harp, 
asſeeteas any Roſe; and combing herhead with acombeall of precious ſtones, 
there came in a knight into the Courr, ypon a goodly horſe,one haire of gold,and 
the other of filuer;adſo the knight caſting vp his eyes'to the window,did fall into 
ſuch louc with her, that hee grew not. worth the bread hee cate ; till many a ſorrie 
_ day going ouer his head, with daily diligence and pricflie grones, hee wan her af.

And ſo agreat while ſhekept his commandemenr;cill _— through a cruell 
wilderneſle, as darke as pitch; her mouth ſo warred, that ſhee conld not chuſc bur 
aske him thequeſtion. And then, he making the grieuouſeſt complaints that would 
haue melted a tree to haue heard them, vanithr quiteaway » and ſhe lay downe, ca- 
ſting forth aspirifall cries as any ſhrich-owle.Buthauing laien fo (wet by the caine, 
and burnt by the Sunne) fiuedayes,and fiuenights,ſhegat yp and Went ouer many 
a high hill, and many a deepe riuer;till ſhe cametoan Aunts houſe of hers,& came, 
and cricd to her for helpe:and ſhee for. pitty gaueher a Nur, & bad her never open 
her Nur,till hee was cometo theextreameſt miſeriethar cuer rongue could ſpcake 
of; 4nd ſo ſhee went, and ſhee wenr, and neuer reſted rheeuening, where ſhee went in 
the morning;till ſhe came tqaſecond Auntz and ſheegaucher anorher Nut. 

Now good Mopſa(ſaid thefiweere Philoclea)T pray theeat my requeſt keepe this 
tale,till my marriage day, and I promiſe thee that the beſt gowne I'weare that day: 
+ ſhall bethine. Mopſa was verieglad of chatbargaine; þſpccially that it ſhould grow a

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ynderſtood rouching her (clfe,8 hauing vnderſtood the danger of Erenecof which 
before ſhee had neucr heard ) purpoſing with her ſelfe (as ſoonc as this-purkyir ſhee 
now Was in , was brought to anyefte& , to ſuccourher, intrearcd againe ; thar ſhee 
might know as well the ſtory of Plangus , as of Eropa.-:., Philoclea teterred it to her 
ſiſters perfefer remembrance : who with ſo (weete a voice,and ſo _T—_—_ a grace, 
as in them(clucs were of moſt forcible eloquenceto procure attentiongin this man- 
ner to their carteſt retueſt ſoone 'condiſcended.  . oy enter | 
Thefather of this Prince Plangw as yet lucs,and is king of 1Tberia:a man(if the 
judgement of Plangus may be accepted) of no wicked nature, norwillinglydoing - 
cuill, without himſelfe miſtake rhe cuill, ſeeing. ir dilguiſed ynder ſome forme of 
goodneſk. This Prince, being maricd atthe ficſt co a Princcfilſe ( who both from her 
aunccſters,and in her ſelfewas worthy of him) by her had thisſonne Plangus. Not 
long after whoſe birth, the Quecne ( as though hee had performed the meſkage for 
which the was ſeat inco the world)retuned y_ vnro her maker. The king(ſaling 
vp all thoughts of louc vnder the image of her: memory ) remained. a widdower 
many yeares after; recompencing the griefeof that dilioyning from her, in con- 
jioyning if himſelfe both a tarhcrly and motherly care roward her onely child Plan- 
. Who bcing growne to mans age,as our owne eycs may.iudge, could not bur 
Fenlly roqulee bl farhers fatherly education.  - | 
This Prince(while yet thecertors in his naturewereexcuſcd by the greeneneſſe of 
his youth, which tooke all thefaulr ypon it ſelfe.) loued a private mans wife of the 
principall Citic of that kingdome,it' that may. bee called hich he rather did. 
rake into himſelf willingly,then by which he was taken forably.Irfufficerh, tharrhe 
yong manperſwaded him(elfe he loucd her:(he being awoman beawzitull cnough, 
if itbe poſſible, that the onely outſidecan iuſtly entitle a beautie. Burkniling ſuch a 
chaſe as onely fledto be caught, the young Prince broughthisafic@iolfwith herto 
that point, which onght co 1ngraueremorle in her hearr,& topaint ſhame wpon her 
face, Ando poſleſthe his delire withoutany interuption;heeconſtantly tauouring 
her,and fhee thinking,thatthe enameling of a/Princes name, might hide the ſpors 
of abroken wedlocke, Burt as I haueſcenc one that was ſicke of aſleepin diſeaſe, 
' could not be made wake, but with piaching of him : fo ourof' hisfinfull ſlepe lus 
minde ( ynworthy fo to bee loſt )was notto bee cald to itlelfe, bur by a ſharge acci- 
, denr.[t fell out, that his many-tunes ny of. the court(in yndue times)began ro» 
benoted ; and (as Princes cares bee manifold ) from one toanother came vnto the © 
king z who(carefull of his onely ſonne)ſoughr aud found by his ſpies ( the needlſa- 
riecuill eruants toa king) what it was,whereby hee was from-his berrer delights ſo 
diuerted, Whcreupon,the king (ro grue his fault the greater blow)vſed ſuch meanes 
by diſguiſing himſelfc,that he found them(her husband being abſcor) in her houſe 
together; which hedid,zo make them the morefeclingly aſhamed of it. - And that 
way herooke, laying threatnings vpon her,and vpon him'reproches. But the poore 
yoang Prince (decqued with that young rs if irbeeucrlawfull co lic, it 
isfor ones Louer) imployedall his wit to bring his father roa:better opinion. And 
becaule he might beadhbie from that (as he counted ic ) crooked conceit of her,he 
wreſted him,as much as hee could poſhbly;co rhe ocher fide: nor ſticking with pro- 
digall proteſtations to ſer forth her chaſtitie; not denying his owne atremipr, but 
thereby the more extolling her vertue. His Soptuſtric preuailed , his father beloe- 
ucd,and ſobelecucd,that erelong ( thoughhe wete already ſtepr into thewinerof 
his age)he found himſclie warmie in hoſe deſires, which were 1n his fornefarmore 
excuſable, To bee ſhortyhee gaue himſelfe ouer yato ir ; ichnainlorewoblbitiond 
| | c 
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the odidns iſonof a ricall) ſent awayhis ſonne with an atmie,to'the = 
fubduing of-a Prouince ily rebelled againſt him, which he knew could not be a 
teſſe worke then of three or foure yeares. Wherein he behaved him ſo worthily, as 
euen tothis countriethe fame rhercof came, long before his owne comming: while 
yerhis facher had a ſpeedier ſuccelle bur in a farre vnnobler conqueſt. For while 
Plangu was away theold man ( growing onely inage and affeftion ) followed his 
ſuitewith all meanes of vnhoneſt ſctuants, large promiſes,and cach chyung elſe that 
might helpeto counterwaile his owne ynlouclincſle. Fob 
. _  Andſhee(whoſchusband about rhat time died ) forgetting theabſent Plangac, 
or at Jeaſt not hoping of him to obtainc ſo aſpiring a ſc, left no Arte ynuſed, 
which-:mighrkeepe the line from breaking, whereat thofiſh was alreadic taken, nor 
drawioghtm vio gn x (a letting himplay himſelte ypon the hooke, which hehad 
fo greedily ſwallowed. For,accompanying her mourning garments with a dolcfull 
countenance,yct neither forgetting handſomneſle in her mourning garmentes,nor 
ſweetenefſe in herdolefull countenance; her words wereeuer ſcaſoned with lighes, 
and any fauour ſhe ſhewed, bathed in ceares, tharaffeftioa might ſee cauſe of pitic, 
& pitiemight perſwade cauſe of affeftion.And being grown skilful in his humors, 
ſhe was no lefſe skilfult in applying his humors ; ncuer ſuffering his feare to fall to a 
deſpaire,nor his hope tohalten to arr aflurance : ſhee wascontenc hee ſhould thinke 
that ſhe loned him; 8 a certaine ſtolne lookeſhould ſomctimes(as though it were a- 
gainſt her will)bewray it; Bur if thereupon he grew bold, heſtreight wasencountred 
with a maske of yertue. And that which ſeemerh moſt impoſſible ynto mee ( for as 
necre as I can repeat it as Plazgws told it)ſhe could not only ligh when ſhe would as 
all can do,& weep when ſhe would,as(they ſay)ſome can do, but(being moſt impus 
dentin her hearr) (ſhe could, when ſhe would, teach her cheekes bluſhing, and make 
| ſhamefaſtncflethe cloke of ſhameleſneſle. In ſum, toleaueout many particularitics 
which herecited,ſhedid not only yſe fo the ſpurte, that his defireranne 0n;but ſothe 
bir;thatit ran on cuen in ſucha carcete as ſhe would haue ir;that within a while the 
king,fecing with noocher cycsbur ſuch as ſhee gave him,and thinking on noother 
cthoughts,bur ſuch as the caught him;having ar firſt liberall meaſures of fauors, then 
ſhorrned of them, when molt his deſire was inflamed; heſaw no other way but ma- 
fatisfic his longing,& her mind(as hethought)louing,butchaſtly louing:ſo 
achytherime Plge recur from being ly viRorious of the Rebels , he 
hisfathcr,noc only maricd, but alrcadiea father of a ſonne and a daughter by 
this woman, Which though ?/2gw(as he had cuety way juſt cauſc)was greiued ar; 
yer did his greife neuce bring forth cither contemning of her,or repining at his fa- 
ther. 'Brirſhee ( who beſides was'growne a morher, and a ſtepmorher, did reade in 
his eyes her owne fault, & made his conſcience her guiltineſſe)thought ſtill that his 
prefencecariedhercondemnation:fo much the more,as chatſhe(vnchaſtly attem 
ting his wontcd fancies, found(for the reuerence'of his farhers bed)a bitter refulalh 
which btcediag rather ſpite then ſhame in her,or if it were aſhame, a ſhame not of 
the faulr, bur of the repulſe, ſhedid por only(as hating him)thicſt for a revenge, bur 
(as featingharmefrom him)cadeuorcd to docharme ymo him. Therefore did ſhe 
try the vitermoſtof herwicked witthow to oucrthrow him in the foiidarion of his 
itrength;which was,inithe fauour of his father :'which becauſe ſhe ſaw ſtrong borh 
in-natureand deſert, ivrequired che more cuntting how to yndermine it. And there- 
fore ( ſhunning theordinarierrade.of hiceling Sycophents ) ſhee made her praiſes of 
him,to beaccufations; and her aduancing him;to be his tuine. For firſt with words 
(accrer admiration'then liking)ſhee would cxtoll his excellencics, the _—_— 
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of his ſhape,the power of his wit, the valiantneſle of hiscourage, the fortunateneſſe 


of hus ſucceſles: fo as the father might finde in her a ſingular loue rowards him : nay- 


ſhe ſhunned not to kindle ſome tew ſparks of icalouſiein him. Thus hamng gottea 
an opinion in his father, thar ſhee was farre from meaning miſchicfe tothe lonne, 
rhen fell ſhe to praiſe him with nolefle yehemeEcie of affeQtion, but with pauch more 
cunning of malice. For then ſhe ſers forth the libertie of his minde,chehigh flying 
of his thoughts,thefirneſſe in him to beare rule;the lingular loue ctheſubictts bare 
himzthar 1t was doubtfull,wherherhis wit weregreater in winning their fauours,or 
his courage in imploying their fauours:that he was nor borne to liue a ſubiet-life, 
each action of his bearing in ir Maieſtie;ſuch a kingly entertainment,ſuch a kingly 
magnificence,ſuch a kingly heart for euterpriſes : eſpecially remembring thoſe ver- 
rues,which in a ſucceſſor are nomore honoured by the ſubietts, then ſuſpetted of 
the Princes.Then would ſhee by putting of obieAtions, bring in obiections to her 
| husbands head already infefted with ſuſpition. Nay(would ſhe ſay)] dare rake itvp- 

on my death,that he is noſuch ſonne, as many like might haue beene, who loued 
grcatneſle ſo well,as to builde their greatneſſe ypon their fathers ruine, Indeed Am- 
bition hike Loue, can abide no [1ngring,andeuer vrgerh on his owneſuccelles ; ha- 
ting nothing, but what may ſtop them. Buc the Gods forbid, wee ſhould cuer once 
dreame of any ſuchthing in him,who perhaps might be content, tha you and the 
world ſhould know,what he can do: but the more power he hath to hurt,the more 
admirable is his praiſe,that hee will not hurr. Then euer remembring to ſtrengthen 
the ſuſpirion of bis eſtate with priuate 1ealoullie of her loue,doing him excefſiucho- 
nor when he was in preſence,and repeating his prertie ſpecches andgraces in his ab- 
ſence; beſides,cauſing him to be imployd 1n all ſuch dangerous marters,as eitherhe 


ſhould periſh in them, or if he preuailed, they ſhould increaſe hisglory : which thee | 


made a weapon to wound him; varill ſhee found rhat ſuſpition began alreadieto 
ſpcake for it ſelfe,and that her husbands eares were growne hungrie of rumors,and 
his eyes pry1ng into euerie accident. 


Then rookeſhe help to her of a ſeruant neere abour her husband, whom ſhe knew - 


ro bee of a haſtic ambirion, and ſuch a one, who wanting true ſufficiencie to raiſe 
him,would makea ladder of any miſchiefe. H1mſhee vierth to deale more plainely. 
inalleadging cauſes of 1caloulie, making him know the fitteſt times when her hul. 
band alreadiewas ſtirred that way. Ando they twwo,with diuerle wayes , nouriſhed 


one humour, like Muſitians,that ſinging diuerſe parts, make one mulicke. He ſome- 


time with fearefull countenance would deſire the king to looketo himlelte; for that 
all the Courtand Citric were full of whiſperinges, and expeQanion of ſomeſudden 
change,vpon what ground himſelfe knew not Anotherrime he would counſell the 
king to make much of his ſonne,and hold his fauour,tor that it was too late nowto 
keepehim vnder. Now ſeeming to fearc himſelfe, becauſe ( heeſaid) Plangus loued 
none of them that were great about his father. Laſtly, breaking with him directly 
(making a forrowfull countenance,and an humble geſture beare falſe witnelle for 
histrue meaning)that hee found, not onely ſouldiery, but people weary of his go- 
uernement,and all their affetion bent ypon Plangwe.Both he andthe Queene con- 
curring in ſtrangedreames,and each thing elſe,thatin a minde (alreadie perplexcd) 
might breedeaſtoniſhment : ſo that within a while,all P/a»2u5 ations began to bee 
tranſlated into the language of ſuſpition. 


Which though ?langws found, yer could he not auoid,cuen contraries being dri- 4 


ven todraw one yoke of argument : if he were magnificent, he ſpent much with an 
Aſpiring intent ; 1f he ſpared, hee heaped much with analpiringMtent : if he ſpake 
| O . curteoufly 
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curteouſlyhceangled the peoples hearts : if hee were ſilent, hee muſed ypon ſome 
dangerous plot. In ſumme,if he could haue turned himſeltc to as many formes as 
Protexs, eucric formeſhould haue bin made hidious. 

Bur ſo it fell our,that a mecre trifle gaue them occaſion of further proceeding: 
The king oge morning,going to avineyard that lay a long the hill whereupon his 
caſtle ſtood, he ſaw a vine-labourer,thar finding a bough broken;tooke a branch of 
the ſame bough for want of another thjng,and tiedit about theplace broken. The 
King askiog the fellow whar he did, Marry( ſaid he)I make the ſon bind the father. 
This word (finding the kiog already ſuperſtitious through ſuſpition)amazed hum 
ſtreighr, asa prelage of his owne fortune: ſo that, returning and breaking with his 
wife how much hee miſdoubred hiseſtare,ſhee made ſuch gaine-ſaying anſwers as 
whilethey ſtrauc, ſtrauc to bee ouercome. But cuenwhule the doubtes moſt boyled, 
ſhee thus nouriſhed them. 

Shee ynder-hand dealt with theprincipallmen of that countrey,that at the great 
Parliament ( which was then to becheld ) chey ſhould in the name of all theeſtates 

perſwadethe king (being now ſtept deepely into olde age)ro make Plangus,his afſo- 
_ ciateip-gouernment with him aſſuring them, chat not onely ſhe woulTionne with 
them, but that the father himſelfe would take it kindely ; charging them nor to ac- 
quaint Plargs withall;for that perhaps it might be harmctifll ynro him,if che king 
ſhould findthat he were a party. They(who thought they mightdo ir,not only wil- 
lipgly,becaule they loucd him; and truely, becauſcſuch indeed was the minde of the 
people; but ſafely, becauſe ſhee who ruled the king was agreed thereto ) accompli- 
ſhed her counſell : ſhee indeede keeping promiſe of vehement perſwading the ſame: 
which the moreſhee and they did, the more ſhee knew her husband would feare,and 
hare the cauſe of his feare. P/angus found this, and humbly proteſted againſt ſuch 
defireor will to accept. But the morc he proteſted, the more his father thought hee 
_ difſembled,accounting his integritic robe but a cunning face of falſhood: & there- 
fore delaying the deſire of his ſubieRs,attcaded ſome fit occaſion to lay hands ypon 
his ſonne : which his wife brought thus to paſle. 

She cauſed the ſame miniſter of hers togocynto Plangs,8 (enabling his words 
with great ſhew of faich, and endearing them with deſire of ſecrecie ) ro tell hum, 
that he found his ruine conſpired by his ſtepmorher,wich certaine of thenoblemen 
of that coyntrey, the king himſelte ques 4 conſent, and that few dayes ſhould 
paſle before the putting ir in praftiſe : withall diſcoucring the very truethindeede, 
with what cunning his ſtepmother had proceeded. This agreeing with Plangw his 
owne opinion, made him giuohim theberter credit: yernot ſo farre,as toflic out of 
his countrie(according to the naughtic fellowes perlwaſion) bur to attend , and to 
ſce further, VWhereupon the fellow (by the direfion of his miſtreſle)rold him one 
day,thatthe ſame night about one of the clocke,the king had appointed to hauc his 
a thoſe noble men together,to deliberateof their manner of procceding a- 
= Plangus: and therefore offered him, that if himſelfewould agree, hee would 

ing him intoa place where hee ſhould heareall that an, and fo have the more 
rcaſon both to himſelfe,and to the world, to ſecke his ſafety: The poore Plangws(be- 
ing ſubie@rto that onely diſaduantage of honeſt hearts,credulity )was perſwaded by 
him : & arming himſclte(becauſe of his late going)was cloſely conueyed into the 
place appointed. Inthe meane time, his ſtepmother, making all her geſtures cun- 


#- aingly counterfaita miſcrable affli&ion,ſheelay almoſt groucling on the flooreof 


her chamber, nor ſuffering any body to comfort her,yarill they calling for herhul- 
band,and hee held off wich long inquiric, at length, ſhe rold him(cucn almoſt cry-

ing out cucric word) that ſhee was wearie of her life,fince ſhee was brought to that 
lunge,cither toconceale her husbands murther,or acculc her ſonne, who had cuer 
ne moredeare, then a ſonne ynto her. Then with many interruptions and ex- 
clamations ſhee told him,chat herſonne Plangws ( ſolliciting her in - olde affefti- 
' on betweenethem ) had beſought her to put ro her helping hand tothe death of 
the King ; aſſuring her, that though all the lawes in the world were againſt ir, hee 
would marrieher when hee were King. , 

She had norfully aid thus much, with many pitifull digreſfions,when in comes 
the lame fellow,that brought Plangws : and runninghimlſelfe our of breath, fell ac 
the kings feete, beſeeching him to ſaue himſelte , for that there was a man with a 
ſword drawnc inthe next roome.The king aftrighred,went our,& called his guard, 
who catring the place, found indecd Plangwe with his ſword in his hand, bur nor 
naked, yet ſtanding ſuſpiciouſly inough, to one already ſuſpicious. The king 
(chinking hee had pur vp his ſword becauſc of the noiſe) neuer rooke leaſure ro 
hearc his anſwere, -_ made him priſoner , meaning the next morning to put him 
co death in the marker place. - | 

Burt the day had no ſooner opened the eyes andeares of his friends,8 followers, 
bur that there was a little army of them,who came,and by force deliuered him;al- 
though numbers on the other fide abuſed with the fine framing of their report) 
tooke armes for the king.But Plangws,though he mnighs hauevſcd the force of his 
friends,to reucnge his wrong,and get the crown; yet the naturall loue of his father, 
and hate to make their ſuſpicion ſeeme iuſt,cauſed him rather to chooſe avolunta- 
ric exile, then to makehis tathers death thepurchaſe of his life : and therefore went 
heto Tiridates,whole mother was his fathers (iſter,lwuing in his Court cleuen or 
tweluc yeares,cuer hoping by his interceſſion,and his owne deſert, to recouer his 
fathers grace. Atthe endof which time, the warre of Erova happened, which my 
liſter, with the cauſerherof, diſcourſed ynro you. | 

Bur his father had fo deeply cngraued the ſuſpition in his heart, thathe though 
his flight rather ro proceed of a fearcfull guilrineſſe,then of an humble fauhfullnes; 
and therefore continued his hate, with ſuch ychemencic,that he did cucn hate his 
Nephew T #ridates, and afterwards hisnecce Ariaxia, becauſe in his Court here- 
cciued countenance , leauing no meancs ynattempted of deſtroying hisſonne , 
among other emploing that wicked ſeruant of his, who ynderrooke ro empoiſon 
him. But his cunnin | Alouiſed himnor ſo well, but that the watchfull ſeruanrs of 
Plangwsdid diſcoucr hum. Whereupon the wretch was taken, and ( before his well 
deſerued execution ) by torture forced to confefle the particularitics of this, which 
in generall I haue told you. 

Which cofcffion authenticaly ſer down (though Tridates with folemne embaſ- 
{age ſent to the king ) wrought no effect. Forthe king hauing put the reines of the 
goucrnment into his wiues hand, neuer did ſo much as reade it; bur ſent it ſtreighr 
by her ro be conſidered. So as they rather heaped more hatred ypon Plangws,for the 
death of theirſeruant. And now anding, par is abſence, 8 their reports had much 
diminiſhed the waucring peoples aff towardes Plangs, with aduancing fir 

ſons for faftion,and graunting greatimmunities to the coltitnons, they preuai- 

ſo farre,as to cauſe the ſonneof cheſecond wife , called Palladins,co bee proclai- 

med ſucceſſour, & Plangws quite exduded : ſo thar Plangus widriuen ro continue 

his ſeruing Tiridates,as he did inthe warre againſt Erova,8 brought home Artaxia, 

as my ſiſter told you;when Erona by the treaſon of AntiphiliiegBur at that word ſhee 

Nopped, For Baſilims ( not able longer to abide their aþlence ) came ſuddenly 
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among them;8 with ſmmilitg countenarice ( telling Zehmane he wasaffraid ſhe had 


ſtolen away his daughters) innired ther to follow the Sunnes counſell in going 
then to theit lodging;for indeedethe Sunne was ready'to ſer. They yeelded, Zelmane 
meaning ſome other rime to ynderſtand the ſtory of Antiphilns treaſon, & Fronas 
daunger, whole cauſc ſhee greatly rendred. Bur Mzſo had no ſootier eſpied Baſiline, 
bur as ſpirefulty;,as her rotten voice could yrtter it, ſhee ſer forth the ſaucinefſe of 
Amphiatus.But Baſilizs only attended what Zelmanes opinion was: who though ſhe 
hared Amphialusyerthe nobility of her coutage preuailed ouer it, 8 ſhe deſired hee 
might be pardonedthat youthfull error; —————_— repuration hee had, to bee 
one of the beſt knights in the world ; ſo as heeteafter hee gouerned himſelfe,as one 
remembring-his faulc. Baſilis giuing the infinice rearmes of prayſes tro Ze/manes 
borh valour in conquering, xa pirifulneſſe in pardoning, commaunded no more 
wordesto bee madeot ir,fince ſuch he thought was her pleaſure. 
© Sobrought hethem vp to viſite his wife, where berweene herand him, the poore 
Zelmane recciucd a tedious cntertainenient ; opprefied with being loued, almoſt ag 
much,as with louing. Baſilizs not ſo wiſe in couering his paſſion, could make his 
eongue gocalmoſt no other paſe, but rorunne into thoſe immoderate praiſes, which 
hefoolith Louer thinkes ſhort of his Miſtreſſechough they reach farrebeyond the 
heauens. Bur Gyzecia (whom womanly modeſtic did more outwardly bridle ) yet 
did oftentimes yſe the aduantage of her ſexe in kiſſing Zelmane as ſhe ſate ypon her 
bed-fide by her ; which was bur ſtill more and moreſiweere incenſe , to caſt ypon 
thefice wherein her hearrwas ſacrificed : Once Zelmane could not ſtirre, bur thar, 
{as if they had beene poppets, whole motion ſtood only vpon her pleaſure) Baſilins 
with feruiccable ſteppes,Gynecia with greedie eyes would tollow her. Baſilius minde 
Gynecia wall knew,8& could hauefound in herhcatrtolaugh ar,if mirth could haue 
born any proportion wich her forrune. Bur all Gyzecias ations were interpreted by 
Baſilins ,as proceeding from iealouſie of his amourouſneſle. Ze/mane betwixr both 
(like the poore childe, whoſe farher while he beares him,will make him belecue it is 
forloue ; or like theſicke man, to whom the Phiſition ſweares, the ill-raſting wal- 
lowiſh medicinehe proters, is of agoodtaſt) theirloue washartefull, their curteſie 
rroubleſome, their preſence cauſe of her abſence thence,where nor onely her light, 
bur-her lite confiſted. Alas (thought ſhe to her felſe)deare Dorws,what oddes ni 
betweenethy deſtinic & mine*For thou haſt to docin thy purſuirebur with ſhep- 
herdrſh folkes,who trouble rhee with a little etuious care, & affefed diligence;But 
I ( beſides that I hauc now Mo the worſt of thy diuels,let looſe ypon me ) am wai- 
cd on by Princes, and watched by the two waketull eyes of Loue and lealoulie. 
Alas incomparable Phi/oclea,thou cuer ſeeſt me,but doſt neuer ſee me as Iam:thou 
heareſt willingly.all that I dare ſay,and I dare nor ſay that which were moſt fir for 
thee ro heare. Alas whoeucrbut I was impriſoned in libertic, and baniſhed being 
ſillpreſear ? To whom bur me haue louersbeene iaylours, and honor a captiuitic? 
But che night coming on with her ſilent ſteps ypon them, they partedeach from 
other ( if at leaſt the could be parted, of hom eucry onedid liue in another:) and 
went about toflatterfleep with their be! t diſdained to beſtoyy it ſelfe liberally 
which by their will would etigrbe looking: & in leaſt meaſure ypon 
h(@##3-/i/5us aftcr long roffififx was gotten aſleepe,and the cheerful 
onemoucd from her)knefhipg vp in herbed, began with a ſoft 
W xenue checurſes of her birth, 8 then ina manerembracing 
of mine(faid ſhe)which neuer hererofore couldſt accuſe me 


oy canſt chou now receiucthisdifaſtred changelingthappy, 
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happy,be they only which be not: & thy blefſednes only'iin this reſpe& thou maicſt 
e,that thou haſt no feeling. Wirh thar ſhee furiouſly rare off great parr of her 
fairchaire : Take here forgorten yertue(faid ſhe) this miſcrablefacrifice;while my 
foule was clothed with modeſtie,that was a comely ornament : now why ſhould 
naturecrowne that head, which is ſo wicked, as her onely delite is, ſhee cannor bee 
enough wicked?More ſhe would haue faid, but that Baſi/ins(awaked with the noiſe) 
rooke her in his armes, and began to comfort her; the good-manthinking,it was 
all for a jealous lone of him : which humour if ſhee would alittle hHaue mantay+ 
ned, perchance it might haue weakned his new conceiued fancies. But he finding 
her anſwers wandring from the purpoſe, left herto her ſelfe(glad the next morning 
to take theaduantageof aſleep, which a little before day oucrwatched with forrow, 
her tcares had as it were ſcaled vpin her eyes) to have the more conference with 
Zelmane : who baited on this faſhion by rheſe two louers, and cuecr kept from any 
meane to declare herſelfe, foundin her ſelfe adaily increaſe of her violenr deſires; 
like ariver the more ſelling, the more his current is ſtopped. | 
The chicte recreation ſhe could finde in her anguiſh, was ſometimeto viſit that 
lace, where firſt ſhe was ſo happy as to ſee the cauſe of her ynhap. There would ſhe 
iſſe the ground,8 thanke thertrees, blefſe the ayre, & doe dutifull reuerence tocue- 
xy thing that ſhee thought did accompany her ar their firſt meeting : then returne 
againe to her inward thoughts ; ſomerime diſpaire darkning all her imaginations, 
ſomerimes the aQiue paſſion of louecheering and cletring Ris invention, how to 
ynbarre that comberſome hindrance of her two ill matched louers. But this mor- 
ning Bafilivs himſelfe gaue her good occaſion to goe beyond chem. For hauing 
combd and trickt himſelfe more curiouſly, then afy time forty winters before, 
comming wherc Zelmane was, hee found her giueh 'ouerto her mulicall Mules; to 
the great pleaſure of the good olde Baſilixs , who retired himſelfe behinde a Tree, 
whilc ſhee with a moſt Fiycere yoice did vreer thelepaſſionate verſes, —

Bafilizs made no = haſt from beyond the trees, till hee perceiued ſhe had fully 
ended her muſicke. But then loth ro looſe the precious fruiteof time,heepreſented 
himſelfe ynto her, falling downe vpon both his knees : & holding vp his awd 
the old gouerneſſe of Danae is painted, when ſhee ſuddenly ſaw the golden thowre, 
O heaucnly woman, or carthly Goddefſe(ſaid hee)let not my preſence bee odious 
rato you,nor my humbleſuir ſceme of ſmall weight in your cares. Youchſafeyour 
| | agg Foo 
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eyes ro deſcend ypon this miſcrable old man, whole life hath hitherto bin mantay. 
ned but to ſerugasan increaſe. of your beautifull criumphs, You onely haue ouer« 
throwne me, & 1a my bondageconſiſts my gloric.Suffer not your own worke to be 
deſpiſed of you,butlooke ypon him with pury, whoſe life {erucs for your prayſc. 
Sh ping a countenance alcanſes ſhe ynderſtood him not) told him, It be» 
came her cuillco ſuffer fuch excefliuereuercnceaf him, but that ir worſe became her 
zo corre him, to whom ſhe owed duty ; that the opinion ſhe had off hiswifedome 
was ſuch,as made hercſtecme greatly of his words; but that the words themiclues 
* ſaunded(o,as ſhe could not.imagine what they might intend. Inrend ? laid Ss 
(proud that thax was broughr in queſtion) what may they intend, bur a refreſbing 
3 hs foule,&a waging of my hear, & caipying thole your excellencics, wherein 
myllifeis vpheld,& my death chreatned? Zelmane lifting vp her face,as if ſhehadxe- 
_ ceined amorrall iniury of him; And is this the deuotipn your ceremonies havebin 
beat vnto? laid ſhe: Is it thedifdaincof my cltare,or the opinion of my lighindle, 
that haue emboldned ſuch baſe fancies rowards mee? Enioying quoth you? now 
liethe ioy cometo them that yeold to ſuch cmoying.Pogre Baſilzus was lo appalled, 
tharhis leggs bowed vader him;his cies looktas though he would gladly hide higr- 
ſelfe;8 his old bloud going to his harr,a generall ſhaking all oucrhis body poſielied 
him. Aclength with a wan mouth, hee was about to give a ſtammeringanſwere, 
whea it came ineo Zelmanes head by this dewlc to make. her proftic of his folly; and 
therefore with a relented countenance, thus aid vnto him : Your wordes ( mightie 
Prince ) were vafic cither for meto heare,or yauto ſpaake : but yerthelarge teſti», 
monic I ſce of your afletion makes me willing to ſuppreſle a great number of er . 
rers. Only thus much Ichinkegood to ſay ghar theſame wordes in my Lady Philo- 
dexs mouth,as from onewomay to another ( ſoas;there were no other body by ) 
might haue had a better grace ;and,perchance haue found a gentler reccipt. ,. . 
Baſilius (whele ſenſes by dale were hold open, and conceipt was by louc quigk- 
ned ) heard ſcarcely halfe her anſwere our, bur thar ( asif ſpeedy flight might ſaue 
his life) hee turned away , and ranue with all the ſ{peede his bodie d ſuffer 
him towards his daughter Phi/oclea : whom hee found. at that time dutifully wat- 
ching by her mother, and Mſocuriouſly watching her ; hauing lekx apa to doe 
the like ſcruice to Pamela. Baſilins forthwith calling Philoclea altde(withall the con- 
iuring words which Deſire could :cadite and Authorivie viter ) belqught her ſhee 
would preſcrue his life in whom her life was begun; ſhe would ſauchis gray haires 
from rebuke, and his aged minde from deſpaire;that it ſhee were nat cloyed with 
his companie,and that ſhee thought nor the carth oucr-burthened wich him , ſee 
would coole his fieric griefe, which was to bedane but by her breath. Thar in fine, 
whatſocuer hee was,he was nothing bur what it pleaſed Zelmanre, all thepowers of 
his ſpirit depending of her : that if the continued cruell, he could no more ſuſtaine 
his life, then the carth remainefruirfull in the Sunnes continuall abſegce. He con- 
cluded,ſhee ſhould in onepay mea require all his deſerts - aud that ſhee needed nor 
diſdaineany ſeruice (though neuer ſo meane ) which was warrantedby the lacred 
name of a father. Ph;loclea more glad then cuer ſhee had knowen her ſelfe,thar ſhee 
might by this occaſion,cojoy the private conference of Zelyane, yethad lo ſwerte 
afccling of yertue in her minde, that ſhee would not ſuffera vile colour to beecaſt 
oucr her faire thoughts, bur with bumblegra ered herfather:That there nee- 
ded neither promiſe nor perſwaſion to her, to make herdoc hee vtrermoſt for her 
fathers ſeruice: that for Zelmaxes fauour, ſhee would in all vereuaus fore ſeeke 
it towards hin : and chat as hee would nax- pierce fumher into his meaning, then 


himſelfc 
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himſelfe ſhould declare, ſo would ſhec interpret all hisdoings to bee accompliſhed 
in goodnefle : & therefore delired ( if orherwile it were) that he would noc un 
ittoher,who then ſhould be forced ro begiu( by true abedicnce) a ſhew of diſobe- 
diencce: rather performing his gencrall commaundemeut, which had cucrbeene,ro 
embrace yertue, then any newparticular,ſprong our of paſſion, 8 contraric to the 
former. Baſilius content to take thar, ſinccheecould haue no more ( thinking ic a 
great point,if by hermeanes, he could ger but a more iree accefſe ynro Zelmane) al: 
Crnthes reaſ0ns;and tooke her proffer thanketully,deſwing only a ſpeedy returne 
ob comfort, P biloclea was parting,& Meſaſtreight behind her, like H/edo following = 
Praferpina,Burt Beſiltm forced het to ſtay,though with much adoc,ſhe bing lbarpe- 
ſet vpon thefulbilling of a ſhrewd office, inquer-looking Philoclea: and faid to 
lis,that ſhe did as ſhewas commaunded, and could not anfwere it (o.Gymecia,it 
wetc any whit from Phloclea : telling hing'true, thathe did cuill ro take her charge 
fram ber. But Bafilizs ( (wearing he would put out har eycs.if ſhes flurd afoote tg 
rrouble his dauglicer ) gauc her aſtop for that while. ei aoonel cc wh 
So away depaned Philoclea,with a new field of fancies for her trayailing minde: 
For well ſhe Gaw her father was growne her aducale partie, and yet her fortune ſuch, 
25 ſhee muſt fauour her Riuall; and che fortune of that fortune ſuch, ag neither thag 
did hurt -her,norany contrary meanc helpe her.  .. | engl, ad 
Bur ſhe walkt bur aluecle an,befare ſhefaw Zeimere lying vpon a banke,with her 
face o:bent ouer Ladan , that ( her tcares: falling —_ water ) once mighthaue 
thoughr, that ſhe began melringly to bee orphoſed to the ynder-running ris 
ner. Butby and by, with ſpecch ſhee made knowe, as well that thee liued agthag 
the forrowed.Faire ſtreame (aid ſhe )-that doc vouchſate inyour gkarcnefle tore; 
preſent vmo mec,my blubbered ace, ler the tributc-offer of my teares vato you, 
procure your ſtay a while wich-mce, that-I may beginne yetar Jaſt cofinde ſome 
thing chatpitics mee : and that all things of comfort & pleaſuredoenot flicaway 
from me.

' interrupting her) gaue her ſcife to bee ſeene ynto her,with ſuch alighting beautie 
ypon Zelmene that neither ſhe could looke on, nor would looke off. Ar laſt Philo- 
cles (having #lictle muſed how tocut the threede even, berweene her owne hope. 
leſle affetion, and her fathers vnbridled hope ) with eycs,checkes,and lips { where- = 
of cach ang their part, tormake vpthe harmonic of baſhfulneſſe ) began to ſay, 
My father to whomT owe my -ſelfc,& therefore;when, Zelmane (making a woma- 
niſh habitetobethe Armour of her boldneſle, giuing vp her life to the lips of Phe- 
loclea, and taking it againe by the ſweeteneſle of thoſe kiſſes ) humbly beſoughe 
her tokeepe herſpecchfor a while within the Paradife of her minde. For well thee 
knew her fathers errand, who ſhould ſoone recciue a ſufficient anfwere. Bur now 
ſhee demaunded leaue not to looſe this long ſought-for commoditieof time, to 
eaſe her heart thus farre,thavifin her agonies her deſtinic was to be condemned by - 
Philocleas month,art leaſt Philoclea aetneians ſhee had condemned. Phils.

Pyrocles calily perceiued ſhee 
was content with kindacfie,to pur off occaſion of further kindnelſe ; wherein Lone 
ſhewed himſefe a cowardly buy, that durſt nor attempt for feare of offending, Bur 
rather Loue proued himſelfe valiant, thar durſt with the ſword of reucrent dutie 
gainc-ſtand the force of ſo many enraged deſires, Bur ſo it was, that though hee 
knew thisdiſcourſe was to entertaine him from a moreſtraightparley,yer he durſt 
not but kiſſe hisrod,& gladly make much of that emertainement whichſhe allotted 
rnto him:& therefore witha deſirous Ggh chaſtening his breaſt for coo much deli- 
ring ; SweetePrinceſle of- my life, ſaid hee, what Trophees, what Triumph, whar 
Monumentes;what Hiſtoties might cuer make my fame yeeld ſo ſweer a Mulick to 
my cares,as that it pleaſethyou to lend your mindeto the knowledg of any thing 
touching Pyrocles,ondly, therefore of yalue, becauſe he is your Pyrocles ? And there- 
fore grow [ now ſoprond;as torhinken worth the hearing, ſh youyouchſafc to 
giue irthe hearing, Lherefore ( onely height of my hope) youchſafero know, that 
after thedeath of T iridates,and ſerthng Erons inher goucrnemenr;for ſcerled weleft 
her;howſocuer ſince ( as I-percc1ued by your ſpecch the laſt day) the vngratcfull 
zeaſon of herull-choſen husband onctger her;athing intruth never til this _ 
| Lg y 
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by mecither heard,or ſuſpeted:for whocould thinke, without having ſuch amind 
as Antiphilus, that ſo great a beauticas Erones ( indeede excellent) could nor haue 
hold his affe&ion ? ſo great goodnelſe could not hauc bouud gratefulneſle2 and: 
ſo high aduaunccment could nothaue ſatisfied his ambition ? But therefore true 
itis, that wickedneſſe may well bee compared to a bortomleſle pit, ioro which iris 
farre eaſier to keepe ones ſelfe from falling, then being tallen,togiue ones ſelfe any 
Ray from falling infinitely. Butfor my couſin and mee,ypon this cauſe wee partgg 
from Erona: | 0 
Euardes (the brave and mightiePrince,whom it was my fortune to kill in the 
combar for Erona) had three Nephewes , ſonnes to aliſter of his, all three ſer a- 
mong the formoſt rankes of Famefor great mindes to attempt, and great force to 
performe what they did attempt, elpccially the eldeſt , by name A1naxims, ro 
whom all men would willingly haueycelded the height of prayſe,but that his na- 
. ture was ſuch,as to beſtow it ypon himſclfe, beforeany could giuc ir. For of ſo vn- 
ſupportable apride hee was, that where his deedes might well ſtirre cauic, his de- 
meanour did rathcrbreededifdaine. And if it be truc rhat the giants euer madewarte 
againſt heaucn, he had becne a fir caſigne-bearer for that company.For.nothing ſee- 
mcd hard to Kin impoſſible, and nothing vaiuſt,whilc his liking was his 
juſtice. Now he in theſe wars had flatly refuſed hisayd;becauſe hecould not brook, 
that the worthie Prince Plangus was by his coulin Tiridates. preferred before him, 
For allowing no other weights, but the ſword and ſpeare in iudging of deſert, how 
much hee eſteemed himſelte before P/argws in that, fo much would hee have had 
his allowance in hs (eruice. - 
But now that he ynderſtood that his yncle was ſlaineby me,I think rather ſcorne 
that any ſhould kill his yncle, then any kindeneſſe;(an yn-yſed gueſt to anarrogant 
ſoule) made him ſecke his reuenge ; I mult confeſle inmanner gallant enough. For 
he ſent a challenge ynto meto meet himar a place appointed, inthecontines of the 
kingdomeof Lycia, where he would proue ypon me,thatT had by ſomerreacherie o- 
uercomehis yacle, whomelſemany Cs ſuch as I, could not haue withſtogd, 
Youth and ſucceſſe made me willing enough to accepr any ſuch bargaine,cſpecial- 
ly,becauſeI had heard char your coulin Amphialus (who for ſome yeres hath borne 
vninerſally the name of the beſt knight in che world)had diuers times fought with 
him,and neuer beene able to maiſter him ; but ſo had left him, that cucrie man 
thought Anaxims in that one vertue of currelie farre ſhore of him, in all other his 
| — ſtilldeeming himſclfe for his ſuperiour. Therefore to him I would 
goc,and I would needs goc alone, becauſe ſo I vnderſtoodetorcertaine ;he was;and 
(I muſt confeſle)defirous todoe ſomething without the company of the incompa- 
rablePrince Muſidors,becauſe in my heart I acknowledgethat I owed moreto is 
preſence,then to any thing 1a my {elfe, whatſocuer before 1 had done. Forof him 
indced(as of any worldly cauſe)I muſt grant,as receiued, what cuer there is,or may 
be good in me. Hc taught mee by word, and beſt by example,giuing,mce in himſo 
liucly an image of yertue,as ignorance could not caſt ſuch miſt over mine eyes, as 
not to ſce,and to loue it;and all with ſuch dearefriendſhipand care , as (0 heauen) 
how can my lifecucr requiteynto him?which made meindced find in my ſeltc ſuch 
a kind of depending ypon him,as without him I found a wcakneſle,and a miſtruſt 
fulneſſe of my ſelfe,as one ſtrayed from his beſt ſtrength, when atany time I mt 
him. Which humour percciuing to ouer-rule me,I ſtrauc againſt ity nor that I was 
vowilling to depend ypon him in iudgement,but by weaknelle I would not;which 
though itheld mc ro him, made meynworthy of him. Therefore I deſired his nes,

andobrained it;ſuch confiderice hee had in me, preferring my reputation before his 
owne tenderneſſe;and ſo priuately went from him, hedetermining(as after 1 knew) 
in ſecrer manner, not to bee farre from the place, where wee appointed to meete,ro 
preuent any foule play that might bee offered ynto mece.

| As I paſt througha Laund(ecach {1de whereof was ſo bordered both with high 
timber trees, and copſes of farre more humble growth, thar ir might eaſily bring a 
ſolitary minde to looke for no other companions then the wild burgelſles of the for. 
reſt } 1 heard certaine cryes, which comming by pawles to mine cares from within 
the wood of theright hand , made mee well aſlured by the greatnelle of the crie, 
itwasthe yoicc of a man, though ir were a verie vamanlike voice, ſo to crie.But 
making mine cares my guide; I lett not many trees behinde mee, before I ſawtat 
the bottome of one of them a gentleman, bound with many garters hand & foor, 
ſo as well hee might rumble and toſle, but neuther runne nor reſiſt hee could, Vpon 
him (like ſo many Eagles vpon an Oxe) were nine Gentlewomen ytruely ſuch, as 
one might well enough fay, they were handſome, Each of them held bodkins in 
their hands, wherewith continually they pricked him, having beene before hand

I was moued to compaſſion, and ſo much the more that he ſtraight cald tro mee

- But before my ſelte could reſolue, mucli lefleany other tell what I would reſolve,

patient paticnt:& was now abour to put our his eyes,which all this while were ſpa- 
red becauſe they ſhould doe him thediſcomfort of ſeeing who prevailed ouer him. 
When T came in,and after much a doe, brought her to ſome confeence,(for ſome- 
time it was beforeſhee would hearken, more before ſhee world ſpeake ; & moſt, be- 
fore ſhee would in herſpeech leaue off the ſharpe remembrance of her bodkin)but 
atlength whenTI puld off my head-peece, and humbly intreated her pardon ,'or 
knowledge why ſhee was crue!l,out of breath morewirh choler (which increaſed if 
his owneexcerciſe)then with the paine ſhe tooke, mucho this purpoſe ſhe gaue her 
2 na vnto my knowledge. Gentleman (laid ſhee) much ir is againit my will tofor- » 
re any time the executing of my iuſt renenge vpon this naughty creature,a man 
in nothing,bur in decetuing women. But becaulc I ſee you are young , and _

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enough to hauethe power (if you would havic the mind) to. doe much more miſ- 
chicfethen he,I am'contentypon this bad ſubiet ro readea leQureto youryerrue. 
This man called Pamphilus,inbirth I muſt confeſſe is noble ( burwharis tharto 
him,if it ſhall be a ſtaineto hisdead aunceſtorsto haueleftfuchan off-ſpring? ) in 
ſhape as you ſce, notyncomely (indeed the fir maske of hisdiſguiſed falſhood)) ir 
conuerſation wittily pleaſant, and pleaſantly gameſome ; hiseycs full of mery ſim. 
plicitic , his wordes'vf hearty companableneſſe; and ſuch a one whoſchead one 
would nortthinkeſo ſtayed,as to think miſchieuouſly : delighted in all ſuch things; 
which by imparting the delight to others, makes the vſer thereof welcome; as,Mu- 
ſike, Dauncing, Hunting, Feaſting, Riding,and ſuch like. Andto conctude,ſuch a 
one,as whocan keepe himat armes end,needneverwiſh a better companion. Bur 
ynder theſe qualities lies ſuch a poyſonous Adder, as I will tell you. For by thoſe 
gifts of Nature and Fortune (being in all places acceptable) he creepes,nay (ro ſay 
cruly) he flics ſo into thefauour of poore Tp women,tnhat I would betoo much a- 
ſhamed to confeſle,if T had not reuenge in my hand, as well as ſhame in my cheeks. 
For his hart being wholly delighted in deceiuingys,wecould neucr be warned, bur 
rather one bird caughr,ſerned tor a ſtale to bring in more. -Forthe morchegar,the 
more ſtill he ſhewed,that he (as it were) gaue away to his new miſtreſſe, when hee 
betrayed his promiſes tothe former. The cunning of his flatterie,the readinefſe of 
his reares, the infiniteneſſe of his vowes,were but' among the weakeſt threeds of his 
ner. Burthe ſtirring our.ownepaſsions, and byrhe cntranceof them,ro make him- 
ſclfe Lord ofour r Jovy there lay his Maiſters part of cunning, makings now 
- tcalous, now cnuious; now proude of what we had, delirous of more, now giuin 
onethe triumph, to ſee him that was Prince of 'many, Subic& to her; now wich 
an eſtranged looke, making her feare the lofſe of that minde, which indeede could 
neuerbehad : never ceaſing hutnblenelle anddiligence, till hee had imbarked ys in 
ſomeſuch diſfaduancage, as we could notreturne drie-ſhod; and then ſodainlyaty- 
rant,buta craftic tyrant. For ſo would he vie his imperiouftieſſ, thatwe had ade- 
lightful feare and anawe,which made vsloth to loſe our hope. And,whichisſtran- 
get (when ſometimes with late repentance Trhinke of it) Imulſtcontdleeucn in 
egreareſt rempeſt of my judgement was I neuerdriuen rothinke him excellenc ; 
and Yorks could ſer my mind, bothto get and keep him,as though therein hadlaine. 
my fclicicie-: like ther! have ſeeneplay at theball, grow extreamely earneſt, who 
ſhould haue the ball, and yer cueric one knew was bur a ball.” Bur irend, the bir-' 
ter ſaice-oftheſport was; thatwe hat cirhebourhearts broken with ſorrow,'or our _ . 
cltates{poyled with being at his direQion, or ourhonoursforeuer loſt, parcly-bys., 
our ownefaultcs, bucprincipally by hisfaultieyfing'of ourfaultes. For neucr was 
thete marithat could with more ſcorncfull eyes behold her, ar whoſe fete heehad 
lately laine, nor witha more vamanlike braucrie ve hig congueroher diſgrace, 
whichiarely had ſung ſonets otherptailes - boin nary inconſtant; asT miar- 
uell his'foule findes not foineway ro kill his bodie,whercroirhad bene ſolong vni- 
ted. Forſo hath heidedr with'vs(vnhappy fooles) as we: could never rell,wherher 
he madegreater haldafterHoonce liked,tto enjoy; or afterhe onceenioyed;/to for-. 
fake. /Burmakinga'glorie of his owne ſhame; 1rdelighred umto be challenged of 
vakindies:it was a'triumph ynco him'to hawehis mercyccalled for:andherhoughe 
the freſh colours of hisbeautie wetepainred'/in nothing 10 well, as in che ruines of 
hisloners:.yer ſo fatrehad we engaged our ſches(vnfortrunareſoulcs)thatweliſted:. 
notcomplaine, ſince our complaints couldnorburcarrie the greateſt acculation ro”

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him; while herather daily ſent vs companions of ourdeceir, then eyer returned in 
any foundand fauhfull manner. Tillat h heconcluded all-his wrongs with be- 
trothing himſclfe ro once( I muſt confeſle ) wormie tobe liked, if any wonthineſle 
might excuſe ſo-vnworthy a changeablendle m__ nothing buc remorſe for 
what was paſt, anddeſpaire of what might tollow. Then.indeed the common in- 
iuric made vs all ioyne infcllowſbip., who ill chat time had employed: ourcade- 
yours oncagainſtthe other. For we thought nothing was a more condemning of 
vs,then the juſtifying of his loue to her by marriage: then Daſpaire made Feare ya- 
liant,and Revenge gaue Shame countenance : whereupon, we (that youaw here) 
deniſed how to-get him among vs alone : which-he (ſuſpetiog no ſuch matterof 
them dad by often abules,he thought,made tame to be ſtillabuſed) cafily 
gauec vs opportunitie to doe. + oil 2: 

And a-man may ſee, eucn-in this, how ſogne Rulers grow proude, and in their 
pridefooliſh : he came with ſuch an aurhoritic among vs,asifthe Planets had done 
enough forys, thatby vs once hehad becnedelighted. And when we began in cur- 
teous maner,oneaftcrrhe other, to lay his vokindnes vnto.him, heſecing himſcito 
confronted by ſo many(like a reſokute Orator) went not todemiall, burto iuſtific his 
cruell falſhood and all with ſuch ieſts,8: di(darafull paflages, that if theiniury could 
nor be made-grearcr,yet were our counts made theaprer to apprehend it. 

Amepcibis of his ariſwers(for{ooth}Lſball acer forger,how he would proue 
it was no inconſtancietochaunge from one lous to another, but a great coptancie; 
and contratie, that which we callconltancic,ta bemoſt changeable. For (ſaid he) 
Feucr Joucd my delight, and delighted always in what was louely : aud where- 
ſocuerl found occafion to obtainerhar,l canſtantly followed ic.But theſe conftanc 
fooles you ſpeakeof, though their Miſtrefle grow by fickneſſe, foule,or by fortune 
miſcrable; yet ſtill will loue ber, and lo commit theablurdaſt inconſtanciethat may

recciuc this reproch, but of him who hath beſt cauſe ro know therearenot manie 
fayrer > And therefore howſocuer my tellowes patdon his injuries, for my part I 
will cuer remember,and remember toreuenge this ſcorne of all ſcornes. Vith chat 
ſhe co him afreſh; and ſurely would hauepur out hiscycs(who lay mute for ſhame, 
if he did not ſometimes cry for fearc) if I 
ling force with cnrreaty ſtayed her fury. 
while I was perfiwading herto.mee 
whom he forthwith cried,that chey ſhould kill char woman, that had thus betrayed 
and diſgraced him, But then I was faineto forlake the enſigne, ynder which I had 
before lerucd, and ro ſpend my yrtermoſt force intheproreRting of the Lady,which 
ſo well preuailed for her, that in the end there was a faichtul peace promiſed of all 
ſides.

ſhoulders ro his enemic. But when I had leapt on my horſe (with ſuch ſpecdie agi- 
brie,thac they all crycd ; O ſec how feare giues him wings)I turned to Anaximsand 
 aloudpromiſed him to returne thither againe, as ſoone as I had relieucd the intured 
Lady.Bur herayling at me,with all thebaſe words angric contempt could endite; I 
1d no more,bur, 4naxius;aflure thy (elfe,I neither feare thy force,northy opinion. 
Ando vſing no weapon of a knight as at that timebur my ſpurres, I ranne in my 
knowledge after Pamphilus,bur in all their conceits from Anaxiue,which as farre as 
Tcould heare,I might well heare teſtified with ſuch laughters and games, that I was 
ſome few times moucd to turn backe againe. 

But the Ladies miſery oucr-balanced my reputarion:fo that after her I went,and 
with ſixc houres hard riding(through ſo wild places,as it was rather checunning of 
my horleſometimes,then of my ſelte,ſorightly ro hirthe way )I ouergat them a lit- 
tle before night,ncere to an old 1ll-tauoured caſtle, theplace where I perceiued they 
meant to performetheir ynknightly errand.

Anaxius,deltiuered her from thoſe iniurious wretches: moſt of whom caried newes 
torhe other world, that amongſt men ſecret wrougs are not alwayes left ynpuni- 
ſhed. As for Pamphilus, hehauing onceſcene, and ( as it ſhould ſeeme) remembred 
me,cuen from the beginning began co be in the rereward, and before they had left 
fighting,he was too far off to giue them chanks for their paines. But when I hadde- 
liucred to the Ladiea full libertie, both 1n effeR,& in opinion, (for ſome time it was 
before ſhe could aflureher (clte ſhe was out ot their handes, who had laid ſo vehe. 
ment apprehenſion of.death vpon her) ſhe then told me, how as ſhe was 
towards her fathers, weakely accompanied (as too ſoonetruſting tothe falſhoodof 
reconcilement)P amphilus fad ſer ypon her,and killing thoſe that were with her,car« 
ried her ſelfe by ſuch force,and with ſuch maner as I had ſeene,to this place, where 
he ficant\in cruell and ſhamefull maner to kill her,in the ſight of herowne Father, 
to whom hehad alreadie ſent word of it,that our of his caſtle window (for this ca- 
| Rile,ſhe ſaid, was his) he might haue the proſpeR of his onely childes deſtruftion :if , 
my comming,whom (ſhe ſaid) he feared (asſoone as he kuew me by the armour) 
had not warranted her from that neere approching crueltic. I was glad I had done

not long a doing)wediſcouered a moſt violent benrof affeQion: &tharſo ſtrange- 
ly, thatwe might wal ſee, an euill minde in authoricie, doth nor onely follow rhe 
ſway of thedeſtresalreadie within it, but frames to it ſelfenewdeſires, not before 
ought of, For, with cquall ardour ſhe affeted vs both + and ſo did hergreatnefe 
difdaine hamefafineſle, that ſhe was contentto acknowledge irro both. For (ha- 
ving many tiines tornetheyaileof modeſtie)ir ſeemed, fora laſt delight, har ſhee

Which proceeding of hers Ido the more 
largely ſcrbefore you (moſt deare Lady) becauſe by the foile thereof, you may fee 
chenobleneſſe of my deſire to you, andrhe warranrableneſſe of your fauour ro _ 
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Art that Philocles ſmiled, with a little nod. But;ſaid Pyrocles, when ſhee perceiued 
no hopeby ſute to preuaile,then ( perſwaded bythe rage of affc&ion, and encou- 
raged by daring to doe any thing) ſhee found meancs to hauevs accuſed to the. 
King, as though wee went abour ſome praQtiſero ouerthrowe him 1n his owne 
ſtate, Which becauſe of the ſtrange ſuccelles wee had had -1n the Kingdomes of 
Phrygia, Pontus and Galatia, ſeemed not vnlikely ro him , who ( but skimming 
any thin thar came before him ) was diſciplined to leaue the through-handli 
of all to bis gentle wite:who forthwith cauſed vs to be pur in priſon, having( while 
wee {lept) depriued vs of ourarmes: apriſon, indeede iniurious, becauſe apriſon; 
but elſe well teſtifying affeQion, becauſe in all reſpets as commodiousas apriſon 
' might bee : and indeede ſo placed , as ſhee mighrar all houres ( not ſeene by many, 
chough ſhee cared not much how many. had ſeene her ) come vnto vs. Then feil ſhe 
to ſauce her deſires with rhreatmings,fo that we were in a great perplexitie,reſtray- 
ned to ſo ynworthy a bondage,and yet teſtrayned by loue, which (1 cannorcell 
how) in noble mindes,by a certaineduric, claimes an anſwering. And how much 
thar loue might moue vs, ſo much,8 more that faultineſſe of her minde remoued 
vs;her beautie being ballanced by her ſhameleſngſſe. But chat which did(as itwere) 
tievs in a captiuitic,was, that to grant had beenewickedly iniuriousto him that 
had ſaucd our liues :-and to accuſea Lady that loucd ys, of her loue yato ys, wee 
eſteemed almoſt as diſhonourable : and bur by one of thoſe wayes wee ſaw na 
likelyhood of going our of that place, where the words would be iniuriousto your 
cares, which ſhould expreſſe the manner of her ſuite: while yer many times carneſt- 
neſſe dyed her cheekes with the colour of ſhametaſtneſſe; and wanton languiſhing 
borrowed of her eycs the downe-caſt looke of modeſtic. But we in themeane rime 
farre from louing her,and often aſſuring her,that we would nor ſo recompence her 
husbands fauing of our liues ; ro ſuch a ridiculous degree of truſting her, ſhee had 
brought him, that the cauſed him ſend vs word,that vpon our liues,we ſhould doe 
whatſocuer ſhee commaunded ys : good man, not knowing any other,burthar all 
herpleaſures were dirced co the preſeruation of his eſtate. Burwhen that made ys 
cather pittic then obey his folly, _- fell ſhee ro ſeruile cntreating ys, as though 
forcecould haue beenerhe (choole of Loue, or thatan honeſt courage would not 
rather ſtriue againſt, then yeelde to iniurie. All which yet could not make vs accuſe | 
her,though ir made vs almoſt pine away for ſpight,to looſe any of our time in fo SY

Bur 
as Loue (alas ) doth not alwaycs reflef it {clte., ſo fell i out that this Zelmranc, - 
(though rruely reaſon there was enough to loue Palladrms ) yer could not euer per- 
ſwade her heart to yeclde thereunto - with that paine to Palladia, as they feele, 
that feele an ynloucd loue, Yet louing indeede, and therefore conſtant, hee vſed 
Rill the interceſſion of diligence and faith,cucr hoping, becauſc hee would not put 
himſelfe into that hell, wobehopcie : vatill the timeof our being come,and cap- 
tived there, brought forth this end, which truely deſcerues of mee a further degree 
of ſorrow then teates. 

Such was therein my ill deſtinie, that this y Lady Zelmane (like fomevn. 
wiſcly liberall,that more delight to giue preſents, then pay debts)ſhe choſe(alas for 
the pirric) rather to beſtow her loue (ſo much yndeſerued, as nordeſired) ypon me, 
then to recompence him,wholc RIS many other things)mighyſceme(cucn 
in the court of Honour)iuſtly toclatme itof her. But ſo it was: alas tharſo it was! 
whereby it came ro paſſe(thatas nothing doth more naturally follow his cauſe,then 
care to preſerue,and benefir doth follow yatained affefion)ſhe felt with me,whacr - 
Ifelt of my captiuitic, and ſtreight laboured to redrefſe my paine, which was her | 
painc : which ſhe could doe by no better meanes;rhen by viing the helpe therein of 
Palladins : who(true Loucr)confidering what, & not why, inall hercommaunde- 
ments , and indcede ſhee concealing from him her affeQtion ( which ſhee intituled 
compaſſion)immediarly obcicd to imploy his vitermolt credit corelicue ys: which 
though as great, as a beloued ſonne with a mother,faultie otherwiſe,but not hacd- 
harted toward hum, yet it could not preuaile to procureys libertie. Whercfore hee 
foughtto hauctharby praiſe, which he could nor by prayer. And ſo being allow- 
ed often to viſite vs(for indeede our reſtraints were more, or lefle, according as the 
aguc of her paſſion was citherin thefic or intermiſſion ) he vſed the opportunitie 
of a fit time thus ro deliuer vs. 

Thetimeof the maryipg that Queene was cuery yeare,by the extreameloue of 
her husband,and the ſeruiccable loue of the Courtiers , made notable by ſome 
publike honours, which did ( as it were ) proclaime to the world, how deareſhee 
wasto that people. Among other, none was cithermore grarefull to the beholders, 
or morenoble in itſelfe, then iuſts, both with Sword and Launce,maintained fors 
ſcuen-night rogether : wherein that Nation doth fo excell, both for comelineſſe 
and ablcneſſe , that from nceighbor-countrycs they ordinarily come,ſome to ſtrine, 
ſome to learne,ſome to behold. | 

This day it happencd chatdiuers famous knights came thither from the court of 
Helen Queecne of Corznth; a Lady whom fame ar that time was ſodefirous to ho- 
nor,that ſhe borowed all mens.mouthes to ioyne with the ſound of her Trumpet. 
For as her beautichathwon the prizctrom all women, that ſtand in degrecofcom- 
pariſon(foras for the two ſifters of Arcadia,they are far beyond all conceir of @6m- 
pariſon)ſo hath her gouerament been ſuchas hath been no lefie beautifull comens 
1udgements,then her beautic to theeye-ſight.

2 woman,ayong woman,a faire woman,to gouern a people, innarure mutinoully 
proud,8& alwaics before ſo vſcd to hard gouernours,as they knew not how to obey 
withoutthe ſword weredrawne : Yer could ſhee for ſome yeares,focaric her (elfe 
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among them,thar they found cauſe inthadelicacie of her ſex, of admiragion,nor of 
engramgriand which was nocable,cucg. in the tiqae that many-countrics abour hex 
werefull ofwarrs (which for old grudges toCormeh ware thoughe ſtill would con. 
clade there ) yer ſo.hangled bee the: maazter, thar the threatengscuer {maried in the + 
theearners; ſhe viing fo Rrange,and yar fo well-lucceeding 2 tomper,that ſhee made 
her people by peace, wayike; her Couniers by-fparts, learned;her Ladics by Loue, 
chaſt. For by continvall marciall exerciſes without bloud, ſhe made conn in 
that bloudy art, Her ſports were fuchas cariedrichesof knowledge vpon the ſizeam 
of Delighr:andſuch che behauiourboth of her ſelfe & her Ladies,as builded their 
chaſtitic not vpon waywaxrdneſſe, but choiceot wortbinelle : So agir ſeemed, that 
court to hauc beene the mariage place of Loye and Verrue, & that her felfe wasa 
Dianaapparelled in the garmentsof Fezws. And this which Fameanelydeliuered 
ynro me, ( tor yer T haue neuer ſcene her ) I am the willinger co ſpeake of ro you, 
who ( I know ) know her beter, being your nccre neighbour, becauſe you may ſce 
by her example { in her (clfe wiſe, and of others beloued ) that neither folly is che 
cauſeof vehement loue , nor reprochtheeffeR.

Let ic then ſuffice ( moſt excellent Lady ) that youknowthe 
Corinthians that morning in the excrciſe (as they had done the daics before)had the 
better ; Paladins neither ſuſſcring vs,norhimſclfe,ro rakein hand the on rill the 
aftcrnoone ; when we were to Goh in troupes,notdiffering othetwile from earneſt, 
bur thar the ſharpenefſeof the weapons was taken away.

But his mother (asT learned ſince) ynderſtanding by the gard her ſonnes con- 
veying vs away ( forgetting her greatneſle, and refigning modeſtic ro more quier 
thoughts) flewe out from her place, and cryced to be accompanied, for ſhee her ſelfe 
would follow vs. But what ſhedid (being cather with ychemencie of paſſion, then: 
conducof reaſon)made her ſtumble while ſhe ran,8 by her owne confulion hinder 
her ownedeſires. Forſo impaticatly ſhe commaunded, as a good while no bodic 
knew what ſhe commaundcd ; ſo as we had gottenlo farre the ſtart as to be alreadic 
the confines of her kingdome before ſhe oucrrooke vs: and ouertake ys ſhe did 
in the kingdome of Bythinia,not regarding ſhame, ordaupgerofhauing entredinto 
anathers dominions : but (hauing with her abouta threeſcorc horſe-men)ſtreighr 
commaunded to take vs aliuc, and not to regard her ſonnes thieatning therein : 
which they attempted ro doc, firſt byiſpeech, and then by force. Bur neither liking

And now had wethevidtorie in cffe& withoutbloud , when Pulladrms (heated 
with the fight,and angric with his mothers fault) ſo purſued our affaylers, that one 
of them (who as I heard fincehad before our comming beenea fpeciall minion of 
Andromanas,& hatcd vs for hauing diſpolieſt him of her hart)taking him to be one

Bur thewound was paſt the cure of a better Surgeon then my ſelfe, ſoas I 
could but recee ſome fewe of her dying wordes, which were curſings of her ill 
ſer affetion,and wiſhing vnto mee many croſſes and miſchances in my loue, when 
ſoeuerIſhould lone, wherein I feare, and onely feare-thar her prayer is from aboue 
granted; Bur the noiſe of this fight, and iſſue thereof being blazed by the country 
people to ſome noble men thercabours, they came thirher, and finding the wrong 
offcredvs,ler vs go on our iourney, wee hauing recommended thoſe royal! bodies 
ynto them to be conucicd to the king of 1beria.

Thouart vntrue, Payphilus,thou 
art vntrue, and woe is merherefore; How oft didſt thou ſweare ynto me,that the 
Sunne ſhould looſe his light,and the rockes runne ypand downelike little kiddes, 
before thou wouldeſt falltfie rhy faith tome? Sunne therefore put out thy ſhining, 
and rockesrunne madde for ſorrow,for Pamphilac is falle. But alas theſunne keepes 
his light,though thy faith be darkened ; the rockes ſtand ſtill, though thou change 
like a werhercocke.Q foolethat I am,that thaught I could graſpe water,and binds 
the winde.I might well have knownethee by others, but I would not, and rather 
wiſhed to leatne poiſon by drinking it my ſelfe, while my loue helped thy words to 
decciue me. Well, yetTI would thou hadſt made a better choiſe when thou didſt 
forſakethy vnfortunare Lexcippe. Bur it is no matter, Baccha(thy new Miſtres) will 
reuenge my wrongs. Bur do not Baccha,let Pamphilu: live happy though I dye. 

: And much moreto ſuch like phraſe ſheſpake, bur thatT ( who had occaſion to 
krfow ſomething of that Pamphils) ſteptto comfort her : and though TI could not 
doerhat, yer] got thus much knowledge of her, that this being the fame Leucippe, 
ro whom the vnconſtant Parphilus had berrothed himſelfe , which had moucd 
theother Ladies to ſuch indignation asI rold youz neither her worthineſſe(which 
intruth was great) norhis owne ſuffering for her ( which is wont to endeare af- 
feftion) could fetterhis ficklencſſe,but tharbeforchis marriage day appointed, hee 
had taken ro wife that Baccha, of whom ſhe complained , one, that 1n diverſepla- 
ces I had heard before blazed, as the moſt impudently ynchaſte woman of all 4ſis; 
and withall,ofſuch an imperiouſancſle therein, that ſhe would not ſticke to employ 
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chem whom ſhe made vophappy with her fauor, to draw morccompanions of their 
folly : in che multitude of whom ſhe did no lefleglorie, then a Captaine would do 
of bciog followed by brauc-Souldiers : waywardly proud ; and therefore bolde,be- 
cauſe extremely faultie : and yer hauing no good thing to redeeme bath theſe, and 
otherynloucly pans, buta little beauric,dilgraced with wandring cycsand vnwaied 
ſpeeches, yet had Pamphilas (for her) left Levcippe,and withall, left his faith : Lew- 
cippe,of whom one looke (ina cleece tudgement) would haue bin more acceptable, 
then all her kindacſks ſo prodigally beſtowed. For my ſelfe, the remembrance of 
his cruell handling Dido, ioined to this, ſtirred me to ſeeke ſome revenge vpontum,

- But inſuchſoct did ſhe ſerue me in that kingdom of Bythinea,far twomoncthes 
ſpace : in'whichtime we brought ro goodend, a cruell warre long-maintayned/ be- 
tweene the king of Bythinia and his brother. For my excellent couſin,and I(dividing 
ourſclucs tocither fide)found meanes (after ſome triall we had made of our ſclues) 
to ger ſuch credire with them,as we brought them roas great peace betweene them- 
ſelues,as loue toward vs, for hauing made the peace. VW hich done,we enffnded to 
returnethrough the kingdome of Galatia, called Thrace, to cale thecareof our fa- 
therand mother, who (we wereſure) firſt with the ſhipwracke, and then with the 
otherdaungers' we daly paſt, ſhould haue littlereſt in their par till they faw 
vs.But we were nor entred into that kingdome, when by the noylc of a grear fight, 
we wereguided toapleaſant vally,which like one of thoſe Ciroufſes,whichin grear 
Cities ſome where doth giuca pleaſant ſpeQacle of running horſes; ſo of eyther 
fide ſtretching itſelfe 1n a varrow length was it hemd in by wooddiec hills, as if in- - 
deed Nature had meant therein to make a place for beholders. And there wee 
beheld one of the cruelleſt fights berweene two knights, that cuer hath adorned the 
moſt martiall ſtorie. SoasI muſt confeſle, a whilewe Rood bewondred , another 
whiledelighted with the rare beautic thereof ; till ſeeing ſuch ſtreames of bioud,as 
chreatned adrowning of life, we galloped toward them to part them. But we were 
preucntedby adozen armed nm rather villains, who viing thisrime of their 
extreame feeblcneſe, alrogerher ſer ypon them.But common daunger brake off par-

- After the noble Prince Leonatus had,by his fathers death, ſucceeded in the king- 
dome of Galatia,he (forgetting all former iniurics) had receiued that HT. 
xirtus into aſtray degreeibt fauour, hisgoodneſle beingas apt to bee. decctued , 
as theothers craft was rodecciue. Till by plaine proofe, finding that the yngratetull 
man wentabour ro poiſon him , yet would he not ſuffer his kindoefle to beouer- 
come;not by:iuſtice itſelfe ; but calling him to him, yſed wordes to this purpoſe : 
Plexirtzs((aidhe) this wickednefle is found by thee , no good deedsof mine hauc 
bencableco keepe it downe in thee : all mencounſell me to takeaway thy life, like- 
ly bring forth nothing, but as daungerous, as wicked cffeRs; bur I cannor finde 
itinmy:.heact,remembring whatfachers ſonne thou art : but ſince 1tis the violence 
obambition;wiuch perchance pulls thee from thine owne iudgement, I will ſee, 
wherher the fatisfying thar may quiet the ill working of thy ſpirits. Not. farre 
| henceisthe great citic of Trebiſond ; which, with theterritorie abour it, auncicnt- 
pertayned.ynto this crowne, now vniuſtly poſleſled, and as yniuſtly abuſed- by 
thoſe, who hauencytheruatle to hold ir, nor vertue to;rule it. To the conqueſt of

BE. ; oncly) 
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onely) obtayned the conqueſt cf that goodly dominion. Vhichiadeeddone by 
them, gauethem ſuch an authoritie, tharthough he — they in ctfe& ruled, 
moſt men honouring them, becauſethey onely deſerued honour j and many,thin- 
king thercin to pleaſe Plexirtws, conſidering how much he was bourid via them : 
while they likewife (with a-certajne ſincere boldnes of ſelfe-warranting friendſtup) 
accepted all openly and plainely , thinking nothing thould cuerby #lextr:us bee 
thought roo much in them, fince all they were washis: ' - 2264, 110 woe 
. . But he(who by therulesof his own mind,could conftruc no otherend of mens 
doings,bur felfe-fecking) ſodainly feared what they could doe, andias ſodainly {n+ 
ſpetcd what they would doe, and as fodainly hared them, as hauivgboth mughtr , 
and-mind ro doc, Bur dreading their power, ſtanding ſo ſtrongly ivtheir owne ya- 
lour,and others affeion, he qurſt not rake open way againſtthem, and as hard it 
was totakea ſecret, they being ſo continually followed by the beſt, and cucrieway 
ableſt of that region,and therefore vied this diueliſh Aleight ( which will tell-you' ) 
not doubting(moſt wicked man) to turntheir own friendſhip roward him to their 
owne deſtruftion. He (knowing that they well knew , 'therewasno friendſhip be- 
tweene him and the new king of Pontiac; neuer fincehe fucconred Leanatus and ys 
to his oucrthrow) gaue them to ynderſtandthar of laterhere had paſled ſecrerdofi- 
anceberweene them,to meer priuately ata place appointed. VWhichthough narſo 
fir a thing for men of their greatuneſle, yet was his bokaka focngaged, as hee could 
nor goebacke, Yerfaining to find himſclte weake by ſome countertcirinfirmitie, the 
day drawing neere, hee requeſted each of them to goe inhis ſteadgmaking either 
of them fweare ro keepe the matter fecrer, euen cach from other , delinering the 
ſclic fame parricularities to borh, but that he rolde Tydews,cheking would meet him 
in ablew armour ; and T elexor, that 1t wasa blackearmour : and with wicked ſub- 
tiltie{ if it had beene ſo appointed) cauſed Tydew to takea blackearmour, and 7h. 
lenor a blew ; appointing themwayes how to goc, ſoas he knew they ſhould not 
meer,till they came to the place appoinred, where cachpromiled to keepitlence, leaft 
the king ſhould diſcouer it was not Plexirt#s - and therein await had: he laid theſe 
murtherers, that who ouecrliued the other, ſhould by them. be dilpatched : heenor 
daringrruſt more then thoſe with that enterpriſe, and yer thinking them too few, 
till themſelues by rchemſdues were weakened. ar | 
| This welcarned chiefly, by the chicfc of thoſe way-beaters, after the death of 
thoſe two worthie brothers, whoſe loue was no lefſe then rheir yalour : but well we 
might fiad much thereof by their piritull lamentarion, when they knew their miſ- 
mecring,and {aw cach other (indefpite of thefurgeriewe could do ynro:them)Rri- 
ving who ſhould run faiteſt to thegaoleof death: cach bewailing the orher & more 
dying in the other, then in hamſelte : curſing their owne hands tordoing,and their 
breafts for nor ſooner ſuffering : dereſting theirvnfortunately-ſpent time in Ry 
{crucd ſo vngratefull a Tyrant,and oe their folly in hauing belecued he cou 
faithfully loue,who did nor loue fairhfulnes : wiſhing vs to take heed, how wepla- 
ccd our good will ypon any other ground, then proofe of vertuc;fince lengrh of ac- 
quaintance, matuallſecrecies, nor height of benefites could bind a ſauage hearrz no 
man being good to other, that is not good in himlelfe.Then(while any hope was) 
beſeeching vs to leaue the care of himthar belonghe; and onely looketotheorher. 
Bur when they found by themſclues,& vs,no —— ro be10yned ; 
& ſocmbraciny 8 crauing chat pardon cach of other, which they denicd to chem- 
ſclues, they gaue ys a moſt ſorrowtull ſpeftacle of their death ; leauing few 1n the 
world bchind them, their matches in any thing,if they had ſoon enough knownthe

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ground and limits of friendſhip.Bur with wofull hearts we cauſed thoſe bodics tobe 
conueyedto.the next towne of By thinia, where we learning thus much (as I haue 
told you ) cauſed the wicked Hiſtorian to conclude His ſtorie with his owne well-

Butthen(I muſt tell you) I found ſuch wofull countenances in Daiphantws,that I 
could nor much marucll (finding them continue beyond the firſt afiault of pirrie ) 
how the caſc of ſtrangers (forfurther I did not conceiue) could -ſo deepely 1erce. 
Bur thetruth indeede is, that partly with che ſhame and ſorrow ſhe tooke of her fa- 
thers faulrineſle,partly with the feare, that the hate I conceiued againſt him,would 
ytrerly diſgraceher in my opinion, whenſocuer I ſhould know her, ſo ychemently 
perplexed her, thar her fairetolour decayed, and daily and haſtily.grew into the ye- 
rie extreatneworking of forrowfulncſfe.-which oft I fought to learne,& helpe.Bur 
ſheas fearcfull as louing , ſtill concealed it ; and ſo decaying ſtill more and more in 
theexcellencie of her fairencile, but that whatſocuer weakenefle rooke away, patrie 
ſremedtoadde » yer ſtill ſhe forced her ſdfe ro waite on me, with ſuch care and dili- - 
gencc,as might well ſhew had becge raught inno other ſchoole but Loue. 

While we,returning againe toembarke our ſelucsfor Greece, yndcrſtood that the 
mightie 0tanes(brorher to: Barzanes {laine by Mwſidorws , inthe battell of the ſixe 
Princes)had centred vpon the kingdome of Pontw,partly vpon thepreterices hehad 
tothe crowne,bur principally, becauſe he would reuenge _ him(whom heknew 
we loued) thelofle of his brother, rhinking (as indeed he had cauſe)that whereſoc- 
uer we were;hearing of his extremitie,we would come to relicue him, in {pure wher- 
of he doubted not topreuaile, nor onely vpon the confidence of his owneyerrne 
and power, bur eſpecially becauſc he had in his companic two mighty Giants, ſons 
toacouple, whom we flucin the ſamercalme: they hauing beene abſentar their fa- 
thersdeath,and now returned, willingly entred into his ſeruice,hating (more then 
he)borh vs and thar king of Pontus. We therefore with all ſpeed went thitherward, 
but by the way this fell out, which whenſocuer I cemember without ſorrow, I muſt 
forget withall,all humanine. 

oorc Daiphantws fell extreme ficke, yer would needes conquer the delicacie of 
her conſtitution, and force her ſelte ro waite on me : till one. day going toward 
Pontws, we met one, whoin great haſt went ſecking for Tydews and Telenor whole 
death-as yet was norknowne vnto the meſſenger ; who ( being rheir ſcruant, and 
knowing how dearely they loned Plexirtws) brought them word, how ſince their 
departing, Plexirtus was in preſeut dauuger of a cruell death, if by the yaliaotneſſe 
of oneot the beſt knightsof the world, he were not reſcued:we enquired no further 
of the marter (being glad he ſhould now to his lofle find what an vnprofirabletrea- 
fonit had bene ynto him,to diſmember himſclfe of two ſuch friends) and folct the 
meſſenger parr,nort ſticking to make him know his maiſters deſtrution by the fall. 
hood of Plexirtms. : 
But thegriefe of that ( finding a bodie alreadic brought to the laſt degree of 
weakenes)fo oucrwhelmed the little remnant of the ſpirits lefrin Daiphantws, thar 
ſhee fell ſodainly into deadly ſowndings ; neucr comming to her ſelfe, but har 
withall ſhe returned to make moſt pititull lamentations ; moſt ſtraunge ynto vs , 
becauſc we werefarre from gheſsing the ground thereof. Bur holingber lickneſle 
ſuch as began to print death in hereyes, wee made all haſte poflibleto convey her 
ro the nextrowne : bur before we could lay her on a bed, both wee, aud ſhe might 
finde in herſelſe,that the harbingers of ouer-haſtic death had prepared his lodging 
1n that daintic bodie, which ſhe yndoubredly feeling, with a weake chearcfulndl, 
: ſhewed 
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ſhewed comfort therein : and then deſiring vs both to come neere her, and that no 
bodieclc might be preſent, with palc,and yet ( cucn in palencſle) louely lips; Now 
or acucr,and necuer indeede,bur now is it time for me,faid ſhe,to ſpeake: & I rhanke 
death which giues mee lcauc to diſcouer thar, ctheluppreſſing whereof perchance 
harhbecne the ſharpeſt ſpurre,chat hath haſted my race to this ende. Know then my 
Lords,and eſpecially you my Lord and maiſter Pyrocles , that your Page Dajphan- 
$5 is the ynforwunate Ze/mane,who for your ſake cauſed my (as vnfortunate)louer 
andcouſin Pallading, to leauec his fathers Courr,and conſequently,borh him & my 
Aunt his mother,to loſe their liucs. For your ſake my ſeltc haue become, ofa Prin- 
ceſſe,a Page : and for your ſake haue pur off the apparell of a woman, and ( if you 
indge not more mercitully rhe modeſty. Wee were amazed at her ſpeech,and then 
had(as it were )new cycs giucn vs to perceiue that, which before had been a preſence 
{tranger ro our minds: for indeed forthwith weknew it to bethe face of Zelmane; 
whom before wee had knowne in the court of Iheria.And ſorrow and _ in 
her paine vpon me,I comforted her the beſt I could by thetendernefle of good Vil 
pretending indeede betrer hope then I had of heerccoucric. "24 
Bur ſhe char had inward embaſladoursfrom the the tyrancthat ſhortly would op- 
prelle her : No,my deare maiſter (laid ſhe) I neither hope nor deſire olive. I know 
you would neuer haue loucd me and with that word ſhee wept ) nor, alas, had ir 
been reaſon you ſhould,confidering many waies my ynaworthineſſe. It ſufficerh me 
that the ſtrange courſe I haue taken, ſhall ro your remembrance, witneſſe my loue : 
&yet this breaking of my heart, before 1 woulddiſcouer my paine,willmakeyou; 
I hope,thinke chat I was noraltogether vnmodeſt. Thinke of me fo, deare maiſter, 
and that choughr hall be my hfe ; and with that languiſhingly looking vpon mee: 
AndI pray you(faid ſhe)cuen by theſe dying eyes of mine ( which arc onely ſory 
to Siakecuak they ſhall looſe yourſight ) & by thelepolled lockes of mine) which 
whilethey were long, were the ornament of my ſexe, now in theirſhort curles,the 
teſtimonicof my ſeruitude: )8 by the ſeruice I haue done you(which God knows 
hath bene full of loue ) thinke of meeafter my death with kindneſle, though you 
cannot with loue. And whenſocuer yeſhall makeany othet Lady happy with your 
well placed affeion, if you tell her my folly, I pray you ſpeakeot it, not with 
ſcorne , but with pittic. 1 aſſure you, deare Princeſle of my life(for how could ir be 
otherwiſe?)her words and her manner, with the luely conſideration of her louc,ſo 
pierced me,that though I had diuers grictes before, yet me thought, I neucr felc,rill 
then, how much ſorrow enfeebleth all reſolution:for I could not chooſe bur yeeld 
to the weakenelle of aboundant weepingy in truth with ſuch griefe, that T could wil- 
lingly ar that time haue changed liues with her. 

Bur when ſhee ſaw my teares, O God,ſaid ſhee, how largely am I — 
for my lofles?why then (fid ſhe) I may take boldneſle to make ſome requeſts ynto 
you. I beſought her to doe, yowing theperformance, though my lifewere the price 
thereof. She ſhewed great ioy: The firſt aid ſhee,is this,that you will pardon my 
facher thediſpleaſure you hauc iuſtly conceiucd againſthim,and for this once,ſuc- 
courhim out of the danger wherein heis : I hope he will amend: and I pray you, 
whenſocuer you remember him to be the faultic Plexirizes, remember withall that 
heis Zelmares father... The ſecond is, that when you come once into Greece , you 
will cake yato your ſelfe this name(though vnluckie)of Daiphentwus and vouchſate 
to be called by it: for ſo ſhall I be ſure, you ſhall haue cauſe roremember me: 8& let it 
pleaſe your noble couſin to be called Palladius,that I may dothat right tro that poor 
Prince,that his name yer may liue ypon the earth in ſo excellent a _ ; and ſo

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berweene you, I cruſt ſometimes your valuckie Pageſball be ( perhaps witha figh) 
mentioned, Laſtly let me bee burted here obſcurely, nor ſuffering my friendes to 
know my fortune, till ( when you are ſafely rerurnedto your owne countrie ) you 
cauſe my bones to bee conueyed thirher,and laid (I beleech you ) in ſome place 
whertyour {clfevouchſate ſomerimes toreforr. Alas,fmal peritions for ſuch a ſurer, 
which yer he ſocarneſtly craucd , that I was faine ro ſweare theaccompliſhment, 
And thea kiffing me,and often defiring me norto condemne herof lightneſſe, in 
minearmes ſhee dcliuered her pure ſoule rethe pureſt place : leauing mee as full of 
agony,as kindaeſlc, pity & ſorxow could make an honeſt heart. For | muſt confefſe 
fortruc,that if myſtarres hadnot wholy referucd mee for you, there clfe perhaps I 
mighrhaucloucd,and(which had beene moſt ftrange) begun my loue after death: 
whereof ler it beeche Icfle maruecll, becauſe famewhat ſhe did rclemble you,though 
asfarre ſhort of your perfe&ion,as her felfe dying, was of her ſelfe flouriſhing: yer 
ſomerhing there was, which ( when I ſaw apifure of yours ) broughtagaine her 
figmcinro myremembrance,and made my heart as apt to recciuethe wound, as 
thepower of your beautie with vareſiſtable force ro picrce. 

| Butwein wofull(and yer priuate)manner burying her,performed her comman- 
dement - and-then enquiring of her fathers eſtate, certaincly learned that hee was 
| prefently to beſuccourcd,or by death to paſſe rhe neede of ſuccour. Therefore wee 
determincd to deuideour ſelues; I, according to my vow, to helpehim, and Muſi. 
derus toward the king of Pontwus, who ſtood 10 nolefle necderhen immediace ſuc- 
conr:&euen ready to deparrone trom theorher, therecame a meflenger from him, 
whoaftcr ſame enquiric found vs,giuing vsto vnderſitand thac he truſting ypon vs 
rwo,;had appointed the coimbareberweene hum and vs, againſt Ozanerand therwo 
Giants.Now the day was ſo accorded, as it was impoſiible for me both to fuccour 
Plexirtus,and be there, where my honour was not onely ſo farreengaged, but ( by 
the ſtrange working of vniuft forrunc ) I was to leauethe ſtanding by Msſidoras, 
whom berterthen my felfe I loued,to goc ſave him, whom for iuſt cauſesI hated. 
Burmy promiſe giuen,and giuen to Zelmzaxe, and to Zelmane dying,preuailed more 
wich me, then my friendſhip to Muſidoras : though certainely I may affirme, no- 
thing had fo great rule in my thoughts as thar. Bur my promiſe caried me the caſier, 
becauſe Mufrdorus himſelferwould nor ſuffer mee ro breake it. Andſo with heauie 
mindes ( more carcfull each of others ſucceſte,then of our owne) wee parted I to- 
ward theplace, where I vnderftood Plexrrtus was priſoner to an auncient Lord, ab- 
ſolurely goucrning a goodly Caſtle, witha large terſitoric aboat ir, whereof he ac- 
ala no atherfoucraigne but himfelfe; whoſe hate to Plexirtiss grew for a 
kinſman of his,whom hee maliciouſly had murdered, becaulc in the timerhat hee 
raigned in Galatia,hee found him apt topraQtife for the reſtoring of his yvertuous 
brother Zronatus. This old knight ſtill chirſting for revenge, yſed (as the way to 1t) 
a policy which this occation I will tell you prepared for him. Plexirtas in his yourh 
had maricd Ze/manes morher,who dying of that onely child birch,he a widower, 8 
nobyer a king, haunted the Court of Araenia;where (as he was cunning to winne 
fauour)he obcained great good liking of &rtaxia,which hepurſued,rill (being cal- 
' led home by his father) hefalfly got his fathers kingdome ; and then negle&ed his 
former loue:tiltthrownc our of that (by our mcancs)before he was deepely rooted 
init, and by and by againe placed in Treb;/ond, vnderſtanding that Artaxiaby her 
brothers death was become Queen of Armenia, he was hotter then cuer in that pur- 
ſuice : which being vaderſtood by this old knight, he forged ſuch a letter,as might 
be written from Artax7a,comreating his preſent ( bur yery private) repaire thirher, 
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. giving him faithfull promiſe of preſent mariage : a thing farre from hetthought, 
hauing faithtully and” publikely proteſted, that ſhee would neuer marricany , buc 
ſome ſuch Prince who would giue ſure proofe,that by his means we were — 

ed. Bur he ( no more wittieto frame, then blind to iudge hopes ) bit haſtily,ac 

baite, and 1n priuate mannet poſted toward her, but by the way hee was mer by 
this knight, facre|berrer accompanied, who quickly laid hold of him,and condem. 
ned him to a death,cruell cnough,if any thing may beboth cruell and iuſt;For hee 
cauſed him to be kept in a milcrable priſon, till a day appointed, at which time hee - 
would dcliuer him to bee deuoured by a monſtrous beaſt of moſt vgly ,Ar- 
med like a Rhinoceros, as ſtrong as an Elephant, as fierce as a Lion, as nimble as a 
Leopard,and as cruell as a Tigre : whom he hauing kepr ina ſtrong place,from the 
ficſt yourh of ir, now thoughrno fitter march, then ſuch a beaſtly monſter with a 
monſtrous Tyrant: proclaiming yer withall, thar if any ſo well Joued him,as to 
ycnture their liuesagainſt his beaſt for him,if they oucrcame hee ſhould be laucd: 
not caring how many they were(ſuch confidence hehadinthar monſters ſtrengrh) 
bur eſpecially hoping ro entrap thereby che great- courages'of Tydews and Tele- 
nor, dom hee nolelle hated, becauſe they had beene- principall inſtruments of

. Tdatefay,if Zelmane had knowne what danger I fbould haue _ ſhe would 

rather hauc let her father ro periſh,then-me to haue bidden that aducnture. Bur my 

word was paſt : and truely the hatdneſle of the enterpriſe was not ſo mucha bir as 

a ſpurre ynto me,knowing well,thac the journey of high honour lies nor in plaine _ 

wayes. Thercfotegoing chicher,and raking ſufficient ſecuritic that Plexirtzs ſhould - 

bedeliuered if IT were victorious; I ynderrooke the combate:: and ( ro make ſhore, 
excellent Lady, and not to trouble youreares with recounting a terrible matter) 

ſo was. my weakenelle blefled from aboue ; that without dangerous woundes T 

flue that monſter, which hundreds durſt not attempt : to ſo great admiration of 
many ( whofrom a ſateplace mightlooke on.) tharthere was order ginen,co haue 
the fight both by ſculpture and piQure, celebrated in moſt partes of Aſia. And che 
old noble-man ſowell liked mee,that he loued mee;onely bewailing,my yertue had 
decne en” hp to faue a worle monſter then I killed : whom yer ( according to 
faith giuen )he delivered, andaccompanied me tothe kingdomeof Portws,whither 
I would needs inall ſpeedegoe,to ſeewherher it werepoſlible for me ( if perchance 
theday had beene delayed) rocome to the'combate: bur that (before I came)had

All 
from all ſides bringing ynto vs righe royall preſents (which weto auoid both yo- 
kindneſle and importunitie, liberally receiued ) and not content therewith, would 
necdes actept as wo vs their crownes, and.acknowledge to hold them of vs: with 
many other exceſſiue honours, which would nor ſuffer the meaſure of rhis ſhorr 
leaſurcro deferibe ynto you, 

Bur we quickly awcary thercof, haſted ro Grece-ward,led thither partly with the 
deſire of our Parents,but haſtened principally, becauſe I vaderſtood that Anaxims 
withopco mouth of defamation had gonethither co ſceke me,and was now come 
to Peloporizſns, where from Court ro Courthee made cnquirie of mee, doing yer 
himſclfeſonoble deedes,as might hap to authorize an ill opinion of me. Wether- 
fore ſuffered but ſhort delayes , deliring ro take this countrey in our way , ſore- 
nowmod auer the world, thatno prince could pretend height, nor begger lownelle, 
to barre him from rhe ound thereof : renowned indeede, not ſo much for thean.

= notfo much for thac, as without ſuffering of compariſon for the beautie of 
you aad your liter, which makes all indifferent 1udges,that ſpeake thereof, account 
this couarey as a ecmple of deities Bur thelc cauſes indeedemouing ys tocome 
by chis land, wee embarkedour (elues in the next Port, whither all choſe Princes 
( ſaving Avtiphilus , who returned.as hee pretended, not able to tacic longerfrom 
Erona ) conucyed vs. And there found wea flip molt coyally furniſhed by Plexir- 
tus, who had madeall things fo proper( as well for our defcnce,as caſe)that all the 
other Princes greatly commended him for it : who (ſeeming a quite altered man) 
had nothing butrepencance in his eycs,triendſhip in his geſture, and vertue in his 
mouth : ſothatwe who had promiſed che {weere Zelmane to pardon him,now nor 
encly forgaue,bur began to fauour ; perfwading our ſelues with a youthfull credu+ |, 
lite;chac perchance things were notſo cuill as we tooke them 8 ag it were, deſiring * 
our ownc mcmoriethat it might beſs. But fo were wee licenced from thoſe Prin- 
ces,truely not without tearcs, eſpecially of the vertuous Leonatws, who with the 
kingof Pontrs would hauc come with vs,burthat we(inreſpeR of theones yang 
ifc,and both their new ſercled kingdomes ) would nor ſuffer it. Then would they 
haue ſent whole flectes to guard vs. butwee, that deſired to paſle ſecretly into Greece, 
madethem Jeaue that motion, when they tound that more ſhippes then one would 
bediÞplcaling ynto vs. Bur ſocommitring our ſclucs to the yncertainediſcretion of 
thewande , weel then determining as ſooncas we came to Greece,to take the names 
of Diaphantaand Pallading ,as well forour ownepromile to Zelmane, as becaule 
wee defired to come ynknowneinto Greere ) left the 7ſian ſhorefull of Princey 
perſons,who cucn ypon' their knees recommended our ſafetics to the deuotion of 
their chiefe deſires : among whom nonchad beene ſoofficious ( though I dare af- 
firme,all quite contrartero his vnfaithfulneſle ) as Plexirtas. ' 
 Andſohauingfailedalmolt ewo daics, looking for nothing but when we mighr 
; lookeyponthe land, a graue man {whom wee had ſeene of great truſt with Plexir- 
3,8 was ſent as ourprincipall guide)came ynto vs,and witha certainc kind man- 
ncr mixtwith ſhame, and repentance, began totell ys,that he had taken ſuch aloue 
vnto'vs ( confidering our youth and fame) that though hewere a ſeruant and a ſer- 
uantof ſuch truſt about Plexerius,as that hechad committed yaro him cuenthoſe 
= ſecrets 
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ſecrets of his heart, which abhord' all other knowledge; yet hee ratherchoſero 
xeucale ar this timea m6ſt pernicivuscounſell, then by concalingic bring toruine 
thoſe, whom he could not chooſe bur honour. Sowent he on, and told ys,that Phe. 
- xirtws(in hope thereby to haue Artaxia, endowed with the great kingdome of Ar- 
menia to his wife) had giuen him order when wee were neare Greece; to findeſome 
-opporrunitie ro murder vs,bidding him to take ys afleep, becauſe he had ſeene what 
wecould do waking. Now lirs(ſaid he) I would rather a thouſand timesloſe my life 
then haue my remembrance ( whileI liued) poyſoned with ſuch a miſchiete: and 
therefore if it were onely I,chat knew herein thekings order, then ſhould my diſo- 
bedience bea warrant of your ſafetie. Burroone more (laid he) namely the Cap- 
tainc of the ſhip, Plexirtus hath opened ſo much rouching the effe&t of murdering 
you, though I thinkelaying the cauſe rather vponold grudge,then his hope of 45+ 
texia. And my lelfe (before the conſideration of your excellencics had-drawneloue 
&pittie into my mind)zmparted itroſuch,as I thought fitteſt for ſuch a miſchicte. 
Thetibore I wiſh youto ſtand ypon yourgard,afluring you, that what I can doe for 
our ſafetic;you ſhall ſce (if ir come to the puſh) by me pertormed. Wee thanked 
him,as the matter indeed deſerued; 8& from that time would no more diſarmeour 
ſelucs,nor the oneſleep wirhouthis friends eyes waked for him ; ſothatirdelayed 
the going forward of their bad enterpriſe, while they thought it rathexchaunce, 
then prouidence, which made vs ſo behaue —_ T6148 
, But when we came within balfe a dayes ſayling of the ſhore, ſo that [ 
wasſpcddily, or notat all to be done; then ( any remember it was abour rthe'fir(t 
| —_ inthenight)came the Captain & whiſpered the Councellor in theeare:But 
heſas it ſhould ſeeme) diflwading him from it, the Capraine (who had bin apyrate 
from his youth,and often blouded init ) with a loud yoyce ſ{ware, that if Plexirtas 
bad him, hewould not ſticke to kill God himſelfe, And therewith calld his mates, 
and in the Kings name willed themtotake ys altue or dead; encouraging them with 
the ſpoyle of vs, which hefaid (and indeed was true) would yceld many excccdmg 
rich jewels.But che Councellor (according to his promiſe) commanded them they 
ſhould nor'commit ſuch a villanie , proteſting that he would ſtand betweengthem 
and the Kings anger therein, Wherwirh the Captaine enraged: Nay (ſaid he )then 
wemuſt beginwith this traytor himſelfe': and therwith gaue him a ſore blow ypon 
the head, who honeſtly did the beſt he could ro reuengehimlelfe. | 
Butthen wee knew it time rather coencounter, then waite for miſchicke. And 
ſoagainſt the Captainewe went , who ſtraight was cnuironed with moſt parr'of 
the Souldicrs and Mariners, And yetthetrarh is, there were ſome, whomeyther 
the auchorineof the Councellour,doubr of the Kings minde,or liking of vs, made 
draw their ſwords of our fide : ſo that quickly itgrew a moſt confuled fight. For 
thenarrowneſle of the place, the darkendlle of the rime, and the yncertainctic in 
fuch a rumulthow to know friendes from foes , made the rage of ſwordes rather 
guidethen be guided by their maiſters. : For my couſin and mce,rrucly I rhinke we 
ncuer performed lefle 1a-aty place, doing no other hurt then the defence of our 
ſelues,and ſuccouring them whocame for it, draue vs to: for notdiſcerning per- 
featly who were for, or againſt vs, wee thought ir leſke cuill ro ſpare a:foe, then 
poylea friend. Bur from the higheſt ro the loweſt part of the ſhippe thetewas no 
placeletr, wirhoutcries of murdering, and murdered perſons. The Captaine T hapt 
awhieto fight withall,bur was driven to part with mm hearing checry of r 7a 
Counſcllour,who receued a mortall wound, miſtaken of one of his ownefide- 
$omec of the wiſer would call to patley, and wiſh peace: bur whilethe wordes of 
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cewerein their mouthes,ſome of their cuill auditors gaue them death for their 
fireSo thar no manalmoſt could conceiue hopeof liuing,but by being laſt aliue: 
and therefore eucry one was willing to make himſelfe roome, by diſpatching al- 
moſt any other:ſo that the great number in the ſhip was reduced to excecding tew, 
when of thoſcfew the moſt part weary ot thoſe troubles leapt into the boat, which 
was faſt to the ſhip : but while they that were firſt were cutting off the rope that 
tyed it, others came leaping in ſo diſorderly, that they drowned both the boare and 
themſclues. | 75 

But while cucnin that little remnant(like the children of Cadmws)we continued 
ſtill roſlay one another, a fire, which(wherher by the deſperate malice of ſore, or 
intention to ſeperate, or accidentally while all things werecaſt vp anddowne ) it 
fhould ſceme had taken a good whule before, but neucr heeded of vs, ( who onely 
thought to ptelerue or revenge) now violently burſt out in many places, and began 
ro maſter the principall parts of rhe ſhip. Then neceſſitie made ys ſee, that a com- 
mon enemie ſctsat one a ciuill warre:for that little all we were(as if wee had beene 
waged by ſome man to quencha fire) ſtraight went to reſiſt that furious enemieby 
all art & labour: bur it was too late, for already it did embrace and deuour from the 
ſterneto thewaſte of the ſhip : ſo as labouring in vaine,we weredriuen roget yp to 
the prowe of the ſhip, by the worke of nature ſeeking to a lifeas heparin 
a_ Ge truly it was a ſtrange4nd vgly fight, ro ſe ſo huge a fire asit quickely 

w.,to bee in the ſea, and inthe nighr,as if it had cometo hgh ys to death. And 
by & it had burncd off the maſt, which all this while had proudly borne the ſaile 
(che wind,as might ſceme,dclighted to cariefirc and bloud in his mouth) bur now 
itfel oucr boord,and the fire growing ucerer vs, it was not onely terrible in re- 
ſpe of what wee were toattend, but inſupportable through the hear of it. 

Sothat wee were. conſtrained to bide it no longer, but diſarming and ſtripping 
our ſclucs,andlaying ourſelues ypon ſuch things, as wee thought might helpe our 
ſwimming to the land (too farre for our owne ſtrength to beare vs) my coulin and 
I threw our ſclues into the Sea. But I had ſ\womme a very little way, when felt(by 
reaſon of a wound I had )that I ſhould not be ableto abide the trauell: & therefore 
ſecing the maſte ( whoſe tackling had beene burnt off) flote clearefromtheſhup, I 
ſwam yato it, and getting on ir, 1 found mincowneſword,which by chance, when 
I threw it away(caughtby a peece of canuas)had hung tothe maſte. I was glad,be- 
cauſe I loued ir wellz but gladder,when I ſaw at the other end the Captaineof the 
ſhip and of all this miſctuefe;who hauing along pike, belike had borne himſelfe vp 
with thar,till he hadſer himſclfe ypon the maſt. But when Ipercciued him, Villaine 
Gaid I, docſt thouthinketo ouerliuc ſo many honeſt men, whom thy falſbood hath 
brought to deſtruction? Wirh that beſtriding the maſt, I gatby little and little to- 
wards him,after ſuch amanner as boycsare wont(ifeuer you ſaw that ſport)when 
they ride the wilde mare. And hee perceiving my intention, like a fellow that had 
much more courage then honeſhe, ſer himſelfe to reſiſt : but I had in ſhore 
gotten within him;,and(giuing him a ſound blow ſent him to feed fiſhes. But there 
my ſelfe remained, vorill by Pirates I was taken yp, and among them againe taken 
priſoner,and brought into Laconia. | ; | 

Bur what (ſaid Ph:/oclea ) became of your coulin Muſidorws? Loſt, ſaid Pyrocles. 
Ah,myPyroclesfaid Philoclea,T amyglad I hauc taken you.I perceiue you louers doe 
not alwaics ſay rruly:as thoughl knew not your couſin Derw the —_ Life 
of my delires/{ud Pyrocles,) what is mine;cuen to my1oule is yours : butthe ſecrer 
of my fciead is uatmine. But if you know ſo much,then I may truly Gay, = 
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loſt,fincc he is no more his owne. Bur I percceiue yoyr noble ſiſter & you are great 
friends,and well doth irbecomeyou ſo robe. But go forward deare Pyrocles, I long 
to heareout till your meeting mc: for there to me-ward is the belt part of your ſto- 
rie. Ah ſwcete Philoclea(ſaid Pyrecles)do you thinke | ean thinkeſo precious leaſute 
asthis well ſpent in ralkiog. Arc your eyes a fitbooke(thinkeyou ) to readea tale 
ypon?Is my loue quiet cuough to bean hiſtorian ? Deare Princeſſe begracious vn- 
to me. Andthen he faine would hauc remembred to have forgot himlclfe. Bur ſhee 
with aſweetcly — gracc,defired him that herdeſire ( once for cuer) mighr 
ſcrue,that no ſport might diſgrace that louc, which ſhorrly ſhee hoped ſhould becero 
the world warrantable. Fainc he would not haue heard, till ſhee threatned anger: 
andthen the poore loucr durſt nor, becauſe hee durſt not. Nay, Ipray thee, dcare 
Pyrocles (laid (he)let me haue my ſtoric. Sweete Princelle(fid he)giue my thoughts 
alittle reſpite: andif irpleaſeyou, ſince this time muſt ſo be ſpoiled, yer it ſhall ſuf - 
fer the leſle harme,if you vouchſafero beſtow your yoice,8 ler me know,how the 
good Queene Erona was betrayed into ſuch danger, and why Pl/angws fought me. 
For indeedeT ſhould pitic greatly any miſchance fallen ro that Princeſle. I will ſaid 
Philoclea ſmiling, ſo you giue mce your word, your hands ſhall be quict auditours. 
They ſhall, ſaid hee, becauſe ſubic. Then began ſhee ro ſpeake, bur with ſo pretie 
8&delightfull a maieſtic,whea ſhe ſer her countenance to tell che matter,that Pyro- 
cles could not chuſe but rebell ſo farreas to kiſle her. She would hauepuld her head 
away,and ſpeake, but while ſhee ſpake he kiſt, and ir ſeemed hee fed vpon her words: 
but ſhe gat away. How will you hauc your diſcourſe({aid ſhe) without youler my 
lips alonc?He yeelded & took her hand. On this {ſaid he)willI ceuenge my wrong: 
and ſo began to make much of thathand, when her tale,and his delight wereinter- 
ted by Miſo: who taking her time, while Baſile backe was turned, camevnro 
them; and told Philoclea.ſhcedeſerued ſhe knew what, for leaning her mother, being 
euill atcaſe,co keepe company with ſtrangers.But Philoclea telling her, thatſhe was 
there by her fathers commandement, ſhee went away murtering, that though her 
backe and her ſhoulders,& her necke were broken, yetas long as her tongue would 
 wag,it ſhould doc hercrrand to her mother:and ſo went vp ro Gynecra,who was at 
chattime miſcrably vexed with this mannerof dreame. It ſeemed yaro hertobein 
a place full of thornes,which ſo moleſted her, as ſhce could neither abide ſtanding 
ſtill,nor tread ſafely going forward. In this caſeſhee thought Zelmane being vpon a 
fairc hill, delightfull rothe eye, '8 caſic in apparance, called her chither; whither 
with ſuch angurh being come, Zelmene was vanilbed, & lhee found nothing but a 
dead body like vnto "a Ar arr ſceming ar the firſt with a _ {mell to 
infect her,as ſhe was ready likewiſe within a whileto dic,the dead body ſhe thoughe 
tooke her in his armes,& ſaid,Gynecia,leaucall, for hereis thy onely reſt.” | 
With that ſhe awaked,crying very loud, Zelmane,Zelmane. Bur remembring her 
ſelfc,and ſeeing Baſilins by, (her guiltie conſcience more ſulpeRing, then being ſlul- 
ſpeed,ſhe turned her call, called for Philociea. Miſo forthwith like a valiant ſhrew 
ooking at Baſilizs as though ſhe would ſpake though ſhe died for it) told Gywtcia 
that her daughter had beenc - a whole houre together in ſecrer- ralke with 1 pn 
And(ſaycs ſhe)for my part I could not bee heard,( yourdaughcers are brought vp 
inſuch awe) though I told her of your pleaſure ſufficiently. Gynecie, as if ſheehad. 
heard her laſt doomepronounced againſt her, witha {idelooke and changed coun- 
tenance,O my Lord({aid ſhe)what meane you toſufferthele yong folkes rogether? 
Beſilize(chat aymed nothing ar the marke of her ſulpition)ſmilingly rookeher in 
his armes; Swcete wife, Gaid he, Ithanke you for yourcareof your child; but they 
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muſt be youthes of orher mexall then Zelmave, that can endanger her.O but, cried 
Gynecia and therewith ſhe ſtaid : for then indeedeſhe did ſuffer a right conflict be- 
rwixt the force of loue,& rage of icalouſie. Many times was fheabout to fatisfie the 
ſpite of her minde;& tell Baſis, how the knew Zelmare to be farre otherwile thea 
the outward appeatance.But thoſe many times wereall pur backe by the manifold 
obicions of her vehement loue. Faine thee would haue bard her daughters hap, 
' but loth ſhe was to cut off her owne hope. Bur now, as if her life had beene ſet ypon 
a wager of quick rifing, as weake as ſhee was, ſhee gat vp; though Baſilizs ( with a 
kindnefſe flowing onely from the tountaine of ynkindnele, being indeede deſirous 
to win his daughter as much timeas might be)was loth to ſuffer it, (weating heſaw 
ſickneſſe inhertace, and therefore was lothſheſhould aduenture theayre. 

Bur the great and wretched Lady Gynecia, poſſeſſed with thoſe diucls of Loue 
and Tcalouſie, did rid her ſelfe from her tedious husband : & raking no bodie with 
her,going toward them, O icaloufie, ſaid ſhee the phrenſie of wiſe tolkes, the wel. 
wiſhing ſpite,and ynkinde carcfulneſle, the ſelfe-puniſhment for others fault , and 
ſelfe-miſcrie in others happineſſe, the coulinot enuic, daughter of loue, and mr- 
cher of hate, how couldeſt thou ſo quietly get thee aſeart in the ynquiethearr of Gy- 
necia, Gynecia ( ſaid ſhee fighing )thought wile, and once yertuous ? Alas itis t 
breeders power which plants thee there : it is the flaming agonicof affeQion,thar 
works thechilling acceſle of rhy feuer, in ſuchſort,that nature giues place;the gro- 
wing of my daughrer ſeemes the decay of my leltey the bleſſings of a mother turne 
to the curſes of a competitor; and the faire faceof Philoclea appeares more horrible 
_ in my ſightthen the image of dearh. Then remembred ſhee this ſong, which ſhee 
rhought tookea right meaſure of her preſent minde. By

But her ynlcaſured thoughts ran nor ouer the ten firſt wordesz but going witha 
pace not ſomuch toofaſt for het body ,as ſlow forher mind;ſheefound them toge- 
| ther,who after Mzſos deparrure had lctr their rale,87 determined whatto fay to Buſi- 
lizs. Bur full abaſhed:was poore Phitoclea( whaſt conſcience now beganto know - 
cauſe of blaſhing)tor firſt faluracion,receimng aneye fronvher morher,full of the 
ſame diſdainefull cotae&,which Pallzs ſhewed ropoore Arachne, that durſt contend 
with ber for the prize of wal weauing: yer didthe fotce of louc ſo much rulehes, 
thatthough for Zelmaxes ſakeſhee did deteſt her,yerfor Zelwranes ſake ſhee yſed no 
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harder wordes to her,then to bid her go home,and accompanie her ſolicarie father; 
Then began ſhe to diſplay to Zehmare the ſtotchouſe of her deadly deſires,when 
ſuddenly the confuſed rumor of a mutinous multitude gautiuft” occafiod to'Ze/- 
mare to breake off any ſuch conference (for well ſhe found, rhey were notfricndly 
yoices they heard)8to retire withas much diligence as convenicntly they could 
rowards the lodge. Yer before they could winnethe' lodge by:twentie paces; they 
were. ouertaken by an ynruly ſortof rr wareiarynr eons. os ca violenc 
floud, were caricd, they themſclues knew nor whicher. Bur aflbone as they came 
withioperfe& — theſe Ladics,like enragettbeaſtes, without reſpe@ of their 
eſtares,or "—_ of their ſexe, rhey began ro-manne againſt them,as right yillaines, 
thinkingabilitic todoc hurt,to-be agrear aduanetmery': yerfomany as they yere, 
ſo many atmoſt were their mindes, alt knit togerhier onely'in madneſſe.Sorcecried, 
Take, ſome;Kill;ſome,Saue: bur cuenthey thar cried ſauc, ran for company with 
them that meant to: kill, Euery one'commanded, none obeyed;hee onely ſeemed 
chicfe Capraine,that was moſt ragetfull. 22H 120/0 
- Zelmane( whole vertuous courage was euct awake) drew out her ſyord, which 
ypon thoſe il- armed charles giuing asmany wounds as blowes, & as/many deathes 
alwoſt as wounds( lightning courage; and thundring ſmart ypon them) kept them 
ata bay, while the rwo Exdics got chemſelucs into the lodge: out ofthe which 3 
hus(hauing put on anarmourlong virried)cameto'prouchisauthority among his 
ſubieRs, or arleaſt, ro adyenture his-life with his deare: Miſtrelle, to whom hee 
brought a ſhield, while the Ladies trembling attended the ifſue of this dangerous 
aducarure;But Zelmanemadethempercciue the oddes betweenan Eagle and a Kite 
with ſuch nimble ſtayedneſſe,and'an affired nimbleneſſe, thatwhileone was run- 
'ning backe forfcare, his fellow had her ſword ir Hisguts. - '® 
 Andby and by was both herheart and helpe well increaſed by thecomming of 
Dorws,who hauing beene making of hurdles for his maſters —— che hor- 
rible cries of this madde multirude; and hauing ftreighr _ cnted before the 
eycs of his carefull loue, the perill wherein the ſoule of his ſoule mighr bee;Hhewene 
to Pamelas lodge,but found her in acauc hard by, with Mopſa atid' Dametas, who 
atthat time would not have opened the entrie tohis father. And therefore leauing 
them there (as in a place ſafe, both for being ſtrong; and'vaknowne} herafneasthe 
noiſe guided him. But when hee ſaw his friend'in ſich danger among thicm; anger 
and contempt( asking no counſell but of courage) made him runne among them, 
with noother weapon but his ſheephooke, 8 with that oucrthrowing'one of the 
villaines,cooke away a two hand ſword from him,and withall helprhimfrom euer 
being aſhamcd of looſing it. Then lifring vp his brave head,and'flaſhingrertor into 
their faces, he madearmes and legs go complaine to the earth; how emll their ma- 
ſters had kept them.

Yer among the rebels there was a dapper fellow, ataylor by oecuparien , who

He(being a ſurer to affeamſters daughter, andrhereforc nor a lirtle grieued for ſuch 
adiſgtace)ſtouped downe, becauſc he had heard, tharif ir werefreſh put to,it would 
cleaue 00 againe: But as his hand was on the ground to bringHis noſe ro his head, 
Zelmanewich a blow {ent his head tohis noſe. That ſawa butcher,a burcherly chufte 
indecede (-who'thatday was ſworne brotherto him in a cup of wine)and lifted vp 
a greatleauer;calling.Zelmare all the vile names of a butcherly eloquence. Bur ſhee 
lerring {lippe the bloww of the lequer ) hitte hon fo ſurely {un theſide of his face, 
thar ſhelefr nothing bur the nether jaw,wherethe tongue {til wagged,as willing to 
fay.more,if his maſters remembrance had ſerucd.O ( ſaid a miller that was halfe 
drunke)ſce the luckeof a good fellow,and with that word;ran with a pitchforke 
at Dorws: but thenimblenelſe of chewine caried his head fo faſt, that it made it ouer. 
runne his feete, ſo thac he fell wirhall, iuſt berweene the legs of Dorws : who ſetting 
his foore on his necke ( though hee offered two.milchekine,and foure fart hogs for 
his life) thruſt his ſword quite through, from one careto the other; which tooke it 
verie vakindly,to fedle ſuch newes: betore they heard of therh, in ſtead of hearing, 
to beputoſuch feeling.

a turne of his (word) ſtrake off both his hands. And ſo the painter returned, well 
Skilled in wounds, but with ncuera hand roperforme his skill.

yſe of wordcs hauing increaſed fire in their mindes(which God wor thought their 
knowledge notable; becauſe they had at all ao knowledge to condemne their owne 
want of knowledge ) they deſcended (O neuerto bee forgorten preſumption ) to'? 
a dire diſlike of yours liuing from among them. Whercupon i were tedious - | 
remem 
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remember thcir far-fetched conſtructions. But che ſumme was,youdiſdained thee 
8 what were the popes of your eſtate, if their armes maintained you not? Who 
would call yau a Prince,if you had nota people ? When certaine of them of wret- 
ched cltates,and worſe mindes (whole m—_— change could nor impairc) began 
ro ſay,that your gouernmeant was to be looked into ; howthegreat treaſures ( you 
| had levied among them) had beene ſpent;why none bur great menand gentlemen 
could beadmitred into couuſcll,that the commons(forſooth)were too plaine hea« 
ded to ſay their opinions - bur yer theurbloud and {weate muſt maintaineall, Who 
could tell whether you were not betrayedin this place, where you liucd ? nay whe- 
ther youdid live or no. Therfore that itwas time to come and ſec; andif you were 
here,to know (if Arcadia were growne lothſome in you ſight) why youdid not rid 
your (clic of the trouble ? There would not want thoſe that would take fo faire a 
cumber in.good part. Sincethe Countrey was theirsgand the goucrnment an ad- 
' herenr to the countrey,why ſhould.they not conſider of the'one as well as inhabite 
* theother? Nay rather ( ſaid hep)lee vs begin: that,which all Arcadia will follow. 
Let vs deljner our Prince from.danger of praQtifes, and our ſelues from want of a 
Prince.Let vsdoe that which all thereſt chinke. Let it beſaid,rhat we onely arenor 
aſtoniſhed with vaine titles, which hauc their force butin our force, Laſtly,to haue 
faid and heard ſo much,was as dangerous, asto haucattempted : and to attempt 
they had the glorious name of libertic withthem. Theſe words, being ſpokea(like 
afurious ttrme)preſcatly caricd away their well inclined braines, WharT,8 ſome 
other of the honeſter ſort could do,was no more then if with apuffe of breath,one 
Mould ggabour to makea ſaile goc againſt a mighty winde:or,with one hand, ſtay 
theruine of amightic Wall. Sogenerall | gre ps madneſſe among them, there 
needed no.drumme,where cach man cricd,cach, ſpeake to other that ſpake as faſt to 
him,and the diſagreeing ſound of ſo many yoices wasthechietc token of their vn- 
meete agreement. Thus was their banquet turned to a battaile,their winie mirthes - 
to bloudie rages, and the happic prayers for your life to monſtrous threatning of 
your eſtate;the ſolemnizing your birth-day,tended to hauc beene thecauſe of your 
funcrals. Bur as a drunken rage hath (beſides his wickedneſle ) that folly, that the 
moreirſeckes to hurt, the lefle it conſiders how to beable to hurt;they neuer wayed 
how toarme themleltes, but tooke yp cucric thing for a weapon, that furic offe- 
red tothcirhands. Many ſwordes, pikes, and billes there were :-others. rooke pitch. 
forkes and.rakes,conuerting husbandry to ſouldicric, ſome caught hold of ſpittes 
(things ſcruiceablc forlife ) ro beethe inſtruments of death, And there was ſome 
ſuch one,who held the ſame por wherein hedranke to your health, to vie it ( as hee 
could ) ro your miſchicfe. Thus armed, thus gouerncd, forcing the ynwilling, and 
hcartning the willing,adding fury te furic,and increafingrage with running,they 
camehcadlong toward this lodge:no.man ( Idarefay) reſolued in hisowne heart, 
what was the vttermoſt he would doc when he came hither. Butas miſchiefe is of 
ſuch nature, thatit cannot ſtand but with ſtrengrhning one cuill by another,and ſo

With that thefcllow did wring his hands,and wrang out zeares : ſo as Baſilins, 
that was not the ſharpeſt piercer into masked mindes,tookea good liking to him;

For finding himſelte not onely vnhappy, but vohappy aftcr being fallen 
from all happineſſe:and co be fallen from all happineſle,not by any miſconceiuing, 
bur by his owac fault, & his faultto be done to no other bur-to Pamela; he did nor 
render his owne eſtate, bur deſpiſed it; greedily drawing,into his minde,all conceits 
which might more and morerorment Con And fo remained hcetwodayes in the 
woods,dildayning co giuchis body foode,ur his minde comfort, louing in himſclfe 
nothing,bur the loue of her.

noneof the the Paſtorals,& hadg grear defire to Jead herold ſences abroad to ſome 
pleaſure)told rhem plaincly,they ſhould norwill nor chooſe, bur go thither, & make 
the honeſt countrey people know, that they were not ſoiqueamith as folks rhoughr 
of thE. The Ladies glad to be warranted by her authority, with a ſmiling humblenes 
obeyed her: Pamela onely caſtinga ſecking looke, wherher ſhe could ſee Dorws(who 
re wretch, wandred halfe mad for ſorow in the woods,crying forpardon of het 
who could notheare him) but indecde was gricued forhis abſence, having given 
the wound to him through her own hart. But ſo thethree Ladies & Aiſo went with 
choſe ſixe Nymphes, conquering the length of the way with the force of mulike,lca- 
uing only Mopſa behind,who diſgraced weeping with her countenance, becauſc her 
morher would not ſpfter hertoſhew her new ſcoured faceamongthem. But thep/ace 
appointed(as they thought) mer chem halfe intheir way,ſo well were they pleaſed 
with the ſwcete tuncsand prety conuerlation of their inuiters. There found they in 
the midſt of the thickeſt part of the wood, a little ſquare place, not burthened with 
erees, but with a boord couecred,and beaurified with the pleaſanteſt fruites,thar ſun- 
burnd Autumme could deliucr vnro the. The maids belought the Ladies to fit down 
& taſte of theſiyelling grapes, which ſeemed greatwith child of Bacchus: 8 of the 
diucrſe coloured plums, which gaue the cyc g pleaſant raſte before they came rothe 
mouth.The Ladies would not ſhew to ſcorne rheir prouiſion, but eareand drankea 
lictle of rheir coole wine, which ſcemedto _ for ioy to cometo ſuch lips. 

Bur after thecollation was ended,andthat they looked for the comming forth 
of ſuch deuiſes as were prepared tor them, there ruſh out of the woodestwentie - 
armed men,who round about enuironed them, and laying hold on Zelmane be- 
fore ſhee could draw her ſword, and taking ie from her, put hoods ouer the heades 
of all fourc,and ſo mutfled, by force ſer then on horſebackeand caryed them away; 
theſiſters in yaine crying for ſuccour, while Zelmares heart was rent in peeces with 
' rage of the iniury,& diſdaineof her forrune. Bur when they had caried the a foure 
orfiue mile further, they lett-Mſo witha'gagge in her mouth,and bound hand and 
foote,ſo rotake her fortune: and brought the three Ladies (by rhattime the night 
ſeemed with her ſilence to —_— to their treaſon) to a Caſltleabourtten milefrom 
the Lodges : where they were faine to take a boate which waitcd tor them : for the 
Caſtle ſtood in themidlt of agreatlake ypon a high rock, where partly by Arte,bur 
principaly by Nature, it was by all men eſt impregnable. Burat thECaſtle 
. gatetheir faces werediſcoucred;and there were met wh a great number of toichey, 
after whom the ſiſters knew cheir nc in law: Cecropia. Bur that ſight increaſed the 
deadly terrour'iof. the Princefles, looking'for nothing but death;fince they were in 
the power of the wicked Cecropia :'who yer came ynto them making curreſie' the 
outhideof miſchuefe,and deliring them not to be difcomtorted : for they wereina 

dedicated tothcir ſerwice. Philoctes ( with alooke where Louehincd through 
themiſt of Feare) beſoughther to be pood vntothem, hauing neuer deſerued evil 
of her, But Pawelas high heart diſdaining humblenefſe to iniury;Aunt (ſaidſhee)

Bur Cecropia(viing no more words with them) conueyed them all three toſeue- 


rall lodgings (Ze/wanes heart ſolwelling with ſpite,thar ſhe conld not bring _—__ 
word} 
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word) and ſo left chem: firſt raking from chem their katues,becauſc they ſhould doe 


themlclues no hurt, before ſhe-had determined of them: and then giuing ſuch order 
thatthey wanted npthing bur libertie,and comfort, ſhe w cnt to her ſonne, who yer 
kept his bed, becatiſe of his wound hee had receiued of Zelmane, and told him, 
6 Ae now he had in his power. Amphialus was but cuenthen returned from farre 
countries, where he had wonne immorrall fame both of courageand curtclie,when 
hee mer with the Princeſſes,and was hurtby Zelmane,lo as he was viterly 1gnorane 
of all his mothers wicked deuiſes, to which he would neuer haueconſented, being 
(like a roſe our of abricr)an excellent ſonne of an ewill mother: And now when he 
heard of this, was as mfich amazed,as if he had ſecne the Sunfall ro the carth.

To begin then cuen with the begin- 
ning, this doting foole Baſi/zusthat now raignes, hauing lived ynmaricd till he was 
nigh threeſcore yeares old ( and iuall his ſpeeches — and inall his doings 
p” Ar that he neuer would maric)) madeall the eyes of this countrey to bebent 
vpon your father,his onely brocher (but yonger by thirty yeares) as ypon the vn- 
doubted ſucceſſor, being indeed a man worthy to reigne, rhiuking nothing enough 
for himſclte : where this gooſe ( you ſee) puts downe his head, before there beany 
thing neere to touch him.So that he holding place and eſtimation as heire of Arca» 
dia,obrained me of my father the King of Argos,his brother helping ro the conclu- 
ſion, with proteſting his batchclry intention : for elſe you may belure the King of 
Argos,nor his daughrer would haue ſuffered their Royall blood to bee Nained with 
the baſe name of ſubieRXion.

Bur bcfore ( my ſonne) thou wert cometothe agetofeele the ſweeteneſle of ay. 

choriric,chis beaſt(whom 1 can neucr name with patience ) falſely and fooliſhly ma» 

ried this Gynecia , then a yong gyrle, and brought her to fit aboue mee in all feaſts, 

ro turnc herſhoulder ro me-ward in all our ſolemuities, Ir is certane,it is not fo

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grear aſpire to bee ſurmounted by ſtrangers, as by ones owne allies. Thinke then 
whar my minde was,ſince withall there is no queſtion, The fall is greater from rhe

{poyle: wrapping cheir hopes with ſuch cunning as they rather ſcemed ginen ouer 
ynto them as partakers, then promiſcsſprung of necefſirie. Then ſent hee rohis mo- 
thers brother, the king of Argos : but he was then ſo ouer-lJaid with warre himſelfe, 
asfromthence he could atrend ſmall ſuccour.  . toda note! 
Bur becauſc he knew how violently rumors do blow the ſayles of popular iud 
ments, and how few thete be thar can diſcerne berweene truerh and trurhlikeneſle; 
berweene ſhewes and ſubſtance; hee cauſed a iuſtification of this his a@ionro bee 
written, whereof were ſowed abroad ma es, which with ſome gloflcs of pro 
babitid;naighs indeede hide the foulnefſe of his treaſon;and from true commons 
places, ferch downe molt falſe applications. For, beginning how muchrhe _ 
; Mi whi 
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which is owed to the countrie, goes beyond all atherdueries, ſince in ir{elfe it con” 
raines themall;and that tor the reſpe& thereof, nor onely all tender reſpets of kin- 
dred,or whatſoeucr otherfric: "dſhups, atcro bee laideaſide, bur that even long-held 
opinions (ratherbuilded vpon a ſecret of gouernmettthenany ground of trruch)are 
robeforſaken; he fell by degrees toſhew,thar ſince the'end whertero anything is di. 
. rected,is/ ener to be of more noble — chething thereto direc : thar 
therefore, the weale-publike was more to bee regarded), then any perlon or magi- 
ſtrate thar'thereymo was ordayncd. The feeling conſideration whereof had mo- 
ued him ( —_— neereof kinneto Baſilims as could bee, yer) to ſerprincipally 
before his eyes, the good eſtare of ſo-many thouſands;ouer whom Beſilizs raigned: 
rather then ſoro hood-winke' him{elfe with: affe&ion, as to ſuffer che Realmero 
runne to manifeſt ruine. The care whereof, did kindly appertaine rothoſe who 
being ſubalterne magiſtrates and officers of the crowne, were to beemployed asfrom 
the Princc,ſo for the peoplc;and of all other,cſpecially himſeltc, who being deſcen- 
ded of theRoyall race,and next heire male, Nature had no ſooner opened his eyes, 
but thatthe ſoyle wherevpon they did looke was'to looke for ar his hands a conti- 
nuall carefulnefſe : which as from his childhood he had eucr caricd; ſo now finding 
thathis vnclc had not oncly giucn ouer all care of gouernmenr, but had pur it into 
thehands of Philanax(a man neitherin birth comparable romany,nor forhis cor- 
rupt, proud, and partiall dealing, liked of any ) bur befide, had'ſer his daughrers ( 1n 
whos the whole cſtate,as next heiresrhereyoro;had nolefle intereſt then himſelfe) 
inſo vnfic and ill-guarded. a place,as irwere not onely dangerous for their perſons, 
bur ( if they ſhould beeconueyed to any forraine countrey ) to the whole com. 
mon-wealth pernicious ::rhar therefore he had brought chema into rhis ſtrong caſtle 
of his: which way,if ic might ſcemc ſtrange,they-werero conſider,that new neceli- 
ries require new remedics ; bur there they ſhould be ſerued 8 honoured as belonged 
to their grearneſſe, yntillby rhe gencrall aflembly of the eſtates, ic ſhould bee derer- 
mined how they ſhould to their belt(both priuate;and publique)aduantage bemat- 
ched;vowiagallfaith & dury both torhe father & children,neuer by him to be yio- 
lared.Bur if in the meane time, before the eſtaces could be aſſembled, he thould be aſ- 
failed,he would then for his own defence rakearmes:; deſiring all,that eicher tendred 
the dangerous caſe of their country,or in their hearts Joued iuſtice,to defend him in 
this iuſt aQion. Andif che Prince ſhould command them otherwiſe, yet to know, 
that therein he-was no moreto be obeyed, then if he ſhould call for poiſon rohurt 
himſelfe withall : ſince all that was done; was done for his ſeruice, howſocuer hee 
might ( ſeduced by Philanax ) i of ir : hee proteſting,that whatſoeuer hee 
ſhould do for his own defence,ſhould beagainſt Ppilanax,8 no way againſt Befilrue. 
To this effe&, amplified with arguments & examples,8 painted with rethoricall 
colours,did hee ſow abroade many diſcourſes : which as = preuailed with fome 
of more quicke then found conceic,to runne his fortune with 
breedea coolenelſe, to deale violently againſt him, 8a falſe-minded neurrality ro ex- 
peftthe iſſue. But beſides the waycs he'vfed to weaken the aduerſe party, he omitred 
nothing for the —_— gof his own. The chiefe truſt whereof (becauſe he wan- 
ted men to keepe the field) he repoſcd in rhe ſurery ofthis caſtle; which ar leaſt would 
win him much time,the mother of mary mutations. Tothart therfore he bent both 
his outward and inward eyes, ſtriuing to make Arte ſtrive with Nature, to whether, 
of them rwo that fortification bee moſt bcholding. The ſcate Nature be- 
ſtowed, bur Arre  gaue the building : which as his rocky hardneſe would nor yeclde 
to yndermining force, ſo to openaſſaults he rooke counſel! of skill, how to make all 
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approches,if not impoſſible, yer difficult;as well at the foote of the caſtell, as round 
p 6.09 thelake, ro glue ynquict lodgings to them, whom onely enmuy would make 
neighbours, Then omitted hee nothing of defence, as well ſimple defence;as thar 
which did defend by offending, ficting inſtruments of miſchicfe ro -— whence 
the miſchicſe might bee moſt liberally beſtowed. Neither was his ſmalleſt care for 
victuals as well for the prouiding that which ſhould ſuffice, both in ſtoreand good- 
neſſe,as in well preleruing ir,aod wary diſtributing ir,both in quantitie andqualitie, 
ſpending that firſt which would keepe leaſt, | EDT 0 = OT: 
Bur wherein he _— his wits tothe pictcingeſt point, was touching his ment 
(knowing them to bethe weapon of weapons, 8 maiſter-ſpring (as it wete) which 
makes all the reſt to ſtirre;& that therefore in the Arte of man ſtood thequinteſlence 
and ruling skill of all proſperous gouernment,cither peaccable , or militarie) hee 
choſe in number as many as withour peſtring ( and ſodanger of infeRion ) his

. of able mindestodireR,not ſecking many commaunders, but contenting himſelte, 
that the multitude ſhould;haue obcying wittes , cueric one knowing whom hee 
ſhould commaund, and whom he ſhould obey , the place where, and the marrer 
wherein; diſtributing each officeas ncere as he could, to thediſpoſition of the per= 
ſon that ſhould exerciſcir : knowing no loue, danger, nor —_— can ſuddenly 
alter ati habitein nature, Therefore would he notemploy the ſtill man to a ſhiftin 
practiſe, nor the liberall manto be adiſpenſerot his vituals, northekind-hearr 
man to bee a puniſher :. but would exerciſe theirvertues in ſorts, where they might 
be profitable,cmploying his chicfecare to know them all particularly, & chrough- 
ly,regarding alſo the conlticurion of their bodies ; ſome beingable berter toabide 
arch. xn ſome hunger, ſome labour, making his benefit of cach habilitie,and nor 
forcing beyond power. Time to cuery thing by iult proportion heeallotted;and as 
well in that,as 1ncuery thing elſe, no ſmall errour wiikr ar, leaſt greater ſhould bee 
animarcd. Eucn of yiccs hee made his profic, making the cowardly Clznias to haue 
careof the watch, which lie knew his owne feare would make him very wakefully 
pertforme. Andbeforcthe ſiege began, hee himlſelfe cauſed rumors to bee owed, and 
libels co be ſpread againſt himlelfe, fuller of malice, then witty {orange : partly 
toknow thoſethat would beeaprt ro ſtumble at ſuch motions, tharhee mighr cull 
them from the faithfuller band ; bur principally, becauſc un neceſſitie they ſhould not 
know when any ſuch thingswere in carnelt atrempted, whether it were,or nor of 
his owne inuention. But cuen then { before thecnemies face came neere to; breed 
any terrour)did hee exerciſe his men daily inall their charges,as if Danger had pre- 
ſeatly preſented his moſt hideous preſence : himſelfe rarher inſtruQing by exam- 
ple, then precept;being neither more ſparing in trauaile,nor ſpending iu diet; then 
the mcanelt ſouldicr : his hand and body diſdaining no baſe marters,nor ſhrinking 
from the heauy. | Ws #4 
The onely oddes was,that when others tooke breath, heſighed; and whicn others 
reſted,he croſthis armes. For Louc paſſing thorow the pikes of Danger, and tum- 
bling ir ſelfeintheduſt of Labour,yer ſtill madehim remember bis ſweete delire; 
and Pexurifull image. Often when hee had begun to comniaund one, ſorhewhat 
before halfe the ſentence were ended, his inward gueſt did ſo entertaine him, that 
hce would breake it off;and aprettiewhile after end ir, when hee had ( to themar- 
ucl of rhe ſtanders by ) ſeat himſelfe to talke with his owne thoughts.

all other meanes, that _ either eſtabliſh a beholdingneſfe, or ac leaſt awake a 
kindneſles doing it fo, as by reaſon of their yr rm {iſterknew not how 
the other was wooed, buteach might chinke , that onely ſhe was ſought. Buc if 7h; 
loclea with (weete and humble dealing did auoide theit afſaulrs, ſhe withthe Maieſtic 
of Verrue did beate them off. _ 

Burt this day their ſpeech was the ſooner broken of, by reaſon thathe, whoſtood 
as watch vpon the top of the keepe, did not onely ſec agreat duſt ariſe(whichthe 
earth ſent yp,as if it would ſtriue to haue clouds as well as the ayre ) bur mighr ſpie 
ſometimes, eſpecially when the duſt ( wherein the naked wind did ] "ſolſe) 
was caried aide from them, the ſhining of armour, like flaſhing of lightning,wher- 
wich the clouds did ſeeme to bee wich childe; which the Sunne Jhog with his 
beames,it gaue aſight delighttull co any, but to thera that were to abide the terrour? 
But the watch gaueaquicke Alarum to the ſouldiers within, whom pratiſe already 
hauing prepared, began each, with ynabaſhed hearts ot at leaſt countenances,ro 
looke to their charge,or obedience, which was allotted ynro them. | 

Onely Clinias & Amphialus did exceede the bounds of mediocritie:the one in his 
naturall coldneſk of cowardiſe, the other 12 heateof. courage. For Clinias ( who 
was bold onely in buſic whiſperings, & cuen in that whiſperingnefle rather indoode 
confident in his cunning , that it ſhould not bee bewrayed, rhen any way bold, if 
ever it ſhould be bewraycd ) now chat the enemie gaue a dreadfull nipe&t vnro the 
caſtle, his eyes ſaw no terrour, nor care heard any martiall ſound, burtfarchey mul- 
tiplied the hidiouſneſle of it ro his mated minde. Before theircomming hee had mas 
ny times felt a dreadfull expectation, bur yer his minde( that was willingco eaſe 
it ſclte of the burden of feare) did ſometime famevato irfelfe poſlibiliticof lery as 
the death of Baſilixs,thediſcord of the nobilitic,g (when other cauſe —_ ) 

the 
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the nature of chaunceſerued as a cauſe ynto him : and ſometimes the hearing other 
men ſpeake yaliaritly, and the quierneſſe of his vnaſlailed ſenſes, would make him. + 
ſelfe belecue,thar hee durſt doc fomerhing. But now, that preſent danger did diſplay 
iffefe ynto his cyc, and that adangerous doing muſt be the onely meane to pre- 
ucntthe danger of ſuffering, onerthar had marked him would haue iudged,that his 
would haue runne intro him, and his ſoule out of him ; ſo ynkindly did cither 
takea ſent of danger.Hee thoughtrhe lake was too ſhallow,and the walles coo thin: 
hce miſdoubted cach mans treaſon , and conieured cuery poſſibility of misfor. 
tune,not onely fore-caſting likely perils, bur ſuch asall che planets rogether could 
ſcarcely haue confpired:andalready began to arme himſelfe,chough it wasdetermi- 
ned he ſhovildrarry within doors ; and whilehe armed himlſelfe, imagined in what 
of theyault he would hide himſelfe,if the enemies wonne the caſtle. Deſiroug 
e was that cuery body ſhguld doe yaliantly,bur himſeltc;and thercfore was affraid 
to ſhew his feare, bur for very feare would hauc hid his fears; leaſt it ſhould diſcom- 
fortothers: but the morehe ſought ro diſguiſeit, the morethe voſutableneſle of a 
wekebroken yoice to high braue words, andof apale ſhaking countenance to a 
Ire of animating did diſcoucrhim, = | 
But quite contrarily Amphialus, who before the enemies came was carefull, pro- 
uidently diligent, and not ometimes without doubting of the iſſuc;now the neerer 
danger approched(likerhelighrof a plow-worme)the lefſe ſtill it ſeemed:and now 
his courage began to boyle in choler , 8 with ſuch impatience to deſire to powre 
out both ypon the cnemy,that hee iflucd preſently into certaine boates hee had of 
purpoſe ; and carying with him ſome choiſe men, went tothe fortreſſe he had vpon 
theedoge of be which hee thought would beethe firſt thing, tharthe enemy 
would attempt, becauſe ic was a paſſage, which commaunding al that ſide of the 
countrie , andbeing loſt would ſtop yifuall,or other ſupply,that might be broughe 
into thecaſtle: and in that fortreſle hauing ſome force of horſemen, hee iſſued out 
with two hundred horſe, and fiue hundred footemen, embuſhed his fooremen 1n 
the falling of a hill, which was oucr-ſhadowed with a wood, hee with his horſe- 
men went aquartet of a mulefurther ; aſide hand of which he might perceive the 
many troupes of the enemie, who came but to view where beſt toencampe them- 


tes. _ 

Butas if the ſight of the enemy had been a Magnes ſtone to his courage, he could 
' notcontaine himſelfe,bur ſhewing his face to the enemie,and his backe to his ſoul- 
diets; vſcd that aQtion,as his onely oration,both of denouncing warreto the one, 
andperſwading of the other. Who faithfully following an example of ſuch 
authocity,they made thecarth to grone vndertheir furious burden, and the enemies 
to begin tobe angry with them,whom in particular they knew not. Among whom 
there was a yong man, yongelt brother to Philanax, whole face as yer did not be- 
wray his ſexc,with ſo much as ſhew of haire;of a mindehauing no limitsof hope, 
notknowing why to fearc; full of iollitic in conuerſation, and lately growne a Ls 
uer-His name was Agezor,of all that army|the moſt beautifull : who Raging ridden 


in ſportfull conucrſation among the foremoſt,all armed ſauing that his beauer was 
yp,to hauchis breath in more freedome,ſceing Amphialus come a pretty way before 
his company, neither ſtaying the commandement of the Capraine, nor reckning 
whether his face werearmed,orno,ſcrfpurs to his horſe, and with yourhfull brauery 
caſting his ſtaffc abourhis head, pur ir then in his reſt,as carctull of comely carying' 
itas itthemarke had beene but a Ring,and the lookers on Ladics. But Awphialus 
launce wasalready cometo thelaſt o 


his deſcending line,& began to make the full 


point

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point of death againſt the head of this yoog Gentleman, when Ye arg percei, 
- uing his youth and beautie, Compaſzion (o rebated the edge of Choler,that hco 

ſpared that faire nakedneſle,and let his ſtaffe fall to Agexors yatnpale:ſo asboth-with 
braue braking ſhould hurtleily have performed that-raarch, but that the pirileſſe _ 
launce of Amphialus (angry with being broken) with an vnlucky counterbuffe tull 
of vnſparing ſplinters, lighted ypon thar facefarre ficrer for tht combars of Yerus, 
giuing not onely.a ſudden, bur a fowledeath,lcauing ſcarcely any tokens of his for- 
mcr beautic: but his hands abandoning the reynes,and hischighes the ſaddle;he fell 
fideward from the horfe, Which ſight comming to Leontins, adearc friend of his, 
who in vainc had lamentably cried ynto him to ſtay, when hee ſaw him begin his 
careere,it was hard to ſay, ws ds pitie of the one, or revenge againſt the other; 
held as then the ſoucraignetic in his paſſions. But while hee direQed his eye to his | 
fricnd,and his hand to his enemic,ſo wrangly-conſorted a power could notrefiſt the 
readie minded force of Amphialus: who perceiuing his.ill-direReddircion againſt 
him,ſo paid him his debt before ir was lent, that he alſo fell to the carth, onely hap- 
pie that one place,and one time,did finiſh both their loues and lmesto . 

Bur by this time there had beene a furious meeting of cither fide: where after che 
terrible ſalutacion of warlike noiſe,the ſhaking of hands was with ſharpe weapons: 
ſome launces according to the merall rhey mer, and. $kill- of theguider, did ſtaine 
them(ſclues in bloud;ſomeflew vp in peeces;as if they. would threaten heauen, be- 
cauſe they fayled on earth; But their office was quickely inherited, cither by { the 
Prince of weapons) the ſword, or by fone heauie- mace, orbiting axe; which hun. 
ting ſtill the weakeſt chaſe, ſaughr cuer talight there where inallel rehiſtancermght 
worſe preucnt miſchicfe. The claſhing of armaur,and cruſhing of ſtaucs,the iuſt- 
ling of bodies,the reſounding of blowes,was the firſt partof rhar ill agrecing mit 
ficke,which was beautified with the griſlynefle of wounds, the riſing of duſt, the 
hidious falles and the gronesof thedying: Thevery horſes angryintheir Mailters 
anger, with louc and obedience brought foorth theeffes of hare and refiſtance and 
with mindes of ſeruitude, didas if they affected glory. Some lay dead vnder theis 
dead Maiſters, whom vnknightly wounds had vaultly puniſhed for a fairhfull dus 
tic, Somelay vpan their Lords by like accid-nts, and in dearth , had che honour to 
beborne by them,whom in, life they had borne. Somehauing loſt their comman- 
ding burthens, ranne ſcattered about the fidd , abaſhed with themadndk of man- 
kiud Theearth itfelfe (wont to be aburialtof men )wasnow ( as it were ) bu- 
ried with men : ſo was theface thereof hidden wick dead bodies, to-whom death 
bad come masked in diuers manners. [none place lay difinherired heads, difpotleſſed 
of their naturallſeigniorics : in another, whole bodies toſce to, but thattheir hearrs - 
Jars wy np all ul ſo cloſe, were — violence opcaed : in. 
others, fowler deathes had ouglil lay yling gues. Therelay armes, 
whole fingers yet moucd,as fy erlefebhicbeteinats Tame and 
legges,which contrary to common reaſan, by- being diſcharged of their burden, 
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were growneheauicr. But no ſword payed folmgea tribute of ſoules torhe crer. 
nall Kingdome,as that of Amphiclus : whorlikew Tigre, from whom a companie 
of Woolucs did ſeeke to pprrndaomgs -/- (rernembring they came 


totakeaway Philoclea ) did labour tu-make vakire, firength, chler and hatred, ro 
—_—_ ES er = loue,which was infinite, £1? 
Theredi $ old knight E/chylawe, who though by yeares might 
well haue beeneallowed to vſe rather = exerciſes of wiledome;then of couragey 
yet hauing aluſty bodice anda merry hearr, he cucrrookethe fumumons'of Time irt 
| | ieſt, 
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ieſt,orelſe ir had ſo creepingly ſtolneyponhim, thar he had heard ſcarcely the noyſe 
ot his fcere,and Hhenefors was as freſh in” apparell, andas forward 1n cnterpriſcs, ag 
@ farreyonger man : but nothing made him bolder, then a certaineprophecic had 

etold him, that hee ſhould dic in the armes of his ſonne, and theretore feared 
the lefle the arme of an enemy. Bur now when m_— ſword was paſſed through 
his throate, he thought himlelfe abuſed; but that beforchee died, his ſonne, 1ndecede 
ſeeing his father begin to fall, hdd him vp in hisarmes, till a pittileſſe ſouldicr 
of the ocher ſide, with a mace brained him, making father 8 ſonne become rwinnes 
inthe neucr againedying birth. Asfor Drialus, cMemmon, Niſus and Policrates,che 
firſthad his eyes cur our ſo,as he could not ſee to bid theneerefollowing death wel. 
come : the ſecond had met with the ſame Prophet that old Zſchylus had, and ha- 
uingfound many of his ſpeeches truc,bel this too, that hee ſhould neuer bee 
killed, butby his owne companions - and therefore no man was more yaliant then 
he againſt an enemy,no man more ſuſpicious of his friends: ſo as he ſeemed toſleepe 
in ſecuritie,when he went to a barrel,and toentetinto a bartell, when hee began to 
flecpe,ſuch guards he would ſer abour his perſon; yer miſtruſting thoſe yery guards 
leaſt they would murther him, But now Amphialus helped to variddichis doubts, 
forheouerthrowing him from his horſe, his owne companions comming with a 
freſh ſupply, preſſed him to death. Niſ#s graſping with am;phialus , was with a ſhort 

er{l,ine. And for Policrates,while hee ſhunned as much as hee could, ke ing 
onely his place for feare of puniſhment , Amphialus with a memorable blow ſtrake 
off his head:where,with the conuullſions of death ferring his ſpurresto his horſe,þe 
gaueſo brauc a charge vpon the encmie, as it grew a prouerbe, that Policrates was 
onely valiant after his head was off. Bur no man clcaped ſo well his handes ag Phe. 
bil did : for he having long loued Philoclea,though forthe mearineſſe of his eſtate 
heneuerdurſt reucalcit, now knowing Amphialus, ſetting theedge of a rivall ypon 
the (word of anencmy, he held ſtrong fight with him. But Amphielus had already 
in the dangerouſeſt places diarmed him,and was lifring vp his [word to ſend im 
away from himſelfe; when hee thinking 1ndeede ro die, © Philoclea ( ſaid hee) yer 
this ioyes me,that I die for thy ſake. The name of P/z/oclea firſt ſtayed his ſword: 8 
he heard him out, though he abhord him much worſethen before, yet could he not 
youchſafe him the honour ot dying for Phzleclea, bur turned his (word another ' 
way doing him no hurt for oucr-much hatred. But what good did that to poore 
Phebilus, it eſcapinga valiant hand, he was (laine by abaſc ſouldier,who ſceing hum 
ſodifarmed,thruſt him through'? 

But thus with the well-followed yalure of Amphialus were the other almoſt ouer- 
throwne,when Philanax ( who was the matrſball of thearmie ) came in, with new 
force renuing the almoſt decayed courage of hisſfouldiets. For cryihg to them(and 
, asking them whether their backes or their armes were better fighters) hee himſelfe- 

inſt intorhepreſic,and making force and furic waite ypon diſcretion and go- 
uernment, hee might ſeeme a brauc Lion, who caught his yong Lioners, how in 
taking of a pray,to 1oyne courage with cunning. Then Fortun&(as if ſhehad made 
chaſes inow of the oneſide of that bloudy Teniſcourt) went of the other ſide rhe 
linc, making as many fall downe of Amphialasfollowers,as before had doneof Phi- 
lanaxis,they looſing the ground as faſt as beforetheyhad won it,only leauing them 
to keepe ir, who had loſt themſchies in keeping it. Thenthoſethat had killed, ioheri- 
ted thelot of thoſethat had beeue killed; 8 crucll deathes made them lie quictly ro- 
who moſt incheic lives had ſought todiſquict each other;8 many of thoſe 
oucrthrown,had thecofart to ſee their murtherers oucrrun the to Charons a 
Coarrw, 
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Codrws , Cteſiphon, and «Milo, loſt their lives vpon Philanax ſword : but no 
'bodies caſe was more pitied , then of a young ſquire of _1mphialus, called 1/- 
menus , who neucr abandoning his Maiſter , and making tus tender age aſpire to 
attes of the ſtrongeſt manhood, in thistimethar his fide was put to the worſt, 
and that _Imphialus yalure was the onely ſtay of them from deltuering them- 
ſelues oucr to a moſt ſhamefull flight,hee ſaw his maiſters hotſe killed ynder him. 
Whercupon asking aduiſc of no other chought, but of faichfulneſſe and courage, 
. hee preſently lighted from his owne hotſe, and with the _ of ſome choiſe 
and faithfull ſcruants, gathis maiſter vp. But in the multitude that came of either 
fide, ſometo ſuccour, ſome to ſaue _Amphralus , hee came ynder the hand of 
Philanax : and the youth percciuing hee was the man that did moſt hurr to his 
tie (deſirous cucn to change his life for gloric ) lirake arhim, as hee rode by 
im,and gauc him a hurt vpon the leg,that made Phi/anax turne rowards him;bur 
.. ſecioghimſoyoung,and of a moſt loudly preſence, hee rather cooke pittic of him, 
meaning to take him priſoner, and then to giue him to his brother Agenor to bee 
his companion, becauſe they were not much ynlike, neither inyecares, nor coun- 
tenance. But as hee looked downe ypon him with that thought, hee eſpicd where 
his brother lay dead, and his friend Leontiws by him,cucn almoſt ynderthe ſquiers 
feere. Then ſorrowing not onely his owne ſorrow, but che paſt-comforrt ſorrow 
which hee forcknew his motherwould take (who with many teares,and miſgiuing 
hs had ſuffered himto go with his clder brother Philanax ) blotted our all figures 
of pitty out of his minde,& putting forth his horſe(while //-ze»ws doubled two or 
three moreyaliant,then well ſetblowes ) ſaying to himſclte; Let other mothers be. 
wailean yntimely death as well as minc: he thruſt him through. And the boy fierce 
though beautifull;and beaurifull, though dying,not able to keepehis falling feere, 
fell downeto thecarth, which hebir foranger, repining ar his fortune, andas long 
as he couldrcliſtingdeath, which might ſeeme vnwilling c003 ſolong he was in ta- 
+ king away his young ſtruggling ſoule. 
Philanax tnimſelfe could haue wiſhed the blow vngiuen,when he ſaw himfal like 
a faire apple, which ſome yncurtcous body(breaking his bough)ſhould throw down 
before it were ripe. Butthe caſe of his brother made him forger both thar,and him- 
© ſelfe:ſo as oucrhaſtily prefſing ypon the retiring enemies, he was(ere he was aware) 
further engaged thea his owne ſouldiers could relieue him, where being ouer- 
throwne by Amphialus, Amphialus glad of him, kept head againſt his cacmics,while 
ſome of his men caried away Philanax. 

But Philanax men, as if with the loſſe of Philanax they had loſt the fountaine 
of thcir yalure, had their courages ſo dried vpin feare;thatthey began to ſer honour 
attheir backs,and to yſetheverrue of patience in an yarimely time: when into the 
preſſe comes ( as hard as his horſe, mote affcaide of —— , then the ſworde, 
could carie him) a knight in armour as darke as blackenefſe could make it,followed 
by hone,and adorned by nothing; ſo farre without authoritjethar hee was without 
knowledge. But vertue quickly made him knowne, and admitation bred him ſuch 
authoritie,that though they of whoſe ſide he came knew him nor, yet theyall knew. 
itwasfit to obey him:& whule he was followed by the valianteſt, hee made way for 
the vileſt. For,taking partwith the beſicgers,hee maderhe Amphialians bloud lerue 
for a capariſon to his horſe, and a decking to his armour. His arme no ofter gaue 
blowes, then the blowes gaue wounds, then the wounds gauedcathes : ſo terrible 
was his force,8 yet was his quickneſſe more forciblerheu his force,and his iudge- 
ment morequicke then his quickeneſſe, For though his ſworde went faſter then 
Y eye light 
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eyc-light could follow it, yet his owne indgement wear ſtill before it. There died 
of his hand Sarpedon , Pliztonax, Strophilus, and Hippolitus, men of great proote in 
warres,and who had thatday vndertaken the guard of Amphialus. But while they 
ſought to ſaue him, they loſt the fortreflesthar Nature hadplaced themin. Then 
ſlew he Megalus,who was a little before proud,to ſeehimlelte {tained in the bloud of 
his enemies : but when his owne bloud came to bee married to theirs, hee then felr, 
that crueltie doth neuer enioy a good cheapeglory.Atter him ſent he Palemon,who 
had thatday vowed(with fooliſh braucry)to the dearh of ren: 8 ninealready he 
had killed, and was carefull to performe his { almoſt performed) yow , when the 
blackeknighthelpt him ro make vp the renth himlelte. 
' And now the often changing Fortune began alſo to change the hew of the 
battels. For at thefirſt, though it were terrible, yer Terror was deckt ſo brauely 
with rich furnirurc, gilt-ſwords, ſhining armours, pleaſant penfils , that the cye 
with delight had ſcarce lcaſure to be aftraide: Bur now all yniuer(ally defiled with 
duſt, bloud , broken armour , mangled bodies, tooke away.the maske , and ſet 
foorth Horror in his owne horrible manner. Bur neither could danger bee dread.- 
full ro _AUmphialus his vndiſmayable courage, nor yer ſeeme ougly tohim whoſe 
trucly-affected minde , did ſtill paint it ouer with the beautic of Philoclea. And 
therefore hee, racher caflamed then troubled with the increaſe of dangers, and 
glad to finde a worthy ſubie&ro exerciſe his courage, ſoughr our this new knight 
whom hee might caſily finde: for hee, likea wanton rich man, that throwesdowne 
his ncighbours houſe, to make himſelfe the better proſpe& , ſo had his ſworde 
made him ſo ſpacious a roome , that _Amphialus had more canſe to wonder at 
the finding, then labour for theſecking : which if it ſtirred hate in! him , to ſee 
how much harme hee did to the one fide, it prouoked as much emulation in him, 
toperceiue how much good he did to the other fide. Therefore , they approa» 
ching one to the other, as in two beaurifull folkes, Love naturally ſtirres a deſire 
of ioyning, ſo in their two courages Hate ſtirred a delire of triall. Then began * 
there acombate berweene them, worthy to haue had more large liſtes , and 
more quiet beholders : for with the ſpurre of Courage, andchebiric of Relpe, 
each ſo guided himſelfe , that one might well ſce, the defire to ouercorhe,, made 
chem not forger how to ouercome : in ſuch time and proportion they didemploy 
their blowes, that none of Ceres ſeruants could more cunningly place his flayle : 
while the left foote ſpurce ſer forward his owne horſe, the right let backeward the 
contraric horſe, euen ſometimes by the aduantage of the encmics legge, while 
the left hand (like him that held the ſterne ) guided the horſes obedient cou- 
rage: All done in ſuch order, that it might ſeeme, the minde was a rightPrince 
indeede, who ſent wiſe anddiligent Licurenants- into cach of thoſe well gouerned 
partes. But the more they fought, the morethey deſired to fight; and the more 
they ſmarted, che leſle they felt the ſmart :; and now were like ro make a quicke 
proofe, ro whome Fortune or Yalour would ſeeme moſt friendly, when in comes 
an olde Gouernour of CAmphialus , alwaycs a good Knight , and carcfull of 
his charge; who giuing a ſore wound tothe Blacke Knights thigh , while hee 
thought not of him, with another blow ſlewe his horſevader him, _A1mphialus 
cried to him, that hee diſhonoured him : You ſay well(anſwered the olde Knight) 
to ſtand now like apriuate ſouldier, ſetting your credic vpon particular fighting, 
while you may ſee Baſilius with all his hoſte, is getting berweene you and your 
Towne, Hee looked that way, and found that truc indeede , that the enemic was 
beginning tocacompaſſchim about,and ſtoppe his returae : and therefore _—_ 
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the retreate to be ſounded, his Gouernour ledde his men homeward , while hee 
kept himſelfe ſtill hindmoſt , as if hee had ſtood at the gate'of a {luce, to ler the 
ſtreame goe, with ſuch proportion ; as ſhould ſeeme good ynro him : and with 
ſo mantull diſcretion performed it, that .( though with loſle of many of his men) 
hee returned  himſelte fafe , and content , that his enemies had felt, how ſbar 

the ſworde could bite of Philocleas Louer, The other partie being oric for the 
loſk of Philanax , was yet ſorier when the Blacke Knight could_not bee found : 
For hee hauing gottena horſe, whom his dying Maiſter had bequeathed to the 
world, finding himlelfe ſore hurt, and nor deſirous ro bee knowne, had in the 
time of the cucmies retyring, retyred away allo : his thigh nor bleeding blood 
ſotaſt, as his heart bledde reuenge, But Baſs/ivs hauing .arrempted in vaine ta 


barre the ſafe returne of 4mphialus , encamped himſclfe as ſtrongly as hee could, - 


while hee (to his griefe) might hearethe 1oy was made in the rowne'by his owne 


ſubics,that hee had tharday ſpedde no berter. For Amphialus ( being well belo- 


ucd of that people) when they ſaw him not yanquilhed, rhey eſteemed him as vi- 
Qorious, his yourh ſetting a flouriſhing ſhew ypon his worthineſſe, and hisgrear 
nobilitic ennobling his dangers. | | BABES

But 
ſhee recciuing him after her wanted ſorrowfull ( bur otherwiſe ynmoucd) manner, 
irmade himthinke,his good (uccefiewas buras a pleaſant monument of a dolefall 
buriall : Toy jr ſelfe ſeeming bitter ymrohum, lince iragreed notro her rafte; 
Therefore, ſtill crauing his mothers helpe ro perſwade her,hec himſelfe ſear for 
Philanax vntohun, whom hee had nor. onely long hard, bur. now had his hate 
greatly encreaſed by thedeath of his Squire //1merys. Belides hee had made tum as 
one of the clucte cauſes that moued him to this rebellton,and thicrefore was encli- 
ned ( to colourthe berter his ation ,.and the moraza embrewe the handes of his 
accomplices by making them guiltie of (uch a treſpafſe) in ſome formal ſort to 
cauſe him to bee executed: being alſo greatly egged thereunta by his mother, and 
ſome orher, _ long had hatcd Philanax,onely becauſche was moreworthy, then 
they to be loued. 08 
_ whilechat dcliberation was handled , according rather to the humour then 
the reaſonof cachſpeaker,Philociea comming tothe knowledge of the hard plight 
wherein Philanax ſtood,thee*dclired ene. of rhe gentlewomen appointed to. waite 
ypon her,to go in her name,and beleech Amphiatur,thar if the loue of herhad any 
powerof pcr{waſion in his mind, he would lay no further puniſhment, chen impri- 
{onment vpon Philanax. This mellage was delinered even as Philanax was entring 
to the preſence of Amphialus,comming ( according to the warning was giuea him) 
ro receive iudgement of dtach. Bur when he with. mantullrefolution arrended the 
fruitc of ſuch atyrannicall ſentence, thinking it wrong, bur noharme ro him thar 
ſhould die in ſo goodacaule ; Amphialze turned quitethe forme of hispretended 
ſpecch, and yeelded him humble thankes,that by his meancs heehad comers that 
happineſſe,as to receiue a commaudement of his Ladic : and therefore he willingly 
gauc him libertie co returne in ſaferie, whither he would , quuting him, nor oncly 
of all former grudge, but aſluring him that hee would bee willing ro-doe him any: 
friendſhip and ſeruice : onely deſiring thus much of him ,that hee would tet him 
know the diſcourſe and intcnt of Baſflivs his proccediug.: i: novol3i:;: 
Truely my Lord { anſwered Philanax ) iftthere were any luch, knowne to mee, 
ſecret in my maiſters counſell, as that the rcuealing thereof mighthinder his good 
ſucceſle, Iſhould loath the keeping of my bloud, with thelaſle of my taith, and 
would thinke the juſt nameof a traytor a hard purchaſe of a few yeares liumg.Bur 
fince it is ſo, that my maiſter hath indecde no way of priuie praQtiſe, but meancs 
openly and forcibly todeale againſt you, I willnor flickein few words ro make your 
required declaration. Then told he him in what amazeof amazcmenc, both Bſili 
& Gynecia were;when they miſt their children 8 Zehbnare, Sometimes aptto _ 
ſome pradtiſe of Zelmare, becauſe ſhee was aſtranger; ſomerimes doubting ſome 
reliks of the late mutiny,which doubt was rarher increaſed, thenany way ſatisficd, 


by 
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by Miſo : who ( being found almoſt dead for hunger, by certaine coumrey people) 
brought home word,with what cunningthey were rrayned our,8 with what vio- 
lence they werecaried away. Butthat within a few dayesthey came to. knowledge 
where they were,by Amphialuchis owne letters ſent abrodeto proctreconfederates 
in his attempts. Thar Baſis his purpoſe wasncuer to leaue thelicge of this Towne, 
till he had taken ir, & reuenged the inw done ynto him. That he meant rather to 
win it by time,& famine, then by force of aſfaulr;knowing how valiant men he had 
todeale withall in the rowne : that he had ſenr order,tharſupplies of ſouldiers,pio- 
ners,and all things clſe neceſfaric,ſhould daily be brought vnto him: foas my Lord 
( aid Philanax) let me now,hawngrecciued my life by your grace,ler me = you 
yourlife and honour by my couſcll ; PEE you; that I cannot chuſe bur 
' Joue you, being my maiſterhis Nephewyand'thar I wifhyou well io all cauſes bur 
this. You know his nature isas apt to forgiue,as his power is ableto conquer. Your 
fault go is cxcuſable,in tharloue perſwaded,and youth was perfwaded. Docnor 
vrgetheeffefts of angric viQorie, bur rather ſeeketo'obraine that conſtantly by 
currclie, which you can meucr afſuredly enioy by violence. One might eaſily hauc 
ſecnc in the chearc of Amphialus, that diſdainfull choler would fainc haue madethe 
anſwere for him,but the remembrance of Ph1loclea ſerued for forcible barricrs be. 
eweeneanger,and angric cffe&s : ſo as he ſaid no more, but that hee would norpur 
him co the troublerogiue him any further counſell: but that he might returne,it he 
liſted;preſently.Philanax glad to receiuean yncorrupred libertie, humbly accepted 
is fauourableconuoy out of the towne;and ſo departed, not viſiting the Princelles, 
thinking it might be offenſiue ro Amphialus, & no way fruitefull rothem who were 
no way but by force to bee: reſcued. | 
The poore Ladics indeed, not ſuffered either to meete cogerher,or to hauc confe- 
rencewith any orher, bur ſuch as Cecropia had already framed to fing all their ſongs 
to her rune, ſhee her ſelfc omitting noday, and catching hold of eucry occaſion to 
moue forward her ſonnes defire,and remoue their ownereſolutions:yling the ſame 
—_ to the one iſter,as tothe other;detrermining thar whom ſhe could. winne 
firſt,the other ſhould(wichour her ſonnes knowledge)by poiſon be made away. But 
choughthe reaſons were the ſamerofboth, yer the handlihg was diuers,according as 
ſhefaw their humors to prepare a more or leſſeaptneſie of apprehenſion. This day 
hauing long ſpeechto Phil*clea,amplitying notalittle the great durifulneſſe her ſon 
had ſhewed in deliuering Philanax : of whomihee could ger no anſwer, bur afilence 
ſealed vp in verrue, & ſo lweetly graced, as that inone inſtant it caried withir both 
reliſtance,and humbleneſle : Cecropiathreatning in her ſelfe to runne a more rugged 
race with her,wear to herſiſter Pamela: who that day hauing wearied her ſelfe wich 
reading,& with theheight of her hart diſdaining to keepe company with any of the 
Gentlewomen appointed toattend her,whom ſhe accounted her iaylors, was work- 
ing vpan apurſe certaineroſes & lithes,as by the finencfle of the worke, one might 
ſee ſhee had borowed her wirs of the ſorrow that then owed them, and lene them 
wholy to that exerciſe. For the flowers ſhee had wrought, caried ſuch life in them, 
that the cunningeſt painter might hauc learned of her needle: which with fo pretty 
a maner made his careers to & tro through thecloth,as if the needle itſelfe would 
haue beene loth ca haue gone fromward ſuch a miſtreſſe;bur that it hoped ro returne 
thitherward very quickly againe:thecloth looking with many cyes ypon her,8 lo- 
uiogly embracing the wounds ſhegaue it : the fheares alſo were at hand to behead 
theilke,that was growne too ſhort. And if at any timeſhee put her mouth to bite ic 
pff,ir ſeemed, that where ſhe had beene long in making of a roſe with her hands, ſhe 


would 
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would in an inſtant makeroſes with her lips;as the lillics ſecmed ro haue theirwhir- 
neſſe,rather of the hand that made xs of the matter wherofrthey were made; 
& thar they grew there by the Suins of her cyes,&were refreſhed by rhe moſt(in diſe 
comfort ) cofortable ayre,which an voawaresſigh might beſtow vponrhem;Bur 
the colours for theground were ſo well choſen, neither ſullenly darke,noryfaringly 
lighrſome,8 ſo well proportioned, as that,though much cunning were in it;yer- it 
was butto ſerucfor an ornament of the principallworke ; that ic was uot without 
maruell to ſee, how. a minde which could caſt a.carclefle ſemblantyponthe greateſt 
conflicts of Forrune,could commaund ir ſelfe to take care for ſo ſmall marrers. Nei- 
ther had ſhe negleRed the _ dreſſing of her {elfe:bur as if ir had beence her mar- 
riage timeto Affliction, ſhe rather ſcemed to remember herowne worthineſle then 
the vaworthineſſeof her husband. For well one might perceiue ſhehad notreie&ed 
che counſell of aglaſſe,and tharher hands hadpleaſcdthemiclues, in payingrtherrt- 
\ bute of yndeceiuing Skill, coſo high perfetions of nature. { '- 
Theſight whereof ſo dwuers from her ſiſter (who rather ſuffered ſorrow to dreſle 
itſelfe in her beautie, then that ſhee would beſtow any encertainement of ſo yn- 
welcomea gueſt,made Cecropia take a.ſudden aſſurednelle of hope, thathheeſhould 
obtaine ſomewhat of Pamela: thinking(according ro theſquaring our of her owne 
good nature ) that beauric, carefully ſer foorth, wouid ſaone prone aſigne of an 
. varcfuling harborough, Animated therewith, ſhee fate downe by Pamela and tas" 
king the purſe, and with affeQed curiolitic looking ypon the worke, Full happie is 
he ( laid ſhes) ge leaſt ifhe knew his owne happinelle, to whom a purle in this man- 
ner,and by this hand 0g is dedicated. In faith he ſhall hauecaufe ro account i$ 
not as a purſe fortreaſure, bur as a rreaſuxe it ſelfe, worrhy to. bee purltd ypin'the 
purſeof his owne heart. Andthinke you ſo indeede ( {aid Pamelahalte ſmiling): I 
promiſe you I wrought ir,bur to make ſome tedious houres belecue,thar Ithoughe 
not of them : for elſe I valued it buteuen as a very purſe. It is the rightnature(fdid 
Cecropia) of Beautic,to worke ynwitting effets of wonder, Trucly (faid Pamela) I 
neuer thought till now,that chis outward gloſle, inticled Beaurie, which ic pleaſerh 
youtolay to my (as I thinke)vnguiltie charge, was bur a pleaſant mixtureof naru- 
rall colours, delightfull ro the eye, as mulicke isto the care, without any further | 
® conſequence : ſince it is athing, which not onely beaſts haue, bur euen ſtones and 
trees many of themdoe greatly excell in ir. That other things ( anſwered Cerropia ) - 
haue ſome portion of it, takes not away the excellencic of it,wherc indeede it doth 
excell ; ſince we ſee, that cucn thoſe beaſts, trees, 8 ſtones are in the name of Beauary 
onely highly prayſcd. Bur chat the beautic of humaine perſons is beyondall other 
things,there is great likelihood of reaſon; ſince ro them onely is 'guuenthe ivdge- 
ment to dilcerne Beautic : and among reaſonablewights,as ir ſeemes,that ourſexe 
hath the preheminence,ſo that in that preheminence, Nature counteruailes al orher 
liberalities, wherein ſhee may bee thought to haue dealt more fauourably-toward 
mankind. How doc men crowne ( thinke you ) themſclues with gloty,forhaving 
either by force brought others to.yeeld ro fo minde,or with tong ſtudie,andpre- 
medicated orations, | pam what they would haue perſ{waded *and ſes; afaire 
woman ſhall not oncly commaund withoutauthoritic, bur perſwade without ſpea- | 
king. She ſhall not neede to procureartention, forrheir owne eyes will chaine theit 
eares vnto it. Men venture lives to conquer; thee conquers lines without venturing, 
Sheis ſerued, and obeyed,yhich is the moſt notable,nort becauſe the lawes ſo com- 
maund it, but becauſe they become lawes themſelues to obey ter; not for het pa-' 
reats ſake, but for her owne ſake. She need. nor diſpute, whether to gouerne by _ 
| | oO 
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of Loue, fince without her thinking thercof, their loue will bring forth feare, and 
their feare will forrifte their loue: __ ſhe need not ſecke offenſiuc,or defcnliue force, 
| ſince heronely lips may ſtand for tea thouſand ſhields, and ten thouſand'yncuitablc 
ſhot go from her eyes. Beaurie, Beaurie(deare Neece) is the crowne of the feminine 
carneſſe,which gift, on whom ſocuer the heauens ( therein moſt niggardly )do 
Mow, naheu queſtion,ſhec is bound to vicis tothe noble poet; for which it is 
created: not only winning, bur preſcruing}; ſince that indeed is the right happinelic 
which is noronely in it {clic happy , but can alſo deriue the happineſle ro another. 
Certainely Aunt (faid Pamela ) I teare me you will make me nor onely thinke my 
ſelfe fairer then ever I did, burthinke my fairenefle a matter of greater valew then 
heretofore I could imagine ir. For I cuer (till now ) conceiued theſe conquelts 
you ſpeakeof, rather ro proceed from the weakenelle of the conquered, then trom 
the ſtrengrh of the conquering power: as they ſay,the Cranes ouerthrow whole bar- 
tels of Pyzmees,not ſo much of their Cramiſh courage,as becauſe the other are Pyg- 
mees,and that wee ſeeyong babes thiuke' babies of wonderfull exceliencie,and yer 
the babies are but babies. Bur ſince your elder yeares,& abler iudgement,find Beau- 
tieto bee worthy of ſo incomparableeſtimation, certainely me . ers ir oughrto_ 
"be held in deareneſlce, according to the excellencie,and (no mcrethen we would do 
of things which wee account precious)cuer to ſutfer it to bee defiled. 
Defiled?(ſaid Cerropia)Mary God forbid that my ſpeech ſhould tend to any ſuch 
p__ ſhou!d deſerue ſo foule atictle. My meaning is to toyne your beautieto 
loue;, 
there were noeycs to behold chem: '{o is Beautic nothing, without the eyeof Loue 
behold ic: &therefore lofar is it trota defiling it,thatitis the only honouring of it, 
the onely preſeruing of t: for Beautic goes away ,devoured by Time; but where re- 
maines iteucr flouriſhing, bur in the heart of a true louer ? And ſucha one ( if ever 
there wete any )1s my ſonne : whoſe loue is ſo ſubiecd vnro you, that rather then 
breed any offence vato you,itwill nordelight ut ſelte in bcho)ding you. There is no 
cffeC of his loue(anſwered Pamela ) berter picateth me then that : bur as I have of- 
ten anſwered you, ſo,rcſo'urely I fay voto you, chat he muſt ger my pareacrs conſent, 
& theq heſhall kno turtherof my mind;for, without that, I know I ſhould offend | 
_ God.O ſweete yourh(ſaid Cecropra)how vatimely ſubic& ir isro devotion? No,no 
ſweet neece,ler vs old tolkes Hae ot ſuch precile conliderationg do you enioy the 


| heauen of your age, wher-of you are ſure : & like good houſholders, which ſpend 
thoſe things that wou'd not bekept,ſodo you p'caſantly enioy that, which elfc wil 
bring an oucrlate repentance, when your glafſe ſhall accuſe you to your face, what a 
change thereisin you, Do you ſec how the ſpring-time 1s tull of lowers,decking ir 
ſeltewichthem and not aſpiring to thefruices of Autumn? what leſſon is that yo 


you,burthac in the April of your age, youſhould be like April?.ct got ſome of them * 
for whom alrcady the graue raperls and perhaps enuy thefelicitiein you , which 
themſelucs cannotenioy,perſwade you to looſe the hold of occaſion; while it may 
not onely beraken,bur - Anu ſues to be taken: which if it be not now taken, will 
neuer hereafter be ouerraken. Your ſelfe know how your father hath refuſed all of - 
ters made by the greateſt Princes about you ,'& will you ſuffer your beauty to bee 

. hidden in che wrinkles of his peeuiſh thoughts?It he be pecuiſh ( ſard Pamela) yet is 
he my father,and how beautifull (ocuer | be, I am his daughter: fo as God claymes 
at my. hands obedience, and makes meno indgeof his imperfections. 

Theſe often replies vpon conſciencein Pamela; made Cecropiathinke,that there 
was no tighecr way forher , then as ſheehad ( in her opinion ) ſer her in liking of 
| Beautic 


; your youth to delight, For trucly, as colours ſhould beeas gogd asnothing if | 
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* Beautic, with perſwaſion not toſuffer it to be yoid of purpole, ſoif ſhee could make 
her leſle feeling of thoſe heauenlys conceirs, that then ſhee might caſily wind her to 
her crooked byas. Therefore, employing the vitermoſt of her miſchicuous wit,and 
ſpeaking the more carneſtly , becauſe ſhee ſpake as ſhee choughr,ſhee thus deale with 
her, Dear necce, or rather, deare daughter, if my affe&ion and with might preuaile 
therein, how much doth it increaſe { trow you ) the carneſt defire I haue of this 

bleſſed match,to ſeethele yerrues of youryknit faſt with ſuch zeale of Deuorion(in- 
deede the belt bond) which the moſt politike wits hauc found;to hold mans wit in 
well doing ? For,aschildren muſt firſt by fearc be induced to know that, which after 
(when they doc know ) they aremoſt glad of : So are theſe bug-beares of opinions 
broughtby great Clearkes into the world, to ſerue as ſhewelles ro keepe them from 
thoſe faults, whereto elle the yanitic of the world, and weakenelle of ſenſes mighr 
pullthem.Bur in you ( Neece) whoſe excellencie is ſuch,as ir neede nor to be held 
vp by the ſtaffe of yulgar opinions, I would not you ſhould loue Verrue ſcruilly, 
for feare of I know not what, which you ſec nor : but cuen for the good cftefts of 
yertue which you ſce. Feare, and indecde,fooliſh feare, and fearefull ignorance,was 
the firſt inuenter of thoſe conceits. For when they heard it thunder, not knowin 
the naturall cauſe, they thought there was ſome angrie bodie above, that ſpake ſo 

| loude: andcucr theletle they did perceiue, the more they did conceine. Whereof 
they knew no cauſe, that grew ſtreight a miracle : fooliſh folkes, not marking that 
the alterations be bur ypon particular accidents, the vniuerſality being alwayes one. 

Yeſterday was but as to day, and to morrow will tread the ſame footeſteps of his 

foregocrs : ſo as it is manifeſt inough,rhart all things follow but the coutſe of their 

owne nature,lauing onely Man,who whileby the pregnancieof his imagination he 
ſtriues to things ſupernaturall,mcane-whilc he loſeth his owne naturall felicity.Be 
wiſe,and that wiſedome ſhall be a God vnto thee;becontented,and that is thy hea- 
uen : for clſe'to thinke that thoſe powers ( if there be any ſuch) aboue are moued 
either by the eloquence of our prayers, or in a chafeat the folly of our ations;carics 
as much rcaſon as if flies ſhould thinke, that men take great care which of them 
hums ſweeteſt, and which of them flies nimbleſt, | 
She would hauec ſpoken furcherta hauc enlarged and confirmed her diſcourſe; 
when Pamela(whoſe checks weredycd in the beautifulleft graine of yertuous anger; 
with eycs which gliſtred toorth beames of diſdaine ) thus interrupted her. Peace 
(wicked woman) peace, vnworthy to breath,thar doeſtnot acknowledge the brearh- 
guer;moſt ynworthy ro hauea tongue, whictfſpeakeſt againſt him,through whom 
thou ſpeakeſt : keepe your afteion to your ſelfe, which like a bemyred dog,would 
dcfile with fauning.You ſay yeſterday was as to day. O fooliſh woman, and moſt 
miſcrably fooliſh , ſince wit makes you fooliſh; What doth that argue , but thae 
there isa conſtancie inthe euerlaſting gouernour? Would you hauean inconſtane 
God,ſfince we count a man fooliſh that 1s inconſtant ? Hee is not ſeene you ſay,and 
would you thjpke him a God, who might bee ſeene by ſo wicked eyes, as yours? 
which yet might ſee inough if they were nor like ſuch, who for ſport-ſake willingly 
hood-winke themſelues to recciue blowes the eaſter. But though I {peake ro. you 
without any hope of fruitcin ſo rotten a hearr,and there bee no body elſeheere ro 
iudgeof my ſpeeches, yer be thou my witneſle,6 captivity, thatmy cares ſhall norbe 
willingly guilty of my creators blaſphemy. You hy rn we know not the cauſes 
of things; thercforefeare was the mother of ſuperſtition: nay, becauſe we know har 
each effe& hath acaule, that hath engendred a true 8 liuely denotion. For this good- 


ly worke of which wee are,$ in which wee liue,hath nor his being by Ons 
| whict 
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which opinioh itis beyond meruaile by what Chance any braine could ſtumble. 
For if it be eternall (as you would ſeeme ro conceive of it) Eternitie & Chanceare 
things vnſufferable together. For that is chanceable which happeneth ; 8 if irhap. 
pen,there wasa time before it happened, when it might haue not happened;or eller 
did not happen;& ſo if chanceable, nor crernall. Andas abſurd it 1s tothinke that if 
it hada beginning, his beginning was dermued from Chance : for Chance could 
neuer make all things of nothing : and if there wereſubſtances before , which by 
chance ſhould meete ro make vp this worke, thereon tollowes another botromleſſe 
pitte of ablurdities. For then thoſe ſubſtances muſt ucedes have beene from cuer, 
and ſo<tcrnall : and that eternall cauſes ſhould bring forth chanccable effects, is as 
ſenſible,as that the Sun ſhould bethe author of darkenes. Againe,if it were chance- 
able,rhen was it not neceſſary; whereby you take away all conſequents.Bur weſee in 
all chings, in ſome reſpe& or other, neceſſitic of conſequence : therefore in reaſon 
we mult needes know that the cauſcs were neceſlarie. 

Laſtly, Chance is variable,or elſe it is not to be called Chance : but wee ſeethis 
workeis ſtcady and permanent. If nothing but Chance had glewed thoſe peeces of 
this All,the heauy parts would haue gonc infinitely downeward- the lighr infinite- 
ly vpward,andlo neuer haue mer to haue made.vp this goodly body. For before 
there was a heauen, or carth, there was neither a heauen to ſtay the height of the 
ring,orancarth, which ( 1n reſpett of the round walles of heaucn ) ſhould become 
accnter.Laſtly,perfe& order, perfe beautie, perfeRt conſtancie, if theſe be the chil- 
dren of Chance, let wiſedomebecounted the roote of wickednes. Bur you will ay, 
itis ſo by nature,as much as if youſaid, it is ſo, becauſc itis ſo:if you meaneof many 
natures conſpiring together,as in a popular gouernment to eſtabliſh this faireeſtare, 
as if the Elementiſh and cthereall parts ſhould in their rownc-houſe ſet downethe 
bounds of cach ones officez then conſider what followes : that there muſt needes 
haue been a wiſedome which made them concurre:for their natures being abſolutly 
contrary,in nature rather would haue ſought cach others ruine, then haue ſerued as 
well conſorted partes to ſuch an vnexpreſfible harmonie. For that contraric things 
ſhould mecte to make vpa perteRion without force and Wiſedome aboue theirpo- 
wers, is abſolutely impoſſible ; vnleſſe you will flic tothat hifſed-out opinion of |, 
Chanceagaine.But you may perhaps affirme, that one vniuerſall Nature ( which 
hath beene for eucr)1s the knirting together of theſe many parts to ſuch an excellence 
vnitic.If youmeanca Nature of wiſedome,goodnefle, & prouidence, which knowes 
what it doth,then ſay you that, which I ſecke of you;8& cannot conclude thoſe blaſ- 
phemies, with which you defiled your mouth, and mine carcs. Bur if you meanca 
Nartute,as we ſpeake of the fire, which gocth vpward, itknowes not why : and of 
the pature of rhe Sea which in cbbing & flowing ſeemes to obſcrue ſo tuſt adaunce 
and yet vnderſtands no mulicke, it is burſtill the ſame abſurditie ſuperſcribed with 

title. For this word,one, being attributed ro thac which is All, is but one 
mingling of many, and many ones;as in aleſle matter when we ſaypne kingdowe 
which containes many cities; or onecitic which conraines many perſons, where- 
inthe yader ones(if there be not a hn power and wiſedome ) cannot by na- 
rure regard to any preſeruation butof themſclues : no more weſee they doe, fince 
the watcr will ogly quenches the'fire, and drownes the carthy ſo farre are they 
from aconſpired vnitic : bur that aright heaucoly Nature indeede, as it were yn- 
naturingthem,/doth ſo bridle them. 

Againe,itisas abſurd in nature, thatfrom an vnitic many contraries ſhould pro- - 
ceed {till kept iti an yuitie:as that from the number of contrarieties an ynitie ſhould 
| | arile 
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ariſe. I ay ſtill, if you baniſh both a ſingularicic,and pluralicic of tudgement from 
among them, then ( if ſo earthly a mindecanlitr it ſelſc vp ſo high) doe burcon- 
pormay, © a thing whereto you giue the higheſt, and moſt excellent kind of being 
( which is cteraitic) can beot a baſe and vileſt-degree of being,and next to anot- 
being ; which is ſo co bee, as nor rocnioy his owne/being ? I will not heere call ail 
your ſenſes ro witneſſe', which can heare, nor ſee nothing , which yectdesnor 
moſt cuident cuidence of the ynſpeakeableneſle of rhat Wiſedome : cach thing be+ 
ing directed roancnd, and an end of: preſcruation: fo proper eftetts of. iudgemear, 
as ſpcaking,;and laughing are of mankind. F (1; | 
. Bur whar mad furic can eueriſo inucagle any conceit, as tolecour mortall and 
corruptible {clues to hauea reaſon,andthar this vniucrſabric}(whereof we ate bur 
theleaſt peeces)) ſhould beyrrerly degoide thereof ? as if one ſhould lay, thatones 
foote might bee wiſe, and himſelfe fooliſh. This heard I oncealledged againſt ſuch 
a godlefle minde as yours;who being drinen to acknowledge this beafily ablurdirie, 
- thatour bodies ſhould bee better then:the whole world, if it had the knowledge, 
whereof the other were yoide; hee fought ( not able to anſweredireRly ) to ſhitt ir 
off in this ſore : that if that reaſon were rue, then.mult it followjalſo,thatthe worid 
muſt haue in it a fpirit,tharcould writeand readergo,and bee learned; fincethar was 
in vs commendable : wrecched foole;, nar” confideringtharBookes be bur ſupplies 
of defets;and ſo ate prayſed; becauſe rhey helpe our want,and therefore cannot be 
- incident to'rheeternall intelligence-whichincedes noxccording of opinions to'con- 
. firmehis knowledge, no morethen the. Sunne: wants waxe to bee the fewell of his 
gloriouslightfulneſſe, This world therfore cannor otherwiſe contiſt but by aminde 
of Wiſedome, which goucrnsir, whiduwherther yjouwill allow: to bee the Crea.. 
tor thereof, as yndoubredly hee is ;or the ſoule arid goucrnourthercof , moſt cer= 
taineit is that whether heegouerne all, or make all; hispower. isaboue either his 
creatures, or hisgoucrnemenr. And'ifihis power beeaboue all things, thencon-:

as cither Cecropia ſaw indeed, or elle the guiltie amazement_of alclte.acculing con- 
ſcience made her eyes vntrue- iudges of theirnaturall obief, thar there was alight 
more then humaine,which gauc a luſtre to her perteions.

- For Baſilius raught by the laſt dayes trial, whardangetous effects choſen courages 
can bring forth, rather vſed the ſpade, then the ſword; 'or the ſword, but to defend 
the ſpade; girding about the whole rowne with trenches; which beginning a good 
way off from therowne,with a number of well directed Pioners, hee ſtill cariced be- 
fore him tiil they came to. a necre diſtance, where hee builded Fortes, one anſfive- 
ring the other, in fuch ſort, as ic was a pretic conliderarion in the diſcipline of warre, 
to ſee building vied for theinſtrumenr of ruine,and the aflaylerentrenched as if hee 
were belieged.

' Which cuery way was a tedious combet to the impatient courage of Amphia 
he : till the tame of rhis warre; bringing thither divetſc, both ſtrangers, and ſub. 
ieQs,as well of Princely,as noblc houſes, the gallant Phalantws, who refrained his 
ſporgfull delights as rhen,to ſcrac Baſi/rm(whom he honorcd for receiued honors) 
when he had Frm ſometimein conſidering the Arcadian mannerin marching,cn- 
camping,and ſing, .andhhad learned in whar points of gouernment, and obedi- 
encerher diſcipline ditfered from others, 8 ſo had fatisfied his mindein the know- 
ledges,both forthe cuttingoff the enemics helps, and furniſhing ones ſelfe, which

Auing writte and ſealed his letter, hee delivered jt to the Herauld, andwith- 
all cookea fairechainefrom off his owne necke, and gaue it him. And ſowith 
ſafeconuoy ſent him away from our his Citic : and hee _ one ,' Amphiatug 
ſhewed varo his mother,and ſome other of his chiefe Counſcllours, what hee had- 
receiued;and how! hee had, anſwered : raling chem withall, that hee was.deter- 
mined rv aunſwerethechallenge in his owne perſon, His mother with prayersau- 
thorized by motherly commaundement ; his olde, gouernour with, perſwalions 
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fighter, then of a wiſe Generall') Clinies with falling downear hus feete , and be- 
ſeeching him to'retember, that all their lives depended vpon his ſaferie, ſought all 
to diſſivadc him: But Amphialuws (whoſe heart was enflamed with courage, & con- 
rageenflamed with affe@ion)made an impetious reſolurion cut off thetediou!neſle 
of replies, giuing them in charge what chey ſhould doe vpon all occaſions,and par- 
ticularly rodeliuver the Ladies, if oth:rwiſe then well happened yntohim:onely de. 
firing his mother, rhar ſhee would bring Philoclea to a window Whence ſhe migher 
with caſe perfeQly diſcerne the combar. And ſoas ſoone as rhe morning began to 
draw dew from the faireſt greenes to waſh her face withall, againſtthe approach 
of the burning Sunne, hee wentto his ſtable, where himſelfe choſe our ahorle, 
whom(chough he was ncere twentie yeares olde) hee preferred for a pecce of ſure 
ſcruice, before a great number of younger, His colour was of a browne bay,dapled 
thicke with blacke ſpots; his forehead marked with a white ſtarre ; ro which, in all 
his bodie there was no part ſutable, bur the left foote before; his mane and tayle 
blacke and rhicke, of goodly, and well proportioned greatnefſe. Hee cauſed him 
to bee'trimmed with a ſumptuous ſaddle of rawnie, and gold ennamell, enriched 
- withprecious ſtones : his furniture was made into the faſhion of the branches of a 
rree, from which the icaues were falling : and ſo artificially were the leaues made, 
that as the horſe- moued, it ſeemed indeede that the leaues wagged, as when the 
wind playes with them; and being made of a pale clothof gold, they did beare the 
ftraw-coloured liuericof raine. His armour was alſo of rawaic and gold,but for- 
med intothe figuresof flames darkneJ,'as when they newly brake thepriſon of a 
ſmokie fornace. In his ſhicld hee had painted the Torpedo fiſh. And fo appoinred, 
| hee cauſed himſelfe wich his rrumper- and ſquire-( whom hee had taken ſince the 
death of 1ſn:e»xs) to bee ferried oucrinto the Tland : aplace well choſen for fuch a - 
purpole. For, it was ſoplaine, as there was ſcarce'y any bulb, or hillocke, cither ro 
yalcuell, or ſhadow it : of lengrh and breath enough,rtotrie the vitermolt both of 
Lavnceandſword,and the one end of it facing the Caſtle, the otherextending it 
felfe toward the campe,and no accefſeto ir, bur by water ; there could no ſecrer rrea- 
cheric be wrought, and for manifeſt yiolence, either [ide might haue time enough 
to ſuccour rheir.partie. | 
* But therehe found Phalantw,already waiting for him vpon a horſe, milk white 
but thar vpon his ſhoulder and withers, hee was freckled with red ſtaines,as when a 
few Peebedies are ſcatrered into adiſh of creame. Hee had cauſed his mane and 
taylets be dycd in carnation, his reynes were vine branches,which ingendring one

'" The challengethns denounced, & accepted, Argalz; was armed in a white armour, 
which'was all giifded ouer with knots phns haire,which camedowne from 
the teſt of his head- -peece,and1d ſpred it ſafe in rich:quantitie ouer all his armour: 
his frirniture was Gt ourinrothefaſhion of an Egle;whereof the beake(made into 
' Arich iavedll)was'faſtenedto'the ſaddle, thetayle couered the crooperof the horle, 
don wings ſerned forttrappers; which falling of cach fide,as the hotle ſtirred, the 

ſeemed ro flie. 'His 'perrell-and raines, were embrodered with feathers ſurable 
ynt@ 
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vnto tt:ypen his rightarme he warcaſleeue, which bigdeare Pertheniahad mails fx 
him,robee worne in a iuſtes, in the cimethat ſucceſle: was 'vagratctull to thetrwels 
deſerued loue : it wasfull of bleeding hearts, though neuer untended to any bloudy 
enterpriſe. In his ſhield (as his qwne deuice ) hee hadewo Palmeixces,neercione 
another, with a word figaifying, [nz that ſort flouriſhing. His horſe was ot a firiefors 
tell,wirh blacke feere,and blacke lift on his backe,who with open.noſitels breathed 
warre, before hee could ſecan cncmie : and now vp with one leggeand then wich 
anorher,ſeemed to complaine of Nature,tharſhee had made him any whir carthic, 
But he had ſcarcely viewed the ground of the Iland, and conſidered rhe aduan> 
rages ( if any were) thereof, before the Caſtle boate had deliuered Amphialus, in all 
points prouided ro giue a hard entertainment. And thenſending cach to ochertheir 
Squircs in honourable maner,to know wherherthey ſhould artend any further ce> 
' remonie,the trumpets ſounding, the horſes wich ſmoorh running, the ſtaues wich 
ynſhaked motion, obedicmly performed [their cholericke commaundements; Bur 
whenthey drew ncere, Arealus horſe bxing hor, preſt in'with his head : which 424- 
phialus percciuung, knowing if he gauc him his fide, itſhould be rohis diſaduantage, 
preſt in alſo with him, ſo as both the horſesand men mer ſhoulder to ſhoulder; foas 
the horſes (hurt as much with the ſtriking,as being ſtriken) tumbleddowne to the 
carth, dangeroully to their maiſters, but: that they by ſtrength nimble; and by we 
ski[fullin the falling ſhunned the harme of the fall, aud without more reſpite, drew 
ourtheir ſwords with a gallant braucrie,cach ftciuing ro ſhew himſelfe the lefle en» 
damaged,and ro make knowne that they wereglad, they had now nothing elſe to 
rruſt co, bur their owne vertue, True it is, that Amphialus wasthe faancr vp;but 44. 
galus had his ſword outthe ſooner-and rhen fell chey ra the cruelleſt combar,that 
any preſent eychad ſcene. Their ſwords firſt, like Canons, bartering downetheyals 
of th2ir armour, making breaches almoſt in euery place for rroupes. of wounds ro 
enter. Among thereſt, _1Hrgalus gaue a great wound todnpbalusdilarmed faces 
though part of theforce of it Amphialus warded vpon his ſhield, and withall ( firſt 
caſting hiseye yp to Philocleas Window,as if hee had fetched his courage thence) 
feyning toentend the ſame ſort of blow,curned his ſword,& with a mighty reuceſe; 
gaucacruell woundto the right armeof Arg:/s,the vnfaithfull atmour'ycelding 
to the ſwords ſtrong guided ſharpneſle. But though the bloud accuſed thehurr! ob 
Argalus,yet would hein no ation of his conteſſe ir: but keeping himlelfe in a lower 
ward,ſtood watching with timely thruſtes to repaire his loſe, which quickly hedid. 
For Amphialus ( following his fawrning fortune ) layd on ſorthickeypon Argatiue, 
thathis ſhield had almoſt fallen peece-meale to thecarch, when 4rgalu comming in 
with his right foote,8& ſomerhing ſtowping to come ynder hisarmour, thruſt him 
into thebelly dangerouſly;8 morrally it would haue beene, but that with che blow 
before Amphialus had ouer ſtriken himſelfe ſo,as he fell fide ward dowpe;and wit 
falling ſaued himſdfe from ruine. The ſword by that meanes(lipping afide, & nor 
rams ng more deepely. Argalu ſecing him fall,threatning with voice 8 ſword: bad 
im yceld. Buthe ſtriving without anſwereto _—_ ſtrake with all his mighr 
vpon his head. Buthis hurtarme notable ro maiſter ſo found a force, let rhefword 
fall fo,as RO aſtoniſhed with the blow, could ariſe::which Argat 
confidering ran in to gralp with him, 8 ſocloſedrogerher; fallingſoro che ground, 
now one getting aboue, and then the other ; at length, borh wearie of ſo valouely 
embracements, with a diſſenting conſent gate vp, and wentxo their ſwords: bur 
happened,cach of his cnemies : where Argatws finding hus focs ſword garniſhed in 
bloud, his heart raſe withthe ſame ſword ro revenge it, and oa that bladers all

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their blouds together, Bur his minde was evill wayted-on by his lamed force;fo ag 
hereceiued tilt hore and more wounds: which madeall his armour ſeeme to bluſh, 
that it had defended his maiſter no 19 Amphialws perceiving it, and waying 
theſmallharefulneſſe of their quarrel, with rhe worthinelle of the Knight, deſucd 
himtorakepirtie'of himſelfe, Bur Argalus, the more repining, the more hee found 
hicelfe in nn filling his veines with ſpircin ſtead of bloud, and making 
courage ariſe againſt fairitnefle (like a Candell , which a lictle before it goes our, 
giucsthen-rhe reateſtblaze |) ſo did he ynirte all his force, that caſting away thelit- 
tle remnant ofhis ſhield, and taking his ſword in both hands, hee ſtroke ſuch a no. 
table blow, that heecleft his ſhicld, armour;and armealmoſt ro the bone. 
:-- Bar then! Amphialus forgatall ceremonies, & with crucll blowes made more of 
his beſt bloudſtcceed rhereſt+rill his hand being ſtayed by his care, his care filled 
with a picifult crie,the cie'guided his-fight to an excellent faire Lady,who came 
rutining as faft as ſhe could,& yer becauſc ſhe could nox as faſt as ſhe would,ſhe ſenc 
her lamencable voicebeforcher : & being cqne,and being knowne to them both to 
' be the beautifull Parthoria( who had rhat night dreamed ſhee ſaw her husband in 
ſuch cftate, asſhceechen found him,which made her make ſuch haſt thither ) they 
both maruailed.But Parthenia ran betweene them ( fearcof loue making her forget + 
the fearcof Narure)and thenfell downeat their ferre, determining ſo to part them, 
- tilficecould.gerbreath to. figh our herdolefull ſpeeches : and when her[breath 
(which running had ſpent, and diſmaycdnefſe made {low to returne) had by ſobs 
gotten into her ſorow+cloſedbreaſt, for a while ſhee could lay nothing, but,'6 wret. 
chedeyes of mine, wailefull fight, 0 day of darkenelle : ar lcngthturningher eyes 
(wherein forrow fwamme) ro Amphiains, My Lord (ſaid ſhe ) itisfaid you louc;in 
thepower of.thatloue, bbeſeech you to leaue off this combar; aseuer your hearc 
find comforrin hisaffeion,cucn for herfſake, I crauc it:or if you be mortally 
derctrnined;befo pitifull vneo mc;as firlt to kill me,that I maynot ſee the death of 
Argalis Ampliatus was about to haut anſwered, when Argatws, vexed with his For- 
tuve;but moſt yexcd thatſheſhould ſec.him'in that fortune; Ah Parihenia((aid hee) 
neuer tilt nowyawelcome vnto me, do you cometo getmy life, by requeſt ? And 
canhbot Argalze live butby requeſt ? Is that a life? VVith that he wenr aſide, forfeare 
of hucting her, & would-hauc begun the-combar a {reſh. Bur Amphialus not onely 
coniured by that which held: the Movarchie of his minde, bur'euen in his noble 
heare melting with com at ſopathonate a ſight, deſired him to withhold his 
hands;for that he ſhould ſtrike one who ſought his favour, & would not make reſi- 
ſtance. A notable cxa thewonderfull effets of Vertue, where the conquerour 
fought for friendſhipot the conquered, & the conquered would not pardon the con- 
but: both indeede being of that minds co loue each other for acceptingbur nor 
giving mercy,8 neither affected to ouer-liue a diſhonour:ſothar Argalue not ſo 
much ftriniog with +4 ronraB if he had had him in the like ſort, in like ſort he 
would have dealt with him)as labouring againſt his owne power (which hechicfly 
defpiſcd) ſet himſelfe forward, ſtrerching his firengih co the yrtermoſt. Bur. the 
fireofthar ſtrife, blowne wich his inwaxd rage, boyled. out his bloud in ſuch abun- 
dance,that he was driven to reſt him vpon the ell of his ſword: 8 then each 
thing beginning to turne round in'the dance of death beforc his cics,his ſight both 
dazled &dimmed,til(thioking tofit down)he fell ina ſound. Partheriz,and Amphi- 
«bs both haſtily went vnto him Amphialys tooke off his helmet, & Partheni«layd 
his head in herlap, tearing off her linneg lecues & parler, to ſerucabout his wounds; 
tobind whichſhe took oft her hair-lace,& would haye cur off her faire hairher ſelfe,

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bur tha the ſquires and iudges camein with fitter things for the purpoic: while ſhee 
bewayled her felfe with ſo lamentable ſweeteneſſe, as was cnough to hauc raughr 
forrow to the gladeſt thoughts, & hauccngraued it in the minds ofharceſt merall. 

O Parthenia,no more Parthenia(faid ſhe) What art thou?what (eeft thou ?how 

is thy bliſſe in a momear ſallen?how wert thou cuen- now before all Ladics the ex- 
ample of perfic& happinefſc,and now the gafing ſtocke of endlefle nuſeric?O God, 
whathath beene my deſerr to be thus puniſhed?orif luch haue beene my deſerr,why 
was[ not in my ſelfepuniſhed? O wandring hfe,to whatwildernefſe wouldeſt thou 
lead me? Bur Sorrow, I hope thouarrt ſharp inoughto ſauc my labour from other 
remedies. Argalus, 4rgalus,l will follow thee, I will foilow thee. 
But with that Argalus came our of his found,and hfring vp his languiſhing eyes 
(whach a painefull reſt and iron ſicepe did ſeeke to locke vp ) ſeeing her,in whome 
(cuendying)heliued, and himſclfe ſeared in fo beloucd aplace, it ſeemed alittle 
cheercfull bloud came yp to his cheekes, like a burning cole, almoſt dead, it ſome 
breath a little reujue it : and forcing vp (the beſt hee could ) his feeble voyce, My 
deare,my better halfe(aid he)I find I muſt now leaue thee : 8: by thar ſweerehand, 
& fairceycsof thine | (weare,thar Deach briogsnothing with ir co grieue me, bur 
that I muſt leaue thee, 8 cantiotremaineto anſwere parr of thy infinire deſerts, 
with being fome comfort vnto thee. But fince ſoit pleaſeth him, whole wiſcdome 
& goodnefle guiderh all, put thy confidence in hum, 8 oneday wee ſhall bleſſedly 
mectagain,ncucrto depart: meane while liue happily,dcare Parthexia,& I perlwade 
my ſelte,it will encreaſe thebleſſednefle of my ſoule,lo ro lee thee. Loue well there- 
membrance of thy louing,& truly louing, Argalws : and ket nor(with that word he 
ſighed)this diſgrace of mine, make thee one day thinke, thou hadſtan yoworthie 
husband. They could ſcarcely ynderſtand the laſt words: for Death began to ſeaze 
himſelfe of his heart, neither could Parthenies make anſfwere, fo full was her breaſt 
of anguiſh, Bur whilethe other ſaught to ſtanch his remelilefſe wounds, ſhee with 
her kiſſes made him happie : for his laſt breath was delivered into her mouth. 

But when indeede ſhee found his ghoſt wasgone, then Sorrow loſt the wire of. 
vtterance , and grew ragefull, and madde,ſo that ſheetare het beautifull face, and 
rent her haire,as though they could ſerue for nothing, lince Argalus was gone till 
Ampbialus(fo moucd with pitrie of that fight,as thache honoured his aduerſarics 
death with tcares) cauſed her(with the help of her woman thar came wirh her)part- 
ly by force to be conueyed into the boare; with the dead bodie of Arga/us from 
which ſhe would not depart. And being come of che other fide, there ſhee was recei« 
ued by Baſilims hunſelte,with all thefunerall pompe of mulirarie diſcipline, traylin 
all their Enſignes ypon the ground, making their warlike inſtruments{onnd doletull 
notes, & Baſilims (with comfort in his mouth,& woe in-his face)ſought to perſwade 
ſomecaſe into Parthenia? minde : but all was as caſefull ro her, as che handling of 
fore wounds : all the honour done, being toher but the triumph of herruine,ſhee 
finding no comfort, but in deſperate yeelding ro Sorrow : & rather derermined to 
hate her ſelfe,if euer the ſhould find caſe thereof. And well might ſheheare as ſhe palt 
through the campe, the great praiſes ſpoken ot herhusband, whichall wererecordes 
of her loſle, But the moreexcellenthe was (being indeed accounted ſecond ro none 
inall Greece)the more did the breath of thoſe praiſes beare vp the wings of Amphin 
. 44s famme:to whom yer (ſuch was was his caſe) thar Trophe vpon Trophe, ſtilldid 
but build vp the monument of his thraldome; hee ever finding himſelfe in ſuch fa- 
uour of Phileclea , that ſhee was moſt abſent, when hee was preſent with herz and 


eycr ſorieſt, when hee had beſt ſuccelle : which would haue made hinmpmoners 
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all comforr, bur: that his mother, with diuerſitic of deuiſes, kept vp his hearr. 

But while hceallaycd thus his ourward glorie,with inward difcomforr, hee'was 
. like to.hauc becne oucrtaken with a notablerreaſon,the beginning wherof(though 
mecrely ridiculous ) hadliketo haue brought forth ynto him a weeping effeR. 

Among otherthat attended Baſilins in this expedition, Dametas was one; whe- 
ther to be preſent with him, or abſcgt from Aſo : once,cerraine it was withour any 
minde to make his ſword curſed by any widow. Now being in the campe, while 
each ralke ſeemed jniurious, which did not acknowledge ſome duty to the fame of 
Amphialus,itfell our ſometimes in communication, that as the-ſpecch of heauen 
doth often beget the mention of hell, ſo the admirable proweſle of Amphialus (by 
a contraric)broughr forth the remembrance of the cowardiſe of C{;ni.45:10 ſo much, 
asitgrewalmoſttoa proucrbe, As very 4 comard,as Clinias, Deſcribing him infuch 
ſorr,that in the end Dametes began to thinke with himſelfe,thar if hee made a chal- 
lenge vato him, he would nener anſwereit; and that then heſhould greatly cncreaſe 
che fauourable conceit of Baſiliws. This fancic of his he vrtered to a young Gentle- 
man, that waited vpon Philanax, in whole friendſhip hee had eſpeciall confidence, 
becauſe he haunted his company, laughing often merily at his fpeeches,and not a 
htrle extolling the goodly dotes of Mopſa.The yong Gentleman as glad as if he had 
found a Hareſicting,cgd him on, breaking the matter with Philanax, and then(for 
fearethe humour auld quaile in him)wrotea challenge himſelfe for Dametes,and 
brought jtro him. But when Dameres reade it, puttinghis head. on hisſhoulder,and 
ſomewhar ſmuling ; hee ſaid, .1t was pretic indeede; but tha it had not a lofieſtile 
_ enough : andſo would needes cndite it inthis fort, © © © nn 


O Clinias,#hou Clinias, the wickedeit worme that ener went won two legs; the very 
fritter of fraud,gr ſecthing pot of iniquitie - 1 Dametas, Ga yonernonr of all 
the royallcattell,and alſo of Pamela (whom thy Maiiter maſt pernicioeſly hath ſuggeſted 
out of my dominion ) doe defie thee, in a mortall affray from the bodkin to the pike wp- 
ward. Which if thou dooſt preſume to take in hand, 1 will out of that ſuperfluous bodie of 
thine make thy ſoule to bee enacuated. 


Theyoung Gentleman ſeemed dumbe.ſtriken with admiration, and preſently 
rooke ypon himto bee the bearer thereof, while the hear of the fir laſted, and ha- 
uing gotten leaucof Baſilius(cucry bodic helping 0n,to caſe his minde ouercharged 
with melancholy) he went into the towne according to the manner-before time 
vicd,and inthe preſence of Amphialus deliuered this letter to Cliniaszdeliring to haue 
an anſwer, which might be fit for-his reputation..C/inzas opened it, reade it,& inthe 
rading,his bloud notdaring/to bein ſo dangerous a place, wentout of his face,and 
hidirfelfemorec inwardly: and his very wards (asif they were affraideof blowes) 
cameveryſlowly out of his mouth: bur,aſwellas his panting breath would yrree ir, 
hebadhimrtell the lowt thatſent him,t hat hee difdained ro haueany thing to doe 
withhim, But 4mphialus,perceiuing the matter, rooke hira aſide,and very earneſtly 
dealt withhim not to ſhame himſelfe; Amphialus only delirous tobring itto paſſe to 
make ſome ſport ro. Phitocea : but nor beingable ro perſwade with him, Amphialus 
licenced the gentleman,telling him,that by next morning hee ſhould haue anhyere. 

Theyong Genrtleman(ſory he had ſped: no better) returned to Dametes,who had 
fetched many aſower-bteathed ſigh, for feare Clinias would accept the challenge. 
Bur when heperccjucd by his truſty meſſenger, that this delay. was in effe& adcnial, 
there being no diſpoſition in him to accepr,ir then lo, Dameras began to ſpeake as 
thn | 4. Ala je 6 n lo 
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loud voice;to lJooke big, to march vp and downe,and in his march to litt his iegs 
higher then hewas wont, ſwearing by no meane deuorions, that the walles ſhould 
not keepe thecoward trom him, bur he would ferch him out ofhiscunny-berry , 8c 
then was hotter then cuer to prouide himſelfe of horſe and armour, ſaying , hee 
would go to theTland brauely addoubed, and ſhew himſelfe ro his charge Pamela. 
To this purpoſe many willing hands were about him,kering him haue rcynes,per- 
trell, with the reſt of rhe furniture, and very brauebaſes; bur all comming from 
duerſe houſes, neither in colour nor faſhiqn,ſhewing any kinred one with another, 
but that liked »Dametas rhe better : for that hee thought wovld argue, that hee was 
maiſter of many brauc furnitures. Then gaue heorder'to apainterforhis deuile} 
which was,a-pldwe with the oxen looſed from ta ſword witha great' number of 
armes and legges cur off, and laſtly agreatarmiec of'penn and'incke-hornes and 
bookes. Neither did hee ſticke totell the ſecret of his intent; which was, that hee 
had left off the plough,to doe ſuch blotdy decdes with his fword,as many ncke- 
hornes andbookesſhould bee imployed about raehiſtoritying of 'them : and being 
asked, why heeſer no word vnto it, hee ſaid, that was indeede like the'paimter , that 
ſaicth in his pifture, Here is the dog,and there is the Hare : and with that he laugh- 
cd ſo perteQly,' as was great conſolation" to the beholders. Yer'temembring, that 
Miſs would nor'take it well athis rerurne, if hee forgat his duetie to her, he cauſed 
in a bocderabourto bee written.

Theſc terriblewords Cliziasyſcd , hopingthey would giue a cooling to the heat 
of Dametas Courage: and {o indeede they did, that he did grone to hearc che chun - 
dring of thoſe threatnings. And when the Gentleman: had ended the reading of 
them , D@retastould them, that in his opinion he thought this anſwerecame roo 
late, and ohat thertore he might very well goeand dilarme himſelfe : elpecially con- 
ſidering, the other had incourteaus manner warnedhim not tocome. But they (ha- 
uing him now on horſebacke, led him jntothe ferry , -and'{ointathelland; the 
claſbing of his ownearmour;ſtriking miſcrablefeare 1pro him, 8 inhis mind think- g 
inggreat yakindnelle in his friend, thathe had brought hint to a matter ſo contrary 
to his complexion. There ſtayed he but a little, (the Gentleman that came with him 
teaching him how to vic his (word and Jaunce, while he caſt his eye about, to (ce 
which way he might run away,cutfing all Jlands for being evill ſixuared ) when Cl- 
zias with a braue ſound of trumpets landed/at the other end: who:cameall the way 
debating with himſclfe, what he had deſerued of Awphialus ro driuchim rothole 
inconyeniences. Somaimes his wit made him bethioke/bimſclfe what was beſt to

For well hedeermed, ie would bee 
a great barre ro hispraQtiſe, and apulling on of inivties, when men needed notcare 
how they vicd him. Inſomuch,thar ——_ himſelfe che ſcotpjog-ſRocke of 
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companiec)fel with repining to hate che cauſe thereof; and hate in-a cowards 
ents ſer it Bk no nw = * ba bur death. VVhich purpoſe was well eggeil 
on by repreſenting ynto himſelfe, what danger helately was in ; which ſtill kept no 
Iefle ougly figure in his miode,then when irwas preſent : and quickely ( cuen 1 his 
diſſembling countenance) might be diſcerned a conccaled grudge. Forthough hee 
ſorced himle'fe afarre more diligent officipuſneſſe toward _4mphiains, then cuer 
before, yera leeringeye ypon the onefideiathim,a countenance ſtill framed no ſmi- 
lng before him(how little cauſe ſocuer there was of ſmiling)8 grombling behinde 
him,atany of his commandemeots, with an yncertaine mannerof behauiour : his 
words comming our, though full of flattery, yer {lowly,and hoarcely pronounced, 
might well hauc blazed, what armes his falſe.heart bare, But deſpiſed, becauſe of his 
cowardlineſſe,and not marked becauſe deſpiſed, hee had the freer ſcope of prattiſe. 
Which he did the more deſperatcly cater into, becauſe the daily dangers —_—_— 
did ſubmutte himſelfe vnto , made C/:inias affuredly looke for his ouerthrowe ,a 
for his owne conſequently,if hedid not redeerae his former treaſon ro Baſiliws,with 
a more treaſonable talſhood roward _1mphialns. His chicte care therefore was, to 
findeout among all ſorrsof the 4mphilians, whom cither like feare,tediouſnelle of 
the ſiege, ordiſcontent of ſome ynſatisfied ambition would make apr to digin the 
Gme.mine that he did : and ſome alreadicof wealthy weary folkes, and ynconſtanr 
youths (who had not found ſuch ſudden ſucceſle as they had promiſed themiſelues) 
hchad made ſtoupe to his lure; Bur of none he madeſo good account as of Arteſia, 
ſiſter to the late ſlaine 1ſmerws, and the chiefe of the ſixe maydes, who had tra 
out the Princeſſes totheir banker of miſcric; ſo much did rhe A of her wit 
counteruaile ( as hethought)any other defefts of her ſexe; for ſhehad vndertaken 
that dangerous praQiiſe by the perſwaſion of Cecropia,who aſſured her that the two 
Princeſſes ſhould be made away; and then Amphialus would marry her : which ſhee 
wasthe apter to belecue, by ſome falſe perſwaſion her glaſle had giuenher of her 
. owneincomparablecxcellencies, & by the great faucur ſheknew he bareto her bro- 
ther 1/menus,which ( like a (elte-flattering woman) ſhe conceiued was donefor her 
ſake. But whea ſhe had atchicucd her artempr, 8 that ſhe found the Princefles were 
ſo farre from their intended death, as that the one of them was like to bee her ſoue+ 
raigne,8& that neither her ſcruice had won of Amphialus niuch more. then ordinarie 
fauor,uor her ouer large ofiring her ſelfe ro a mind otherwiſe owed, had obtained a 
looked-for 7%. 4 wg tro bediſdained, ſpite of a fruſtrate hope, 8 perchance 
vnquenched luit.grownerage, made her ynquiet thoughts findeno other reſt, bur 
ice: which was-jncreaſed by the death of her brother,whom ſhee judged neither 
ſuccourcd againſt Phi/axax, nor revenged Philanax, Burt all theſccoles were 
well blowne by the company ſhee epaculiyheee with Zelmane all this time of her 
impriſonment, For odiagher preſence yncheecrfull ro the mourning Philoclea,and 
condemned of thehic hearted Parmela,ſhe ſpent her time moſt with Zelmane. Who 
thoughar the firſt hardly brooking the inſtrument of their milery, learning cun- 
ning inthe ſchoolcof aducritic,in timeframed her ſelfe to yeeld her aeceprable en- 
rerrainment. For Zelmane, when ſhee had by that vnexpetted 'miſchicfe her body 
impriſoned, her yalure oucrmailſtred, her wit beguiled, herdeſires barred, her loue 
eclipled; aſſured of euill, tearing worſe, ableto know Philocieas misfortune, & not 
able to ſuccour her,ſhe was a great while,before the grearnefle of herharr could deſ- 
cend to ſorrow, bur rather roſe boyling vp in ſpite diſdain;Reaſon hardly making 
Courage belecue,that it was diſtreſſed:bur as it- rhe walles would be affraid of her, 
ſo would her lookes ſhooteour threatning ypon them. Bur the ferters of ſeruitude 
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| ingheauicr with wearing ) madechoer feele her caſe, and the ligrle _ ing 
pt repining : and then griefe nr. ſcare in her ſoftned minde;, making ſweerenefle 
of pailed comforts by due title claime teatez of preſence diſcomforts: and imce het 
fortunemade her able to helpe as little asaty bodice, yer to beablero waileas much = 
as any bodic; ſolicarie Sorrow, with a continuall circte in her ſelfe, going our ar her 
owne mourh,co'come in againe at her owne cares. Then was che name of Fhilociea' 
graued in the glafſe windowes, and by thefooliſh idofarric of affe&tivn, no ſooner 
written,then adored;and no ſooner adored, then pirried*all che wontcd prayſes (ſhes 
was wontto giue ynto her)being now but figures of Rhetotike toamplific the in- 
juries of misforrune; againſt which being alone, ſhe would oftea"make inueQiue 
declamarions, methodized onely by ragingfortow,'! .'/ '2 O199% | 
But when Arteſi«did inſinuateher ſelfe 1oro her acquainrance; ſive gaue the po- 
wernmentr of her courage to wit, 8 was content to fatniliarizcher ſeHfewith her : ſo 
much the rather,as that ſhe perceiued in her certaine flawef of ill- concealed diſcon. 
rcntment.Inſomuch that when Ze/mane would ſweeter her tnouth with thdpraiſes 
of the liſters,eſpecially ſetring forth their noble gratefulnes in neuerforgerring wels 
intended ſeruices, & inuoking the iuſtice#f rhe gods,not to ſuffer ſuch rreafurests 
be wrongfully hidden,8 ſometimes withakind —— Arteſia that - 
ſhe had beene abuſed to abuſe ſo worthy perſons: Arteſie(though fallly)would pro- 
reſt, char ſhe had beene beguiled in1t,neucr meaning orhet matter then recreacion;8 
yet withall(by alleaging how vngratefully ſhe was dealt with)it was eaſic to be ſeen, 
x wasthe ynrewarding, 8 not theeuill imploying her ſeruice, which grieved het. 
But Zelmarne(viing her own byas to bowl 'neer the miſtreſſe of her owne thoughts) 
was content to lend herbclecte, and withall,to magaific her deſert,if willingly ſhee 
would dcliuer, whom ynwillingly ſhe had imapriſoncd;leauingno argument which 
mightrickleambicion, or flatter reuenge So that Arreſia ( puſht forward feaunand by 
Clinias and drawne onward by Zelmane bound her ſelfe to that praiſe ; wherein 
Zelmane(for her part)defired no more,but to haue armour & weapons brought in- 
to her chamber, nor doubting therewirh co performe any thing, how impoſſible ſo- 
cucr, which longing Louccan perſwade,and inuincible Valourdare promiſe.  - 
Burt Clinias (whoſcfaith could nevercomprehend the myſteries of courage)per- 
ſwaded Arteſia,while hee by corruption had'dtawne the guard of one gate,to open 
it(when hewould appoint the time) to the enetnie, thar ſhe ſhould impoylon 4mv- 
p' ialis, which ſhe might the eafier doe, becauſe ſhee her ſelfe had yſed to makerhe 
roaths, when Amphialus ( cither weatied or wounded ) did vie ſuchdier. And-alf 
thingsalready were readieto be put in execution, when they thought beſt to breake 
the matter with the rwo excellenr ſiſters,notdoubting of their conſent in a thing {6 
bchoofefuil to theleſues: their reaſons being, that the Princeſſes knowing theirſer- 
uice,might be ſure topreſerue them from thefuricof the eutring ſouldiers: whereof 
Clinias ( cuen (> ) could ſcarcely be ſufficiently certaine t and withall, making them 
priuicto their a&ion, tv binde them afterwards to a promiſedgratefulneſſe towatds 
them. They went therefore at one time, when they knew them to be alone,C/ivi- 
a to Philaclea,and Arteſia to Pamela : and Clinies , with no few words,did ſet forth 
whatan exp!oit was intended for her ſeruice. But Phjlocled (in whoſe cleere minde 
treaſon could finde no hiding place ) told him, that ſhe would bee glad;if he could 
perſwade her couſin to deliver her, and that ſhe would never forgerhis ſeruicethere- 
1n:bur that ſhedeſired him to lay downe any ſuch way of miſchiet e for that(for her 
part) ſheewould rather yeclde to perpetuall impriſonment , then conſent- tothe 
d&ſtroying het couſin, who ( ſhee knew ) loued her, though wronged her. This 
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ynlooked for anſere amazedClinias,ſorhathehad no other remedieinhis minde, 
bur ro kaccle downe to Philecles, and belecch her to keepe it ſecret; confidering thar 
che intention was for herſeryiee:& vowing(lince ſhe miſliked it)to:proceed no fut-. 
ther thereio,ſhe comforted him with promiſe of filence,which ſheperformed.: - * 
- But thatlittle, auayled : for Arteſia hauing in like {ort opened ehis:deuice to Pa- 
»elaſhe(in whoſe minde Vertue goucrned withthe ſcepterof Knowledge) hating 
ſo horrible a wickedneſſe,, and ſtreight judging what was fitto doe, Wicked wo- 
man ( aid ſhee) whole yriirepenting heart can finde no way to amend treaſon, but 
by treaſon : nowthe timeis'come, that thy wretched wiles haue-caught thy ſelfe in 
thincowne nette + as for me, let the Gods diſpoſe of meeas ſhall pleaſe them; -buc 
ſure it ſhall beeno ſuch way, nor way-leader, by which I will cometo libertic. This 
ſhee ſpake ſomething with alouger voice then ſheewas wont to vie, ſoas Cerropis 
heard the noyſe ; who was:( ſoorerthen Arteſia imagined ſheewould ) come vp;to 
bring Pamelato a window, whereſhe mightice a norable skirmiſh happencd 1n the 
Campe, as ſhethought, among themſclues : and being a cunning fiſher intronbled 
waters,ſtreight found by theiryoices and geſtures,there was ſome matter of conſe- 
quence, which ſhedeſired Pamelsto tell hgr. Aske of her (faid Pamela) and leatneto 
know,that whodo falſhood to their ſuperiours, reach falſhood to their inferiours. 
More ſhe would not ſay Bur Cecropiataking away the cach-way guilty Arteſia with 
feare of torture;gatof herrhe whole praftiſe : ſo as Zelmane was the more claſly 
impriſoned, an Clinie (with thereſt of his corrupted mates according to their 
merits ) executed : For, asfor Arteſia, ſhee was butJocktyp inher chamber, 4mphi- 
alus not conſenting (forthe louc he barers 1/wenus)that further puniſhmenyſhonld 
be layd vpon her. | + Prit | 

 -But thenoiſe they heard in the campe,was by occaſion of the famous Prince 4- 
n4xius nephew to the Gyant Ewardes whom Pyrocles (luc: A Prince, of body excee- 
dingly ſtronginarmes ſo skilful &fortunare,asno man was thought to excell himy 
of courage that knew not how to feare:of parrs worthy praile, it oy had not beene 


guided by pride,and followed by vaiuſtice,For by aſtrange compoſition of minde, 
there was no man more tenderly ſenſible in-any thing offered to himſelfe,which in 
the fartheſt-fer conſtruion , might bewreſted to the nameof wrong;no man,that 
\. iahis owne ations could worſe diſtinguiſh betweene Valour and Violence: So 
| proude,ashecould not abſtaine from a 7 hraſo-like boaſting,and yet ( ſo viiluckica 
> roryna his yertues had gotten)hee would neuer boaſt morethen he would accom- 
plith : falfly accounting an voflexible anger, a couragious conſtancie : cſtecming 
| feare, and aſtonvhment,rightercauſes of admiration,then Loue and Honour, This 
man had foure ſundry times fought with Amphiaiys, but Mars had beene fo ynpar- 
uallanarbitcr,rhar neitherſide gate aduantage of the other. Butinthe end ithap- 
ned, that Araxins found Amphialus (vnknowne) in a great danger, and ſaued his 
life : whereupon( louing his owne benefit) began to fauour him, ſo much the more 
asthinking ſo-well of himſelfe, he could notchooſebur likehim,whom he found a 
march forhi wſelfe: which at laſt grew to as much fricndſhip towards him,as could 
by a proud heart be concciucd. Soas in this trauell ( ſeeking Pyrocles to bereuenged 
of his vncles death ) hearing of this ſiege, never taking paines to.examine the quar.

But the valiant,and faithfull -Philenax\ with well gaticrued tpetde nate ſuch head 
againſt him, as would haue ſhewed,, hew.loonerrouragetalles inghe-dunch which 
hath not theeye of ,Wiſedome : bntthat- Amps at.che ſame timeitfuedour, 
and winning with an abundance of, cqurage oneof;the ſronſes , which Baſilius 
Had builded , made way for his frictd-.Anaxims ws, <p lpfle of both ſides, bue 
cſpecially of the Baſilzans ; (uch notable monuments had. thele, eyoſwerds clpe- 
cially leftof their Maiſters redoubted worthineſle)...'.. {3 
Thee with the reſpettfirto his eſtate', the hogour due to his. worthineſle, and 
the kindneſſe which accompanies frieat{bip (. mgdefaſt bycacerchanged benefirs) 
did Amphialus enforce himſelfe (as machas inabefiegedrownebeiould) tomake 
Anaxins know, thathis ſuccour was notſo neefefull; as his-proſence gratetull. For 
cauſing the ſtreeres and houſes of-the-towne to/witnelle his welcome (owakin g both 
ſouldiersand Maglſtrates in theiv.cauntehances-to:ſhew theirgladoeſſeof him) 
he led him to his mother, whom he beſoughe co.eaterraine him;with nolefle loue 
and kindnefle, then as one, who once had ſaued her ſannes life, and now came to 
ſaueborh life and honour. Tuſh( ſaids##9xix#,, ſpeakingaloude,looking ypon his 
brothers) I am onely ſorie there are nothalfea. dozen. Kings more about you:thar 
what 4naxius can do might bethe berter manifeſted. His brothers ſmiled, as chough 
he had ouer modeſtly ſpoken farre vnderneath the'pitch of his power. Then was - 
difarmed at the earneſt requeſt of Amp/ialiws:for Anaxiusboyled with deſire to iſſue 
out ypon theenemeis, perſwading himfelfe,that the Suntieſhould not be ſer, before 
he had ouerthrowne them.

+ But Awvaxine ( ſeeming a wearic before it was ended) told fophialue, thatfor his 
parthe liked no'muſicke; burthe ncighing of horſes, the ſound of trumpets, 8 rhe 
cries of 'yeelding perſons : and therefore defired, that thenext morning they ſhould 
ifueyponthe ſame place, wherethey had cntred thar day, nor doubting to make 
theEqtickly awearicof being the beliegers of Anaxius. Amphialus,who had no whit 
leſeconrage, though nothing blowne vp with pride, willingly condiſcended, & ſo 
the dexr tmorning(giuing falſealarum to theorher fide of the campe)) Amphialus at 
Anaxius earneſt requeſt, ſtaying wirthinthe rowne to fee ic wankarr 3 Anaxinsand his « 
brechren Lycurgw and Zoils,fallicd out with the beſt choſen men, But Baſiliws(ha- 
ning bin-chelaſt day ſomewhar ynprouided ) now had berter fortified the ouer- 
throwneſconſe; and ſo well had prepared cuety' thing for defence, that it was im- 
© for any valourfrom within, ro preeile: Yer things wete performed by 
Andxiizsbeyond the crediteof the credulous. Fot thriſe ( valiantly followed by his 
brothers) did he' fer vp ls banner vpon the rampire of the enemie* though thriſe 
aincby rhe multitude, and aduanrage of the place, but _ by the comming 
& three yaliane Knights, hee were driuen downeagaine. Numbers therewere thar 
© day, whoſe deathes and overthrowes were excuſed by the well knowne ſword of 
 Anaximns: burthe reſt by che lengrh of time and iniutic of Hiſtorians haue beene 
wrapped 4 in darke forgerfulnefle: onely 7 7eſſennin is ſpoken of, becauſe when all 
abandoned theplaceghe onely madcehead to 4naxis till auing lolt one of his legs, 
, yernotloſtthe heartof ghring,Lycergae( ſecond brother ro Anaxiu: )cruelly mur- 
© thered him Aravimchimſelte dildaining any further to deale with him. 
Burt fo farre had '4»ax7ws atthe third came preuailed, that now the Baſi/ians began 
tokr their courage deſcend to their feere ;Baſilizs,and Philanax in yaine — 
Wi 
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with reucrenceof authority to bridlethe flight of aſtoniſhment, and.co teach Feare, 
diſcretion : ſo that Amphials, ſeeing Victory ſhew {uch a flattering countenance to 
him,came out with all his force ; hoping that day toendrhe ficge. | 
Bur that fanciealrercd quickely bythe ſudden comming to theorher ſide of three 

Knights,whcreof the one was in white armour, che other 12 greene,and the third by 
his blackearmour & device, ftreight knowne tobe the notable knighr,who the hi 
day had giuen Fortune ſo ſhorr a ſtoppe with his notable deedes fighting hand ro 
hand-the deemed inuincible Amphialus. For the very cowards no fooner law him, 
but as boxcowing ſome of his ſpirit, they wear like young Eagles ro the prey,ynder 
the wing of their damme. Forthe three aduenturers , not contentto keepe them 
from their rampire, leapt downe among them, 8: entered into a braue-combare with 
the thrice yalianc brochers. But to wherher {idg. Fortune would hane becnepartiall, 
could not be determined. For the Baſi/ans,lightgedwich the bearacs of rhe1e ſtran- 
gers valure, followed ſo thicke,that the 4mphiciians were glad with lome haſt rores 
tire co the walles-ward : t Anaxius-neicher reaſon, feare,nor example;could 
make him afſwagerthe fury of his fight: yarill oncot the Baſbltans ( ynworthy to 
haue his name ——_ hedid it cowardly,ſfideward,when helcaſt looked thar 
way)almoſtcut off one of his lcgs:ſo as hefell downc,blaſpheming heauen, tharall 
the influences thereof had power to ouerthrow him; and there death would haue 
ſeazed of hisproud hearr;bur that Amphialus tookein handheblacke knight, while 
ſome of his ſouldiers conucyed away A4n4xius,0 he ghbeps forlifeyato him. 


And for thelouc and example of Amphialus, the fightbegan tocnter intoa new 
fitte of -heate: when Baſil;us(that thought inough to bedonefor thatday) cauſed re. 
rreate to bee ſounded, fearing leaſt his men following ouer-carneſtly,might bee the 
: Joſſcof thoſeexcellent Knights whom hedeſired to know. The knights as ſoone ay 
they heard the rerreate ( though they were eagerly ſer, knowing that courage with- 
out diſcipline is neerer beaſtlineſſechen manhood) drew backe theirſwords,though 
hungry of more bloud:eſpecially rhe blacke knight, who knowing Amphialu: could 
not refraineto tell him, om this was the ſecond time heeſcaped our of his hands, 
bur that he would ſhortly bring him a bill of all the former accounts. Amphialas (ee- 
ing it fit toretire alſo (moſt of his people being hurt, both in bodies and hearrs 3 
withdrew himſelfe,with ſo well ſcatcd a reſolurion,thar ir was as farrefrom anger, 
as from diſmayedneſle; anſwering no other ts the blacke knights rþreacs, buct 
when he brought him his account, he ſhould finde a good pay-maiſter. __ 

T he fightbeing ceaſed, and each fide wirhdrawne within their ſtrengrhs,Baſilime 
fent Philanax toenterraine the ſtrange knighes,and to bring chem vnto him, that he 
might acknowledge what honor was duc to their ycrrue. Butrhey excuſed rhem- 
ſelucs,deſiringto beknowne firſt by their deedes, before their names thould accufe 
their ynworthineſſe:and though the other replied —_— as they deſerucd, yer 
(finding that yawelcome curtelie is a degree of iniuric)hee ſuffered chem to retire 
cheinkhus to atent of their ownewithout the campe, where they kepr chemlelues 
ſecrer : Philanax himſelfe being called away to anorher ſtrange knight; ſtrangenor 
onely by the ynlookedforneſſe of his comming, bur by the ſtrange manner of his 
comming, h- £49 

For he had before him fouredamoſels,8 ſo many behind himall ypon palfrayes 
& all relleQin mourning weeds;cach of them a ſeruant ofeach ſidc,wirh like li- 
ucriesof ſorrow. Himſelfein an armour,al{ painted oucr with ſuch a cunning of 
ſhadow,thar ic repreſented a gaping ſepulchre, thefurnirureof his horle was all of 


Cypreſle branches : wherewith in olde time they werewont todrefle my” = 
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Baſes (which he ware ſo long,as they camealmoſt to his ankle ) were embrodered 
onely with blacke wormes, which ſeerged co crawle vp and downe, as readic alrea- 
dic todeuourc him, Inhisſhicld for Appyeſa, hec had a beautifull childe,bur having 
twoheads; whereon the one ſhewed, that it was already dead:the other alive, bur in 
thar caſe, ny looking for death. The word was, No wey 18 beerid from death, 
but by death. rf 90111549 59 203041 
This knightof the rombe (for lo the ſouldiers termed him)ſentto Beſilime ro de- 
maund leaue to ſend in adamoſell intothe cowne,to call our Amphialus,according 
as before time ſomeothers have done. Which being graunred ( as glad any would 
vndertake the charge, which no body elſe in that campe was knowne willing to do) 
thedamoſellwenr in,8& hauing with tcarcs ſobbed oura brauc challengeto Amiphia- 
lus,from the knight of the Tombe, Amphialius,honourably cntertayning the Gen- 
tiewoman,8 deliring ro know the knights name(which the dolefull Geatlewoman 
would not diſcouer)accepred thiechallenge,onely deſiring the Gentlewoman to ſay 
chus much to the ſtrange w_——_ him, thacif his minde werelike to his cirle, 
there were morecauſeof alhnitie, then enmiry berweenerhem. Andtherefore pre- 
fcarly( ing as he was wont )as ſooneashe percciucd the knight of the Tombe. 
with his Damolſels and Iudgce,was come into the Tland, hee alſo went ouer in accu- 
ſtomed maner': and yer for thecurreſie of his nature, deſired to fpeakewith him. 
Burthe knighr of the Tombe,with ſilence, anddrawing his horſe backe, ſhewed 
nowill to heaxe, nor ſpeake : but with Launce on thigh, made him know, it was fic 
forhim to go totheother end of the Career, whence wayring theſtart of theyn- 
knowneKnight , hee likewiſe made his ſpucres claimchaſt ofhisbork, But when 
his ſtaffe was 1n his reſt, comming downe tomecte with the knight,now verie necre 
him,he percciucd the knight had miſt his reſt ; wherefore the curtcous Amphialus 
would not lethis Launcedeſcend; buywith a gallant grace,ran overthe head of his 
therein friended enemie:and hauing ſtopped his horſc,and with runningof him, 
bleſſed his fight with the Window where he thought Philocles might ſtand, he per- 
_ ceiued the knight had lighted from h1s horſe, andthrowne away his —— 
wich his misfortune,as of having milt his reſt, and drawnehis ſword ro make that 
his fellowes fault, He alſolighted, and drew\ his ſword, eſtecming yiRorie 
with aduantage,ratherrobbcd then purchaſed: 8 ſo the other comming ecagetly ro- 
ward him; hewith his ſhield out,and ſword aloft, with more bravery then anger, 
drew vnto him,and ſtraight made their ſwords ſpeake for them a pretty while with 
ll fiercencfſe. Bur Amphiains(ro whom the carth brought foorth few matches) 
hauing both much more skill to choole the places, and more force ro worke ypon 
the choſen, had alrcady made many windowes in his armour for death to come in 
at,when in the noblcneſſe of his nature abhorring ro make the puniſhment overgoe 
the offence, heſlepr a little backe,and withall, Sir knight(fa1d he) you may caſily ſee, 
thatit plcaſeth God to fauour my cauſgemploy your yalour againſt them thar wiſh 
you hurt: for my partI hauenor deſerucd hare of you. Thou lyelt falſerraytor,ſaid 
the other,with an angry,but weake voice. But Amphialus,in whom abuſed kindneſſe 
became ſpircefull rage. Ah barbarous wretch(ſaid he)onely couragious indiſcurtelic; 
thou ſhalt ſoone ſee whether thy tongue hath betrayed chy heart,or no : and with 
that redoubling his blowes,gauchim a on wound ypon his necke, and cloſing 
with him oucrthrew him and 1n the fall thruſt him morally into the bodice: 8 with 
that went to pull off his helmet, with intention co make him giue himſclfe thelic, 
for hauing o ſaid, or to cut off his head, | 
But thehcad-pecce was no ſooner off, but that there fell about the ſhoulders by

known by the badge of excellency)wit chat it was Parthenia,the ynfottunate-

 Forherexceeding faireeyes;hauing with continuall weeping gorten alirtleredneſle

Then kiffing her cold hands &feete, weary.of theworid, 
ſince ſhee was gone,who was their world, the yery heauens ſeemed with a cloudie 
countenance,toloure at the loſſe, and Fame it ielte ( though by nature glad ro'tell 
ſuch rare accidents ) yer could not choole but deliver it in lamentable accents, and 
in ſuchſort went it quickly all ouer the Campe : and,as if the ayre had becne in-

His deuice was the 
vaicPolc ir ſclfe,abour which'many ſtarres ftirring,burthe place it ſelfe left yoyde. 
The word was,7T he bet place yet reſerued. Bur thele foure Knights inheriting the hate 
of theirfriends, began a moſt fierce combat : the forſaken Knight himſelfenot a- 
ble ro helpe his fide, but was drinen ro fic him downe, with the extreame faintneſſe 
of his more and more fainting bodie. Bur thoſe valiant couples ſecking honour by 
diſhonouring,andto build ſafctic ypon ruine,gaue new apperitestothealmoſt glut- 
ted eyes of the bcholders : and now bloud began to pur ſweate from the full polleſ- 
fion of their ourlides, no aJuantage being yet to be ſecne, onely the Knight of the 
ſheepe ſeeming moſtdeliucr,andaffetingmoſtof all that viewed him, whena com- 
ce of ſouldiersſent by Cecropia,came out in boatstothe Ifland, and all camerun- 
ning to the deſtruQion of the three Knights, whereof one was ymerly ynable ro 
defend himſelfe. F 
Bur then did the other two Knights ſhew their wonderfull courage and fidelitie. 
For turning back to backe,and both beſtriding che black forſakenknighr (who had 
fainted ſo long til he had loſt rhe mga faintnefle)rhey held play againſtthereſt, 
though the two brothers vnknightly helped them ; cill 24:lanax (who warchfully 
attended ſuch trayrcrous praQtiſes) fentlikewiſeouer, both by boatand ſwimming , 
ſo choicea number,as did pur moſt of the other to the ſword. Onely the rwo bro- 
thers,with ſom of the braueſt of them,carrying away the body of Amphialns,which 
would rather haue dyed, then haueletr behinde them. I 
'So was the forſaken Knght(laid ypon clokes)carried home tothe campe.Buthis 
 twofricnds knowing his catneſt defirc nor ro be knowne, coucring him from anie 
bodies eyes,conueyed himtorheir owne tent : Baſilims himſelfe conquering his car- 
neſt deſire to ſee him, with feare to diſpleaſe him, who had fought ſo notably in 
His quarell. Bur Fame ſer the honourypon his backe, which he would nor ſuffer ro 
ſhine in his face:no mans mouth being barraine of praiſes tothe noble knight, that 
had battered the moſt eſteemed knight in theworld every bodie praying for his 
life, and thinking that therein they prayed forthemſclues. But hehimſelte, when 
by rhe diligent careof friends, and well applyed cunnihg of Surgeons, hee camie to 
renew againe the league betweene his minde and body;then fell heto a freſh warre 
with his ownerhoughes, wrongfully condemning his manhood; laying cowardiſc 
to himſelfe, whom the intpudenteſt backbirer would notſo have wronged. Forhis 
anie( vſed to'vie Yiaorieas atz inheritance) conld brooke no reftance ke atly 
time: but now thar he had promiſed himſc}fe not only the conqueſt of him;burthe 
ſcaling of the walles, and delivetic of Pamela , thongh hee had done beyond all 
others expeQation,yet ſo ſhort was he of his owne;that he hated ro Jookeypon the 
OD : ___ Sunne, 
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death or he made the =_ haſt one tothe other : for when the diligent care of 


mother was driucn to make him by force to be tended, with extreame corley to her 
| ſelfe, and annoyance to him : till inthe end he was contented to-promiſe her, hee 
would attempt no violence ypon himſelfe,vpon condition he might be troubled by 
no bodie but onely his Phyſitions: his melancholy dereſting all companic,ſo asnor 
the ycric Chirurgians nor ſeruantsdurſt ſpeake vntohim in doing himſeruice: only 
he had prayed hus mother, as ſhe tendred his life, ſhe would procurehim grace,and 
that without that ſhe would neuer come at him more. . et 
His mother,who had confined all her loue oncly ynto him, ſet onely ſuch aboue | 
him,as wereablolutely at her commaundement, whom ſhe forbad to ler him know 
any thing that paſſed in thegaſtle, till his wounds were cured, but as ſhe from time 
co timeſhould inſtruc them : ſhe(for her ſelfe)being reſolued, now ſhe had chego- 
ucrnement of all things in her owne hands, to ſatisficherſonnesloue by their yeel- 
din g,or atisficherqwne reuenge in their puniſhment. Yer firſt, becauſe ſhee would 
be che freer from outward force, ſhee ſent a meſſenger ro the. campetodenounce 
vnto Baſilius,thatif hee did nor preſently raile his fiege, ſhee would cauſe the heads 
of the three Ladies, priſoners, to bee cut oft beforchis cyes. And to makehim the 
more feare a preſent performance,ſheecauſed his two daughters and Zelmapeto bee 
lcd vnto the walles, where ſhee had madea ſcaffold,cafic to beeſeene by Baſilins: _— 
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there cauſed them to be kept, as ready fot the flaughter,nlt anſwer came from Baſt; 
.A fight full of pity it was,to fee thoſe three{all excelling in all choſe excellencies, 
wherewith Natwre can beautific ay ! Pamela giting ſweernefleto maicſtle, 
Philoclea enriching noblenefſe wirh hambleneſle, Zelmane ſerting in womanly beau- 
tie manlike yalowur)to be thus ſubieRed to the baſeſt iniuric of yniuſt fortume. One 
might ſce in Pamela a willingnes to die, rather then to hauclife arothers diſcretion, 
though ſometimes aPrincely difdaine would ſparkle our of her Princely eyes,thar 
it ſhould bein others power to force her to die. In Phi/oclaa prery feare came yp, ro 
endamaske her rofic cheekes:but it was fuch a feare,as rarher ſeemed a kindly child 
to her innate humbleneſle, then any other diſmayednefſe : or if ſhee were dif- 
mayed,it was morefor Zelmenc, then for her ſelfey or if motefor her ſclfe, it was be- 
cauſe Zelmane ſhould loſe her. As for Zelmane,as ſhee went with her hands bound 
(for they dutſt nor adventure on het well knowne valour, eſpecially among a peo- 
ple, which petchance mighrbee moued by ſhch a ſpeRacle toſome reuolt)ſhce was 
the true image of ouermaiſtred courage,and of ſpite,thar ſees no remedie. For her 
breaft yelled withall, the bloud burſt ont at her noſe, atid ſhee looked paler then ac- 
cuſtomed, with her cycs caft on the ground, with ſuch a grace as if ſhee were fallen 
out with the heavens, for ſaffering fuch an inivrie. 'The lookers on were ſo moued 
withall,as they miſliked what themſelues did,and yerſtill did what themſelves miſ- 
liked. For ſomeglad to tid themſeluesof the dangerous annoyance of rhis ſicge, 
ſomne willingto ſhotten the way to A-phialus ſucceſion (whereon they weredepen- 
dants Jſomeand the greareſt ſome, doing becauſe others did, and ſuffering becauſe 
none durſt begin ro hinder, did in rhis ſort ſe theirhands ro this( in their owne 


cotnſcience) wicked enrerprile. | 
Bur wheh this was brought to Baſilims, and that this pitifull preparation 
was a ſufficiett letter of credire for him to beleeue ir; hee called ynto him his chieke 
Coun{louts : atnong which, thoſthe chiefly rruſted were Philanax,and X alander 
lately come tothe campear Baſi/izs comtmandernent, and in himſdfe weatie of his 
ſolitarie life, wanting his ſonnes preſence,and neuer hauing heard from his beloued 
giteſts ſincethey parred fromhim. Now in this doubt what he ſhould do,hewilled 
K alander to giue him his aduiſe : who ſpake much to this purpoſe. Youcommand 
me fir ( faid he)to ſpeake rather becauſe you will keepeyour wonted grauve and noble 
mancr,todo nothing of itnpotrtance wirhour counſel, then that in this cauſe/which 
itdeed hath but one way)your mind needs to have any counſcl:fo as my ſpeech ſhal 
rather be ro confirme what you haue already determined, then to atgueagainſtany 
poſſibility of other determination. For whar ſophilticall ſcholer can findany queſti- 
on in this, whether you will haue your inc6patabledaughtersliue;ordie ? whether 
ſince you be hereto cauſe their deliverance, you wil tnake your being here the cauſe 
of their deſtruftion ? for Horhing can be more vnſenfible,then ro thinke whar one 
doth,and to forgetthe end why it is done. Do thereforeas Iam ſure you meane ro 
doe, retnoue thefiege, & after ſeeke by praQiiſe, or orher gentle meanes, to reconer 
that which by fotce you cannor : & thercof is indeed {when.ir pleaſerh you ) more 
counſel to be raken. Once, in extremities the winningof time is the putchaſe of life, 
- & worſe by no meanes thEtheir deaths can be fall ynto you, A'man mighr vie more 
words,if it were toany ſc togild'gold,ot that Thad aty cauſero doubr of your 
mind:bur youare wiſe, andarea fathet.He ſaid no more,fot he durſt not attempt ro 
perfivade the marying of his daughter ro Anephialns, bur left that to bring in at an- 
other conſultation, But Bafilins made figne to Philanax, who ſtanding awhile in 
aſmazcas inwardly perplexed, at laſt thus delinered his opinion. 
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If cuer I could wiſh my faith yncried,8 my counſell varruſted,it ſhould be at this 
time, when in truth I muſt confeſſe'I would becontent to purchaſe ſilence with dil. 
credit. But {ince you command,I obey:only let me ſay thus much, that I obey not to 
theſeexcellent;Ladies father, bur ro my Prince: 8 a Prince itis rowhomT giuecoun- 
_ fell. Therforcas to ajPrinceI ſay,that the graue&(l wel knew)true-minded counſel 

of my Lord Kalander had come in good time when you firſt rookearmes, before all 
your ſubjctsgatnoticeof your intention,beforeſo much bloud was ſpent,and be- 
fore they weredriuen to ſecke this ſhift for their laſt remedie. Bur if now,chis force 
youaway,why did you take armeg? ſince you might be ſure when cuet they were in 
extremitic they would haue recourſe to this threatning?Apd for a wile man to take 
in hand that which hisehemy may with a word ouerthrow,hath in my c6ceit grear 
incongruity, & asgreat , ſoto forethinke what-his cacmy in reaſon willdo. Buc 
they threaten they wil kil your daughters. Whar if they promiſed you if youremos- _ 
ved your fiege,they would honorably ſend home your daughters ? would you bee 
angled by their promiſes?truly no more oughtyou beterrificd by their threatnings, 
For yet of thetwo, promiſe binds faith more then varwnons - Bar indeede a Prince 
of iudgement oughr notto conſider what his enemies promile,or threaten, but what 
the promilers & threatners in reaſon will doe : & the ncarcſt conicAure thereunto,is 
what is beſt for their owne behoofe rodoc. They threaten if you remoue not they 
will kill your daughters 18 if you doremoue, what ſuertic haue you bur that they 
will kill chem?ſince if the purpoſe be to cur off all impediments of' Amphialzs ambi- 
tion,theſame cauſe will continue when you are away; & ſo much the moreencou- 
raged,as the reuenging power is abſent, 8 they haucthe more opportunitierto draw 
their faQious friends abour them: bur if ir be for their ſecuriticoply,the ſame cauſe 
will bring forth the ſame etfeR: and for their ſecurinie they will pteſerue them, Bur 
it may be ſaid, No man knowes whar deſperate folks will do: it istrue,& as true that 
no reaſon nor policic can preuent what deſperate folkes will do:and therefore they 
arc among thoſe dangers,which wiſedome ts not to recken.Only ler irluffice to take 
away theirdeſpaire, which may beeby graunting pardon for what ispaſt; ſo as the 
Ladies may be freely deliucred. And let them rhatare your ſubicfts truſt youthar 
ace their Prince, do not you ſubict your ſelfe totruſtthem, who are ſo vntruſticas 
tO be manifeſt trayrors. Forif they find youſo baſe-minded,as oye threatning to 
remouc your force, what indigniticis1t, that they would nor bring you yato ſtill 
by the ſame threatning ? ſince then'if* loue ſtirrecthem , loue will keepe them 
from murrhecing whar they louc;and if. ambition prouoke them, ambitious chey 
will be whet you arcaway,as well as while you arc here : rake not away your'force, 
which bars not the one; and bridles the other. For as for their ſhewes & words,they 
azcbur feate babes, nor warthy once to mone a worthy mans conceir, which muſt 
ſill conſider what in reaſons they are ike rodoe. Their deſpaire, I graunt, you ſball 
go well to prevent : whithas it is the laſt of all reſolutions, ſo no man fals into ir 
while ſo. gopda way as' you may offer, is ynto them, In ſumme, youare a 
Prince,and a father of people, whooughr with the eyc' of wiſedome, the hand of 
fortitude, and the heart of 1uſtice, ro ſer downeall priuate conceits, in compati= 
ſon of whatforthe publike is. profitable. | 
'' Hee wouldhaue proceeded on, when Gynecia came running in amazed for her 
daughter Pamela,but mad tor Zelmane: and falling at Baſilius feere,beſoughr himtro 
make nodelay;vſing ſuch geſtures of compaſſion 1n ſteed of —_— words,that Bu- 
filius, otherwiſe enough tender minded, cafily graunted to raiſe the ſiege, whichhee 


ſaw dangerous ro his daughters ; but indecde more carctull for Hs >

beſieged perſon, the poore old man was ſtraightly belieged : ſo asto rid hmm of the ' 
famine of his minde,he went in ſpeed away,diſcharging hisfouldiers: only leaving | 
the authoritie,as before, in Philanaxi hands, hee himſclfe went with Gynecia ro a 
ſtrong Caſtle of his, where hee tooke counſe!] how firſtro deliver Zehrane,whome 
he callcd the poore ſtranger, as.though onely Law of hoſpitalitic moucdhim , and 
for that purpoſe ſent duwerſe meſſengers to rrafficke with Cecropsa. | | 
Bur ſhe by this mxcancs rid of the preſenrdangerof theſtege (defiring Zorlus and. 
Lyturgus to take the care, till their brother recouered)of revidtualling & furniſhing 
thecitic, both with men, and what clſq wanted, againſt any new occaſion ſhould 
vrge them, ſhe herſclſe di{Jayning to hearken to Baſilzws,withour heewould _ 
his daughter in mariageto het ſon (which by no mcanes he would be brought yn- 
to)bentall ric ſharpucſſeof her malicious wit,how to bring a comfortable graune 
ro her ſonne, whereupon ſhe well found no leflethen his lite depended. Therefore 
for a whilc ſhe attempred all meanes of cloquent praying,and flartering perſwaſion, 
mingling ſometimes gifrs ſomerimes threataings,as ſhe had cauſe wt ey= 
ther opca force,or vndermining,would belt winthe caſtle of theirrefolution. And 
cucr as much as ſbeedid to Philoclea, ſo much did ſhe ro Pamele, though in manner 
ſometimes differing, as ſhee found fit to leuell at rhe oncsnoble height, and the 
others ſweete lowhneſſe. For though ſhee knew herſonnes heart had wholly giucn 
it ſelfe ro Philocles, yer ſecing the cquall guts in Paxela,ſhechoped, a faire graunc 
would recouer the ſorrow of a faire refuſall : cruelly intending the preſent impoy- 
ſoningthe one,as ſoone as the orhers affetion werepurchaſcd. - 

Bur in vaine was all her yaine oratoric, imployed. Pameclas determination was 
built vpon ſo braue arocke, that no ſhot of hers could reachynto it : and Philscled 
(though humbly ſeated ) was fo inuironedwith ſweete riners of clereyerrue, as 
could ncicher be battered, nor vadermined:her witty perſwafions had wile anfers; 
her eloquence recompenced with ſweetnefle ; her threatnings repelled with diſdaine 
in the one , and patience 1nthe other; her gifts'cither not acceptcd, or accepted ts 
obey,bur not to higd. So as Cecrops4 in nature violent, cruel, c ambitious - 
harcfull,for old rooted grudge to their mother, & now fpltefull,becauſe ſhee c 
not prevaile with girles,as ſhe counted themy laſtly,drawn on by her louero her ſon, 
&held vp by tyragnicall authority forthwith followed the byas of herown crook- 
eddiſpotition,& doubling and redoubling her threatningsfell,to confirme ſome of 
her threatned dffeQs:firſt withdrawing all comfort,both of ſcruanrs & ſeruice from 
them. Bur that thoſe excellent Ladies had beene viſed vno,cucn athome, and then 
ſound in themſclues how much good the hardocfle of education doth to the refi- 
ſtance of miſcric. Then diſhonourably. vſing them both in dier,and lodging, by « 

| contempt to pul down their thoughts to yecld1ng. But as before; the colideration of 
a priſon had diſgraced all ornaments,ſfo now the ſame cofideration mattethem atted 
diſcaſefulncſſe. Then ſtill as ſhe found thoſe not preuaite, would ſheego forward 
with giuing them terrours, ſometimes with noife of -hocror, ſometimes with ſud- 
daine frightings inthe nighr,when the ſalitaric darkendle therof might eaſier aſto- 
niſh tF :difarmedſenſes. Bur roall Vertucand Love reliſted, firengthned one by the 
other,when cach found it ſclfe ouer-vchemently aflauhed. Cecropsa ſtill: (weetning 
her ficrcencſſes with faire promiſes, if they would promitefaire; rhat feeling evil], 
= ſceing a « vm TOE _ might the ſooner bee mollified. Bur they 
rcould not taſte wour, when it was pleaſing indecde, could worle now, 
when they had loftall raſte by her inivries. : 0:93 £1 W 
She reloluing all cxtremitics, rather then faile of conqueſt, purſued 0n her rugged 
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way : letting. no day paſſe, without new and new lexing the paore: Ladics 
minds, (and troubling their bodics; and il! { wellings the mi "voy ſtopped, 
. and growing hot with her:owne doings; at lengrh chominable rage carryed her 
co ablolute tyrannies, ſo rhat taking wich her certaine old women'( of wickeqdiſ. 
polttions,andaprfor cnuy-fake to be crycll ro youth and beautie) with a counte- 
nance impoyſoned with malice , flewto:the ſweeee Philociea, asif ſo many Kites 
ſhould comeabouta white Doue,and marching violent geſtures, with miſchieuous 
threarnings,thehauing a rod in her hand(like a Fury thar ſhould carry wood tothe 
burning of Diane iemple)felltoſcourgethart molt fall dodie: Loucin yaine 
Holds ſhicld of Beanrieagainſt her blind crueltie. The Sunne drew clouds yp 
' to hide his facefrom ſopitifull alight; and-the very ſtone walles did yorld drops of 
ſweat foragonicof ſuch amiſchieſe: cachenſtlefle chang had ſenſtof. pitry; onely 
they the hadienle, were fenfolefſe. Verne rarely found her workdly-wea c 
more,chen by the oppreſſion of that day : and w EP weeping mo- 
thet, that he was ſory he was not deafe, as well as blind, that hoe mighe neuer know 
ſolamentableaworke. Philocles,with tearchull cxcs,andfobbing breaſt (as ſooneas 
her wearineſT rather then compallion, gar herrefpite) kneeleddowne to Cecropya, 
and making pittiein her face honourable; and rormenc delightfyll, beſought her, 
finceſhe hated /her(for whar cauſeſherooke'GoJ to witnefſelho knew nor)rtat ſhee 
would at once takeaway her lite,and notpleaſe her ſelfe with the tormenting of -a 
poore Gentlewoman.I{{ail fhec) rhe commonconrſe: of humanitie cagnor mouc 
you,nor the hauing me.in your own wals;cannot claime pitty:noxrwomanly mer- 
Cic; not necre alliance,nor remembrance{ how miſerableſocuer now ) thar I am a 
a Princes daughteryer let the loue(you hauec ofcen told me) yourſonne beares mee, 
ſomuch procure,that for hisfakeonedeath may berhoughrenough for me, Thauc 
notliucd ſo many yearcs, but that one deartvtaay be ablero concluderhem-neither 
haue my faulcs(I hope) becoe ſo many but char. one death-may ſacisfiethemn. It isno 
great ſuite to an cnemie,whern but deaths deſired; I crauc burthatas for the grant- 
ing your requeſt, know for-acertaine you lofe your labours, being eucty day fur- 
ther off mindedfrom becomming his wife;;who werhme like atlaue.

Pamela remained almoſtas ftniuch contentivich tralliin her ſolfe, whar:yerrue could 
doc,as gricued with the miſeriew herein ſheefound| her ſelfe plunged, onely fome- 
times her thoughts ſoftned in her, whatrwich open wings they flewerto Muſidbras. 
Forthen ſhe would thinkelwith hcr (elfe, how gricuoully Mnfrdorns would rake this 
her miſcric ;and ſhee, that wept riot, for her (clfe, weptyer 2nſedorn teares, which 
hee would weepe forher.

chicfes of proude outrage, they would'onely ſo faxre{utctheir behaniour to their 
eſtates,as they might winnetime; which as it could notbring theta to worſe cale 
then they were, ſo it might brivg foruh'ynexpeRed reliefe. And why ( laid Pamela ) 
ſhall weeany longer flatter aducriitie * Why ſhould wee delightro makeour ſelues 
any longer balles ro imuribus Fortune, ſince out owne parents atecontent robery- 
rancs-ouer vs;fince our ownekinneare contenttrayteroully ro abuſe vs? Certainel 
immiſhapiit may be ſoine comfort to vs that we arc hghred in theſe fellow, hands; 
whoyet will keepe vs from. hauing cauſc of being miſcrableby our friends meanes, 
Nct1ing grieucs me more, then that you, noble Ladie Zelmert, (to whors the 
world might haue made ys able rodoe honour ) ſhould receiuc oncly hurt by the 
on of our miſerie. As for meand my liſter,-yndoubredly it becomes our 
birch to thinke of dying nobly, while we have done orfuffered nothing, which 
might make our ſqulc aſhamed at the parture trom theſe bodies; Hope is the faw- 
ning traytorof the minde,while vndercolour of friendſhip, itrobs1t of his chicfe 
force of reſolution.

Thus the fire of rage then burning contempt ont of his breſt,did burſt forth in Here chis 
flames through his eye. *: in ſmoake from his mouth: ſo that hee was returning 52; 1 
with a terrible madnel.. (all the ſtrength of his whole body transferred to the Non rmy = 

Hand fora ingular (cruice) which the reſolute Zelmane did carneftly obſerue thour, is 


- 4providently all-deſpiſing courage, whileſt the cares of Annaxixs were ſud- ©2neinued 


.... y#rreſted by a ſound z whereof they were onely capable, which (fincein 
coalort with his ownc humonr)could onely of him with authoritic have chal- 
lenged a due atrendance : firaight a martiall noyle (rayſcd by the violence 
of Inuaders,and diſtratedneſle of othets,dreadfully rumultuous)giuing him in- 
relligence what a bloudy Scene was ating withoutinthe Court of the Caſtle, 
where he was cxpetted as a ſpecial] Actor, Though his eye (as harbinger of his 
blow)hadalready marked the roome where his bended arme threatned to lodge 
it; yet his feer did {o ſuddenly rauiſh away the reſt of his body,that cucn hisown 
thoughts (much more Zelmayxes) were prevented by the ſuddennes of his flight; 
aflight indeed , not from the fighting with one, but to the fighting with many ; 
where he did looke for an obie& worthy of the wrath of Ansexius. So that vani- 
ſhing away,as carricd ina cloud of whirle- wind, Ze/nave cither could not,orclſc 
would nor, reach him : as diſdaining the baſe advantage of thoſe diſhonourable 
wounds ; which,though greateſt ſhame to the flying receiuer, can giue noglorie 
tothe vnreſiſted giver, | 
Theimperuous ſtormethat tranſported the ſpirit of Annexive, had quickly 
blowne him downe the ftaires, and vp the doore: his ſword vſhering his way, til} 
his eyes were enconntred with the beames of the lightning weapons of a ſmall 
number;which rather ſcemed ſurpriſed within the Caftle;then to have ſurpriſed 
the Caſtle, Yer they had ſpeedily purchaſed a great roome for ſo ſmallacompa- 
| kiic, challenging as their owneall che boundsthar their ſwords could compatie * 
and in effe& their enemies prooucd their fewneſle many; reckoning the blacke 
Knight and his ſeconds (as ciphers are eſteemed when valued by others, ouer 
which they are rayſed) not forthe number which indeed they were, but forthe. /) 
number which chtey were worth, Thoſe three were quickly knowne by their 
wonted armes, but more by their wonted valour. The Court had becne a fit- 
ter lifts for two, then a ficld for ſo many: where the narrownes of the place, not 
gluing placeto (light, there was no way bur by plaine force; ſo that the greateſt 
cowards were as forward asthe moſt couragious, feare making them bold, who 
ſaw no refuge but by fighting:which made the conflict exceeding crucl,cither of 
the parties hauing more ſpurres then oneto draw bloud. | 
The Amphialians, beſides their rage for being abuſed by an vnexpeRed fira- 
tagem,and theirdeſire to defend the place, being bound both by privat intereſt 
and publike vowes: they had added further,to make vp the accompliſhment ofa 
iuſt wrath, the meanes of reuenge (as they thought) on their Maſters myrtherery 
looking no otherwiſe on the black knight, then as on him who had buried al their 
hopes in the ruine of Amphialus, whereof, tothcir further griefe, they had beene 
idle witneſſes. Allthis made them deſperately endeuour, that the eyes of 4#- 
nexius right be entertained with their viRorie, beforc his cares could be burde- 
ned with their error.Chicfly at his comming,thoſe of his own train kindled their 
courage atthe Torches of bis eyes, prodigious Comets of a deluge of bloud. As 
forthe purſued purſuers, like thoſe, who landing to make warrein ap Iland, burn 
the ſhips which brought them thicher , by the impoſhbilitie of their m— to 
| q ew 


b by SA. 
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ſhew the deſperate necefſitie of their vitoriez they were aſſurcd they could nci. 
ther aduance nor retire, but ouer the bellies of their enemies. Yet were they not 
fo deſperate of their retreat, as confident of their vitorie. The blacke Knight, 
though all the Giants that fought againſt thegods had beene there, hee thought 
they could not hinder him from going where his heart was alreadie, nor from 
prevailing where the prize was, the deliuerie of his Lady,and Friend, thedouble 
treaſures of his ſoule ; whereofany was valued aboue his lite, yea both were bal. 
lanced with his honour ; ſo that he did ſhew, notonly the height of valour, but x 
rauiſhing of his ſoulc,anda tranſportation of magnanimitie, farre from the leuel| 
of ordinarie aymes, and cucn ſcarce within the proſpetof more loftic thoughts, 
Yet neither loue nor courage could blinde his iudgement, in ſeeing his aduan- 
tage : marching with his companic eucr next the wall,to preuent the being com- 
paſſed; though ſometimes making braue ſallies. Which Anpaxixs at his firſt 
approch eſpying,vpbraided his owne troupe,as vnworthy of his atrendance,and 
all as traytors in'receiuing , or daltards in not expelling that (in his eyes) con- 
remned crue : oftentimes vrging them by their retiring to make way for him; 
and hee alone would either beat them ouer the walles, or in the walles. For the 
truth is, they ſcemedall roo ſmall a ſacrifice to appeaſe his high indignation. It 
was a ſuperfluous labour for Aledo to inflame his ſoule with poyſonous inſpira- 

tions: for his ſoule might haue furniſhed all the infernall furies with furie, and 
yet haue continued the moſt furious of all it felfe. Rage and diſdaine, burning his 
boſome, made him vtter a roring voice, as if his breath had beene able to have 
blowne away the world ; which, for the ſound that his ſword made, could not 
diſtinQly be vnderftood. 

The firſt whom he encountred, lifting his hand to ſtrike, and withall opening 
his mouth, as if intending ſome ſpeech : his propoſition waspreuented by an a- 
ive anſwer; cutting him from the lips to the cares, ſs by opening his mouth re- 
ftraining his ſpeech. The Knight of the Shecpe ſucceeding in his place a vin- 


_ & diQtine heire) was exchanging blows with A»naxiw with no diſaduantage: when 


ſuddenly a dart (none knew to whoſe hand the honour of it was duc) did 
wound himin the thigh ; which hee (doubtfnll to whom hee ſtood debtor) did 
pay backe to many (an extraordinary intereſt) with the death of ſome one 
firiuing todefray cuery drop of his bloud. | 

Theblacke Knight, blacke indeedeto all his adverſaries, when viewing the 
. wonderfull valour of Annaxiws(with whom then rivalls in fame he entertained 2 
terrible emulation) what bred terrourin others, bred him contentment; that his 
conqueſt, whereof he neuer doubted, might be endeered by thedifficultie, and 
his vitorie be honourcd by ſo honourable an enemic; with whom, aboue all 0+ 
thers, he laboured to meete ; by the ruinc of many,making a roome where they 
mighr fight. - 

But in the mcane time the torrent of the violence of 4#naxins was interrup- 
ted by a ſudden tumnlt ; ſeeming to proceed from an ambuſhment broken forth 
from the houſes behind them. And no wonder though all thought ſo: the two 
ſwords of Zelmane being riotous in their charges, were ſo couverous to extend 
their confines, Shee following, or rather asa Faulcon, inan earneſt chaſe flying 
downethe ftayres after him, did not overtake Annaxims but with her eyes, till he 
was walled about with the armed multitade- and then, like a Lioneſſe lately en- 
larged, that had beenelong familhed in priſon, [hee ranged ouer all for her prey. 

| But 
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But yet like a cunning Hound, that out of a wholeheard of Deere doth only ſin- 
lc him out, with whom ſhce had entred firſt in hoſtilitie (alittle droppe of his 
bloud having betraicd all the reſt ) ſhice diſdained to fight with any other; bur 
would bce reſiſted by none, till thee might vnbend all her forces on 4nnaxive. 
Whoſe ſight as ſoone as her cies had greedily ſwallowed, ſhe burſt forth : Baſe 
daftard, who haſt abuſed the world with ſhaddowes of worth, yet art void ofall 


 valour, hauing doubly forfeited thy vſurped title of honour, in offering iniuri- 


ous violence toa woman, and yet flying the inſt violence ofa woman,to hidethy 
ſelfe (being proteRed by anothers ſhie]d) where the ſufficicncie of others may 
conceale thy cowardice, But all this ſhall not defraud my wrath, nor preuenc 
thy puniſhment. 

Anvnexius, more troubled with thoſe words,then if all the ſwords ofthe ene- 
mies had lighted vpon him(who for the higheſt of all his wiſhes, would have bur 
wiſhed her a man, yea anarmy of men) looked oner his ſhoulder with an eye 
burning with diſdaine, as ifone of his lookes might haue ſerucd ro-tonſume a 
woman : and at the ſame inſtant (vttering his rage another way) with a blow 
worthie of his arme, hce did cleaue one before him through the helmerto the 
ſhoulders ; making him ſo, by being two-headed, headles. But ſecing Zelmane 
preaſe necre him: though he hoped for no honour from her, yet to prevent dil- 
honor from her,he commanded Armagines his Nephew(a youth of great valour) 
to take thoſe foolilh fellowes priſoners, who durſt aduenture within that Caſtle 


- without his Jeaue, and to ſhutall the gates, that none of them might eſcape; and 


thcrewith whirling abour, and caſting a fideward looke on Zelmene,made anim- 
pcrious (igne with a threatning allurement (adiſinuiting inuiting of her) tofol- 
low: which ſhe performed with a countenance witneſſing as great contentment, 
ascuer Yen: did to meet with Mars; Mars & Yen at that ſame time hauing mer 
within her minde, to make,though a leſſe loning, yet a more martial} meeting. 

Thecloudsof people in their way, were quickly diſperſed by therempeſtu- 
ous breath of 4»naxiws, ſo that they had no hinderance: he being feared of all, 
and ſhc hated of none. Neither was their ſolicarie retiring, in reſpe& ot their dif- 
ferent ſecming ſex, ſuſpitiouſly cenſured by any: the diſdainfulneſle of their 
countenance bearing witneſle, that they were led by hate to honour, and not by 
loueto the contrary. 

The place appointed by fortune to be famous by the famouſnes ofthis com- 
bat, was a backe court : which they found ont ar that time emptied of Inhabi- 
tants; the ſtronger being gone to purſuc others,and the weaker runto hide them- 
ſelues: mediocritic being no more a vertue, where all wasat height, to make cx- 


| cellencie eminent in extremitic, 


T hey twocame here alone, for they would have no ſeconds,orrather were {o 
farre firſt asthey could haue no ſeconds: and euery one ofthem being confident 
in his owne worth, could not miſtruſt anothers. As if words had becn roo weake 
Meſſengers of their wrath, and ſwords onely worthy to vtter their mindesz they 
began with that wherewith they hoped to cnd; none of them now could flatter 
himſelfe ſo farre againſt the proofe of his owne experienced knowledge, as to 
contemne his fellow. | 

Amnnaxius at the firſt, rioting in rage, and burning with a voluptuous appetite 
of blond,did abandon his hands to their accuſtomed prodigalitic,which, contra- 


rieto the nature of that vice, was preiudiciall te the receiver, and PO 
U 2 or 
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for the ſpender. But Zelwaye well weighing with whom ſhee had to deale, was 
more waricin hercharges: and circumſpetly mannaging the treaſure of her 
ftrengrh, would notidlely beſtow it, but was liberall when occaſion offred.It was « 
hard to ſay,wherher the one was more franke,or the other mote thankfull: the 
guerdon neuer deferred; oft preuenting the gitt aboue the deſire of thereceiuer, 
yet ſhort of the giuers minde. T heir thought, eye, band, and foot ſeemed chai- 
ned to one motion; as all being tuned by violence, to make vp a harmonic in hor- 
ror, Neuer was courage better ſupported by kill and ſtrength, nor skill and 
ſtrength better accompanied by courage: the blowes of cucry one of them ſee. 
med not onely to ſtriue with the others, but even amongſt themſelues,for ſingy. 1 
laritie ; the latter ſtill, by being more obſccuable, ſecking to burie the remem- 
brance of the former. 

' Itſcemed that thoſe two were not retired from the battel,but that the battell 
wastransferred where they were, The cie might wel haue taken them to be two: 
but theeare would neuer haue beene perſwaded,that ſo mightie ſounds could be 
ſent but from the weapons of a number: the cnnironing windowes with a ſad ſo- 
litarineſſe ſeemed to bewaile their want of eyes, which defrauded them the en- 
tertainment of that deleQable terror and tranſporting ſport. | 

Annaxias more angry with himſelfe,then with his encmie,that he ſhould bee 
ſo long in vanquiſhing,where (when vitorious)he would be but aſhamed of the 
vitorie, all his ative powers being highly bended both by choller and courage, 
he thus diſcharged his tongue : What ſpightfull god,iealous of my greatneſle, or 
enuying my glory, hath ſent this Diuell in a womans ſhape (as a clowd for Iuzs 
£0 1xion) to mocke me? But all this is one : though thou be a Diuel in a woman, 
or all the Divels in one Diuell,I ſweare by this blow, I will beat thee hence to the 
Hels, to the cternall terrour of all the darke Region: and with that lighted on 
Zelmane with ſuch a hugh force, thatall ſhee could procure by the mediation of 
one of her ſwords was, that what was intended wholly at her head, by the wry. 
ing of her body, did but wound heralictle on the ſhoulder. T his was ſo far from 
diſmaying her, that it did confirme (increaſe it could not) her reſolution alrea- 
dieat a height : Yea though not more courage,ſhe pretended more furic,compal- 
fing him about to ſpic aduantages: and ofcgiuing him fainedalarmes,as bragging 

to make a breach in his breſt, aduanced her right-hand ſword, which Annaxius 
beat downe,, and withall encroached to vſurpe a roome in her right ſide; but 
Zelmane ſuddenly inclining to the left, gaue him a flat blow with that hands 
ſword, which returned back clad with the ſpoiles of that part of the body which 
it had forced. | 

Both thus being already allied by blond, yet did ſtrive for amore tri affini- 
tie : wounds(in regard of their frequencie) being no morereſpeted,then blowes 
were before. T hough they met in divers colours, now both were clad in one 
livery, as moſt ſutcable to their preſent eſtate: being both ſeruants to one Maſter, 

- andrinalsin preferment. Neither could ſhowres of bloud quench the windes of 
their wrath , which did blow it forth in greatabundance : rill faintneſſe would 
have faine perſwaded both that they were mortall ; and though neither ofthem 
by another, yet both onercomeable by death. Then deſpairecame to re-inforce 
the fight, ioyning with courage, not asa companion, but as aſeruant: for courage 
neuer grew deſperate, but deſpaire grew couragious; both being reſojued, ifnot - 
\ conquering, noneof them ſhould ſuruiue the othersconqueſt, norowetrophee- 
| buttodeath, | The 
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Thegreateſt griete of the one, was to dic by a woman; and of the other,todic 
232 woman: both in reſpeQ of her apparrel,&/as ſhe choughtr)aQion;being mat- 
ched by one man, who had orc-maiched multitudes of men. Ar laſt the great 
ſtorme of blowes being pait, ſhe refed one of her ſwords on the earth,cither tor- 
ced'by faintnes,or intending art, oftcring a thruſt with the other : which Annaxi- 
gs percciuing, did ſpecdily repel]; and with that(gathering his diltrefſed trength 
together, as ready ro remoue, but firſt bent to giue a gallant farewell)ranne tor- 
ward with ſuch a violent viojence on Zelmare (nought being able to reſiſt his vn- 
reliſtable torce) ghar ſhe pteſently interpoling her repoſed ſword, though it ran 
him thorow the heart (or rather hee bisheart vpon it) it could not hinder him 
from running herthrongh the body, and both to the earth, a braue flaſh ofa 
dying light / a mightie thunder of a quenched lightning! Thus did he ouerthro w 
his ouerthrower ; not falling till none was able to ſtand before him: whileſt, 
though he were vanquithed , none could vaunt ofthe vitoric. His breſt fell a- 
boue the hand with the ſword, as if he would needes die cmbracing it, euen after 
death adoring that Idoll of his life ; and his dead weight ſtriving with Zelmapes 
weake life, whileft ſhe ſtruggled toriſe, did break the ſword,a part remaining vn- 
der him, and the reſt within her : thus hard it was to force Annaxizs, though he 
was dead, and impoſhble while heliued. | 

Zelmane after her riſing, did draw the other ſword out of him, as bent to re- 
turne not intereſted in any thing. She was ſtepping forward with a ſword in cuc« 
ric hand, and apart of one in her breſt : A trophic of vitoric, yet a badge of ru- 
inc; ncuer better weaponed, neuer more vnhit for fighting ; when 1o, all the fol- 
lowers of 4»raxins, diſcomforted by his abſence, but more by the black Knights 
preſence, 4rmagines hauing his death honoured by his hand, thereſt were quick- 
ly diſcomfitcd, and (deſpairing to faue the Caſtle) ſought to ſauethemſclues. = 

Theblacke Knight commirccd the following of their flight ro others,as a dans 
gerlcile ation, and therefore not worthy of him,then fearing that clſewhere for 
another,which he could no more findethere for himſelfe : He went by thedire- 
Aion ef his cycs, andthe information of his cares, to ſeeke out the tworetired 
Champions, when ſuddenly hee cncountred his other-felfe , marching like Pallas 
from the Giants overthrow. | 

As ſoone as the eyes of Pirocles, no, his ſoule, was raviſhed with the ſight of 
Oly/iaorus, it having infuſcd a freſh vigourin his feeble members, and that Phy- 
ſicke applyed to his minde, triumphing over the infirmitic of his body, hee 
threw away his ſwords (onely conquerable by kindneſle) and pnlled out that 
which was in his body, that nothing might hinder him from embracing the T- 
mage of his ſoule, which refteRed his owne thoughts. Their ſoules by a divine 
ſympathie did firſt ioyne, preventing theclementall maſſes of the bodies: but 
ab, whileſt they were claſped in others armes (like rwo graffes graffcd in one 
ſtocke) rhe high tide of ouer-flowing affetion reſtraining their tongues with a- 
Noniſhmenr, as vnable tocxpreſſean vnexprefſable paſhon. | 

Pirocles weakned with loſfe of bloud (the effefs of hate) and in that weake- 
neſle ſurcharged with kindnefle, the fruirs of loue ; not able to abide rhe inter- 
choaking of ſuch extremities: T hepaleneſle of his face witneſſed the parting of 
his ſpirits > ſo that not able to ſtand, An/idorws was forced to fall with him,or clſe 
would not ſtand after him. And at the ſuddennes of this vnexpetted aducnture, 
or vehemently reſpeRable miſaduenture : like one, who vnawares {lipping from 
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a great height, is choaked betwixtthe heightand the lowneſſe, crehe can conſi- 
| der, cither whence hefell,or where he falls. Being throwne from the top ofcon- 
rentment, to be drowned inthe depths of miſery, hee had his reaſonable parts ſo 
haſtily overwhelmed with confuſion , that he remained dead alive, as the other = 
was liuingin death. Atlaſtre-aſſembling bis confounded ſenſes from the rockes 
of ruine, griefe had gathered ſo much ſtrength through weakneſle,as toattempr 
an impoſhbilitic in manifeſting it ſelfe. 

O what a monſter of miſerie am I? Euen when moſt fortunate, moſt inforty. 
| nate; who neuer had alightning ofcommfort, bur thatit was ſuddenly followed 
with a thunder of confuſion, T wice was my felicitie by land (that it might bee 
waſhed for cuer away) madea prey tothe inexorable waues, whileſt the relene- 
ing deſtinies pittying the rigour oftheir own decrees, to preuent their threatned 
efte&s, wouldbaue drowned mc in (reſpeFting the Ocean of ſorrow prepared to 
ſwallow mc) that little drop ofthe Sea. AndO thrice happy I, If I had periſhed 
whileſt I was altogether vnhappy : then, whena dejected Shepheard, offenſive 
to the perfeion of the world, I could hardly (being oppreſſed by contempt) 
make my ſelfe worthy to be diſdained: diſdaine to the deſpiſed, being adegree of 
grace.O would to God thar I had died obſcurely,whileſt my life might ftil haue 
- lined famous with others, and my death baue dyed with my ſelfe; whileſt my 
not being known, might haue kept my diſhonor vnknown, cuen then when mat- 
ched, matched by one,& in the preſence of many fighting for one, who was more 
deareto methen all the world. Ah me moſt miſcrable,in not beingmore miſe- 
rable, Such a peftilentious influence poyſoned the time of my nativitie, that} 
haue had a ſparke ofhappineſſe, to cleere me the way ro deſtruQion.I was carri- 
ed high,to bee fit for a precipice : and that from thar height I might behold, how 
low the dungeons were wherein I wasto fall. Euen now I was ſo farre from feare, 
as I was higher then hope, bcing in imagination Maſter of all my wiſhes:yer at an 
inftant,asit allthatcould beinflited on my ſelte, was not ſufficient ro afflit me; 
being armed with reſolution, both to brauec the terrors of death, and to contemne 
the flatteries of life, Iam tormented in another , whoſe ſufferings could onely 
make me tenderly ſenſible. And with that, ſorrow,as it were ſorry to be interrup- 
ted by vtterance,did damme itſelfe vp to {wel higher,fecding on the contempla- 
tion of it ſelfe within ; where, vvhen abſolute tyrant ofthe breſt, it mightrather 
burſt him, then burſt our. 

T hen he vvas lying downe ſenſeleſly on his ſenſeleſſe friend, asin all eſtates 
friving to be ſtill like him,vvhen lo, be felt his breſt beate,and thereafrer ſaw his 
vnclowded eyes vveakly ftriue to ſhine againe; thus firſt re-ſaluting the Jight, O 
vvheream I ? Ma/idorws replied : With him vvhois haſting to die vvith you. No, 
faid he, Thane haſted tolive vvith you. Death or life, ſaid Moſidorus; either of 
them muſt ioyne vs, but neither of them is able topart vs. With that Prrocles 
vveakly riling,cntruſſed his feet vvith their ©wne burden : but Muſidorws,icalous 
of the carriage of ſo precious a treaſure, vvould needes aide them vvith hisarme; 
his ftrength ſtrengthning Pirocles,and the vveakneſle of Pirocles vveakening him. 

T hus whileſt(guided by one who vvas acquainted with the Caftle)they were 
ſeeking outaroome, vvhere Pirocles repoling, might cauſe takea trial ofthe eftate 
of his body, &repaire the bloudy breaches of the late batterie, it being , though 
euill fortified, yet vvell defended: As they vvere vvalking alongſt a Gallerie,they 
heard from a Chamber neighbouring the ſide of it,a dolorous ſound, but ſo hea- 
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ily deliucred with a diſordered conuoy,that choaked with ſobbes, elſe drowned 
with rcarcs, the paine of the bearer had ſoſpoyled the birth, thititcould not be 
known: yeta ſecret ſimpathy,by an vnexpreſſeable working,did more wound the 
minde of Pzrocles,then it was wounded by allthe wounds of the body; hee pitty-= 
ing the complaint, though not knowing trom whom, nor for what. O how the 
ſoule, apr for al imprefſions tranſcending reaſon,can comprehend vn-apprehenſi- 
blethings! this was the lamentation of the lamentable Philoclea, 

T he Ladies,after the departure of Zelmane,by the inundation in their cares of 
horrible ſounds, were violently inuited to come tearcfully tro a window,ouerloo- 
king the Court,where they beheld the bloudy effects of that whereof they were 
the innocent cauſes. Ar firſt the Lillies of thejr cheekes, ouergrowing the Ro» 
ſes, palenefſe had almoſt diſplaced beautie; had nor beautie beene ſo powertull as 
ro make paleneſle beautitull: yerthereafrer rrauelled memorie inftruted their 
iudgement ; that milcry beingat a height , could not bur of force either worke 
the end of ir ſelfe, or a beginning of comfort, and they could expe no worle ec» 
Rate then thatin which they were, | 

Pamela would faine haue flatrered her ſc}fe, to thinke that it was Muſiaorus 
come to deliuer her: but ſhe had rather haue remained ſtill captive, then to haue . 
drawn him to ſuch a danger for her deliverie: and having once apprehended thar 
he was there, neucr a blow wasgiuen butſhee was wounded with it, being euer 
ſorric for the ouerthrowne, ncucrglad forthe ouerthrower; cither pittic prevai= 
ling with the tendernefle of her lex, or becauſe ſhe knew nodanger could come 
by oucrcomming, FETs 

As for Phileciea,ſhe, who through the gentlenes of her own nature, would haue 
ſmarted for any other, who had beene in danger : when ſhe remembred the ha» 
zard of her treaſure Zelmane, who (as ſhee knew) did not vie to be an idle ſpea- 
rourof ſo carneſtagame, a multitude of thoughts did paint feare in her face, and 
engraue griefe in her boſome. Whileſt they continued thus, Pamelain vaine ſtri- 
uing to match maieſtic with affeAion, ſtood witha diſtracted ſtarclineſle, & with 
a ſtately aſtoniſhment, where griefe and fearc in Philocleamadecaſily aconſortin 
ſorrow, with waterie eyes(like the Sunne ſhining ina ſhowre) weakly clearing a 
clowdie countenance : when ſuddenly they heard one cry, ſincethe Caſtle was 
won, to ſerthe Ladies at libertie: but they who were well acquainted both with 
the frownes & ſmiles of fortune,as they had cuer triumphed ouer the one, would 
not ſuffer themſeJuesto be led captives by the other; neither could thisaccom- 
pliſh their contentment, till they had the Lords of that pleaſant bondage, which 
they did value more then vn-ualuable libertie ; the conſtrained captiuirie of the 
bodic hauing nothing diminiſhed the voluntarie thraldome of the minde. 

But ah / this ſmooth calme came onely to make them the more ſenfible of the 
ſucceeding danger, which the breath of one from below (roring forth the death 
of Zelmanc)did thunder vp vpon them. Pamela (like a Rocke amidftthe ſea, bea- 
ten both with the windes and the wayes, yetit ſelfe immoueable)did recciue this 
rigorous charge with a conſtant (chough fad) countenance, and with fixed eyes, 
witneſſing the mouing of her minde: yet neither vttering word nor teate, as diſe 
dayning to imploy their weakneſle in ſo great agricfe. Such might have been the 
geſture of Nrobe,hearing the newes of her childrens death, cre ſhe was metamor- 
phoſcd into a ſtone;like one(maieſtic triumphing ouer miſcry) who would rather 
burſt trongly within, then bedisburdned by burſting out in an abict manner. 
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But ah me, the confoundeg} Philocles, who being the weaker, had received the 
ſharpeſt aſſaulr, (an aftcQAionate furic forcing from her an abſolute paſſion, which 
2 dutifull kindneſſe, through compaſhon,onely prouoked in her Siſter) ſhe ſmo- 
thered with ſo monſtrousa weight,did {inke downe vnder it to the earth. 

- - This made Pamela forget her other griete withoutany comfort: transferring 
ber paſſions, from her friend, to her more then friendly (ifter, for whom ſhe ſaw 
at that time her ation would be more ſerviceable ; wherwith ſhe brought her to 
her ſelfe, and ſhe her ſelfe ro ſorrow. Art firſt, therongue and the eyes being too 
feeble inftruments for ſo violent a paſſion, ſhe vied her hands; beating that breſt 
which the moſt barbarous creature elſe in the world could not haue done : offe- 
ring thoſe torne hayresas oblations to him aftcr death, which had beene the de- 
lights of his life; and deforming tbart face, the regiſter of Natures wonders, con- 
firmed by the admiration ofmen. Which when Pawel (of a Patient, becomea 
Phyſician) ſoughtto hinder, (hee thus ſaid, Alas, ſiſter, youdoe not know what 
a treaſure I hauc loſt,euen a treaſure more worth then all the world was worthy 
rocnioy. Ah pardon me thou, whom cuen death is nor able to kill in my ſoule: 
pardon me, who hauceuer concealed thy ſecret,now to diſcouer mine owne.For 
while my life laſts (ſhort may it bee,and long it ſhall not be) I will ſhew toall the 
vvorld that, which, whileſt thou liued,I would have bin aſhamed to baue ſhowne 
to thy ſelfe; cuen thy perfeQtion, and mine afteQion. Neitherdoe I regard how 
the conceits of others cenſure my carriage in this;for there is no eye now, where- 
in [deſire to appeare precious;norno opinion, whereof I craue to makea pur- 
chaſe:death may end my life, but not my love,which(as it is infinite)muſt be im- 
mortall, I would gladly vic meanes to diſpatch this miſerablelife : but it werea 
ſhame for mee, if, after ſogreat adiſafter, ſorrow onely were not ſufficient to kill 
mee. And with that beautie inthe heauen of her face {two Sunnes eclipſed) be- 
ing wrapped vp in paleneſſe, ſhe fell downegroucling ontheground. 

Pirecles imagining whatreport might be made, and not doubting what effeR 
it would worke, bent to furniſh phyſicke for her minde, erche ſought any for his 
ownebodie, came in at the doore : whom Pemele (herarmes and her tongueri- 
vals inkindneſſe) imbracing, ſaid, Neuer more welcome, though ever welcome, 
Zelmane; thop who art cuer viftorions, haſt thou likewiſe brought thy ſelfe a- 
way a trophee from death ? Sweet Ladies (replied ſhe) who would fainc to fight 
for ſuch divine creatures as youare? and who could have forceto fight againſt 

ou? 
R Philocles,who at the firſt, cither du through excefliue dolor, did not conceiue 
her ſiſters words;or clſe ſuſpe&ing(as ſhe thought)her impoſſible deſire to pleaſe 
her (all being doubtfull to truſt what they doe extremely aftet) did miſcon- 
cciue her meaning. She was rayſing ber eyes to examine her cares : but the moſt 
truftic of her ſenſes preventing both, by a palpable proofe, gaue heran abſolute 
aſſurance; ſo that,cre ſhe could thinke Zelwane was at all to be imbraced, finding 
her ſelfe imbraced by Zelmane, ſhe was lifted vp to a heauen of ioy, as before ſhe 
had beene ſunke downe ina hell of griefez nener abſolutely her owne; but either 
rauiſhed orruined. Spying the bloud on Zelmanes garment, not knowing whe- 
ther her owne, or her enemies,ſhe grew pale : and then looking on her Sifter,ſhe 
bluſhed ; ſuſpeRing that ſhee ſuſpeRed the cauſe of herpaleneſle (conferring ir 
with her former plaints) to be more then a friendly kindneſſe. But Zelmane, fea- 
ring what might be the effeRs of her feare,ſaid,that ſhe expeRed a __ 
| 0 
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of her vitorie, and nota condoling of paſſed danger: which wasacquited with 
the ſpeechleſle anſwer ofan affeQtionante looke; and « paſſionate prefling of her 
hand. | 

T hen Pomela,inquiring the perilous courſe ofher ſhore progreſſe ; ſhee told; 
how fortified with their tortune (truſting more toir than to her owne valonr) 
which like their beantie could nor bur preuaile, ſhe had firſt farally overchrowne 
the two brethren of 4nnaxime ; and thereafter fighting with himſelfe, it was her 


chance (God ftrengthning her weakeneſſeto punifſh-his vniuſtice) to kill him, 


ſhee could nor fay oucrcome him : no, ſhee was not aſhamed to afhrme, thar, 
though he was killed, ſhe thought him not overcome, ſeeing he died both in 0- 
pinion,and in aQion of viorie ; death preventing the knowledge of his laſt ſuc- 
cefle., Ararc happineſſe : his life, and fortune having both one bounds. 

Both highly praiſing her valour,admiring her modeftic,and glad of their own 
dcliuerie, whereof they thought her the author (thoughts ſtriving to expreſle 
themſclucsthe more powerfully without words)they were acknowledging the 
ſame with a gratefull countenance, and kindl y afteRing lookes, when Zeimane 
(not complementally hunting chat which ſhe fled, butlike one who with aglafle 
refle&sthe force of the Sunne on another) earneſtly proteſted, that ſhee would 
be loth to vſurpe that which was due to another ; ſpecially in the owners pre- 
ſence. And turning rowardsthe blacke Knight (who all the time ſtood afide as 
her attender, though armed, trembling for fearc of one vnarmed, who vnarmed 
would not haue been ſo afraid ofan Armie in armes) ſhe freely afhirmed, T here 


isthe deliuerer of vsall : from whom weereceiuc our libertic ; to whom wee 


owe our ſclues, fince that which makes vs our ſelnes. 

; Thenthe blacke Knight, inuited by the willing countenance of the Princeſſe 
(abafing his helmet)aduanced (more fearctully then to a barcell) ro kiſſe her 
hand: when Zelmanecourteoully retired Philocleaa little diftance from thence ; 
a5glad toconferre with her,as togiue her friend occaſion to conferre with Pame- 
la. Who preſently(whileſt the roſes ofhis lippes madea flowre of aftetion with 
the Lillics ofher hands)knowing her owne Vorw: : atthe ſuddennefle ot the al- 
fault, the mouing of her mind was betraied by the changes of her countenance; | 

the bloud of her tace cbbing and flowing according to the tide of affeion. Yet 
borrowing a maske from hate, wherewith to hide loues thee thus charged him; 
who alreadic had ycelded. Howdurſt you preſume to preſent your ſeltein my 
preſence, being diſcharged it, whe you deſerned the vetermoſt thatreaſon could 
deuiſe,or furic execute ? Hath my deiced eftate emboldned you to exalt your 
ſelte againft me? Then be, gathering courage from the cxtremitic of deſpaire, 


| thuscleared hisintention. T rue it is, Ladie,of my life;and ſhall bceof my death. 


I was worthy then to have been baniſhed from the world. But what ofa world 
of worlds?I was baniſhed from your ſight: and which is worſt of all,deſeruedly. 
Neither come Inow of contempr, bur only to teftifie my obedience: which o- 


therwiſe at this time might have beene conſtrued tocowardice. Such a loue as 


mine, wedded to vertue,can never be ſo adulterated by any accident,no,nor yet 
raviſhed by paſhon,as to bring forth a baſtard-diſobedience, whereof(my very 
conſcience not beingable to accuſe my thoughts)I come tocleare my lelfe. Bur 
now having performed all that was within the compaſſe ofmy power; a partof 
my bloud witnefling my affetion, which I wiſh were confirmed by the reft:you 
may ſce(direQreſſe ofmydeſtiny)that no forcecan force me to any a 
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lefle from your ſight; ſauce onely your owne will, which is vnto me a law, yea an 
Oracle, And now when you ſec I doe itnot for feare ot others, but oniy our of 
a reverence to you: if not for your fatisfaftion, yet formy puniſhment, lo to per- 
ſecute him whom you hate; will goe waſte the remnant of my wretched dates 
in ſome remote Wildernefſe,as not worthy to be ſecne of any, lince odious in 
your ſight: hauing (I hope) by many proofes prevailed thus much with your 
opinion, T hatafter my death you will thinkethere was ſome worth in mce; 
though not worthy of your loue.When he,tull of humble afteRion, was rety- 
ring himſelfe with a courteſie as low as his thoughts: ſhe,thinking cnough done 
rotric him,yct without ſceming to truſt him, whileſt (chough guilcic ot grictc) 
her countenance could accuſe her of nocare, (as out of a freſh remembrance) 
faid,that ſhe would not haue Dametas to loſe a feruant, nor Mopſa a ſuter, by 
her meanes; and,if he would needs returne toward the Lodges,that he ſhould 
firſt expet ſomeemployment homeward from her. Then he(as one whofalne 
in the bottome of ſome deepe water, comming to foot aboue, in ſight of land, 
receiucth ſome comfort,though ftillin danger) began to re-aſſemble his dil- 
perſed ſpirits againe, looking morecheerefully.Buterc his thoughts/cucry one 
of them ore-flowing another) could ſettle themſelues: ſhe (preventing the vio- 
lence of ſo ſuddenachange) did call to her Siſter ; by accufing, exculingtheirin- 
diſcretion,in holding thoſe two fo long by talking with them, from looking to 
themſclues. Which Phzleclea allowed ; trembling with an carneſt feare, to know | 
in whateſtate Zelmare ſtood. 

T hey two inijuried by this courte(ie,withan vnwilling obedienceaccepted of 
it ; more reſpe&ing the pleaſurc ofothers,then their owne neceſfitic. Pamela,as 
only affeing Zelmaye, offercd her eitherall,ora part ot their chamber: and'fhe 
(her tongue rebelling againſt her heart) refuſed what ſhe deſired; pretending a 
lothnefſe rotrouble them. Then the lifters offered to accompany them : but 
after they had a while colored true kindneſſe with ordinary complements, Zet- 
mane preuailed againſt her ſelfe, to goe accompanied as ſhe came; yer both look- 
ing as if they would haveleft their cies behind them, as well as their hearts. As 
ſoone as they were by themſelucs ina chamber,Ze/mane diſapparclling her ſelf, 
the blacke Knight,though better skilled in giving then in curing of wounds, yer 
lately experienced by patling the like danger, he would needsprouc a Surgeon : 
and after he had purchaſed things neceſſarie, hauing conſidered his wounds, hee 
found none, ſaue the laſt that wentthrough the body, dangerous ; and ir nor 
deadly. T hereafter melting their mindes in diſcourles, either of them kad his 
owne contentment doublcd by hearing ofthe others. 

Then the blacke Knight taking leaue for a while, locking the doore behinde 
him, went downe to the Courr, to tric ifany ſparke of the late fire remained as 
yet toquench, For after the oppoſite party,as if their armes werenot ſufficient 
toarme them, vnlcflethe armes were armed with walls, ranne to fortifie them- 
ſelues within houſes, which had no ſtrength ſaue that which men wereto afford 
them : He, who thought his own good fortune no better then a misfortune, till 
hewas aſſured that bis friend had thelike, recommending theremnantof the ad- 
ucrſaries ruincs to his two companions, had gone to learne if he were alike hap- 
pic in all places : and they {feare freezing the courage, and difſoluing the hearts 
of their ſcattered enemies) found quickly more throwing theſeluesweaponles 


arthcir feet, then they could haue Jciſure ſeuerally to raiſe; ſo that they were 
more 
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more wearie (though more contented) with pardoning, then they had beerie 
with puniſhing. Ra 
Some more craftic, or more fearcfull, cryed out at the windowes, that they 
would render vpon ſecuritic of pardon. Bur they, ſcorning to capitulate with fu- 
gitiucs, who would not haue done it with them when fighters:and diſdaining al 
that by the moſt large conftruQion could be wreſted tocompulſion;they would 
not equall them with choſe who were alrcadie humbled,till they ſubmitted ina 
more ſubmiſſc manner,depending only on their free diſpoſition. Which they 
(cirher truſting tothe vertue of others,or miſtruſting their owne)hauing done : 
the Kaight of the Sheepe wasconftrained (his wound bleeding in great aboun- 
dance,which being made by an impoyloned Dart, had inflamed all his body)to 
retire. T he other, hauing received the keyes of the gate, committed thechicte 
Captives to Keepers,till the black Knights comming : who preſently thereafter 
exaRting what conditions he pleaſed, did cnlarge them all. T hen Sentinels were 
ſctonthe wall, and a companic appointed ro watchall night : when ſuddenly 
onecame from their third friend,todeſirethem tocome and take their laſt fare- 
well of him :a requeſt wondertully grieving chem, yer quickly grantedzyca,per- 
formed, ere anſwered. ; Ys 
Being met, and all othersretired, he with theſe words deeply wounded their 
ſoules. Deare friends, whom I may iuftly call ſo, though hoge of vs as yet doth 
know another; I fee I haue ated my part, and the Curtaine muſt quickely bee 
drawne.Death,the only period ofall reſpe&s, doth diſpence with a free ſpeech. 
Ara Tilcing in Iberia (where I was borne) dedicated to the memorie of the 
Queene _Anadromanes marriage: a nouice in armes (amongſt others) Iranne ina 
Paſtoral ſhew againſt the Corinthian Knights,whom the ſucceſſc had preferred 
in the opinionot the beholders; till the worthily-admirable Princes, Awu/idor ws 
and Pirocles,drawne forth by the yong Prince Paladime, brought backe the repy- 
ration to our partie,and there did ſuch things as might haue honoured ©Mers, if 
he had bin in any ottheir places;and madeeither of them worthy of bis, Ther- 
afrer being drawne away from that country by an accident, the report whereof 
crauesa longer time, &a ſtronger breath then the heauens are like to afford me: 
ehivir glorie, tyrannizing ouer my reft,did kindle ſuch flames in my boſame;tbar 
burning with a generous ardour,[ did reſolue,leauing mine own countrie,totry 
my fortune, where I might either live famous,ordie vnknownez vowing withall 
to trauel], till choſe Princes were cither the Subie or witneſſes of my valour. 
Whar paſſed in my way I pafſe : perchance others way remember. Arlaſt, inui- 
red by fame, [came to this farall Countrie, the band ofmy heart was, and now 
muſt be ofmy bady: where firftcarried with ra feuerof youth, went 
rothe Arcadian Paſtoralls for my recreation;., but found theruine of my rcft, 
There, blinded with beholding, & tormented with delight, my carneſt eics ſur- 
feited ontheexcellecies ofthe patterneofperſeRion,the quinteſſence of worth, 
cuenthe moſt divinely divine Philecles. Ah too aduenturous eyes ! Neither 
could this contentthem, butthey would needs offer vpherpiQureonthealrar 
of my heart; where,by my thoughes,theirghoice might beallowed, yeaand ido- 
latrouſly aduanced. For they, ſcorning the ſimplerudeneſſe oftheeyes, caſily 
defrauded oftheirtoo forwardly affeRed obieR; would ſecurely entreafureitin 
amore precions Place ; (inkingitinthe ſoule for ever. For a time, ſuffered as a 


franger,and a Shepheard z knowne,(as youRnow) by the name of Philsfides,a- 
| *Y  *mongſt 
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mongſt rhe reſt I had the meanes topoure forth my plaints before her; but ne- 
uer to her,and(though orce-thrown not rendred) Ihad concluded never to haue 
throwne the Dice betwixt hope and deſpairc, ſo berraying my eſtateto'the ty- 
rannic of anothers will. No, I was reſolued ſhe ſhould never know her power in 
me, till I had known her mind of me:ſothat if fhe would norraife me,ſhe ſhould 
not haue meanesto inſult ouer me. Thuzif I had notprocured pirtie, I ſhould 
not hauc expoſed my ſelfe ro diſdaine. (23.4 

In che haughtineſſe of my hearr (thinking nothing impoſſible) I durft pro- 
miſe my ſelfe,that (my decdes having purchaſed reputation) with words, wor- 
thy ofreſpeR, I might venter the proceſſe of my afteRion.In the meaye time I 
ioyncdioyfully with youin thislate warre now ended : though profefling a ge- 
nerall deſire of glory, yet for a particular end ; and happic cnd, ſince I cnd tor 


her. But ſince, whileſt L lived, I bad not the meanes (as I wiſhed) tocontent her, 


I crauenort, by the knowledge of this, after death to diſcontent her. Ir ſhall ſa- 
risfie me that [ dic before my hopes: and ſhe cannotgricue forthe loſſe of thar 
which ſhe never knew to be hers - | pa gh? 

With this, the other ſlidingapartto beare and buric his ſorrow privately,the 
blacke Knight wEeping imbraced him in his armes, and told him what hee was: 
fAying, he was glad thathis vow was performed; he being a benefited witneſle, 
not the endangered ſubieR of hisvalour. Thencontentment, budding forth in 
: hiscountenance, flouriſhed in a ſmile : and having kiſſed his friends, deſiring to 
live in their memorie, wiſhed them as contented lives, as his was a death. Hedied 
as ioyfully as be lefrthem ſorrowfull, who had knowne him a mirrour of cou- 
rage,and courteſie, of learning and armes; ſothat it ſeemed, that A4rs had be- 
gotten him vp on one of the Muſes. © | 

Mouſidorws,cxccedingly ſorrowful forthis irreparable loſſe, was yet more ſor- 
rowfull when he remembred himſclfc to be in danger of a greater : and recom- 
mending thedirc&ion of all below to the Knight of the Pole, he went himlſelfe 
vp to vilithis Patient; whom he found,though lying,not reſting, & though not 
ſleepingy et dreaming; As ſoone as he heard Av/idorws , ſtarting as one wake- 
ned out ofaſlumber,helooked on his face(grieued to ſee the impreflion of griefe 
in it,he'not knowing the cauſe) with an inquiſitive amazement. But the other 
(preuenting that threatned rempeſt)did blow away the clouds that were gathe- 
ring in his counten1nce telling him, Thathee hadno intereſt in the anguiſh, 
which then did afflit him. What, ſaid Pirocles, (being paſhonately moned) can 
AMeuſidors baue any thing wherin I have nointereſt ? I(faid hand for the pre- 
ſenta greater wonder ! my griefe may breed you ioy, I hauingloſt a friend, and 
you a Riuall. Thenhe began to diſcourſe vnto him what was paſſed. And be- 
ſide that, which was iuftly deſerved, pittic adorning praiſe, and praiſe avgmen- 
ting pittie; a generous pafſion ſo conquered the vn-conquerable Pzyocles,rhat be 
lamEted him dead, whom he had not known; no,nor wonkd never hauc loued a- 
live,& vndoubtedly would have wiſhed him no better ſucceſſe then he had. Yes 
the very thing which before might hauc moſt diſcontented him, did then moſt 
content him; having his iudgemenr confirmed by the likegin one of ſach worth. 

After that, layed down in onebed rogerther (friendſhip making them free;and 
ſolitarines bold) whilſt their minds began to bedeliuercd of all, vherwith they 
had along time trauclled,a maid cametothedvre;/entbythttwofifters;rovitic 
Zelmane:who hearing two,where ſhe expeed bur one,&the one by the mancr 
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of his ſpeech likely robea man; did preſently returne and reported to the La- | 
dies, who were lying together, that wherot her carcs had giuen her ſufficient af. 
ſurance. At which newes Pamela, burning within, ſparkled forth theſe words to 
her Siſter: What wonder though ſtrangers, cucr wandring, wander from ail 
things,chicfly thoſe of our ſex: who being borne to be bounded within houles,, 
when they cannot be bounded within Kingdomes ; how can they be bounded 
by modeſtic? Yer though I hate thedeed:the reſpeR of the doer, but more of vs 
whoſe companie ſhe hath hauntcd (letther reproch, by the commentarie of 
Fame, be roo largely exrended)bindes me to conceale her ſhame,that wee bluth 
notar it. But we muſt either free our ſclues from her : or the her ſelte from this 
ſlander. | 

Oh, bur,anſwered the cuer (and more now then cuer) milde Phzlocles. Wee 

muſt not, fiſter, ralhly condemne them, whom we haue ofcentimes con(ideratly 
approucd ; left the change be in our iudgement,and notinthem. No doubr, be-: 
cauſcof the indiſpolition ofher body,it was neceflary that ſhe ſhould have ſome. 
one to accompanie pon ary a woman miſtaken;and ifa man,who knows |. 
for what cnd ? She, who being ſound would acquaint her ſelfe with none,in this 

| eſtatecould nor be acquainted with any. 

Itis an eaſie matter (replied Pamels) for one who can deceive, todiſſemble: 
neither is this a new acquaintance. Y ou might hauec ſecne her vie chat Knight, 
who did comein with her, rather kindly then courteouſly : a preceding friend- 
ſhip oucrpaſſing preſent reſpeRs. For where a great familiaritie is,no ceremoni- 
al dutie can be obſcrued, T hen Philoclea hauing found her,could hardly reſtrain 
the violence of a iuſt laughter. As for that which you afhrme laſt ſaid {hc)I can- 
not denieit:no,T dareaſſurc you, and aſſure your ſelf I will aſſurenothing with» 
out afſurance,that Knight is the man ofthe world, whom Zelmane.moſt dearcly 
loues; and yet I know, that neither would he offer, nor ſhe ſuffer her honour to 
be wronged, as you imagine. T his laft wound was too deepe for Pamela to ſpeak 
afterit: ſo thatſhe abandoning her heart,to throw it ſelfe of the rock of vnkind- 
neſſe, indangerto be drowned with her owneteares ; was thus prevented by 
Philoclea. Deare ſiſter(and if any word can expreſſe more dearenefſe moredeare 
then chat) your vſing me not only as a ſiſter, but as a friend in the higheſt degree 
oftruſt, would make meaſhamed to miſtruſt you,or that you ſhould be behol- 
den to any otherthen to me for my ſecret. So might my ſtrangeneſle iuſtifie 
your vnkindneſſe. Though you ſhould diſcover and condemne that, which [I 
know you will conceal, perchance approuc, and further being, by my impar- 
ting of itto you, made of the partic, erethe report of others make you a Iudge; 
be bold, my tongue : for though my cheekes bluſh, yer they couer you, Be nor 
alhamed, nay,cven glorie, totell chat Zelmaneisthe Prince Pirocles ; he whom 
you haue heard ſo oft (yer cyer to his honour) named: and, to deſigne him vn- 

to you more particularly,the friend of M/idorus,oucr whom with him youare 
icalous : they lying in one bedde with no lefſe lone, thenI rold you. Why hee 
goes diſguiſed with others, and why I amplaine with you,I need not tell : you 
may imagine, One God hath metamorphoſed both, the one ina Shepheard,

Then Philoclea,exchanging eftates with her fiſter (words arreſted by —_— 
iy © 
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ſhe became ſad, and the other ioyfull : who thinking her ſelfe well reucnged of 
the paſſed ſcorne,and baving a ſuthcient pledge of her lifters ſecrecie, began to 
complaine of their tathers ſtri& viing of them,by ſurmizings of his owne mind- 
ihg to marre their fortunes: ſo that where he ſhould reioyceat ſuch an occaſion 
(it comming to the knowledge thercof) he would not faile to diſappoint ir, per. 
chance with the ruine of the Princes : which would not only prouc a particular 
loſlc for them, but (which ſhe lamented more)a general| loſe for all the world; 
depriving it of thoſe patterns of vertue, who inal their ations did but paint out 
the height of perfeQtion, and encourage others to follow their foot-fteps in the 
way of worth. T hcrefore it behoued them to regard themſelucs, and ſcriouſly 
toconſidera matter of ſo great importance. I hen both bcginning romule; 
night did caſt the Nets of ſlcep ouer their etes, yet could not hinder their earneſt 
rhoughrs from proſecuting tbe courſe of their owne fancies:tor what they were 
thinking when waking, they (till dreamed when ſleeping, 

But cre the Morning-ſtarre bzgan toretire (as giving place toa greater light, 
whoſecomming, it, as a fore-runner, had only warncd the world to attend)both 
awaked complaining of the nights length:and having with paſſhonarte diſcourſes 
wornc away darkcnefle (as wearie of them) they aroſe and hafiily apparelled 
themſclues,though not in a curious, yet inacomel y manner, T hen with a pre- 
tended charitie they would necdes goe vilite the diſeaſed patient ; being them- 
ſelues impatient. A little before rhetr comming, uſidorns being gone to giue 
ordcr for the burial of Phili/ides,and (at the earneſt delire of Prrocles)of Annaxins, 
whoſe valour now had the full praiſe, from which his owne preſumption had - 
derogated much whileſt he lived : as they approched to his Chamber-doore, : 
opbnird Pirocles preparing his voice forthe convoy of a ſong, which they re | 
ſolucd not ro interrupt zattcnding the letter which tollowed, 2

| ſuch Angels rogive mce comfort ? or how can I feelepainein their preſence, 
/ whoſe faces arc Heauens of pleaſure? Since(ſaid(Pamels)beibg only infortunate

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by falling in our company, the hazard of your. life bath procured onr liberrie, 
ſo that accidentally (though farre from our intention) we have ben tlie cavſes 
ofall yourtrouble ; how can wee thinke of your paine but a» of our owne? or 
haucany delight, whileſt you reſt greeued ? Wonders of worth (laid Zeimane) 
I ſhall ever, whileſt I liue, reckon for my higheſt happincfle my being honoured 
by your company : and as for my trauels in this,they are by thc ſucceſſe aboun- 
dantly rewarded ; ſince I could aſpire to no higher good, than I haue compal- 
ſed, hauing purchaſed you any contentment, 

W hileſt chat paſhonate Zelmene,withan animated fervencicdid incorporate 
her hand with Phzlocteas, whole ſpeaking lookes, how cuer ſometime out of mo- 
deſtie obliquely moving, had a continual reuolution abouthis face: the blacke 
Knights comming in, drew Pamela's ſpirits from her thoughts to hercics, A G+n- 
tleman tollowed him,dire&ed from Ba/ilizs:who,atter bis dutiedone to the La- 
dics, hauing ſhewn them that their Father and Mother were in good healch (in- 
uited by their inquiring attendance) told how the firſt , whom prodigall tame 
had breathed forth with newes, (haſted by himſelfe, as who carried an accepta- 
ble mefſage in hope of benefit or thankes)certificd rhe King how the Caiile was 
won,and his daughters deliuered by the black Knight, who betorc had put a pe- 
riod tothe victories of 4mphzialus. Ar this, Pamela looking on Mu/idorus, blulh- 
ed: and he (thovgh by no geſture betraying his Toy) reioiced, not beczule hee 
heard himlelfe praiſed, but becauſe ſhe heard him praiſed; and that Annaxius 
in aſinglecombur was killed by Zelmane: ſhe not long overliving the viftorie. - 
\TheKing hearing this, who of his gracious nature would rather ſaue one fried 
then deſtroy all his enemies, as if the deliuerie of his daughters had beena mat- 
ter of ſmall momenr,and a gaine toolight tocounterpoile ſo greata loſle ; did a- 
bandon his ſoule to the tyranny of ſorrow, cuen morethen maieſticin a Prince, 
_ or vertue inaffl:ion, in the ballances of reaſon, would baue allowed of ſuch 

. weight, At this,Zelmanes {mile was accompanied with Phzlecleas. But when hee 
ſpake of Grnecias griefes ouergrowing the other, they grew pale: being atraid of 
the Fountaine from whence her teares did flow, leſt it ſhould drowne them. 

But whileſt Ginecia (the Meſſenger infiſted) as runne mad with anguiſh, in- 

cloſed in a Chamber, would ſuffer none tocome vnto her: all wondred,that her 
children being ſafe;a Strangers death, or her Husbandsgriefe,could weaken the 
known ſtrength ofher minde ſo much. T he next Mefſenger came,being the lat- 
ter, and thereby the better informed, who ſugered the firſt newes with the afſu- 
rance of Zelmayes ſafetie. T hen the Queene comming forth as afcer agreat tern= 
peſt,theSky of her countenancecleared, looking brighter then before. The King 
would haue comcaimſelfe here in perſon : bur he was perſwadedto ſend Phila- 
ax with a number of choſen men toreceiue the Caſtle, & the Ladies.Eftſoones 
being curiousto know who cured Zelmane,wheir was rold himthar che Knight 
who won the Caſtle would truſt none with that ſaue himſelte: he was forrie that 
one of his worth ſhould be pur to ſuch trouble; and would needs hanean ordi- 
nary Surgeon ſought out to vndertake the charge. Inthe mean time,theQueen 

came & brought out of a box a ſaucraigne balme,which ſhe bath ſent by me to 

be applicd to your wounds (faire Zelmane)nor doubting but they will quickly 

become ſound if herdire&ion be obſerucd : which is onely, That you reſtand 


keepe your ſelfe quict from company now,and by the way; til ſhe herſelfe may PRs 


vſe other remedics. And for this cfte&ſheentrears you(Miracles of "—_

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daughters to forbeare her companieduring this time: that your cxample(whoſe 
authoritic abuſed might embolden rhe indiſcretion of inferiours)may be a Law 
for others: and ſheaſſured me, that ſhe would by a ſecret ſpic learne how {hee 
were obeyed in this. Such a care hath ſhe of this ſweet Ladies health, | 

By the cnd of this commiſhon well did Zelmane and Phzlocles know,at whom 
in particular thoſe general IniunRions did only aime. T his enioyncd abſtinence 
did giue Zelmaze a ſurterin ſorrow: who had rather haue continued ſtill infirme, 
thento haue recouercd by ſo cruella Phylicke. And yer her miſerie was muiti- 
plied when ſhe remembred the cauſe: whereof this(in reſpe& of that which ſhe 
did expe) was aflender iſſuc,and bucalittle turie,ſent to afflift her our of that 
hell of Gizeceas breſt 3 into whoſe companie ſhe was ſhortly ro enter. Now the 
black Knight, purpoling to depart betore Philanax arriued, brought tis compa- 
nion the knight of the Pole(asa partner of bis vitory)to kifſe the Ladies hands: 
extenuating his owne part, and preferring his. T hoſe who have true worth in 
themſelues, can never enuie it in another. T hereaftcr aduiling him privatly to 
havetheir little companie inrcadineſſe, he went with an vncountcrtetted reuc- 
rence, humbling himſclfe before the Idoll of his ſoule ro know her will: telling 
her that what he had done, being onely done for her, he would attend thankes 
from no other: ncither would he be knowne till he might be knowne for hers : 
and ſhe(her countenance rather lightning courtcfie then affeion) defired him 
to returnetohis old Maſter, and heſhould bee reſtorcd to the eſtate which by 
his faulthee had before iultlyforfeired ; wiſhing that he ſhould carric himſeife 
more moderatly rthercafter,it he would notincurre herindignation,and raze all 
regard of him out of her memorie. | 

Then Mu/idorws (as contented as one who had bcene brought from Hell to 
Heaucn)wich many vehement atceſtations to win trult with her, and imprecati- 
ons againſt himſcltein caſe ofperivrie; wiſhed, it ever his minde were ſo vnhap- 
pie, a5to be ſurpriſed by any purpoſetending in the leaſt degree to grieve her, 
T hat he might neuer livetill it tooke effeR, bur die ere it were diſcovered. And 
(like a warie gameſter,who having once advantage, is loth ro aducnter againc) 
willing to ſeale vp his cares with the acceptable ſounds which they had recei- 
ved, he tooke leave : leauing his heart with her, and taking hers with kim. T hen 
went he towards Pzrocles (the ioy of his heart ſhining thorow his fare ) and ac- 
quainted him with his vnwillingabſenting himſelte: referring all further con - 
ference till their mecting at the Arbour. And having in a complementall man- 
nercraued, but not deſired, imployment from Philoeles in any leruice: after the 
funcrals were performed, he marched with his Troupe away ; the moſt part 
thinking that he went to meet Phil/arax : whileſt Pamela from a window follow- 
ed with her cies, till clouds of duſtdid burie their obic& in the Aire. 

; Soone after rheirdeparture from the Caſtle,about this time, Phzlanax arrived: 
who immediatly after he had receiucd the Caſtle in the Kings name, ſought for 
the Knight; whoſe gitt(though not giuen by him)he eſtcemed ir-to be. For hee 
being generouſly iudicious,thought it fitter that Princes ſhould defray obligati- 
ons by rewards (every man being inferior to him to whom he ſtands indebred) 
then ro be behind with any by being beholding z and hearing that he was gone 
by publike enquirie for him, and praiſes of him, he witneſſed ro the world how 
highly his valour was valued. After he had faluted the Princeſſes, he viſited Zel.- 
ment; and told her how carefull his maſter was to have thoſe wounds cured,

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which in his ſervice had becne procured, thar chereafter hee might otherwile 
expreſfle bis gratefulnefſe. Bur Zelmane athrmed, . T hart though. that bloud + 
which was ſhed, had beene followed by all thereſt of her body: with theKings 
former courtelies towards her, the deſeruing by the recompenge was botki pre- 
ceeded and exceeded. Then Philanax (loth ro tiriuc with deetlsin words) deſi- ® 
red her; if her health might ſerve, to provide for her remouing withthereſt_ 
ro morrow: otherwiſc, that ſhould be done for her;which ſhee her ſelfe would

Immediately after his departure Zelmene roſe: & having apparelled her ſafe; 
began to walke, not ſo mucho tric how ſhee mightcomport with theinten- 
ded iourney,asthar ſhce might pretend any meanes which might afford her the 
latisfaRion of Philecleas preſence ; where ( violently carricd by herthoughts 
{he came ſoone,bur not ſo ſoone as ſhe wiſhed,and was wiſhed :-where'{#umels 
apart entertayning her thoughts) ſhee thus entred with. ?hulocles. Deatolowe; - 
Oh in whatan Ocean of troubles doth our eſtate continuallyfloce ! yetchath 
neuer ſo much as atrayned the fight of any ſecure Porr.] ſeethatthis freedbme 
will but bring vs toa greater bondage : we are led from captivitie, oncly to be- 
comecaptiues. For,where before thoſe ſenſcleſle walls were thought ſufficient 
toguard vs, wee ſhall bee watched now, by one more icalqus'thon Jun»: with 
moreeyes then cuer 47gws had. I would willingly conueigh you where I mighr. 
enioy you, and you a Kingdome: butthis,my infirmitic firtthindred; and the 
comming of Philanax hathalrogether prevented; In the meanetimegillforper. 
forming of that, a longed-for occaſion come, I muſt arme my ſelte againſt your 

Fathers folly, and your Mothers furic. The one mightcafily bedeluded;-but 
the other cannot be reſifted, but by aſhew of yeelding,which Imuſt cunhingly 
counterfeit : and therefore truſt no externall ſhew; for who cuer haue'mycoun- 

tenance, you hane my heart. Philocleas words were, that ſhee carcd not where 
ſhe went, ſoit were with him, nor what ſhedid, ſo it were warranted by hisdi= 
reQion, as bent rather to burne her breſt, then'to let it lodge any thoughe 
which durſt butdoubt of the ſufficiencie of his intentions); ſirice, whatevergir- 
cle they made, hauing alwayes for their cenrer-the excellency of: his'owne 
worth, So parting, as if they had becne to goetoliuc in ſundrie-Kingdomies, 
though going toliue in one companie, Night invitedthemtorepoſe;' 01 : 

T he next morning, being ſaluted by.the Trumpets founds;, (arid: all readiero 
remoue, they were quickly tranſported overthe Lake ; andasquickly. (when 
landed) mounted by the prouigent care of 2hilavax;to finiſh their ionrtiey:But 
ere they came two or three miles off the Lodges, Baſilime ener them; whoim- 
braced his Daughters; not. that he would goe firſt tothem, but thathoewoanld

Zelmane replying, Thatichad beeniagainſt dot 
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 whomtheliues of fo many did depend, ſhould haue beene hazarded for the life 
ofofie, whoſe fall could extend no further then her owneruine : your ruine 
(faid he)I with that mine were firſt: for it could not bur follow attcr. And doe 
notthinke that the blacke Knight,or any other durft doe more for you, then] : 
yctſuch is the miſerable cſtate of vs kings, that we cannot proue men; but are 
compelled to mooue in our owne Sphearc. T he journiesend cutting off their 
diſcourſe,Ginecis was waiting on their lighting : and having firſt (dutie tyranni- 
zing oucr affeRion)careleſly kifſed Pamele,diſdainfully Philocles, and vehement- 
ly Zelmane,thereafter enquiring of her wounds, ſhee was acquited with thankes 
for her Balme which ſhe ſent; lhe proteſting that if noother thing could helpe, 
ſhe would pull outher owne heart, when Bofilivs interrupted them, comming 
to hanclightned his heart, by burdening his bodie with his Miſtreſſes lighting. 
 - Dawetascame ſtarting and leaping like a giddie Kidde to meet with Pawel; 
and as ſoone as hee was lighted, for the firſt ſalutation, told her how much ſhee 
was bebolding tohim, hauing ſhewne his man-hood and good will as much as 
the beſt fellow in thoſe bounds could haue done : ſwearing that hee had ventu- 
red more for her, then he would doe for all the world againe, and for his owne 
liferooz I (quoth he) and when my man Dorw durſt not bee ſeene, who was 
thought a braue fellow. Yct he fained a buſlineſlefarre from the noiſe of warre, 
to ſecke ſheepe, but the truth is,to hide himſelfe, whileſt my deeds madeall our 
Armielaugh for ioy : ſo that during allthattime of pakle which Itremble 
yet tothinke vpon, I neuer heard of him, till even now hee ſent mec word by a 
Shepheard, whom he met on the way,that hee had found the Ewes, which had 
ſtraicd with great difficulticz and was driuing them ar leiſure, for feare they 
ſhould miſcarric.

Thenall entering the lodge with Be/iws, though the ſupper was readie, Gi- 
wecis would drefſe Zelmenes wounds firſt, and Ba/aliue would ſee them dreſſed ; 
ſo by his deſpiſed importunateneſſe reftraining the torrent of Gineci« paſſions, 
which would but burſt forth morefuriouſly thereafter. T his freeing Zelmencs 
cares at that time, was but ſuch a relicfe to her, as they find who expel! poyſon 
by counterpoiſon ; being as wearie ofhim, as afraid ofthe other. 

Then fitting downe to the ſupper, more curious of afurfeit to their eyes, 
then'for ſuſtenance tothereſt oftheir body : the cyes of Beſilime were eucr fee- 
ding on the face of Zelmane with a fearefull earneſtnefle, faue ſometime when 
they were conſtrained toretire by the violence of his wines lookes: thinking that 
they with a icalous anger had vpbraided his crrour, which ſhe (otherwiſe buſi- 
ed) had neuer ſo much as obſerued. T he one of hereies was ſettled like a fixed 
ſtarreon Zelmene: the other, like a wandring Comet threatning confufion 
whereit [hined, ſtaircd betwixt Zelmere, and her daughter Philocles; watching 
and chaftiling with a looke her ſtolne lookes.

Philocies, chained by 
thoughts to Zelmane, did imitate her being penſiue, becauſe ſhee was penſiue :

"This is my Hymneto you,laid he,not left meby my anceſtors,but begun in my 
ſelfe. The temple wherein it is daily ſung, is my ſoule: and the ſacrifice I offer to you 
withall,is all whatſocucr I am. Ze/mane,who cuer thought ſhe found in his ſpeeches 
the 1] taſte of a medicine , andthe operation of a poyſon, would haue ſuffercd adiſ- 
dainfull looke to haue bin the only witneſle of her good accepration ; but that Beſj. 
lis began afrcſh to lay before hex many pirifull prayers , and in the cad roconclude 
tharhe was tully of opin10n ir was onely the yafortunatenes of that placethat hin- 
dred the proſperous courſe of his deſires. And therefore ſince! the hatefull influence 
which made fm crbracethis ſolitariclite , was now'paſt ouerhim ( as he doubted 
notthe judgement of Philanax would agree with his)8& his late miſhaps had taughe 
him how perillous ic was to commit a Princes ſtate toa p'aceſo weakly guarded: he 
was now inclined toreturneto his palace in Mantinea, & there he hoped he ſhould 
be better able to ſhew how much he deſired ro make all he had hers : with manyso- 
ther ſuchihonny words,which my pengrowsalmoſt wearieroſer down. This indecd 
neerely pierced Zehmare : forthe good beginning ſhe had there obtayned of Philo- 
clea made her deſire to continue the fate rrade, till ynto the moreperteRing of her 
deſires : and ro come toany publike place ſhe did deadly feare, leſt her mask by many 
cyes might the ſooner be || va000is goer ſo her hopes ſtopped, and the ſtate of her 
ioyes endaungered. Therefore a whule ſhe reſted, muling at the dayly ms la- 
byrinth of her owne fortune, but in herſelfe determined 1t was her only beſt to 
him there : & with fauors ro make him louethe place, where che fauors were recet- 
ucd, as diſgraceshad made him apt to changethe ſoyle. 

Therefore caſting a kinde of corner looke ypon hum , Tt is trucly ſaid, (Gid ſhe) : 
that age coolcth the bloud. How ſoone, $ man, youarctcrrified before you re- 
ceiuc any hurt ? Doe you nat know that daintinefſe 15 kindly ynto vs ? And that 
hard obraining,is the excuſe of womans granting ? Yet ſpeake I not as though you 
werelike to obraine,or I to grant. Bur becauſeI would not hauc yourmagin,I am to 
be wonne by courtly yaoities , or eſteeme a man the more ,, becauſe hee hath hand- 
ſome men to wait of himz when he is affraid to liue without them. You might haue 
ſecne * 0m humbly ſwell,and witha lowly looke, ſtand vpon his tiptoes , ſuch di- 
uerſitic her words deliuered ynto him. O Hercules, anſwered he, Baſilims afraid ? Ox 
his bloud cold, that boyles in ſucha furnace ? CareI who is with mee, while I en- 


 1oy your preſence? Or is any place good orbadto me, bur as itpleaſeth you to bleſſe 


or curſe it ? O let me be bur armed in your good grace, and I defic whatlocuer there 
is or can beagainſt me, No, no, your loue is forcible, and my age is not without 
vigor. Zelmane thought it not good for hisſtomack, to receiue a ſurfet of roo much

| ped. She remembred withal the words of Baſilizs, how apt he was tolcauc this life & 
zerurnc to his court, a great bar toher hopes, Laſtly, ſheconſidered Dorws enterpriſe 
might bring ſome ſtrange aleration of this their well liked fellowſbip. So that en- 
compalled wirh theſe inſtant difficulties, ſhe bent her ſpirits ro thinke of aramcdie , 
which mighrar once both ſaue her from them, & ſerue her to the accompliſhment 
of her onely purſuir. Laſtly,ſhe derermined thus, that there was no way butto yeeld 
ro the violence of their deſires , ſince ſtriuing did the more chafe them . And that 
following rheir owne currenr,ar lengrh of it ſelfe it would bring her to the other fide 
of her burning defires. . | 
Now inthe meane whule, the diuided Dorws, long divided betweene loue and 
friendſhip,8 now tor his louc divided from his friend, though indeed without pre- 
iudice of friendſhips loyaltie, which doth ncuer barre the minde from his free latiſ- 
faQion: yer ſtill a cruell iudge oucr himſelfe,thought he was ſome wayes faulry,and 
applied his miade now to amend it, with a ſpecdic and behooucfull recurac. Bur

confirmed and concluded vnder the nameof _ in her owne preſence, Dorws 
raking this way,that whatſocuer he would have of Pamela he would aske her, whe- 
ther in ſuch a caſe it were not beſt for Mopſa ſo to behaue her ſelfe, ia char ſort ma. 
king Mopſas enuic, an'inſtrument of thar ſhee did enuic. So hauing paſſed over his 
firlt and moſt feared difficultic, hee buſicd his ſpirits how ro come to-the harueſt of 
: His deſires, whereof hee had fo faire-a ſhew. And therennto —_—_ leauefor 
ſomedayesof his maiſter Dametas , who now accounted him as his ſonne ja law) 
heromed roundabourthedefarr, ro finde ſome vnknowne way, that might bring: 
'him ro the-next Sea port;as much as might be wut of all courſe of other paſſengers: 
which all very well ſueceding him;& he hauinghired a Barkefor his liues nailake, 
and prouided horſes to'carry her thither, rerurned homeward, now come tothe 
laſt point of his care, how to goe beyond the loathlome warthtulnelle of theſe three 
ryncomely companions, and therein did wiſely conſider, how they wete to betaken 
with whom he had to deale, remembring that-inthe particularirics of eucry bodies 
minde,& fortune, there ate particular aduantages, by which they are to beheld.

And firſt for Damerad ;*Dorus hauing employed a wholedayes 
worke, about a ten mile off fromthe'Lodge (quirecontrarie way to that hemeance 
to take with Pamelr) in digging & opening theground,vnderan auncient oke that 
ſood there, in ſuch ſort ashee right longeſt hold Dameras greedy hopes, in ſotne 
ſhew of comfort, he camero his maſter, with acountenance mixz betweenecheare- 
fulnefſe and haſte,& raking him by therighthand, as if he had a great matterof ſe. 
crecieto reucalovnto him: Maſter(ſ#id he)I did neuerchinke that the Gods had ap. 
pointed my mind freely brought vp;rq haue ſo longing a defire to ſerucyovghut thax 
they minded thereby to bring ſome extraordinary fruite to one ſo beloucd of them, 
as your honeſty makes merhinke ybu'are. This bindes meeuen in conſcience, to dif 
cloſe that which I perſwade my ſelfceis alotted vato you,that you fortunc may bee 
of cquall ballance with your deſerts. He ſaid no further, becauſe he would let Dame-

of it,chdugh it ſceined long,it was por weariſame: Many times he curſed his horſes 
wanrof conſideration, that in {0 ___— 4 inatter would make no greater ſpeed:

My Pyrocles ſaid ſhe(with tcarefull eyes 8 pirifvll countevance,fuchas wellwitneſ- 
ſed ſhe had no will to deny any thing ſhe had power to performe)if you caniconucy 
me henceinſuchplight as youſce mec; I am moſt willing ro make my extreameſt 
danger a teftimony,thatTeſteeme nv dangerin regard of youryertuous fatisfaQon. 
Bur ſhe fainted fo taſt;thar ſhe was not ableto viter the reſt of her conceiued ſpeech: 
which alſorurned Pyrocles thoughts from expeQing' furchet anſwer, ro:thewecel- 
farycare of reuiuing her, in whoſe fainting himſelſe was more then ouetthrowne. 
And thathauing —_— with all the —_— —— _— deuiſc, though his 
higheſt s were by this vnexpeQed downefall hen any an 
x orncgete leſt the appearance of his inward griefe ny decafion wc farcher 
diſcomfort, hauing racked his faceto a more coforrable ſemblance,he ſoughrſome 
ſhew of reaſon,ro ſhew ſhe had noreaſon,cither fot him,or forherſclſefotobeaffti- 
ed. Which in the {weet minded Phileclea, whole confideration wap limitred by his 
words,& whoſe conccit pierced no Yeeper then his outwatd coumnance, wroughe 
within a while ſuch quictneſlc of inde; 8that quietnelſe againe ſuch repoſe:of bo- 
dy,thar ſleepe by his harbingg's weaknolſe wearinefle, & watchfulnelle, had quickly 
taken vp his lodging in alt herſenſes; Then indeedhad Pyrecles leafure toſitin indg- 
ment 0n himſelfe, and tojheare his reaſon accuſe his raſhneſſe, who, without fote- 
caſt of doubt, without knowledge of his friend, without acquainting Philgclra with 
his purpoſe,or being made acquainted with het preſent eſtate;had falne headlong

But when he aſſuredly petceiucd that his being with the Ladie Philorlra was 
fully diſcoucred;8 by the folly or malice,or rather malicious folly of Dameres,her 
honor therein touched in the higheſt degree; remembring withall the cricky of the 
Arcadian lawes , which without exception did condemne all to death; who:were 
found(as Dametas reported of them)in a of mariage without ſolemnitizof mari- 
age aſſuring himſelfe belides thelaw,the King and the Queene would vſc fo muck 
more hate againſt their daughter,as they had found'them forred by himin the 
purſute of their loue. Laſtly, ſecing they were not only inthe way of death;buificly 
incaged for death, looking with a harne gricfe ypon the honor of levie, the fellow-

Yer hauingwith a prery pale» 
neſle (which did leaue milken lines vpon her roſie checekes) payd a lirtledury to-hu- 
mane feare, raking the Prince by his hand,8 kiſſing the wound he had giuen him» 
ſclfe ; Othe onely life of my life,8 ( if ir fall our ſo) thecomfarrof my death, ſaid 
ſhe, farre, farrefromyou,berhedoing me ſuch wrong,asto thinke | will recezge my 
life as a purchaſe of your death, bur well may you make my death ſo much ;nore thts 
ſcrable,as it ſhall any thing be delayed after my onely felicity. Doe you thinkeT can 
accompr of the momentof death, like the vnſpeakeable affliftions my ſaule ſhould 
ſuffer,ſo oft as I call Pyrocles to minde, which ſhould be as oftas 1 breathed?Should 
theſe eyes guide my iteps, that had ſcene: your murder ? ſhould theſe hands feed 
me, thar had not hindred ſuch a miſchicfe ?

And trucly my Pyrecles,[ 
hauchcard my farher,& other wiſe mea lay, thatthe killing ones ſelfe 1s bur afalſe 
colour of true courage, praceeding rather of a feare of afurther cuill, cicher of ror- 
ment or ſhame. For if it were not a reſpeting the harme, that wauld likewiſe make 
him not reſpe& what might be doneyato hum : & hope, being of all other,the moſt 
contrary thing to tearc;this being an verer baniſhment of hope,.it ſcemes to recciue 
his ground ia feare, Whatlocuer ( would they ſay.) comes our of difpaite, cannor 
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bearetherirle of vature, which ſhould be lifrecvp.ro-ſuch 2 Jaighs that bolding all 
things visderitielfe, ir fhould beable to maintaince hisgrearnefle even'in-che nudit 
of miſeries, Laſtly they would fay,God had appointed vs Captainesof thele our

hiseyes ſufficient thewes, that tt was nothing but Philocleas danger, which did any 
ing burchen his heart, farre ſtronger then fortune, hatdſng with yehemenc embra- 
cingsof her, got yet ſomefruttos his delayed dod,he thus-anſwered cthewiſe inno- 
cencie of Philoclea.

fon. Bur ſhce, lweer Lady, whom firit a kindly ſhamefaſtnes hgd ſeparated from Py- 
rocles(hauing been left in a more open viewthen her modeſty would welt beare)then 
theatrending herfathers c6ming, & ſtudying how ro behauc her ſe(ferowards him 
for both chei ſaferies, had called her ſpirirs all within her; now that ypon a ſodaive 
Pyrocles was deliuered our of the chamber from her, atthe firſt ſhee was (oſurprized 
with the exrreme ſtroke of the wofull fight, that like thoſe that intheir dreamesare 
taken with ſome vgly viſion,they would faine cry for helpe,buthaue no force;ſo re.

andif the remembrance be not ynpleaſant to your minde,or the rehearſall vaficring 
for r e, remember there was a time whea Icould deſerue it. Now my 
chaunce is turned, let not your truth turne. I preſent my ſelfevnto you, themoſt 
humble and miſerable ſuppliaut liuing, neither ſhall my deſire bee great : I ſeeke for 
no more liferhen I ſhall bee found worthy of. If my bloud may waſh away thedif- 
Hanour of Arcadia,ſparc it nor,alrhough through me it hath indeed /neuer been dif. 
honored.My only ſate is,you will be a meanc for me,thatwhule I amſutferedtoen- 
joy this life, I may not be ſeparated from him, ro whom the Godshaue ioyned me, 
and that you determine nothing of him more cruelly then you doe of mee. If you 
rightly iudge of what hath paſt, wherein the Gods (that ſhould haue beene of our 
mariage ) are witneſſes of our innocencies ; then procure, wee-may liue together. 
Burif my father will not ſo conceiue of ys,as the faultfif any were)wasvnired,ſo ler 
the puniſhment be vnited alſo. There was no man thateucrlouedeither his Prince, 
orany thing pertaining to him, with a truerzeale then Philangx did. This madehim 
euen cothe depth of his heart receiuea moſt, yehement griefe,to ſec his maſter tmiade 
as it were more miſerableafter death. Andfor himlſelfe,calling ro mind in what fore 
his life had bin preſerued by Philoclea, whar time taken by Amphialus hee was liketo 
ſuffer a cruell death, there was nothing could haue kept him from falling to tender 
pittic, bur the perfe&t perſwaſion hee had,thatall this was ioynedto thepacke of his 
maſters death, which the miſconceined ſpecch of mariage made him the more 
belecue. Therefore firſt muttering tohimtelfe ſuch like words : Theyiolence'the 
gentleman ſpake of,is now turned to mfariage: hecalledged Mars, burſhee of 
Venus. Q-yntortunatemaſter/ This hath beene tharfaire diucll Gynecia : ſent away 
oneof her daughters, proſtituted the other, empoyſoncd rhee, to oucrrhrowethe = 
diademe of Arcadia. But at{engrh thus yader her {elfe he faid : if. your facher, Ma- 
damc,werg now to {peake ynto,rrucly there ſhould nobody be found a moreready 
aduocate for yourhen my ſclfe, For I would ſuffer this faulr,though-yeric great, to 
beblocted out of my minde,by yourformer led life, your benefirrowards my ſelfe, 
and being daughter to ſuch a father. Bur fince among /yourlſelues you hauerakew 
him away,in whom was the onely power to hauc mercie, you muſt now be clothed 
in your owne working : arid looke for none other, then that which dead pirrilefle 
lawcs may allot vnto you. For ny part;Lloued you for yourvertue;burnow'where 
tsthat?1 Joued-you in reſpe&t of apriuate benefit, what 1s that in compatiſon'of the 
publike loſſe?Lloued you for yourfather;ynhappy folks yowhaue the world 
of him, Theſewords of her father were ſolitcleynderſtood by the only well ynders 
ſtanding Philoclea, rhatſhee delired him ro-ell her, what he tneanvsſpeake inifuch 
darkeſort ynto-herof her Lord and father, whoſe difpleaſurewas more dreadfall 
ynto her,thea her puniſhment : that ſhe was free in herowneconſcience, ſhee had 
neuct deſerued euill of him, no notin this laſt ate wherein: if it plealed him to 
roproceed with patience, he ſhould findeher choiſe.-hadnot beeneyntorrunate. He 
that ſaw her words written in the plaine table of her faireface, thoughric ag 
thereſhould therein be contained deceit and therefore fo-muchithomoreal :

| milcrably following you ? Philanax percciued the demonſirarionſo liuely & trueitr 
her,char has eaſily acquired her in his heartof that faQ,and the mate was moudd to 
joyne with her in moſt hartic lamentation. But remembring him, tebur 
the ſtate, and puniſhment of his maſters murderers, lay all ypon him : Well, ſaid 
he, Madame, [I can do nothing,withour all the ſtates of 4rcadia : what they will de- 
tetmine of you,T know not : for my part your ſpeccheswould much prevaile with 
me, bur that I finde not howto excuſe your giuing ouer your bodie to him, that for 
the laſt proofe of his treaſon;lent his garments todiſguiſe your miſerable morher,in 
the moſt yilefa&t ſbe hath committed.

- The noble Pamela hauing deliucred oner the burthen of herfearefull carestoche 
paturall caſcof a well refreſhing leepe, repoſed both minde & body ypon therruſted 
ſupport ofher Princely ſhepheatd, when with the braying crics of a raſcall compa- 
pic ſhe was robbed of her quiet, ſo that at one inſtant ſhee dhereycs,and the 
prog Mnuſidorus roſe from her,enraged berwixt the doubt he had what theſe men 
ld gocabour , andtheſpite heeconceiued againſt their ill-p! preſence. Bur 
the clownes having with their hideous noiſe broughtchem both ro thgig feere, had 
ſoonc knowledge whar gueſts they had found, for indeede theſe were thie skum 
remaant of thol whoſe naughty minds could notrruſt ſo much'fothe nr 
eſſe of their Prince,as to lay their g-yortdy neckesyponthe conſtancie of his 
iſcd p «Therefore when the reſt ( who as had but followed 
their fellowes) ſo ſbecpiſhly had ſubmitted themſclues,theſe onely commirred their

Fore him, as thoſe manner of runnings are wont ro:doe, with-one blow ſtrake it ſo 
cleaneoff, that itfalling betwixt thehands,and the ee it made a 
ſhew as though the fellow had had great haſte ro:gather vp his head againe. - Ano- 


ther the ſpecd he made to runne for che beſt game, bare him full butt againſt g tres, ** 


ſo that crumbling backe with a bruſed face,and a dreadfall expeRation, cHu/idorins 
was ſtraightypon him:8& parting with his ſword one of hislegs from him,lefthim 
to makea roring lamentation that his morter-treading wasmarred foreuer. Athird 
finding his feete roo flowe,afivell as hishands too weake; ſodainly turned backe; be- 
ginning to open his lippes for mercie; Butbctoreheehad well entred a rudelycom- 
piledoration, Huſidorwe blade was come 'betweenehis iawes into his throate; and 
o thepoore man reſted there for cuerwith a very cuill mouth fullof an aunſwere.' 
Muſidorus inthis furious chafe would have followed ſome other of thele hateful 
- wretches, bur that hee heard his Lady. crieforhdpe, whom threeof thisvillanous 
cruc,had ( whiles Muſidorws followed their fellowes) compaſling abourſome treey, 
ſodainely.comeypon and ſurpriſed , -chreatning to kill her ifſhe cried, and meaning 
toconueyheraut of fight; while the Prince-was making his bloud-thirſty chaſe. 
Bur ſhee tit was reſolued,no worſe thing could fall ynto her,then the being depri 
ued of him,onwhom ſhe had eſtabliſhed all her comfort, wich a'pirifull cry fet 
his eyes ynto her: who then thinking fo many weapons thruſt into his eyes,a45 with 
hiseyes hcefaw bent againſt her, made all heartieſpeedeto her ſuccour. Bur one bf 
them wiſer then his companions,ſet his dagger to her Alablaſter throatc, ſwearing 
uf he threw not away his ſword, heewould preſently kill hee; There was never 
poore ſcholler,thar having in ſteed of his booke ſome playing toy about him;did 
more ſodainely-caſt it from him at the child-feared preſence of a cruellSchoolmat- 
fter, then the valiant © Hnuſidorns diſcharged himlelfe of his onely defence, whetihe 
:faw it ſtood vpon theinſtantpoint of hisLadics life. And holdinigvp his noble 
hands to ſovnworthy audience, O 4rradiaens,it is I tharhavedoneyouthe wiſh 
fheis your Princeſe( ſaid he)ſhee neuerhad will ro hurt you, and/youſee fhee harhi 


-nopower. Vie our cholerypon me thathaue berterdeſeryedic,doenot yourſclues 


.thewrong todoe herany hurt, which inno time or placewill cuerbe L 
They that yet truſted not ro his curtelie, bad him ſtand farther off from hisfword,' 

-which he obcdicntly did. So farre was loueaboue alfother thinges in Him. mow 
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did they call together the reſt bf their fellowes , who though they werefew, yet 
acrotding to theirnumber paſiefſed manic places. And then began thefe-ſauage 
Senators to make a conſultation, whar they ſhould do : ſomewithing ro ſpoile them 
- of their 1ewels and let chem-go on their iourney (tor tharif they carried them back, 
they were ſurethey ſhould have leaſt part of their prey ) others preferring their olde 
homes to any thing,dclircd to bring them to Beſi/us as pled ges of their ſuertie : and” 
there whated not which cried, the fafeſt way was to killchem bothy/ro-fuch ag-vn- 
worthy thraldome were theſe grear & excellent perſonages broughe.”

ing helped to them by one of the companie , began with a groningvoyce, and 
a disfigured face, todemaund the reuenge of his bloud ; which {ince, hee had ſpent 
with them incheir defence , ir were no reaſon hee ſhould be ſuffered by them to die 
diſcontented. The ancly contentment herequired was, that by their help with his 
owne hands he might put his murtherer ro ſomecruell death : he would faine have 
cryed more againſt Msſidorus,burthat the much loſle of bloud helped on with this 
ychemencic,choked yp theſpirits of his life, leauing himco-make betwixt his bodic 
and ſoulc an ill-fauoured partition. But they ſecing their fellow in that ſortdye be- 
fore their faces, did ſwell in new-mortall uy : All refolued ro kill him, but now 
onely conſidering what mancr of terrible death they ſhould invent for him.

beſt way.Others that would-ſeeme witer the the reſt,to capitulare what tenements 
they ſhould haue,what ſubſidies they ſhould pay : others to ratke of cheir wines, in 
doubt whether it were beſt ro ſendfor them, or totake riew where they wenr :: moſt 
(like fooles} nor readily thioking what was nextto be done, but imagining whar 
chearethey would make when they came'there;, one or two of the laſt difcourfers 
beginning tocurne their faces towards the woods which they had lefr, Burbcirig 
now come within the plaine neate tothe Lodges,vnhappily they eſpied a troupe of 
horſemen; Bar thea theirfalle hearts had quickly, tor the prefent teare, forſaken 
their laſt hopes : and therefore keeping on the way toward the Lodge, with ſongs & 
cryes of ioy, the horſemen , who were fone of them Philapax had fent out tothe 
ſearch of Pamela, came galloping vnro them ;. maruelling who they werethar in 
ſuch a generall mourning, durft ing ioyfull runes, and in fo publique a ruine weare 
the lawrell coken of vitoric.. And that which ſeemed ſtraungeſt, they might cc 
trwoamong them vnarmed like priſoners , but r1dihg like Captaines, But when 
they came nearer, they percciued the one was a Lady, and the Lady Pamela. Then 
glad they had by, hap found that which they ſolicele hoped to mecre withall, taking

And thus theſe young folkes rwife priſo- 
ners, before any due arreſt, dcliucred of: therr iaylours , buc not of their iayle, had 
rather change then refpice of miſcric, rhele fouldiers that rooke them with verie 
fewwordsot entertainment, hafting to carry themotheir Lord Philanax: trowhom 
they came, cucp zs he going out of the-Lady Plocieas chamber , had ouertaken 
Pyrocles , whom before hee had dehiuered ro the: cuftodic of a Nobleman of that 
countric. When Pyrocles led towards his priſon , faw his fricnd Maſidorws,with the 
noble Lady Pamelain that incxpeRed forr returned, his gricte ( if any griefe were 


ina mind, which had placedeucry thing according to .his ill worth) was ve- 
ric much augmentcd , for beſides fome fmall hepehec had, ifWsſidorws had once 


beeneclcarcof Arcadia , by his dealingand authoririe to haut brought his onely 
gladſome deſires tro agoodafſue : thehard cſtare of this friend didno tefle , nay ra- 
cher morevexe him then his owne. For fo indecede it is euct found, where yalure 
and friendfbip are perfeclyicoupled in one heart : the reafon being,thatthereſolutre 
man, having once digefted in his iudgemem theworlt cxrremiticofhis ownecaſe, 
and hauing cycher quite expelled or at leaft repelled: all paſsion; imich ordinarily 
followes an onerthrowne” formune, not:knowing his friends minde ſowell as his 
owne,nor with what parience he brookes his caſe /( which isagirwerethe materi- 
all cauſcof making a man happy or ynhappy) doubrs whether his friend accompts 
not himſclfe more miſerable; and {6 indeede be taote lameneable; Bur afloone as 
Mufidorus was brought by:the ſouldiers ncere vato 'Phitanax, Pyrocies nog knowing 
whether cuer-afterhe ſhould be ſuffered ro: cehis friend, anddecerminingi there 
could be toaduantage by diſkemblinga-notknowing bf hith, leapt ſodainely from

Bus weighing with her ſelfe, it,was fic for her ho- 
nour till herdoing were clearely mariifeted, that they ſhould 'remaino ſeparate, 
kept downe the rifivg tokens of grigko ; ſhewing paſſion in agthing buc her, eyes, 
which accompanied Myfderus even vato the: tent, whither heeand Pyroctes were 
led.'Then with 3.

There was a notable example, how great diffipations, Monarchall gouernmene 
is ſubic&vnto. For now thcir Prince and guide had lefr them, they had not cxpe- 
rienceto rule, and had not whom to obey. Publike matters had cuer beene pti- 
vately gouerned , ſo thatthey had noliucly taſte what was good forthemſclues. 
Burcuery thing was cither vehemently deliretull, orextreamely terrible. Neigh- 
bours inuaſions, ciuill difſention, crueltie of the comming Prince, and whatſoc- 
uer in common ſenſe caries a dreadfull ſhew, was in all mens heads, but. in few 
how to preucnt : harkening on cuery rumour, ſuſpeQing enery thing', condem- 
ning them whom beforc r bo had honoured, making ſtrange and impoſſible talcs 
of the Kings death , while they thought themlſelues in danger, wiſbing nothing 
but ſaferie, aſſoone as perſwaſion of ſatcry tooke them, deſiring further benefits , as 
amendment of forepaſſed faultes ( which faultes notwichſtanding none could tell 
either the grounds or effes of) all agreeing in the yniucrſall names of liking or 
milliking, but of what in eſpeciall points, infinitely diſagreeing. Altogether like 
afalling ſteeple , the parts whereof, as windowes, ſtones,andpinnacles were well, 
butthe who!e maſſe ruinous. And this was the generall caſe of al}, wherin notwith- 
ſtanding was an extreme medley of diucrſified thoughts, the great men looking to 
make themlſclues ſtrong by faQions,the gentlemen fome bending to thE,ſome ſtan. 
ding vpon themſelues, ſome deſirous to ouerthrow thoſe few which they thought 
were ouer them, the ſouldiers defirous of trouble;as the nurſe of ſpoyle, and nor 
much vnlike to them though in another way, were all the needie ſort, the rich fear- 
full, the wiſe carcfull. This compoſition of conccits, brought forth a dangerous 
tumulrt , which yet would hauc bcene more dangerous, but that it had ſo manie 
parts, thatno body well knew againſt whom chiefly to oppoſe themſclues. For 
ſomethere were that cried to haue the ſtate altered , and gouerned no more by a 
Prince; maricin the alteration , many would hauc the Lacedemonian goucrnment 
of a fewchoſen Senatours; others the Athenian, where the peoples yoice held the 
chiefe authoritic, But theſe were rather thediſcourſing ſort of men, then the aRiue, 
being a matter more ici imagination then praiſe. Bur they that wene nearelt to 
rhe preſent caſe, ( as inacountric that knew no goucrnement withour a Prince) 
were they that ſtroue whom they ſhould make. Whereof a great number there 
were that would hauethe Princelle Pamele preſently ro cnioFir : ſome diſdayning 
that ſhee had as it were abandoned her owne countrie, enclining moreto Philoclea: 
and there wanted not of them; whieh wiſhed Gyzecia weredeliuered,and made Re- 
nt till Pamela were worthily maried. But great multitudes there were, which 
| Bri beene acquainted withthe iuſt gouernment of Philanax,macant to eſtabliſh 
himas Licutenanc of the ſtate ? and rheſe were the moſt popular ſort; who iudged 
by thecommodirics they felr. But the principall men in honour and might, who 
had long before enuicd his greatnefie with Baſe/ius, did much more ſpurue againſt 
any ſuch preferment of him.Foryer before their enuy had ſomekinde of breathing 
out his rancour,by laying hisgreatneſſe as a faulrto the Princes indgement, who 
ſhewed in Dametes he might ecafily be deceined in mensyature: Bur now if the Pcin- 
ccs choice,by ſo many mourhes ſhould be confirmed, what could they obic&to lo 
rightly eſteemed an cxcellencie?. They therefore werediſpoſcd, ſooner to yeeldeto ' 
any thing, then to his raiſing : and were content ( for to crolle Philanax ) to 4

thoſe ations, whuch ocherwiſe they could nor but thinke good. Philanax himſe 
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as much hindered by hoſe, that did inmoderatdy honour him, (which brought: ; 
both- more _cnuie, and ſuſpicion ypon him ) as bytherchardid manifeſtly refiſt

cameby it;Qf commendable wir, if hee had noumade italeruantto vabrideled. 
defies, Cunning to cteepe'into' niens fauoars; which hee prized oncly as they: 
were ſeruiceable yito hini:Hehad beenebtoughryp infome ſouldicric , which has 
knew how to ſer out with more then ded, oſtentarion. Seruile (though enui- 
ous)to his betters : and no lkefle tyrannitally mindedra them hehad aduantage of. 
Countcd revcogefull, but-indeed meaſuring both xcuenge and reward, asrhepar- 
tiemight cithechelpe or hurt him. Ratherſhameleſie then bold, and yet more bold 
in praiſe, then in _perſonall aduentures; In ſfuname, a man that could beeascuill 
as he liſted, and liſted as muchas any aduaincement might thereby be gotten.

*Hauec viſited his olde friend apd confederate the King Baſilims , was: now come 

- within halfe a mile of the Lodges,where hauing vanderſtood by certain Shepheards 

* . the ſudden death of their Prince, had ſentvntohim(of whoſe authoricie and faith he 
had gocd knowledge)dciring him to aduertiſe him, in whart ſecuritiche might reſt 
chere for that night,where willingly he would (if ſafely he might) help'to celebrate 
thefuncralls of his ancient companion andally, adding he need not doubt,fince he 
had broughtbut twenty in his companie, be would beſo,ynwiſe as to enter into a- 
ny forcible attempt with ſoſmall fotce. Philanax haumng entertayned the Gentle- 
man,aſ{wel as in the middeſt of ſo many turtwlrs he could, pauſing a while with him- 
ſelfe,conſidering how it ſhould not only bevniuſt, and againſt the law of Nations, 
nor well to receiue a Prince whom good will had brought among them, but (in re- 
ſpeRt of thegreatncfl: of his. might) very dangerous to'giue himany cauſe of due 
offence; remembring withall the excellenc trials of. his equitie , which made him 
more famous then his viCtorizs, he thaught he might. be the firceſt inſtrument to 
redreſſc theruinesrhey were in, fincehisgogdadie pur him without: ſuſpicion, and 
his greatnefl2 beyond envie. Yet weighing: with himſelfe how. bard many heads 
were toe brid!ed,and that in this monſtrous confuſion ſuch miſchiete might be at- 
rempred,of which latercpentance ſhould after be bura ſimple remedie : he iudged 

- beſt firſt ro know how the peoples mindes would fway to chis determination. T her- 
foredeſiring the Gentleman to retueneto the Kinghis 'maiſter, arid to beſeech him 
(though with his paines) ro ſtay for an houre or xgwo, where he was, till hee had (er 
things 1a berrer orcer to receifichim : hetimſelfewehr firſt ro the Noblemes, then 
to F2langder and theprincipall Mantincans, who were moſt appolite ynto him ; de- 
fitin : chem thar as the nighthad moſt blelkedly fayed them from. enteing into ciuill 
blond, fo they would be content in rhe nighr to affetyble hg people togerhet,, to 
Heareſomenewes which he was to deliner yatothem, There is nothing more deſi- 
| . rous 
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rous of nouctties then a manthar fearcs his preſent farcune. Therefore they, whom - 
matuail difftdence made doubifull of their ytrer deſtruQtion , were-quickcly per- 
ſwaded tn heareof any new matter, which might alter at lealt,if nothelpe the na- 
tureof char feare. Namely the chiefeft men; whaas they had maſt to lole,fo were 
moſt icalous of thicirownocaſc,and were already growne as wearic to be followers 
oi Tymantus ambition , as before they were enuiers of Philanax worthineſie;” Ag 
for Kalander and Simpathas,as inthe onea yertuous friendſhip had made him ſeeke 
to aduance,intheother a naturall commiſeracion had made him willing to-proceR 
the excellent ( though 7aforruoate ) priſoners, fo were they not againſt this con» 
uocation. For hauing norhing but uſt deſires in them, they did noe-miſtruſt the 
juſtifying of them.Qnely Tymautus labourcd ro haue withdrawne them from this 
alembly, ſaying, it was tune to ſtoptheircares from the ambitious charmes of Phi- 
leanax. Let them firſtdeliner Gynecia , and her daughters, which wereficperſons.to 
heare, 8 then they might begin to ſpeake. That this was but Philavax cunning,to 
linke broyle ypon broyle , becauſe he might auoyd theanſwering of his treſpaſles, 
which as hec hadiong intended, ſo had hee prepared coloured: ſpecches to diſgyile 
them. Bur as his wordes expreſſed rather a violence of rancour ; theu any juſt 
ground of acculation, ſo picrced they no further, then to ſome partiall cares,the 
multitude ycelding good attention to what Philanax would propoſe ynto them z 
Who, like a man, whoſe beſt building wasa well framed conſcience, neither with 
Plaulible wordes., nor fawning countenance, bur euen with the graue behauiour 
of a wiſe father, whom nothiag bur lauemakes tochide, thus ſaid vnto them, ,[ 
haue( ſaid he) a great marter to deliuer yntoiyou, and thereout am] ro-makea grea« 
eerdemaund of you : Burtraly ſuch hath this late late proceeding beeneof yours, 
that I know not whats not to be demanded of you, Me'thinkes I may hauerea- 
ſon to require of you, as men are wontamong Pirates, thatthelifeof him chat ne+ 
ver hurt you,may be ſafe. Methinkes Lam not without apparence of cauſe,as if yau - 
were Cyclopes or Cannibals,todeire thatour Princes bodice, which hath thirty yeeres 
maintained ys in a flouriſhing peace, bee not torne in peeces , ordeuoured among 
| You, but may beeſuffercd to yeeld it ſelfe, which nener was defiled withany of 
your blouds,tothe naturall reſt of the carth. thinkes, nat as to <Arradiars re- 
nowmed for your faith ro Prince,8loue of countrey,but asto ſworne encmies of 
this ſweet foile, I am to deſire you, thar at leaſt, if you" will haue ſtrangers to your 
Princes, yer you will nor deliver the ſcigniory of this goodly kingdometo your no« 
ble Kings murtherers, Laſtly, I hauc reaſon, as if Thad to ſpeaketo mad men,to de- 
fire you tobe good to your {clues : For befote God, what citherbarbarous violence 
or yanaturall tolly,hach nor chisday his ſcare in your mindes,& lefthis footſteps in 
your ations? Bur introth I loue you too well, to ſtand long diſplaying your faults: - 
I would you your ſclues did forger them, ſo you did not fall againe into them. 
For my part, had much rather bean Orator of your prayſes.But now( if you will 
ſuffer artentiue indgement, and not forciudging paſſion, tobeethe waigher of my 
words)E will deliver ynto you whata bleſſed meane the gods hau? ſent ynto you if 
you lift toembraceir.I chinke there is none among you lo yong,cither1n yeares,or 
yaderſtanding, but hath heard the true fame ofthar iuſt prince Ewarchw king of Mar 
c4en.'A Prince with whom our late maſterdid cucr hold moſt perfef alliance, He, 
cuen he;is this day come, hauing bur twentic horſe with him within two mylesof 
this place, hoping to haue found the yertuous Bafilivs aliue, but now willing to doe 
honour to his dearh . - Surg, ſurely the heauenly powers hauc in ſo fulla t1me be- 
ſtowed him oa vs,to ynicc our diuiſions. _ my part therefore 1 wilb, that ſince 
EE. * 25 2 Wn. - (among 
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among our ſclues wee cannot _ inſo manifold partialities,we doe put the orde- 
ring of all theſe things into his hands, aſwell couchingthe obſequics of the Kin 
the puniſhmentof his death,as the mariage and crowning ot our'Princefle, Hee is 
both by expericnce and wiſedome taught how ro dire; his greatneſle ſuch,as no 
man candiſgaine ro obey him : his equitie ſuch, as no man _needeto fearc him. 
Laftlyashe hath alftheſequalitiesto A hath hee(thonghhewould)noforce 
to hurt:If therefore you ſothinke good,fince our lawes bearethat our Princes mur- 
ther beechaſtiſed before his murthered bodie bee buried, wee may inuite him to ſir 
co morrow-in' the iudgement ſeate; which done, you may after procecde to the 
buriall. When Philanax firſt named Euarchus landing, there was a muttring mur- 
mut among the people, as though in char cuill ordered weakneſle of theirs hee had 
come to conquer their countrie. Bur when they ynderſtood hehad ſo ſmall a retire, 
whiſpring one with anorher, and looking who ſhould begin to confirme Philanax 
ropolition, ar length Simpathus was the firſt that allowed it, then the reſt of the 
lee: neither did Xalaxdey ſtriuc, hoping ſo excellent a Prince could not bur 
deale graciouſly wirh two ſuch yong men, whoſeauthority ioyned to Philanax, all 
the popular ſort followed.75mantu: ſtillblinded with his owne ambitious haſt(nor 
remembring faftions are nolonger to berruſted, then the fatious may bee perlwa- 
ded iris for their owne good) would needes ſtriue againſt the ſtreame, exclayming 
againſt Philanax,that now he ſhewed who it was,that would berray his countric to 
ſtrangers. Butwell hee found, that who is too buſic in the foundation of an houſe, 
may pull the building abour his cares; For the people alreadie tyred with their 
owne diviſions, ( of which hisclampring had beenea principall nurſe ) and begin- 
ning now to'eſpic: a hauen of reſt, hated any thing that ſhouldhinder them from 
ir : asking one an#ther whether this werenor hee, whoſecuill congueno man could 
eſcape? whetheffit were not Tymautzs that made the firſt mutinous Oration, to 
ſtrengthen therronbles ? wherl&t Tyzautus , without their conſent, had not gone 
- abouttodeliuct Gynecia ? And fius inflaming one another againſt him,they threw 
him our of theaſſembly,and ffter purſued him with ſtones and ſtaues,ſo that with 
loſſe of one of his eyes, ſore wounded and beaten, hee was faine toflye to Philanax 
| feere, forſuccour of his life: giving atrue leſſon , that vice ir ſeltc is forced to 
ſecke the ſanAuacrie of vertue. ForPhilanax who hated his euill, but not his per- 
fon,and knew thata iuſt pnniſbment might by the manner bee yniuſtly done re- 
membring withall, that alchough hercin the peoples rage might hauc hic rightly , 
yet if 1t were nouriſbed in this , no man knew to what extremities irt' might ex- 
tend it ſelfe : with carneſt dealing, and employing the vtrermoſt of his authoritie, 
heedid prote& the trembling Tymautys. Andthen hauing raken a generall oath, 
that they ſhould in the nonage of the Princeſle, or till theſe things were ſertled, 
yeelde full obedience to Ewarchus,ſo fatreas were not preiudiciall to the lawes , cu- 
ſtomes, and liberties of Arcadia : and hauing taken a particular bond of Simpathus 
(vnder whome he had ſeruant of his owne)that the priſoners ſhould be kept cloſe, 
without conference with any man : hee himſelfe honourably accompanied with a 
great number of torches, went to the king Euarchus , whoſe comming in this ſort 
into «AHrcadia had thus fallen our. 
The wofull Prince Plangus receiuing of Baſilizsno other ſuccours, but onely cer- 
taine to condut him to Fxarchus , made allpoſhble ſpeede towards Byzantium, 
where he vnderſtood the King, hauing concluded all his warres with the winning 
, of that rowne, had now for ſome good ſpace made his abode. But being farre gone 
N his way., hee receiued cerraincuntelligence , that Zuarchus was not onely __ 
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dayes before returned inco eAfacedens but fincewas gone with ſome haſt to, yilit 
that coaſt of hiscountricthar lay towards :lt4h;Theaccafion giuen by the Latines,; 
who:hauing already gocrewincoxbeirhands, pardy'by conquels, and: partly, by. 
_conkederacic, the: greateft part 'of ty , and. 'to deyoure- Greece alſo 
(obſtruing the opponunitic of Eagzc/ws and Beſil;es ſolicazinelle, 
which ewo.Pridces they knew'tobeo indie thewholo firengch of Greece ) were 
cuch readytolayanynuſt gripe vpon: it, which after they might beaucibe with 
cheinable- name: ob conquelt; Which purpaſe though, they made nor knowne by 
any-alemne; denanuncing of: warre, but contraticwiſegauemany tokens of; conti« 
nuing Rilbuhein former amitio: yerthe ſtaying of his lybicftesfhippes, trafficking 
as Marchants imo thoſe parcs, rogorher: with. the daily: preparation. of ſhipping , 
andather warrelike prouifions: in Ports, moſt cqnuenicnr tor the 1ng of. 
Souldiers,occalioned Evarchis ( not ynacquainted with ſuch.praQtiſcs.) firſt ro ſu- 
ſpe&,thenrodiſcerne, laſtly,toſccket cho.uronded: mifchicfo, Yer thins 
king warre neucrtabe accepted, yacill. ir: be offered bythe hand of noceſficic,heedes 
termined fo long openly to hold them his friends, as open hoſtiliry bewrayedthem. 
not his encmics;nor ceaſing inthe meanetime- by letters and meflages to.mouethe 
States of Greece'by voiring their ftrengrh, ro make timely prowſion againſt this pe- 
rill:by many making them ſee,thar,thoughiareſpeRtof place ſome of them 
might ſeeme further xemoued from the firſt violence: of. the ſtorms, yerbeingyn« 
barked in theEmeſhip, the finaltwracke rauſbnecdes bee. common to.themall. And; 
knowing the mighty force of example, wh the weake cffeRof fairediſcourſes.not 
wayted on with: agrecableaQtions,what hee perſwaded them, himſelfe performed, 
leauing in his owne realme nochiogeithervndone or vnprouided, which might be 
thought neccffary for withſtanding aa invaſion. His firk care was to put —_—_ 
ina rcadinefſe for warre,aud by his experienced ſouldicrs to-xraine the vnskiltull to 
martiall exerciſes. For the better fteA1iog wheroaf ,; as allo for mocting wich other 
inconucniences in ſuch doubefulltimes tacidentrathemoſt ſerled ſtates, making of 
the diucrſe regions of his whole kingdomc ſo many diuifions as hethought coaue- 
nicnt, he appointed the charge of them.co the greateſt, and of greateſt truſt heehad: 
abouthim : arming them with ſufficiene authoritieto leauic forces withintheir ſe- 
ucrall ———— for refiſting rhe inuading enemic, and puniſhing the diſ. 
ordered ſubie&.Hauing thus prepared the bodie, and affured theheart of his coun- 
rrey againſt any miſchicfc that might attaivt it, he thenrooke into his carcfull con- 
fideration the externall parces, giuing order bath for tho repayrigg and increaſing; 
his nauy,and for the fortifying of ſuch places, eſpecially an the Sea coaſt, as either 
commoditic of landing, weaknefle of the countrey,orany otherreſpe& of aduans 
rage was likclieſt todraw thecuemie vnto, But being nonc of themwhothinke all 
things done, for which they haue once giuen direQion, he followed euery where his 
commandement with his preſence, which witneſle of cuery mans (lackn-ſſe ardilis 
gence,chaſtifing the one, & encouraging the ocher, ſuffered not the fruir of any pros, 
firable counſell for want of rimely taking tobeelaſt. And thus making one p 
ſucceed anotherin theprogrefle of wiſedomeand vertue, he was now.come ta. Aulor 
a principall port of his Realm, when the poore Plaugws extremely wearied with his 
long iourney(defire of ſuccouring Eroxe, no morerelicuing,then feare of norſuc- 
couring herintime, aggrauating his trauell) by a lamentable narrationof his chil. 
drens death,called home his cares from encovatring forreinecncmies, to ſuppreſle 
the inſurreQion of inward paſsions. Themarter (o haynous, the maner ſo villanous, 
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ſtareof Greece how vehemently it moued to griefeand compaſion others , oncly 
nor blind to thelight of verrue,nordeate ro thevoyce of theircountrey, might per- 
chanceby a more cunning workemaa in linely colores bee deltuered, Bur theface 
of Evarchus ſorrow, to the one in narute,, to both inafteQion; a father, and iudg- 
ing the world ſomuchrhe more vnworthily wi thoſc excellencies,as him- 
ſelf was bertct iudge of ſo excellent worthineſle,can-no otherwiſe be ſhadowed our 
by the skilfulleſtpencell then by coucring irouer with the vaile of filence. Ard ig- 
deede that way himſclfc rooke,wirh ſo patient A quietnefle recciuing this pirif ull re- 
lation, thatall wordesof weakncile ſuppreſſed, magnanimuticſcemed{ to triumph 
ouecr miſery.Only recciving of Flangw: perfett inſtruttion of all things concerning 
Plexirt#s and Artaxia;with promiſe not onely to aydehim indelivering Erona,but 
alfo with ychement proteſtation, neuerto retutne anto.Meceder,, till hehad purſucd 
the murtherers to death : —_—_— with ſpeedeaſhipfor Bycantium:,comman- 
ding the gouernoutto proui aries for the warre againſt his owne com- 
;which hee purpoſed ſhould: bee very ſhortly. In this ſhippe Plangus would 
_— , imparicnt of tay , for thatin many dayes before hee had vnderſtood 
nothing of his Ladies eſtare. Sooneafterwhoſe departure , newcs was broughr co 
 Enarchs, that all the ſhippes detayned 1n 1taly were zerurned, For the Latines find- 
ing by E#rchu procecdings their intentro' bee fruſtrate ( as before by his ſodaine 
retyrnethey doubted it was 'diſcouered ) deeming 1t no wiſedomero ſhew the will, 
nothauing cheabality to hurt, had noroaly in free & friendly maner diſmiſſed them, 
| burforthe time wholy omitted their enterpriſe, attending the unity of ficter 
occaſion. By meanes whereof Zuarchrs, rid from the cumberot that warre{ likely 
otherwiſe to hane ſtayed him longer ) withſo great aflecte as haſt would ſuffer him 
roafſemble, foorthwith imbarqued for Byzantium. And now followed with freſh 
winds hehad in aſbort time run a long courſe;when on a nightencountred withan 
extreme tempeſt, his ſhips were ſo ſcarrered,thar ſcarcely any two were left rogeth cr? 
As for the kings owneſhippe, depriucd of all company, ſore bruſed, and weather 
beaten,ablc no longer to brooke theſeas churliſh entertaynmenr, alictle before day 
it recoucred theſhore. Thefirſt light made them ſceit was the yphappy coaſt of Li- 
eonia:for no other countrey could haue ſhown the like euidence of ynnaturall war. 
Which hauing long cndurcd berweene the nobility and the Helotes,and once com- 
rome by Pyrocles,vnderthe name of Diaphantus,immediatly vpon his departure 
broken out more violently then cuer before. Forthe King raking opportuni- 
tic of their Captajnes ablence, refuſed to - mes the conditions of peace, as ex- 
torted from him by rebellious violence, Whereupon they wereagaine deepely en- 
tred into warre, with ſo notable an hatred rowardes the very name of a King , thac 
Ezarchns (though a ſtranger ynto them )rhoughr it not ſafe there to leauehi 
fori,where neither his owne force could bee a defence,northe ſacred name of Ma- 
ieſtic, aproteQion. Therefore calling to him an Arcadian ( one that comming with 
Plengus had remained with Exarchus deſirous to ſeethe warres ) hee deinaunded of 
him for the next place of ſuretic, where hee might make his ſtay, yanrill heemighe 
hearc ſome what of his fleete, orcauſc his ſhip to be repayred, '1The Gentleman glad 
to haucthis occaſion of doing ſeruicero Exarchus,and honour to Baſilins(ro whom 
| heknew heſbould bring a moſt welcome gueſt) told him,thar if it pleaſed himto 
commithimſelfe ro Arcadia, (a partwheroflay open to their yiew)he would yader- 
takecre the next night werefar ſpent toguide him ſafely to his maiſter Baſiliss.,The 
preſent nec eſsity much prevailed with Ewaychws, yet more acertaine yertuous deſire 
ro ery, whether by his authority he might withdraw Zaſilixs from burying —— 
- ali, 
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aliue,and to imploy the reſt of his old yeares in doing gpod.the onely happy a&ion 
of mans life. For belides the vniuerſall caſe of Greece, deprived by this meanes of a 
principal piller,he weighed and piticd the pirifull ſtate of the 4rcadian e,who 
were in worſe caſe then if death had taken away their Prince. For ſo yer their acceL- 


fitic would hauc placed ſome one to the helme : now, a Prince being, and nordoing 
,chey were inſo much more euill 


like a Prince, kceping and not cxcrciſing the place 
cal,as they could: not prouide for chcir cuill. Theſe rightly wile & vertuous conſi- 
derationseſpecially moved Evarchas to take his iourney rowards the deſerr, whers 
artiuing within aight,8 ynderſtanding to his great gricte,thenewes of the Princes 
death, hc wayted for his ſafe conduRt from Philevas : inthe meanetime taking his 
reſt ynder a ttee, with no more affefted pompes, thenas a man that knew, howſoe- 
uer he was exalreg, — and end. of his bodic was carth. But Philanax as 
ſoonc as he was in light of him, lighting from his horſe, preſenced himſelf vngo his 
in all thoſe humble bchauiours, which noronly thegreat reverence of thepartie,but 
the conceit of ones owne miſcric, is wont to frame. Everchwe raſe vp vnto him with 
ſo gracious a countenance, as the goodneſle of his minde had long excrciſed hiny 
vitto : carcfull ſo much morerto deſcend inall curtehes, as he ſaw him bearca low re- 
xeſentation of his afflicted ſtate. But to Philanex , afloone as by neere looking on 
im,he might perfe&ly behold him, the grauitic of his countenance,& yeares, not 
much yolike to his late deccaſed , bur cucr bcloued maſter, broyghi his forme ſo 
lively ynto his memory ,and reujued ſoall the thoughts of his wonted ioyes within 
him,that in ſteedeof ſpeaking to Evarchm,hee a while likea man gonea farre 
journy -_ —— as it were _ his wr — * $:ima- 
ini this paine needed not,if aature had notbia vi her own 
County: ya pee louing then wiſe conceits,whata world this would hauc big, 
if this ſudden accident had not interrupted it. And ſofarre ſtrayed he into histaving 
melancholy,that his cycs nimbler rherthis tongue, let fal a flould of tcares, his voice 
being ſtopped with extremiticof ſobbing,ſo much had his friendſhip caried him ca 
Baſilews,that he thought no age was timely for his death. Bur at lengrh taking che 
occaſion of hisown > ryan of thus did ſpeake to Exarchw.Letnotmy tcares moſt 
worthily renowmed Prince make my preſence yapleaſant,or my ſpeech ynmarked 
of you. Forthe iuſtnefle of the cauſe, takes away the blame of any weakneſſe inmg 
and the affiniticthar the ſame bearethto your greatacſie , ſcemes euen lawfully to 
claimepitieinyou: A Prince of a Princes fall a lower of iuſtice,of a moſt yniuſt yia- 
lence. And giue me lcauc excellent Exarchw tolay,] am bur the repreſenter ofal the 
latefloriſhing 4rcadis, which now with minecycs doth weep, with my tonguedorh 
cotaplaine,with my kners doth lay ir ſelfe at your feer,which neuer hauc bin ynes.. 
dy tocary youto the vercuous protefting of innocents. Imagine, youchſafe to imas 
gine,moſt wiſc 8 good Kiag,tharheerc is before your eyes, thepitifull ſpeRacle of 
« moſt dolocouſly cnding Tragedy : wherein Idocbutplay the part of allthe new 
miſcrable prouince, which being ſpoyled of their guide, dothlye like a ſhip without 
a Plot, tumbling vp and downe in the yncertainc waues, till iggicher runneir ſclfe 
ypon the rockes of ſclfe:dinifion,or bee ouerthrowne by ic winde of for. 
rcine force. Arcadia finding her ſelfe in theſe deſolate cermes, dorh ſpeaka, and [ 
fcakefor her, to thee not yainely puiſkkne Prince, that fince now ſhee' is not onel 
robbed of rhe natucall ſupportof her Lord,but ſo ſuddenly robbed chat ſhee 
not breathing cime to ſtand for her (afetic : ſo vnforrunately ,thar ir doth: appall 
theit mindes, h they had leiſure : and ſo miſchi _—_— —— 
both the ſaddenneſle and infortunacenefſe of it: ou wittlend thincarme _— 
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and 23 2 man, take compaſſion of mankind,as 'ay man chaſtice moſt abho.. 
miriable vice, and'as aPrinceproreta pa , which all: have with onevoice cal. 
led for thy goodneſſe : thinking, thar asthouarr onely able,ſo thou arr fully able,to 
redreſſe their immincar ruincs. They do therfore with as much confidence as neceſ- 
firie,flyevnto you for ſuccour,they lay themſclues open vnto you: to you, I meane 
your ſelfe,ſuch as you haue cuer beenc : that isto ſay, that hath alwaycshad his de- 
terminations bounded with cquitie, They only rcfcrue theright to Byſilixs bloud; 
the mancrto the ancient preſcribing of their lawes. For thereſt withour exception, 
they yeelde oucr vato you,as tothe cleted proteQour of this on. which 
name and office they beſeech you, till you hauelayd aſufficient foundation of rran- 
quilitie, to take vpon you, the particulacitit borhof their ſtatues and demaundes 
you ſhall preſently afrer vndcrſtand.Now only Tam to ſay ynto ygu,that this coun- 
recy fals ro bee a faire ficld, ro prouc whether the goodly tree of youryertue , will 
liue in all ſoyles. Here I fay will be ſcene, whether cither feare can make you ſhort, 
or the likerouſncſſe of dominion make you beyond juſtice. AndI can forconclu< 
fion ſay no morebur this,you mult thinke ypon my words and your anſwae de- 
pend not onely the quier, bur theliues of ſo many thouſands,whuch for theiraunci- 
ent confederacie,in rhistheirextreme neceſlitic, defire neither theexpenceof your 
creaſure,nor hazard of your ſubie&s,but onely rhe benefit of your wiledome,whoſe 
both glory and —_ ſtandcs in the exerciſing of ir. The ſumme of this requeſt 
was vtterly ynlooked for of Earchws,which made him the morediligent in mar- 
king his ſpeech,and after his ſpeech rakerhe greater pauſe for aperfeR reſolution.” 
For as ofthe one ſide,he thoughrnature required nothing more of him then thar 
he ſhould be a helpe to them ot like creation,and had his heart no whircomman=- 
ded with feare, thinking his life well paſſed , haning ſarisfied the tyranmie of time 
with the courke of many ycarss; theexpearion of theworld with more then cx- 
petted honour,laſtly the.cribute dueto hisrwae minde with the daily offering of 
moſt yertuous ations : ſoof the otherhewaycd the iuſt reproch that followed 
thoſe who eaſily enter into other folkes belncogrichebe opinion might bee con- 
cciued , loucof ſcignioric rather then of iuſtice, had made him embarke himſclfe 
thus, into a matter nothing pertayning to him, eſpecially in a timewhen carneſt 
occafion of his owne bulineſle ſo greatly required his preſence. Bur in ctheend,wiſe- 
dome being an efſcnriall and notan opinionarerhung,made him ratherto bend to 
what was in irfclfegood,then what by cuill minds might be iudged not good. And 
therin did ſcethar chogh he people did not belong yato him, yer doing good(which 
is not incloſed within any termes of people) did belong ynto hi 2 if necelzitie 
forcedhim for ſome time ro abidem Arcadia,theneceſsitie of Arcadia might iuſt! 
demaund ſome frait of abiding. To this, ſecretaſſurance of his owne =. wy 
(which alchough ir be ncuer ſo well cloathed in modeſtic, yeralwayesliues in the 
worthicſt mindes )did much puſh him forward;ſaying vnto himſelte ; the treaſure 
of thoſe inward gifrshe had were beſtowed by the-heauens ypon him, to be benehi- 
ciall and nor idle. On which determination reſting, and yer willing before 'heewa- 
ded any furcher,roexamine well the depth of the others proffer;hethus with that 
wel -poyſed geſture, ynpaſsionate nature beſtowerh ypon mankind, madeanſyer to 
Philanax molt vrgent petition.: Although long cxpericace hath made me know all 
mcen(and ſo Princes which be but men ) co beſubicR to tofinire caſualrics,thevery 
conſtitution of our liucs remayning in continuall change : yet the affaires of this 
countrey, or at leaſt my meeting fo iumply-with them , makes mec abaſhed withthe 
ftrangencſle of ic. With much paine I an come hithcrtoſce my long approucd 
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friend;and now I find if I willſee him, I muſt ſec him. dead: after, for mine owneſe- 
curitie, I ſeeke tobewarranted mine owne life : and there ſuddenly araT appointed 
ro boa iudge of other mens liucs : though a friend tohim,yeram I a ſtranger crothe 
c@uatrey,and now. of a ſtranger you would ſuddenly make a director. I mighr ob- 
ictro your delire my weaknelle, which age perhaps hath wrought in minde& bo- 
dy:8 iuſtly I oP pretend the:neceſvitieof mine own affaires, rowhich as Iamby 
all true rutesmolt necrely ryed,ſo can they nor long beare the delay of my abſence. 
Bur.though 1 would and could diſpence wich theſe difficulties, wharafſurance can T 
haueof the pzoples will ?'which hauing ſo many circlesof imaginations can hard- 
ly be incloſedin one point, Who knowes a people, that knowes ner ſudden opi= 
nion makesghetmhope;which hopeif ic be nor anſivered, they fall in hate? chuſing = 
and tcfuſing, crecing,and oucrthrowing,aceording as the preſentneſſeof any fancie 
 caryesthem, Eventhis their haſty drawing to mce, makes mceethinke they will be 
as haſtily withdrawnefrom mee, for it.is butone ground of inconſtancic, ſooneto 
take ar loone tp leaue.. It may bee they haue Mird of Enarchus more then cauſe > 
thcir own eyes wilbeperhaps more curious indges,out:of hearelay they may hauc | 
buitded many conccics,which I canuor,petchance will not performe, then will yn< 
deſcrued repentance be a greater ſhame and iniury ynto mee, then their vndelerued 
proffcr is honour. And to conclude muſt bee fully enformed, how the paticat is 
minded, before i:can promile ro vndertake the cure. Philavax was not of themo- 
dcrne mindes,who make ſuters magiſtrates : bur did cuerthinke theynwilling Wor- 
thy man, was firterthen the yndeſeruing defirer. Thereforethemore Evarchus drew 
| backe, the more hee found in himthar the eunningeft [Pilot doth moſt dread the 
rockes;:the more carneſtly hee purſucd his; publike requeſt vato him. Heedefired: 
him not to make any weake excuſes of his weakenelle , fince fo many examples had: 
well-proucd his minde was ſtrong reoucepaſlt thegreareſt troubles, and his bodice 
ſtronginough co obey hisminde;aadrhar folong as rheywere joyned t hee 
knew-Exarchus would thinke it no wedriſomeexerciſe,to make themyellels of yer- 
tuousattions:Theduty to his country he acknowledged: which as hehad fo ſetled, 
asit was natto fearcany ſuddcnalteration; ſofince itdid want himas well ic mighe 
endure .afruitfull a8an idle abſence. As forthedoubthee conceiucd of the peoples 
conſtancie inthis their cletion; hee lard it wasſuch a asallhumane actions 
are ſabictynto': yet as muchas inpolitiquelagatters, which tecciue not Geome® 
cricall cercainties,amatii may aſſure himſelforhere wastujidear liklyhood ro be con» 
ceiuediofthe contumuance; both in cheirynariumitie,&his worthineſſe; wherof rh 
oncwagapt to beheld; and the atherto hald, toyncd to the preſent neecſsitie the; 
ind of 'mortall mindes:Inſumme, he alledged ſomany:rcaſonsto'Enarches 
his emitide, (alrcady inctiacdiroenter intoatiy yertuous aftion)) that hee yeelded to 
raks ypoa himcifache iudgement of the proſeat cauſe, ſoashemighrfinde indecde 
tharfuchiwas thopooplesdeliccourvf iudgementand atefaftion. Therfore moun=- 
ting on:their horſes, they haſtedrothe , where ound, rhovgh late in che 
zefic;the people wakfully watching for theiflue of Philenax Embaſlage. No man 
thikning rhe matter would be'well dane, wichout he had his yoyee in #,8& cach dee-, 
ming his owneeyes the beſt guardicns of histhroate in'charvnaccuſiomed-tumule. 
Butwhen they ſaw-Philanat tenirnehauingion his right hand the King Evarchue 
en whot thcy had now placed the! greateſt burthen off their feares, with ioyfull 
ſhoutcsand applanding acclaniatians, they made him 8 the worldquickely know, 
that one mans ſufficiencic js more anaildberhen tenne. thouſands. multitude , So 
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imperiouſnefſc there refts ina well formed ſpirit, Foravif Exarchu had brene borne 
of the Princely bloud of Arcadia, or that longand well acquainted proofe had: in+ 
grafred hias in their country,ſo flocked rheyabour this ſtranger, moſt of them alrea> 
die from-deieed fearcs, rifingto ambitious conſiderations, who ſhould carch the 
firſt hold of his fauour. Andthen from thoſe crying welcomes to babling onewith 
cheorher, ſome prayſing Philanex for his exceeding paine, others liking Exorchus 
alpett, andas they 1 his age by his face, ſo iudging his wiſcdome by his age, 
Ewarchus ough theth ike a manthat did neitherdiſdaine apeople,nor yet 
was any ing tickled with cheir flatteries. But alwaycs on, a man 
might reade aconſtant dcerermination inhiscycs, And in that fort diſmounting a. 
mongthem,heforthwithdemanded the connocationto be made, which accordings 
ly wasdone,with as nwch order and filence, as ie might appeare , Neptwwe had noe 
more force to appeaſerhe rebellious winde, then the admitationof an cxtraording- 
ry verrue harh, to remper adifordreg muleirude. Hee being raiſed vp vpon a place 
 morehigh thenthereſt, where hee be belt ynderſtood, 1n thisfort ſpake vmro 
che.

pitifuldiſcourle one to the ocher, what had befallen them, 8 char by the plaine com-

[ela nogard ofrhemſclucs, thealike in reſpeR of the ſubiet ( thErwo Princes , as 
Pameldhad learncd of Maſideruc , being ſo minded, as they would cuermakeboth 
their forruncs one) ir did moreynirc,8 ſo ſtrengthen their lamenrarion : ſeeing the 
onecould not bee miſerable; burthar it muſt neceſlarily make the other miſcrable

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their memory forchwith warned them, the more praiſe worthy .they were, the more 
atthat time they were worthy of lamentarion. Theaagaine rocrying & ,wringing 
of hands;8 then a new, as vnquier griete ſought cach corner,tonewdilcourſes,from 
diſcourſes to wiſhes, from wiſhes ro prayers,Eſpecialiy the tender Phrloclea, who as 
ſhee was in yeares yonger,and had neuer lifted vp her minde ro any opinion of ſo- 
ucraigneric,ſowasſheethe apter to yeeld to her misfortune;hauing no ſtronger de+ 
baces in her mind,then a man may ſay a moſt wity childhood is want rv nowuh: ag 
to imagine with her ſelfe, why Phr/anax8the other noblemen, ſhould deale fo cruel- 
ly by her,thathad neuerdeſcrucd cuill of any of them. And how they could finde 
in their hearts, ro impriſon ſuch a perſonage,as ſheedid figure Pyrocles whom hee 
thoughtall che world was bound coloue, as well as ſhee did. But Pamela,alchough 
endued with ayertuous mildnefſe, yer theknowledge of her ſelfe, and what was due 
ynto her, madeher heart full of a ſtronger difdaincagainl(t her aduerſirie. - ''- + 
-*.. Sotharſhee ioyned the: yexation: forher friend; withthe {piteto (ee; her ſelfe,as 
ſhee thought, rebelliouſly detayned, and mixcd deſirous thoughts to helpe,, with 
reuengefull thoughts if ſhe could nothelpe. Andasin pangsof-death, the ſtrongge 
hearr fecles the” greatertorment, becauſe irdoth the mote refilt to his oppteſiour , 
ſo her minde; the noblerivwas ſer,and had already:embraced'the higher thoughts, 
ſo much more it did repinc ;. and che moreir repined, the moxe helpleſſe wounds is 
ueyato icfelfe. Bur when great parr of the night was paſſed-ouet the dolefull 
alicke of theſe ſweere Ladies complaints;, and: thatleaftire-though withſome 
ſtrife, had brought Pamelato know, that an Eagle when ſhe is-in a Cage, muſt noc 
thinke to dolike an Eagle, remembring with themſelues, that.it was likely the next 
day, the Lords would proceed againſt thoſe they: had impriſoned; They imployed 
the reſt of the night in writing varothem, with ſuch carneſtneſſe asthe marrer rev 
quired , bur in ſuch ſtiles as the ſtateof their thoughts was apt to faſtion. In the 
meane time ,: Pyrocles and Muſidorus were recommended to ſo ſtrong a guard, as 
they might well ſee it was meant, they ſhould pay: no leſſeprice thea their liues, 
for the getting our of thar place, which they like men indeede, ( fortifying cou- 
ragewith the true Rampier of patience) did ſo endure, asthey did rather a peare 
uernours of neceſſitie, then ſeruants to fortune. The. whole ſumame of their 
thoughts reſting vpoa theſaferic of their Ladics, and their care one for the other: 
whercin (if at all) heir hearts did ſceme tarecceiuc ſome ſoftneſle. For ſometimes 
Muaſidorus would teele ſuch a motion to hisfriend,and his ynworthy caſe, that hee. 
would faltinto ſuch kind ſpeeches. My Pyrocles,would hee ſay, tow ynhappy may 
I thinke T heſſalia, rhat hath beeneas it were the middle way o.his cuill eſtate of 
yours? For if you had not beene there brought vp), the Sea ſhould-not;hauchad 
this power , thus to ſeuer you from your deare father. I hane therefore, (if. com- 
plaints do at anytime become a mans heart ) moſt cauſe. ro complaine; fince my 
countrie , which recciued the honour of Pyrocles education, ſhould beeaſtep to 
his ouerthrow, if humane chances can bee counted an ouerthrow to hirh , that 
ſtandes vpon vertue. Oh excellent Huſidorus,anſwered Pyrocles,, how;dae you 
teach mee rather; to fall our with my ſelfc, and my fortune , ſince by you Thaue re- 
cciucd all good you onely by methis atflition?ro you and your yertuous mother; 
Tin my tendreſt yeares,and farhers greateſt troubles, was ſcox-tor. ſuccour., There 
did I learne the ſweete myſterics of Philoſophic, there had T your huely example 
ro confirme that which I learncd; cherelaſtly had I your friendſhip , which'no yn- 
happineſſe can euer make mee ſay, but that hath made mee-happie. Now fee how 
my deſtinic (the gods know ) not my will, hath rewarded you ; my father ſendes 
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for you away out of your land, whence but for mce you had nor come: what after 
followed,you know. It was my-loue nor yours, which firit ſtayed you here 3 and. 
therforc if the heauens ever held aiuſtproportion,it were and not you, that ſhould 
fecle the ſmart. O blame nor the heauens, ſweere Pyrocles, faid Muſidorns,. as their 
courſe neuer alters, fo is there norhing done by the ynreachable ruler of them, bur 
hath/att eucrlaſting reaſon for it, And to ſay the truth of theſe things', wee ſhould 
deale vngratefully with narure, if we ſhould be forgerfull recciners of her gift, and 
diligent Auditors of the chaunces we like ior. Wee have lined, and hauclined rg 
be good to our ſelues,and others : our ſoules which are purintortie tiring carth of 
our bodies, haucatchieued thecauſcs of theit thither comming : they haue known, 
and honoured with knowledge, the cauſe of their creation,and to many men (for in 
this time,place,and fortune, is lawfvll for vs to ſpeake glorioully) ithath becneþe» 
Houefull,that weſhould liue. Since thenerernitic is not to be had inrhisconjunRti- 
0n;what js tobe loſt by the ſeparation, buttime? which ſinceit hath his end, when 
thatis oficecome,allwhar is paſt is nothing : and by the procrafting nothing got- 
ten,bik labout andcare.' Doe not mce therefore that wrong, ( who ſomerhing ia 
yeares, bit much in all other deſerts, amfitter ro die then you) asrofay, you haue 
brought mero any euill : fincethe louc of you, doth oucr-ballance:all bodily mif: 
chietes, and thoſe mifchicſes bebur miſchiefes to the baſer mindes, too much de+ 
kwhted with the ketnell of this life. Neither will I any more yeeld ro my paſsion of 
kmeriting you, which howſocucr it might agree ro my exceeding friend(hip, ſure- 
ty it would nothing to your exceeding vertue. Addethis to your noble ſpeech my * 
geatecoulin, ſaid Pyrocles, char if wee complaine of this our fortune, or ſeeme 9 
our {clues faultic, in hauing one hurt the other, wee ſhew a repentance of the loue 
we beare to theſe marchleſie creatures, or ar leaft a doubr, ir ſhould be ouer dearely 
bought, which fot my part ( andfo darcI anfwerefor you) I call all the Gods ta 
witneſſe, I am ſofarre from,thar no ſhame, notorment, no death, would make mee 
forgo the leaſt patr ofthe inward honour .,eflentiall pleaſure, and lining life , Irhaue 
eniioytd in the pretence of the faultlefle Philoclea. Take the preheminence in all 
chings;but in true loving, anfvered Maſdorme, for the contelsion of that no death 
ſhallger of me. Of that, anſwered Pyroclesſoberly ſmiling, T perceive wee ſhall haue 
adebate inthe otherworld, if art leaſtthere remaineany thing of remembrance in 
that place. I doe northinke the contrarie, ſaid Muſidorws alrhough you know, it is 
gtcatly held, that witivthe death of bodieandſcnfes ( which arc not onely the be- 
inning, but dwelling and novriſhing of paſcions, thoughts and imaginations ) 
they failing,metmorie likewiſe failes,which riſerh only onrofthem -8then is there 
left nothing, bur the tncelletuall part or intelligence, which yoid of all morall ver. 
- rues, which ſtand inthe meane of perturbations, doth only liuc in the contempla- 
riue vettvic,and power of the omnipotent good, rhe ſoulc of ſoules, and vniuerſall 
life of this great worke,8& therfore 1s vtterly void from thepoſsibility ofdrawiog to 
it ſelfe theſe ſenlible conſiderations. Certainly,anſwered Pyrocles,l calily yeeld,that 
weſhall-not know one another, and much leſle theſe paſſed things, with a ſenbble 
or paſsionate knowledpe. For the cauſe being raken away, the dfefts follow. Ney- 
ther do I thinke,we ſhall haueſuch a memory ,as now we haue, which is bur a relick 
of the ſenſes, or rathet a print he ſenſes have lefr of things paſt in our thoughts, but 
it ſhall bea vitallpower of that very intelligence ; which as while ir was hcre,it held 
thechiefeſeate of our life, & was as it were the laſt reſort, to which of all our know+ 
ledges,the higheſt appeale came, and ſo by that meanes was. neuer ignorant of our 
ations, though many imes rebcllioully reliſted, alwayes with this priſon darknied : 
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Gagmch more being free of that priſon, and returuing tothe life ofall things, where 
all infinire- kepwledge is, nas but bus 4 rg gdlgrachs wich isboth his 
nameand being, of things both preſeac and paſſed, though voideaf imagining ro 
itſelfe any thing; bur eucn- growne like to oy Creaorhach all thiogr,with g (pi- 
ticuall knowledge before ir, The difference of whichis as hard for ys ro concciue,as 
iewasfor vs, when wee were in our mothers wombes, comprriyed (if anybo- 
dic-would havertld vs ) what kind of light weenow. inthis life ſec., what kindeof 
knowledge weenow haue : yer now weedoe notoncly feele our preſent being, buc- 
whecancciue what wee were before wee were borne, though! remembrance make 
ys: or: docit, but knowledge, and though wee ate ytrerly withqurany remorſe of 
ary miſcric weemight cheaſuffer. Eucaſuchand much moreoddes,ſhall there be 
attharſecond.deliucricof ours; when voide of ſenfible memory,or memoratiue 
{zjon ; wee ſhall norſeethe coloures, bur lifes of allchings that haue beene orcan 
} andſhall{asI bope ) know our friendſhip, though cxempt from the earchly 
cares of friendſhip, hauing both vnited it, and ourſclues, in chathigh and heaucn- 
ly loucof the vnquenchablelighe, As hee had caded his ſpeech,  24»/idors logking

Thuis did they like quiet, Swannes, ſing their owne gixſcquies, and yertuouſly en- 
able their mindes againſt all extremiries, which theygid chinke would fall ypon 
them, eſpecially reſoluing , thar che brſt care they would haue, ſhould be by raking 
the fault ypon themſelues, to cleare therwo Ladics, of: whole cale (as of wires 
elſe xhat happened ) they had not any knowledge, Alghough thei friendly hoſt 
ehehoneſt gentleman Kalander, ſecking allmeancs how to i Wipes had ende- 
uoured to ſpeakewith then), 8ro make then kuow, who ſhould be their iudge, Bac 
the curious ſeruant of Philangy forbad himyheentcie,vpon paine of death. For ſoit 
was agreed ypon,thatno man ſhould haur any coufercace with thera, for feaze-gf 
new tumults.In ſomuch that: Kalender was: conſtrained to retirehimielfe, having 
yerobtained thus much, that hee would deliver yatothe wo Princes their 
andicwels,which being left wich him at Manrrnce(wilely. confidering charcherr dil 
Sta ea 4; rio. make Tay 
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the ſight of the iudges)hehad that night ſent for,8&now brought ynto them. They 
accepted their owne, with great thanktullneſle, knowing from whence it came, and 
Aatriced themſcligs in ir againſt the next day,which being indeed rich and Princely, 
they accotdingly determined to maintainethe names of Palladius and Dixphantus, 
as before it is mentioned. Then gauc they themſclucs to conſider, in what ſort 
they might defend their cauſes , forthey thought ir no lefle yaineto wiſhdeath, 
then cowardly tofcare it, till ſomething before morning , a ſinall ſlumber raking 
them, they were by and by after called ypto cometo the anſivere, of no lefle then 
theirlives imported. Burtin chis ſort was the iudgement ordercd. As ſoone as the 
morning had taken afull poſſdſion of the Element, Euarchus called voto him 
Philanax , and willed him to draw out into the middeſt of the » (before the 
chiefe lodge ) the throneof iudgement ſeate, in which Buſ ws was wont toſit, 
and according to their cuſtomes , wascuer caried with the Prince, For Evarchus 
did wiſely conlider, the people to bee naturally taken with exterior ſhewes, farre 
morethen with' inward conſideration of the materiall points. And therefore in 
this new cntric into ſo entangled a matter,hee would leaue nothing which mighs 
beeyther an armour or ornament voto him, and intheſe pompons ccremovies 
hcewell knew aſecret of gouernement much to conſiſt. That was performed by 
the diligent Philinax , and therein Evarchus did ſer himſelfe all cloathed in blacke, 
with theprincipall men, whocould in that ſuddenneſſe prouide themſelucs of 
ſuch mourning rayments ; The —_————_ commaunded to m_ an orderly 
filence of cach fide , which was duly obſcrucd of them, partly for the deſire they 
had to ſce agood concluſion of thelemarters, and partly ſtrikenwith admiration, 
aſwell at thegraue and Princely preſence of Ewarchas, as at the greatneſſeof the 
cauſe, which was then ro comein queſtion . As for Philanax, Exarchus would 
hauedonehim the honour tofit by him, bur hee excuſed himſclfe), defiring to bee 
the accuſer of the priſoners in- his maſters behalfe ; andtherefore fince hee made 
himſclfea partie, ir was not conueniertfor him to fit in the iudiciall place. Then 
was ita while deliberated, whether the two yong Ladics ſhould beebrought forth 
in open preſence : bur that was ſtopped by Philanex , whoſe loue and faith,did deſ< 
. cend from{his mailter to his children, andonly deſired, the ſmart ſhould light ypon 
theothers , whom hee thought guiltic of his death and diſhonour, all ging for 
this, that neicher wiſedome would they ſhould bee brought in preſence of the 
propa: which might hexeupon grow to new vprores nor iuſtice required they 
uld be drawneto any ſhame, rill ſome bodie accuſed them. And as for Pamela, 
he proteſted the lawes of Arcadia,would not allow any iudgement of ——_ 
ſhe herſelfe were to determine nothing cill age or mariage'cnabled her, Ther the 
— bodie being layd ypon{ a Table,iuſt before Zuarchuo, & all coucred ouer wich 
blacke, cheprifoners, narnely the Queeneand two yoog Princes, were ſent for to ap- 
in the proteors name'; which name was thecauſe they came notro know- 
ado fncarea kinſman was to iudge of them,but thought him to be ſomeno- 
bleman, choſen'by the Country, in this extremitie. So extraordinarie a courſe had 
the ordet of the heauens ptoduced at this rime,that bothnephew & ſonne, were not 
-only ptiſoners;but ynknownro their yadeand father, who of many yearcshad noc 
ſeetie them. And Pyrocles was to plead forhis he beforerhat throne; inwhich throne 
lately before heliad ſaued the Kings life. Bur firſt wasGyrecialed forth, in the ſame. 
weedes that theday & night before ſhe/had worne, fauing that in ſtead of Zelmenes 
garmentin which ſhewasfound,ſhe had'aſt on a long cloak, which reached rothe 
ground,ot ruſſet courſe cloath,wich a poote felchar, which almoſt coucred all her 
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face,mo ſt part of hergoadly baire (on which her hands had layd many a ſpitefull 
hold)ſo lying vpon her ſhoulders,as a man mighe well ſee, had no artificiall care. 
leſnefſe. Hereyes downe onthe ground,of purpole not to looke on Pyrecles face; 
which ſbce did nor ſo much ſhun, forthe yakindieſle ſhee conceiued ofherowne 
ouerthrow,as for the feare,thaſe motions in this ſhore time of herlife ſhould bere. 
uived, which ſhec bad with thepaſlage of iafinit ſorrowes mortified. Great was the 
compaſſion the people felt, to {ce their Princeſle Rate, and beaurie ſo deformed by 
, fortune and her owne deſert, whom they had euer found a Lady moſt worthy of all 
honour. But by and by theſtght of the other wo priſoners drew.moſt of hs cycs 
ro that ſpcRacle.:Pyrocles came our led by Sympathre,clorhed after the Greeke man- 
ner, in along coate of white ycluer, reaching to the ſmall of his legge, with great 
buttons of Diamondsall along yponit.: His necke without any coller,not ſo much 
as hidden with a ruffe,did-pafſe the whirneſle of his garments, which was not much 
in faſhion ynlike to the crimſon rayment! ourKnights of the arder firſt put 0n.On 
his feere hee had noching bur flippers, which,after theancicatmaner,weret yed 
with certaine laces, which were faſtned ynder his knee, having wrapped abour(wi 
any prettic knots ) his naked legges. His faire auberne haire ( which heware in 
at length , and gaue atthar time adclightfull ſhew, with being ſturd vp-and 
downe with the breaih of a'gentle wind) had nothing vpon it, but white Ribbia,in 
choſe'dayes vſed for a Diademe. Which roul-d once or wiſe about the y pcr- 
moſt part of his forchead,fcl! downe vpon his backe,cloſed yp ateach end with the 
richelt pcarle were ro beſeene in the world. Afrerhimfollowed another Nobleman, 
iding the noble Muſtdorus, who had ypon him along cloake,after the faſhion of 
that which wee call the _—_— mantle,made of purple Satten ; nocthat purple 
which we now hauc,and is but a countertcit of the Gerul:an purple(which yet was 
farrethe meaner in priceand eſtimarion)bur of che right 7yri4#x purple, which was 
neareſt to a colour berwixc our murry 8 ſcarlet.On his head, which was blacke and 
curled, he ware a Perſian Tiars all ſer downe with rowesof fo rich Rubies, as they 
wercinough roſpeake for him,that chey had to iudge uf no meane perſonage. 

'In this ſort with creed countenances, did theſe yafortunaze Princes ſuffer 
themſclues to bee rays whe ting a cight,by checompariſon of them and Gynecra, 
how to diuersperſons compaſſion is diuerfly to bee ſtirred. For as to Gyzecia, a 
Lady knowne of great cſtare, and greately eſteemed, the more miſerable repreſenta- 
tion was made of her ſudden ruine, the more mens hearts were forced to bewaile 
ſuch an cuident witneſſe of weake humanitie : ſo to theſe men,not regarded becauſe 
ynknowane, butrather { beſides rhe dereſtation of their fat ) hatcd as ſtrangers, the 
morethey ſhould haue fallen downe in an abic& ſemblance, the more in ſteede of 
compaſsion they ſhould haue gotren contempt : bur cherefore, wererovie(as I may 
terme it ) the more violenceof magnanimiric,and ſo to conquer theexpeRation of 
the lookers with an extraordinaric yertue. Andſuch effe@t indeede it wrought in 
the whole aſſembly, their eyes yet ſtanJing as it were in ballance ro whether of 
them they ſhould moſt dire@ their ſight. Iu/idorus was in ſtature ſo much higher 

| then Pyrocles, as commonly is gotten by one yeares growth. His face now begin- 

ning to haue ſome tokens of a beard, was compoſed to a kinde of manlikebeaurie. 

His colour was of a well plcafing brownenefſſe, and the fearures of it ſuch , as they 

caried both delight and maicſtic : his countenancefeucre, and promiſing a minde 

much giuen to Binking, Pyrocles of a pure ne and of ſuch a chearefull 
ov 


_ fauour,as might ſeemecither a womans faceina boy, or an excellear boyes face in 
| Pp 2 a woman. 
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a woman His lookegentlc and baſhfull, which bred the more admiration, having 
| ſhewedſuch notable proofes of courage. 'Laſtly, though both had both,if there 
wereany oddes, Mrſidorus was the more goodly,and Pyrocles the moreloucly.Bur 
aſloone as Muſidorws ſaw himſelte ſo farre forth led among the pcople,thar he knew 
to agreat number of them his voice ſhould bee heard, mifdoubring their intention 
rothePrinceſle Pamela, ( of whom hee was more carcfull then of his owne life; ) 
euenas he went(though his leader ſoughrto interrupthim) hee thus:with a lowde 
yoice ſpake ynto them. And is it polsible © Arcadians , faid hee , tharyou can for- 
et thenatucall dutie you owe to your Princefle Pamela 2 hath this ſoyle beene fo 
Fiede bcholdingro-her noble Aunceſters ? hathſo long atime rooted no ſurer loue 
in your hegrts to that line ? Whircis that faith co your Princes bloud, which harh 
not onely preſerucd you from all dangers heretofore, but hath ſpread your fame to 
all the nations inthe world ? Where is that iuſtice the Arcadrans were wontto. 
flouriſh in, whoſe nature isco render to eucry one his owne ? Vill you now keepe 
therightfrom your Prince, who is the onely giuer of iudgement,the key of iuſtice, 
andlite of your lawes ? Doc you hope in a few yearcs,to.ſet yp ſuch another race, 
whichnothing but lengrh of time can eſtabliſh > Will you reward Baſilius childrem 
with vngratcfolnefſe, the very poylon of manhood? Will you betray your long fer. 
led reputation, with the fowle name of traytours ? Is this your mourningor your 
Kings death,ro encreaſc his loſle with his daughters miſctie? Imagine your Prince 
doth looke out of the heaucns vnto you, whar do you rhinke he could wiſh more at 
your hands then thatyou doe well by his children ? And what morchonourT pray 
youean you doeto his obſequies, then to fatisfic his ſoule with alouing memorie, 
as youdoe his body with an ynfelt ſolemnitie? What haue you donewiththePrin« 
celle Pamela? Pamelathe iult inhererrix of this Countrey, Pamela whom thisearth 
may bee happy, thag irſhall be hereafter ſaid,ſheewas borne in Arcadia, Pamela in 
her ſelfe your ornament, in her education your foſter childe,and cucry way your 
onely Princeſle, what accountcan you render to your ſelucs of her ? Truely Idoe 
northinkerthatyou all know whart is b:come of her : ſo ſoone may a Diamond bee - 
loſt : ſo ſoone may thefaireſt light in the world bee put our. But looke, looke ynto 
it, © CArcadians, bee not ſo wilfully robbed of your greateſt treaſure, make not 
yourſclucs miniſters to priuate ambitions , who doe bur vſe your {clues toput on 
your owne yokes. Whatſocuzr youdctermine of ys (who I muſtconfeſſ are but 
ſtrangers) yet let not Baſilius daughters be ſtrangers vnto you, Laſtly, howlocuer 
you barre her from her publikeſoucraignerie, ( which if youdo,lirtle may we hope 
of cquitie where rebellion raignes) yerdeny not that childes right ynto her, that ſhe 
may come anddo thelaſt duties to her fathers bodie.

But this venimous 
ferpent,admirred thus into his boſome;as contagion willcalily finda firbody for it, 
ſo had ke quickly faln< into ſo near acquarniice with this naughty woman, whom 
cuE now youhaue moſt iuſtly. codemaed,thar chis was her right hand,ſhe ſaw with 
no cycs bur his,nor ſeemed to haue any lifebur in him,ſaglad ſhe was to finde one 
more cunning then her ſelfe, in coucring wickedneſſe with a modeſt yaile. What is 
to be thought paſſed betwixt two ſuch yertuous creatures, wherofthe one hath con- 
feſſed murther,&th'other rape, [ leaue to your wiſe co(ideration.For my hart haltes 
to the miſcrable point of Baſilizs murder,for the executing of which with more fa- 
cilitic,thisyong nymph of D 7anas bringing vp,fained certainerires ſhe had to per= 
forme: ſo furious an impiety had caried him from all remEbrance of goodnes,thar 
he did notonely not feare the gods,as the beholders and puniſhers of ſo vagodly a 
villany,butdid blaſphemoully vſc their (acred holy name,as aminiſter yntornr. And 
forſooth a caue here by was choſen, forthetemple of his deuotions,a Caue of ſuch 
darkeneſſe,as did prognoſticate, hee mearit to pleaſe the infernall powers, for thero 
this accurſed cayrife,ypon thea!rar of falſhood ſacrificed thelife of the vertuous Ba» 
filizs. By what meanes he trained himthither, alasI know nor, for if Imighthaue 
knowne it, cither my life had accompanied-my maſter, or this fellowes death had 
preſerued him. But this may ſutfice, that in the mouth of this Caue,where this rray- 
ror had hislodging and chapocil,when alrcady maſter ſhepheard his companion 
had conucycd away the yvndoubced inhererrix of this countrey,was Gynecia found 
by the dead corps of her husband, newly empoyſoned, apparelled in the garments 
of the young Ladie, and readionoqueſtion to haue fledto ſomeplace, according 
to thicir cofſort ; bur char ſhee was by certaine honeſt ſheepheards azreſted : whilo

4#24z0» was violently gorten-into the chamber of the Lady Philss 
clea,where by the mingling (as much as 1n him lay)of her ſhame with his miſdced, 
he might inforce-her to be accefiary ro het fathers death; vuder the countenance 
of her and her ſiſtcr (againſt whom they knew wee would not rebell ſear as it were 
with onegripe into their trecherous hands, the regiment of this mightieprouince, 
But the almighty cic preueted him of the end of tus miſchict,by viingayillain.Da- 
metas his hand to incloſe him-1n there, wheriwith as much forrificaris as ina houſe 
could be made, he thought himſelfc in moſt ſecuritie, Thus ſee you moſt iuſt iudge; 
aſhorcand fimple ſtory of che infamous miſerie falneypon this country, Indcede 
infamous, fince by an cffeminate man, wee ſhould ſuffer a greater ouctthrow, then 
our mightieſt encmics haue been cucrable tolay vpon vs. And tharallthis,which T 
haue ſaid is moſt manifeſt aſwell of thamurdering of Bſilizs , as the rauiſhing of 
Philoclea(tor choſerwo parts Ieftabliſh of my accuſation) who is of ſo incredulous 
a minde,or rather who will ſo-ſtoppe His eyes from ſeeing a thing clearer then the 
light, as not to hold for afſuredſo palpable a matter. Forto begin with his moſt 
cruell miſdeed,1s it to be imagined,that Gynecia (a woman though wicked, yerwit- 
ry) would hauc attempred & archieued enterpriſe, noleſſe hazardous then horri- 
ble,without having ſome counſcllor.in'ehe beginning, and ſome comforter in the 
performing ? Had ſhee, who ſhewed her thoughts were ſo oucrruled with fome 
| Rtrangedcfire,as in deſpite of God, narure-arid womanhoode , ro execute that 1n 
deeds,which 1n words wee cannot heare withour trembling ? had ſhee I ſay nopra- 
Riſe to lead her voto it ? Or had ſhee a praftile wirhour conſpiracie? Or could hee 
conſpire without ſomebodic to conſpire wth'? AndVt one were , who ſo likely as 
this,co whom ſhce communicated I am ſureher minde, the world thinkeg, her bo- 
die ? Neither let her wordes taking the whole fault ypon her (elfe , bee tein any 
thing auailcable. For to thoſe perſons who haue vomired our of their ſoules 
allremnants of goodneſic, there reſts acerraine pride in cuill, and hauingeelfe no 
ſhadow of glorie left: then, they glory ro bee conſtant in iniquirie, and rhat God 
knowes mult bee held out to the laſt gaſpe, without reucaling their accomplices ; 
As thioking great courage is declared in being neither affeard of the hcauens, 
nor aſhamed of the world. But let Gyneczas aftiondie with her (elfe, what can all 
the earth anſwer for his comming hither ? Why alone, if hee bee a Prince ? How 
forichly 1eweiled if hee bec nor a Prince? Why then a womanif now a man?Why 
now Dzaphantus, it then Zelmane ? Wasall this play for nothing , or if ithad an 
end, what end bucthecnd of my deare maiſter? Shall wee doube fo many ſecrete 
conferences with Gyrecia , fuch fained fauourto the ouer-ſoone beguiled Baſilins, 
a Cave made alodging, and the ſame lodging made atemplcof his religion, 
| hftly fuchchanges and crecheries,as aquier Poet could ſcarce fill apoeme withall, 
weredircQtcd to any lelle ſcope then to this monſtrous murder ? O ſnakie ambi- 
tion, which can windechy ſelferoſo many figures, to flide thither thou deficeſt to 
come ! O corrupted reaſon of mankinde, that can yeelde to deforme thy ſelfe with 
ſo filchy dcfires! And © hopelcſſe bee thoſe mindes, whom ſo vnaaturall defires 
doe not with their owne ouglineſſe ſufficiently terrific ! But yer even of fauour 
let vs graunt him thus much more, as co fancierthatin theſe forerold things , for- 
rune might bee a great Aﬀor, perchance ro ancuill end yet to a lelſe aillend all 
theſe eutangled deuiſes were erttended. Burl beſeech your Ladiſhippe, my Ladie 
—_— mee what excuſe can'you finde for the changing your lodging 
with the Queene,that veric inſtant ſheewas to fintſh herexccrable praiſe ? How 
canyou cloke the lending of your cloake'yato her,was all that by chance too?Had 
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the ſtarres ſent ſuch an influcnce vnto you, as you ſhould be uſt weary of your 
lodging and garments, when our Princc was deſtenied to the flaughter ? Whae 
fay you to this, 0 ſhamefull and ſhameleſle creature ? fie 'indeede'to beethe diſ- 
honout of both ſexes, Bur alas, I ſpend roo many words in ſo manifeſt and fo mile- 
table a matter. They muſt bee foure wilde horſes (which according to bur lawesare 
the execurioners of men which murder our Prince ) which muſtdecidethis queſti- 
on with yougYet ſce ſo farre had my zeale to my beloued Prince tranſported mee, 
that I had almoſt forgotten my ſecond part, and his ſecond abhomination, I meane 
his violence offered to the Lady Philoclea:wherwith as if ithad wel become his wo- 
manhood, he'came brauing to the iudgment ſcare: indeed our lawes appoint not ſo 
cruell a death(alchough death roo)for this fa as for the other. But whoſocuer wel 
wayes it, ſhall finde it ſprong out of the ſame fountaine of miſchieuous naughti- 
nee, the killing of the father, diſhonouring the mother, and rauiſhing the childe.

But coo farre I find my paſsion, yer honeſt paſsion 
th guided mee; the cauſe is cuery way roo too much ynanſwerable .. Ir reſterh 
in you 6 excellent proteFpr to pronounce iudgement, which if there bee hope 
 tharſuchayong man may proue profitableto the world , whoin the firſt exerciſe 
of higawne determination , farrepaſſed the arranteſt ſtrumperiin luxuriouſneſle, 
the ciMingeſt forger infalſchood, aplaycr in diſguiſing, a Tyger in crucltie, a 
Dragon in ingratetulneſſe, let him be preſerued likea mevkis dogreater miſchicte. 
Ifhis youth be not more defiled with trechery , then theeldeſt mans age, let Tay 
his youth befome cauſeof compaſsion. It he haue not cuery way ſoughtthe ouer- 
throw of humane ſocictie, if he haue done any thing like a Prince,let his naming 
himſelfe a Prince, breede a reucrence of his baſe wickedneſle. If hee haue not bro- 
kenall the lawes of hoſpitalicie,and broken them in the moſt dereſtabledegreethar 
can be,lct hisbeing a gueſt, be a ſacred proteQion of his more then ſauage doings:

encie he barethelepgth of his oration ; which being: ended, with as much modeſt 
' humbleneſle co the Tudge, as deſpirefull ſcorne to the accuſcr, with wordes to this 
purpoſe he defended his honour.

ſeruanc and fubie&)atrempredrhe depriving this country of ournaturall Princefle: 
atid therefore-by all righo-muſt receiuerhe puniſhment of traytors. This, matter is 
 affaredashe LinaGle 'willnordente m,being takenand brought backein:theFatt 
Fhis marccr is oodiousfmnaruce, for ſhameful co theivorid, fo coritrary toal lavwes;

6 Judge, who T-hope doeſt 
know whar ic is to bee a Tudge,that your end is to preſerue and not todeſtroy man- 
kindgrbatlawes arc not madclikelime-twigges or nets, to catch eueric thing that 
 fourWrhthem,butrather like Sea-markes,to auoide the ſhipwxack of ignorant paſ- 
ers; fincethar our doing  1n the extreameſt interpretation 1s bur a humane ex- 
xor,andthatof it you may make a profitablecuent (we being of ſuch eſtate,as their 
patents would not have mifl ikodeheatfioitie) you will notI cruſt at the perſwaſion 
of thisbrabler, burne'your houſe ro make it cleane,burlike a wiſe father turne even 
che flult of your childrento any good that may come of it:ſince that is the fruir of 
wiſedome:and cad of all ivdgements. While this marter was thus handling a ſilent 
anday4ir wereaftomihed artcation, poſſeſt all the people. A kindly contpetion mo- 
ucdthenoble: Gentleman Simpathes, but as for XK lender, eucrie thing was ſpoken 
cther by or for his owne deare gueſts, moucd an affect in him : ſometimes teares, 
ſomecrimes hopetull lookes, ſometimes whiſpering perſwafions in their cares , that 
ſtood by him,ro ſccke the ſauing the rwo. yong Princes.

garhering as affurcd ſari{FaQion to hixowne minideas in that calc he could, 'notnee. 
ing to rakeleafure forthat, whereof a long praiſe had bred awell grounded: has 
bire inhiny, with a voyce and geſture direfted to the yniuerſall aſſemblie,' inchis 
forme pronounced ſenterice.: This waighty martet/whereof weare preſently rode: 
termine, dothar the'firft conſideration yeeld ewo important doubrs. The firlt, whe- 
ther theſe rien be to be indged:the ſecod, how theyare to beiudged: Thefirſtdoubr 
ariſerh, berauſtthey give rhemſcluesourfor Princes abſolute: a facred name;and ro 
whichanyVvfolence ſeemes to beanimpictie, For how can any lawes, whicharethe 
bonds of alt humane ſocietie,be obſerued, if the law-giuers, and law-rulers. bee not 
held in an'vnrouched admiration? Buthereroalthuugh already.they hauc beene tfuf - 
ficiently anſwered, yerthus much againe [will repeat ynto you. Thar whatſocuer 
they be or be not, here they beno Prinees, ſince berwixt Prince/8 ſubie@ there is 
as ncceſlary- a relation as betweene fathet and'ſonne ;' and astherc isno mana fa- 
ther , butro his child , ſo1s not a Prince'a Prince,” burtohis owne ſubieQs. /Ther- 
fore is nor thisplace to acknowledge in them any principalitie;'withour it ſhould 
atthe ſame time by a ſecret conſent conteſſeſabietion. Yerhereto may becob. 
iected, thatthe vniucrſall ciuilitie,the law of nations (all mankind beiagas ir were 
coinhabitors or world. citizens togeither) hath euer required publike perſons ſhould 
be of all parries eſpecially regarded, ſince hot onely in'peace bur in warre, not onely 
Princes, but heralds and crumpetrs, atewich greatreaſon exempted from 1niurics, 
This point istrue, bur yer fo ttue, as they that will receiuethe benifite of a cuſtome, 
muſt not berhefirſt co breake ir, for thencan they not complaine, 'ifthey bee nor 
helpt by thar'which rhey chemſelucs hurt. If a Prince doc aQtsof hoſtilitie , with- 
our denouneing watre, if he breakehis Garth of amitie, ' or innumerable ſuch other 
things contrary to the law of armes, he muſt rake heed how he fall into theirhands * 
whom hee ſo wrongerh:, forthen is courteſie the beſt cuſtome he can claimezmuch 
moretheſe meti, who have not onely left to doe like Princes, butto belikePrinces, | 
notonely centred into Arcadia ; and ſointothe 4rcadien orders, bur into domeſti- 
call ſeruices,  and*ſo by making themſclues priuate, depriucd themlelucs of reſpe&t 
due to theirpublike calling: For no proportion it were of iuſtice thar a man mighe 
make himſelfetro Prince when he would doecuill, and might anew create himſelfe 
aPrince when he would not ſuffer emill. Thus therefore by all lawes of nature and 
nations, and eſpecially by their owne putting themſelucsour ofthe ſanQuary'of 
them , theſe young men cathot in iuſtice auoide the judgement : bur like private 
men muſt hauc their doings either cleared, excuſed, or condemned. There refterh 
then the ſecond point , how m— well. And that muſt yndoubredly be done;nor 
by a free diſcourſe of reaſon and ski!l of pluloſophie : bur mult bee ried toche laws 
of Greece , and nunicipall ſtatutes of this kingdome. For although our of them 
theſecame, and to them muſt indeed refer their off-ſpring, yer becauſe philoſophi- 


call diſcourſes ſtand'in the generall conlideration of things,they leaueto n— 
a ſcope of his 6wne interpretation: where the lawes applyia ; hare ro the:ne- 
ceſſarievſe, foldevs within aſfured bounds : which once broken, mans nature in- 
finitely rangeth.

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forcifie with the Queenes acknowledging hes ſc}fe onely qulpable, Certainely as in 
equalitic of CO are not 0 ne hold of the worſe, but rather to bee glad 
we may find any hope that mankind is not grow ne monlirous{(being yndoubredly 
leſſecurl aguilty man ſhould eſcape,then a guiltleſſe periſh)ſoif in rhe reſt they be 
ſpodeſſe;chen is rhisno farcherto be remembred. Bur it-chey have aggrauated theſe 
Ofaicivas with geweuills, thea are. thoſe ſuſpicions fo farreco-ſhew. themſelues, as 
ro cauſetheathet points ro beethreughly examined, and with leſle fauour wayed; 
fince this ao man can: devie, they haue beene accidental] , if notprincipall cauſcs 
of the kings death, Now then we are todetermineot the other matters, whichare 
laydto them;whertin they doc nor deyie che ta, but denje, or at leaſt diminiſh the 
faulr bur ficſt Lay remember(though ic were nor firſt allcaged by them) the ſer- 
uices they had before done, truly honorable, and worthy: of great reward, but not 
worthy to counteruaule a following, wickcdnelſe. Rewatd ig proper to wel doing, pus 
niſhmenc to cuill doing ,. whichimuſt not bre confounded , no more then good 
and cuill are tobee mingled. Therfore hath jr beene determined in all wiſedomes, 
that no man becauſc he hath done well betare,ſhould haue his preſeuteuils ſpared; 
bur rather ſo much the moxe puniſhed, as having ſhewed he knew how to be good, 
yet would againſt his knowledge bee naughc, The fa& rhen is nakedly withoug 
paſsion,or partialitie to be viewed; wherin without all queſtion they arecqually cul- 
able. For though he chat termes himſelle D aiphantws werelooner diſappointed of 
his purpoſe of conueying away the Lady Philocleathen hethat perſ bs Prin» 
celle. Pamelatoflig her countrey, and accompanicd her ap it : yet ſecingin cauſes of 
this nature,the will by the rulcs of iultice ſtandeth for the deede, rhey are both alike 
ro befound guiltic , and guiltc-of haynous rauiſhmeng. For though they rauiſhed 
them not trom themiclues, yer they rauiſhed-the from him that owed them,which 
wastheirfather; An aft puviſbed by all ths Grecian lawes, by the loſe of the head, 
as amoſtexecrable theft, For if they muſt die,who ſteale from vs our goods, how 
much morc they,who ſtcale from ysrhat,for which wee gather our goods : and if 
ourlawes-haue ttiſo inthe private perſans,, much more forcible axethey ro beein 
Princes children,where one ſtcals as it were the whole ſtate and,well beipg of that 
| pappee, being tyed by the ſecreg of a long vie, co bee gauerned by none bur the nexr 
ofthat bloud.Neither let any man maruell, our aunceſtors haue beenelo ſeuere in 
thaſe caſes, ſince the example of the Phenician Europa, but cpocul of Grecian 
Helene, hath taught chem, what deſtroying fires haue growne of ſuch ſparkles, And 
| Relene was a wife, and this butachilde,that, booteth not,fince theprinci- 
pal caule of marying wiues is,that we may haue children of our own.Bur now let ys 
leehaw theſeyong men ( twly for their perſons worthy of pity,if they had right- 
ly-pitied themſelues ) doe goe about to mitigaterthe-vchemencie of their errours. 
Some of their excuſes are common to both, ſome peculiar onely to him that was 
the ſhephcard. Boch remember the force of loue, and as it were the mending vp 
of the marcer by their mariage : if char ynbridled defire which js imtituled louc, 
might purge ſuch aſickneſſe as this, ſurely wee ſhould hauc many loving excuſes of 
hatefull milchicfe. Nay rather no miſchicfe ſhould bee commited; that ſhould nor 
be vailed vnder the name of loue. For as wel he that ſteales mightalleage the loue of 
moncy;he that murders,rhc loue of reueng; he that rebels, the loue of greacnefſle, as 
theadulterer theloue of a woman. Since they doe inall ſpeeches affirme they loue 
thar,which anill goucrncd paſsion makerh them ta follow : but loue may have no 
fuch priuiledge; That ſweete and heavenly voiting of the minds, which propetly is 
called loue, hath no ocherknet bu vertue,and thereforeif it bee arightloue, it can 
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neuer flide into any ation that is not yertuous, The other, 8 indeed more effeRuall 
reaſon is,that they may beimaried ynto them,8& 'ſohonorably redreſle che diſhonor 
of them,whom this matter ſcemerch molito touch. Surely if the queſtion were, 
what were convenient for the parties, and not what is iuſt in che neuer-changing 
tuſtice,there mighrbe-much id in it, Bur herein wee muſt conſider, that the lawes. 
looke how ta preuene by due examples, that ſuch things be nor done: & not how to 
ſaucſuchithings when they are done, For if the goucrnors of juſtice ſhall take ſuch 
aſcope,asto meaſure the foote of thelaw by a ſhew of conucuicncie , and- meaſure 
that conuenictcienot by the publike ſocictie, but by that which is fitteſt for them 
which offend : yong men, ſtrong men,and rich meo,ſhall cucr finde priuate con. 
ueniences how to palliate ſuch commirted diſorders,as to che publike ſhall tor one- 
ly be inconuenient , bue peſtilent. The mariage perchance might bee fit for them, 
bur veric ynfir were it tothe ſtate,to allow apatterne of ſuch procurations of ma- 
riage. And thus much doe they both allcage. Further goes hee that went: wicththe 
Princeſſe Paxela,and requireth the bencfit of a Counkllor, who hath place of free 
perſwalion : &thereaſonable excuſe of a ſcruant, thar did bur wait of his miltreſle, 
Without all queſtion as counlllours hauegreat cauſe to take heedehow they ad. 
uiſe aty thing,direQly oppolit to the forme of that preſent gouernementr, eſpecial- 
ly when they do it ſingly without publikgallowance : yetlo is the caſe much more 
apparant ſince ncither ſhce was aneffeQuall Princelle, her father being theo aliue, 
and though: hee had beenedead,thce not cometothe ycarcs of authority,norhe her 
ſeruant in ſuch maner to obey her, but by his own mp firſt _— t0.Da- 
wats, and then tothe king, and therefore if not-by Arcadia lawes,yet by Futold | 
orders, bound to hauedone nothing without his.agreement. Thus therefore ſince 
the deedes accompliſhed by thele rwo,ate both abhominableand inexculable, I doe 
in thebchalfe of iuſtice, and by the force of Arcadia lawes pronounce, that Dar- 
Fhantwsſhall be throwne out of ahigh tower to receiue his death by his fall. Pala 
dig ſhall be beheaded, the time before the ſunne (er: the place, in Mantivea: the exc. 
cutioner , Dante : which office hee ſhall exccure all thedayes of his life , for his 
beaſtly forgetting the carctull dutie hee owed to his charge, This ſaid, hee turned 
himſelfeto Philanax,and two of the other Noblemen, commaunding them to ſee 
the iudgement preſently performed, Philanax moregreediethen any hunter of his 
pray, went _—_ to lay hold of the'excellenc priſoncrs, whocalting a farewell 
looke one ypon the other,repreſented 1n their faces as much ynappalled conſtancie, 
as the moſt excellent courage candeliucr in outward graces, Yetit atallrhere were 
any ſhew of change in them, it was that Pyrocles was ſomewhar| nearerto baſliful. 
neſſe,and Muſidorws to anger, both ouer-ruled by reaſon & reſolution. But as with 
great number of armed men, Phi/anax was deſcending yato them, and that Muſido- 
rs was beginning to lay ſomething in Pyrocles behalfe, behold Kalender , thatwith 
armes caſt abroad, and open mouth eame crying to Eu.rchus, holding altranger ity 
his hand thatcryed much morethen he, deſiring they might be heard ſpeakedefare 
the priſoners were remoucd,cuen the noble Gentleman Simparhus ayded them in it, 
and taking ſuch as hee could commaund, ſtopped Philanax betwixt entreatic,and 
force, from carying away the Princes, yntillic were heard what new marters theſe 
mendid bring, So againe mounting tothe Tribunall, they hearkened to the ſtran- 
rs'vehement ſpecch,or rather appaſſionate exclayming, It was indeed K alodulis, 
the faichfull friend of Mu«ſidorus, to whom his maſter, when in deſpite of his beſt 
ounded determinations hee firſt became a flauc to faffcRion, had ſent the ſhep- 
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aduance

portthey vndetſtog@ot- their tonely commincimg chemſclues' to rhe Sea, the iſſue 
of which they ha#n> way tarned. Buc now rhar by! £a4enalces hee perceiued 
wherehewas gheſsing the like of Pyrocles , comparing the :ynuſednefle of this aft 
with che vnripenefſc of their age;ſreing in geocratl conicfture they coulddoe tt for 
nothing char nvight nor fallout pyoons : he'was fomewhile troubled with him- 
felfe,yharro doe; berwixtdowbrotthcit hurt;and doubr of cheir diſpleaſure. Often 
he was minded (as hisfafeſtand honefteſt way ) ro reveale trto the King Ewarchus: 
thar bott+his auchoritiemight/preuent any domage torhem , and ynder his wings 
 hehirmſelfe mightremaine ſafe. But conlidering a tourney to Byzavriam ( whereas 
' yethe(uppoſed Zaarihe lay) would my marerime, then hee was willing to re- 
maitiedoubrfull of his Princes eſtate , heerelolucd at length to wrirerhe marcer to 
Enarchis,and himſdite the while togoe tne Arcadia: vncerraine what to doe when 
heecamie thirher, bur derermined:ro doc his beſt ſeruice to his deare maſter, if by 
any good fortune hee might findehim:! And fo-it happened,thar being-cucn this 
day come to Mantinea, and agwatily andattentiucly as hee could , giuing care to 
all reporrs, in hope to heare ſomething of chef hee ſought, hee ſtraight received a 
ſtrange rumor of thele things : bur ſo vucertainly , as popular repores caric {o 
rare accidents. But this by all tnen he was willed, to ſceke out K alarder a great Gen-. 
tletnanof rhat countrey,, who would ſooneſtſatisfic him of all occurrents. Thus 
 inſtruſted hee camecucn about the mid(t of Fuarchus iudgement to the deſert 2 
whereſccing great multitudes , and heariig ynknowne names. of Palledins and

Bur this 
defcriprion made XK a/odvlizs immediately knowe the ſhepheard was his Duke, and 
ſy udging the other to bee Pyrorles, and ſpeedily communicating it to Kalender, 
who hee ſaw did favour theit caſe, they brake the preaſe with aſtoriiſbing euerie 
man with their cries. And being comero Zuarchus, K alodulrs fell at his feere,relling 
him thoſc he had indged,werc his owne Sonne and Nephew, the one-the comfort 
of Hacedon,che other the onely ſtay of Theſſalia.With many ſuch like words, but 
as from a than that aſſured hiemlelfe in that martet hee ſhould neede! fmall ſpeech. 
While X a/ander xmade it. knowne to all men, what the priſoners were: ro whom 
heecried they ſhould faluterheir father, and ioy inthe good hapthe gods had ſent 
them ; who were no leſſe glad, then a]l rhe people amazed ar the Rrange eyem of 
- theſe matrers. Euen'Philanax owne reuengetull heart was mollified, when hee ſaw

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from diversparrs of the world ſo neare kinſmen ſhould 'mecte in ſuch aneceſlirie? 
And withall the fame of Pyrocles and Muſidorwus,” greatly drew him to a compalsio» 
nate conceit, and had alrcadie yncloched his face of all ſhew of tmalice. Bur Evars 
chu ſtayda good while vpon himſelfe, likea valianemanthartſhould receive ano. 
table encounter, being vehemently ſtricken with the fatherlyloue of ſo excellent 
children , and ſtudying with his beſt-reaſon , what his office: required : arlengeh 
with ſuch akindoof grauitie,as was neareto ſorrow, hethus yttered hismind:I rake 
witneſſeof. theimmorcall gods( ſaid hee) 6 _A1rcadjans, that what this day Thave 
faid,hath beene our of my affured perſwaſion, what iuſtice'irſeife and youriuſt - 
lawes require.” Though ſtrangers then ro mee,{I had nodeſirers hurt chem;butleas 
uing aſide all cotifiderarions'of the perſons, I weighed the marter which.yow com. 
mitred intomyhands, with my moſt yopartiall and fartheſtreach” of reaſon; And 
thereoue hauc condemned them to loſe their liues , contaminated with fo'many 
foulc breaches of hoſpitalitic,ciuilitie & vertue. Now contrarie'to all cxpeQations;

-For my 
part I muſttellyou, you haue forced afather ro cob himſelfc of his children, Doe 
youtherefore,0 Philanax,and you my other Lords of this countrie, ſee the iudges

that,though he would haue refrained chem,aman might percciuerthe tearesdroppe 


downehislong white beard. Which nioued nor onely Kalodulusand K alanderto 
roringlamentations, but all rhe aſſembly dolefully to record thar pirifull ſpeQa- 
cle. Philanax himſelfe could not abſtaine from great ſhewes of pitying ſorrow,and 
manifeſt wichdrawing from performing the kings commandement. But Caeaſide- 
7% hauing the hopeof his attie, andrecouering of the Princefſe Pamela, which 
madehim moſt deſirous toliue , ſo ſodainely daſhed ; bur eſpecially mouetl fot his 
deare Pyrocles,for whonrhe was cucrreſolued hislaſt (| ſhould bee, andſtirred 
vp with rage of vnkindneſſe,he thusſpake: Enioyrhy bloudyconquelt rytannicall 
Enarchus,(aid he;for neitheris conuenient cheticle'of aking toa murtheret,gorzhe 
fRmembranceof kindred co a deſtroyerof his kindred.Goe liomeand glorie;that it 
| hach becne inchy power,ſhamefullyto kill Acufidorws, Let thy A * 
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dedisate Crownes of Laurell yn thee, thas the firſt of, thy race. thou haſt overs 
throwneaprince of T heſſa/is-Burfor me I hope the 7 heſſalians are nat ſpdegenerare 
from their anceſtors,buc thatzhey will revenge my iniury, & thejtloſſevpon thee. I 
hope my death /is no moxe vaiuſt to me,then-ir ſhalbe birter co thee, howſocucr it be, 
my death {ball ti ouer thy cruelty;neicher as now would 1 live, to make my 
life bcholding vnta thee:Bur if thy cruelty hath oat ſo blinded thine eyes, that thou

Oracle which now indeed wasaccompliſhed (not as before he had imagined) conli- 
dering all had faloe out by the higheſtprouidence, and withall weighing in all theſe 
matters his ownefaulc had beenethe greareſt; The firlt thing he did , was with all 
honourablepotmpe to ſend for Gynecia : who (poore Lady) thought ſhee was lea- 
ding forth to herlining buciall : and (when ſhe came)-to recount before all the peo- 
ple,theexcellentyerrye'was in hep, which ſhe had nor onely maintayned all her life 
moſtyaſpocred; but now was conteated (o miſerably todye,to follow herhusband.

ages with the Arcadian paſtorals,full of many comicall aduentures hapningtohoſe 
' rurall louers,theſtrange ſtorics of Ariaxis and Plexirtus, Eronaand Plangus, Helene 
& Amphialus,with the wonderfull chances that befellthem: the ſhepheardiſh loucs 
of Menalces with K alodulus daughter : the poore hopes of the the poore Philiſides 
in che purſuir of his afteiong; the ſtrange continuance of XK laimand Strephons de- 
fare ; Laſtly,cthe ſonneaf Pyrocles, named Pyrophilus,and Melidora,the faire daughter 
of Pamela by Mofldorne, who eucn at their birth entred into admirable fortunes;

ſon : then would he adde certaine praiſes, by telling what a pecrelefle beaſtthehorſe 
was, theonly ſeruiceable Courticr without flatteric,the beaſt of moſtbeauric, faith- 
fulneſſe, courage, and ſuch more, that if I had not beenea pecce of a Logician bes.

be called their fathers in learning. For not onely in time they had thisprioritie,

properly docimitate toteachand delight: and to.itnitate, borow nothing of what 
. 38; hath bcene, or ſhall bee; but range onely, reyned with learned diſcretion, into 
che dinine conſideration of -what may. bee and ſhould bee. Theſe bee they that as 
the firſtand moſt noble ſore, may iuſtly bee termed Yates : fo theſe are wayred 
6nin the extelleaccſt langnages and-beſt vnderſtanding, with the forc-deſcribed 
aac of Poeti:For cheſe indeede doe mecrely make to imitate, and tmirate both to 
delight arid teach, and delight ro moue men to take that goodneſicin hand,, which 
without delight they would flic as from aſtranger ; 'and ceacht to make them wo 
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that goodnelle whereyato they-are mooucd : which- being the nobleſt 
to which euer any learning was direed, yet wade there not | idle rongues to: barke 
atthem. Theſc be ſubdiuided into fundry more fpeciall denominations. The moſt 
notable bee the Heroteke , Lyricke , Tragicke , Camicke , Satyricke, lawbicke,Elegiacke, 
Paſtoral, and cerrauue others : ſome of theſe being rearmed according tothe martet 
they deale with , ſome by the ſort of verſe they liked beſt ro write in: for indocde 
the greateſt part of Poets , hauc apparelled their [Poeticall inucnrions , in that 
numbrous kinde of writing which is called Yerfe. Indeede bur —_ Verle,be+ 
ing bur an ornament, and no cauſc to Poerric, ſtacerhere haue beene many molt 
excellent Pocts that neucr yerſthed, and now ſwarme many yerſifiersthat necde ne- 
ueranſyere tothe name of Pocts. For Xengphor who did imitate ſo excellently as 
to giue vs Ef figiem inſti impery, che portraiture of aiuſt Empire, ynder the name 
of Cyrus as Cicero faith of him, made therein an abſolute heroicall Poeme, So did 
Heliodorus in his ſugred inucation of rhart picture of Joue in 7 heagenes and Chari- 
cles, and yct both theſe wrote in Proſe : which I ſpeake to ſhew, that it is not 
ming and _—_— makerh a Poet, (no-more then along gowne maketh an 
duocate , who though hee pleaded in armour, ſhould bee an Aduocate and 
no Souldier : ) butit is thatfayning notable images of vercues, vices , or what 
elſe , withrhat delightfull ceaching , which mult bee the righr deſcribing note to 
know a Poet by. Although indeede the Senateof Poets haue choſen yerle as their 

ficteſt rayment : meaning as in matrer they paſſed all inall, ſo in manner to 
beyoud them : not ſpeaking table-talke faſhion.,'or like-men in adreame, wordes 
as they chanccable fall from the mouth, but peaſing each ſyllable of each word'by 
juſt ion, according to thedignitie of the ſubie@. Now therefore ic ſhall 
not beeamiſſe, firſt ro weigh chis larter forrof Poerric by his workes, and then 

by his parrs; and if in neither of theſe Anatomics hee bee condemnable, I 
wee ſhall recciue a more fauourableſentence. This purifying of wit, this cnriching 
of memoric , cnabling of indgemearand inlarging of canceit , which commonly 
wee call learning, vnder what name ſocuer ic come forth, or to what immediate 
end ſocucr it bee direfted, the finall end is, to Ieade and draw vs to'as high aper- 
feRion , as our depenerate ſoules, made worſe by their clay lodgings, can beeca- 
pable of. This according tothe inclination of man , bred many formed impreſsi- 
ons : for ſomethac thought this felicinie principally ro bee gotten by knowledge, 
and no knowledge to bee ſo high or heauenly , as acquaimance wirh the ſtares, 
gaue themlſelucs ro _1fironomie : others perlwading ges to bee Demi-god, 

if they knew the cauſes of things , became nacucall ' and ſupernaturall Phelofs- 
phejs. Some an admirabledclight drew to MH uſiche : and: ſome the certaintie-of 
demonſtration to the Marhematickes : burall,one and vrherhaving this ſcopero 
know , and by knowledge to lift vp the mindefrom the dungeon of the bodice, #6 
theenioying his owne diuine effence. But when bythe: ce of experience x 
was found, thar the C4ffrovomer lookingto the ſtarrevmight fatlimadicch:thar 
the enquiring Philoſopher might bee blinde in himſelfezand the £91athemaricien 
might draw fortha ftreightline with acrooked heart, Then loe did Proofe,, the . 
oucr-ruler of opinions make manifeſt,thatallcheſearc bur ſeruing ſciences; which 
as they haucapriuateendin themlclues , {o yerare they all direed tothe higheſt 
endof the miſtreſſe knowledge, by the Greekes deyirewrmit;, which ſtands as I 
thinke inthe knowledge of amans ſelfe, inthe Echicke and Polirickeconfiderati- 
on,with che end of well doing ,and not of well knowing onely.Eucn 3s the Sadlers 
neftgnd is to make a good ſaddle, bur his further end, ro ſerue anobler facultie, 
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which horſcmanſhip.::{oirhehovſemans rodGuldietic : and the(Guldicr not onc- 
ly rohivc theskilt;6bur.copertorine thepractiſcof gſouldicr. Sorhatthecading 
end: of:all carthly earning , being-vercuous:aRion;, thole 5kils that:molt ſerug 
to bujag:forth chav,»havea mold: inſt: cixle ro-blee Princes bucr all the relt ;/ where. 
in eafely{wee.canſhew, che Poet iis worthy ro-hauc- it-before. any ochet. compe- 
ricors 2-among lain jieriand challenge-ic , ſtep, forth the morall ?hileſo- 
hers. Whom, mcthiakes:,' Iſce:comming cowards me, wich aſullen grauitic, (as 
they conld notabideice by:daylight) rudely cloathed,for ro wityelſcouts 
w ir contemprof ourwardthings;with bookes in their hands agaiaſt glo- 
ric; othoy Aerthiir natnesr ſaphiſtically' ſpeaking»agaialt ſabcileis, and an« 
grie wn any:man in 'whomthey fee- the foulefaulc of anger, Thee: men caſting 
hrgesas:they-goe of. definitions;diutfions, and!diltin&ions; with aſcorntfull in- 
terrogatiuie doc foberly aske, wherberiit bepoſsible ro finde any path ſo. readie ro 
leadea-man to vertue; as that which tcachech: what yerruc:is, and rcacheth/ir not 
onely by:dcliveringfotth his ivery being, his cauſcy and cffefts , but. alſo by ma- 
king knowne his encmic vice, which muſt bed deſtroyed:, and.his cumberſome ſer- 
uant PaGion,which muſt bee maſtered : by ſhewing the geacralities that containg 
it,andby the ſpecialities chat arederiued:trom it; Laſtly, by plaine ſetting downe 
how ir exreads it ſelf our of rhe limirs of amans owne little warld, to che gouern+ 
mencof families, and maintayning: of publike; ſocieties. The Hiſtorian ſcarcely 
giues leaſure to the £Horaliſt to ſay ſo much, bur thatheloaden. with olde Moule: 

. eaten Records, authoriſing himſeltc for:themoſtpartypon other hiſtories, whoſe 
greateſt authorities are built vpon. the noble toundation of Heare-ſay. , hauing: 
much adoeto accord differing writers , & to picke truth out of partialitic ; better 
acquainted with a thouſand yeares agoe ,. then with the. preſent age,and yer better 
knowing how this world goes, then how his. owne witrunnes; curious for Anti- 
quitics,, and inquiſitine of Noueltics , a wonder. to. young folkes, and a Tyrant 
in table-ralke, denieth in a great chafe, that agy man for txaching of yertuc , and 
ycrtuous aftions'is.compatable to him, Iam Teſti temporum , lux veritatss , vita 
memorize, magiitra vite , nunciaveta#tatis, The Philoſopher , ſaith hee, teacheth a 
diſputatiue vertue, bur I doc an aQtiuc. His yertue 1s. excellent in the danger- 
Iſle _A4cademie of Plato : but mine ſheweth forth her honourableface jn the bat- 
tels of Marathon, Pharſalia, Poietiers , and Agincourt. Hee teacherh yertue by 
ccrtaine abſtra& conſiderations: but I onely bid you follow the footing of them 
that hauc gone before you. Old aged cxperience goeth beyond the: fige witted 
Pphiloſopher : but I giue the experience of many ages. Laſtly, if he makeghe ſong- 
booke, I put thelearners hand co the-Lute,and if. heebeethe guide, Iamthelighr, 
Then would hee alleage you innumerable examples, confirming ſtoxic by ſtories, 
how much the wiſeſt Senators; and Princes haue beene direRed by the credit of 
Hiſtorie,as Brutus, _A!phonſus of Aragon, (and who not. if-neede be?) Ar length, 
the longline of their diſputation makes. a poingin this,that the one giuerh the pres 

| cept,and the other the cxample. Now whom ſhall wee find, Gincethe queſtion Itags 
deth for the higheſt formein the ſchoole of learning, to bee moderator ? Truly ag 
mee ſeemeth, the Poet; and if nota moderator,cucn the, man that oughtto caric 
thetitle ſrom them both : and much more tromall other ſeruiag ſciences; Therefore 
compare weethe Poet with the Hiſtorian, and with the morall Philoſopher : andit 
hee goc beyond them both , no other humane skill can match him. For as for the

as farre beyond any of theſe, as Eternitie exceedeih a Moment : bur cuen fos

Jour, bignefle and particular markes;'or of a gorgeons palace in Arcbiretture , 
who declating thetul beaurics, might well make the hearer able to repeateas it were 
by roar all heheard,yer ſhould never fatisfic his inward conceit, wich being witneſle 
co it ſelfc of a true lwing knowledge : but-the fame man,affoone as hee might ſee 
thoſe beaſts well pas, or that houſe well in modell, ſhould ſtraightwaics grow 
without neede of any deſcription to aiudiciall comprehending of chem, ſo ( no 
* doubr ) che Philoſopher with Ins learncd. definitions , bee itot yertuts or vices » 
marters of publike pollicie or private gouernement, repleniſheth the memorie 
with many infallible: grounds of- wiſedome , which notwithſtanding lye darke 
before the imaginative and iudging power , if they bee not illuminarcd or figu- 
red forrh by the ſpeaking piture of Poeſie. Tully raketh much paines , and many 
tmes not without Poeticall helpesto make vs knowe theforce loucof our coun- 
rey harhin'vs. Lervsbur hearcolde Ynchiſes, ſpeaking in the middeſt of Troyes 

flames , or ſee 7liſſes in the fulneſſe of all Calipſoes delights , bewayle his abſence 
from batraineand begyarly /cthaca. Anger ( rhe Stoikes aid)was a ſhort madneſſe; 
ler bur Sophocles bring you Aiax on aſtage; killing or whipping ſkeope and oxen, 
thinking them the Armic of Greekes, with their chicfraines Agamemnon, and Me- 
nelares :'& tell me if you have nota more-famuiar inſight introAnger, then finding 
in the ſchoolemen his Gen#s and Difference.See whether wiledome and temperance 
inYliſfes and Dromedesvalure. in Achilles, friendſhip in Niſas and Eurialus, cucn 
fo an ignorant man catic not an apparaiit ſhining + and contrarily, the remotſe of 
conſcience 
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conſcience in Oedipus ; the ſooncrepenting pride in Axavwrmen;ythe ſelfe deuou+ 
ringctuekiein his tacher _1trethe violenceof ambition intlieewoFhahew bro» 
thers ; the ſowre fivecrneſle of reuvcngs in cAMedes ; and rafalt lower, theFerentias 
Gnastho;ahd our Chancers Pandas bo expaeſt,that wee now vie rheir names, to Ggni» 
fietheir T cades» And figally,all yereacs,vices,andpafsions; lo- if their owne naw 
rall ſtates, layd ro the view, that wee ſecme nor rohoart of them, bueclearcly ra ſee 
through them. Bur oven, in chemoſt' excellent derermination' of gooducſt, whar 
Philoſophers counſelll can ſo readily dire a Prince, as the faigned Cyrw ingens- 
hon : ora'vertuons man in all formmes;as Lene in Yirgill, or awhole Common. 
walrh,as che Way of Sir Thomas Moores Extepia. Iiay the Way, becauſe where 
Sir Thomas Moore erced,it was thefault of theman;and nor of rhe Pocs:forthas 
Way of patterning a Commonwealth, was molt abſolute, though hoe perchance 
hath nor fo abſoluichyperformed ir; --For thequeſtion is, whether thefained image 
of Poctrie; or the regular inftrution of Philoſopie, hath the more farce in rea- 
ching. VWherein if the Philoſophers haue more rightly ſhewed themclues P ho/o- 
fophers then the Pogrethaue atrainedeo the high roppe of their profeſzion ( as-in 
trueth Aediocribureſſe portis,non Dy, non bemines, nou conceſſere colwnne ) iris (1 
fy againe) not the fault of the Are, butrhacby few men that Art can bee accom» 
pliſhed, Certainely.,euen our Sauiour Chriſt could 4s well haue given themorall 
common places of yncharirablenefle, and humbleneſle, as the divine natration- of 
Dines and Lazarus, or of diſobedience, and mercie,asthar heauenly diſcourſe of 
the loſt child and the'gracious Father, burcharhis thorough ſearching wiſedome, 
knew the eſtate of Dies burning/in hell, and of Lazarus in _Ubrabams boſome, 
would moreconſtantlyas ic were, inhabit both the memory and judgement; Truly 
for my ſclfe ( mee ſeemes ) I ſee before mine eyes, the loſt childes difdainefull prodi. 
galitic rurned to cnuiea Swines dinner : which by che learned Dzvines are thought 
not hiſtoricall ads, bur inſtrufting parables. For concluſion, ſay the Philoſopher 
teacheth , but hee teacheth obſcurely , ſo as the learned onely can ynderſtand him, 
that is rofay, hereacherh chem char arealreadie raughr. Bur rhe Poctis the foode 
for the rendreſt ſtomackes, the Poer is indeed the cioh popular Philoſapher.Wherof 
Efops tales giue good proofe, whoſe pretty allegories ſtealing ynder rhe formall tales 
oO Lraſtes make many more beaſtly then beaſtes,, begin to heare the ſaund of 
vertue from thoſe dumbe ſpeakers. But pow may it bee alleaged, that ifthis imagi., 
ning of matters be ſo fit for the imagination, then muſt the H:/torian needs ſurpalle, 
who brings you images of true matters, ſuch as indeede were done, not ſuch as fari- 
taſtically or falſly may.be ſuggeſted to haue bin done Truely Ariftorle himElte in his 
diſcourſe of Poeſie,plainly determines this queſtion,ſaying,that Poetrie is piAo709&- 
Tegop & ow 5AwzTrgop,thatis to lay,irismore Philoſophicall,8& more ingenuous then. 
hiſtory. His reaſon is, becauſe Poeſiedealerh wich wa.9:Ax,thar isto ſay,with theyni- 
uerſall conſidecation,& thehiſtory with «ad'i:«50p, rhe parricular. Now faith he,the 
vniueſall wayes what is fitto beſaid or done, cither is likelihoode or neceſsity,which 
the Poeſie conſidererh in his impoſed names:8& the parricular only marketh whether | 
Alcibjades did or ſuffered this or that. Thus farre Ariſtotle. Which reaſon of his,asall 
| his,is moſt full of reaſon, For indeed if the queſtion were, whether irwere berrer to 
hauca particular a truly orfal(ly ſet down,thece is nodoubr which isto be choſen, 
no more then whether you had rather haue Yeſþafiars pi&ture right as hee was, orar 
the painters pleaſure nothing reſembling. Bur if hequeſtion be far your own vie 8 
learning, whether it be better co hauc itſer down as ir ſhould be,or as it was;then cer-. 


tainly is more doQtrinable the fained Cyrws in Xexophon,then the rruc Cyras in uo 
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and the fained _Lereas in Yirgil, thenthe right icHeneas in Deres Phrygine: as to: 
a Ladiethar defircd to faſhion her countenance! to the: beſt grace, a Painterſhould 
more benefit her roportraita moſt ſiycere face, writing Cenidia yponit; then to 
Paitt Canidia as ſheewas', who' Horace fweareth was full ill-fauoured. If the Poet 
dochis partatight, hee will ſhew you in T avtalzs, _Atrews ; and fuch like, nothing 
that isnotto bee ſhunned , in Cyrus ,,_Heneas ;Ylyſſes,, cach thing to bee followed: 
wherethe Hi#orian bound to tell thinges as thinges were ,cannor ibeliberall, with- 
out heewill bee Pocricall of a perfect patrerne, but as in _A/exander or Scipio him- 
ſelfe, ſhew doings , ſome to bee: liked , ſome to bee miſliked ; and then how will 
you diſfcerne whatco follow, butby your ownediſcretion , which you had with- 
out reading 2uintis Curtius? And whereas aman may fay;though in yniuerſall 
| conſideration of doftrine , the- Poet preugileth,, - yet that:the Hiſtoric in his 
ſaying ſuch athing was done, doth warrant a man more in that hee- ſhall follow: 
The anſwereis manifeſt, that if hee ſtand yponthar was , asif hee ſhould argue, 
beeaule it rained yeſterday , therefore it ſhould raine to day ; then indeede hath ig 
fome aduantage to a grofſe conccit. Bur if hee know an example onely <nformes 
a cohieftured likelihood , and ſo goeby reaſon, the Poet doth lo farre exceede bim, 
as heeis to frame hisexample to that which is moſt reaſonable , bee it in warrclike, 
politike, or priuate matters; where the Hi#erian in his bare, was , hath many times 
thatwhich wee call fortune, to oucr-rule the beſt wiſedome. Many rimes hee muſt = 
rell cuients3 whereof hee can yeclde no cauſe, orif hee doe, it muſt bee portically. 
For thar afained example hath as much forceto teach , as atruecxample ( for as 
for to moue, it is cleare , ſince the fained may bee tuned tothe higheſt key of paſſi- 
on ) let'ys rake one example wherein an Hiſtorian and a Poet did concurre. Hero- 
detus and Inſtine doe both teſtific, that Zopirus , King Darixs faithfull ſeruanc, 
ſceing his maſter long reſiſted by the rebellious Bby/onrans , fained himſelfe in cx- 
rreame diſgrace of his King, for verifying of which.,, hee cauſed his owne noſe 
and cares to beecut off, andſo flying tothe Babylonians was receiued ; and for his 
knowne yalureſo farre credited , that hee did finde meanes to dcliuerthem oucr to 
Darius. Much like matter doth Lixy record of T arquinims and his ſonne, Xenophon. 
excellently fained ſuch another ſtratagem , performed by _1bradates in Cyrus be- 
halfe. Now would Ifainc know, it occaſion bee preſented ynto you,to ſerue your 
Prince by ſuch an honeſt diſsimulation, why you doc not as well learne it of Xeno- 
phons fiftions,as of the others veritic : and truely ſo much the bercer , as you ſhall 
faue yournoſe by the bargaine. For _M1bradates did not counterfeit ſo farre . So 
thenthe beſt of the Hiſtorian is ſubicRt ro the Poet : for whaiſocuer ation or fa- 
&ion , whatſocuer counſell, policie, or warre ſtratagem the Hi#orian 1s bound to 
recite, thatmay the Poez if hee liſt with his imitation make his owne; beautify. 
ing itboth for further reaching , and more delighting,as ic pleaſe him : hauing all 
from Darte his heauen to his hell, vader the authoritic of his pen. Which if I be 
asked what Poers have done ſo? as I might well name ſome, ſo yer ſayT , and ſay 
againe, I ſpeake of the Art and not of the Artificer, Now to that whichcom- 
monly is attributed to the prayle of Hiſtory ,in reſpe& of the notable learning is got 
by marking the ſuccefle,as though therein a man ſhould ſee yertue cxaltedand yice 
puniſhed : truly that commendation is peculiar to Poctric, and farre) off from Hi- 
ſtoriez for indeedePoctrie cuer (ers vertueſoout in her beſt coloures, making for- 
tuncher wel-wayting handmaid, that one muſt needes bee enamored of her. Well 
may you ſee 7lyſſes in aſtorme- and in other hard plights., bur they are bur 
exerciſes of patience and magnanimitic, to make themſhine the more in the neare 
& following 
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following profperitie. And of the contrarie parr, if cuill men come to the ſtage, 
they cucr goe out { as the! Tragedic writeranfwered toone-thar miſliked the ſhew 
of ſuch perſons) fo manacled , as they lictle animare-folkesro fokow them. But 
che Hiſtory being captived to the truth of a fooliſhworld, is many times aterror 
from well-doing,and ancncouragement to vnbridled wickednefſe. For ſce wee nor 
valiant <Ailriades rot in his ferters ?* Theiuſt Phocion and theaccompliſhed Socrates 
putto death liketraytors ? The crucll Sewers ue profperouſly ? Theexcellent Sexe- 
ras miſcrably murthered ? Sy/fa and Marius dying 1n their beds ? Permpgy and Cicers 
flaine then when they would haue thought exile a happinefſe? See wenot vertuous 
Cato driuen to kill himſelfe, and Rebell Ceſar fo aduanced, that his name,yet after 
athouſand ſize hundred yeares,laſteth in the higheſt honour ? And marke but even 
Ceſars owne wordes of the forenamed Sylz, ( who in that onely did honeſtly, to 
t downe his diſhoneſt tyranny ) Ziteras neſciutt : as if want of learning cauſed 
his to doe well. Hee meant it not by Poctrie , which not content with carthly 
plagues, deuiſerh new puniſhments in hell for rytanrs: nor yer by Philoſophie, 
which teacheth Occidentes effe, but no doubr by $kill 1n Hiſtoric, forthat in 
can afford you _— , Periander,Phalaris, Dionyſius, and 1 kaow not how many 
moecof the ſamekennell, that ſped well inough in their abhominable iniuſtice of 
vſurpation. I conclude thereforc that hee excelleth hiſtoric, not onely 1n furniſhing 
the minde with knowledge, bur 1n ſetting it forward to that which deſcrues to bee 
called and accounted good : which ſerting forward and mouing to well-doing, 
indeede ſetteth the Laurel! crownevpon the Poets as viftorious, not onely of the 
—_— , butouer the Phzloſopher , howſocuer in teaching, it may bee queſtion- 
able. For ſuppoſe ir bee graunted , that which I ſuppoſe with great reaſon may 
bee denicd,that the Philoſopher in reſpeQ of his methodicallproceceding, teach more 
perfectly then the Poet, yer doel thinke, thatno man is ſo much q1MNopi\dcegy,, as 
 tocompare the Philoſopher in mouing with the Poet, Andthat mouing is of a 
higher degree then teaching ; it may by this appeare, that it iswellnigh both the 
cauſe and effe&t of teaching. For who will be taughe,if he benot moued with defire 
tobe caughi?And what ſo much good dorh that ceaching bring forch, (I ſpeakeſtill 
of cnn doAarine ) as that it moucth one to doe that whichit doth teach ? For ag 
Ariſtotle aith;it is not yvoor bur rexfis muſt berhe fruit:and how ne&15 can be with» 
out being moued to praiſe, it 15 no hard matter to conſider. The Philoſopher 
ſhewerh you the way , hee informeth you of the parnicularities, as well of thete- 
diouſneſſe of the way , and of the pleaſant lodging you ſhall hane when your tour. 
ney is caded,/as of the many by-turnings that may diuerr you from your ways 
But this is 6 no man bur ro him that willreadehim,8 reade him with artentiue 
ftudious painefulneſſe , which conſtantdefire whoſoeuer hath in him, hath alreadic 
pn chehardneſſe of the way : and therefore is beholding to the Philoſopher, 
but forthe ocherhalfe, Nay truly learned men hauelearnedly thought, that where 
once reaſon hath ſo much ouer-maſtered paſsion, as thatthe mindehath a free de- 
fire to doe well, the inward lighteach minde hath in ir ſelfe, is as good as a Philoſo- 
hers booke, ſince in Narnre wee know it is well, todoe well,and whar is well, and 
what is euill,alchough not in the wordsof Art which Philoſophers beſtow vpon vs: 
for our of naturall conceit the Phrloſophers drew it; but to bee moucd to doe that 
which wee know, or to bee moucd with deſire to know, Hoc opme,hic labor eft. Now 
therein of all Sciences (I ſpeakeſtill of humane,and according to the humane con- 
ceit ) is our Pbet the © Honarch.For heedoth not onely ſhew the way , but giuethſo = 


fwecre'a proſpeR intorhe way , as will intice any man toenter uito it; —_—_ = 
| ot 
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dothasif your tourney ſhould lye through a faire vineyard, at Rong firſt, giue 


you acluſtcrot __ full of that raſte, you may long to paſle furcher. He be+ * 
obſ: 


g1nncth:not wit curedecfinitions ; which mult blurre che margent with intcr- 
prerations,and load che memory with doubtfulneſſe: but he commcth to you with 
wordesſet indelightfull proportion, citheraccompanied with , or prepared for the 
well cnchaunting skill of «H#ſicke,and witha talc forloth hee commerhynto you, 
withatale, which holderh children from play , and old men from the Chimney 
corner ; and pretending no more,doth intend the winning of the minde from wice 
kedueſſe to yertuezeuen as the child is often brought to take moſt wholſome thiogy 
by hyding them in ſuch other as hauc apleaſant taſte : which if one ſhould begin 
torelt chem the nature of the _Zles or Rhabarbarum they ſhould receiue , would 
ſoonertake theirphyſicke at theit cargs then attheir mouth, ſo is it inmen (moſt of 
whichare childiſh in the beſt things, ll they beecradledin their graues) glad they 
will be to heare thetales of Hercules, Achilles, Cyrus, Aeneas,and heating them,muſt 
necdes hearethe right deſcription of wiſedome, yalure, and iuſtice, which if x 
had bcene barcly ( that'is ro ſay Philoſophically ) ſer out,they would'fweare they be 
brought to ſchoole againe; th4 imitation whereof Poetry is,hath the moſt conue- 
niencie to nature of allorher : in ſomuch rhatas ©M7#otle fairh,, thoſe thinges 
which in themſelnes are horrible , as cruell bartels , ynnaturall monſters , are made 
in-peeticall imitation , delightfull. Truly I hane knowne men,that cuen with rea- 
ding _Amaars de Gaule,which God knowes, wanteth much of a perfe&t Poeſie, have 
found their hcarts moucd to the exerciſe of curtelie , liberalitic,, and ſpeci 
courage. Who readeth ©Meneas carying old Anchiſes on his backe, that wiſheth nor 
it were his fortuneto performe ſo excellent an A ? Whom doe not thoſe wordes 
of Turnus moue,(the tale of Turn having planted his image in the imagination) 
fugientem hac terra videbit ? Vſque adeone mort miſerumeſt > Where the Philoſophers 
(as they thinke ) ſcorneto delight , ſo much hey be content little ro moue ; ſauing 
wrangling whether Yirt be the chicfe or the onely good; whether the contem- 
platiuc or the ative lifedo excell;; which Plato & Boertrs well knew : and therefore 
made miſtreſie Philoſophie very often borrow the masking rayment of Poeſie. For 
cuca thoſe hardhearted cuill men,who thinke yertue a ſchoole name:and know no 
other good but :ndulgrre genio, and therefore deſpiſe theauſtere admonitions of the 
Philoſopher,and feele not the inward reaſon they ſtand ypon, yet willbecontentro 
be delighred, which is all thegood fellow Poet ſeemes topromiſe, andifo ſteale ro 
ſcethe ftormeof goodnefie,(which ſcene, they cannot but Joue,) cre themlelues bee 
awareas if they togke a medicine of Cheries, Infinite proofes. of the ſtrange ef- 
fes of this Pocticall invention might beeallcaged : onely twoſhallferue, which 
are fooften remembred , as I thinke all men know them . The one of ©Menones 
Merippa,who, when the whole peovle of Rome had reſolutely dinided themſclues 
fromthe Senate, with apparant ſhew of vtter ruine thoughhee were for that time 
an excellent Orator , came not among them vpon truſt either of. figurariue ſpec- 
ches,or cunning ivlinuations,and much leſlewirh farre fet Maximes of Phileſophic, 
which cſpecially if they were Platonihke , they mult haue learned Geometrie before 
they could well haue conceiucd : but forſooth, hee behaveth himſelfe like a homely 
and familiar Poet, Heerelleth them a tale, that there wasa time , when all the parts 
of the bodie made a murinous conſpiracic againſt the belly , which they thoughe 
dcuourcd the truites of each, others labour: they concluded they wouldler ſo vn- 
profitable aſpender ſtarue. Inthe end ,ro beeſhorr, for the tale is notorious, and 
as notorious thar it was a tale, with puniſhing the belly they plagued themſclues;”

wemini & vitiam. frafire conttudere T hirſm. Ex #lo Coridon , Coradon eft tempore 
nabie. Or isit the lamenting Elegracke , which ina kinde hearc would moue rather 
piceethenblame,who bewaylcth with the great Philoſopher Heraclitms;the weakes 

nelſe of mankinde,and the wrerchednefle of the world : who ſurely .is to be praiſed 
eirherfor compaſsionate accompanying iuſtcauſes of lamentations,or for rightly 
painting out how weake beethepaſs1ons of wofulneſſe ? Is it thebitter but whole- 

ſome- 7amwbicke , who rabbes the galled minde, making fhame the Trumpet of vil 

lanie,, wich bold andopen crying out againſt navghtindſe ? Or the Satyricke, who | 
Omne vaſer vitinmridenti tangit amico , who ſportingly neue leaucth , till he make 

amanlaugh ar follic; andat length aſhamed, tolaughat himſelfe ; whichhee can» 

notauoide, withoutauoidingune folly? who while Circum pracorate ludit,gineth 


vs to fecdehow many headaches a paſsionare life bringeth ysto?Who m— 15

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done, Eft ſalubris animus fi nos non deficit equus. Noigerchance it 'isthe: Comviche] 
whom naughtic Play-makers and ſtage-keepers, hauetaſtly made odious. Torhe 
arguments of abuſe,] will aftcr anſwer;onely thus much how:'is to bee faid, thatthe 
Comedy is an imitation of the common errors of our life, which hee repreſemerh in 
the moſt ridiculous and ſcornefull ſort thar may be +foas it is impoſzible that any 
behoulder can bee content tobe ſuch a one. Now as in Geomezrie, the oblique muſt 
be knowne as well as the right, and in _Mrithmericke the oddeas wall as the cucn,(o 
inthe ations of our life, who ſecth not the filthineſſe of evill,wanterh a great foyle 
ro percciue the beautieof yertue. T his doth the Comoedic handleſo inour private 
and domeſticall matters, as with hearing it, wee get as it were an: experience what 
15 tobe looked for of a niggardly D emea,of a craftic Danus,of a flattering Gnatho,of 
avain-glorious Thraſo: and not onely to know what effegare to be , bur 
ro know who be ſuch, by the ſignifying badge giuenthem by: the. Commerent, And 
lile reaſon hathany man to ſay, that min learne the cuill by ſecing icſoſer out ; 
ſince as I ſaid before, there/is no man liuing , but by the force hath in na« 
eure,'no ſoonerſeeth theſe men play — but wifheth them irs Pifrinum, al- 
though perchance the ſackeof his owne faults lieſo behinde his backe,that he ſeeth 
not himſelfe ro dance the ſame meaſure :.wherero yer nothing can more open his 
eyes;then to ſee his owne ations contempribly ſer forth. So that the right yie of 
Comedie will, I thinke, by no- bodice beblamed; and much lefle of the high and ex- 
cellent Tragedie, that opencth the greateſt wounds., and ſhewcrh forth the /kers 
that are coucred with T sſ/«e ,.that maketh Kings feare ro bee Tyrants, and Tyrants 
manifeſt their tyrannicall humors, char with ſtircing che ceffes of Admiration and 
Commiſeration,ceacheth the vncertainty of this world,8 vpon how weake founda- 
tions guilden roofes are builded:that maketh vs know, ,2#j ſceptraſeuns duroimpe- 
rioreent, T imet ttmentes ,metus in authorem redit. But how much it can mouc; Plx- 
tarch yeeldeth a notablereſtimonie of the abhominable T'yrant Alexander Pherexs, 
from whoſecyes a Tragedie well madeand repreſented, drew abundance of teares, 
who withour all pitic had murthered infinice numbers, & ſome of his owne bloud: 
ſo as hee that was not aſhamed to make matters for Tragedzes , yer could notreſiſt 
the (weete violence of a Tragedie. And if it wrought no furrher good in him, ir 
was,thatheein deſpice of himſelfe , withdrew himſelfe from hearkening to that 
which mighe mollific his hardned hearr.Bur ic is not theTragzediethey doc millike: 
for it were too abſurde to caſt out ſoexcellent a repreſentation of whatlocuer is 
molt worthy to bee learned. Ir is the Zyricke that moſt diſpleaſeth, who with his 
runed Lyre, & well accorded yoice, giuerh prayſc,the re of ycrrue, ro vertuous 
as ? who giuerth morall pr and naturall Problems, who ſometimerayſcth y 
his voycero the height o Saga Gnging thelaudes of the immorrall G 
Certainely I muſt contefle mine owne barbarouſneſle ; I never heard theold Sorig 
of Percie & Dovglus,that I found not my heart moued morethen witha Trumper? 
and yer it isſung but by ſome blinde: Crowder, with no rougher yoyce, then rude 
ſtile : which. being ſo cuill apparelled in the duſt and Cobweb of that vyaciuill 
age,what would it worke, trimmed in the gorgeouscloquence of Pindare? In Hun- 
garie I haue ſeencin the manner of all feaſtes and other ſuch like meetings,tohaue 
ſongs of their anceſtors.yalure, which that right ſouldicrhke nation, thinke one of 
thechicfeſt kindlers of braue courage. The incomparable Lacedemonians did not 
onely carriethat kinde of Maſicke cucr withthem tothe field , bur cuen at home, as 
ſuch ſongs were made, ſo were they all content to bee fingers of them - when the 
luſtie men were tocell whatthey did, the olde men what they hauedone, and the 
youg 
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yonpihatthey would doc. And where a man may fay, that Pindare manyrimes 
PRI vidories of ſmall motnent, racher matrers of ſporrthen vertue,as ic 
may be anſwered; itwasthefaul of the Por ,&inor of the Poetry:lo indeed thechiete 
fault waswthe time &icuſtome of the Greeks, whoiſer thoſeroyes ar ſo high a price, 
that Philip of Matedon'reckned a horſe-race won at Olymp:o,amonsg his three fearc- 
full felicicies. Bur as thevnimirable7;»4are ofren did, ſo is that kind moſt capable 
and moſt fitro awake thechoughts from thefleepe of idlendlle;to embrace honour- 
ableenrerprifes. Theterefts the Hevorc wholevery nameT thinke ſhould daunt all 
backebirers; ? Por by-what conceir Gan' a tongue bee directed to ſpeake cuill of that 
which drvverk with hithno lefſe chatypions:chen Achilles, Cyrus, Aeneas, Turnue, 
Thydens; Revdlds, whodotdhinot onely'teach and mone to a truth, but teacheth and 
troucthro&the moſthighand excellent crach : who makerh magnanimitie and iu- 
lice, ſhinertirough all myſtic featefulneſſe andtogyie deſires. Who if the faying of 
Plats and Tully bee true, that who couldfſee vertne, would bee wondcrfally rauilhed 
with the loue of her dzautie; cis manfſerrerch her out ro make her morelouely in 
her holiday apparell, to'the eye of 'any that will daine, not to diſdainevnull they 
yiiderſtand? Burif any thing'be already ſaid in thedefence of ſiycere Poetry, all con- 
curre rothemaintayning rhe Herogcaf, which is not onely akinde, but the beſt and 
moſt accompliſhed kinde of Poetry. For as the Imapeof cach Action ſtirreth and 
inſtratertthe mind,ſb theloftic Imavge of ſuch worthies, moſt inflamerh the mind 
with dcfire to-beworthy t:and enformes with counfſaile how to bee worthy. Onely 
tet Aeneas bee worne ththe Tabler of your memory, how he gouerneth himſelfe in 
the raine of his Countrey,in thepreſerurng hisold Parher,and carying away his re. 
ligious Ceremonies, in-obeying Gods Commandementrto leauc Dido, though nor 
only all paſsionate kindneſſe, but eventhEhumaneconliderarion of vertuous grate- 
fulnefle woutdhavectaued other of him: how in ſtormes, how in ſports'; how in 
watts, how iri'þeace,how'w fav eirive howvittorious, how befieged, how belieging, 
how ro ſtriins&s;how to Allies, how ro enemies, howto his owne. Laſtly;how in 
his inward felfe:and how inthis outward! gouernement, and I thinke in'a minde 
moſt prejudiced with' a-pteiudieming:tnfraor, hee will bee” found in excellencic 
fruttefull-'Yea as Horace Taith,% Helins Chriſipps, & Crantore bur truly , T ima- 
Sincit falleff one wichiehele OT , as withiſome good'women,who often 
are fieke bur infaith theyeanmnor rellwhere. So the-name of Portric is odious to 
thiem; but neicher his caxleirior effeRes, neither che-ſurmme that concaines him, 
hor the particalarities ddſcading from him, giue'any faſt handle to their car- 
ping diſprayſe';-Since they Poetrre is of all humane learnings the moſt auncient, 
and'sf moſt'fatherly antiquitie, asfromwhente other leatnings haue raken rheir 
beginnings; Since it is' foyniuceſall, tharno learngd nation doth deſpiſeir, nor 
baibarous mation is withour ir. Since both Roware and\Greeke gaue ſuch dinine 
xittvies voto "ic; the one of: propheſying;the other of making;z/and that indeede 
thitname of trixking is fix for him, confidering ,\that where all other Artes re- 
raine themſdes within:their ſubie&/, and reccitie as it wererheir being from it , 
The Poet otidly;, onely bringeth' his-oiwne ſtuffe ,and dota nor learne a Conceit 
ourof a matter/; but makech/matter for” a Conceit. Since neither his deſcription, 
not end cohtayaeth any euill , the thing deſcribed-catinor bee aut ; ſince his ct- 
fetsbee ſo gobd-is to reath goodnelſe and delight che learners of ic; fincerhere- 
in (namely 'tt morall 'doAtine rhe chiefe of all knowkdges) herdorh not onely 
farte paſſe the Hiftorian , but for — is well nigh comparable ro the Ph. 
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loſoper , for mouing, leaueth him behind him. Since the holy Scripture( wheres 
in there is no vncleanneſſe) hath whole parts 10 it Poeticall, and that euen our 
Sautour Chriſt youchſated ro vie the flowers of it : ſince all his kindnes arc nor 
oncly in their yniced formes, bur in rheir ſcucred diſſefions fully commendable, 
] thinke , (and thinke I chinke rightly ) the Laurel! Crowne appointed for trium- 
phant Capiaines, doth worthily of all other learnings, honour the Poets triumph. 
Butbecauſe wee haue carcs as well as tongues, and that the lighteſt reaſons thar 
may bee will ſeeme to waigh greatly , 1f nothing bee put in the counterbal- 
lance, let vs heare, and as well as wee can , ponder what obicions bee made a+ 
gaunſt chis Arte , which may bee worthy cyther of yeelding,or anſwering. Fit, 
cruly I note, not onely in theſe wioguesro,Pocthatcrs, but mall that kinde of peo- 
ple who tecke a prayſe, by diſprayling others,that they doe pradigally ſpend a great 
many wandring wordes in quips and ſcoftes , carping and rauntingat ach thing, 
which by ſtirring the ſpleene, may ſtay the braine trom athrough beholding the 
worthineflcof the ſubic&. 'Thoſc kiade of obictions,as they are full of a very idle 
calineſſe, (ince there 1s nothing of ſo facred a maieſtie, bur that an itching tongue 
may rub it ſelte ypon ir,ſo deſcrue chey no other anſwere,, but in ſteede of laughing 
at the ieſt, ro laugh ar the 1cſter. Wee know a playing wit can prayſe the diſcretion 
of an Aﬀe, thecomfortableneſſe of being in debt, and the 1olly commodities of 
being ſicke of theplague So of thecontraryſide,if we will rurne 0w#ds verſe, #la- 
teat virtus proximitate malz, that good lies hidin'neereneſſe of the enill, Agrippa will 
bee as merry in the ſhewingthevamiie of Science, as Er4{mms was inthe commen- 
ding of folly : neither ſhall any man or matger, eſcape ſome rouch of rhele ſmiling 
Raylers. But for Eraſmus and Agrippa, they had another foundation then rheſu- 
perficiall part would promiſe. Marry theſe other pleaſant fault-finders, whowill 
corre& rhe Yerbe before they vnderitand rhe. Nowne,and conjure others knowledge, 
before they confirme their owne , I wauld hauc them onely remember , that 
ſcoffing commeth not of wiſedome ; ſo ;as:the beſt title in true Engliſh they 

et with their meryments, is ro bee called good fooles : for ſo haue our grauc 
|S; rv cuer tearmed that humoroug kinde of icſters.. But that which giacth 
oreaceſt ſcope to their ſcorning humor, is-rymivg and verſing. Ic is alteadic aid, 
(andasI thioketruly ſaid ) it 1s notryming and verſing that maketh Poeſie : One 
may bee a Poet withour verling , and a verſifier without Poetrie. But yer prelup- 
poſe it were inſeparable, as indeede ut ſcemerh Salzger iudgerh truly,itwerean 1n- 
ſeparablecommendation. For it Gratio,hext to Ratto , Speech next tro Reaſon, bee 
rhe greateſt gift beſtowed vpon Mortal:tie , that cannot bee prayſcleſle, whichdoth 
molt poliſh that bleſsing of ſpeech ; which conſtdererheach word, not onely as 
a man may lay by his forciblequalitie , bur-by his beſt meaſured quanritie: carying 
eucn in themſcluesa Harmonie, withour perchaunce number, mcaſure, order,pro- 
portion bee in ourtime growne odtous. But lay afide the ivſt prayſe. it hath, by.be. 
ing the onely fic ſpeech for Muſiche, ( Muſicke I ſay, the moſt divinetrikerof the 
ſenſes. ) Thus much is vadoubredly true, that if ropng bee fooliſh withour re- 
membring, Memory being the oncly treaſure of knowledge , thoſe. wordes which 
are firreſt for memory , arc likewiſe moſt conuenicnt for knowledge, Now that 
Verle farreexceederh Proſe,in the knitting vp of the memorie, the reaſon is mani- 
feſt, the wordes (belides their delight , which hath a great affiniticro memorie) be- 
ing ſoſcr as one cannot be loſt,butrhe whole worke failes : which accuſing irſelfe, . 
callcth the remembrance backe to irſclfe,8& ſo moſt ſiroogly confirmeth it. Beſides 
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fancics ; and herein eſpecially Comedies giue the largeſt ficld to care , as Chaucer 
fauh, how: bath.1u. etherinations.and ours, before Poets did {often vs, wee were. 
full of courage; giuen to. martiall exerciſes, the. pillers. of manlike libertic., and 
not lulled afleepe in ſhadic- idlenefle with Poers ;paſtimes . And hſtly and chiefly, 
they cry out wuh open mouth, as if thay had oucr-ſhot Robinhdod, that Plato ba- 
nifhed them our of his: Common-weilth; Truly, this is much ,1if there be much 
euth in it. Firſt ro the firſt. Thar a'man might betrer ſpend his time, is a reaſon 
indeede;: but itidoth as they ſay , burpetere principiunz. For if irbec, as I affirme, 
that nolcariuing is ſo good as thatwhich teachertiand mouerh to yertue, and thar 
none can both reachand mouc therera fo much 28 Poeſje , then is the concluſion 
manifeſt ; that inke and paper cannotbecto a more profitable purpoſe imployed, 
And certaincly'though a man ſhould graunt theirfirſt aſſumption, it ſhould follow 
(methiok6;) very vawillingly, that good is not good, becaule better is better. Bur T 
fliltand vreerlydeny , thatthere is rung out of carch a more-fruufull knowledge. 
Tothe ſecondrherefore, that they ſhould bee the/principall lyces, I anſwere, Para- 
dexicall, but truely, I chioketruely : thar of all writers ynderthe Sunne,the Poet is 
thelcaſtlyer:;aod choughhe would, as a Poet,canſcarcely bealyer. The _{4ftrons. 
ix with his coulinthe Geometrician can hardly cleape, whe they rake ypon them to 
meaſure the height of the Rarres. How often thinke you dbe the Phyſitians lye, 
when they auerre things good for fickneſles,which afterwards ſend Charon a great 
riumber of-fpulesdrownd.in a potion, before they cometo his Ferry ? And uoleſle 
of the reſt;which cake ypon them ro.affirme. Naw for the Poet, hee nothing affirs 
mcth,and thereforencuerlyeth : for as I take it,tolie, is roatfhirme that to beerrue, 
which is falſe. Soas the br Artiſtes, & eſpecially the Hiitorian,attirming many 
things,can.mtheclowdieknowledge of mankinde , hardly cſcape from many lyes; 
But the Poes-as I (aid before, neuer affirmeth , the Poet neuer maketh any Circles 
abqur your imagination; to coniure you to belceue for true, whathewriteth : heci- 
ecth not authoritics of-ather hiſtories, -but euen for his centric, calleth theſweere 
Muſe to inſpire into him a good invention, In troth noelabouring to tell youwhat 
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is, oris not, bat wharſhould, orſhould notbeo.Andihaxforethough hee cecount 
things not trac, yer becauſe herellerthehem not forreue; heya tior:wichourwee 
will ſay,that Narhenlyed in his fpeech befotcalledged to:Devidwhickiasd withed 
man durſt ſcarce ſay; fo thinke'l none ſoſtmple; would ſay;thartfep 
ralesof hisbeaſts: forwho thinketh that Eſepewrore it for aftually { 
worthy to have hivname Chronicled amongrhebeaſts he riterh of. Wharchild ip 
there, char comming:to a play, and ſeeing 7 heber, writcets tas greatleners 'ypon ad 
olde doorc, doth e that'it is Thebes ? If then a man cararriue tothe childes 
age , to know that the Poers perſons and doinys,. are. burpiftures whar guid: berg 
& not Rorics wharhaucbcen, they will neucrgiuethely rothings notaffirmariue+ 
ly, burallcgorically- and- figuratively written z'and therefore as in hiſtory looking 
for truth, chey may goaway full fraughc wich faihood :.Sv1n Poefſe looking bur for 
6@ivn,they ſhall vſe che narration bur as an imaginatiuegroundplarof aprofirable 
inuention. : Bur hereto. is __— that the Poers giue names to men they write of; 
| which argueth a concrite of anaQuall.rrath, and ſo not being mruc, proucth falſe 
hood. And doth the Lawyer lye then; when.vader the natnes of 76bs of che Stive,ae 
lobn ok he Nokes he purtcth his Cafe? Burchar iscalily anſwered, their naming of 
men, is but to make. their piture:the more hruely , and not to buildany-Hiltocie, 
Painting men,they cannot leaue men narheleſſe. weelee wecannotp!ay at Cheſle, 
but chat we muſt gine names to our Chellemen ; and yer me thinkes hewerea very 
partiall Champion of truth,that would fay we hol forgiuing a peece of wood the 
reucrend title of a Biſhop. The Port namath Cyrac and: ences, no other way, 
then to ſhew what men of cheir fames, fortunes, and eftares, ſhoulddoe. Their 
third is, how much ic abuſcth mens wits , trayning it to wanton finfulneſſe , and 
luſtfull loue . For indcede char is the principall if nor the onely abuſe T'can heare 
alledged. They lay the Comedies rather teach then reprehend amorous conceices, 
They ſay the Lyricke is larded with paſſionate Sewners, the Elegiache weepes the 
want of his nuſtreſſe, and chat eucn to the.Heroicell , Cupid hath' ambitiouſly = 
climed. Alas Loue, I would thou couldcſt as well defend thy ſelfe , as thou canſt 

offend others : I would thofe.un whom theu-doelt attend , could cither pur thee 
away, or _ good reafon why they keepe.rhee. But graunc love of beautie to bee 
4 beaftly fault , although ir bee verie hard, ſince onely man and no beaſt hach that 
gift to difcerne beautic, graune that loucly name of Joue rodeſertic all hatefull 
ches,alrhougheuen ſome of my maſtcrs the Philoſophers ſpent a good deale 
their Lampoylcin fercing forth the excelleacie of it,graunc 1 ape. they will 
haucgraunted, tharnot onely touc, bur luſt, but vanicie, bur if they liſt ſcurilicie 
pollelle many leaues of the Poets bookes, yet thinkeT, when this is graunted, they 
will findetheir ſeneence may with good maners put the laſt wordes formoſtz and 
not ſay, thar Poetricabulech mans wit, but-chat mans wir abuſeth Poerrie. Porl 
will not deny , *but thac mans wit may make Poeſie, which ſhould be ancaginit, which 
ſome learned haue defined figuring forth good chings,to be 4avle51ad, which doth 
contrarywiſcinfe& thefancie with vnworthy obieRes, as the Painter ſhould giue 
to theeyceirher ſome excellent perſpeCtiuc,or fome fine Pifure fit for building or 
fortificatien,or contayning in is ſome notable example,ay Abraham factificing his 
ſonne Iſaach, Indith killing Holofernes, Danid fighting with Goliae, nay leaue thoſe, 
&pleaſcan ill pleaſed eye wich wanton ſhewes of beter hidden matters. But what, 
ſhall the abuſe of a ching, make therighe vie odious? Nay truly:thongh I yee!d that 
' Poeſie may not one'y bee abuled, but thar being abuſed, by the reaſon of his ſweete 
charming force, it can do nfore hurt then any other armie of words, yer ſhall ir - ſo 
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farrcfrom concluding, that the abuſe ſhouldgiue reprochto theabuled); chat con+ 
trariewiſc, itis a good reaſon, that whatſoener being abufed , doth much harme; 
being rightly vſed ( and vponthe right vie, each thing reccives his title) doch: 
moſt good. Doc wee notſee skill of Phylicke the beſt crampier to'our often afſaul- 
ted bodies, bring abuſed, reach poyſon the moſt violent deſtroyer ? Dorh not 
knowledge of Law , whoſe end is tocucnand right all thinges'; being abuſed 
grow the crooked foſtercr of horrible iniuries ? Doth not (rogocinthe higheſt } 
Gods word abuſed | breede herefic, and his name abuſed , become- blaſphe= 
mic ? Truly a Needle cannot doe much hurt, and as truly ( with leauc of Ladies 
bee irſpoken ) ircannot doe much good. With afivord thou mayeſt'k11l chy Fa- 
ther,and with a ſword thou mayeſt defend thy Prince and Countrey ſothar, as 
in their calling Poets, fathers of lyes , they ſaid nothing , ſo in this their argu: 
ment of. abuſe , they proucthe commendation. They alledge herewith, that be- 
fore Poets began to bee in price, our Nation had«et theirhearts delightrypoi 
ation , and not imagination, ratherdoing things worthy to bee written, then wri- 
ting things fit to bedone. What thar before time was, I thinke ſcarcely Sphinx can 
tell : ſince no memory isſo ancient, chat hath not the precedence of Poerrie.' And 
certaine it is, that in our plaineſt homelineſle, yet neuer was the 416;on Nation 
without Poetrie. Marry this argument, though ir be leuelled againſt Poetry, yeris it 
1adeed a chain-ſhotagainſtall —_— or bookiſhneffe,as they commonlyrtermeit; 
Ofſuch mindewere certaine G9thes,of whomit is written, that hauing in the ſpoils 
of a famous citie, taken a faire Library,one hangman belike'fir tocxecute the truits 
of their wits, who had murthered a great number of bodies, would haucſet fire in ir, 
No ſaid another very grauely,takeheed what you do, for while they are bafieabout 
thoſe toyes, we ſhall with moreleiſure conquer their countries. This indeede 1s thi 
ordinary do&rine of 1gnorance, and many words ſometimes I hauc heard ſpent in 
it: but becauſe this reaſon is generally againſt all learning, as well as Poetry,or rather 
all lcarning bur Poetrie , becauſc it were too large adigrelsion'to handle ir, orar leaſt 
roo ſuperfluous , ſince it is manifeſt rhat all gouernement of aQion is'robee gorren 
by knowledge , and knowledge beſt, by gathering many knowledges,which is rea< 
ding ; I onely with Horace, to him that is of that opinion, Inbeo ſtultum eſſe libenter: 
foras for Poetry it ſdfe,itis the freeſt from this obicRion- for Poetry is the Compa- 
nion of Camps. I dare vndertake,0rlande furioſo,or honeſt king _1rthare,will ne+ 
ucrdilpleaſe a ſouldier : but the quidditic of Ens and prima materia, will hardly a« 
orcewith a Corſelet. And therefore as I ſaid inthe beginning, cuen Turkes and 
T artares,are delighted with Poets, Homer a Greeke flouriſhed, before Greeceflouriſhed: 
and if to alight conicure, a conicture may bee oppoſed , truly ir may ſecme; 
that as by him their learned men tooke almoſt 'their firit light of knowledge , fo 
their aftiue men recciued their firſt motions of courage. 'Onely Alexanders ex- 
ample may ſcrue,, who by Plutarch is accounted of ſuch yertue , that fortune was 
not his guide, but his footeſtoole , whoſe Aces ſpeake for him , rhough Plutarch 
d1d not : indeed the Phenix of warrclike Princes. This Alexander,lefthis Schools 
maſter liuing _Uriſtotle behinde him, but tooke dead Homer with him. Heepur the 
Philoſopher Calh{thenes ro death , for his ſeeming Philoſophicall, indeede muti. 
nous ſtubbornneſle : but the chicte rhing he was cuer heard ro wiſh for,was,that Z70- 
mer had beene aliuc. Hee well found he recciued more brauery of minde by thepar: 
terne of Achilles, then by hearing the definition of fortitude. And thereforeit Ca- 
zo miſliked Fulvivs for carrying Ennize with him to the field, it-may bee anſwered, 
thatif Cato milliked ir, the noble Fuluius liked it,or clſelic had not donair, for it was 
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nottheexccllent Cato Yizrenſis, whole authoritiel would mych more have reveren- 
ced: but is was the former,iarruth a bitter puniſher of faults, bur elſc a man that had 
neuer ſacrificed ro the Graces. He miſtiked 8 cried gut againſt all Greeke Jearnivg,8c 
yerbcing fourcſcore: yeares olde, began tolearncir, belike fearing that Plvto ynders- 
ftood not Latine:Indeedethe Romaxe lawes allowed no on to bee caried to the 
wars, burhethart was inthe ſouldicrs role. And therfoxethogh Caro miſliked his vn- 
mutſtred perſon,hemiſliked nothiswork. And if he-had,ScyproNaſica(iudged by c- 
mon conſentthe beſt 8omiare) loued him: both theorher Scipio brothers, who had 
by:their vertucs'no leſs. ſurnames thenof Aſia & Af/rickſo loved him, thar they cau+ 
ſed hisbody to beburied in their ſepulture. So as Catves authority being bur againſt 
his perſon, & that avſweacd with ſo far greatet thE hinvelf,js herein of no validity. 
But aow indeed my burthen is great, that P/ato his name is layd vpon me,whom I 
muſt confeſſe of all Philoſophers,l hauc cucr eſteemed moſt wonthy of reverence; 8 
with good reaſon, finceof all Philoſophers he is the malt Poerecall: yer if he will defile 
the fountajne our of which his flowing ſtreamey: have proceeded, ler ys boldly cxa- 
mine with whar reaſon hee did it. Firſt truly a man might maliciouſly obie&, that 
Plato being a Philoſopher ,was a natural encmic of Poets. For indeed after the Philoſo- 
hers had picked oucof the ſweet mylterics of Peetry,the rightdiſcerning erue points 
of knowledpethey forrhwith purting it in method, & making aſchool Art of thar 
whichthe Ports: did onely teach by a divine delightfulnefle, beginning to ſpurnear 
their guides, like yngratctul prenrices, were nor corent roſer vp ſhopfor themaſclues, 
burſaughtby all meanesto diſcredittheir maſters: which by the force of delighr 
being barred then, the lefſe they could ouerthrow them, themore they hated them, 
Far.indeed they found, for Homer ſeucn citics ſtraue who ſhould hauc him for their 

Citizen, where many citics baniſhed Philofaphers, as nor fit menabers to live amo 
them, For oncly repeating certaine of Euripides yerſes, many Athenians had their 
lines faued of che Syracuſars,where the Athenians themſelues thought many Philo- 
fophersvaworthy to liue..Certaine Poets,as Simonides,8 Pindarus, had ſo prevailed 
wich H:erothefirſt,that of a tyranrthey made him a uſt king: where Plato could do 
ſo little with D7onyſtus,that hee himlelfe of a Philoſopher, was madea flauc.But who 
ſhould dothus,I confeſſe ſhould requite the obietions made againſt Poers,with like 
cavillations againſt Pkzloſophers: as likewiſe one ſhould do tharthould bid one reade 
Phadrus or Sympoſium in Plata,or the diſcourſe of Joue in Plautarch,and ſee whether 
any Poet doauthoriſeabhominablefilchineſle as they do. Againe a man might aske, 
our of what comon-weaalth Pl/atodoth baniſhthem,inſooth, thence where heehim- 
felfe allowerh communitie of women.So as belike this baniſhmenr grew nor for cf- 
f:minat wantonnes,fincelitle ſhould poetical Sonnets be hurtful, when a man might 
have what woman he liſted.Bur T honour Philoſophicall inſtructions, 8 bleſle the 
wirs which bred them - ſo as they be nor abuſed, which is likewiſe ſtretched ro Poe- 
try. Saint Pele himſclte ſers a watch-word vpon Philoſophic, indeed vpon the abuſe. 
So doth Plato vpon the abuſe,not vpon Poetry. Plato found fault that the Poers of his 
eime,fild the world with wrong opinions of the gods,making l1ght tales of that yn- 
ſpottedeſſence;8 therfore would nor hauethe youth depraucd with ſuch opinions: 
herein may-much by ſaid ; lerchisfuffice. The Poers did not induce ſuchopinions; 
but did imitate choſe opinions already induced. For all the Greeke ſtories can well re- 
ſtifie,thatthe very 5%, 20 ofthat.rime,ſtood ypon many, & many faſtioned gods: 
not caught foby Pozts;bur followed according to their nature of imitation, Vho 
liſt ray reade in Pluta#ch, che diſcourſes of 1/is & 0ſirs, of the cauſe why Oracles 
ceaſed, of.the diuine preuidence,8: fecwhcther the 7 heolpeie of that nation ſtoode 
not 
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not ypon ſuch dreames which che Poets undecdſfuperſtriouſly oblerued;8 truly lincs 
they had not che light of Chriſt,did much beter in itthen 1 Philoſophers who ſha* 
king off ſuperſtition, brought in Azbeiſave. Plato therefore whole authoritie I had 
much racher juſtly conſtruc chenvniuſtly rebiſt, meant not in ym of Poets, in 
thoſe wards of which ix/zxs Sca/rger ſaith; 244 autherirate barbari quidam atque in 
fipids abuti velivt ad: Poctas & Repablica extgeudos;But onely meant todriueourt thoſe 
wrong opinons of the Dente: whereef now without furcher law,Chriſtianrty hath 
taken away all the hucttull belcefe, perchance as he thought, nouriſbed by then cttce- 
med Poets. Aad a man need goeno further chen ro Plato himſelfe ro know his mea- 
ning: who in his Dialogue called 0n,giuerb high, & rightly diuine commendations 
vnto Poetry. So as/Plato bamiſhing the abuſe, nor the thing, not baniſbiog ir,bur gi- 
uing due honour to ir, {ball be our Pacron,8 not our aducrlarie. For indeede,l had © 
rather , ſince truely I may doe it, ſbew their miſtaking of. Plato; ynder whoſe 
Lyons skinne they would make an Aſſe-like braying againſt Poeſte,then goeabour 
to oucrthrow his authority ; whom the wiſera man 1s,the more iuſt cault hceſhatt 
finde ro have in admiration: efpecially ſince he attnbutethynro Porfiemorethen my 
ſelfe doe; namely to bee a very inſpiring of aduine force, farre abouc:mans wit, as 
intheforenamed Dialogue 15apparant. Of theother fide, who would ſhew theho- 
nours haue becne by che belt fort of iudgements grauatcd then, a whole ſea of ex- 
amples would prefcar themſelues; Alexanders,Ceſars,Scipzocs, all fauourers of Poets + 
Lalixs, called the Romance Socrates himlelte a Poet ; ſo as part of Heautoutimeroume. 
nox in Terence, was ſuppoſed to bee made: by him. And cucn the Greeke Socrates, 
whom Apollo confirmed to be the onely wife man, tsfaid to haue tpene part of his old 
timcin putting #ſopes Fables into Verſcs, And therefore full euill ſhould 1t become 
his ſcho'ler Plato,to put fuch words in his maſters mouth againſt Poets. Bur what 
nceds more ? Ariz/otle writes the Arte ot Poeſie': and why,if icſhould notbe wric- 
ren ? Plutarch teacheth the vie to be gathered of chem : and how, if they ſhould nor 
bee read? And who reades Plutarches eyther Hiſtorte or Pheloſaphre,thall finde hee 
trimmeth both their garments with guardes of Poſte. Bur I norhiſt to defend Porfee 
with the helpe of his vaderling tering phe Ler it ſuffice ro have ſhewed, it is 
a fir ſoile tor prayſe ro dwell ypon: and whar diprayſe may ſet ypon ir, is eythercaſſ» 
ly ouercome,or transformed into uſt commendations.So that lince the excelicncies 
of it may beclo calily and fo iuſtly confirmed, and the low creeping obieQtions ſo 
{oone crodden downe,it not being an Arte of lyes,but of truedodrine; nor of ctfe» 
minateneſle, bur of notable ſtirring of courage ; not of abuſing mans wir,but of 
ſtrengrhning mans wit; not baniſhed, but honoured by Plato; ler vs rather plant 
more Laurelsforto tngarland the Poets heades(which honour of being Laurcare, 
as beſides them onely criumohant Captaines were, is aſutficient aurhorttie to ſhew 
the price they ought to be held in) then ſuffer the ill fauoured breath of ſuch wrong 
ſpeakers once to blow yponthe cleare (prings of Poeſie. Bur fince I haue runne (0 
long a Carceirinthis matter, mce thinkes before I giue my penne a tull ſtoppe, ir 
ſhall bee bur a little more loſt time,to inquire why England the motherof excellent 
mindes ſhould bee growne ſo hard a ſtepmother to Poets, who certainely in wir 
ought to palle all others,ſince all onely proceedes from their wit, betng 1ndeede ma- 
kers of themſclues,not takers of others. Huw can I but exclaime, Hnſa mihi cauſas - 
wermora quo numine leſs. Sweete Poeſie that hath ancicntly had Kings, Emperours, 
Senators, great Caprtaines, ſuch as belides a thouſands others, David, _AHdrianSo- 
phocles, Germanicus, not onely to fauour Poets,but ro bee Poets : and of our neerex, 


times, can preſent for her Patrons, a Robert King of Sici4, the great King Nan 
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of Fraunce, King Iames of Scotland , ſuch Cardinals as Bemrbus, and Bibiena ; ſuch 
famous preachers and teachers,as Beza and Melanchthon, ſo learned Philoſophers, as 
Fracaiterius, and Scaliger , ſo great Orators,as Pontanus, and cHuretus,ſo piercing 
wits, as George Buchanan , {0 graue Counſellours, as beſides many, but befor all, 
that Hoſpital of France ; then whom I rhinke that Realmencuer brought forth a' 
more accompliſhed iudgement,more firmely builded vpon vertue : I ſay theſewith 
numbers of others, not onely to reade others Poeſies, bur to Poectiſe for others rea- 
ding ; thar Poeſie thus embraced in all other places ſhould onely finde in our time a 
hard welcome in England , I thinke the very earth laments it, and therefore deckes 
our ſoile with fewer Laurels then it was accuſtomed. For heretofore, Peets haue 
in England alſo flouriſbed: and which isto be noted,cuen in thoſe times when the 
Trumpet of A/ars did ſound lowdeſt. And now that an over faint quiernefle ſhould 
ſceme ro ſtrow the houſe for Poets , they are almoſt in as good reputation , as the 
eMontebanckes at Venice. Truly cuen that,as of che oneſide it giueth great prayſe to 
Poeſie, which like Venus ( but to better purpoſe) had rather be troubled in thener 
with <ars, then cnioy thehomely quict Y#lcay : So ſerues it for a peece of a 
xcaſon, why they are leſſe gratcfull ro idle _—_— , which now can ſcarce caduer 
rhepaine of apenne. Vpon this neceſſarily tolloweth, that baſe men with ſeruile 
wits yndertake it , who thinke ir _— they can bec rewarded of the Printer: 
and ſo as Epaminondas is aid with the honour of his vertue to haue madean office, 
by his exerciſing it, which before was contemptible , to become highly reſpeted : 
ſo theſe men no more butlerring their cjames to it, by their ownediſgracefulneſie, 
i ary rhe moſt graccfull Poeſie. For now as if all the uſes were got with child, 
ro bring forth baſtard Poers : without any commiſsion they doe poſt ouer the 
bankes of Helicor,till they make the Readers more wearie then poſt-horſes ; while 
 inthemeanerime, they Dues meliore luto finxit precordia Titan , ate better content 
to ſuppreſſe the out-flowings of thcir wit,then by ptibliſhing them , to bee accoun- 
ted Knights of the ſame order. ButTI, that before cuer I durſt aſpire ynto the dig« 
nitic,am admitted into the company of the Paper-blurrers , doe findetheyery truc 
cauſe of our wanting eſtimation iswant of deſert, taking ypon ys tobce Poets in 
deſpite of Pallas , Now wherein wee want deſert , were athanke-worthy labour 
' rocxpreſſe, Bur if 1knew, I ſhould hauemended my ſelfe: buras I neucr deſired the 
title, ſo hauc I neglefted the meanes to comeby it, onely oucr-maſtcredby ſome 
thoughts, I ycelded gn inkie tribute vnto them. Mary they that delight in Poeſie 
irſelte , ſhould ſecke ro knowe what they doe: and how they doe eſpecially looke 
them(ſclues in an yoflattering glaſle of reaſon , if they bee inclinable ynto it. For 
Poeſie muſt not be drawne by the cares, it muſt be gently led, or rather it mult lead, 
which was partly the cauſerhat made the ancient learned atfirme, it was a diuine 
ifr and no humane kill, ſince all other knowledges lye readie for any that haue 
engthof wit : A Poet no induſtrie can make , if his owne Genius bee not carrycd 
into it. Andtherefore is an olde Proucrbe, Orator fit, Poeta naſcitur. Yer con- 
feſlc alwayes, that as the 'fertileſt ground muſt bee manured,, ſo muſt the higheſt 
flying wit haue a Dedalzzs to guide him- That D edalas they lay both in this and 
ia other, hath three wings to bearc it (elfe vp into the ayre of due commendation: 
tharis, Arte , Imitation and Exerciſe, But theſe neither Artificiall Rules, nor 
imicatiue patrernes , wee much comber our ſclues withall. Exerciſe indeede wee 
doe, butthat very fore-backewardly ; for where wee ſhould excrciſe to know,wee 
exctciſeas having knowne: and ſo is our brainedcliuered of much matter, which 
nener was begotten by knowledge, For there being two principall yarts, Matter to 
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deterprefieiby wordes ;and wordes toexpreſiethe marter : In neicher,wee vie Arre 
Cares Cighnty Oar inartet is, 2odlljber , indcede although wrongly per- 
fotthing 03k Verſes 't 7 :

Andin 
tAcEarte 6f Ibpreis Lyticker'i many thinbes taſtiigbf a rroble birth , and wotthie 
of aiobletmibde; The Shrephicardy Katendet hath much Pocr#Je in His Eclogues, 
indeede worthy the teadtay itT bee not deceiucd.. That famefrarhing of his ſhle to 
a6 otde ruſtitke hoguage; Tdate not! allow : ſince-neither Fheotritue in Greeke 
Yirgil inLatin,fot Sahczalt in Tralian didatitt ir. Belides theſe, Idoe not remem- 
ber to haire ſee bur few (to ſprake boldly ) printed that haue Pocticall finewes iti 
them: Fot proofe whereof,let but nrolt of che Verſes beput i Proſe, and then aske 
the theaning,and it will bee found , thar one Vere did bur beger another, without 
etdeting ar the firſt; whac Mbuld bee ar the laſt , which becomes aconfuled maſſe 
of wordet , with'& tingling ſound of tire , barely axcompanicd with reaſon; Our 
agedres and Comedies, vor withonr cauſe cried out azainſt, obſ{cruing rules 
nidicher of honeſt ciuilicie, not skilfull Poetry, Extepting Gorboducke( againeT ſay 
of thoſe chat have ſcene ) which norwich andiny, at it 15tull of ſtarely ſoretches, 
and well ge mg rn ro the heihr of Sencta his ſile,and as full of no- 
rable moralirie, which itdoth moſt d:liphttully reach, and ſo obcaine the very end 
of Prrſie: Yet intruth at is very defeuous in the circumitances, which grieucs me, 
becauſe ir might not remaitte 25 at) exart modell of all Tragedies. For it is faulric 
dorh in placeandtime , the cwonectflarie companions of all corporall ations. For 
wWhicre the ſtage ſhould alway repreſent bur one place ; and the verermoſt rimepre- 
fappoſed in it, ſhould be both by 217/7o11es precept , and commonreaſon,but one 
day ; thete is borh many dayes and many places, inattificially imagined, But if it be 
ſo in Gorboducke, how much more inall the reſt 7 where you ſhall hauc Aſia of the 
one fide, aud friche of the vthet,and {o many othet yndet.kingdome, that the 
Fayet when bee comes in, thaſt ever begit with celling where hee1s,or elſe the rake 
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will not bee conceiued, Now ſhall you haut three Ladies walke to gather flowers , 
ard hen wee miſt belecue the ſtage to bed 4 garden. By and by weeheare newes of 
jpwrackein the ſame place,then wee areroo blartic if weeaccept it not for arocke. 
Vpon the backe of that comes 0uta hidiviis monſter with fire and ſmoke, and theri 
the miſerable beholders are bound ro rake it fot acaut : while in che meane time 
rwo atmics flic in , repreſented with foure ſgordes and bucklers , and then what 
hard heart will not recciue 1t tor a pitched field ? Now of time they are much more 
liberall. For ordinaric ic is, that two young Princes fall inloue, after many tra- 
ierfes ſhee is for with childe , deltucred of 2 fatre boy;hee is loſt, groweth a man, 
Falleth is lone, and is readie roget anorhet c hilde ; andall this intwohoures ſpace: 
Which how abſurdit is in ſenſe , cuen Roſe may imagine: and Arthath taughr,and 
alf auncictitexaryples iuſtified, and at chis day the ordinaty Players in 7zaty will not 


ette in, Yer will ſome bring in ancxatiple of Zanrch itt Terewie, that conraineth 
matter 
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matter of two dayes , yet facre, ſhort of zwwentic yearas,,;T rug it is,,40d"10, ways 
to bee played in twodayes , and ſo fitted to the time ix for forth.; And alihed 
Plaitzs haucin one place done amiſle , let ys hit itwith him 430d nat anilſe, wwh 
bim. Bur they will ſay , how then ſhall wee ſer forth a ſtorie, which comaines 
both many places , and many times ? And.doethey. nor know that a Tragedic 1s 
rycd tothe lawesof Pocfic , and not of Hiſtorie : not bound to follow the ſtorie, 
bur having libertie cyrher to fayne aquirenew marter, or to fratnethoHiſtorit to 
the moſtrragicall, conuenicncic.? Againe many thinges may be tald, which cannas 
becſhewed : if they knowe the. difterence berwixe reporting and xepreſenting. As. 
for example , I may (peake rhough I am hac, of Pers, and in ſpeech digrefle from 
that, to the deſcription of Caleee : bur'in, atiqp I, cannot reprefentit without 
Pacolets horſe. And ſo wasttemanner. the auacients tooke., by ſome: Nuxtiae 
to recount thinges done in former time or other. place, Laſtly , it they,will repre; 
ſent an Hiſtoric , they muſt not ( as Horaceſaith ) begin sþov9,but they myſt come 
ro the principall point of that one aRign which they will cepreſent,! By example 
this will bec beſt expreſſed . I haue aſtorie of yourpg Poliderws delivered for (afes 
ties ſake with great riches by his father Priamus, to Polimnefter king, of Thrace, an 
the Troian warre time. Heeafter ſome yeares, hearingof the ouerthrow of Prie- 
1 , for to make thetreafure his owne , murthereth the childe; the, bodic of the 
childe is taken vp, Hecuba ,ſhee the ſame day findeth aflight to bee-reuenged moſt, 
cruelly of the 'Tyrant. Where now would oncof our -Tragedie-writters begin, 
bur with the deliueric of the childe ? Then ſhould onefaile ouer into T brace, and to, 
ſpend know not how many ycares, and trauell numbers of places. But wl 
doth Euripides ? cucn with the finding of che bodie, the reſt leawing to bee rold by 
the ſpicit of Polydorus. This needes no further to bee enlarged, the dulleſt wit 
may concciue 1t. But beſides theſe groſle abſurdities', how all their Playcs bee 
neither right Tragedics , nor right Comedies, mingling Kings and Clownes, 
not becauſe the matter ſo caricth it , but thruſt in the Clowne by head and 
ſhoulders to play apart in Maieſticall matters , with neyther decencie nor. diſ- 
cretion : ſo as neyther the admiration and commileration , nor the right ſport- 
fulneſſcis by their mongrell Tragicomedic obtained. I know _{Hpulcixe did ſome» 
what ſo, bur char is a thing recounted with ſpace of time , not repreſented inone 
moment : and I know the Ancients hauc one or twocxamples of Tragicome- 
dies , as Playtus hath 4mphitrio.Butif we marke them well, we ſhall finde that they 
neucr or, very daintily match horne-pipes and fugeralles. So falleth itourt , that 
having indecde no right Comedie 1n that Comicall part of-our Tragedie,wehaue 
nothing bur ſcurrilitie vaworthy of any chaſte carcs,or.ſome extreme ſhew of dol- 
tiſhneſle, indeedefir tolift vp a lowd laughter and nothingelſe : where the whole 
tra of a Comedie ſhould be full of delight,as the Tragedie , ſhould be ſtill main» 
rained in a well raiſed admiration. But our. Comedicnts thinke there is no delight 
without laughter, which is veric wrong : for though laughter may come withde- 
light,yetcommerh it not of delight,as though delight ſhould be the cauſeof laugh. 
ecr : bur well may onething breede Boch rogether, Nay in themſelues,they haucag 
it werea kind of contrarictic : For delight wee ſcarcely doc, but in things that haue 
a conucnicncie to our ſclucs, orto the generall nature, Laughteralmoſt cucr come 
mcrh of things moſt diſproportioned to our ſclues & nature. Delight hatha ioy in 
it cyther permanentor preſear. Laughtcrhath only a ſcornefull cickling.Forexame 
ple,wee arc rauilhed withdcelight to ſee a faire woman, and yer arcfarre from be- 
ing moucd to laughter. Wee laugh ar deformed creatures , wherein certaincly wee 
cannot 
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cannot delight. Wee delight in good chances: wee laugh at miſchances. Weed 
lighe to heare the happineſſe of our friends and Countrey , at which hee were wors 
thy to be laughed at that would laugh : weſhall contrarily ſometimes laugh to finda 
marrer quite miſtaken,8 goe Jowne the hill againſt the byas,in the mouth ot ſome 
\fuch men, as for the reſpe& of them, gne ſhall bee harrily ſorie hee cannot chooſe 
bur laugh,and fo is rather pained , then delighted with laughter. YerdemeT not, 
but thatthey may goe well rogether : for as in Alexanders pictute well ſer our, wee 
delight withour laughter, and in rwentie mad Anticks wee laugh without delight : 
So in Hercules painted with his great beardand furious countenance in a womans 
attyre , ſpinning at 0mphales commaundement; ir,brecdes both delight and laugh- 
ter: for the —_ of ſo ſtrange a power 1n Loue, procures dcel1ghr,& the ſcorn- 
fulneſſe of the ation Itirreth laughter. Bur I ſpeake to this purpoſg,thar all the end 
of thecomica!l part, be nor ypon ſuch ſcornfull matters as ſtirre laughter pnely,bur 
mixe with ir that delightfull teaching, which is the end of Poeſie. And the great taulc 
eucn inthar point of laughcer,and forbidden plaincly by Ar:ftotle as,thar they ſtirre 
laughter in fiofull things , which are rather execrable rhen ridiculous: or in miſer- 
able, which are rather to bee piticd then ſcorned. For what is it to make folkes gape 
at awretched begger , and a beggerly Clowne : or againſt law of hofpitaltie, to 
teſt ar ſtrangers, becauſe they ſpeake not Engliſh ſo well as we tirwdueds we learn, 
ſince it is cercaine, Nl habet infelix panpertas durius in fe, Buam quod ridiculos ho- 
2wines facit. But rather a bulic louing Courtier, and a heart-lefſe rhreatning 7 hraſo, 
a ſelfe-wiſeſeeming Schoolemaſlter; a wry transformed Trauailer : theſe it we law 
walke in ſtage names, which wee play-narurally, therein were delightfull laughter, 
and reaching delightftulneſle, as inthe other the Tragedics of Buchanan doc witly 
bring forth _— admiration, Burt I hauc lauiſhed our roo many wordes of this 
play-matter ; I doe it, becaule as they are excclling yarts of Pozſie, ſo is there noneſ{o 
much vſed in England,8 none can be more pititully abuſed: which like an voman- 
nerly daughter,ſhewing a bad education, cauſerh her morher Poeſies honeſtie to bee 
called in queſtion. Other ſorts of Poetry almoſt haue we none, but that Lyrica/! kinde 
of ſongs and Sonnets, which, Lord,if he gaue vs ſo good mindes,how well it mighe 
beemployed,and with how heaucnly frunes, both priuate 8 ms” 1: ſinging the 
prayſes of the immorrall beautie,the immorrall goodneſſe of that God, who giuerh 
vs hands to write,and wits to conceiue : of which wee might well want words, bur 
neuer matter: of which wee could turnc our eyes to nothing, but wee ſhould ever 
| havenew budding occaſions. Bur tfuly many of ſuch writings as come vnder the 
banner of vareſiſtable loue, if I were a miſtreſſe, would neuer perſwade mee they 
were in loue : ſo coldly they apply fiery ſpecches,as menthat had rather read loucrs 
writings,8 fo caught vp certaine (welling phraſes, which hang together, like a man 
that once told me the wind was at Northweſt and by Souch, becauſe hee would bee 
ſure to namtwinds caow, then that in trurh they feele choſepaſsions , which caſily 
as I thinke, may be bewrayed by that ſame forcibleneſſe or Erergia ( as the Greckes 
call ic)of the writer. Butler this be a ſufficient, though ſhort nore,that wee muſe the 
righe vſc of the matcriall point of Pozſie. Now for the outſide of it, which is words, 
or(as I may terme it) D407, it is euen well worſe: ſo is that hony. flowing matron 
Eloquence,apparelled,or rarher diſguiſed in a curtiſan-like painted afteation. One 
timewith fo farre-ferched wordes,that many ſecme monſters,but molt ſeeme ſtran- 
gers to any poore Engliſhman : another time with courſing of alerter, as if rhey 
were bound to follow the mexhode of a Di&tionarie : another time with figures and 
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Verſifiers, and had not as large peſleſsion among ProfgePrintcrs : and which is to 
be maruciled among many Schollers, and which is to bee pitied among ſome Prea- 
chers. Truly I could wiſh,if atleaſt IL mightbe ſo bold ro wiſh,tn a thing beyond the 
reach of my capacitic,the diligent imitators of 7 «ly & Demoſthenes , moſt worthy 
ro be imicared,did not {o much keep Nizaligg paper-books of their figures & phra- 
ſes,as by attentiue rranſlation,as ir were,deuOure them whole,& make them wholly 
theirs. For now they caſt ſuger and ſpice vpon.cuery diſh that is ſerued at the table: 
lIikethoſe 1ndians,not content to weare care-rings at the fir and naturall place of the 
cares,bur they will thruſt iewels through their'noſe and lippes,becaule they will bee 
ſureto be fine.7 «ly whe he was to druue out Catalive, as 1t were with athunderbolr 
of cloquence, often vieth the figure of reperition, as vinit & vincit, imo in ſenaturn 
venit, imo in ſenatum veiit , &c.Indeede inflamed, with a well grounded rape, hee 
would haye his wordes (as it were)double out of his mouth, 8 ſo do that artificially 
which wee ſec men in choler doe naturally. And we hauing noted the grace of thoſe 
words hale them in ſometimes to a familiar Epiſtle, when it were too-much choler 
to bee cholerick. How well ſtore of Simyliter Cadenſes doth found with the grauitic 

of the Pulpit, I would nor inuake Demoſthenes ſoule to tell, who with arare dain- 
rinefſe vſeth them, Truly they hauc made me thinke of the 5op/ifter, that with roo 
muchſubriltie would prouc two Egges :hree,& though he might be counted a $0- 
phiſter had none for bis labour. So theſe men bringing in ſuch a kinde of eloquence, 
well may they obtaine an opinion of a ſeeming finencfle, but petſwade few , which 
ſhould be the endof their finenes. Now for ſigz1itudes jn certain prineed diſcourſes 
I thiak all Herberiſts,a!l ſtoricsof beaſts, ftowles 8 fiſhes are rifled vp,that they may 

comein mulcitudes ro wait vpon any of our conceits, which certainly is as abſurd a 
furferto rhe cares as 1s poſſible. For the force of aſtoulicude nor being to proucany 

thing toa contrary diſpurer, but onely ro explainetoa willing hearcf when that 1s 

done, the reſt is a moſt tedious pratling, rather oucr-ſwaying the memory from the 
purpoſe whereto they were applied, then any whit enforming the judgement alrca- 
. dycitherfatisfied,or by fimulitudesnor ro be ſatisfied, For my part, I do not doubr, 
when Antonizs and Craſſus, the great forctathers of Ciceroineloquence,the one(as 
Ciceroteſtifieth of them )pretended not ro know Art, the-ather nor to ſer by it ( be- 
cauſe wich aplaincſcnfibleneſſechey might win credit of popular cares, which cre- 
duc is the neereſt ſtep to perlwaſion, which perlwaſion 1s the chicte marke of Ort» 
tory) I doe not doubt; I ſay, butthac they vied theſe knackes very ſparingly, which 
who'doth generally yic, any man may ſce,doth dauaceto his owne mulicke,and ſo 
to benoted by theaudience,morecarteull caſpeake carjouſly chen truly. V ndoub, 
_ redly(arleaftromy opinion vadoubtedly)haue found in diuers ſmall learned cour- 
tiers a more ſound ſtile, then in ſome poſleſiors of learning of whichIcan gheſle no 

other cauſe, but that the courrier following that, which by praftiſe hee findeth fir- 

reſt to-nature, therein(though heknew it nor)doth according to Art,thaugh not by 

Arte:-where thc other vſing Arceto ſhew Arte,and not hide Art(as inthele caſes hg 

ſhould doe) flyeth from nacure,and'indeede abuſcth Arte, Bur what ? me thinkes I 

deſerueto beepounded for ſtraying from Poetry to 0raterit : bur both haueſuchag 

affinitie in the wordiſh conſideration, that Ithink this digreſsion will make my mea- 
ning receiucthe taller vaderſtanding : which isnot to:take ypon me to teach Poets 
how they ſhould doe,bur oncly finding my ſelfe ficke among the reſt, to ſhew ſome 
oneortwo fpots of the common 1nfeftion gtawne among the molt partof writers, 
that acknowledging our felues fomewhat awry,we may; bend to the right vie both 
of matter and manticr. VV hereto our language giueth'vs great occaſion, bcing in+ 
| : deed 
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deed capableof any excellenr exerciſing of it. Iknow ſome willlay it isa mingled 
language: and why norlo much the better, taking rhe beſt of both the orher2:Ano- 
chee will ſay;it waarerh Grammer, Nay crucly ichath that praiſe; that ir wants not 
Grammer ;farGrammer:icmight haue,bur necdsr nor, berng ſocaſiein it ſelfe,and 
void of rhole comberſornedifterences of Caſes, Genders, Moods & Tenſes,which [ 
_ thinkwasaHieceof the rower of Baby/pns curle, thata man ſhould be pur to ſchoole 
eolexrne his'morher rongue. Bur for thevnering fivectly and properly the conceir 
obthe mind,whith isrhe'end of ſpecch;xhar hath ir equally with any other tongue 
in che world ; amt is particularly happy in compotnions of two or three words to- 
gether, nerre the'Greckfarre beyond the Latine , which is one of the greateſt beau+ 
ties.can-by ina language. Now of yerfifying,thereateewo forts, the one ancient;the 
- dther moderne 2 the anciear marked che quantitie of each ſyllable,and according to 
thac framed his yerſe : themodern,obſerging only number, with ſoine regardotthe 

accent; the chiefe hte of ir tanderh inthar like ſounding of the words, which we call |

ſo of the other (ide with Conſonants, that they cannot yecld theſfiweerfliding, fit for 
a verſe, The French in his whole language hath nor one word that hath his acceat in 
rhe la@fyllable lauingtiwo, called Antepenultima; and little more hath the Spaniſh , 
andtherefore verie graceleſly may they vie Dadtiles. The Engliſhisſubiettononeof 
theſe detefts Now tor Rime,though we doe nor obſeruequantirie, yerwe obſerue 
cheEiccent very preciſely, which other languages cicher cannot doe; of will nor doe 
{o ablolutely. That Ceſur4,or breathing place in the midſt of the verſe, neyther 1ta- 
lian nor Spaniſh haue : the Frenchand we neucr almoſt faile of, Laſtly,cuen the ve. 
ric Rime1t ſelfe the /talian cannot put inthelaſt ſyllable,by the French named the 
Maſculine Rime, bur ſtill inthenext rothelaſt, which the French call the Female ; 
or the next before that, which the 1talian Sdrucciola : the example of the former, is 
Buono,Suons , of the Sdrucciola,is Femina,Semina.The French of the other {ide hath 
both the Male,as Boy, Sor; and the Femalc, as Plaiſe, T aiſe ; but the Sdrucciola hee

werethe auncicat Treaſurers of the Grecians diuinity;to beleeue with Berzbxs,thar
